this compilation as an earnest of my good will and attachment to the Body, and as a proof 
of my anxiety to mark the sense I entertain of toe ''*' pneclara Protihcice Anglice merUa 
in Ecclesiam el SocietaUm.**f At all events I hope to have shown, that I am a willing 
Pioneer in the service, too happy to prepare the way f»r more efficient Workmen. 

Permit me to confess. Dear Rev. Father, that I am deeply moved and affected, when 
I call to mind the heroic examples of many of these truly gord, and e\an great men (for 
they were great in the sight of God) — when I consider their personal sacrifices and pri- 
vations for<the cause of Religion, and that ardent zeal for the honour and glory <if God, 
ifrhich no disgrace could intimidate, no difficulties and dangers could terrify. They were 
men indeed, of whom the world was not worthy. They cast no sideling glance to inter - 
eat : they rose superior to prejudice, and all unbecoming jealousy. United amongst them« 
■elves, and emulous of the credit of their own Order, they esteemed, assisted, cherished 
mnd honoured all fellow-labourers in the vineyard of our common Master, Jesus Christ. 
Ridi in wisdom and virtue, they were contented in the midit of poverty, and the heat of 
persecution. Though deserving well of their country, of Society, and of mankind, they 
had often to experience the foulest ingratitude* and to become the victims of calumny, 
malice, and tyrannical iniquity.- -(£cc/e«ia«<ef iv. I.) — How many of these worthies have 
spent themselves in the care of the poor, the prisoners, lhe|infected, the Slave and Barba- 
rian? How many have toiled in the education of youth, and in rrai.iing fiture Missionaries ? 
How many have dragged out an existence amidst incredible hardships and perils, concealed 
im gpeluncu et in abdUis, in petrit quoqueet in antris, et in cistemii-^(\, i. Reg. c. 13) 
.—daily exposed to treachery and apprehension, and in perpetual terror for the liberty, and 
fortunes, and lives of their Friends and Benefactors ? How many have pined away and 
perished in chains and dungeons ? How many, after enduring refined tortures in secrett

Questioa. Who was the Founder of the 
Society of Jesus 7 

Auswer. St. Ignatius, of Loyola, 

Q. How many, and who were his first 
companions ? 

A. They were nine, viz. 

1. F. PkterFaber, He died at Rome, 
1st of August, 1546, statis 40. 

2. The great St. Fmancis Xaverius, 
wlio died at St. Sancian, 2nd of December, 
ld52, a:t. 55. 

S. F. James Latnez, who died at Rome 
19th of January, 1565, st. 53. 

4. F. Alphonsus Salmeron, who died 
mt Naples, 13th of February, 15B5, st. 09. 

5. Simon Rodriguez, who died at Lis« 
bon, 15th of July, 1579. 

6. Nicholas Bobaoilla, who died at 
Loretto, 23rd of September, 1590, st. 79. 

7. Claudius Jay, who died al Vienna, 
6th of August A.D. 1552. 

8. John Codurius, who died at Rome, 
S9th of August, 1541, St. 33. 

9. Paschasius Broet, who died at 
Paris, 14th of September, 1562, st. 55. 

Q. When was the Society confirmed by 
the Holy See ? 

A. The Bull of its Confirmation Regi- 
mini militaiUis eeeUsia^ was publislied 
by Pope Paul III. on the 27th of Septem- 
ber, 1540; but his Holiness then restricted 
the number of Members to 60. This re- 
striction was entirely removed by his Bull 
Ii^unctum nobis^ on the 14th of March, 
1643. By his successive Bulls Cum inter, 
Exponi nobis. Licet debitutn, he was 
pleased to confer many favours and privi- 
leges on the infant Society. 

Q. When did the Jesuits first begin to 
open schools in Europe ? 

A. In the year 1546, or six years after 
the confirmation of their Order, when they 
were put in the possession of the College at 
Gandia, by its Founder, the celebrated 
Francis Borgia. We may add, however, 
that they had undertaken the charge of the 
Royal College at Goa in the preceding 
year. 

Q. How long did St. Ignatius survive the 
foundation of his Order ? 

A. Nearly 16 years ; for he died at Rome 
on the 31st of July, 1556, st. 65. 

Q, When was he canonized 1 

A. The Bull of the Canonization prepar- 
ed by Pope Gregory XV, on the I2th of 
March, 1622, was published by his Suc- 
CMior Urban VIII, on the 6(b of August, 



1683. The Saint^s Beatification bad been 
pronounced by Paul V, in 1609. 

Q. Did St. Ignatius entertain the wish of 
extending the society to England 7 

A. Yes, and liad even commUsioned P. 
Peter Ribadcneira, in 1555, to carry this 
wish into execution ; but owing to the 
Saint's death lu the following year. Queen 
Mary* 8 decease shortly after, and the un- 
settled state of public a flairs in the early 
?art of Queen Elizabeth's reign, as also tha 
nadequate number of fit members, this 
work of zeal and usefulness was delayed 
for several years. 

Q, At whose instigation were Jesuit 
Missionaries first sent to England ? 

A. At Dr. Allen*s, who obtained of Pope 
Gregory XI 11, an express Order for this 
purpose, directed to F. Evcrard Mercurian, 
the 4th General of the Society . Dr. Allen 
assured his Holiness, that this employment 
of Jesuits was '' not only the earnest desire 
and petition of the Seminary at Rheims, but 
of the best and principal Catholics of Eng- 
land.''— F. PeruonM' M.S. Life qf F, 
Edmund Campian. 

Q. Who was Dr. Allen? 

A. He was born at Rosehall in Lanca- 
shiie in 1532, and rose by his talents to be 
regai dcd as a star of the first magnitude in 
the University of Oxford. Wlien Queen 
Elizabeth proclaimed herself the Champion 
of Protestunti&m, the Doctor threw aside 
all his preferments, and retire.l to Louvain. 
A few years later he settled at Douuy, and 
became a rallying point to several English 
Catholics, who not being able to live 
with their conscience at home, had fixed 
upon voluntary banishment. But the Doc- 
tor's original intention '' in admitting such 
resort and couvictus was not, (as he 
often affirmed to F. Persons,) that they 
might return to England to teach and 
preach the Catholic Faith; but it was for 
the purpose of mutual encouragement in 
virtue and learning, and the easier prac- 
tice of their religious duties.** Happily, 
however, this band of Confessors became 
inspired with the noble ambition of perpe- 
tuating themselves, and keeping alive the 
lamp of Orthodoxy in their native coun- 
try. With this view. Dr. Allen, in 1660, 
opened a Seminary at Douay, and the sue 
cessful essay of the Kev. Lewis Barlow, 
the first Missionary who left it for England, 
animated their hopes and courage to p^r* 
severe in this Apostolic undertaking. 
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0« Did tha Fathen of the Socletj eon- 
cor widi band and beaut in this pioos and 

nsefal enterprise? 

A. None more so. They eTinced the 
most disinterested and honourable zeal in 
promoting the studies and In helping the 
pecuniaiy wants of this invaluable institu- 
tion. " The first certaii stay, (says F. 
Persons,) that the Seminary of Douay ever 
had, was Fifty Crowns per month, which 
F. Anthony Possevinus provided from 
Rome by the General's Order." When 
the Faction in Djuay, encouraged by Re- 
qu^-sens, successor to the Duke of Alva, 
obliged this community to quit the Town 
in lioly week, 1578, and to take refuge 
at Rheims ( where they resided until their 
honourable recal Id years later ) F. Persons 
exerted himself so efiectually in their favor 
with Philip II, King of Spain, as to obtain 
in i5S2, the Annual pension of 2000 Du- 
cats for the Seminary. Again, when Mr. 
George Gilbert died at Rome, late in the 
year 1563, the General Claudius Aquavi- 
va wrote to Dr. Allen, that the deceased 
had given to the Noficeship of St. Andrew 
at Rome, 800 Crowns— that althoogfa the 
Order was grateful for this proof of benevo- 
lence, yet, believing that it would be a 
more acceptable service to God, if the whole 
was disposed in opem AnglietB nationU^ 
he had actually placed it at l>r. Allen*s 
disposal, either to relieve the exiles, or for 
a burse to supjiort anageatat Rome, or for 
the better maintenance of his College at 
Rheims, or for any other pious work he 
should most approve. l*he cordiality and 
friendly feeling of the Jesuits, this great 
and good man was always ready to ac- 
knowledge. In his beautiful letter to F. Eve- 
raid Mercurian, 4th General. 8. J. dated 
Rheims, 26th of October, 1578, he says, 
** dedt operatn semper ut nostt-i nan allU 
auam veUrU Sludiit^ Inslilutis, MorU 
out (quibut nihil eit hodie, vel ad doc 
trinaai expedUius, vel adpietalem tin* 
ceriUM, vel quod maxime nunc requiH- 
inuf, ad zelum lucrandarum animarum 
aecommodaliwf) pnecipu^ imbuerewl ur.** 
T9 them he confessed himself indebted for 
his promotion to the Purple on the 7th of 
August, 1687, and until his happy death 
be never failed to exert the influence of his 
high station, in protecting and advancing 
the interests of the Order. 

In a letter of F. Henry Garnet to the 
above mentioned General Aqua viva, dated 
from London, 16th of April, 1596, I read 
these remarkable words ** Collegii Rhe^ 
m^ig PreeteM (Doclor Riehardut Bar" 
ret') teHatvtn jecil^ plus Me a me, et 8. 
Martyre Sotorello^ qui nvnquam SemU 
naril cvJumvIm alumni fuimus, aecepisMe 
peeuniiB quam Sccularet Presbyteri om^ 
net eonluleirint" In those days the spirit 
of Religion prompted the Regular and Se- 
cular Clergy,, to cultivate the most un- 
reserved fntercoorse, the most brotherly 



love and eaadov. And blessed were tlie 
Irnitsof this open-heartedness; for never did 

religion flourish so mach.* 

Q. You said Dr. Allen was the original 
Adviser of employing Jesuits in the Kn- 
glish Mission. Pray who were the first 
members selected for this purpose 1 

A. F. Robert Perstms, who was named 
Superior, an J ¥. Edmund Campian. 

Q. When did they reach England ? 

A. In the month of June A.D. \oS0, 

Q. Did their Missionary career last for 
a considerable time ? 

A. No. F. Campian was appn'hended 
about a twelvemonth later and committed 
to the Tower, whence be was brought to 
be executed on the 1st of December, loSt; 
but just before his condemnation. F. Per- 
sons had quitted England. Though absent, 
he laboured with indefatigable zeal for the 
good of his countrymen, by publishing 
many learned and useful Works, and by 
procuring considerable funds for the edu- 
cation of youth. 

Q. Did any other Fathers succeed the 
last mentioned in the English Mission ? 

A. Yes ; but sparingly for some 
time. Fathers Jasper Haywood, William 
Holt, and Thomas Cotham arrived here in 
the latter part of 1 5SJ: F. William Wes- 
ton in 1584 : FF. Robert Southwell and 
Henry Garnet in 1586. During the Supe- 
riority of F. Garnet, the actual Members 
of the Society in England increased to 4J. 

Q. How were these Missionaries go- 
verned ? 

A. By a Vice- Prefect, or local Superior 
appointed by the Prefect of the Mission, 
who resided at Rome. 

Q. Who were these Prefects at Rome? 

A. F. Persons till his death in 1610. 
F. Thomas Owen until his death, 6tU of 
December. 1618. 

Q. And who were the Vice-Prefects ? 

1. Robert Persons. 

2. Jasper Haywood. 

3. William Weston. 

4. Heniy Garnet. 

5. Richard lloltby. 

6. Robert Jones. 

7. Michael Walpole, ( p. 374 More.) 

8. Richard Blnunt. 

Under the Government of F. Blount the 
English Members of the Society amounted 
nearly to two hundred, including 4J Pro- 
fessed Fathers. Such an inc. ease induced 
F. Mutius Vitelleschi, the 6th General S. J, 
to raise the Mission in 1619 to a Vice- 
Province, and he named F. Blount, Vice- 
Provincial. This prudent and faithful Su- 
perior began to organize and model his 
District according to the manner of the

Society. He erected in November, lGt^>, 
(p. 446, Mori Hist. Prov. Angl.) the Col- 
lege of >t. Ignatius, which ccunprisel the 
Members residing in the Counties ot* .Mid- 
dlesex, ^url y, Kent, Berks, and Herts. 

2. id. The College of iSt. Aloysius (p. 
274-, Mori Hist. Prov.) conip«eliending 
Lancashire, Cheshire, and Westmorland. 

3r(J. Tiie College of i>t. F'ancin Xuvier 
embracing South Wales, xMonmouths.ire, 
Herefordshire, and (iloucester.shire. 

These Colleges had proper Funds and a 
local Superior called Hector. In considera- 
tion of the rapid increase of Members, the 
above-mentioned Geneial,by Letters Pa- 
tent of the 21st of January, l(5'i3, crtcled 
England into a Province of the Society, 
and constituted this F, Blount its tirst Pro- 
vincial. 

Q. Were there not other Colleges ? 

A. Yes: by degrees five n»ore were en- 
dowed. 

l.lhe Co Urge oj the Holy Apostles; the 
funds of which were provided by that great 
Benefactor of the Society, Roheit, the 
third Lord Petre, about the year UMU, '1 his 
comprised Essex, Suflolk, Norfolk, and 
Cambridgrshire. 

2. Of the Immaculate Concept ion, in- 
cluding Leicesttrshire, Derbyshire, Notts, 
and Rutland. 

3. The College of St. Thomas of Can- 
terbury, containing Sussex, \\ iltSjllants 
and Dorset. N.B. It was raised from a 
Residence to a College in 1(576. An. Lit. 

4. St. Chad's, Slafl'ordshire. It is first 
mentioned in 1670, as distinct from St. 
Aloysius' College.

Q. Were there not some Minor Depart- 
ments, called Residences ? 

A. Yes : and they were 6 in number. 

1. St. Michaers— Co. York. 

2. &'. John the Evangelist — the Bishop- 
rick of I>nrham and Cumberland. 

3. St, George's — Worcester and War- 
"wick. 

4. St. Mary's — Oxford, Northampton, 
Bucks, and Bedford. 

4 6. St. Winefrid's, erected I believe in 
j 1670— North Wales and Salop. 
I 6. St. Stanislaus — Devon and Cornwall. 
This Division continued until the ISuppres- 
sion in 1773. 

Q. Were not some Colleges abroad un- 
der the direction of the English Jesuits ? 

A, Yes: some were under their direction, 
and others were absolutely their own pro- 
perty. 

In the 1st place, the English College at 
Rome was under their direction. This Es- 
tablishment was originally the Hospital

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4. As for St. Omer's College, an annual 
pension of 10,(KM) ( Towns was assigned to 
It in 1603, by that munificent Patron of 
Catholicity, King Pliilip the 11. of Spain. 
This Foundation flourished with great 
splendour until the arbitrary expulsion of 
the English Fathers, without even the sha- 
dow of Judicial Process, in August, 1762. 
The Schools were thence removed to Bru- 
ges ; hero again in October, 1778, the 
Faith of the Austrian Government was 
basely violated by the seizure and disper- 
sion of the Community, and the plunder of 
their property. 

Q. But where was the English Novici- 
ate 7 

A. Originally at Lou vain. The Lady 
Aloysla de Caravajal of Valladolid be- 
queathed on the 22nd of December, 1604, 
twelve thousand ducats towards the foun- 
dation of a Noviciate. In consequence St. 
John's house at Louvain was hired for the 
purpose until something more eligible 
should offer : and it was used as such from 
1006, until November, 1614, when they 
removed to a very convenient Residence 
in the City of Liege. This had been obtained 
by the active exertions of F. John Gerard, 
and the liberality of George Talbot, of 
Grafton, Esq, who in the sequel became 
the Olh Earl of Shrewsbury, and died on 
the 2nd of April, 1630. The pious, vali- 
ant, and munificent Prince Maximilian, 
Duke of Bavaria,';at their recommendation, 
befriended this rising establishment. His 
splendid endowment bearing date the 8th 
of September, 1626, may be seen in the 
9th Book of F. More's Hist. Prov. Angl. 
This truly noblo Benefactor died in 1651, 

set. 70. 

In 1622, the Noviciate was removed to 
Watten* situate about two leagues from 
St. Omer, and proved in the sequel a 
prolific nursery of Apostolical and Religious 
Spirit : the College of Liege was appro-

Q. What information can yoa oflbr oa 
the snbject of the Irish Mission t 

A. Unfortunately but yery little. St. Ig- 
natius, it is well known, had this Mbsioa 
greatly at heart: he sent FF. Salaeroa 
and Broet, two of his first companions, 
with Kraucis Zapata, into Ireland, towards 
the end of Menry the Eighth's Reign: and 
tliey spent 34 days in confirming the people 
in the faith of tlicir forefathers (p. 10 
More*8liist. p. lOO Tanner's Conf.S. J.) 
In the Generalship of St* Francis Borgia, 
this Mission began to be regularly supplied 
with Fathers of acknowledged merit and 
abilities. But until the year 1020, they 
were usually at ladled to the persons or 
houses of the Gentry: after that period 
they obtained Stations of their own, which 
increased to 8 Colleges and Residences^ 
some of which counted 8 members in com- 
munity, and none less than three. The No* 
Titiate was at length esUblished at Kil- 
kenny, but shortly afterwards remoyed to 
Gal way. Yet this prosperous state of 
things was blighted, withered and destroyed^ 
in the tempestuous visitation of that Thun- 
derbolt, Oliver Cromwell. From the sera of 
tbis8ucces.sful Usurper, until thedissolutioa 
of the Order in 1773, several Fathers, is 
defiance of the terrors of the Infamous Penal 
Laws, were never wanting to cultivate tba 
Irish Vineyard : although the minority of 
the Irish Members were drafted into tha 
other Provinces of the Society, and espe- 
cially in Colleges at balamanca, Roma, 
Paris, and Poictiers. 

The last Members of the Ancient Sod- 
ety had died away, when tlie Mission was 
restored by F. Peter Kenney, in November, 
1811. Under his auspices the Collega of 
Clongowes Wood, in the County of Klldare, 
was opened in 1814, and some time after 
a Seminary at TuUabeg in King*s County. 
The Mission, revived in the same manner 
as it existed before the Suppression, be- 
came erected into a Vice-Province, by the 
present General, in October, 1829. 

Q. Had the Scotch FF. any Colleges in 
their own Country 1 

A. None whatever ; bat they possessed 
a small College at Douay, and were ad- 
ministrators of houses for their Naiion at 
Madrid, Paris, and Rome. After the ez- 

fmlsion from Douay by the Frendi Par- 
iament, in 1702, a College was obtained 
at Dinant in the territory of Liege, Into 
which F. John Pepper entered with hia 
little Community, in April, 1764. He was 
succeeded as Rector of^ the house in 1772» 
by F.^George Maxwell : and in September^ 
of the next year, the College was inTolTed 
in the general destruction.

Pius IV. ) his companion, F. Edmund 
Hay, succeeded in bringing away from 
Scotland, James Tyrie, John Hay, Wil- 
liam Murdock, and Robert Abercrotnln/ , 
qui dfUis societati nomiiiibus in riros 
egrcgios cvasere, quibus pi urimum Scotia 
debet. After spending 23 years in assist- 
ing Catholics abroad and in training the 
novices of the Society, and after labouring 
during 19 years in tluj Scotch Mission, and 
enduring imprisonment for Christ, he disd 
peaceably at Braunsberg, 27th April, 1613, 
HJlat. 80. (See F.John Drew's Fasti, S. J. 
This posthumous work contains 51C pp.) 

IV. Abercrombv, Thomas.— lie had 
been serving the English mission for seve- 
ral years with little danger or suspicion, 
when he ventured into Scotland in June, 
1010, but owing to the heat of the perse- 
cution raging there, he deemed it prudent 
at the end of two months to return lo his 
former situation. With great difficulty he 
effected his escai)e, as ho informs the iic- 
neral, (Haudius Aquaviva, in a letter dated 
ord Oct. 10 10. lli> death occurred in 
England, llh Feb. 101-1:.

VII. Anderson, Patrick, was born in 
ihe county of Elgin, or Moray. His 
mother was sister to Dr. John Lesley, 
bi^thop of Ross, that model of faithful ad- 
herence to royalty in distress, in the per* 
son of Marv Stuart. After attending the 
grammar school at Elgin, and then the 
university of Edinburgh, Patrick went 
abroad, and joined the Society of Jesus at 
Rome in 1697, and in due time he acquired 
the reputation of an eminent linguist, 
mathematician, philosopher, and divine. 
Ueiug ordered to the Scotch mission, he 
reached London in November, 1600, and 
after a short stay in that capital, prose- 
cuted his journey towards bis native 
country. Admirable were the fruits of 
his apostolical career, in the conversion 
of the old and the young, of the noble and 
the poor, even of several members of his 
own respectable family, amongst whom 
may be mentioned his brother, whom he 
reconciled to God, and whom lie prepared 
to die in the most edifying sentiments of 
piety. In his missionary excursions 
through the Highlands and Lowlands, he 
had to encounter incredible fatigue and 
privations ; every place was full of sus- 
picion and danger ; and his hair-breadth 
escapoH from the hands of his fanatical 
persecutors, as detailed in his narrative, 
manifest tlie special interpositions of a 
kind Providenco in his favour. Twice he 
was in immediate peril from the informa- 
tion given to the privy council and its 
cruel president. Lord George Hume, Earl 
of Dunbar, by two false brethren, one of 
whom the Father had actually employed 
as seeretary ; but when his apprehension 
was deemed quite certain, God was 
pleased to rescue him from danger. To 
these false brethren and their families, 
the good Father rendered in the se<|uel 
the kindest offices and benefits, and he 
remarks, that nothing is more becoming 
a member of the Society of Jesus, than 
to repay good for evil, and to return a 
blessing for a curse. Receiving orders 
Jrom his superior, F. James Gordon, 
(Huntly) to meet him in France, he quit- 
ted Scodand late in 161 1. It is a remark- 
able fact, that at the time of his departure, 
there was but one priest in all Scotland, 
and he very old and infirm. Two worthy 
secular priests, Andrew Creighton and 
Roger Lindsay, had lieen apprehended in 
August 1610; and after suffering imprison- 
ment had been sentenced to i)or|»otual ba- 
nishment. Tosupnly this dearth, F.Ander- 
Mon t'ollectcd nearly one hundred prtmiising 
youths in HcotlamI, eager to serve God 
ami therhureh, as I find in a letter written by 
F. Gordon, ami <lated Ihu 1 1th March, 161 1 . 

In Scotland Ihu dreadful engine of ex- 



communication had at this period dirceted 
its full force against the Catholic body. 
When once that abominable sentence was 
pronounoMl by the kirk against the Catho- 
lic victim, he could neither inherit pro- 
perty, nor enter into a legal covenant, nor 
claim a debt, nor form the marriage union. 
At the end of a year's absence from the 
parish conventicle, the Catholic was liable 
to be cited by the preacher qf the ward, 
who alone was to decide on the sufficienoy 
of his reasons for such absence. Should 
the Catholic prove contumacious, the 
frightful sentence was fulminated ; his 
property at once became confiscated to the 
crown ; his person consigned to safe cus- 
tody ; and such was the envenomed hatred 
ot the Scotch Puritans to the professors 
of the ancient faith, that they would nei- 
ther break bread with them after such sen- 
tence, nor speak to them, but would shim 
them as if infected with pestilence. Hera 
in England, our reeusanU, who professed 
interest or wealth, might, comparatively 
speaking, live at their ease. 

After recruiting his strength, and filling 
the office of first J&suit Rector of the 
Scotch college at Rome, (which was 
founded in 1600, by Pope Qement VUI, 
and committed to thie direction of the Jo- 
suits in 1615), F. Anderson was allowed 
by his superiors to return to Scotland. 
Finishing his visitation of the Highland^! 
he proceeded to the south, when he was. 
betrayed on St. Patrick's day, 17th of 
March, 1620, into the hands of the ma- 
gistrates of Edinburgh, by a pretended 
Catholic, Alexander Boyd, whose honour 
couhl not resist the bribe of £75. sterling. 
During his rigid confinement in the Tol- 
booth, the good father, whose constitution 
was greatly impaired, had to stand several 
examinations, during which he gave evident 
proofs of superior learning and invindbk 
constancy. He was threatened with the 
barbarous torture of the BooU, in which 
the legs of the prisoner were so compressed 
that the blood and sometimes the marrow, 
started from the compressed parts. But 
nothing could intimidate bis generous soul, 
which panted for martyrdom. Quiit mVU 
trilmat, he says, ut pro dulcUsimo Do- 
mino Jesu moridr 7 felix hora, aua 
comparatur tstema Ula felicitas I But 
whilst in daily expectation of death, he was 
restored to liberty, at the intercession of, as 
it is thought, the French ambassador, the 
Marquis Deffiat, who diose him for his 
confessor. He died quietly in London, on 
the »4th of September, 1624, setat. 49. 

We have from his pen The Groumd qf 
the Catholicke and Roman Religion in 
the Word qf God, 4to. 1623. It is di- 
vided into three parts, the first containing 
60 pages> the second 150 pages, the third

The learned Alban Butler, in a noto to 
Ike life of Si. Feian, (Oth of Januarv). and 
mln In his life of St,- Duthak\ (Sth (»r 
MarchV and of Si. Coiur/rm/i wr, ( 1 1 tli of 
March), refers to the MS. Memoirs of the 
fleoteh Saints, compilfd by a Hrotch Je- 
nit, and preserved in the Scotch collri^* at 
Paris. The compiler was no otlii*r than 
F« Patrick Anderson. For in liis oris^inal 
letter addressed to the General of his Or- 
dbr, Fr. Mutius Vitelleschi, and dated 1 tth 
tt May 1090, from his prison in Kdiii- 
hargh, I read, " Commendo PaivrnUati 
tertrte Alnmnon CoHgeii Scotorum, qui' 
5vt eoHMolationi erit non mvUiocri^ ul

We cannot conclude this account of F. 
'P. Anderson without briefly adverting to 
his uncle, bishop Lesley, vi jto die<l on the 
Slst of May 1596, letat. 7a. This excel- 
lent prelate was the steady friend of the 
Society of Jesus, and whilst ambassador 
of qaecn Mary at the French court, ob- 
tained, against the parliament of Paris, 
that the Scotch College founded by Iter in 
IflSO, should remain under the direction of 
tiie Jesuits. In the college refectory a I 
Douay, his portrait was set up as a token 
of gratitude, with the following eulogium : —

X .Bolt, alias M*lNTOsn, Henry, joined 
the English province, but when, I cannot 
learn. The first time that i meet with him 
is at Watten, in the Low Countries, in 
1701. For several years he was missioner 
at Spetchley, in Worcestershire. From 
1734. to 1737, he filled the office of Rector 
of the English college at Liege ; and ho 
was declared Provincial of his brethren, 
20th July, 1737. His term of office being 
expired, he i-eturned to Liege, 16th Sep- 
tember, 1740, and died there, 9th February, 
1743. 

XI. Brown, Richard. — In a letter of 
F. James Mambrccht, (Superior of his

Six years later he was chaplain t«) 
the Countess LinlithtjoH\ who was pri- 
vately a Catholic. Having completed Al 
years in the Society, the good old man 
died most piou.ly on the itlh of April, 
162{), and was attended in his last mo- 
ments by F. RolHJrt Valens, one of tlu; 
nine Jesuits then in Scotland. 

XVI. Christie, William, called the 
Junior, came on the Scotch mission in the 



year 1025. F. John iMambiecht, in a 
letter dated 7th April, 1628, says of him, 
that he was a model of apostolic zeal and 
labour ; that he had already reconciled to 
the Catholic faith more than 400 persons. 
During this time he had no regular station, 
but subsequently he became attached to 
the Marquis of Huntly*s family, and as- 
sisted at that nobleman's most edifjring 
death at Dundee, on l5th June, 1636. 
Quitting Scotland he reached the Con- 
tinent 25th of January, 1642, as I find by 
his letter of 6th of March following. He 
succeeded F. Robert Gall, as Rector of the 
seminary at Douay, 17th March, \6oO» 
Further particulars I am unable to collect. 

XVII. C1.ARKE, This father was 

certainly Rector of the Scotch Seminary at 
Madrid ; and I read in a letter of F. Rd. 
Plowden, addressed 26th Oct. 1726, to F. 
Thos. E'oerson the Rector of the English Col- 
lege at Liege, " F. Clarke the Scotch Jesuit, 
made Confessor to the king of Spain, in 
place of F. Bermudez, who has his cong6. 
This will promote the afiairs of the Scotch 
college at Madrid: this change is attribut- 
ed to the Queen.*' 

XVIII. Clinton, Alexander —His real 
name was Mac Kenzie : he was born 23rd 
of March, 1730, entered the Novitiate in 
1749, and seven years later was sent to 
the London Mission. Here he had ample 
field for exertion, and was deservedly es* 
teemed and admired for his fatherly atten- 
tion to the poor, and especially to the 
unfortunate prisoners. In 1767 he was 
raised to the rank of a professed father. 
The late Thomas Weld, of LuHworth, 
Esqr.. charmed with his merits and social 
qualities, engaged him for his chaplain in 
I7BI. Keliring from that situation about 
14 years later, lie went to Ireland, where 
he died 5th June, 1600. We have from 
his pen —

XIX. CoNNE, Alexander. — He has left 
an interesting M.S. Report of the Scotch 
Mission in 1663, whei-e twelve Jesuits were 
then actively employed. He was in Scot* 
land ten years later ^ Though a great vale- 
tudinarian, he was employed at Paris, in 
September, 1680, in negociating the ailairs 
of his brethren. 

XX. Creitton, William. —This father 
was possessed of considerable zeal and 
talent, but was deficient in judgment. 
To his misplaced confidence, may be prin- 
cipally aiicribed the failure of Pope Pius 



tlie Fourth's secret embassy to Mary Qiie«i] 
of Scots, See p. 105, of Tanner's "Con- 
fessors of the Society of JesuiU." From 
the diary kept in the Tower of London, by 
the Rev. Edward Rishton, we learn that 
F. Creitton, on returning from Scotland 
(where he had converted the Earl of 
Arran), was apprehended and committed to 
that prison on the 16lh of September, 1564. 
How long he remained in custody I know 
not ; but F. Parsons addressed letters to 
him at Seville in 1596. It is clear that 
James VI of Scotland had actually em- 
ployed him in a delicate embassy : for in a 
letter to F. Thomas Owens, dated 4th June 
1605, he says, " Our Kyng had so great 
fear of ye nombre of Catholiks, and ye pa- 
issance of Pope & Spaine, yt he offered li- 
bertie of Conscience, and sent me to Rome 
to deal for ye Pope's favor & making of a 
Scottish Cardinal ; as I did shaw the Kyng'a 
letters to F. Parsons." Having no guile 
himself, he suspected none in his weak and 
hollow-hearted Sovereign. He was living 
at Paris in 1615, and, in a letter, written 
Uth July, that year, he says, " Verum est 
aelatem me non gravare mullum, quamvis 
anni abundant." Ihe date of his death I 
have yet to learn. ,

XXI. Crooksiianks, Alexander, oc- 
curs rector of the Scotch college at Douay, , 
30th January, 1748. 

XXII. CuRLE, HiPPOLiTLS.— In our no- 
tice of F. George Christie, we glanced at 
the original foundation of the Scotch se- 
minary at Paris, and its various move- 
ments. These were occasioned by the 
failure of funds, by the unhealthiness of 
Ponl-a-Mousson, by the inconvenient dis- 
tance from the coast, by the wars in Lou- 
vain, and by the absence of proi»er accom- 
modations. It is true that several generous 
individuals came to their relief, and sup- 
plied the means of subsistence. Amongst 
these benefactors we may particularize Mi. 
Cuthbert and Geo. Christie, eanonsofSt. 
Quintin's Church, Picardy ; William Mel- 
drum, quondam precentor of the cathedral 
chuich of Aberdeen; Hon. Robert Seton, 
son of Lord Seton ; Messrs. Lacy and 
Wilson ; Rev. John Weymes, chaplain of 
our Lady at Bruges; and Rev. John 
Grier, *'de fanUlia Lagne in Scotia, ca- 
nonicus ecclesiec S. Petri in Anderleb. in 
Flandriaprcpe Bruxtllas.*" But above all, 
Dr. Cheyney, whose portrait in the refectory 
of Douay, thus recorded their gratitude.

Anioni(st the 
students of the house was a youtli of tiic 
name of Hippolitua Curie, son of Uin)ert 
Curie, [Q. When did CiiU>ert Curie die / 
lie mas discharged from prison by (^ueen 
EUxabeth 6th Aug. 15S7J formerly secre- 
tary to Queen Mary, by his wife Barbara 
Mowbray, lie was studyinjc poetry Mhen 
the account arrived of the recent martyr- 
dom at Glasgow of F. John Oj^ilvie, who 
had been an alumnus of that college. It 
was publicly read in tlie refectory amidst 
tlic tears of the comniuiiity. A second 
reading of the luirrative was called for ; and 
the more it was discussed, the more they 
were overjoyed, that one of their counliy- 
men and brethren was so liappy as to sutler 
such a glorious martyrdom. The tender 
heart of Ilippolitus was sensibly aiVected; 
he sighed after the participation of the same 
happiness. This was in the year 1615. 
Three years later he defended Universal 
Philosophy with great applause, and then 
humbly petitioned for admission into the 
Society, lie was accepted, and entered a 
novice at Tournay. During the second 
year of his noviceship, his aunt El'i/abeth 
Curie died at Antwerp, viz, 2t)thof March, 
1619 ; and by her death he received a con- 
siderable accession to his fortune ; for he 
had now the command of sixty thousand 
florins. Before ho made his simple vows 
be generously devoted the bulk of tliis pa- 
trimony to the use of the establishment. 
At the death of F. John Kobe, 13th March, 
1633, F. Curie, who may justly be called 
the second founder of the college (for with 
his money it was erected), was appointed 
its rector. For his perpetual remembrance, 
his picture was set up after his death in the 
college lefectory; near him was the correct 
view of his college, with the following in- 
scription beneath : — 

*• R. P. Hypolitus Curie, Presbyter Societatis 
Jesu ox Patre Scoto Regine MarisB StuartflB a 
secretis. altcrque ab oa Collegii Scotornm Parens 
obiit 21 Octobris, annu 163S, aetatis sue, 47, 
iteligionis 20."

When he had completed his No- 
viceship in tliat city, ho applied liini- 
sttlf to Philosophy; but the climate dis- 
agreeing with his constitution, he re- 
turned to Douay, where he finished the re- 
mainder of his studies ; proceeding to 
Scotland, he reached Edinburgh 20th June, 
174<2. lie was raised to the rank of a 
Professed Father, 2-l«th March, 1747; and 
died in Edinburgh, 2Sth February, 1775, 

XXVIII DuGuiD, George, also bro- 
ther of Alexander. He died about the year 
1760; but I can recover no details. 

XXIX. Durham, Stephen. This Father 
was at Edinburgh in August, 1704, I meet 
with him at Edinburgh, 0th Sept., 1712.

family. Placed in tlie mission of Strath- 
glass, Invcrncsshire, F. John F. found the 
necessity of acquiring a competent know- 
ledge of the Gaelic language. In Mrs. 
Fraser of Kilbokie (Q. Catharine Mac- 
kenzie?) then considered the best firae 
scholar in that district, he experienced an 
invaluable guide. By degrees he formed 
an immense collection of Gbielic Poetry. 
The original Folio M S. in his own hand* 
writing ne deposited, in 1772, in the Scotch 
College, at Douay ; but those who ought to 
have kept this precious treasure in cedar- 
wood, suffered it to be thrown aside and to 
perish, and to be applied to every ignoble 
purpose. The whole of Ossiau't Poems 
translated by Macphergon were in F; 
Farquarson's collection, and many others 
either not known to Maepherson, or at 
least not published by him F. Farqnhar- 
son frequently quoted the original passages 
ot Ossian, with remarks on the inferiori- 
ty of Macpherson*s translation. F. John 
F. was taken prisoner about the year 1745, 
whilst saying Mass, and conveyed to EkHn- 
burgfa in his sacerdotal vestments. Af- 
ter many sufferings, he was restored to li- 
berty, and lived several years afterwards 
abrcMui ; when he finally returned to Scot- 
land, and resided with his nephew, Mr. F. 
of Inveray. There he died suddenly, and 
was buried at Braeman. His Rev. Brother 
Charles, who died was interred 

in the same grave. 

XXXVIII. Fife, James, lived for some 
time at Naples; was appointed by the 
Gen. M. A. Tambeltini, Rector of the 
Scotch College at Rome in 1709. In a let- 
ter of the F. Thomas Eberson, Esq., Rector 
of the English College at Rome, and dated 
thence 20th February, 1724s I read *'I 
leave next Thursday, 2nd. March. F. Fife 
who came up hither two years ago to the 
Scotch College, goes along with me as far 
as Modena, whence he goes by Turin to 
Paris. I do not know who will be here at 
Rome in F. Fife's place." 

XXXIX. Forbes, James, occurs supe- 
rior of the Scotch mission in May, 167i). 
In 16S6 he and F. Thomas Patterson 
were appointed Chaplains to King 
James II. in Holyrood House. This 
chapel was opened on St. Andrew's Day, 
1086. At the revolution he was sent to 
the Continent. His superior, F. William 
Aloysius Liwley, felt much at parting with 
him, as being *' rerum nostrarum ex- 
jK'rthiiiinuaj** and recommends to the 
General to reinstate him in the govern- 
ment of his brethren in the mission. But 
hu was appointed Rector of the College 
at Douay, where I And him still in the 
nutiimn of lOtU, when business calling 
him to Scotland, lie was taken in company 
of F. Marvell and Mr. Charles Gordon, 
both nu*inhcrs of the Society, and con- 
vryotl lo Kiigland, where they were com- 
iiilttH lo prison for some weeks, and

XLIII. Fraser, John. — lie died in 
Scotland in 1797. At the suppression of 
the Society in 1773, tliore were hut seven 
Jesuit missionaries in Scotland, but for a 
kmg time prerious to that event members 
of the order had served Kirconncl, Ter re- 
gies, and Munshes, in the South; and 
Breonar, Gleugaim, Glentanar, Buchan, 
and Strathglass, in the North. The Supe- 
rior and his Socius resided at Edinburgh, 
and another Father at Aberdeen. 

XIilV. Gall, Rorert, of Maw, pro- 
bably, county Fife. In Thurloe's State 
Papers, Vol. 1. pp. 53S-9, is published an 
Intercepted letter of this Father to his 
Gteneral, Goswin Nickel, dated from Scot- 
land, 23rd October, 1653. Before his ap- 
pointment to the office of Superior of his 
brethren iu Scotland, he had filled the situ- 
ation of Rector of the national (college at 
X>ouay. In a letter dated 29th December, 
1647, he shows his charitable disposition 
and generous hospitality to his Catholic 
countrymen, who had been obliged to leave 
Scotland for their loyalty and their devoted 
attachment to their religion ; and he men- 
tions an extraordinary fact, that the Jesuit 
missionaries were then the only priests ac- 
tually in the country. He repeats this as- 
sertion in his letter of the 26th JViarch, 
1648 ; and he adds that these Fathers, 
'* nunc, si unquam alias, verissimi sunt 
pauperrimi Jesu Socii, vix enim haJbent 
ubi caput rcclinent/" Father Gall was a 
man of great merit, a solid religious, an 
excellent scholar, and a discreet and vigi- 
lant Superior.

Leaving 
Scotland, he enrolled himself at Rome 
among the children of St. Ignatius, on 
SOth September, ld((3. After filling the 
highest offices in various colleges of the 
Society thnmghout France, he was ap- 
pointed ** 'Suncius ApostolicwSy^ for Ire- 
land, and Prefect of the Scotch mission. 
His glowing zeal obtained for hlni tlie 
honour and happiness of being the 
" Vinctus Christi,'* both in his native 
country and in England, but the only grief 
of this humble, religious, and truly a|)os- 
tolical Priest, was to be denied the glory 
of shedding his blood, and sacrificing his 
life in the cause of his crucified Maker. 
This noble and good father died at Paris, 
on Good Friday, 16th April, 1620, aged 77, 
and in the 5()th year of his religious pro- 
fession ; and his interment was con- 
ducted with unusual pomp and solemnity.

LI. Gordon, James, after long serving 
the Scotch mission, cum laude, was minis- 
ter in the College of Arras, and was one 
of the three Scotch Fathers proposed to 
the General Thyrsus Gk)ngales in January 
1691, to be appointed Superior of his 
brethren in Scotland. 

Lll. Gordon, James, born 16tb Sep- 
tember, 1702 : became a Novice at Rome, 
27th October, 1719, and at the end of this 
probation, repeated his simple vows, 
28th October, 1721 ; in the sequel, he 
acquired the reputation of being an ex- 
cellent scholar. 

Llll. Gordon, John. — I find him re* 
commended for the ofiice of Superior of 
his brethren in ScotlanJ, by F. Fairfull, 
in a letter written 20th August, 1708. 

LIV. Gordon, Patrick, (who often 
passed by the name of John Johnstone)^ 
was born 24th June, 1703 ; embraced the 
Society at Tournay, 27th September, 
1727. With F. Riddock he returned to 
Scotland, 8th of March, 1736; and, on the 
2nd February, 1745, made the four solemn 
vows, at Achoil, lie was Superior of his 
brethren at the dissolution of the Society 
in 1773. The date of hia death I know 
not. 

LV. Grant, John. — I find by a letter 
of F. David Fairfull, dated Paris, 21st 
March, 1716, that at the request of that 
heroine and pride of her sex, the Lady 
Winifred (Herbert) Countess of Niths- 
dale, F. John Grant was appointed Tutor 
to her only son John, Lord Maxwell. 
Lady Winifred Herbert was daughter of 
William, Marquis of Powis. Through her 
contrivance, her husband, William, fifth 
ESarl of Nithsdale, escaped on the 23d of 
February, 1716, from the Tower, the 
evening before the day fiied for his exe- 
cution. He di6d at Rome, 2dth March, 
1744: her Ladyship survived him five 
years. Their son and heir died at London, 
4th August, 1776. 

LVl, Grant, James, was born in 



Seadftsd, 25th Novenber, 1791, wu ad* 
nitled iiito the Order 31 st SepteinbM% 
I74S, aad became a Professed Fathar, 
Had Fabrtiary, 17d9. He died in Londoa, 
4th May, 1769. 

IfVIi. GaAWT, William. I meet with 
two Fathers of this name. The Former 
was ll?iog in the North of Scotland Sm 
161)1 and 1646, and narrowly escaped ap* 
prehension In May, 1617. The year after 
this he was ad aitted to the promssion of 
the four yows. la the sequel he beeana 
ftector of the Scotdi College at Madrid* 

LVHI. Grant, William -^The Second 
Father of this name was stlU living la 
Scotland in Noyember, 1793. 

LIX. Green, This Father 

was at Olinntz in 1612, and was recom- 
mended by F. J. Gh»rdon to his Superior 
of the Scotch mission. 

LX. Hat, Bomunb, of the family of the 
Earls of Brrol. He went through his 
Noviceship at Rome. The discretion, 
presence of mind, and stoutness of heart, 
which he displayed iu serving the cause 
of his unfortunate sovereign, Mary, 
Queen of Scots, merited for him the ho- 
nourable commendation of the sainted 
Pontiff, Pius V. During his visit to 8cot« 
land, he had the comfort of reconciliag 
to the Church, Francis, Barl of BrroU 
Such was the opinion entertained of his 
talent for government, that he was ap- 
pointed rector of the College ol Cler* 
mont, the first superior in the new C<A* 
lege at Pont-a-Mousson, in Lorraine, and 
was assistant both for Germany and France 
to P. Claudius Aquaviva, the fifth General 
of the Society. F. Hay finished his mortal 
course at Rome, on the 4th November, 
ld91. ** Fir wkde reUgiosus, prudeui 
atque erudiius" He was the authof of 
" The C9tUradieliontofCmlvi»r 

LXL Hay, John, of the Hay family of 
Dalgaty, entered the Society at Rome in 
1566. He was a man of commanding 
abilities, of primitive fervoar, apostolie 
zeal, ami infantine docility. His merits 
as a Theologian were universally ac- 
knowledged. He died beloved and regretted 
at the college of Pont-a-Mousson, on the 
21st May, 16J7, ^* gexagenario major,** 
We have from his pen ^* Certain De^ 
mandes coneerminy the Christian ReUgion 
and Discipline proposed to the Ministers 
qfthe new Pretended Kirk iif Seotlande^ 
by Johne Hay, ane Clerkeefthe Soeietie 
qf Jesus.** 8vo. Paris. 1580. pp. 104. This 
has been reiu-inted. He published in 
French^ an apology for the said vrork^ 
Also ** A Dispute with an anonymous 
Minister." Lyons. 4to. 1584. " A Reply 
to Beza." Svo. Tours, 1588. ''Short 
Notes on the Holy Bible.*' Lyons. He 
translated into Latin the letters of his 
Missionary Brethren in Japan and Peru.

Archivium at Rome la 1676. 

LXII. Hudson, Jamrs, born 17th Jum^ 
1665: entered the Soeietv at Bologna, 
97th September, 168i). Anar coaiipletfait 
all the higher studies in Italy, aad teaeli- 
ing Humanities there, he retomed to hit 
native ooantry on the 4th iaae, 170k 
This Professed Father resided with Ikt 
Barl of Nithsdale, and is deserlbetl in m 
letter of the 9Hi September, 1719, m 
'' Fir pmdens H reiigiosus qui swum 
munns omni enm diUgcntUs oMf, MM^ 
nlUis, omnibus chorus r* Whilst Bape- 
rlorofhis brethren, he was apprehended 
in 1715, as Chaplain to the nablcaMI 
above-mentioned, and committed to eloM 
custody. Oa his discharge he retired tn 
Douay, where he died full of days and mn- 
ritson the 14th May, 1740. 

LXIll. Hume, John.— I have seen a 
letter on business written with this sig* 
nature from London, Srd June, I6S(| ; 
but it may be a name assumed by F. 
William Christie. 

LXIV. Hunnv, ALBXANDcn. — Accord- 
ing to Drews* Fasti, this Father died nl 
Cambray, 88th Marcli, 10 JO. He was m 
man of*^ tenacious and prodigious me- 
mory, and a profound Greek and Latin 
scholar. He had endeared himself to the 
soldiers, to whose service and spiritual 
comfort he devoted his time and atten-* 
tion. It is said that he reconciled 9,009 
souls to the Catholic Church. 

LXV. Inolis, GiLBsaT.— I have seen a 
letter of his, whilst Rector at Douay, 
written in a fine bold hand, 96th July, 1065. 

LXVI. Innes, James.— Afiur being 
Procurator at Douay, he was appoinUM 
to the Scotch mission in 1686. 

LXVII. andLXVlU. Insei, John.— I 
meet with two Fathers of this name. The 
first bora 2Gth October, 1067 : entered the 
Society at Avignon, 9nd November, 1067 ; 
studied Philosophy at Lyons, and Theo- 
logy at Dole. In June, 1700, ho returned 
as a missioiuiry to Scotland. His station 
was in the Highlands^ as I find in a 
letter of 1712, where with his neigh- 
bours, FF. Meara, Seaton, and Strahan, 
they lived very hard: straw or h^th 
served them for bedding; their drink 
milk and water ; wine or beer seldom 
passed their lips: their bread was made 
of barley ; but they were indemnified by 
the success of their labours among thin 
poor. 

The other John Innes was born 81sl 
July, 1668: entered the Novitiate at 
Watten, 31st October, 1688, but made hia 
simple yows at Vienna, 1st November* 
16001 he studied Philosophy at Grata, and 
Theology at Vienna. For eleven years 
he was employed as a missionary in Mus- 
covy. This talented and worthy rell- 
g/onis returned to Scotland in 1718, and 
died In Galloway, Olh May, 1767, 
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LXIX. Innis, Robert, was boin Ist 
June, 1698, and became a member of the 
Society at Tournay, S9th September, 
1713. AfW completing his studies, and 
teaching Humanities in several plaees, he 
mrrlTed as a missionary at Aberdeen, Slst 
Jttne, 1799 : during the troublesome times 
ke was apprehended, and finally banished 
i6th May, 1761. 

JoRNtTON, John. — See Gordon Patrick, 

LXX. JoBMSTON, William, enrolled 
bimaelf in the Order at Lyons in 1578 ; 
and subsequently taught Philosophy and 
Scripture at Grats with great commenda- 
lioib He died there in high repute for 
piety and learning, 19th December. 1609, 
mU 47. He is said to have published a 
corrected Abridgment qf Sleidan*g Hig- 
iory^ and to hare prepared for the press 
a ** Commentary on Isaiah" 

LXXI. Kellie, 1 have met 

with the name of this Scotch Father in 
1686; but can discover no details. 

LXXII, KiNGHORN, George. — ^I find in 
a letter of F. George Christie, bearing 
date Edinburgh, 16th March, 1686, that 
brother George Kinghom, a Temporal 
Coadjutor, had arrived safely from 
Madrid, with a message from Colonel 
Semple, who meditated great benefactions 
to his countrymen and the Society. 

LXXIII. Lambert, • Of this 

Father, who was living towards the 
middle of the 18th century, I regret to be 
unaUe to give any account. 

LXXIV. Leith, Alexander, had la- 
boured in the Scotch mission vrith exem- 
plary zeal for several years, when he be- 
came a Postulant for admission into the 
Society of Jesus. His wish was acceded 
to, and he was ordered to Bourdeaux 
to make his Noviceship. Returning 
to the Scotch mission, like a giant 
refreshed, he cultivated that vineyard 
with all the fervour of an Apostle, and 
waa a model of a good pastor, by his un- 
aiBected humility, meekness, love of po- 
verty and self-denial, and tender regard 
Cdt the interests of the poor. With such 
a spirit, be could not fall of producing 
an abondant harveat of souls. He died 
mostpiously in April, 1676. 

LXXV. Leslet, Alexander, born in 
Aberdeenshire, 7th November, 1693. His 
father was Baron of Pitcaple ; and his 
dder brother James, died a General Offi- 
cer in the French service* 

Alexander was admitted into the Novi- 
tiate of the society 12th November, 1713, 
and to the profession of the four vows, 
find February, 1799. After teaching Hu- 
manities for four years, and Philosophy 
for the same period, he was sent to tibe 
Scotch mission. Whilst a young mission- 
ary there, the following adventure oe- 
cured to him, which I give from a letter 
of his friend, F. John Thorpe. *' He 
had traveUed with a Puritan Presbyter, 



who was going to the Cteneral Me^ngr 
and at evening was invited to the Sjamo 
house where the meeting was to be held, 
and was introduced to the company, 
which stood in profound silence until the 
landlady brought a bottle of brandy, 
when they all put themselves in ordc^r, 
and stood in almost a cirde, with their 
hats slouched over their fordieade, and 
their eyes fixed on the ground, Lesley 
had his place in the cirde, when cne oi 
the company began with a solemn tone, 
^Brother, beg a blessing.* The next re* 
peated the same expression, until it came 
to Lesley's turn, who scarcely able to re-^ 
strain a burst of laughter, faithfully re- 
peated his lesson, and with an affected 
gravity, cried * Brother, beg a blessingj 
The words were carried on to the last of 
the elders, who raising his bauds and 
eyes, bade the glass be filled, and given 
about. Lesley, in his turn, took his dram, 
and thinking he had kept up the jest as 
long as he could, found an excuse to re- 
tire. In his <dd days he told me this story 
with much humour, and for the sake of 
that most amiable and very learned man, 
you must excuse my inserting this com* 
pendiumofit.** 

Father Leslie, as I find by an authentic 
document, was stationed at Rome in 1747» 
In that city he finished his mortal course, 
as I discover in part of a letter written 
by his friend F. •Thorpe; but unfortu- 
nately Uie date is not given; perhaps it 
occuired in 1760. *' On Monday, in 
Easter week, I lost the person with whom 
I had the greatest familiarity, Fr. Lesley. 
He had been invited to dine by Mr. Fer^ 
mour. According to custom be had taken 
no breakfast, and had been in the Confes- 
sional six or seven hours. At raid-day he 
came out ; but meeting a crowd of clowns 
coining from the country vineyards, he 
desired the coach to await, till he bad as- 
sisted at the confessions of that company. 
At dinner be ate and conversed with 
much freedom, as usual; for I do not 
remember to have seen him hipped at any 
time. Towards the end of the table, when 
every one was giving his opinion of a 
particular wine, he seemed to be less at- 
tentive, but was not behind with his sen- 
timents ; for he looked up, and said the 
wine was Tuscanello, and immediately 
bowed his head. Mr. Booth, who sat 
next him, took the old man in his arms, 
and with help carried him into the next 
room ; but he was no longer alive. You 
may guess what confusion there was in 
the company, which was fuller than usual 
at Mr. Fermour's table. You will pardon 
me for mentioning all these particulars. 
He was my friend. I do not Remember 
that the loss of any acquaintance made 
so deep an impression upon me. The 
concern was universal amongst all those 
that were acquainted with him. Besides, 
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his fife, as a religious man, he was pos- 
sessed of a vast fund of solid learning. 
His conversation upon nany subjects was 
more instructing than any bo<>k that has 
fallen into ray hands : though old, his 
discourse was always entertaining, and he 
was never tired. A little while before his 
death, I was about entering into a nearer 
eoniiezion with him and his studies ; for 
he was willing to communicate to me any 
of his observations upon men, books, or 
tilings. The loss of this opportunity 
doabk» my regret. As you have heard 
from me at different times of his writings, 
ftc. perhaps you may be curious to know 
what has become of all. His edition of 
the Mwsarabiek* MUtal is much es- 
teemed. The designed Confessor ofGra- 
lelines carried down a copy, a present 
from ^ author to the library of Liege 
College. A Treatise on the " Legions of 
Rome" was far advanced before he left 
it. He told me he had only some few 

Quotations to examine, and make some 
^w alterations in the Preface or Intro* 
duction. This work is much desired by 
all the learned. Had he published it during 
his life time, his nann would have never 
decayed in the memory of the learned. 
According to the custom of our colleges, 
at his death the door of his chamber was 
locked, alter the minister had been to 
make a short review of what was within. 
I desired F. Reetor to speak immediately 
to the Bector of the Roman College, that 
I might have something of his writings 
In ^^lUk ; for I despifired of getting 
any thing else. The answer from the 
Roman College was very civil, that 
nothing should be moved until F. Et- 
Uott-^, or some one by his orders came to 
look over Ms papers. I daily pressed the 
Reetor to go : he took me along with him. 
You would have been surprised to see 
what piles of vrriting there was contained 
IB his Uttle room ; but our business was 
only to look for English MSS. and two 
or three lent books. But as the old man 
wrote chiefly in Latin or Italian, and 
sometimes French, little or no English 
could be discovered, except two or three 
Abridgments of a» many English books, 
chiefly upon the Englbh or Scotch His- 
tory, with some papers of his refutation 
of l>r. Middleton*s ** Pagan and Modern 
Rome compared.** These few were sent 
home to me4 What will become of the

rest, perhaps no one will be able to tell. 
What seemed to have any relation to his 
" Hhtorg of (he Roman Legions,^* waf 
afterwards put apart, together with his 
vast Collection of Inscriptions, chiefly 
gathered and deciphered by himself te 
different parts of Europe. In looking 
over his papers, I observed what he had 
too much honour to make known during 
his life, namely, that he had a principal 
hand in compiling those works, which 
made our Father Azevedo*s* name so 
famous throughout Italy, and which 
gained him so much the favour of his 
Holiness. But that trick has been prac- 
tised by greater men : for it Is known to 
several that the late Father Jiil/i— com- 
posed the Treatise '* De Sfnodo Dio^ 
cmtana ,** which Is greatly esteemed 
among the works of Benedict XIV.'* So 
fitr Mr. Thoipe. 

LXXVI. Lesley, Andrew, brother of 
FF. John and William Lesley, left his 
family in Arberdcenshlre to enter the No- 
vitiate of the Society in Belgium early in 
1097, but finished liis studies at Rome. 
He was a man of considerable talent and 
ol»ervation, as his MS. letters abundantly 
prove ; and Scotland and Religion may 
well be proud of him, as one of their 
brightest ornaments. After discharging 
for about 16 years missionary duties, 
chiefly in the Highlands, he was seized 
in May, 1647, and conveyed to Aberdeen, 
where he had to undergo an examination. 
The wisdom and boldness of bis answers 
flUed Catholics with consolation and jov ; 
whilst his meekness and patience amidst 
injuries and the privations and severity of 
imprisonment, extorted the praise and 
admiration of his bitterest enemies. 
These were indeed days of trial and mi- 
sery for the poor aflllctcd Catholics. F. 
Gail, in his letter S6th June, 1647, after 
extolling this glorious confessor and pri- 
soner of Christ, says, ** The other mem- 
bers of our Society who are now em- 
ployed in this most painful mission, are 
reduced to the greatest extremities ; they 
can hardly abide for two days together 
in the houses of Catholics : their usual lot is 
to wander in solitudes and in the caverns 
of the earth, to endure hunger and thirst ; 
but they rejoice notwithstajnding to be ac- 
counted worthy to suffer these incon- 
veniences for the name of Jesus.** Soon 
after his commitment to Aberdeen Qaol, 
the pestilence broke out, and made great

criticism, and a thorough acquaintance, with the 
Greek and Latin classics. They had been sent to 
F. Lesley by an Italian Count to be revised and 
enriched with annotations. F. Lesley had often 
spoken of them to F« Thorpe in terms of high com- 
mendstion. 
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I^TOcinthe town^Iiis zeal lor souli ia- 
doeed him to petition for leave to attend 
llie infe^ed and dying : bat he petitioned 
In Tain. Removed to Edinburgh gaol, he 
Ibuad a brief opportunity of vriting, on 
tiie d7th Mareb, 1648, a note to the Gene- 
•al F« Vinoent Carafia. It is stiU extant, 
and from the paleness of the ink "which 
the eircumstances obliged him to use, the 
characters are difficult to decipher*— 
We copy the vhole letter, £Br fear that it 
Bdght otherwise perish :— 
Adm. Rde. in Chro. P. 
Qnm vel P. Vrv, vel Societati universe 
ab Ineunte state, debeam offida, nullis 
nnquam verbis ezprinere potui : none ex 
carcere difHeilius signifieare possum. Nan 
et P. Vie. auspiciis plnrima mihi fausta 
hoc tempore contigerunt, et me Societatis 
fovent merita quoUdiana ; lieet in ea nu- 
merum compleam, virtutes non eapleam.

Tho above-mentioned F. Gall, in a subse- 
quent lettOTy viz. 80th June, 1646, describes 



the miseries of his OMholle oonatmMl 
and brethren. ** Tho CalviniAt ministers 
force themselves lato the CathoUo hoases^ 
remove the Catholic servants, substitute 
others of their own leaven, oblige the fa- 
mily to attend morning and evening dallj 
at their prayers, and tear away ebildieD 
from their parents to bo eduoatod In he> 
rosy. For more than a year F. Andrew 
I^esley has been their prisoner. It » Ua 
earnest deshro to suffer death for reiU 
flon ; bat their objeet is to dispatch Mm 
bjr hunger and misery. With the greatest 



difficulty have our Fathers hitherto 
caped the snares and vigilance of theii 
enemies, and as most of the adherents 
to the ancient faith are either driven into 
banishment or consigned to prison, oiir 
missionaries can scarcely And any biding 
places, where they may in safety offer to 
God the unbloody sacrlilce, or recite their 
Breviary." Through tho exertions of 
friends, and the influence of the French 
Ambassador, Count Montreal, F. Lesley 
was released fhom prison in July, 1648, 
and ordered to quit tho realm, under tho 
penalty of death, should he venture to 
return. With broken health, «nd suffer- 
ing severe bodily pain, he reached the 
Seotdi College at Douay. where as Spi- 
ritual Father he infused his own generous 
spirit among its Alumni. F. Gall, in m 
letter dated Douay» 9nd January, 164^, 
earnestly recommended him to the Gene- 
ral as the future sneeesser of F. Thomas 
Dempster in the Rectorship of the Seotck 
College at Rome. He describes him a» 
eminently prudent, as a lover of peace^ 
and one specially qualified for the office 
by his perfect acquaintance with the lan- 
guage and customs of Italy. When anil 
where this Confessor of the Faith llnisheil 
his meritorious life, I have not succeeded 
in learning. 

LXXVII* Lesley, Charles, was • 
fellow Novice with the learned Pere le 
Pointe, in France. On coming to tiie 
English mission, he resided for a time at 
Woodstock, then at Tusmore, and lastly 
ixed himself at Oxford, where he erected, 
in 1798, a very neat diapel about 70 feet 
long and SO wide. By his amiable man- 
ners and classical taste, ho conciliated the 
respect and esteem of many members of 
the university. To the regret of his 
flock and numerous friends, he was car- 
ried off by a paralytic stroke, on the flStb 
December, 1806, and was buried in the 
sanctuary of his chapel, with the following 
Epitaph : — 

Here lies the body of 
The RjcvBREKn Charles Leslie, 
Who built this Chapel 
in the year 1703. 

He died tbe 9Sth of Dfeeember, 186^, 

aged 09. 

Requiescat in Pace* 

LXXVHI. Leslby, Jambs, elder bro- 
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thtrof e3b«W«»/ttAertertiiif tbeGmftoB 
miiaion for nine ymn, he Meowded to 
ills brother in the aisskm of Oxford ; hal 
kl^ it in the antimn of 181d to beChep- 
lain to Peter Bliddleton, Esq. He died at 
that gentlenan'e seat, 8tocUield PariK, 
.Yorkshire^ 85th Aagnst, 181^ ml. 76» and 
was buried at Spofibrth. 

I4XXIX. Lbslst. John, the youimat 
of the brothers of FF. Andrew and WU* 
liam, returned a missioner to Seotland in 
IQiSf and died seven years later, via* 
88rd l^ay, 1636. Daring the last year and 
a half of his life, he was a great invalid; 
but no consideration for his health, no 
apprebensioK of personal danger, could 
induce him to retire from his post. In 
bis last illness he had the consolation of 
being attended by his brother, Fathes 
Andrew, who sent a moving and edifying 
account ot his death to the General Jr. 
filutiufl ViteUeschi. 

Some of the letters of F. John Lesley 
to the said Qeneral are preserve^ One df 
80th Sept. 1638, is particularly ibteresUi^ 
ia which he describes the coronation of 
Charles 1. at Holy^Rood House, Edinburgh, 
on the 18tii of the preoedipg June ; and 
the proceedings of the Parliament ia that 
city. He ends with this observation >- 
'* Plura hi\}tts Pariramenti acta in gravis- 
simom et evidentissimum ReipubUctt et 
Popali damnum tendunt, ut jactatum ex 
Popoli voce fuerit. Regis in Scotiam adven- 
tam, Christi in Hierosolymorum ingressui 
aimilem Duisse, cui Pahnamm die cane* 
batur Hosanna in £xcelsis, 4^0. ; paucis 
diebus post ingendnabatur Crucifiget Cruel- 
ige. Nanratum boo ab Joanne Leslao, Insu- 
laram son pridem Episcopo, homine 11-* 
benriBM prandenti Regi in utrinsqne regni 
cenflnio ; quo aadito, illico alMtinidt a 
flibob" 

LXXX. LesLET, Joseph, was admitted 
into tbB Socie^ at Watten, 81st October, 
I66^«tat 17* I cannot trace him fur- 
ther, but am informed that he became 
con£98sor to the pious King Stanlalans, 
and died at Naaei. 

LXXXI. IiisLEY, William, Mmr bro- 
ther of Andrew and John : was aeat to 
tiie Scettisb mission in 1617, and his ar- 
rival may be regarded as an «ra in the 
restoration of religion. At that timethcnra 
were but two of his brethren ia the High^ 
lands, and as many in the Lowlands. In 
1686 I meet with ten Fathers of the So« 
eiety, and the number snbsequently in- 
creased. For some years F. William 
Lesley was their Superior, and usually 
resided with the Earl of Errol, the Con- 
stable of Scotland. In a letter of the 1st 
May, I689f he rdates the proceedings of 
the persecutions in Soothmd. The year 
beCore, King Chaiies I. had addressed a 
Prodamation to the IB^hops and Minis- 
ters to mark down and send to the Privy 
Council, twice in the year, viz. in No- 



vember and July, the list of all OathoUaa 
wIk> declined to attend the service of the 
Law Church. The denounced Catholici 
were to be diligently seardied for, and 
placed under safe custody. Their souls 
and bodies by the horrible sentence of ex- 
communication were to be given ever to 
Satan : they were to be treated as rebels— 
their property confiscated. After putting 
out the fire in their apartmeou, the Ca- 
tholic owners were to be ejected froa 
their homes, and the keys to be delivered 
to the Kinff*s ofAcert. Such was the bar- 
barity of the bigots and sealots, that an 
illustrious lady, in the very time of child- 
birth, with her sick children, was turned 
fwt adrift in the presence of the asto- 
nished multitude of both sexes. A widow 
with all her children and domestics, was 
forcibly ejected in another place. Every 
day afforded the spectacle of Catholic 
woBsen huiried to gaol, for daring to 
serve God according; to their conscienea* 
and the religion of thehr forefathers. lo 
another letter of F. WiUiam Lesley, dated 
1st September, 1680, I read that the Ca^ 
tholics who had appeared before tho 
Council in the previous month of July, 
women and men, had all been sentenced 
to perpetual banbhment: seven weeks 
were allowed to prepare for their depar- 
ture : one third of their rents was granted 
for the maintenance of their fiunilies, 
which third however would be forfeited, 
should they venture to return, besides the 
penalty to be incurred of fine and perpe- 
tual imprisonment. The Courts of Eqiutj 
were to be shut to the suits of Catbofics^ 
and their enemies openly boasted thai 
Catholicity should be extirpated from the 
realm of Scotland. Still they claimed 
credit for deaieney, because they spared 
the lives of the Papists. From all that I 
have read, I am led to believe that tho 
persecution of the Scotch Catholics was 
conducted with more oold-blooded and 
remorseless barbarity, than was exer- 
cised against the primitive Christians du- 
ring the ten General Persecutions under 
the Heathm Emperors. 

The date of F. WiUiam Lesley's death I 
look for in vain. 

LXXXII. Lesley, William, Alot- 
sius,of Aberdeenshire, bom in 1641. At 
the age of 86, when a Doctor of Divinity, 
he joined the Society at Rome. On tho 
10th February, 1674, he was appointed 
Superior of the Scotch College at Kom&— 
an office which he retained for nine years. 
For the last 19 years of his lifib he served 
the Scotch mission, where he died in 
1794. 

F. Lesley was a man of talent and bu- 
siness. We have from his pen, the I4/*e 
qf St. Margortt qf SeoUandj written in 
Italian, 18mo. Rome. 1675. 

Q. Was he the author of Au Answer to 
Mmuieur de Bodon'M Tambeau de !a 
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Messe ? f he answer to the GaWinist Mi- 
nister is a small 8?o. pp. 187* Printed at 
Douay, in 1681. 

LXXXIII. Levingston, James, was of 
the Venetian Province, and in 17B6, was 
studying the fourth year of Divinity, 
when he was applied for, to serve the 
Scotch mission. It seems however that 
he was not sent over till 1691. In 1712 
he occurs Superior of his brethren in 
Scotland. 

LXXXIV. Mackenzie, Kenneth, was 
born 4th May, 1704. At the age of 20 
he enrolled himself among the children 
of St. Ignatius at Madrid : and on finish- 
ing a triennial course of Philosophy at 
Murcia, was employed for some years 
in the Scotch College at Madrid, to teach 
the Classics. His Theological studies 
were pursued in the college of Louis-Ie- 
Grand at Paris ; and in that city he was 
promoted to Holy Orders. He reached 
Edinburgh as a missionary on the 19th 
February, 1737 ; but his career was short, 
for he was cut down in the flower of 
life and usefulness at Munches, on the 14th 
November, 1744. 

LXXXV, Macky, Andrew.— This Fa- 
ther was preparing to leave London for 
Borne in July, 1685. He died Rector of 
the Scotdh College at Rome late in the year 
1690. 

LXXXVI. Mc Gill was Rector of 
the Scotch College at Madrid ; but I can 
offer no particulars. 

LXXXVII. MACLEOD, William.— He 
was living in Scotland certainly in No- 
vember, 1775. 

LXXXVIII. Magillivray, James.— 
After studying Humanities with Mr. John 
Chisholm* In the Scotch College, he re- 
moved from Pouay to Dinant (when 
F. John Pepper was Rector) and witnessed 
soon after his Novitiate the suppression 
of the Society. On receiving Holy 
Orders he became Chaplain at Traquair, 
county PedUes. His noble and venerable 
patron, Charles Stuart, seventh £arl of 
Traquair, in a letter to a friend of the 
19th September, 1814, states that his late 
Chaplain, Mr. Magillivray was '* the last 
qf the Scotch Jesuits.** He was pleased 
to add, ** I was educated at St. Omer's 
College, am sincerely attached to the So- 
ciety, and congratulate you on its resto- 
ration.*' 

Was not the former Chaplain to his 
Lordship's family the notorions Rev. 
Alexander Geddes, who died so unhappily, 
90th Feb. 180S, cet. 65 ? 

* This worthy Eccleslftitie went to the Novitiate 
fttTovrasy in 1710, the year before the rappresrioD 
of the Sooety. and throvgh life rherlahed a special 
affection to the Inttitate of St. Iniatins. In Feb- 
ruary, 1793. he was consecrated Bishop of the High- 
lands by the title of Oriensii. Writlnff to a friend 
ttam Lismore, 12th November, 1807, he feelingly 
says—*' I wisli 1 was allowed once more to b^n 
my Novitiate : the only year I had of it was« I be- 
lieve, the best of my life." 



LXXXIX. M^MBRBCHt, Joan, (wM 
sometimes signed himself Du Pre) was of 
a good Scotdi family, and connected with 
the Ogilvies. Af)er serving the mission 
for some time, he was called to Lonakin 
to be confessor to the French embassy*^ 
a situation that he filled with credit lb 
himself and the Society for a year and'« 
half during the latter part of the reign 
of James I. and the beginning of Charles h, 
This office procured him an introdnctioB 
to the Court, and he lays in a letter, 
dated Antwerp, 7th April, 1A28, that King 
James had treated him with modi kiod^ 
ness. ^^Jacobo RegifamiliarUsimusper 
annum fui, etiam iUi notnt^ ut SocietatU 
nostrte.*' 

Retiring from the C<mrt, he returned 
to the Scotch mission, in the Lent of IdSOi 
In December the same 3fear he was up* 
prehended at Dundee by the Bishop of 
JBrechin, and committed to Edinburgh 
gaol. We learn from his own report, 
that he passed rather more than six 
months in his loathsome prison ; that the 
warrant for his being hanged had i«* 
ceived the royal signature; bat had been 
cancelled at the earnest intreaty of the 
Queen and the Countess of Budcingham, 
(the Duke's mother) ; he laments that his 
constant prayer for martyrdom, which 
he had offered to Qod from his yonth 
upwards, had not deserved to be granted ; 
yet he hopes that eventually God, in his 
mercy, will not daiy falm this glorioHS 
end — that during Ms imprisonment no 
friend was allowed to visit him--that he 
was interdicted the use of pen and paper 
— that his only comfort was the cross 
that hung round his neck, and his Bre- 
viary, when the light in his gloomy cdil 
would permit him to use it ; that twice 
during the 24 hours a turnkey brought 
him a scanty provision of food, barely 
sufficient to support nature. Before the 
end of June, 1637, he was diidiarged ; 
but his confinement in that filthy prison 
brought on a long and dangerous ilhiess, 
and it was only in the Spring following, 
that he was aUe to travel abroad. F. 
WilUam Lesley, in a letter of the 22nd 
June, 1027, says of him, that this pri- 
soner had conducted himself so well in 
the cause of Religion, as to leave the 
realm with satifaction and comfort to the 
Catholics, and wiUi the recommendations 
and admiration of their enemies. 

His subsequent history I obtain from 
p. 161, of Drews* '' Fasti Societatis 
Jesu,** printed at Brunsberg, 1723. It 
relates his retirement into Poland, where 
he was wholly engaged in hearing the 
confessions of various nations; Italians, 
the inhabitants of Great Britain, Germans, 
Frendi, Spaniards, and Hollanders, of 
whose languages he was a perfect master 
— ^that he was eminent for his devotion to 
the passion of Jesus Christ, and that he 
perpetuEdly regretted his having been 
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disappointed of stifllDriiig martjrrdom for 
Userudfied Lord« This irenerable Con- 
usor died at Wanaw, 89th April, 1070, 

XO. Mambrbcbt, James, reached 
tfasSootoh miasioo, in 1627, at the fery 
Hue that F. John Mambrecht, who ealb 
Um ** eognaius faeitf ,** was on the point 
ef leaTinglt* He was placed as chaplain 
with George Seton, third EaH of Win- 
toiin.* After residing in this capacity 
■early 19 years, and endearing hinuelf 
to aU, hia noUe patron was accused of 
hariiouriBg a Poidsh Priest, and such was 
te emremmied malice of the l^ritans, 
that, with the adyioe of his friends, F. 
Mambredit was induced to withdraw 
himself for a time, as many Catholics 
did, into England, as a shelter from the 
storm of persecution. Howe? er he soon 
returned to support the dedining cause 
of rdigion. I find by his letter of the 
17th December, 1610, that *' be considered 
all their former and vresent afflictions as 
bat the preludes to luture evils. Within 
the last ten days orders ha? e been pab- 
lished throui^KMit Scotland not to sell any 
thing to Catholics, or buy anv thin|^ of 
them. Maay are ahneady depriYed oi all 
their rents and income. Several Catho- 
lics have offered three-fborths of their 
property, pro? ided they ma^ keep the 
remaining fourth for the maintenance of 
themselfes and their families, and even 
this is refused. Nay our adversaries im- 
fteisly swear, that not a single Catholio 
shall live or remain in Scotland by the end 
of Uie year* I pass by numerous in- 
stances of insolence and outrage. A 
noble Baron, 70 years old and more, was 
seized in Ei^fland, and brought to Edhi- 
burgh, whose &mily they ruined, whose 
property they have confiscated: at the 
end of six month's imprisonment, he died 
roost piously on the 3rd of the present 
month. On the SOth ult., the feast of 
St. Andrew, the tutelary saint of Scot- 
land, one of our Fathers (the context 
shews it was the writer) paid him a 
visit, and succeeded on the following 
night, with imminent danger to himself, 
to say Mass, and administer all the Holy 
Sacraments. There is no one for us, but 
the good Jesus : yet if he be for us, what 
matter who is against us ? The only con- 
cern I have had during neariy the two 
last years, is that I remain aUnie in this 
southern part of the kingdom, and I have 
no one, whose help I can procure for the 
good of my soul, and every hour I ex- 
pect either to be taken, or compdled to 
quit the country." 

In a leUer of the 18th June, 1641, he 
says—** Such is the fury and power of 
the Puritans, that their will is impunity. 
They seek to extinguish every spark of

orthodoxy— that everr vestige and the 
fery name of CaUiolic may be eflaced. 
Against thoso who decline to take the Co- 
venant, the proceedings are carried on 
with the extremity of rigour. Such and 
so general a persecution I have never yet 
seen, nor has any Catholic, since the true 
Faith was first banished from this king- 
dom. I am the only one left in this south 
part of Scotland, but as long as I am able 
to sUy, I have dedded with the hdp of 
God to remain, whilst I have a place 
where to lay my head, thooch my lot 
must be extreme misery and perpetual 
liear and danger. Qod grant that I may 
save even one soul from shipwreck : and 
nay good Jesus show me what things I 
may sufler for his name. Oh ! how I wish 
that I could die for Him.'* 

In another letter of the 5th July, 1619, 
he obsertes, ** that for the last two years 
be has reodved no answer to his commu- 
nications — that during the last and pre- 
sent y^ar the Kirk Assembly has been oc- 
evpied in extirpating Catholic Faith, and 
rooting up every monument of ancient 
piety — tliat their brutal violenoe has been 
spending itself against the images of the 
cnidfied Redeemer, and his most blessed 
Mother — that very recently in the town 
of Inderhiden, in Fifeshire, a noble stone 
cross, superiorly worked, which stood in 
the Market-place, was doomed to destruc- 
tion. The ministers had given the com* 
mission to a mason, who made all the 
usual preparations; after mountiag the 
ladder and scaflbld, he came down under 
pretence of wanting a tool ; but hurried 
from the town, and meeting a person on 
the road, he declared that he was de- 
terred, and that nothing should induee 
him to injure and destroy that figure of 
Christ. Another man was obtain^, who 
completed the job; but strange to say, 
he had no sooner come down from the 
ladder, than he was paralized In all his 
limbs, and continues to this very day mo- 
tionless and bedridden. But their hearts 
are hardened. There is soon to be a 
general scmrdi through the kingdom for 
Church furniture, and rosaries and Ca^ 
tholic Ikx^, &c. and they are deter- 
mined, as they say, to mike their last 
effort, not to leave a Catholic in this 
kingdom.*' 

In August, 1613, this zealous and pa- 
tient Father still remained without a 
helper, **8olnM ego tnodo in his meridi" 
onai^iuM partibus relict us sum, Dominus 
est ; quod bonum est, in oculis suisfaciat" 
In the following April, he briefly no- 
tices the iniquity and tyranny of the times 
— 4he order for the gentry to dismiss idl 
Catholic domestics — and for all Catholic 
chUdren to be sent to the heretical 
sdiools — and the active seardi that was 
going on foi the few priests, who could 
rarely abide for three days in the same 
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yg hoK to go oa

FtMruart of the subsequent history of 
this truly good man, we are indebted to

ya)»er«, im. AS(l<0. He says that he had 
reaehed ViMitland towards the end of last 
August, aiul had thrti^ visited F. James 
Mnmhrei4it In Kdtnburgh gaol» where he 
hud beeti kept a close prisoner nearly ten 
Monlhtt I but found him serene and cheer- 
iVil, aud rtady t<» suflbr shame and death 
f^r the MUM of Jesus* F. Gkdl adminis* 
leftd to him tliat pledge of dhine lote* 
the Holy OoinmunUin, which he recetyed 
^lih abumtant tears mingled with joy, 
IMmI with lnore«llble tlollght to both. 
UiMlerHtaiHllng that the civil ai^thorltles 
were reluctant to ext>cute their 'prisoner, 
ami that his constitution was iamairtHl, 
even to the spitting of blood, by tho se- 
verity of his conflnemeiit, F. GnU lo(t no 
sttme unlurneil to obtain his fMdom.

llie eorreetoess of this acconnt is con- 
firmed br a letter of this worthy Con- 
fessor of Christ himself^ dated Oooavr, 
9th March, l6iM. He relates that on the 
9th of November last, he was led from 
not to the Judges, who had been much 
displensed some months before by his 
refissal to offer a petition for his life, 
after having received sentence of death, 
and by his subsequent refusal to par 
down df 100. penalty, and find bail ioT£5m, 
and to depart the Kingdom within the 
space of one month, and never to return 
thereto. After descanting on the cle- 
mency of the Gk>vernmeQt, they dis- 
charged him by Proclamation on the 
14th November, 1653, in the eleventh 
month of his imprisonment. He reached 
Douay on the 6th March following, where 
I lose sight of hinu The memory of so 
good a man deserves to be perpetuated. 

XCI Mara, Alexander, was born Sd 
April, 1672 : joined the Society at Toumay, 
24th February, (092 ; but by or Jer of his 
Superiors, completed his term of proba- 
tion at Brinn, in Moravia. He studied at 
course of three years of Philosophy, and 
four of Divinity, at Prague. On the 25th 
October, 1703, he returned to Scotland, 
where he was admitted to the profession 
of the four vows at Braan. by P. Alex- 
ander Seton, in February, 1711. I read 
in a letter of his Superior, F. James 
Levingston, dated EMinburgh, 9th Sep- 
tember, 1719, that this zealous missionary 
had tiien reconciled above 900 persons to 
the Catholic Faith. He was still labour- 
ing in the Highlands 20 years later* 
Retiring to Douay, he died there full of 
days and merits in thevear 1746. 

XCII. Martin, William. All that I 
can learn of him is from a letter of P. 
Jsmes (Gordon (Huotly), dated Bourdeaux, 
11th March, 1611. *' I have heard, that 
the Earl of Tyrone of Ireland, who lives 
at Rome, complains much of our brother 
William Martin ; therefore I have taken 
care that William should write to him, and 
vindicate himself.** 

XCIII. Maxwell, Albert. The name 
of Maxwell, is of all others the most 
numerous In the Fasti of Scotch Jesuits. 
F. Albert was Chaplain to King James II. 
at St. Germaine*s, and is described by F. 
James Forbes, in a letter dated from 
Douay, 26th January, 1691. as " Ftrso- 
nd<P viriutis H doctriwe.*' A few days 
later, vis. the 2nd February, he was pro- 
fessed of the four vows at Paris. He 
continued attached to the Court many 
years : tlience he retired to Watten, 
where ho filled the Oflice of Spiritual 
Father, and there he died on the ISth 

January, 1729. 

XClV. Maxwell, Charles, was born 
23d January, 1746 : he studied Huma- 
nities partly at Douay, and partly at 
Dinant ; and lie entered the Society at 
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Toaraay, 88th Septomber, 1767, and there 
lie took the achotastie tows. For many 
years he senred the Scotch mission, where 
heended hU days. Ue was Wwing in May* 
IStO. 

XCV, Maxweix, Francis, a man of 
talent and solid Tirtne, was preparing for 
the Scotch mission in 1691. Sixteen years 
later I find him there ; but suffering from a 
dai^erous humour in his eyes. He was 
living in Galloway in 1707. 

XCVI. Maxwell, Fbkdcrick, son of 
Lord Herries — lie was liTiug in Scotlaw!, 
in October, 1653. He died Rector of the 
Scotch CoUege at Madrid, *" in odore 
SanclUatis ;" but the date I cannot 
learn. 

XCVII. Maxwell, George, son of 
William Maxwell, of KirlLconaell, was 
born 1 3th October, 17 U, and entered a 
Novice at Tuuraay, S8th September, 1789- 
After qualifying himself by a proper 
course of studies for the mission, he re- 
turied to Scotland, 30th October, 1744. 
He made his solemn prolession at Terei- 
gles, 13th January, 1749. His last will 
bears date 20th August, 1706, and he died 
on 5th November, ISOS. 

XCVIII. Maxwell, Herbert. — I meet 
with this Rev. Father at Douay, on the 
10th June, 1686 ; but abont three months 
later, he was appointed Chaplain to Earl 
Melfont, the principal Secretary for Scot- 
land, who had been recently converted with 
all his family to the Catholic Faith. Fur- 
tlier partionlars I cannot collect. Probably 
he slMred in the fortunes of his Pairon at 
the Revolution, who emigrated to St. 
C^maine's, and who died there in Jan* 
1714. 

XCIX. Maxwell, John, was born 
ddd August, 16S2, and joined the Society 
18th October, 1702. This excellent scholar 
and worthy Father returned to Scotland 
in August, 1717 ; but owing to the difll- 
culties of the times did not become a 
Professed Member of the Society untin 
the 4ih July, 1720. Retiring Sn his old 
age to Douay, he there flnidwd his pious 
•ourse, dth January, 1759. 

C Maxwell, Stephen, a man of 
snperior merit. He was bom in 1636; 
was educated in the National CoHege at 
Douay, and embraced the Institute of 
St. Ignatius in the province of Tholouse. 
Endowed with great talents, he improved 
tiiem by diligent cultivation. After filling 
the chair of Philosophy at Carcasson, he 
was ordered to the Scotch mission, where 
he was a model of zeal, humility, and 
charity. At the Revolution he fell into 
tlie hands of the enemies of the Catholic 
Faith, who kept him immured fa Bimck- 
ness Castle for some years ; but here he 
had the comfort of being admitted to the 
solemn vows of his order : and being a 
good Biblical scholar, he employed much 
of his ifpAn time in collating the Sacred 
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VoliMie with the Hebrew text. Restored 
to liberty he proceeded to Dovay, where 
he was appointed Prefect of Studies, and 
subsequently Vice- Rector, Rector, and 
Procurator. His services being ie(|ulred 
in his native country, he retuined home 
in 1708, and for the greater part of the 
remainder of his life was the vigilant and 
gentle superior of his brethren. Bishop 
T. Nicholson, the first Vicar Apostolic c»i 
Seotland, and his coadjutor and sneeessor 
Bishop James Gordon, beldhfm In the high- 
est estecn and regard. The last mentioned 
Prelate, in a letter dated Edinburgh, 
Sd Nones, June, 1710, to the General 
M. A. Tamburini, styles F. Maxwell " vir 
pr m dentke tyrtgiKC* This learned and 
venerable Fathw died of consumption 
(UAt mbgumptut ut)^ on 10th August, 
1713. F. FairfuU, in reporting his most 
edifying end to the Rector of the Scotch 
College at Rone, says, that from early 
youth he had retained through life the 
custom of sleeping in a hair ahirt-^hat 
his lUe had been irr^iroachable, and that 
he was a noet worthy ton of the SocUsty of 
Jesus. 

CL MAXWB.L, Stkphkn IcNATit's, wat 
bom lat June, 1688. He joined the So- 
ciety at Paris, 21st Septenber, 1704, atid 
studied Philosophy at La Flechc, and 
Theology at Paris. For several years he 
was employed in teaching Humanities. 
After Ui promotion to the rank of a Pro- 
fessed Father, he was appointed to the 
Scotch mission in 1726: but his career of 
a s ef idn es s was arrested by death, on 29th 
November, 1794. 

CII. MaxwelIi^ William AiiDaEW, was 
born S8th February, 1 717. At ParU ha 
enlbted himself under the banner of St. 
Ignatius, lOth September, 1789. In the 
sequel he diatlngaished himself as a 
sdK>lar. On the 11th January, I760,ttiis 
Rev. Father returned to Scotland ; but 
when the friends of religion were ex- 
pecting great things from hi? seal and 
talenu, they had but to witness his prema- 
ture but rooet religions death a few 
months after hia arrival at Aberdeen. The 
mournful event tocdc place on the feast of 
his Holy Founder, 81st July, 1750. 

CIU. Menzies, Jahrs, of the French 
Province. From early diildhood he had 
been educated in France. He was recom- 
mended for the Scotdi mission in Oct. 
1666 : but afterwards I lose all traces of 
him. 

Periiaps he may be one of the persons 
mentioned in F. Thomas Robv*s letter, 
written from Douay, 4th December, 1611, 
** hue profesto St, Andrete perveneruni 
bini fratres, duo Menessi, duo lAtm/Ot' 
cfaaU, cnmeg Aberdoniemet.* 

In a letter of the same Father Roby, 
dated gth Mardi, 1644, I read that "■ F. 
John Smith had recently coovertod the 
Baron of PetfodeUy the chief of the 
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jmasr srssexis if jau. !ieaitli : die afiir

F. 3iod5et was seat oTcr ia 1614. From 
hia U»9 ami interesting letter, dated 
Antwier^* l;lth I>ecember, 1615, we learn 
rnnMt «»t the following particalars. For 
Iha six tirst months he was gathering a 
rKh hanrest of souls, and succeed^i in 
cetebratiug Mass alnK>st eYery day after 
his huHiiiw* when through the contrifance 
of the &shop of St. Andrew's, the 
F^thMT was apprehended in his brother's 
hiNisv in that city, as I learn from F. 
UvvdMi*s hitter, dated Paris, 97th Jan. 
161^ The Prelate's eldest son. Arch- 
deacon as be was, did not consider it be^ 
BMth his dianity to head the guards who 
had arrested the prisoner, and to escort 
him £rom St. Andrew's to Edinburgh, 
then computiHl a distance of 88 miles. 
Very fnxiuently the Father was brought 
before tho Privy C-ounril, and subjected 
to a severe cross examination; many cap- 
tltHis arguments and insidious questions 
were i>ro|KWMMl, which he parried with 
admirauU) prudence and dexterity. Un- 
<|uesUonably he was a man of acute mind 
and uiela|>hyiieal dliicrimination, and on 
these occasions ho ooiifosses that he felt 
hlniKvir actually asMUted In his answers 
by Ihe Holy Spirit, according to the pro- 
mise of JesuM Christ, Matthew x. 10-Sa 
I'ualde to vnimaro hliii in his words, after 
ke(*p(iig him III t^' strictest confinement, 
afler ehanging hl« turiikcyn, and denying 
him the leant Intcrrouriio with his friends, 
aud tltriHitoiiing hlui with tlie horrible tor- 
Itim or the ile«<f,* which would have dis- 
alileil lilin for life, hU Judges reluetautlv 
determlniMl on luintpntlnir thomiiolves with 
hh liaiiUhmont. Tliey held hh brother In 
aiHMirlly f«ir hU nut returning to Kcotlaud, 
tu Ihe Rum of three thouKaiul inarkii, and 
then deneiiiilltig on thnlr Juitli^, which

awarded panishmcat to crininals oa^, 
and on their mercy which did not avenga 
by death mere rdigioas opinions (though 
their hands were yet reeking with tlie 
Mood of F. John OgHvie), they pro- 
ceeded to pass the sentence of perpetual 
banishment, adding the penalty of death 
if he should Yenture back into Scotland, 
Five honest men had been committed to 
gaol on his account; en three of then 
sentence of death was pronounced, be- 
cause they would net give false testimony 
against the Father, and in the Yery aet 
oi the first mounting the ladder, to be 
executed, the sentence of death was com* 
muted for perpetual exile. Towards tha 
conclusion of his letter, he says, **when 
his enemies could not accomplish their 
purpose by the threats of torture, bjr 
fraud, and by sophistry, they adopted 
another pUn ; they ofiered him a S^ 
shopric and the Abbey of Coldingham, 
(county Berwick) one of the best in the 
whole country, which still remains wltf^ 
its leaden roof, ** quod adhnc nunei 
piumbeU lamini* tectum^" provided he 
would renounce the Catholic Faith, and 
join theirs. His answer was worthy of 
the faithful Minister of Christ, "If hia 
Majesty would even give me his three 
kingdoms, I would never yield to your 
wishes, nor prove a dissembler. Eichea 
will net render me happy. Christ affirms, 
*■ Blessed are the poor in spirit, for theirs 
is the kingdom of Heaven.' To obtain 
this beatitude I have bouud myself by a 
vow of perpetual poverty, and with the 
blessing of Gh>d, will never violate this 
engagement. Abandon therefore every 
hope of thus inducing me to exchange the 
Catholic fituth for yours." 

The Father incloses two certificates^ 
which abundantly shew,, that he was in- 
debted for his escape from death to an 
over-ruling Providence alone, and not at 
all to the clemency of the King, or to the 
lenient forbearance of the Pseudo-bishops 
of Scotland. 

'*l, Robert WUkes, citizen of Edin*- 
burgh, certify and dedare, that George^ 
Archbisliop of St. Andrew's, Primate of 
the realm of Scotland, and John^ Arch- 
bishop of Glasgow, principal Members of 
the Privy Council, together with some 
other Ministers of Scotland, did offer to 
me (in order that 1 might betray your 
Reverence, and affirm that I had heard 
you say Mass, or that you had treated 
with any of their nobility for their con- 
version to the Faith, or had repaired to 
tlieir houses for that purpose), the sum 
of one thousand marks in ready money, 
as also the yearly pension from the King 
of four thousand marks during the term 
of my life, with a free pardon and dis- 
charge from my long confinement, and 
from the sentence of death, and the 
grievous confiscation of my temporal 
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goods: from which senlenoe of death I 
was freed by the mercy of ProTideoce, 
when in the act of mounting the ladder 
to be hanged ; and which sentence of 
death has been commnted for perpetual 
exile* I do not r^^ to have suffered so 
much for this pious cause, and am ready 
to suffer more, rather than betray your 
Reyerence, or any other Catholic, espe- 
cially a rdigious man. In witness 
whereof I haye signed this with my owb 
hand, in the prison of Edinburgh, this 
IBlst September, 1615." 

William Synctolr, an Adrocate in the 
Supreme Court of Scotland, who on the 
same account had been an equal sniferer 
with the above, gave a similar certificate. 

F. Moffet concludes thus : — ^The above 
certificates may suffice to show, that I 
have not gratuitously escaped the fangs 
of my enemies, who have thirsted more 
eagerly for my Mood, than ever the hart 
pants after the fountains of water. Most 
willingly would I have satisfied their 
malice, if such had been the will of God ; 
but this may prove the case In a second 
conflict. In the mean while I cortolly 
commend your paternity to the sweetest 
Jesus and to his most holy Mother, and 
myself to your pious prayers and sacri- 
fices ■ James Moffet." 

Soon after writing this letter, F. Moffet 
proceeded to Paris, and proposed to visit 
Rome : but here I can follow him no 
longer. 

CV. MoREViLLE, Faucis, I meet in 
Galloway, during the early part of the last 
century. 

CVI. MoNTEiTH, William, of Glasgow, 
joined the society at Rome. In the re- 
port of the English Provincial for the 
year 1643, he is stated to be then 23 jrears 
of age, of which he had passed five 
in the Society, and that he was studying 
Theology at Liege. F. Southwell, (p. 81^ 
Bibliotheca Seriptot'um, S. J.) informs 
us, that he was subsequently employed 
in teaching Humanities for eight years, 
(probably in the Scotch Colleges), and 
that he served the office of Penitentiary 
at lioretto for three years. Coming 
to Ifondon soon after the Restoration, he 
was aggregated to the English province, 
by F. Edward Courtney, who expresses 
himself, in a letter dated 9th June, 1608, 
as highly satisfied with his peaceful and 
docile character. He died shortly after, 
▼iz.7th August, 1668. His Latin enco- 
mium of St. Ignatius was printed at Rome, 
in 8vo. 1661. 

CVII. Mortimer, George. — This use- 
All and highly esteemed Father, after suf- 
fering imprisonment at Glasgow, was at 
length released in 1632, through the in- 
terest of the Spanish Ambassador at the 
Court of London. To the regret of his 
numerous friends, he died on the 1st 
October, 1686, and bad the comfort of 



being assisted by his reverend brethree 
FP. Patrick Stickley and William I^ley. 
The Utter writer of him on the 22d June, 
1607, '* magno sane muUorum dolart 
mortaivs at ; et smi memoriam yropler 
Hngularem animarum zelum poster iw re 
iiquUr 

CVIII. Mortimer, Robert, reached 
the Scotch mission early in 1631. 

CIX. Murdoch, William, was at 
Pont-a-Mousson in 1611. Hehtdoassed 
on the mission by the name of Oilbort. 
F.Drews, in his FaHi, says, that he did 
and suffered much for the Catholic Faith 
In Scotland, and that ha died at Pout-a- 
Mousson, 21st August, 1616. 

ex. NoRMANsosr, William, was stu- 
dying his second year of Divinity at 
Douay, in 1748. 

CXL Ogilvie, Alexander. — After 
cniitting Douay in 1691, he repaired to 
Nanci the ensuing year to commence his 
Noviceship. For about thirty years he di- 
ligently cultivated the vineyard, and was 
hailed as the father of the poor. During 
the rage for the Covenant, he retired to 
Ireland with the Earl of Straban, whore 
he endured extreme misery. Seized by 
the persecutors, and lodged in jail at 
London ; at the end of some months, 
as no suflldent evidence could be pro- 
duced of his being a priest, he was taken 
on board a vessel and landed in France. 
But he soon returned to his dear flock in 
Scotland, who welcomed him like an 
angel of God. He died in 1663. F. 
Verdier, in his report of his visitation of 
Ireland, dated 24lh June, 1610, says he 
met F. Alexander Ogtlvie near Kilkenny, 
and that he had then recently come from 
prison, where he had been detained three 
years and a half. 

CXII, OeiLviE, John, was educated at 
Douay, as already mentioned in tlie no- 
tice of F. Curie, and was received into 
the SocietT by F. Ferdinand Albert,* Pro- 
vincial of Austria. I meet him at Rouen 
in the spring of 1612. I^ite in the year 
foUowiuff, or early in 1614, he succeeded 
with F. Moffet in reaching Scotland. In 
the midst of his apostolical labours, he 
was arrested at Glasgow, In October, 
1614 ; one account says with eleven, ano- 
ther with twenty Catholics. We learn 
from F. Gordon*s letter, dated Paris, 27th 
January, 1615, that he was not appre- 
hended in the act of celebrating Mass 
(as had been reported at first), but was 
betrayed in the street itself of that city, 
by a person whom he had admitted in- 
cautiously to hear Mass, and that he 
with the eleven Catholics who had as- 
sisted at the holy sacrifice, were commit- 
ted to gaol— that F. Ogilvie, by the 
King's order, was removed to Edinburgh

In these enligfateDed and 
tokraa: days, it appears hardly credible, 
ttei tte wanton barbarities which this 
■iLoafT had to eodare, ooald hare been 
^iitrii aid sanctioned by the consti- 
taiMl aathiMitios. They are scarcc^lr to 
leparalfeM by the refined cruelty of the 
MrM««tors of An Christians during the 
Srce Ara centariea of the Church, or of 
the Indian satages and cannibals : they 
mbU eoly he sarpasaed by the Father*s 
Keenness* ptttlenoe, and alacritr. We 
sabjoea ia pioof of this a translation of 
the Mw which the Father wrote by 
siMlth fr«M Ulasffvw gaol (1o which he 
had heeo renftaoded by his iuiamoas 
jiHiM«)i bat lt( days before his execution.

F, Gordon, in his letter from Paris, 
Slst April, 1615, says, that it was in 
▼irtue <kf an express order of King James, 
that the prisouer was removed back to 
Ghsgow for execution. He went joy- 
fally to the gallows as to a feast, on the 
10th March, 1615, set. 34. He was not 
quartered, but after hanging until ha 
was dead, the body was laid in a eoffin,. 
and interred in the eommon ground al- 
lotted to executed malefactors. "Pruiiie« 
ti/e est CJT nostra Soeietate qui in Scotia 
tali konore dignaius est" says his above 
mentioned friend and suoerior F. Gordon^ 
See his Life, by N. Matthias Tanner ; 
also Southwell's Bibliotheea, p. 483. 

In the British Museum is a 4to. book 
printed at Edinburgh, A. D. 1615, intitled, 
^^A true Relation qf the Proceedings 
mgminet John Ogilvie, a Jesuit, executed 
mt Glasgote,** 

CXin. Ogilvie, John.— The following 
letter of Alexander Conne, to the Ge- 
neral F. John Paul Ollya, and dated from 
Scotland, February 9th, 1673, relates to F. 
Ogilvie. 

•» Yesterday letters were brought me 
announcing the death of F. John Ogilvie,. 
who died at Wintoun, the seat of the 
noble family, near Edinburgh, in a good 
old age, for he was more than 70 ; after 
innumerable labours sustained in the mis- 
sion for more than thirty years, and with 
mat fruit and gain of souls. He was 
for a long time a prisoner in London, 
under Cromwell, that tyrant and usurper 
of the kingdom. In Ireland he was al- 
most reduced to starvation, whilst com- 
pelled during the period of the Scotch 
CoTenant, to lurk in the mountains and 
eavems. He did and suffered many 
things besides, as well when in a piivate 
capacity, as when Superior of the mis- 
sion, which will be reported more at larga 
in the next annual letters. F. Thomas 
Paterson attended him at his death, and 
administered to him the Sacraments of 
the Church, and bears testimony of his 
most religious end. The accustomed 
suJfiragcs of the Society are therefore 
requested for him* by your most humble 
servant in Christ, ** Alex. Conne." 

CXIV. PATsasoN, Thomas, was em- 
ph>yed in the Scotch mission in 1073. I 
rvad in F. James Forbes' letter, Sd May^ 
I67l>, that when the popular phrenzr was 
excited against Catholics by Oates's daring 
peijury, >\ Paterson, a man of eminent 
virtue and learning, '* rir sane eJtimia 
tirtutt H doeirina prcefi/MS," was ap- 
l>rehended and committed to prison. When 
examined by the Judges, the account he 
gave of hinsdf and hit principles was so 
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candid, so discireet and satisfiietory, thtt 
all were persuaded of his tonoeence, and 
many Anti-Catholics felt regret, that one 
so unexceptionable, so moderate, and 
gentle, should have fallen into their 
hands. How gfreat was his eqnanimitj 
and Christian fortitude in bearing the lota 
of liberty, and the hardships of imprison- 
ment, may be inferred, sap F. Forbes, 
''as well from his comforting letters 
breathing divine love and a desire of suf- 
fering, as from the fact, that when some 
of the constituted authorities insinuated 
to him the expediency of representing to 
them that confinement was prejadiciid to 
his h^th, to afford them a colourable 
pretence for disdiarging him (and thovgh 
he really had long suffered from the stone 
and a stomach complaint), yet no entrea- 
ties of his friaids could induce him to 
apply for his liberty ; declaring that now 
his constitution was improving, and his 
sleep more refreshing, than vvhen he was 
his own master; and therefore that be 
would not conceal this blessing of his 
God. Although I knew well his spirit of 
implicit obedience, I would not exercise 
any authority over him in this respect; 
but thought it more advisable to permit 
him to follow the guidance of the Divine 
Spirit. Would to God, that I may walk 
in his footsteps, if it be my happy lot to 
suffer also fbr Jesus Christ.*' 

F. Paterson was soon discharged, and 
I meet him at the National College, Douay, 
in the following year, employed in the 
business of educating his countrymen. 
He is then described as " vir admodum 
prude^is et aptUsimug quijuvenlutemin- 
stitnat.** I find by his own letter of the 
5th May, le^, that he was then actively 
engaged in the Scotch mission ; but I 
think he died before the dose of the 17th 
century. 

CXV. Pepper, John, was born 10th 
January, 1725: studied in the Scotch 
College at Douay, and entered the No- 
vitiate at Toumay, 28th September, 1747, 
where he deeply imbibed the relinous 
spirit of his holy founder, which so 
strongly animated his breast for the re- 
mainder of his life. He was admitted 
to the profession of the four tows at 
London, 5th February, 1763. Af^er 
serving the Scotch mission for four years, 
obedience sent him to Douay, where he 
filled the ofiice of Procurator and Rector, 
and thence, from the iniquity of the times, 
was forced to remove his establishment 
to Dinant : I have seen an affectionate 
letter addressed to him as Rector there, 
by the venerable head of his Order, F. 
lAurencO Ricci, and bearing date Rome, 
2d March, 1771. Involve in the whirl- 
wind Ihfet swept away iKe Society, he 
sought reftige in the mission of Scotland, 
where he continued to labour with ex- 
emplary 2eal until his plods death, at 



Terelglea, en the Mth Mavek, 1810. Ht 
was bmried in the small Kirk atyolniuf, 
but there is no inscription to bis memory. 
Fbr some years before his death. Owl 
granted him the wish of his heart, to 
renew his vows in the Society of Jetui, 
which he had always lofed with ilial af- 
Ibetion. 

This truly good man had a younger 
brother, WiUiam, who had his educaiicNi 
at Douay, and ever after retained tht 
sincerest attachment to the Society. He 
became a Religions in the Holy Order of 
St. Benedict, I think, at WuHzbtmrg, For 
many years he served the Scotch mission. 
He was at Berwick In January, 1810, and 
then 81 years of age. 

CXVI. RinoocK, JonH, bom llth 
September, 1700. At the age of 1 4 he 
went to Douay, and four years later ho 
joined the Society at Nanci. After studv- 
ing Philosophy at Pont-a-Mousson, iw 
was sent to Madrid to teach Humanitlaf t 
and in the sequel his eminent talents in 
this defwrtment were put in reqoisiHon 
In several French Colleges. After he had 
gone through the course of Divinity at 
Rheims, he was sent to teach Philosophy 
for two years at Auxerre. Returning to 
Scotland, 8th March, 17M, he made Ua 
Religious Profession at Aberdeen, on 
Ascension Day, 97th May, that year. 
How long he served the mission I cannot 
ascertain ; but I meet him at Douay, in 

1748. 

GXVH. RoBK, John. — The name of 
this Father ocenrs in a letter wrfttm in 
1615. when he was at Antwerp, and when 
his Superior, F. Gonlon, reeommendnd hfan 
for the Scotch mission. ** AptUsinnts ad 
hoe ojfieivm eg$et P. Joannew MobbuM-'^ 
in MUtionibus tarn bene vertalus.'* For 
some years he cultivated that vineyard. I 
meet with him at Amsterdam, in January, 
1631. 1 believe that ha sucoaeded F. 
George Tumbull, as Superior of the Scotch 
Coll^ at Do«ay. He died there of fevar, 
ISth March, 16S8. 

CXYIII. Robe, Thomas.— He was em* 
ployed in the Scotch mission, as his letter 
proves, in 16S6 : three yean later he had 
retired to London. In his letter from 
thence, 8 1st October, 1689, he recom- 
mends his mother who had died on the- 
4th of that month, to the prayers of the 
General Vitelleschl. FVom London here- 
moved to Douay, where for a consider- 
able time he was Rector of the Scotch 
College. He was still living there in 
August, 1678. 

CXIX. RoBERTSoir, ALEZANDEn,'eame 
from Germany to serve the mission, late 
in 1685, during the hot persecution^ 
and active search set on foot by Matthew 
Weems, Minister of Canonaate, Edin- 
burgh, that winter. On the i6th Deoem- 
ber, (O. S.) he had to quit his lodgings, 
to im imminent danger of his lifb, in a 
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4feadfttl storm of snow, without being 
able to distinguish where he was, or 
whither he was goiog. 

CXX. RoBEaxsoN, John. — In P, 
John Mambrecht*s Report of the Scotch 
mission, dated 7th April, 1628, he says, 
*' This Father was still detained in prison. 
He must have obtained his libertjr and 
been apprehended again, for I find in F. 
Thomas Roby*s letter, dated Douay, 
mh March, 1644, * On the 6th of this 
month arrived here from Scotland, F. 
John Robertson, cast into exile after eleven 
months imprisonment. This good Reli- 
gious has comforted us much."* From 
that time he does not appear. 

CXXI. Russell, Alexander, was 
born in Scotland, 13th February, 1609: 
joined the Order in Bavaria, and made 
his profession in Scotland, in- the year 
1739. The worthy old man died in the 
English Ck>llege,at Liege, 14th September, 

1749. 

CXXII. Scott, Johit. — He was attached 
to the family of the Marquis of Huntly, 
as I collect n-om F. Thomas Roby*s letter 
of 9d January, 1636, (O. S.) 

CXXin. Sbmple, Hugh. — I meet with 
two Fathers of this name. The elder 
related to Colonel Semple, (onoe Ambas- 
sador of Scotland to the Court of Spain, 
and a singular benefactor to tlie Scotch 
College at Madrid, and to the Scotch 
mission), was aggregated to the Society 
at Toledo, in 1615. He passed for an 
eminent Linguist aud profound Mathe- 
matldan. His death occurred at Madrid, 
where he was Rector of the Scotch Col- 
lege, on the 29th September, 1654, et. 58. 
His treatise, in 12 books, De Mathema- 
iUU DUciplinU^ was published at An- 
twerp, in 1635. His Experientia Ma-- 
thematiea, 8vo. at Madrid, in 1642. At 
his death he was engaged in preparing 
Dietionarium MathenuUieum. 

In an original letter of this good Jesuit, 
dated Madrid, 15th October, 1643, he 
recommends the appointment of a Bishop 
for Scotland. " For many years I have 
desired a Bishop for the Hebrides, to in- 
struct and form the Priests, to settle dis- 
pates, to administer the Sacraments of 
Holy Orders and Confirmation, to out- 
shine and govern the rest in the world, in 
life, monSs, doctrine, and power, and 
with the same authorijhr as the Bishops 
exercise in Ireland. The glory of God, 
the public good, the custom of the 
Church, and the propagation of the Faith 
demand this.** 

His letter is in answer to a letter from 
the Propaganda, dated from Rome, SOth 
Aug. 1642, and which was subscribed 
*' FtomUco IngolV*

aooepl, in qua aperte video, vir darissime, 
tibl curs et cordi esse Sootis instaura- 



ilonem. Quo nomine tibi devinctus gra* 
tulor, candidamque Infractse amiciti« 
tesseram, firmamque mutui amoris ca* 
tenam sine frande aut fuco contextam, ser- 
vare illiesam sancte poUlceor. Requiria 
quid sentiam de duobus antidotis a ts 
excogltatis centra pestilentem in Scotia 
grassantem haeresim. Utniraque mihi vi* 
detur (]uod de optimis Galenus * Efficax, 
facile, jucundum.' 

Episcopum enim in incultis Hebridum 
Insulis, a multis annis desidero, qui Sa- 
cerdotes instruat et instituat, Catholicorum 
dlscordias componat, sacramenta Ordinis 
et Confirmationis administret, verbo, vita, 
moribus, doctrina et potestate aliis prai- 
luoeat, et prasit eadem authoritate quam 
Episcopi in Iflandia exeroent. Non ignoro 
multos privatis commodis ductos, aut 
ninimum terrore seductos sese opponere ; 
sed hoc suadet Dei gloria, bonum pub- 
licum, et Ecdesiffi consuetude ac incremen- 
turn. Nullum huic muneri aptiorem exis- 
timo (|uam Missionis Scotie pro Familia 
Franciscana Priefectum, in quo concurrunt 
omnia boni Pastoris signa. Huic et 
Sociis ornamenta Ecdesiastica et elemo- 
synas misi, et quotannis ejus inopiam 
sublevare contendam. 

Quod ad Prsfecturam mihi oblatam al- 
tinet, Laborem ambio, Honorem recuso. 
Malo enim gregarius Miles nullo munere 
adstrictus Patrin et Ecclesise deservire, 
privataquo boni viri authoritate contentus, 
malo mihi Deo et Musis vivere, quam in 
alto positus vanitatis vento circuma^i. 

Quis huic Preefecturffi aptus sit, de- 
signabit P. Generalis Societatis Jesu, con- 
tra cujus prffiscriptum mihil tentabo. Invi- 
domm calamos et calumnies contemno : 
hiereticos hostes parvi facio : sed sus- 
ceptffi vitie rationem violare nefas puto. 
Interim si in Hispania quippiam possum 
hoc tibi tuisque impendam* 

'' Hugo Semplius.** 
Matriti, I5th Oct. 1642. 

CXXIV. The Junior Father was also 
Rector of the Scotch College at Madrid, 
and probably died in that city. 

CXXV. Seton, Alexander. — I meet 
with two Fathers of this name. The first 
was in Germany, 11th March, 1612, when 
F. Gordon recommended to the General 
C. Aquaviva to recal him, and send him 
to cultivate the mission of Scotland ** qui 
omnium aptisgimus ad hane Missionem 
videtur,** 

CXXVI. The second was a Professed 
Father, living in Aberdeenshire, in 1710 ; 
but I can glean no particulars respecting 
him. 

CXX VII. Seton, James, of a noble 
family. I find by F. John Mambrecht*8 
letter, 7th April, 1628, that he was then 
profitably employed in the North of 
Scotland. In the beginning of his mi- 
nisterial career, his zeal led him too 
much among his family connexions : 
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this aroused the tpleen and rengeanee of 
the false Bishops, who served him with 
dtations, and afterwards proceeded to 
excomronnicate him. This obliged him 
to adopt more caution and secresy. He 
had then in hand. Baron OgUvie, the 
head of his Clan, who had fixed the day 
to be reconciled to the Catholic Church* 
After some time he was ordered to Qer* 
many ; but hearing of the disconsolate 
state of his aged mother, who wished to 
see Mm before she died, he applied for 
permission to return to Scotland. I meet 
him there for several years after ; but the 
intense heat of the persecution and the 
virulence of the Kirk ministers, compelled 
him to sail for Norway. Where and when 
he ended his days I cannot discover. 

CXXVIII. Seton, Johm — There were 
three Fathers of this name. The first 
is mentioned in a letter of F. John Lesley 
to the General, 30th Sept 1683, in which 
lie relates the distress of the Scotch mis- 
sion, by the recent loss of their kind bene- 
factor, Colonel Semple, in Spain, and adds, 
*' res HispanwnHs gumma dUigenlia 
P. Joanni Seton commendanda ut ammi 
labore et studio solUi auxiiii prorogatio 
impelretur,'* 

CXXIX. The second was formed in the 
Tholouse province, and became a very su- 
perior missionary. In a letter of F. W. 
Aloysius Lesley, of December. 1066^ I 
read, *^ F. Seton has gone into the county 
of Perth to open a new mission/* When 
the Revolution burst out, he was one of its 
earliest victims. When in the spring of 
1093, the imprisoned Priests were allowed 
to regain their liberty, provided they agreed 
to depart the realm, he refused to accept 
the condition, and at length was dis- 
charged by Proclamation. This apostolic 
man died at Edinburgh, in the beginning 
of 16^ Before he went to Perthshire, 
he had for upwards of twenty years 
planted and watered the vineyard in 
Galloway, and by his engaging sweetness 
and patient zeal, brought back more than 
five hundred strayed souls to the Church, 
and trained them in the way of piety and 
devotion. Bat what could not this man of 
God effect, whose life was a perpetual 
prayer ? 

CXXX. The third Father was born 
0th November, 1695 : entered the So- 
ciety at Madrid, 20th September, 1710, 
came to the Scotch mission in 1725, and 
ten years later he made his solemn vows 
at Aberdeen. He died at Edinburgh, 16th 
July, 1757. 

CXXXL Smith, John. — I meet with 
hun in the North of Scotland, in the win* 
terofl641. On the 9th March, 1644s F. 
Thomas Kobe announces that he had been 
the happy instrument employed by God, to 
convert the Baron of Petfodels, the chief 
of the Menzie family. He occurs again 
in October, 1658 ; after which time I lose 
sight of him. 
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dated Edinburgh, 9Sth July, lOSft, F, Wil- 
liam A. Lesley informs the General Charlcf 
de Noyelle, that in conformity to his or- 
ders, F. Spreule, ** senedute coi\fectU9t** 
was preparing to return to Belgium. 
Most probably he died at Tournay. 

CXaXUL Stevens, John.^F. John 
Mambrecht, in his letter of 7th April, I6«; 
reports of this lealous Father, that during 
the late winter, be had escorted ten 
youths to the seminary at Douay— that 
he had then returned to Aberdeen, ** mbl 
xalis frequent MUsio et SociettUiM addic 
tissima,'* It is painful to repeat the inca- 
pability of discovering more particulars. 

CXXXIV. Stickuev, Patrick.— Thia 
apostolic man w^ alarmingly ill in the 
autumn of 1022, F. William Lesley, his 
Superior, in a Letter of 4th February 
following, says of him, tliat though 
much recovered, yet his constitution was 
greatly debilitated, but ho could not 
provide himself a sabstitute or assistant ; 
hot had himself rendered occasional help. 
I find him living with the Marquis of 
Huntly in I02H, and rendering valuable 
services in his excursions in the neigh- 
bourhood. Through his means a happy 
reconciliation was effected between tlw 
hostile Clans of Gordon and Brrol, 
and the Marquis* son married the Earrs 
daughter. This restoration of friendship 
between the two families was so much 
talked of, that even the Bishop in a 
sermon at Aberdeen, publicly asaerted, 
that what the King and Council and Kirk 
could not accomplish, had been brought 
about by a single Jesuit. 

CXXXV. Strahan, Alexander, was 
the eldest son of Sir Alexander 8. (the 
sixth baronet of Nova Scotia), by his wife 
Jane Bremner, of Attenbury ; and on the 
death of his father succeeded to the title, 
with its slender income. 

This worthy Jesuit had travelled much, 
and was universally esteemed and res* 
pected for his solid and unaffected virtues, 
and most amiable manners. He retired in 
his old age to the English College at Liege, 
where he died on the 8d January, 1708. 
The title descended to his only brother 
Robert, a most devout layman, and a 
gentleman of unblemished honour and in- 
tegrity. He died at Exeter, on Sd April, 
1826, St. 80, and was buried at St. Ni- 
cholas* Chapel in that city. At his death, 
the title of Baronet of Nova Scotia, granted 
by King Charles I. on the 88th May, 1625, 
became extinct. 

CXXXVI. Strahan, Francis Xavier. 
— He was Rector of the National College 
at Douay, in 1784. I have read his letter 
addressed to the Assistant of Germany at 
Rome, dated 1st April, that year, on the 
business of the College, and it proves that 
he was well acquainted with the history of 
its foundation. 
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CXXXVII, STRiviLur, Hugh, bora 4ith 
M«j, 1672 ; joined the Orckar at Tournajr, 
4th June, 1693, but fiaished his Novice- 
ship at Juantsberg. In Noven^ber, 1701, 
he returned a missionary to his native 
country. At Lady Day, 1710, he took the 
solemn vows of the Society. In a letter 
of 1712, I read, " Dominus Ratnse^f alias 
Struchan in regions Braomarr, qwB 
^us est StatiOf plures Ducentis verm 
Fidei cultores reddidiL" He died at 
Douay, 23d March, 1745. 

CXXXVIII. Stuart, James, was bom 
in Scotland, 90th March, 171 1 ; was admit- 
ted into the Order 28th September, 
172S, and was Professed 2nd f«bruary, 
1746. After teaching Humanities, Phi- 
losophy, and Theology, in the French 
provinces of the Sodety, he was era- 
ployed to profess scholastic and moral 
Divinity at the English College at Liege, 
where lie departed this life, 18th March, 
1784. 

CXXXIX. Stuart, Wiluam, alias 
Sharp. — ^This native of Scotland became 
a member of Hie Society in Italy, and for 
many years filled several of its offices 
with credit in that country, and at Douay. 
At length he attached himself to the En- 
glish province, and lived as Chaplain to a 
noble family in Yorkshire, until his death, 
21st May, 1677. '' Vir in Dtnm pirn, 
aitq%te omnibus qv^ims notus erat, per- 
eharus" An, Litt. 

Q. Was F. Wm. Stuart the author of 
** Presbyterie's IViall, or the Occasion and 
Motives of Conversion to the Gatholique 
Faith of a Person of Qmdity in Scotland, 
to which is subjoyned a little Touchstone 
of the Presbyterian Covenant. 12mo. 
Paris, 1657. pp. 241 . ?** At the end of the 
Preface are the letters F. W. S. 

CXL. Trottar, John, was bom at 
Edinburgh, 18th August, 1704, and on 
the same day was baptized by F. Dur- 
ham. He entered the Society at Madrid, 
19th September, 1722, In the beginning 
of October, 1727, he defended the Philo- 
sophical Theses. After finishing a course 
of Theology, he was ordered to prepare 
for the Scotch mission ; but owing to bad 
health, he did not reach his destination 
until 29th May, 1733. He made the Pro- 
fession of the four vows of his Order at 
Aberdeen, 15th May, 1740 ; after which 
the clue of his history slips from me. 

CXLI. TuRNBULL, George, born of 
Catholic parents in the diocese ^ St. 
Andrews. From early youth he mani- 
fested a holy inmatience to embrace the 
pious Institute of the Society, and hew 
ndly he imbibed the spirit of its saintly 
founder, appeared in his subsequent lire 
and manners. Zealous for the greater 
honour and glory of God, mild to his 
neighbour, severe to himself, industrious 
and learned, for upwards of thirty years 
he rendered important services to the 



Colleges of Pont-a-Moasson and Douay. 
I read in F. Gordon's letter of the 12th 
January, 1615, ** P. Turnebulus sfrenue 
et utUUer lalktrat Duaei^ omnibus admo' 
dum grains** He had then the char^ of 
the National Seminary, as F. Wm. Creittoa 
mentions in his letter of the 14th July^ 
that year. In a letter of F. William 
Lesley, written from Scotland, 1st Sep- 
tember, 1630, he says, " An heretical 
Minister here, who lias been an obstacle 
to several conversions, has written a 
book on the formal object of Faitli, and 
had boasted that none of our Society 
could answer it. I sent it to F. Geor|^ 
Tumbull, who has admiiably refuted it* 
This answer is mudi approved of by our 
friends in this country ; but as the minis- 
ter perseveres in his folly, I beg your 
reverend paternity to exhort him to con- 
tinue to refute similar treatises, which I 
may occasionally send him, for the de- 
fence of the Catholic faith, the salva- 
tion of souls, and the honour of our 
Society.** F. T. closed his useful life by 
a most Christian death at Rheims, Uth 
May, 16S3, set. 64, Rel. 42, Prof. 23. He 
published ** ImoffinarU Circuit quadra^ 
tura Caiholica," 8vo. Rheims, i02S* 
^* In saertB SchoUie CeUumniatorem** 8vo. 
Rheims, 1 32. He left in MJS. " Com- 
mentury on Universal Theology ** 

CXLII. Ttrib, James, of a good 
Scotch family. Joining the Society at 
Rome, 19th August, 1563, he e?eatually 
became one of its most distinguished 
ornaments. After filling the chairs of 
Philosoohy and Divinity at Paris, he 
relorBed to Rome, and was elected 
Assistant for the French Province at the 
fifth general Congregation of the Society, 
in November, 1593. But he was prema- 
turely taken away by a short illness on 
the 20th March, 1597, set. 54. Under the 
name of George Thompson, he wrote a 
brief but learned Treatise ** De Antiqui- 
tcAe EccUsuB Scotice,** which Possevinus 
inserted in lib. xvi. Bibliotheca, This 
Treatise exasperated that ruffian bully 
John Knox, to publish an answer, F. 
Tyrie*s rejoinder, " The Refutation of 
ane Answer made be Schir Johne Knox 
to ane Letter send be James Tyrie to his 
umquhyle Brother," Paris, 1673, is pro- 
nounced by Bishop Lesley to be most 
argumentative and victorious. A copy was 
sold at Heber*s sale on the 10th April, 
1S35, No. 3616. 

CXLIII. Valens, Robert. — We learn 
from his own letter dated from Edinburgh, 
16th June, 1629, that he had then beeo in 
the mission about five years. His resi- 
dence in that city, though most dangerous 
to himself, was to the Catholics, espedally 
the gentry detained in custody, a eouroe oif 
oonsoltttion. With the greatest difilculty 
he had sueoeeded in escaping the pursuit 
of his enemies. The city beiog divided 
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into districts ; twenty Puritan zealots had 
been selected to hoot out Catholics and 
search their houses and lodgings. The 
persecution at length forced him to seek 
refuge in England. I find in F. James 
Mambrecht's letter of the Sd April, I64tk, 
that this reverend friend had b^» appre- 
hended some time before in London. 
Probably his sentence was perpetual ba- 
nishment. 

CXLIV. Urquhart, Charles.— Of 
this ReT. Missionary all that I can learn is 
in a letter of 21st March, 1716, that he 
was actually in a djring state, without any 
hope of recovery . "P. Carolum J7r- 
quhart moribundum esse sine spe conva- 
lesccndi,** 

CXLV. West, Thomas. — His real name 
was Daniel^ but occasionally he passed 
by the name of Wcitson. He was born 
1st January, 1720. For some time he was 
a traveller in trade ; at the age of 31 was a 
candidate for admission into the Society : 
and so great were his merits and profi- 
ciency, that his Superiors judged him fit 
to be enrolled amongst the Professed 
Fathers on 2nd February, 1769. For a 
short time he served Holywell mission — 
Ifaence removed to Ulverslone, and finally 



settled at Sizergh, where he died lOtb 
June, 1770. He was known by hit 
''Guide to the Lakes of Cumberland,** 
also by " The Antiouities of Kuniejis, or 
an Account of tne Koyal Ahbcy of St. 
Mary of Nightshade, near Dalton, in 
Fumess.** 4to.

We say nothing of the Rev. Archibald 
Bower, born at Dundee, 17th January, 
1666, and who died 3rd Septemlier, 1766. 
— All lovers of truth and honesty regarded 
him, living and dying, as an uupriiicipled 
impostor, and a disgrace to any reli- 
gious denomination. He was buried in 
Mary bone Cemetery : and his lying epitaph

*I. Abebl Vanden, James, ivas ad- 
mitted at Wattent into the Society of 
Jesus, on 7th September, 1671, and died 
in the English College at St. Omer, 10th 
February, 1606, «t. 49. 

4*11. Abeel, Vandel, Baldwin, died at 
St. Omer, 13th October, 1679, set. 41, 
Bel. 17. The Annual Letters of the En- 
glish Province describe him as " Vir pius 
et humilis,** 

♦III. AcLAMD, Anthony. — He appears 
to have been a native of Devonshire. The 
first time that I meet >i?ith him is in the 
year 1623, at Rome, He was Socius to 
F. William Risdon, the Procurator there. 
In a Letter of F. Edward Knott, bearing 
date 15th January, 1627, I discover that 
this useful Lay-brother had died in that 
City late in the preceding year.]: 

IV. Acton, THOMAS.^-His real name 
was Dupuy, He joined the Society 25th 
November, 1684. Seventeen years later 
he was residing at Liege College, in the 
capacity of Prefect of Spirit. In 1704, I 
find him a Missionary in the College of 
St. Thomas of Canterbury. He died at 
St. Omer's,21st March, 1721, ffit.59. 
. V. Adams, James, began his Noviee-

ship at Watten, 7th September, 175C. In 
the sequel he taught a course of Humani- 
ties with distinguished credit at St. 
Omer. After pursuing the quiet tenor 
of his way as a Missionary for many 
years, he retired to Dublin in the early 
part of August, 1802, and died there on 
the 7th of December, the same year, age4

From a letter of his friend John Moir, 
dated Edinburgh, 11th Nov. 1801, as well 
as its answer, it is obvious that the Father 
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had It in contemplation t6 publish his Tour 
through the Hebrides. He had been much 
disgusted with tlie Tour of that '* ungrate- 
ful deprecating cynic, Dr. Johnson.** 

VI. Addison, Thomas. — All that I can 
gather of him is, that he joined the So- 
ciety at the age of 34, on 1st July, 166d, 
and that he died in England 93d March, 
1665. 

VII. Agazzari, Alphonsus. — Though 
a native of Sienna, this Father is con- 
nected with our country by having been 
Rector of the English college at Rome. 
Pope Gregory XIII., that lover and be- 
nefactor of the English Nation, having 
thought proper to issue his command to 
F. Everard Mercurian, the 4th General of 
the Society, " to take the whole charge of 
the English Seminary in Rome upon him 
in all respects, as he had the charge of the 
German College there,*' F. Agazzari was 
appointed the first Rector, and was ad- 
mirably qualified for the office by learning, 
piety, prudence, and special reg^d for 
the English people. During his govern- 
ment the College flourished in science, 
peace, concord, and property ; and about 
one hundred Priests went forth to the 
English mission. Dr. Allen, the patri- 
arch of the English clergy, esteemed and 
loved as a brother P. Agazzari, as his 
numerous letters abundantly show. This 
truly good Fbther died at Rome, SOth 
March, 1602, set. 53, Soc. 35. SeeDodd*8 
Church Hist. vol. ii. p. 134. More's Ilist. 
Prov. Angl. pp. 67, and 138. 

VIIT. Alacampe, Edward, was admit- 
ted into the English College in Rome in 
1605, to study Philosophy. Three years 
later, he enrolled himself amongst the chil- 
dren of St. Ignatius. I meet with him at 
the new College in Liege during the winter 
of 1614. For several subsequent years he 
filled the office of Procurator at Rome ; 
but died in the House of Probation at 
Ghent, 6th February, 1646, set. 65, Soc. 
38. " Virtute et doctrina iusignis.** 

IX. Alanson, John. — I think that his 
real name was Armstrongs and that he 
was a native of Northumberland. He was 
admitted into the Order in 1621, and to 
the Profession of the Four Vows 6lh May, 
1632. In a letter of F. Ireland, dated 
from St. Oraer, 11th March, 1676, I read 
" F. John Allison is come to be Prefect of 
the Sodality.** The venerable old man 
died in England, lOlh February, 1694. 

X. The name of F, William Alanson 
occurs in the Necrology ; but the date of 
his death remains unknown. 

XI. Albin, Robert, of Lancashire.- - 
He died at Tongn^es, near Liege, in attend- 
ing the Scotch soldiers infected with the 
Plague, 8th December, 1667, set. 37, 
Rel. 16. 

XII. Alcock, JoiiN.~His real name 
was Gage. After studying Humanities 
at St. Omer*s College, he was conducted 



b^ his master F. Henry Pitts, to the No- 
vitiate, with six other Rhetoricians, oa 
7th September, 1670, and at the end of 
two years, made the vows of a Scholastic 
of the Society. He died whilst serving 
the English Mission, on 20th December, 
1708, et. 59. 

XIII. Aldred, Robert. — His name 
does not appear in the Necrology ; but he 
entered the Order in 1607. In due time 
he was sent to tlie English vineyard, and 
his station was Little Crosby, near Liver- 
pool, where ho built the priett*8 hou!»e in 
1719. There he died, 23d February, 1728, 
aged 54>. 

XIV. ALDRnroTON, (alias Wakeman) 
Thomas, died in England, 20th April, 1610. 

XV. Alford, (Orippitii), Michael, 
of London, entered the Novitiate of St. 
John*s House, Louvain, 20th February 
1607, and made his simple vows 1st Marcti, 
1600. At Seville he studied a course of 
Philosophy ; thence proceeded to Lou- 
vain to commence Theologv. On his pro- 
motion to the priesthood he was ordered 
to Naples, where he administered his cha- 
ritable and valuable services to the En- 
glish Qentry, Merchants and Sailors, who 
freqaented that city ; thence removed tm 
Rome ; from the year 1615 to 1620 he filled 
the office of Penitentiary to the General 
satisfaction. After passing through otiier 
offices of the Society at Ghent,* and at 
Liege with equal ability and credit, he 
was allowed to go to the English mission. 
Landing at Dover he was placed under 
arrest. What led to suspicion of his cha- 
racter was the discovery of a copy of 
" The Imitation of Christ,** on his person. 
A minister of the Law-church was called 
in for his opinion : after passing over the 
contents, he gravely pronounced that the 
THtle Page was more objectionable than 
the Text — that the author, Thomas a 
Kempis, was a Regular Canon — that the 
Canons and Canonites were proscribed by 
English Statute, and that the Brairer 
ought not to be hastily discharged. In 
fact, the Prisoner was suspected to be tlic 
Right Rev. Dr. Richard Smith, Bishop of 
Chalcedon, and Vicar Apostolic, for 
whose apprehension the English Govern- 
ment had offered a reward of £000, by the 
several Proclamations of 1 1 th December, 
1628, and 24th March, 1620. The conse- 
quence was that F^ Alford was conducted 
to London ; but as his person in no res- 
pect corresponded with the Bishop's des- 
cription, he was restored to liberty, through 
the mediation of Henrietta Maria, consort 
of King Charles I. 

The county of Leicester now became 
the principal theatre of his missionary 
labours, and Holt I suppose to have been

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liis Residence. Always thoaghtful and 
Industrious, he carefully devote what 
leisure he could command from the duties 
of his ministry, to Ecclesiastical and His- 
torical studies : and when we take into 
consideration the difficulties of getting 
access to authorities and evidences — ^the 
personal dangers to which he was daily 
and nightly exposed, and the coniparatire 
dimness of Cntical light at that period, 
we are perfectly astonished at the extent 
and the success of his researches. The 
first work that he published was " The 
Admirable Life qf 9t. WinefHde," with 
a frontispiece, 8vo. 1685, and which, it 
seems, was re*«dited the same year by F. 
John Falconer^ (not Floods as Mr. Dodd 
supposed, p. 310, Tol.iii. Church History).

Next followed,~Bri£aiinur lUustrata, 
give Itecti', Helenee ConstantinU Patria et 
Fides, Authore Michaele Alfordo, Societ. 
Jesu, 4/o. Antverpue typis Christophori 
Jeners, Anno 1641. 

This excessively rare book on British 
History seems to have escaped the notice 
•of Bibliographers. It consists of xxiv. 
plages of preliminary matter.* the frontis- 
piece (Phs. Fruitier 8 delin, et Jac Netfs 
seulpsit), being counted as i, and ii. 
Then follows the body of the book, page? 
1 to 352, and an Appendix, ending at page 
424. The volume concludes with an Errata 
and the Privileges, filling two pages more. 

To put the finishing stroke to his Her- 
culean undertaking, *' Annalet Eccleti- 
>astici et Civiles Britannoruniy Saxonum 
et Anglorumt** he obtained leave to quit 
England in the spring of 1652. Soon after 
his arrival at St. Omers, he was attacked 
with fever, which preyed upon his consti- 
tution, and terminated his valuable life on 
the 11th of August that year, aged 65. 
His great work was published at Liege, 
eleven years later (1668) in 4 vols, folio. 
The first contains 642 pages ; the second 
vol.t 693 pages ; the third 580 pages ; be- 
sides a chronological index of 136 pages ; 
and the fourth, which is supplementary, 
continuing the History down to the year 
11S9 is divided into two parts, the first 
containing 328, the second 344 pages. It 
is remarkable that the title page varies in 
each of these volumes. Bishop Fleetwood 
hsis pronounced this collection to be a 
very valuable treasure of the ecclesiastical 
history of our nation. The learned and 
truly venerable F. Serenus Cressy.i in his

Preface to hit Chnrch Histoty of Bri- 
tanny, printed, in 1668, with a candoor 
which characterizes a great and generous 
mind, enlarges on his many oMigatiom 
to the profound researches of F. Alford. 
He repeats that the *' Annales EceleMias' 
tier* was the principal foundation from 
which he derived his History ; that F. Al- 
ford possessed in an eminent degree the 
two endowments which constitute an ex- 
cellent historian— learning and fidelity; 
that to his unwearied labours all Catholics, 
yea, the whole nation are indebted. He 
styles him a principal ornament of the age, 
and regrets his incapacity to raise a monu- 
mental pyramid suitable to his merits. 
Speaking then of his piety, he says thus : 

" Great abilities and learning will per- 
petuate one*s memory on earth ; but, if 
unaccompanied with Piety, it will be apt 
to swell the person with Pride, which can 
find no place in Heaven. The venerable 
Father knew this well; and therefore 
made it his chief care and study to adorn 
his soul with Piety and Virtue. As he 
carried the name, so did he also a tender 
devotion to the glorious Archangel Si. 
Michael, of which he left a memorial di- 
vers years before his death, by a devout 
Prayer and Picture devised by hin, which 
he caused to be cut at Antwerp, and dis- 
persed to the honour of the Skint, not 
only as his Patron, but also the Standard- 
bearer of the Church against rebellions 
Heresy ; which he endeavoured also to 
quell by word and writing. For the 
space -of twenty-two years before his death 
a part of his daily devotion was, to lodge 
his soul every day in one of the sacred 
wounds of our Blessed Saviour. And his 



the Benedictine Order died 10th August, 1674, et. 
80. His life may be seen in' the third volume of 
podd's Church History ; but in the list of his 
works, pp. 308 9, is omitted an 8vo. pp. 190. Inti- 
tied " Arbor Virtvium ; or an exact Model, in the 
which are repretented all manner qf Virtues, SfC.^ 
Collected out of Salmanticentis , hy Br. Serenvs 
Cressy. for /he use of Dame Mary Cary. at Cam- 
bray.

In the bepinning of the Catholique Apology. (8d 
edition, 1674), the author, speaking of the severity 
which a person of Honour had animadverted on 
Mr. Cressy's " Fanaticism fanatically imputed i» 
the Catholic Church," observes, " CerUinly, If 
you knew tV.at gentleman, you would, instead of a 
Wasp, have rather called him a Bee. which gives 
honey, and never stings unless exasperated, and in 
its own defence." And again, p. 592, after stating 
that conscience, and not interest, animated the 
sterling Catholic, adds, "Of this Mr. Cressy is 
a worthy Example, who might now in all proba- 
bility, been one of the greatest Clergymen in the 
Nation. Nay, had he had never so potent En*^ 
mies. they could not have hindered him,«f»0« Ats 
bare going to ChurcK from the enjoyment of his 
former ample dignities, and the vast rtnes also 
lately raised out of them. But a little cell with 
an upright heart was more dear to him than all those 
allurements: nor has he since ceased by his pray- 
ers, mortifications, and labours, to shew himself 
(like the rest of his pious Brethren) a true son of 
that Holy Order, to which our Nation is so moch 
engaged. 
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infirmity incfeisiiig upon him, he desirad 
four days before his death, to be put in 
miod if he cbaooed to forget liis pious 
Exercise. Tiie last day lodged him in 
the Heart : tbere lie died in tlie Uouu ^ 
X^jfip, to live for ever in Heaven, and theie 
to enjoy the happy reward of aJl his pioui 
labours.*'

XVI. Alforo, Robert, of Surrey, by 
the name of Griffiths, vik% admitted an 
Alumnus of the English College at Rome. 
After joining the Society, he was. in due 
time sent to the English mission^ which 
he served for thirty three years, exhibit- 
ing throughout an edifying example of 
charity to the sick and indigent. He died 
in the Collie of the Holy Apostles, 8th 
July, I&IO, et. dS. 

XVII. Alford, WiLLiAMtr— All that I 
can learn of this Father is, that he died 
8th January, 1675. 

XVIIL Allah, William, bom 6th 
February, 1738. At the age of 17, Piety 
led him to the Novitiate at Watten. I 
meet with him at Rome Ist November, 
1766. For many years he resided at Isle- 
worth, where he ended his life 26th Ja- 
nuary, 1814, and was buried in Hammer- 
smith churchyard. 

*XIX. AUiEN, Francis, was admitted 
9th October, 1678. This temporal coad- 
iutor died at laege, 22d March, 1712, st. 
'67. 

XX. Allen, Ralph. — All my informa- 
tion concerning him is derived from p. 
133, vol. ii. of Dodd*s Church History. 
He was a Londoner, and entered Douay 
Collie in 1572. After serving the Mis- 
sion a short time, he retired abroad to 
embrace the pious Institute of St. Igna- 
tius, and died about the year 1587. 

XXI. Allot, (Hewitt) Martin, of 
Derbyshire, tor several years was em- 
ployed in Missionary Duty ; but died in 
France, 25th September, 1661, mt. 55, 
Rel. 84. 

XXII. Allow AY, John, of Oxfordshire, 
was admitted an Alumnus of the English 
College in Rome in 1755, and tbere joined 
the Society of Jesus, 9th October, 1766. 
Five years later he occurs Confessor to 
the English Teresian Nuns at Antwerp. 
In the autumn of 1776 he was aggregated 
to the college of St. Aloysius, and for 
many years was Chaplain at Hooton, in 
Cheshii'e. Retiring thence to Pilewell, in 
Hants, he continued to officiate there for 
about two years, when, with the approba- 
tion of Superiors, he removed to Portico, 
near Presoott : here he finished his mor- 
tal career on the 15th March, 1808, set. 64. 



He was interred, like many of his Bc^ 
thren dying in that vicinity, in the andeol 
cemetery of Wlndleshaw. 

XXIII. Almeida^ John, (whose real 
surname is Meao ), was a native of Lon- 
don. At the age of ten he was taken over 
to Viana, a sea-port in Portugal, by e 
merchant called Benedict de Roche, and 
brought up with his own children. With 
this Patron the youth proceeded at the 
age of 17, to Pernambuco, with the fuU 
intention of pursuing a mercioitile career ; 
but Heaven destined him for greater 
things. Four years after quitting the 
shores of Portugal, he stood a candidate 
for admission into the Society of Jesus, 
Placed under such a master-Spirit as 
F. Joseph Anchieta,* he could not fail to 
become a rapid Proficient in the Science 
of the Saints. Ordained Priest in 160d, 
he conmienoed his long and arduous 
course of Apostolic Labour ; and we are 
at a loss which most to admire, his pro- 
found humility and evangelical spirit of 
self-denial, or the wonderful success of 
his Missionary exertions amongst the Sa- 
vage Tribes, and his acknowledged gift 
of miracles. At last, struck with apo- 
plexy, he took to his bed 12th September, 
1653, and twelve days alter meekly re- 
signed his soul into the hands of the Prince 
of Pastors, at Rio Janeiro, aged H'i, Soc. 
61. His admirable life, written in Porta- 
guese, by his friend F. Simon de Vascon- 
cellos, and printed in folio at Lisbon in 
1658, may be seen abridged in the lOtli 
Book of F. Morels Historia Provincin An- 
glicans. 

XXIV. Altam, 1 cannot recover 

his Christian name, but he was amongst 
the earliest Missionaries in Maryland. 
He assisted at the baptism of Chilomacon, 
the great King at Pascatoway, in a Chapel 
prepared in the Indian fashion of the bark 
of trees, 5th Julv, 1640. Shortly after P. 
Altam was attacked with fever, and was 
recommended for the recovery of his 
health to leave the country for St, Mary*s 
Town, in the English colony. There he 
departed this life on the 5th November 
following. 

XXV. Anderson, William, of Nor- 
folk, joined the Order in the 19th year 
of his age, and was enrolled amongst the 
Professed Fathers 12th October, 1633. 
We learn from pp. 465-6, of F. More*s 
Hist, of the English Province, that he had 
been educated at St. Omer's College, had 
distinguished himself by his talents, and, 
after completing his higher studies in 
Rome and Sicily, for many years taught

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with 'considei-able reputation. Sent to 
tK&Bngnsh Mission, he laboured zealous- 
ly for the salvation of souls. One of the 
dftnghters of the Bishop of Worcester 
(Q. Thornborough t) had embraced the 
Catholic faifh: her eldest brother, who 
knew this, having contracted a dangeroos 
fUness, and being reduced to extremity, 
implored her to obtaid for him the assist- 
ance of a Catholic Priest, as otherwise his 
death would be most miserable. In con- 
sequence she sent Ibr F. Anderson, who 
reconciled him to the Church, and pre- 
pared him for his exit. In the meanwhile 
the dying youth discovered to his Right 
Rev. Parent, his conversion to the Catholic 
F^ith, who contrived to apprehend the 
Jesuit at his next and third visit, and con- 
signed him to a loathsome dungeon. Re- 
moved afVerwards to London, he was 
there treated with greater indulgence, and 
eventually, through the interest of Queen 
Henrietta Maria, discharged from cus- 
tody. Returning to the vineyard, he con- 
tinued for several years his apostolic 
ministry with great zeal and* success. 
The increase of asthma induced his Supe- 
riors to call him abroad ; and from p. 131, 
vol. i. of Sander's ** Flandria Blustrata," 
I collect that he was the second Rector of 
the House of Ghent. His death occurred 
at St. Omer*s College; 9th June, 1657, 
set. 6S. 

XXVI. Another F. William Anderson 
(who often passed by the name of Igna- 
tius Sheffield), born 12th June, 1689, 
was admitted a Novice 7th June, 1791. 
For a considerable time he was stationed 
in Lincolnshire, and died Superior of his 
Brethren theie, at Kingeriy, the seat of 
lAe Youngs, near Market Raisin, 2dth 
A-Dgust, 1764. 

XXVII. Anderton, Christopher, of 
Lancashire, embraced the Institute of 
St. Ignatius, in the 20th year of his age, 
and for fourteen years, tIz. firom 166S to 
1667, and from 1673 to 1689, was Rector 
ef the fkiglish College at Rome. Between 
the interval of this Rectorship he was em- 
ployed as Penitentiary at St. Peter's. To 
him were given *' a Prcefecto SacrarH 
Anostolici,*' on 14th May, 1667, the Relics 
of a St. Gordian, a Martyr,* F. Anderton 
died at Rome in 1695, «Bt, 80 ; but the 
month I cannot learn. 

XXVin. Anderton, Francis, of Lan- 
cashire, enlisted under the banner of St. 
Ignatius 21st June, 1785, ffit. 21. The 
Annual Letters of 1 710, shew that he was 
then actively engaged in the Bishopric 
of Durham, and describe him as *' singu*- 
lari laude dignus," The date of his 
deatli is not recorded. 

^ Q. Gorditu. of Cesareo, in Cappadocla, yrho 
mxKtted under Diodes1an3<l January f St. Gordian 
waa beheaded at Kome. 10th May, 362, under 
JuHaa the Apostate, and hia relics were possesaed by 
the Benedictine Abbey of Kemptoo, near Aug^s- 
burg.- See £uthr*$ Lives of SB. 



*XXIX. Andehton, James, of Lanca- 
shire, admitted at Watten 7th September, 
1703. This scholastic was consigned to 
an early grave, dying at St. Omer, 5tft 
Oct. 1710, ttt. 27. 

XXX. Andertox, Lawrence, of Lan- 
cashire, edacated at Blackburne School, 
and at Christ*s College, Cambridge. Con- 
verted whilst actually a Minister of the 
Protestant Church, he became a NoTioe 
in 1604, set. 28, and shone in the sequel 
amongst the most radiant names in the 
English Province. Lancashire was the 
principal theatre of his Apostolic labours ; 
and here this zealous and most learned 
Father appears to have died on the 1 7th of 
April, 1643, at. 67. As monuments of his 
Controversial Powers he left

2. •• The Progenie qf Catholicks and 
Protestants** 4X0. Rouen, 1663. The work 
is divided into 6 books, each separately 
paged. The first has 32 pages, the second 
90, the third 69, the fourth 40, and the 
fifth 26 pages, 

3. " The Triple Cord ; or a Treatise, 
proving the Truth of the Roman Catholic 
Religion by the Bible, as explained by 
the Holy Fathers, and as interpreted ^ 
Protestant Writers.** 4to. St. Omer's 
1634, p. 801 . 

I suspect this is the Chaplain of the 
Earl of Essex, whom F. Gerard received 
into his house in London, and who assigned 
three reasons for adopting' the Institute of 
St. Ignatius. 

1st. Because it was detested more than 
the other Religious Orders b^y Heretics and 
the Wicked of all classes. 

2nd. Becanse it foreclosed all hopes of 
Church Preferment. 

3rd. Because it especially cherished the 
practice of Obedience. 

XXXI. Anderton, William, a native 
of Lancashire. This worthy man, after 
filling the ofilce of Prefect at Liege Col- 
lege, was sent to the Hereford Mission, 
which he served upwards of twenty years. 
He died at his residence in the Broad- 
street of that city, 28th Sept. 1823, at. 70. 
His mortal remains were deposited in the 
Cathedral-yard, where a grave>stone re- 
cords his name, age, and date of his death. 
The Editor of the Hereford Paper thus 
desci-ibed him at the time : ** This truly 
pious and excellent man was an honour 
to human nature, and an ornament to the 
Religion he profbssed. Altbough pos- 
sessing only a small income, his unos- 
tentatious charities to the distressed were 
extensively bestowed, without considera- 
tion as to sect' or opinion. With him, 
to use bis own expressive words, • Charity 
was of all religions ; and where he 
thought relief- was required, there it was 
cheerfully given. He was sincerely at- 
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tacked to his own Church, but free from 
Intolerance and bigotry ; independent 
and upright in bis transacUoos, and kind 
and conciliating to all with whom he wa« 
connected. By his congregation be was 
higjbly esteemed and reverenced ; and by 
all who knew him, justly and descrfedlj 
beloved. His blameless and virtuous lite 
rendered his death-bed a scene of cheer-* 
ful peace, of humble hope, and pious re- 
signation ; and he departed without a 
pang, to receive the bright reward the 
righteous may justly expect. For him 
death had no sting, tlie grave no victory ; 
and whilst he lingered on the threshold 
of eternity, the happy state of this good 
man*8 mind presented to the contempla« 
tive Christian a spectacle, before which 
the pride of the self^stiled Great, or the 
presumption of the Enthusiast, dwindled 
into nothingness. liis ways wera those of 
peace, and his end that of the just.** 

XXXII. Angier, George.— This Fa- 
ther was Superior of his Srethren in York- 
shire, A. JL>. 1640. In his letter of 1st 
Oct. that year, to the General Vitelleschi, 
lie mentions that the perfidiom Scotch 
were devastating, like a cloud of locustSi 
the northern parts of Knghind ; that they 
had passed the borders on the 28th of Au- 
gust, with an army of 3,000 men; that 
their Sovereign (Charles I.) had exercised 
excessive forbearance and lenity towards 
this barbarian phalanx; and tliat unless 
the Government fchall pursue a much more 
vigorous and decided system, the worst 
consequences roust be expected. He 
mentions the recent murder of an excel- 
lent officer, a man of family, Compion 
Hare, by his own troops. He had re- 
cently been reconciled to the Catholic 
Faith, and solely for refusiag to attend 
the Protestant Church, #ttmffia cum tfar" 
barie a proprih milUilm* irueidatuM est. 
More particulars I cannot discover of F* 
Angier. 

XXXIIL Angier, Thomas, born in 
Norwich, 19th February, 1780 ; admitted 
a Novice of the Society at the age of 82, 
and to the rank of a Professed Father 2d 
February, 1770. At the melancholy pe- 
riod of the dissolution of the Order, he 
was filling the office of Rector of tlie En- 
glish College at Bruges, and had much to 
suffer from the petty tyranny of the Aus- 
trian Gorernment. Restored to liberty, 
he retired at length to his native city, 
where he passed, by a happy death, 12th 
Jnne, 17S8, to the reward of a well-spent 

XXXIV, Anoigr, Thomas, nephew of 
the last mentioned, was born at Norwich* 
10th December, 17^4 ; joined the Society 
in 1772 ; ordained Priest at Iiiege ; for 
five years served the mission at O^burgh, 
and for 31 years that of Bury St. Ed- 
mund's. In 1S26, tbe venerable Fftther 



retired to New Hall, Essex, where he 
crowned a bUmeless life by a roost Cbris- 
tiaa death, January ISth, 1B37, and was 
interred in the Conventual Cemetery. 

XXXV. Ann, Gkobob, of a good fa- 
mily in the county of York. In the Pro- 
viBcial*s Return of 16M, this Father is 
stated to be ttien GO years of age, and to 
Imve passed thirty-two years in tiic So* 
ciety, and thirty years in tlie Mission. He 
died oo the2ith June, 1060. 

XXXVI. Appleby, William, of York- 
shire, entered the Order in 1629, and be- 
caroe a Professed Father the 8d of No- 
vember, 1541. He died in England, ex- 
hausted with Missionary labour, the 11th 
of July, 1671, At. 80. 

XXXVIL AiiUAPONTANL's, John. — His 
real name was liridgcKoicr, and ho was 
of an ancient stock in Somersetshire. For 
conscience sake he resigned tiie Rectorv 
of Porlocii and other preferments in ld7-l^ 
and retired to Triers, where it seems hs 
became a Jesuit ; for Ribadeneira« in his 
Catalogue, published in 1600, places him 
amongst the Writers of the Society ; bat 
the due of his admission into the Order, 
snd even of his death, I look for in vain* 
CoUinson, vol. ii. p. 40, Hist. Somerset, 
says, that '*he was held in general esti- 
mation as a sensible Ecclesiastic.'* See 
also Wood's lijst. and Antiq. Oxon,part 
ii. p. 218. Dodd's Church Hist. vol. ii. p. 
60. That the "Concertatio Eoclesis An- 
glicantt," by F. John Gibbiuis, was re- 
edited at Treves, in 1604, by Aquaponta- 
nus, is proved, p. 20, by F. More's Hist. 
Prov. Ang. It is also well known that F« 
Robert Persons assisted in this work. 

The Latin 4to Treatise printed at Triers 
in 16S0, and entitled " Confutatio viru- 
lentce Disputationis Theologicsi in qua 
Georgius Sohn Heidelbergensis conatus 
est docere Pontiflcem Romanum esse Anti- 
christuro a Prophetis et Apostolis predic- 
tum," attributed to him by the compiler of 
the catalogue of the printed books in the 
British Museum, was the work of F. John 
Gibbons, 

XXXVIII. Archuold, Richard, born 
15th August, 1713 ; entered the Society 
17th Oct. 1731 : for several years he was 
employed in the Maryland Mission, where 
he made the profession of the four Vows 
the 22d of July, 1740. Three years later 
he was certainly in the Midland district. 

'SJQ, F. Archbold apostatized in Ire- 
Isnd, A. D. 1754 II 

XXXIX. Aroxn, Rouert. — I meat 
with two of this name. 

The first a native of Chichester, joined 
the Order at Louvain on the 7th of April, 
1565. F. Hen. More, p. 24 of his Hist. 
AngL Prov, commemorates his valuable 
services as a Scholar and Theologian, but 
could not ascertain the place of his death. 
Perhaps the event occurred in Spain ; for 
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I read in F. Owea*s letter, datod Rome, 
the 88th of April, 1618, "" I have writtea 
to F. Cress well to semi Father Ardea to 
Valladolid.*' 

XL. — The second was born in York- 
shire, and died in England, full of days 
and merits, Feb. 14, 1666, aet. 86, Rel. 48. 

XLI. Arnold, Adam. — All that I can 
glean of him is from the 14th chap, of the 
6th book of Bartoli's Inghliterra, where 
he is stated to have lived in Devonshire, 
and to have displayed pre-eminent seal 
and ability in opposing King James the 
First's Oath of Allegiance. 

*XLII. Arnoult, Michael died at 
Watten, 27th April, 1675. 

XLIII. Arrowsmith, Edmund. — What 
a contrast in the Biography of this illus- 
trious servant of Christ, in Bishop Chal- 
oner's faithful Memoirs of Missionary 
Priests, and Mr. Dodd's Notice, pp. 80-1, 
Yol. iii. of his Church History ! This mag- 
nanimous Martyr sufifered at Lancaster, 
on the 7th of September, 16S8, at. 43, 
Missionis 15, Soc. 5. Tanner in p. 99 of 
his History of the Martyrs of the Society, 
writes thus : ^* Societatem Jesu jam Vh\ 
tetate mcUura ingressus, quinque duntaX' 
Ht annoi in ea vivendo transegit" Read 
also '' Recit veritable de la cruaute et 
Tyrannic faicte en Angleterre a VendroU 
du Pere Edmoml ArosmUh de la com- 
pagnie de Jesus.'* 8vo. Paris, 1629, pp. 
16 : also F. More's Interesting Narrative, 
from p. 462 of his Hist, of the English 
Province.— Many of our readers may have 
seen the *' True and exact Relation qf 
Two Catholics^ who suffered for their 
Religion at Ike Hummer Assizes held at 
Lancaster in the year 1628." This oc- 
tavo Tract of 66 pp. containing portraits 
of F. Arrowsmith and Richard Herst, lay- 
man, was printed at Loudon in 1737, and 
I think that F. Cornelius Murphy was its 
compiler. 

The hand of F. Arrowsmith is kept with 
great veneration at Garswood, a seat of 
Sir John Gerard, and has been the instru- 
ment of several extraordinary cures. 

N.B. The Martyr's Father had died in 
prison, a generous confessor of Catholic 
Faith. 

XLIV. Arthur, Francis — See Man- 
nock. 

♦XLV Arundell, Charles — This 
third son of Thomas, fourth Lord Arun- 
dell, of Wardour, by his Lady Margaret 
Spencer, was admitted at Watten into the 
Society on the 7th of September, 1689, 
St. 20. He is mentioned in the Deed of 
Entail by his Grandfather Henry, third 
Lord Arundell. That Charles was con- 
signed to an early tomb, is highly pro- 
bable, from the circumstance of his name 
being omitted in his mother's will, which 
is dated the 12th June, 1693. In that Will 
his younger brother Matthew is particular- 
ly mentioned. I have reason to believe 
that he died in his Noviceship. 



XLVI. AsHBT, Richard, whese true 
name was Thimblebt, was of a genteel 
and ancient family in Lincolnshire, llw 
Annual Letters to show that he joined the 
Society in 1632, and describes him as 
** Vir doctuM et prudens et amove ituti- 
tuti excellens.** On the 22d of November^ 
1646^ he made the profession of the Four 
Vows. After teaching Philosophy and 
discharging several collegiate offices, he was 
ordered to the Mission, where he laboured 
rery diligently, and chiefly in his native 
County. In 1666, on the death of F. Wm. 
Campian, he was called over to Ghent to 
be the Rector of the House of Probation, 
and continued sueh until his appointment 
to the Presidency of St. Omar's College^ 
the 28th of August, 1672. There he died 
on the 7th of January, 1680, »t. 66. We 
hare from his able pen, '* A TretAise on 
Purgatory,'* Svo. London, 1668 " ifc- 
marks on StiUingfleety*, 4to. London, 1672. 

XLVn. AsHav, Thomas.-- All that 
I collect of this Father is from the Necro* 
logy, which states that he died in Mary- 
land, in the course of the year 1767 ; but, 
in my humble judgment, this is a com- 
plete mistake, for F. James Midj^le- 
HURST (who passed by the name of Ashby). 
He was born on the 16th of October, 1714, 
was admitted at Watten on the 13th of 
June, 1739, and to his Religious Profes* 
sion on the 15th of August, 1753. This 
Father unquestionably died in Maryland, 
on the 23d September, 1767. 

♦XLVIU. Ashley, Ralph.— This de- 
Yout lay-brother was attached to F. Ed- 
mund Oldcorne, and was apprehended with 
him at Heulip. Committed to the Tower 
of London^ ** he was," says F. Gerard, 
" divers times put upon the torture ; but 
he patiently and constantly endured all 
without reveiding one person or place of 
his master's acquaintance.** Sent down 
to Worcester to die with him, he laid hold 
of the feet of his Rev. Father, as they still 
rested on the ladder, and kissing them 
with tender devotion, he exclaimed, 
" What a happy man am I to follow the 
steps of my sweet Father unto death." 
He met his fate with the tranquillity and 
fortitude becoming the disciple of such a 
Friend and Father, on the 7th of April, 
1606, at RedhiUj about one mile from 
Worcester, on the right hand of the road 
leading to London. 

XLIX. Aston, William, son, 1 be- 
lieve, of Edward Aston, by Ann Bayley 
his wife, was born in London on the 22d of 
April, 1736 ; at the age of 16 he embraced 
the Institute of St, Ignatius, and was ad- 
mitted to his solemn Profession on the 9d 
of February, 1769. His commanding ta- 
lents and accomplished manners recom- 
mended him for the Presidency of the 
Minor College at Bruges. At its violent 
suppression, on the 20th of September, 
1773, he had to share in the hardships and 
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isAlimitiM of hU fellow brethren; and 
against oTery principle of tiomanity, jos- 
tice, and honour, was «letaineda close pri- 
soner for eight long montlis. I have now 
before me the original letter which he ad- 
dressed from Lourain, on the 85Ch of May, 
1774, to Henry, the 8th Lord Arondell, of 
Wardour, who had signalised himself by 
his spirited and decided exertions with the 
Austrian Gknrernment in fiiYour of these 
his oppressed countrymen. 

*' My Lord, — ^The first use we make of 
our liberty, is to acknowledge you to be 
the procurer of it. Be pleased to accept 
our most grateful thanks. We are thb 
moment arrived here from Ghent. To- 
morrow we hope to reach Liege. From 
thence I shall acknowledge your Lord- 
ship's last favour, and give a detail of this 
affair. We all desire to be remembered 
to her Ladyship, to whom we present our 
respects. 

I have the honour to be, my Lord, your 
Lordship's most obedient hnmble servant, 

Wm. Astok." 

Some few years later, F. Aston set up 
an Academy at lAjtft, From its Bishop 
he obtained a Ganonicate in the Collegiate 
Ghureh of St John in that City. He 
finished lus ooarse on the 15th of March, 
1800. He had been engaged in writing 
for Reviews and Journals, and had pub- 
lished, /)* AtaiM' '*Compte Rendu,** 
''LeUres VUra-MonMnes^* and ^jfM 
CosmopolUe.** 

L. Atkins, Francis.— This British 
subject, on his eonversion to the Ca- 
tholic faith, entered among the Jesuits in 
Brazil, about the year 1749. Until the 
year 1769, be was in the habit of writing 
to his mother at Bombay, and to some 
friends in England, acknowledging the 
happiness of his situation, and praying 
for their conversion. After that year a 
dead silence ensued. The truth was, he 
lay one of the prostrate victims of Gar- 
valho*s detestable barbarity. Shortly after 
the death of that imbecile monarch Jo- 
seph I. his daughter and successor. Donna 
Maria I. threw open the dungeons, and 
poor Atkins was restored to life and li- 
berty. In a letter to Mr. Hunter, (his 
father-in-law) at Bombay, he gives a cir- 
cumstantial account of his late most un- 
happy and wearisome captivity. He states 
that the whole of his Order had I)een seized 
in the dead of night, throughout Brazil, 
and hurried on board a ship ; that he and 
33 more, on their arrival in Portugal, 
were confined in a dungeon at the moutli 
of tlie Tagus, and where he had never 
seen the face of the sun for nearly eigh- 
teen years : that half of his companions 
perished from the severity of their con- 
fioem^fnt, and that the constitutions of the 
survivors were entirely ruined. Atkins 
himself came forth in an emaciated con- 



ditioo, and fell into a dedlne, wMeh car- 
ried him off within three months after his 
release, in the summer of 1777. He Is no* 
ticed in St, James^g CkronieU, February,. 
1778. 

LI. Atkins, William, of Cambridge- 
shire, bom 1601 ; joined the Society In 
1686 ; was declared Rector of his Brethren 
in the College of St. Aloysius, on the 1st 
of Dee. 16ftS. Mention is made of this 
Father in the ** CathoHcon** of April, 1818, 
where there is an interesting Report of the 
Discovery of St. Chad's Relics. 

This venerable Father had retired from 
the active life of a Missionary to Wolver- 
liampton, and was entirely paralytic and 
perfectly deaf when he was appre- 
hended as an accomplice in Oates* plot I — 
^ Witnesses of such a character as not 
to deserve credit in the most trifling 
cause, upon the most immaterial (actSt 
gave evidence so incredible, or, to speak 
more properly, so impossible to be tme, 
that it ought not to have been believed, if 
it had come from the mouth of Colo.** — 
Fox*t Hitt. p. 84, itUrodue* ckap. Never- 
theless, on such testimony was this help- 
less Jesuit dragged into court and con- 
demned at Stafford, on the 18th of August, 
1679. He was suffered, however, to (Ue in 
gaol, and on the 17th of Mardi, 1681, he 
exchanged a life of misery for never-ending 
liberty and happiness. 

See the BrevU Relatio f elicit Agonit, 
See, by F. Matthias Tanner, 4to. Prague,, 
1688, pp. 89, with 8 portraits. This little 
work fetched at the Tanmle^ sale seven 
guineas ! ! 

LII. Atkinson, John, born In No- 
vember, 1687, was entered an Alumnus of 
the English College at Rome, in 1708: 
joined the Society on the 84th of February, 
1706 ; for many years filled the office of 
Penitentiary at Loretto, and St. Peter's at 
Rome. He died in the latter City on the 
24th of February, 1768. 

LIll. Atwooo, Peter, was admitted 
into the Order on the 7th of Septemt)er, 
1703, and to his Religious Profession in 
1731. He died Superior of the Maryland 
Mission on the 85th of December, 1731, 
aged 52. 

LIV. AvELLANEDA, JoHN. — His real 
name was Hazle or Hazlewood, He was 
a native of London ; and we learn from 
p. 786 of Tanner* s Confessors of the So- 
ciety, that he often passed in England by 
the name of Thomas BEnaiDOE. After 
studying Humanities at St. Oraer's and 
finishing a regular course of Philosophy 
and Divinity, this yonug Priest was or- 
dered to Cadiz, where Almighty God was 
pleased to call him to the reward of cha- 
rity ** in obsequio pestiferorum,** 9*h Fe- 
bruary, 1649, set. 28. Soc. 13. Tannor 
affirms that he had an Uncle '* de Socftf- 
tate nostra Sacerdos,'* who was martyred 
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in liOndoD. I suspoct that this was John 
Bevei^idge^ and that ttie Martyr was Tho- 
B»s Boveridge—- Hco Boteridge. 

LV. BAFtuoRPK, Albert. — I believe 
be wa» of the respectable family in York* 
shire of that name. In vain I search for 
the date of hU admission into the Society. 
lie was certainly serving the Lancashire 
Mission at the very commencement of the 
eighteenth century ; and occurs Rector of 
his ilratbren there, in a document bearing 
date Slst July, 1712. He died (I think at 
Croxteth) on 13th April, 1730. " NosirU 
canuj extemU vcnerandus : egregie la- 
boravit Evangelio,** An. Litt. 

LVI. Baptho&pe, Richard, bom in 
Yorkshire : at the age of 34 joined the 
Society. At the expiration of Us Novice* 
ship in 1653, he v^as sent to the Englisb 
Mission ; and died at Stafford, in 1661, 
vt.64. 

LVII. Bapthorpe, Thomas, a relation 
of the above, and a man of distinguished 
merit, was Rector of the English College 
at Rome, from 1650 to 1653. He was then 
appointed to the government of St. Omer*s 
CcAlege, and died in the tenure of that 
office, whilst on a visit at Ghent, in 1656^ 
«t. 60, Soc. 38, Prof. 22. 

LYin. Bacon, John, of Norfolk, bom 
in 1597: at the age of 20 entered the 
Novitiate : and on 8th December, 1635, was 
enrolled amongst Uie Professed Fathers. 
After teachlBg Philosophy, he was ordered 
to the English Mission ; and probably 
died duriog the civil wars. 

N.B. For FF. Nathanirl and Thomas 
Bacon, see Southwell. 

^LIX. Balliku, James. — ^This temporal 
eoa4intor died at Watten, Sth Feb. 1704, 
mU 64, Rel. 14. 

LX. Baker, Alexander. — I cannot re- 
cover the date of his joining the Society. 
He la mentioned in p. 155, vol. iii. of 
Bodd's Charch History. His (Nurdon by 
K. Charles I., dated 12th July, 1625, may 
be read p. 302, voL xviii. of Rymer*s Fie- 
dera. This worthy Father died in En- 
gland, 24th August, 1638. 

LXJ. Baker, Charles.— His real name 
was David LnviSy and he was born in 
Monmouthshire, in 1616 : at the age of 28 
he united himself to the Society at Rome, 
where he said his first Mass 22d July, 
1642. He was admitted to the Profession 
of the Four Vows in London, 20th May, 
1655. From the " Brevis Rclatio feUcis 
Agonis^ Sec/* which we have already no- 
ticed in this handful of Gleanings (Art. 
AtkinM^ M^m.), we learn that his apostolic 
labours for about SO years in his native 
countv. and the psrts adjacent, were inde- 
fiitlgablu ; that ho was the friend and father 
af tne fwor i that ho was universally res- 
ptfrtcd» «Ntoemod, and Moved; But in the 
ppuiar ctxeltoment and phronxv occasioned 
by Outifii* nlot, tho good Father was ap- 
pruhdiidttd by moans of Justice Arnold, on 



17th November, 1678, whilst m the aetef 
preparation for Holy Mass, and cooduoteil 
forthwith to Abergavenny, in mock tri^ 
umph, and on the day following escorted to 
Monmouth. At the end of a month he was 
removed to Usk, where he signalized hia 
zeal and charity in favor of the aumeroaa 
Catholics incarcerated there. Indicted 
for being an accomplice in Oatet* plot^ 
he victoriously exposed the absurdity aad 
iniquity of the vile accusation ; but m 
that epoch of national delirium, innocence 
was no defence, no protection. It wa» 
enough that he was a Catholic Priest ; aoil 
the jury, influenced by party feeling, and 
appalled by the epidemic terror of an ima- 
ginary danger, brought in a verdict of 
gnUty. This blessed man suffered martyr- 
dom at Usk, OH 27th August, 1670. See 
Bp, CkaUoner*8 Memoirs qf Mituionari^ 
PriesU. 

Shortly after F. Baker*s execution, ap^ 
peared a pitiful Diatribe, entitled ** A 
Short Narrative of a College of Jesuits, 
at Comej in Herefordshire, with a true 
relation of the Knavery of F, Lewis, pre- 
tended Bishop of Llandaff.** Loadon, 
1679. 

LXII. Baker, John, admitted a n«vioe 
at Watten 7th Sept. 1670» He succeeded 
F. Christopher Green, July, 1692, in 
the ofiice of Penitentiary in St. Peter*a at 
Rome ; and died at Watten, 29th Aug* 
1719, ffit. 75. 

£Xin. Baker, William. — ^Tbis amia- 
ble youth (whose real name was Jones) 
was taken ill in the Noviceship, and was 
sent to England for the benefit of his 
health, where he died 22d August, 1675, 
at. 23, Soc. 2. '< OptinuB Spei adolet^ 
eens,** 

LXIV. Baldwin, William, of Coin- 
wall, when a boy, went to school with F* 
John Cornelius. Sent to the English Col- 
lege at Rome, and actually promoted to 
PriesUiOod, he sned for admission into tho 
Society. He obtained his request in 1590^ 
and twelve years lata: was advanced to the 
dignity of a professed Father. Though di^ 
tinguished for prudence, and a love of peaee* 
fill courses, he was seized in the Palatinat*^ 
as he was journeying towards Roma, m 
1610, on suspicion ot having been an ae* 
complice in the Gunpowder Plot, five 
years before, and sent over to England 
in irons. In those days of ministerial ty^ 
ranny, he was at once committed a dose 
prisoner to the Tower of London, and 
stretched on the rack : his captivity lasted 
for eight long years. His innocence at 
length was so clearly established and de- 
monsti ated, that this inquisitorial GoTemr 
meat reluctantly let go their victim, and 
forwarded to the Lieutenant of the Tower a 
warrant for his dischai-ge on 15th June, 
1618. Four years later he was appointed 
the fiAh (not the first, aa Dodd asserts, p. 
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393, td. li. €h. Hist.) Rector of St 
Omer's College, which under his anspiees 
prospered to such a degree, as to nmn- 
ber nearly two hundred scholars. TTds 
Tery discreet, studious, and pious Father, 
died io office, 3Sth September, 1089, ttt 
99, (not 62, as F. More, p. 878, and Tan- 
ner, p. 029, indiscreetly have stated.) Be- 
fore fais^ apprehension in the Palatinate, he 
Imd resided at Brussels, and in a MS. ac- 
count of the first establishment of the 
English Benedictine Monastery at Brus- 
sels, I read, " We owe unto good F. 
Baldwin, the tme foundation of spirit 
and holy religion. Almighty God be 
blessed, who granted one Monastery his re- 
ligious help for ten years.** 

His yery numerous English Mann§eript 
Treatises on pious subjects, are onuw- 
rated by F. Nathaniel Sonthwell, pp* 
812-3, Bibliotheca Scriptorum, S. J. 

♦LXV. Baillow, JoH2f. — This tempo- 
ral coadjutor was admitted SOth January, 
1882, and died at Liege, 18th May, 1715, 
tet* GO* 

LXVI. Bampfielde, GBO]toB.-~The 
ProTincial List of 1655, deseriboa hhu as a 
native of Warwickshire, as being then 06 
years of age, as haying lUed in Ae Sodety 
49 years, and as haying been professed 
on 7tii March, 1634. He died in tfao 
English mission, whidi be had sorted 
many years, in the month of September, 
1657. 

N.B. F. More, p. 879, mentions a F. 
John Bampjield, as being sentenced to 
banishment in 1618 ; but see him under 
John Rogers. 

♦LXVII. Banistbr, William, died at 
Watten, 6lh December, 1666 

LXVni. Bankes, John.— All that I 
can glean of him is, that he died in En- 
gland, 18th December, 1667. 

LXIX. Bankes, Richard, of London. 
-^Whilst a student in the English College 
at Rome, he was one of the leaders of fac- 
tions opposition to his Jesuit Superiors ; 
bnt on his going to the English mission, 
was so captivatSl with the charity, meek- 
ness and patience of the good Fathers, 
that to repair his fault, he humbly sought 
to be Incorporated with them. F. Gamett 
received him, and appointed him 8oei*» to 
that great master of spirituality, F. ES4- 
ward Oldcome ; and after some time he 
was recommended by F. John Gerard, 
for the situation of Chaplain to Lady 
Vaux. After serving the mission altoge- 
ther for 44 years, he retired abroad, with 
a constitution enfeebled and undermiQed by 
severe imprisonment, endureil for the faith, 
and died at Ghent, 14th March, 1643, set. 
74, Rel. 46. He was professed 14th May, 
1609. The Annual Letters make him 3 
years older, I think, incorrectly ; but 
justly stile him *' Vir antiquce et pei' om- 
nia eximie probates virtutis*'* 

LXX. Barker, John, was certainly a 



Missionary in 1701 and 1704^ His death 
occurred 10th June, 1705 

LXXI. Bairard, Richard, (often ealled 
Barret) of Lancashire, admitted at Wat- 
ten in 1090 ; made a Spiritual Coai^Htor 
9d February, 1701 ; was serving the mii« 
sion near Welchpool in 1785 ; died at Wat- 
ten, 29th Janoary, 1740, «t. 79. 

LXXII. Barrow, Edward, of Lanca- 
shire, passing by the name of Davit, joined 
sevend other candidates for the Society at 
Watten, 7th Sept. 1688. In the early part 
of the last century I meet with him as a 
Missionary at Westby, intheFylde, where 
I think he died in August, 1 72 1, et. 01. 

LXXIII. Barrow, Joseph, bom at 
Westby in the Fylde, in the county of 
Lancaster, 27th February, 1740 : at the 
age of 18 he offered himself to God in the 
Society ; for a short time was the incum- 
bent at Tusmore, and at Exeter, then at 
Arlington Court, Devon ; but for the last 
80 years of his life, was settled at St. He- 
len's, where he laboured with great zeal 
and sQOcess. On 1st September, 1798, he 
opened the present chapel at Lone Homte^ 
so called from the maiden name of Mrs. 
£cclestoD, its pious and munificent bene- 
factress. F. Barrow died suddenly, dth 
January, 1818, and was buried near his 
own altar. 

LXXIV. Barrow, Richard, oldtr 
brother of the last-mentioned, was bom 
21st October, 1789 : at the age of 17 be 
entered tlie Noviciate. In 1775 he com- 
menced his missionary career at Ponte- 
fract ; but on the death of F. Marmaduke 
Langdale, in 1786, at Wigan, he succeeded 
as Pastor to that numerous congregation. 
Here he finished his pious and meritorious 
course, 17th Oct. 1799, and was buried at 
Windleshaw. 

N.B. The Rev. Jo^ Barrwv, brother to 
FF. Richard and Joseph Barrow, a most 
venerable Priest of Douay College, and a 
doughty champion of Religion, died at 
Claughton Lane, near Garstang, 4th Ftebru- 
ary, 18U. 

LXXV. Barrow, Tdomas.— This pro- 
digy of learning was born at Eccleston, 
near Prescot, on 17th September, 1747. 
At an early age, yiz. Sept. 1758, he was 
sent over to St. Omer*s College, and under 
his Master, Rev. Jas* Adams, took the lead 
of his fellow students in genius and suc- 
cessful application.* Or 7th September,

six years after his arrival Piety led him 
to Uie Novitiate. In subsequent life his 
Mrrioes to the establishment at lAege, and 
then at Stonyhurst, were incalculable ; 
for be excelled in every department of 
Imowledge. As a spiritualist also, he 
jBQSt have been pre-eminent, judging from 
many of his letters now before me. The 
€Hily specimens of his erudition whidi have 
seen l^e press, are, I believe, an Hebrevr 
Ode and a Greek Pastoral, complimentary 
to Uie Prince Bishop of Liege, Francis 
Charles de Velbruck, in 1772 ; and another 
Hebrew Ode and a Greek Pastoral, in ho- 
nour of Francis Anthony de Mean, the 
last Prince Bishop of Liege, in 1799. At 
the emigration of nis Brethren from Liege, 
in the summer of 1794, F. Barrow was 
absent from the College, and experienced 
great uneasiness of mind about certain con- 
fidential papers locked up in his chamber. 
For safety's sake, as I find by his letter to 
the late Mrs. .Duton, of 80th November, 
1801, in which he relates this circumstance, 
he adds, he ordered all his letters and pa- 
jpers to be burnt promiscuously, " which 
was done, to my gn'eat and irreparable 
loss.*' At the Peace of Amiens he was 
^directed to return to Liege, to look after 
the property and interests of his brethren 
as well as the concerns of the Nuns, now 
■at Newhall. The renewal of the war with 
Prance prevented his rejoining his anxious 
friends atStonyhurst, and he died at Liege, 
12th June, 1813, St. 67. 

*' Jacet netemo dignus honore Senex^ 

*LXyi. Bartelot, John, of Artois, 
was admitted into the English Province 
fiOth January, 1042, st. 28, and made him- 
self most useful to his Brethren in the ca- 
pacity of Temporal Coadjutor. He died 
at Watten, 86th March, 1677, and is com- 
mended in the Annual Letters.

*LXVIL Bartlbtt, George, of Ox- 
fordshire, at the age of 48, was a success- 
ful candidate for the Society ; he died at 
Ghent, 12th September, 1645, »t.

LXVIIL Bartlett, Richard. — All 
that I can collect of this Father u, that 
after enduring imprisonment for justice 
tsake, he was sentenced to banishment

in 1618, and that he died in Fraice, 28ii 
Ii\Bbruary, 1645. 

LXXIX. Bartlett, Felix, bom lOtii 
March, 1708, probably at Worcester* 
where his mother proTed herself a generous 
friend to the Society. At the age of eigh- 
teen Felix enrolled himself amongst the 
children of St Ignatius, and fourteen yetre 
later, viz. in 1740, was raised to the rank 
of a Professed Father. Worcester ap- 
pears to have been his chief residence, and 
there he ended his mortal course, 14th 
May, 1777. 

LXXX. Barton, Edward. — I have 
seen his MS. Latin Oration, pronounced at 
the funeral of Cardinal Edward Farnese. 
This Father died in 1624. 

LXXXI. Barton, Richard, of Lan- 
cashhne, a man of singular merits — 
.After spending 16 years in the Society, 
he was enrolled amongst its Professed Fa- 
thers, on 22d July, 1640. From 1656, to 
1660, he filled the otBoe of Provincial of 
his brethren, and then was appointed suc- 
cessor to F. Hen. More, in the government 
of St. Omer's College. There he died on 
18th February, 1660, st. G7^ to use the 
words of the Annual Letters, ** vhi wtnum 
jam annum felieissime regebat intigni 
prtesertim vigilantia et consUio, qw&us 
appHme valebat,** 

Mr. Dodd, p. 12, " lA^ of Controver- 
sial Writers,** stiles him a learned Jesuit, 
and asserts that he was the author of a 
Treatise On the NullUy of the Protestant 
Ordinations, against Dr. Bramhall. With 
deference I submit that this is a mistake. 
Southwell is at least silent on the subject, 
in the Bibliotheca Scriptorum Soe. Jesu. 

LXXXII. Barton, Peter, (alias 
Bradshaw) of Lancashire, at the age of 
21 consecrated himself to religion, and 
was raised, 15 years later, viz. 25th No« 
vember, 1646, to the rank of a Professed 
Father. After serving the English mis- 
sion 26 years, he died happily on 17th April, 
1676, St. 66. 

LXXXIII* Barton, Robert, of Lan- 
cashire, was aggregated to the Society in 
1614, and died at Liege ; but the date has 
escaped my research. 

LXXXIV. Barton, Thomas. — ^There 
were two FF. of this name, and probably 
of the same family in Lancashire. The 
eMer was born in 1606; was admitted at 
the age of 25, to the Noviceship ; and on 
15th August, 1642, to the profession of the 
Four Vows. He died in England, 7th 
October, 1663, after serving the mission 
14years. 

LXXXV, The junior was born in 1612 
joined the Order when 19 years old ; was 
admitted to his profession 16th August, 
1652 ; and died in Maryland, at the ad- 
vanced age of 84. 

LXXXVI. Bastard, Robert, of Nor- 
folk. — This worthy Priest of Douay was 
sentenced to exile in 1606, and at the 
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SLg^ of ad, Hi Peltnuurj, 1607, eoamcoced 
his Novioeship at Louvaioe, and took tlM 
simple Vows of the Order Ist March, 
1609. He died in England ; but I iMf 
the time will remain nndisco¥ered. 

"^XiXXXVU. Battb, N«— This temporal 
ooadhitor died in 1732. 

X«XXXYIII. Baynham, John, bom 
1st December, 1720. After finishing Hn* 
nanities at St..Onier*8 College, be was 
oonducted by his Master of Rhetorick, P. 
Richardson, to the Noritiate at Watteo, 
7th September, 1740. For many years be 
serred the Grafton mission. He died. I 
am informed, at Pursehall, 24th February^ 
1798. 

LXXXIX. Baxter, Roger, of Walton 
le Dale, near Preston, in the ooonly of 
Lancashire, finished his studies at flUmy- 
hurst. After serring the Marjrlaiid and 
Pensylvania mission with great credit, be 
died prematurely at Philadelphia, on 24th 
May, 1827, «t. 84. We copy from a 
Philadelphia paper the following notice of 
this talented and sealous clergyman :•— 
** The remains of the Rev. R. Baxter, 
clergyman of the Roman Catholic Church 
in Philadelphia, were interred on the 26th 
of May. His funeral was attended by the 
Bishop, and a numerous assemblage of his 
admirers, anxious to pay the last tribute to 
his memory. The respect in which he was 
held by those who were intimately ac- 
quainted with his many virtues, unassum- 
ing manners, and sincere piety, has induced 
them to erect a marble monument to com- 
memorate their esteem. Few persons have 
descended into the grave better intitled to 
tlie regrets of their numerous surviving 
friends."

XC. Baxter, William, whose real 
name was Case, was a native of Lanca- 
shire, and Joined the Society in 1711. 
After many years employment in the £n- 
giish vineyard, he was called to receive 
his retribution, (Q. at Worcester) on ISth 
July, 1747, set. 67. 

XCI. Beadle, William. — The Annaal 
Letters testify that he died at Watten, 
23d September, 1638 ; that he had sacri- 
ficed fortune for conscience sake, and had 
sufiered imprisonment for the cause of re- 
ligion, and that he was '* Vir Antiques 
simplieUatis et candoris eximii." 

♦XCIl. Beauqrand, Cornelius. — ^This 
Flandrian lay-brother, after rendering in- 
estimable services to the English Pro- 
vinces, died in a good old age at Ghent, in 
1716. 

XCIIIi Beaumont, Jambs, died at Liege, 
27th September, 1778. 



XGIV. Bbaumowt, JomH, bem in 
June, 1702*. admitted 7th September, 
1728 ; Professed 2d February, 1741 ; died 
at Cowley Hill, St. Heieiis, when* he? had 
officiated for many yean, on ISth Febra- 
arv, 1773, and wax buried at Windleshaw. 

NB. Beammont, Philip, alias Oretnmaf^ 
see Tesimond, Oimaid. 

X€V. Beaumont, William, of Stone* 
Saston, in the county of SomerMt, born 
28th January, 1607: joined the Order at 
the age of 21 ; was Professed 2d Febru* 
ary, 1737 : after labouring in the residence 
of St. Stanislaus, and at Bonham, and 
Lnlworth, he retired to his native plaee, 
where he departed in peace, 15th October, 
1764. 

XCVI. BEniNGPIBLO, AMTHOirV..— 

This worthy gentleman was bom sfrkh Oc- 
tober, 1607 : on 8d December, 1714, be 
joined the Society. Ho was much engaged 
in later life with accompanying young men 
of family in their travels. In 1741, 1 moot 
with him as a missionary at Liverpool. 
He died at Liege,2d June, 1762. 

XCVll. Bedingpibld, Eowabo, en- 
tered an Alumnus of the English College 
at Rome, in the ]rear 16U ; and subse- 
quently embraced the pious Insdtute of 
St. Ignatius ; but i cannot pursue the ntti 
of his histoiy. 

XCVIII. Bedinofibld, Matthew, afW 
finishing his classic studies at St. Omer, 
commenced his NoviceaUp at Watten, 7th 
September, 1664, where I lose sight of him. 

Q. Was not he brother to the Mr. Be- 
dingfield who had nine daughters, all reli- 
gious, the youngest of whom, Ann Booa- 
venture, became third Abbess of the Poor 
Clares, at Gravelines, and died 17th No- 
vember, 16Q7 ? 

XCIX. Beeston, James PniLip.--His 
real name was Bourg/eois* Ue was born in 
French Flanders 6th January, 1738. At 
the age of 22 he enlisted in the Society. 
The last two years of his life he spent at 
Canford, in Dorsetshire, as Chaplain to 
the Theresian nuns, and thore he died sud- 
denly, 19th May, 1811. 

C. Beeston, Robert.— After studying 
Humanities at St. Omer's, under F. Rich- 
ardson, in company with 7 other rhe- 
toricians, he proceeded to the Novitiate in 
1680, made nis simple Vows two years 
later, and the solemn Vows of Religion 
2d February, 1608. When he had Uught 
a course of Humanities, he was sent to the 
Worcestershire mission, but recalled in 
1708, to Watten, to fill the post of Master 
of Novices. At the end of 3 years he was^ 
declared Rector of Ghent, and thence again* 
remanded to the government of Watten, 
for which he was eminently qualified by 
his experience in spiritual things. Indeed 
for 16 years in the whole, he wasmn- 
ployed in training the Novices in the spirit 
of the Institute. From 1721 to 1724, he 
was Provincial of his Brethren. God took 
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thia pkmm Mai to hWiMelf M St. Oiaer's

I7th Mar. 1093, entered the Society in 1710.

April, 1751. His real name was Gtirtinff. 

Cin. BANKET, RonERT, wsis admitted an 
Alumnus of tlie EqgHsh College at Rome 
in ld79. He joined the Society in France, 
and perished at sea off Alicant, in 1590, 
fet. 40. 

CIV, Bennet, Thomas. — In the An- 
nual Letters of IBIfT, is a long and inter- 
esting narrative furnished by this good 
Father, of his apprehension by four of the 
Somersetshire caTalry in the service of the 
Parliament, between Bridgewater and 
Poole ; of the insults and indignities heex- 
perienced at their hands, and of his success 
in extricating himself from them. Had 
they known him to be a Priest, (for he 
personated a poor simple peasant) he would 
probably have been dispatched at once. 
He died at Ghent, 10th December, 1664. 

CV, Bennet, William. — I think he 
was born in Cheshire in 1609 : at the age 
of 85 he became a member of the Society, 
and in 1640, made his debut as a mission- 
ary. Twice a prisoner for the Faith, and 
twioe condemned to death, he finished his 
earthly course in Leicester gaol, 30th Oc- 
tober, 1692, ^' octogenario mqjor.*' 

CVl. Bentlet, Edward, of London, 
joined the Order at the age of 91, and was 
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adoiitted to the Profession of Uw Four 
Vows 23d May, 1627. He had filled the 
office ot Pcaiteatlary at Rome, but from 
ill health was obliged to resign it on SSMh 
April, 1623. The last 31 years of his U& 
he spent in missionary labours in his natife 
country, dying on 19th May, 1656, St. 68. 

CVII. Bemtl&y, John, bora in LiU'* 
colnshire, admitted to his noTiceship at 
the age of 22, and to his Solemn Profes- 
sion 19th November, 1627. After forty 
years of arduous service in the mission, 
he died in England, 6th April, 1663, 
set. 74. 

GVIII. Bentnet, Wiluam, of Che- 
shire. — The Provincial Return of 16&5^ 
relates that he was then 46 years old, of 
which he hadpassed 25 in the Society, and 
15 in the English mission. From the 
Annual Letters of 1682, 1 collect that the 
venerable man was then the ^^vinclua 
CkriUi'' In licioester gaol. I find by a 
letter of F. John Warner to the General 
Oliva, dated Qhent, 16th March, 1663, 
that no one in the coantv of Leicester 
could be found to give information of his 
priesthood — that his enemies had procured 
his removal to Derby — ^that he bad thoM 
been found guilty — ^that the execution of 
his sentence had been deferred — that the 
judgie bad in the mean while directed that 
the good eld man should be treated well* 
He probably died in prison shortly after. 

CIX. Berry, Francis, of Lincoln^ 
shlre.<— A letter of this Rev. Father whilst 
superior of his Brethren in Lincolnshire, 
to the General Caraffa, dated 22d May,. 
1646, ia fortunately preserved. It states 
that for the four preceding years they had 
had no rest or settled abode. Before tha 
commencement of the civil wars there were 
ten priests in the county, now they were 
reduced to six, and struagliog hard for a 
maintenance. The Cat£olics were nearly 
deprived of all property ; several were 
driven from their houses ; and yet they 
were content and cheerful in th»r misfor- 
tunes and trials: deeming themselves, 
happjr to suffer for their fidelity towards 
GUmI, and their loyalty to the King. He 
mentions the case of an illustrious &mily 
that had been most wrongfully and cruelly 
treated — itte honoured lady of the house: 
had been reduced to such distress, as not 
even to have a bed for herself, except a 
poor one that she had succeeded in borrow- 
ing. Her husband for the last four years 
had been denied access to his house, had 
been stript of his^ abundant income, and 
could not show himself amongst them. 
(Q. TMmble^?) *'I have recently re- 
turned home from a town that, after a 
siege of six months, capitulated to the 
enemy : (Q. Lincoln ?) and I lie con- 
cealed, as- their troops are quartered here, 
so that very few even of the Catholics 
are aware of my return. I have lost all 
my sacred furniture; my well-stored li- 



brary has been pkuidered, or toro ap, or 
burnt." 

This Rev. Fatlier survived the date of 
this letter without seeing much relief af- 
forded to his brethren, until 1st June, 
1656. 

Q. Was not F. WiUiam Berrif, who 
Quitted the Society from scrupulosity and 
tlie want of docility, in 1671, a near rela- 
tion of the above ?

CXI. Bkrksford, Wiluam, (ver4 
Clod) ; on 7th September, 1692, eL 22, 
began his Novioeship at Watten. He was 
promoted to Priosthood in 1703 : the year 
following I ftad him at Ghent, after wtilch 
time he eludes my investigation. 

*CXll. Bbroh Vanokn, Christian, a 
native of Ghent, whu died at St. Omer, 
21st November, 1680, set. 65, Rel. 41. 
His merits are honourably recorded in the 
Annual Letters. 

•CXUI. Berode, James, died al Wat- 
ten, i7th January, 1724, aU 43, Rel. 13. 

CXIV. Bertie, Jbeomb.— Of this Rev. 
Father I regret to say I can collect bo fur- 
ther details, than that he died at Ghent, 
where he usually resided, on 28th Febru- 
ary, 1730, St. 60, ReU 46. 

CXV. Bertlot, Matthew, joined the 
Order in 1660, et. 27. 

*CXVI. Bbrtlot, Mark, died at Lie«e, 
29thJuBe, 1701. 

CXVll. Beswick, Edwaro, of hoif 
don, bom in 161S. After 38 years of 
Missionary labour, daring which period he 
usually passed by the name of Smmdtrs, 
he died at Worcester^ in the month of 
Mardi,. 1680, »t. 61, Bel. 40. 

CXVIIL Bettam, James, of Stafibrdp 
shire.— This Professed Father died in En- 
gland, 97th October, 1660, »t.65, Kel. 
44, Prof. 20. 

CXIX. Beven, John, bom in Hereford- 
shire, in 1611 ; at the age of 24 joined tho 
Society ; seven years later I meet him at 
Liege, after which time Hose si§^t of him 
entirely. 

A Scholastic of this name, born 28d 
Jun^ 1702, died at Liege in 1728, Soc. 4. 

CXX. Bbvbridoe, JoHJf, of I>erby- 
shire«^In the Provincial List of 1640, 
he is described as being then 27 years old, 
of which he had passed 6 in the Order. 

CXXI. Bevbridge, Thomas, of Derby- 
shire, was admitted into St. John's House, 
Lonvain, 1st Febiuary, 1607, sot. 24, and 
teok the simple vows of the Society, 3d 
February, 1609. 

CXXII. BicKLEY, Ralph. — In a letter 
of F. Hen. Garnet to F. Persons, dated 
15th April, 1507, I read '' Rafe Bickly 
wrote to you to sue for him, that ho may 
be admitted. He is a very singular man. 
I pray you obtain it : he hath sued these 
12 years. He is with F, Weston, who dc- 
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siretK it grefttly.** God granted him this 
desire of his heart. In 1603, he suffered 
bRirishnient. Returning again to the Mis- 
sifMi, he was at length apprehended and !»- 
nished in^ 1616. Shortly after ** in senee* 
tute bona Audomari finem vivendi/ecU,** 
p. 876, Hist. Mori. 

♦CXXIV. BiLLiNGE, George.— This 
temporal coadjutor died at Watten, 26th 
January, 1739, set. 61, Soc. 10. 

CXXV. BiLLiNGE, Richard,. — A Rev. 
Father of this name, who had been sta- 
tioned in his native county, Lancashire, at 
least 20 years before his death, died there 
in June, 1732, set. 58, Soc. 84. 

CXXVI. — Another Father of this name 
was bom 15th February, 1713; admit- 
ted at Watten, 13th Jan. 1739; served 
the Lancashire Mission for a time, and 
died most piously, after a long illness, at 
Crandon Parle, 26th February, 1769. 

N.B. He was uncle to the Rev. Charles 
Billinge, who for several years did credit to 
the Society and the Priestly Ministry ; 
but neglecting the exercises of prayer and 
watchfulness, fell an easy victim to tempta- 
tion. Abandoning the chaplaincy at 
Mosely, he read his recantation at Lidi- 
field Cathedral, during the summer of 1767. 
After leading a most miserable life, this 
septuagenarian expired at Wolverhampton, 
and was buried on Easter Tuesday, 1605. 
After his decease it was discovered, that 
this credulous old Curate had obtained a 
Passport from the notorious Johanna 
Southcott 1 ! ! 

*CXXVIL BiRBECK, Edward, died at 
Ghent, 9th January, 1722, nt. 54, Rel. 82. 
♦CXXVIII. BiRKET, Joseph.— This 
pious soul, at the age of 60, obtained ad- 
mission into tiie Order, and for full 16 
years did good service as a lay-brother, 
dying at Ghent, 25th December, 1770. 

CXXIX. Blacfan, John. — For the 
account of his wonderful conversion to the 
Catholic Faith at Cambridge, we refer our 
readers to p. 364 of Morels Hist. He 
joined the Society in Spain, in 1593, and 
9 years later his great merits procured him 
the honour of being numbered among the 
Professed Fathers. After discharging 
many Collegiate offices, and becoming the 
victim of envenomed and tyrannical ini- 
quity, and after rendering essential service 
to the Catholic cause, he passed quietly 
to everlasting rest in England, 13th Janu- 
ary, 1641, tet. 78. 

CXXX. Blackfan, Thomas, born in 
Sussex, A. D. 1601: at the age of 23 
commenced his Noviceship, and on lOfh 
August, 1640, was numbered among the 
Professed Fathers. After 1642, his sub- 
sequent biography I am yet to learn. 

*CXXXI. Blackiston, Edward, died 
a Scholastic at Ghent, 24th March, 1640. ^ 

CXXXII. Blackiston, Francis, born 
in the county of Durham, In llie year 
1617, joined the Society in 1637; was a 
close prisoner at Nottingham, in 1680. I 



think he died in England, 19(h May, 
1701. 

CXXXIII. BLAcirrsToy, WitLiAir, 
born 8th October, 1696 : admitted into the 
Order 81st December, 1723, and to his re- 
ligious Profession 2d February, 1786 ; 
in the sequel wars Rector at Watten, and 
Ghent, and died at Bruges, 26th January, 
1766. 

CXXXIV. Blakwell, William, of 
Hampshire, died at St. Omer, 10th May: 
1699, Soc. 59, set. 66. 

OXXXV. Blair, James, was born 
15th Januai-y, 1693. In F. R, Hoskins' 
life of Brother Wm. Couche, this good 
Father Blair is described as ** singulari 
prudenUia alque sanetUate Rdigiosus" 
After teaching Philosophy at Liege, he 
was employed for some years in the En- 
glish mission. Recalled to Liege, to fill 
the oAce of Professor of Holy Scripture; 
he died there 28th May, 1759, st, 66, 
Soc. 46. 

GXXXVI. Blake, JamMs, admitted 
at Watten, 1st July, 1676 ; and such was 
his merit, as to be ranked annongst the 
Professed Fatliers on 15th August, 16S5. 
On 8d April, 1701, he was declared Pro- 
vincial of his Brethren, and continued fn 
that office for nearly four years. He died 
at the good old age of 79, I think at 
Bromley Hall, near Colt^ester, on 29th 
January, O. S. 1728. His 8erm&» tm 
the Blessed Sacrament^ delivered in the • 
Chapel of the Spanish Ambassador, di^. 
Corpus Christi day, Sd June, 1686; was' 
reprinted in 1741 . 

CXXXVIL Blount, Richard. — ^For 
the life of this discreet and meritoridoi 
Father, whose name must ever be ifi' bend- 
diction with his brethren, we refer 'onf' 
readers to the 85th ch. of the ix Book, mid 
the 24th ch. of x Book of F. More's Histo^' 
of the English Province, S. J. ; as alsd ko 
Tanner's Lives of the Confessors ' of the' 
Order. Descended of a good and anefedi' 
stock in Leicestershire, he and his siker ' 
were the only members of a numerous fk- 
mily that embraced the Catholic Faillk.' 
Richard was sent to the University of' 
Oxford, but quitted it for Rome, where he* 
was ordained Pnest. Towards the end of 
the year 1590, he accompanied F. Persons' 
to Seville, and shortly after, with 11 other* 
Priests, sailed for England. He was not- 
a Jesuit until some years later, as I find 
in a letter of F. Hen. Garnett, dated 6th 
September, 1598. *' This day being the 
Nativity of our Lady, Richard Blunt hath 
made an end of his two years." F. Blount 
was then sent to the mission of Scotney 
Castle, the seat of the Darrells, of Sussex, 

* Their names were John Cecil, Win. Warfoid,. 
John Roberts. Oliver Alman. James Younger. ' 
Thomas Saloway, John Fixer, H. Roch, Francis 
Lockwood. Riohaxd Dudley, and John Brushford.

piously at the end of a twelvemonth.

the course of the foltowing winter, from the 
hands of the porMiviats who had beset and 
oecHipied that mansion, has been recorded 
bjr Mr. Wm. Dareli, who was living there 
at the time, and died in ldS9. Af^intad 
^perior of his brethren in fiogiaiKl, un- 
der the goTenunent of ** tlie wise, learned, 
Tirtuous, practical, and to all grateful. 
9. Blount," the Members of the Order 
multiplied to nearly two hundred, including 
forty professed Fathers ! Such an increase 
induced F. Mutias Vitelleschi, the 6th Ge- 
neral of the Society, in 1619, to raise this 
Mission into a vioe-ProTinoe, and lie 
named F. Blount Vice ProTindal ; and by 
Iietters Patent of 21st January, 16S8, the 
said Gteaeral erected England into a pro- 
vinoe of the Society, lUMi declared F, 
Blount its first ProTincial. Alter ilttng 
Hds last dignity for fifteen years, with the 
higliest reputation for prudeoce, frankness. 
Integrity, and moderation, he obtained 
leave to fesign it. Tliis truly good man 
dSedin Iiondoa, ISth May, 1688, ''jmye 
octosrcnoriM," and was buried with due 
honosr in Qoeen Henrietta Maria*s Chapel, 
wUdi wwi then served by the Capuchin 
Friars. Mr. Bodd, p. 1 10, Vol. iii. Chardi 
Hist, might have done more justice to the 
memory of: tiiis Rev. Father. 

CXXXVIII. Bluett, John, of Staf- 
fbrdshira, was admitted soon after his 
nroBK>tioa to Holy Orders. The date of 
US SqImmi Profession in the Society is Bth 
December, 1638. He died 19th March, 
lers, mt. 76, in the English Mission, 
where he had spent many years, *'im8igHi 
e wmlnude ei animimmmfr^etM," An. Lit. 

CXXXiX. Blvkdell, Francis ^-Siz 
iif the name of BlmkUU, and all natives 
of Lancashire* were members of the So- 
ciety. Ffancis was bom ISth August, 
1717 -, jcrfned the Body in 1788;. and six- 
teen years later was placed among the 
Professed Fathers. He died at Formby, 
in Laneaahue, 1st February, 1779. 

CXL. Blunokll, James, was admit- 
ted at lANivain 1st February, 1607, and 
made his simple tows there 9d February, 
1600. This amiable Priest was ordeied to 
Spain ; but was taken Ul during the jour- 
ney, forced to stop at Vergara, in As- 
tuna, and died in the early part of the 
summer, 1609, at.

€XLI. Blunoell, Josbph, brother of 
Nicholas Blundell, of Crosby, B»q. was 
bom 9d May, 1686; served Spinkhlll 
Mission, in Derbyshire ; died at Watlen, 
87th July, 1769,Soc.M. 

CXLlL Blcndell, Nicholas, eldest 
son of Wm. Blundell, of Crosby, Esq. by 
Ann, daughter of Sir Thomas Haggerstoo, 
Bart. Heb to a very considerable estate, 
he preferred the Institute of St. Ignathis 
to its enjoyment. For the last nine years

CXLIX. Boarman, John, of Mary- 
land, entered the Society in 1762. With- 
out much pretensions to talents, he proved 
a most diligent and valuable missionary. 
In his own eouotry, where God called btoi 
to himself in 1797, at. 64. 

CL. BonENHAM, JcMSy second son of 
John Bodenham, of Botherwas, Esq., by 
his wife Mary (Trinder) consecrated hiai^ 
self to God in the Society oa 99th July, 
1709, and was enrolled amongst Its Pro- 
fessed Fathers on Idth August, 1726. For 
this handful of gleanings (the imperfections 
and deiciencies of which I have cause 
every step to regret) I can onAy oolleet, 
that af^r residing as Chaplain at Court - 
ield, and filling the office of Rector of his 
BB. in tiie College of St. Francis Xavler, 
he was recalled from the mission to govern 
the House at Watteo. In a fragment of a 
journal formerly kept at Watten, I read 
that he was declared Rector there Idth 
September, 1740. But he was not permit- 
ted to continue much more than a year in 
that capacity.

CLVI. Bona Voolia, John.— His true 
name was Hodges* All that I can learn of 
him is, that he died in England, in 1653. 

CLVII. Boone, Edward, dieJ at 
Danby in Yorkshire, 22d August, 1785, 
»t. 51, Soc. 29. In a letter of F. John 
Thorpe to a friend, he says how much 
he regrets his death, and adds ** I 
idways had much esteem and affec- 
tion for Mr. Edward Boone*8 virtues 
and amiable qualities.*' 

CLVIII. Boone, John, born in Mary- 
land, 18th April, 1785; entered the Novi- 
tiate in 1756. He died in the mission of 
liis native country, in the course of the 
year 1795. 

GLIX. Boone, Joseph, I am informed, 
was eousin to F. John B. ; entered the 
Novitiate with him, and died 19th March, 
J807, let. 78. 

CLX« Booth, <Gharles, (brother to 
James Booths ** the father of the modern 
practice of conveyancing," as Mr. G. 
Butler expresses it, p. 881, vol. ii. Hist. 
Mem. of Engl. Gath.) was born 8th Sept. 
1707; became a Novice in 1724, and a 
Professed Father 2d February, 1743. 
After serving the En^ish mission, he was 
appointed Penitentiary at Loretto ; then 
was selected tutor for Henry, eighth Lord 
Arundell, and in 1762, was declared Rector 
of the English Gollege at Rome. From 
tills superiority he was removed, by order 
<of Pope Glement XIII. for receiving the 
unfortunate Piretender, Gharles Edward, 
who Tisited the Gollege shortly after the 
death cf his father James (IH.) who had 
died at Rome 1st January, 1766, aged 77 
years, 6 months And 11 days.* As this re-

questionable credit and accuracy, the B%v* 
John Thorpe. 

^* This is io acquaint yoa with the plain 
true matter of fact, which public inteUi^ 
gence has enormously disfignred with Sak* 
sities, A great personage, who came to 
Rome in January, soon ■ after the death of 
his Tirtuous Father, and who has ever siace 
been distinguished by a noble condoet^ itt 
which no one has found a subject of re*> 
proach, on Easter Sunday evening (March 
80) signified an inclination of making a 
visit on the next morning to the English 
Gollege, if no difficulty should be objected. 
He particularly expressed thU condition ; 
being very &r from shewing any kind of 
superiority that in the pi-esent circum^ 
stances might displease. His intention 
was communicated to the Gollege, where 
every one received the intimation as an ho* 
nor done to the House and whole comma* 
nity ; no one suspected that there could be 
any difficulty in admitting a visit from the 
Son, after they had constantly shown «o 
many marks of respect to the Fitther ; and 
no prohibition from the Government had 
ever been notified to any subjects. of the 
three kingdoms, who are settled- herd Aev 
cordingly on Easter Monday, he -caaae with 
three or four gentlemen, and his eustomary 
decent equipage. Sonpe of. the Fatheniaad 
Scholars were ready to reCttve h|m at the 
gate, and conducted him up-staars to the 
choir, fVom whence he heard a Um Mass 
said by jtfr. J. Lamb^ and after it the iBl> 
nudiaH and Prayer according to custom;. 
As several desir^ to kiss his hand, he 
made a stop in the hall, and stood whilst 
they did so. Then taking leave in a very 
courteous manner, he immediately went to 
his coach and returned to his own palace. 
No more was said or thought of the mat- 
ter, either at his Court, or in the Gollege. 
But the evil, or interested people, who af* 
numerous in this city, soon spread many 
lies about : they said, that there had been 
a roost solemn High JUasg — that the En- 
glish had placed their guest on a nuLffuS^ 
cent T%rone — had eronmed him with great 
pomp, and sworn an oath 4if ullegianee to 
him — and that a grand Te Deum had been 
performed on the occasion by a sdect band 
of nrasie. How infamously false soever all 
these stories were, yet to the eternal shame 
of the city, persons were found so aban- 
doned, as to offitr to swear to the partieu* 
lars, of which they declared tliemsetves 
to have been eye-witnesses / No prudent 
person ever imagined that such false and 
extravagant reports would make any im- 
pression at Gourt (Roman), and indeed no 
notice seemed to be taken of them at 
Monte C^vallo; and the same great per- 
sonage who had been at the Ebglish Col- 
lege on Monday, went on the two follow- 
ing days to the Irish Dominicsms at St. 
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laistbi^and irish francUeans at 8l. bi- 
dore^ ; and on Friday in the same week, 
weat in lilce aumwr to the SeoU CoUege. 
He heard Mass at each place, and no one 
a]>piiehendM that they had done amiss in 
rMeifing the visit which he had been 
pleased io make. The Irith tU St, 8iMto 
searce thouj^t that they did enough for 
him, without giving him the most puMie 
marks of a distinctive honour ; and hogged 
themselves for having thus far outdone thiaiir 
countrymen at St. Isidore, or tiie Scott 
and Ba^igh Colieges, Monte Oavalhi, 
that hitiierto appeared regardless of what 
passed in the private commitnities of a few 
exiles, began to complain, that its 80- 
vereigni the Pope, had been insolted in the 
lioBses, and by the Persons, who are mala* 
tained by his liberality. The Cardinab 
were very uneasy, and some of them urged 
his Holiness to punish the offenders. Ae- 
oordingly exact informatioBS were gathered 
of all that had- passed, and the four Supe- 
riors were particidarly examined in regard 
of what had beea done in their respective 
Houses. The Pope was mueh displeased, 
and two or three Cardinals irritated him 
more. The Secretary of State would have 
aecommodated matters, with the satisfac- 
tion of his Jioliness, but his displeasure 
was Jnoreased by those who were unwilling 
to see it abated. Punishment became una- 
voidable. Accordingly, in the evening on 
Tuesday^lheSth inst./ April) four days after 
the visit made to the Hcots Ck>llege, orders 
were sent for the Superiors o? the four 
Houses to be deposed from Uieir office, and 
go out of Rome. The Prior of the Irteh Do- 
minicans, and the Guardian of the Francis- 
cans, went ofl' nest morning, the first to Ci- 
vita Vecchia, the other to Capranica. On 
Thursday the 10th, the English Rector 
CF. fiootA,) departed for Terni, and old 
Abb6 Oozzi went away to Tivoli on the 
morning following, notwithstanding all 
the intercession which Cardinal Albani, 
Protector of the College, eould make, either 
to obtain a reprievie, or leave for the old 
■Mm to go to his vineyard near Marino. A 
proposal is also said to have been made, 
for punishing the Scholars of the two Col- 
leges, bat it was rejected. On the same 
occasion, Al>b6 Grant, who was present 
and active in the visit paid to his country- 
men, was summoned before the Governor, 
who read to him an m-der of Court, where- 
by he was forbid to approach the Palace, 
either alone, or as a companion of others, 
with some menaces that his pensions, which 
he has here, amounting to about twenty 
Romaii crowns per month, would be taken 
from him ; but the nephews of his Holi- 
ness have so much interested themselves in 
his fovour, that he is without any further 
appn^ension. There is however no like- 
liheod of the banished Superiors returning 
so soon as wa» once supposed, and per- ■ 
haps they will never be allowed to come 



back, unless ciroumsianoej ehaoge ntore 
than can be eipecled from the present dis- 
positions. F. Hother$iU is appointed Reo* 
tor of the English College, wUh orders to 
make no mention of the groat personage in 
the domestic, or any other public prayers 
whatever, nor to permit his picture, or nvj 
other mark of distinction, to be placed m 
the Church upon any occasion whatever. 
Various are the conjectures of all thcac 
unexpected vigorous preoeedings, which give 
great uneasiness to many, and may perluips 
occasion some trouble to Catholics in En- 
gland, even under a mild Government.** 

F. Booth found in his former pupil, 
^Lord Arundell,) a friend and patron. Thf» 
noble Lord invited him to Wardour, and 
there the venerable priest finished his length- 
ened course on 1 1th May, 171)7. His mor- 
tal remains were deposited in his Lord- 
ship's family vault, below the sanctuary of 
the princely chapel. 

CLXl. Booth, Ralph, born 21st April, 
1721 ; joined the Society under the name of 
Sims^ (after studying Humanities at St. 
Omer, under F. Talbot), in 1787. He 
was Professed 2d February, 1755, and for 
some time was employed in the LondoA 
mission. In 1767, 1 find him Professor of 
Logic at Liege, where he died 19th No- 
vember, 1780. 

*CLXn. Bosch, Van Francis, died at 
St. Omer, 17th Si^tember, 1G96, set. dO, 
Soc. 10. 

CLXUI. BosoBAVE, James, born at 
Goodmanston, in Dorsetshire, *' of a very 
worshipful house and parentage,'* as I read 
in a MS. of F. Persons* When yet a 
youih, he quitted England with the consent 
of his pious parents, studied a course of 
Rhetorick and Philosophy at Rome, and 
during 12 years, Germany and Poland 
witnessed with delight his increasing repu- 
tation as a Professor of Philosophy, Ma- 
thematics, and of the Greek and Hebrew 
languages* F. More informs us that ho 
had entered the Society 17th November, 
1A64, and tiiat he was ordained Priest at 
OUnutz, in 1572. His declining health 
whilst at Wilna, induced his Superiors to 
order his return to England, in tae hopes 
that his native air might restore the tone 
of his conatitntioB* His parents were 
still living. Scaroely had he reached the 
Bi'itish shore in the summer of 1560, when 
he was arrested and immured within the 
Tower of London. His early and long 
absence from England, liad almost made 
him forget his vernacular tongue. On 14th 
November, 1581, he was arraigned at the 
King's Bench, with F. Eklmund Camplan, 
and others ; and on 20th of that month 
received sentence of death ; but in conse- 
quence of interest made in his behalf by 
Stephen (Battori) King ot Poland, Queen 
Elizabeth consented not to dip her hands in 
his blood, and at length was prevaikd on 
to restore him to liberty, and he ' was ac- 
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cudtoglj dischafged inm the l^wer 
91st Juie, 1565. Retnaui^ to PoUnd^ 
tkb worthy CooliBssar tenuoatad hif ne- 
ritorloos lue by a Boat Christian death, at 
Oduzi, STIhOct. 1021, orasaoother ac- 
coBnt sets forth, ia I68S9 " septuaffeKorio

CLXIV* Boucher, Richard, born in 
Ameriea« 17th. Aug. 1696, admitted into the 
Novieeship at the age of 17 : for many years 
vas Chaplain to the Chichester fanaily, at 
Arlington, in the North of Deron, and 
there his labours and life were ended on 
18th December, 1760. In the parish re- 
idater of Arlington, I read as follows : — 

** 1760, Mr. Richard Boucher was buried 
December 90th.'* 

CLXV. Boucher, Wiixiam, elder brother 
idJRiehardj bom 14th July, 1662, joined the 
Order in 1700 : for sereral years lived at 
Astony in StatTordshire, and at Lullworth, 
in Dorsetshire.

BouRNJiR, John, bora at 
Ballnat, (Jnra Department) fi9th Sratem- 
ber, 1769; admitted at the /fodder Novi- 
tiale 7th Beptamber, 1806 : for many 
ywri ffllad the iltuation of Cook and 8a- 
arfatan, wherterery one estaened and res- 
peelad the good old man for his oblijring 
dispofUkm, ftlfcions simplicity, uniform 
tM anaibetad piety. lie dcNM a life of 
oaefaloesi and merit on the morninff of 
lOlh Janaary, 1688, by the death of the

Ordained Priest 
he laboured with heroic zeal and courage ; 
when falling into the hands of the pur« 
soiYants, was committed a close prisoner 
at Mandkesler, where he died of tbe jail 
fever before his trial, 30th Jan.1646, mU 41, 

* CLXXVl. Bray, James, (alias Yeat- 
tnan), — ^This devout Scliolastic died at 
Watten, 12th March, 1686, in the first year 
of his Novieeship, let.

CLXXVII. Br£aj>mali^ James, born 
8th April, 1718; admitte«l at the age of 
21 ; enrolled among the Professed Fathers 
eighteen years later ; died in the Maryland 
Mission 0th April, 1772. 

*CLXXVIli. Brbbiom, Francis, died 
at St. Omer, 0th February, 1694. 

*CLXXIX. Brebion, Philip, a native 
of Boulogne. This most trustworthy and 
able lay-brother died in the English Col- 
lege at Liege, 81st July, 1703, »t. 72, 
Rel. 60. 

*CLXXX« Brechtet, George, died at 
Rome, 10th February, 1763. 

CLXXXI. Brent, Henry, whose true 
name was Axpinal, born in Lancashire, 00 
Lady-day, 1716 : entered the Novitiate of 
Watten at the age of 19, and rose to tbe 
rank of a Professed Father in 1762. Thisez- 
cellent divine and very discreet and virtuous 
Religious, after cultivating the vineyard in 
the North of England, and for some time 
at StapehiU and Wardour* was fixed for 
the last ten years of his life, at Imham 
Hall. On a ffrave-stone in Imham Church 
may be read the following inseriptioo :•— 

To the Memory of the Revd. 

Mr. Henry Brent, many years 

Chaplain to Lord and Lady Arandeli, 

Who departed this life the 9th of 

January, 1784^ aged 70.

CLXXXU* Brent, Josepb, bom 16th 
September, 1726; admitted 7th September, 
1746 ; died at Ghent ISth July, 1768. 

CLXXXIII. Brent, Thomas, was bro* 
ther, I think, to Henrg fi. bom 2l8t Oct. 
1710, joined the order at the age of 91 : 
was professed hi it 18 years later. After 
serving the missioa oiBrough forsevaral 

Ears, he retired to Liege Collegiu where 
died tSth October, 177S. 
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good Fftlher, who Made piety emWble bj 
his serene and cheerfal dupotttSoB. died tx 
St. Oner, Sd November, 16i7B, Rd. M, 
haTuigr been enrolled tmoRg the P rofe ie c d

GLXXXV. Brbwbh, Jomr, bom at 
Pishwick, near Preston, i9th December, 
17^9 ; entered the Society at the age oC 
90. In June, 1764s comnieneed hit mis* 
sionary career at Odstock, the seat of the 
Webbt, near Salisbury, bat at Michadmaa 
of the year ensuing, was remoTed to Shep- 
ton Mallet, where he continued until ms 
lamented death, 1st September, 1797. See 
the London CkronieU of that time* His 
precious remains were deposited in Bristol 
Chapel ; the mission of wldcfa, with Sheptoa 
Mallet and Exeter, have cause to cherish 
his memory. 

CLXXXVI. Brewer, Thomas, youn- 
ger brother of John, but tiie faitiiiful imi- 
tator of his pious example : he was bom 
19th June, 17^ ; admitted into the Society 
in 1761 ; for a short lime was chaplain at 
Fazakeriey, near Liverpool ; was thence 
appointed to the inoamtiency at Bristol, 
a mission founded by the venerable F. 
Scvdamore, (of whom more hereafter} ; 
here he died 18th April, 1787. 

CLXXXVII. Brbwstbr, William.-— 
All that I can collect of this icorthy Fa- 
ther is, ttttt he died incumbent at Norwieh^ 
on 31st October, 1758, Soc. 34, »t. 58. 

CLXXXVIll. BaiANT, Alexander, of 
Somersetshire : after studying at Hart's 
Hall, Oxford, he went to Douay and 
Rheims, and was sent to the English mis- 
sion in 1679. His Apostolic career was 
short indeed : for he was apprehended 
28th April, 1561, and after enduring worse 
than cannibal torture in his prison was led 
forth to martyrdom, which he suffered at 
Tyburn, 1st December, 1561, st. 28. For 
two years before his death, he had deter- 
mined to embrace the Institute of St. Ig- 
natius. See his letter, full of the divine 
spirit, which he addressed to the Fathers 
of the Soc. pp. 16-17, of Tanner's Mar- 
tyrs of the Older, and which Mr. Dodd 
woidd have done well to insert in his His- 
tory. God granted him in prison the ful~ 
filment of his wishes. See Wood's Athenm. 
p. 167, vol. i.. and especially Bp. Challo- 
ner's Memoirs of Missionary Priests* 
Also Andrews' Review of Fox's Martyrs, 
vol. iU. 

CLXXXIX. Briant, Henry, of Lon- 
don.— In the Provincial Return of 1655, 
he k reported then to be 56 years old, of 
which he had spent 25 in the Sodety, and 
to have made his Solemn Profession on 14th 
February, 1648. He died in England 14th 
October, 1658. 

CXC. Briant, Robert, of Somerset- 
shire.— At the age of 87, was aggregated 
to the Order, and on the following year, 
was sent to the English mission, lie was 
chiefly employed in the residence of St.

CXCIII. Brockholks, Charles, of a 
very respectable family in Lancashire. At 
the age of 21 he renounced the world in fti- 
vour of the Society of Jesus ; and in the 
feaael beearoe the prindpal founder of the 
Wlgan mission, wliieh, I find, he serr^ 
many years, as well as Blackroad. He 
died at Wigan, about half-past one o'clock 
p. M. on 90th Febmary, 1750, mt. 75. In 
a memorandum of the time I read i*— > 

*' Mr. Charles Brockholes built a house 
and chapel at Wigan, out of his own pe- 
cniium. The town did not contribute. 
Onlyone in the town gave him about ^5. 

CaCIV. Brock, John, (veri Morgan) 
a kinsman of F. Thomas FUzherbeH. In 
the inAmcy of the Maryland mission he 
devoted his energies to the Apostolic wotk 
of instructing the poor natives. This good 
Father in an or&Uial letter now before 
me, of 9d May, 1d41, thus expresses him- 
self : *' I would rather, labouring In the 
eonversion of these Indians, expire on the 
bare ground, deprived of all human mo- 
cour, and perishing with hunger, than onee 
think of abandoning this holy work of 
God from the fear of want." Widiia ihre 
weeks after this magnanimous sentence, 
via. 5th June. 1641, he sunk under the ac- 
cumulation of fatigues and privations, and 
passed to immortautv. 

CXCV. Bbookb, Adam, of a respectable 
family in London : after studying for Ave 
years at Oxford, he retired abroad for con- 
science sake, and proceeding to Rome in- 
corporated himself with the Society in 
1564. Lithuania, hn the sequel, became the 
principal theatre of his services and reli- 
siotts virtues. After enlightening and edi- 
fying the said province, he died at Wilna, 
oniversally rwretted, on 5th July, 1605| 
ttt. 68, Prof; 97. 

•CXCVI. Brooke, EnwAnn, of Staf- 
foidshire : admitted for a lay -brother at 
Loiivaiii, 7th Jaly , 1607, »t« 80. Two years 
later, immediately on his reaching Valiado- 
lid, he was taken iU, and survived but nine 
days, p. 894 More*s Hist.* 

N.B. Of Henry and Jo$q[ih Brooke^ I 
can recover no information. 

CXCVII. Brooke, Ignatius, was long 
employed in the MidUnd District of En- 
gland. Retiring to St. Omer, be died thera 
loth March, 1751, mt. 90, Soc. 52.

*GGIX. Browh, Edward. — This mo* 
mising scholastic died at Liege 7th jDe- 
eember, 1770, ast.

BaowN, George.— This Deroa-* 
shire lay brother, who devoted himself te 
the care of the sick, and was remarkable 
for his skill in pharmacy, died at Watten, 
lOth January, 1670, set. 51, Soc 80. His 
loss was deeply deplored by the surround- 
ing poor. 

GCXI* A Rev. Father of this name, and 
a native of Lancashire, retiring from the 
Gkiteshead mission, died at Pontoise, 4th 
May. 1785, «t. 65, Soc 47. 

OCX 11. Brown, Humphbey.— From F» 
Matthias Tanner's '* BrevU Relatio^'* s& 
often referred to in the foregoing pages, 
we colleet that the family name of this 
blessed man was Bvauf'^btit he was a 
native of Carnarvonshire-^that after an 
academical education at Oxford, he was 
rroonciled to the Gatholic Ghurehat Paris, 
in 1618— that after completing the higher 
studies at Rome, and his promotion to the 
Priesthood, he was ordered to the English 
mission. The Provinciars return of 1655 
informs us, that he was then 58 years old, 
of which he had spent 80 in the Society, 
and 29 on the mission, and that he had 
made the Profession of the Four Vows on 
6th August, 1687. Worn out with Apos- 
tolic labours, and with old age, and ac- 
tually apoplectic and bedridden, the venera- 
ble man was suddenly pounced upon by a 
party of brutal soldiers, during the excite- 
ment occasioned by Gates* Plot, on Christ- 
mas Day, 1678. Finding this accused com- 
spirator incapable of being removed, they 
rkuctantly left him to die a natural death 
in his own chamber, which happened within 
three weeks later, viz. 14th January, \Qffd. 

GGXIII. Brown, John : died in En-' 
gland 26th June, 1688. 
' GCXIV. Brown, Letinius, (the friend 
of Pope the Poet,) was bom in Norfolk, 
9th September, 1671 : at the age of 20 was 
received an Alumnus of the English College 
at Rome : admitted, when in Priest's or- 
ders, as a Novice at Watten (as I find in a 
journal once kept there) on 4th July, 1698: 
and his great merits procured him the ho- 
nour of being enrolled among the Professed 
FF,onthe8Ist Mar* 1709. F. Brown passed 
through most of the Collegiate offices, and 
filled the situation of Provincial from Ist 
October, 1738, to 20th July, 1787. In hib 
old age this patriarch saw his brethren on 
19th October, 1762, despoiled of their pro- 
perty, and turned adrift from their College 
of St. Omer by a tyrannical government. 
Too infirm to be removed, he was suffered 
to remain in tlie Collego, where his lamp of 
life was at length extuiguisbed on 7th No- 
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v«mber, 1764; lA the 04tb year of bis «ge, 
«Dd€6rtli of Kel. Iq the '' LemiMi Ckrm- 
nMe'' of 1st Iliecenber, 17M, is ao later- 
eetisff artSde fin the snbieei.

CCXVI. Brown, Wiixiam, was uncle, 
brother, and nephew to the Visoouat Mon- 
Aagues, and nephew to the Duchess of 
Feria (Dormer), but mnob UMre ennobled 
by his Yirtues, espedaliy his profound hu- 
mility, and his Teheraent love of Almighty 
Gk>d. For the edifying life of this deyout 
ten^oral coadjutor, see pp. 406-7-8-0 of 
F. Morels Hist. In one circumstaocs^ 
howcTer, his narrative Taries with the 
Btatemeat of the Annual Letters of 161t, 
that tUs noble youth was converted, with 
Br» Benjamin Carrier, and some others, 
by one of the. Heverend Fathers al 
Laupaki. It is strange to see how diffnr- 
ently the date of his death is given. 
Drena places the event in 1617. Mart 
does not positivdy slate it. Comtable, p. 
898 of his Bpeclmen of Amendments pro- 
posed to Mr. Dodd, mistranslates Jlere. 
and Axes it to the year 1688. But the 
truth is to be ascertained from the Annual 
Iietters of 1687, which prove that he con- 
cluded his hiboriotts and most pious life, 
after a short illness al Liege, on 
the 80th August, 1687, mt. 60, Soc. 89L 
See also Floras Anglo Savaricus. 

^CCXVII. Anothertemporal coadjutor of 
this name died at St. Omer, 6lh Mar. 1663. 

CCXVIIl. Brvbrtom, John, of Shrop- 
shire, was admitted in 1661 , Bt 18. I meet 
with Urn four years later^ after which I 
leee siirht of him altogether. 

*CC^1X. BnoMBAv, JosRPM. Of this 
temporal coac^iator, who died shortly after 
the suppression of the Society, I can reoo* 
ver no particulars. 

CCXX. Brunbtti, Joseph, after stu- 
djring Humanities al St Omer*s College, 
entered the Novitiate al Watten, 7th 
September, 1680. I cannot follow up the 
course of his life, after taking his simple 
vows, two years later; but he died al 
Rott^am, 17th January, 1716, »t 44. 

CCXXI. Brunino, Amtbomt, was 
most certainly employed in the English 
Mission in tlie years 1701 and 1708, and 
died 10th of January, 1704. 

CCXXIl. Bbumno, Ahthont, was 
bom 7th December, 1716 ; joined the Sod- 
ety at the age of 17, and was admitted to 
the profession of the Four Vows 8nd of 



Pebraary, 1761. After leaAUig Philoio- 
phy, hewas sent to the Mkislen, but was 
raealled to take tke dmir of Theology. 
His M.8. Treatiisa de Giotto, de Deo, 
de TrinUaUj abundantly show how aosme- 
tent he was ferthat Important office. TWe 
teamed and holy man died at Liege, 8th of 
August, 1776; he went olT whhoat any 
apparent pain and with extraordinary tran« 
quillity. 

CCXXUI. BRUNOfO, FRAlCCIS.r— This 

Scholastic died at Liege, 10th March, 1768, 
»t.81,Rel. 8. 

CCXXIV. Bruribo, OaoRGB, bro- 
ther of Anthony the eminent Theologian, at 
tbaageoflS, and in the year 1766, fol- 
lowed the example of his brother in adopt- 
ing the pious Institute of the Society. 
His first Mission I belteve was at Southend, 
near Soberton, Hants ; for several years 
afterwards he lived at East Hendred, 
Berks. Retiring to Isleworth, he died 
there 9d of June 1808, at 64. He pub- 
lished *'Tke Divine (Eeanomp (if CkriH,*' 
8vo. London. 1701. pp. ISO. Five years 
later he sent to the press a ISum. trad of 
48 pp, ^Bemarks on tke Rer. Joeepk 
Berii^fton*8 Examination of BaenU £«rm- 
ed miracuione in Itaij^.** 

*CCXXV. Bruymnick, Laurbrcb* 
This temporal ooa4iRtor died at Watten, 
17th Apdl, 1666, at. 60. Soc 48. 

CCXXVI . BVGKLBY, RoBBRT, Of 

Wales, was appointed to the Penitantiary, 
at St. Peter's, in October, 1678 ; died al 
Rome, 6th July, (another aocoant says 
87th of July) 1680, ml. 61, Soc 40^ 

CCXXVII. BiiCKs, Robbrt. All that 
I can glean of this Father is, that he died 
in England, lOth of February, 1648. 

CCXXVHI BoLLBR, John, bom a6tk 
of February, 1740. He had actaally 
completed the study of PMIoeophy and two 
years of Theology, before he embraced the 
Institute of St. Ignatius. For many years 
he served the Mission of Inee, near Liver* 
pool, where he died 14th December, 161 1. 

CCXXIX. ButMBR, William, died 
in England 81st October, 1680. 

CCXXX. BuRDBTT, Antbont, of 
Yorkshire Al the Age of 88, this ploos 
soul, thirstiuR after religioas perfection, 
plaeed himsen among the Novices. Filled 
with the spirit of fiie InelitDte, he wae 
promoted to the rank of a Professed Fa- 
ther, let. Jaly, 166S. He died in England, 
14th September, four years later, aged 47, 
and is commended in the Annual Letters, 
for his ability and success in Controversy* 

*CCXXXI. BoRDBTT, Lbwis, (aliae 
Hiietcy,) This promising sdiolastic died 
in 1788, »t. 28, Soc. 4. 

CCXXXII. BoRRBTT, Thomas, made 
his simple Vows at Watten, 8th September 
1668, ml. 88: was professed 9Slh July, 
1600; became Chaplain fat Broughtcm 
HaU, where, I think, he died, Isl Septenw 
her, 1787. 

CCXXXIII. Burton, Chriitophbr; 
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ftfter serviagttft IijpflMW Mtttioii, retired 
to Watfeii,irliere He dt|Nurlwl thb Hft^ Stil 
of JulT, irM, at. 7». Rtl. 61. Prot St. 

CCXXXIV. BcRT^, Edwabd, of 
LoBiion. At the age of Sft he hocaioe » 
Nofioe of Lfwmin, and fifteen yean later 
Til* about ias4,diediii EaglaBd^alUie early 
age of 40. Hfo translation of Pare Veron'a 
*' Defatt ofHeuekCy Ike CaivimkHt Him^ 
Uter^** was printed at Douay, in 1616. 

CCXXXv. BtJRTOK, JoBii, recalled 
from the Mission to be Minister at Wat» 
ten, he died there 82nd of August, i6S8i, 
8oe« 5. Aecordii^ to the Annual Letters, 
he was endeared to all who knew hinit of 
▼ery engaging manners, nost humUe ia 
h!s deneanonr, and oonspicuoas for his 
oUiffing disposition and charity* 

COXXXVI. BVMTARP orBosTHARB, 
JoBV, of Oxfordshire. F. More, p^ 91 
Hist, hiforms ns, that in 19th year of hia 
age he was admitted at LouTain.. Ap« 
pofaited Professor of Philosophy at Donay^ 
Whilst his friends eoncrifed the highest ez^ 
peetations from his brilliant talents, he 
was hurried to an mtlMely graTO In the 
srth year of his age in the year 1576. 

OCXXXVII. BosBT, Gborgb, was of a 
ffoodfomily in Oxfordshire, bat aotaally 
Dom at Bmss^s. Apprehended at Mr. 
Powtrall's, West ABan, by Jastiee OiU 
bert (who reoeiYed the d£*100« reward for 
diis serHee) on 16th March, 1661, as an 
acoom^oe in Oates* Plot, he was eon* 
dernned at Derby for his priestly dmraolert 
tftth July following, but wmsAscharged 
on prodneiag a pardon froai the Kiog« He 
died at St. Oner's College^ Mh July, 
1605. 

CGXXXVin. Boasr, JoHir, adosltted 
Into the Society at the aoe of 90 ; Pro- 
ftkned2d Vebrony, 1717 ; for a time serred 
tiie ndssioR of Brlnn, near Ashton; was 
Rector ot the College of St. FVancis Xa« 
vierfrom 8th May, I7M, to November, 
nW. Bled Mth Jnly, 174S, «C. 64, 
See. 44. 

CCXXXIX. BosBV, RicHiRD, died 
In England, 8th April, KM8. 

CCXL. Busnr, Trokas,— This Te- 
nerable Father, whilst Rector of his Bre- 
thren in the College of the B. V. Mary,is 
described as excelling in the art of govern- 
ment, and a model of the missionary life. 
Retiring to Liege, he there rested from all 
his labours on ttth April, 1760, at thead- 
Tancedage of 04, See. 76, Prof, 67. 

CCXLI. Busnr, William, was admitted 
7th September, 1667, sit. 83 ; but I hare 
no means of mirsaing his history, 

CCXLII. Bterlt, Charles, bora in 
Leicestershire, 8d May, 1718 : joined the 
Order in 1788 ; ended his days in 17M, at 
Walten, where he had first Imbibed tiie 
prhnitiTe nirit of the Sbdety. 

*CCXLin. Camion, Frawois.— This 
Bebric lay-bro(tiier died In the Bn|^ 
Couege at Liege, 10th February, 177^01. 
60,Soe.94. 



CCXLIV, Caiawkll, Wiluah*— His 
oeoRfs p. 900, ot More*s History, 
anMMigst the many English members of the 
Soeietv who died in Spain, in the early 
part of the 17th eeatnry« 

*CGXLV. Cakls, Francis, a tempo- 
ral eoadjotor who died at Watten 88d Au- 
gnst, 1711. 

CCXLVI. Callaway, or Catawat, 
HsMRr, admitted 160S, was studying 
Theology at Pont-a^Moussoo, In 1701 : 
threeyears later I iad him employed in the 
Maryland mission ; liot he died at Watten 
liNh Mareh, 1718, Kt. 4S. 

CCXLVU. Campun,Crarues, of Lon- 
don. Whilst on the Englbh mission, he 
passed bv the name of FTwbtneon. He was 
a man of considerable literary attalaments. 
His death occurred at Roma, whilst Reo^ 
tor of the En^sh College in tiuU aity, 
14ih I>eoeraber, 1666, »t. 64, Soe. 48. 

OCXLVIII. Campian, SDMoiiD, was 
born in London 96th Jan. 1610, the actaal 
year of the foundation of tim Society of Je^ 
sus, of which he was destined to bjennaia a 
brilliant luminary. Uls parents wRmhonest 
Catholics, but stralteaed in drcumslaneaa. 
After distinguishiag himself as »..aohQliii^ 
of Christ's Hospital, Edmund was'reooqH 
mended to Sir ThmmoM WkMe^ as a SI 
sttbjeotfor admission into his recent and 
most noble Foundation of St. John^s Cot 
lege, Oxford. Tlie worthy founder dyinc 
lltii Febmary, 16661, mt. 78, hSs remains 
were brought from London to the College 
Chapel for Interment, and Campian was 
seleeted to proaoanoe the Latin Funeral 
Oration before the Members of the tJni* 
▼ersity, and he acquitted himsdf of the 
task to the satisfoctkm of his hearers. . On 
two or three occasions he was alsoappolal- 
ed to address Queen Elizabeth, at Woo4> 
stock or Oxford, and sudi was theopinioii 
that Sir WiUkm CeejfU^ afterwards latd 
Burghleft (for so he spells his name) coa- 
eeiredof his pregnancy of wii, erudition 
and good taste, that he pronounced him to 
be one of the MmumdM of Encland. 

But amidst idl the applause tnat he re* 
ceiyed, and the foir promets of forlnae 
and fome tint gtittered beuNre him. Cam- 
plan's heart was any tikhw but happy. 
The reading <tf the works of the prlmiuTe 
Fathers contributed to inerease his per- 
plexity : his worldly friends witnessed with 
pain his growing angvish and inward con- 
flict, and to bind bun IrreTooably to tim 
new religion, bTdint of importanttjr pre- 
Tailed upon Ite lo recelYe from Dr. Richard 
Cheyney,* Bishop of Gkmoester, the or-

Stanihorst who had refused, for eonseieiioa 
sake, the Chancellorship of Iretand) ttt 
Dublin, which he reach^ on the 94th day 
of the same month and year. Dnrinf 
his residence there, he wrote Ms classieal 
discourse '* De Juvene Aemdamic9,** asalao 
in English, '* The HUtorg qf Irtkmd," 
the manuscript copy of which reposed In 
the Cotton Library, until Sir James Ware 
published it in folio, Dublin, A. D. 103S,« 
Threatened with arrest by tiie Queen's 
Commissioners, he fled from Dublin to 
Turvey, the seat of Sir Chrisiopker Barn- 
fvell ; but finding that diligent search was 
making for him, he erosMd o?er to JBn- 
gland, (Usgttised as the sertant of Afel* 
tkioT HusBey^ then the Steward to the 
Earl of Kil&re. In the summer of 1471, 
be arrived at Douay College^ where he 
spent somewhat more than a tweltemonth 
in dose application to Theologioal stu- 
dies. Proceeding to Rome early in 1078, 
lie oMained adniMon Into the Boeiety of 
Jesus, and was sent to Brinn, or Brann, to 
jmss the NoYioesMp« In the sequel, the 
city of Prague became the speeial theatre 
of the dis|dav of his eminent virtues and 
splendid abilities. Ttere he taught Rbe* 
torlcand t*hilt9so|iiy with unparecedented 
admiration ; there he fomsed tae minds of 
youth to the exerdso of piety and divine 
love ; there he was promoted to Holy Or* 
ders, and sought in the duties of the mi- 
nlstiy to enkindle that fire whidi Jesus 
came to oast upon the earth. In the mean 
while. Dr. Alien was soliciting Pope Gre^ 
gory Xin. to order Some English Fa- 
thers of the Society to the mission of 
their native country. Campian was named 
and approved, and received a summons 
from tne fourth General of the Order, F« 
Everard Merouriau, to repair to Home 
wi tfaoot delay. On this occasion a reamrk* 
able circumstance occurred, which I will 
lilve in the verv words of F, Persons 3— 
** I had my relation of a learned grave 
Spanish Flkther, called FrtmtUcuw Ante 
nius, who was then Confosssrlus to the 
Empress, that afterwards died in Spain : 
the very same night that this news arrived 
at Prague, a certain virtuous young man of 
the Sodety, of tbe country of Silesia, and 
of opinion of much nanctity with all of 
that College, rising before his fellows next 
morning, went to F. Campian's chamber 
door, and wrote over it

Go Holy Saturday, Sd April, IMO. the 
yealous Father arrived at Home, and on tho 
18th quitted for his mission with his col- 
league F. Persons. Tho Goneral of the 
Order severely forbade them both, by word 
and in writing, says k^ Bartoli, (c 6 and 
a, lib. 8. Inglhiterra) to interfcro, directly 
or indirectly, with any state or political 
concern : they were neither to treat such 
snhiocts, or lUten to them. 

Father G. sailed from Calais on 91th 
June, IdSO, and reached Dover the next 
morning* For the details of his apostolie 
oourse, his apprehension on 16th July* 
IMl, and of his glorious death on Friday 
1st December following, we refor our ren- 
ders to F. More*s History, Book ili., to hb 
Life by F. Matthias Tanner, tit p. 18)1 of 
Southwell's BibUotbeca, and particularly 
to the Memoirs of that lover of truth, 
Kshop Chailoner, and Andrews' Ezaml* 
natioa of Fox*s Martyrs, vol. ill. p. 4M. 
We learn from Persoim' letter, dated 96th 
May, 166U, that the saintly Lewis da 
Granada wrote in Spanish the Life of F. 
Campian* 

The works of F* Campian were edited 
first at Paris, ia a small octavo vol* A. D. 
1618, pp. 476. The last one hundred 
pages, detailing tlie history of his deatk, 
were translated into Latin fiom the Italian 
by tho learned Seeular Priest, IMfif 
Tnrner, His *'Opwtcnla Seiectm'* were 
published in ISmo. at Antwerp, in I6SI, 

TheTreatise** Dfcem Jiationee** writ- 
ten in Lancashire, and privately printed 
at Lady StonoT's House, at Healey, has 
gone through numberless editions. Rich- 
ard Stock published an English Transla- 
tion in London, as early as 1600- 

Anthony Wood, p. 105 lib. ii. Hist, ami 
Antiq. Oxon. Univ. honestly adiuit:^ liiat 
Campian was ** TheologU9 apprime doe- 
Cat, jmdieio eubmcto et eUqnentia consnm- 
mata. 

In the Stonyharst Library is a fuliovol. 
of " Loss ConMMfNss Theologlei, said to 
have been written by F. Campian. Sec 
his Life by F. Paul Bombinus, S. J., an 
enlarged edition of which was publislied 
in octavo at Mantua, in 1620. 

GCXLIX. Campian, Ricraud, of a 
distinguished Herefordshire family, admit- 
ted to the Novitiate at the age of 92, and 
to his Religious Profession on l;t May, 
1689. After labouring diligentlv in the 
Snglish vineyard for 86 years, his Lord 
•called him up to receive his retribu- 
tion 9th July, 1661. at. 79. 

CCL. Campian, RonsRT, (alias Wtg- 
morej — This pious youtli died at Lou- 
vain, about the year 1619. 
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CCLI. Campian, William, joined the 
Society at the age of 8ft : iProfessed in the 
Order 90th August, 1640. After snfferhig 
imprisonment and chains in England for 
the Catholic Faith, he retired to Ghent, 
where he finished his coarse 88th Septem- 
ber, 1665, Bt. Gd, We have from his pen 
ao octavo vol. **Onthe Catholic Doctrine 
^f T\%uuub9tantialum, against Dr. John 
CoHn," afterwards Bishop of Darham. 
The book neither mentions the author, nor 
glTes the data or place of printing, as 
Sonthwril obserres hi the Bibliotheca, &c 
CCLII. Canbll, James, admitted 7th 
September, 1671. Soon after his Ordina- 
tions was stationed in the Lancashire mis- 
fion ; and it is e? ident from Miss Clare 
Gerard's codicil to her will, dated 8rd 
April, 1606, that he ** then continued at 
ornear Wigan.'* He probably remained 
pastor of the Faithful there, until his 
pioiis death 87lh March, 1729, st. 73. 
What relation was he to the Rer. Mother 
Jfary Canellf 6th Abbess of the Poor 
Clares at Dunkirlc ? She was bom in the 
Isle of Man, and died 29th December, 1704 
CCLIII. Cansfielb, Brian. — ^This 
Confessor of Faith was a native of Lan* 
cashire. Whilst diligently attentife to 
the duties of a missionary in Yorkshire, 
he was arrested at the yery altar, and hur- 
ried away in his vestments io York jail. 
The privations and sufferings he there en- 
dured so impaired and undennined his con- 
stitution, that he died about a month after 
his enlargement, viz. on Sd August, 164A, 
in York, «t. 66, Rel. 89. 

CCLIV. Carew, OEoaoE.— I think of 
.Irish parents, but bom in Spain, and ag- 
gregated to the Neapolitan Province. 
For several years was Catediist to the 
British converts at Rome. Was living in 
1799. 

CCLV. Carhb, Francis, entered the 
Society in 1704 ; died in England prema- 
turely 15th October, 171ft, nt. 99. 

CCLVI.Cary, Charles, (alias Stavel^) 
This brother died at Liege, 94th May, 
1666, Bt. 21, Rel. 4. 

Q. Was he not related to Benedict 
Cary, who twice admitted into the So- 
ciety, and twiee abandoning it, died an 
example of trae repentance in 1676, as is 
set forth in the Annual Letters. 

CCLVII. Cart, Francis, bora in De- 
vonshire, 1610 : at the age of 87 joined 
the Sodety ; for some time filled the chair 
of Philosophy at Liege, but died in Lon- 
don 19th June, 166ft. 

CCLVIII.Cart, John, of Suffolk : died 
at Ohent 81st May, 1669, »t. 64, Soc. 48. 
CCLI X . Caey, Thomas.— Perhaps 
brother of John C, for he was bora in Suf- 
folk three years later, but admitted with 
him Into the Order. Recalled from the 
Mission to be Reetorof St. Onier*s Col- 
leiie, ho died of hernia, sit. ftl, leaving the 
character of " Vir epectandtc virtutie, ct 



teneris juvenum animis ad omnem pic" 
taUmformandis natvs,"^ An. Lit. 

CCLX. Carpenter, IIermenegild, 
bora in France ; but in early life became 
a member of the English Province of the 
Society. After serving the missious of 
Brinn, of Liverpool, and of StapehiU, he 
retired to Bury St. Edmunds, where he 
died 12th April, 1770, st. 67, Rel. 49, 
Prof. 81. 

CCLXI. Carpenter, Peter, died at 
Ghent 28th June, 1681. I suspect this is 
the person mentioned in Bradshaw's letter 
toThurloe, 29th August, 1654. *' The 
ship with masts departed hence (Ham- 
burgh) for London, two days since ; I ara 
this. day told, that Carpenter, the Jesuite, 
Is gone privately in her.^' Thurloe's 
State Papers, vol. ii. p. ft71. 

CCLXII. Carringtok, John, died at 
Watten, 18th March, 1669. 

CCLXIII. Carroll, John. — In think- 
ing of this Apostle of the United States 
we are reminded of the beginning of the 
AOth chapter of B^clesiasticus '^Sacerdos 
magnuSj qui in vita sua snffuUit domum et 
in dieb%u suis eorroboravU Templutn. Tern- 
pti etiam Altitudo ab ipso fundata est.** 
Br. J. Carroll was born in Maryland 
8th January, 1736. His family had emi- 
grated from Ireland to America, in the 
reign of James II. One of his Ancestoris 
was secretary to Lord Powis, a leading 
minister in the cabinet of that unfortunate 
Sovereign. Remarking to his Lordship 
one day, that he was napp^ to find that 
public affairs and bis M^]esty*s service 
were proceeding so prosperously, the Se- 
cretary received for answer, '* You are 
quite in the wrong: aifoirs are going 
on very badly ; the king is yerj ill ad- 
vised.'* After pausing a few minutes his 
Lordship thus addressed Mr. Carroll, 
**Toung man, I have a regard for you, 
and would be glad to do yon a service. 
Take my advice *. great cnanges are at 
hand : go out to Maryland : I will 
speak to Lord Baltimore in your favour.'* 
He did so; obtained some govemroent 
situations, with considerable grants of 
land, and left his ftimily amongst the 
largest proprietors of the Union. (This 
anecdote came from the late very venera- 
ble representative of the family, Charles 
Carroll, of Carrolstown, the last surviving 
asserter of American independence, who 
died 15th November, 1889, at the advanced 
age of 06. Aff a: mark of respect to his 
memory, the offices of the United States 
GoTcrament at Washington, were closed 
the next day, by order of the President An- 
drew Jackson.) At an early age John was 
sent to St. Omer's College for edueatioii. 
After distinguishing himself amonpt his 
companions by docile pietv and solid abi- 
lities, he entered the Novitiate at the end 
of Rhetoric, in 1768. He was soon a^ 
pointed to teach Philosophy, and then Jn-

Vmity ; and for his meriu wm pronolad 
Ix) the raiik of a Professed Father 9d Fe- 
bruary, 1771, Shortly after the fatal 
suppressiou of his Order, he returned to 
tis natWe country. It is a remarkable 
fact, that he reoeiTed from the Propa- 
ganda as early as 9th Jane, 17S4, amount 
other ample Faculties, the power of admi- 
nistering the sacrament of Conflrmatioa 
throughout the United States. By the 
Bull of Pope Pius VI. bearing date 0th 
November, 1780, Baltimore was erected in- 
to an episcopal see, and Dr. John CarroU 
^who had beea preyioasly recommended 
for its mitre by 24 out of ao PriesU then 
living in America) was confirmed its fiist 
Bishop. To use the words of the Ho\r 
Father, "iioff ejuMdem JoantuM Carrml 
JideiHt prudentiam, pittatem ae teium 
perspeetatk habentes, mo»iam magna 
cum toadf, potstranU Jus annit^ nottro 
fikandat9, spirUuali regimini praJkU 
eundem propterea in Apontoliete poU9* 
tatU pii^ndine tfjntdem BaUimorenMii 
EpUcopum tt PoMtorem dedaramm^ 
crfomus prwjicimuu et eanalUmimu$." 
The ceremony ef his consecraUon was 
performed in Lull worth Chapel, Dorset, 
by Bishop Walmesley, on lAth Angust, 
1790. The pleasing portrait of the new 
Prelate, painted by Peat, was engraved 
by Lovelace, the year above mentioned. 

Dr. Carroll embarked at Gravesend, on 
Sth October, 1790, and after a disagree- 
able passage, reached his destination on 
7th of December. His first concern was 
to have an Episcopal Seminary, to which ^ 
Mr, Naffot of the Snlpice at Paris, lent 
important assistanoea Under his amiable 
and enlightened government, such was 
tlie wonderful increase of Catholicity, that 
Pope Pius VII. issued a Bull on Sth April, 
1808, erecting Baltimore into an Arch- 
bishopric, and creating as its suffragan 
Sees, New York, Philadelphia, Boston,* 
and Bardstowii. At length, full of days 
and merits, the Uunp of life of this foun- 
der of the American Hierarchy, so beloved 
of God and of men, quietly went out at 
Baltimore, on Sunday 3d December, 1815, 
in the 80th year of his age. See his Bio- 
graphical Sketch, p. 71, and the narrative 
of his splendid funeral, p. 118, vol. iv« of 
Andrews* Orthodox JoumtU. 

We have from the pen of this talented 
and zealous ecclesiastic, an Answer to the 
Rev. Charles Wharton (his near relation,) 
printed at Annapolis, in 17S6, and re-

printed at Worcester the ssme year, (Bvo- 
pp. 1S8)— an excellent work. The unfbr- 
tnnate Wharton (born Mth July, 1748, 
and admitted into the Society la 1 700) se- 
duced by vanity and pleasure, deserted the 
service of vlrtueand religion, and pitifully 
and basely reviled and slandered bit former 
creed and profession, which crnsnrad aad 
reprobated his misconduct. In a letter of 
F. John Thorpe to the Kev. Charles 
Plowden, dated from Rome 17th February, 
1787, is the following just observation :— 
" Mr. Wharton's present condition Is like 
what has commonly been the end of Apoe- 
Utes— « ie(/V— ivrclfiMiieAf— otervrify 
—and remorse HfUkomi repentantx.** The 
miserable man married a seeond wife. In 
a letter dated Whitemarsh, near Washing- 
ton, 30th May, 18M, he is thus mentioned. 
** Poor old Mr. Wharton is continually 
tortured by his eonscience. His cook at 
the parsonmpe house, near Trenton, a good 
Irish Catholic, fell dangerously sick, and 
asnoprie.t could be procured, Wharton 
said to her, 'Although I am a Parson, I 
am also a Catholic Priest, and can give 
Toa absolution in jfour case.* She made 
her confession to him, and he abeolved 
her." Per^ Orivel, the writer of the let- 
ter, had this account from Mr. Wharton's 
nephew, a good Catholic, and a magistrate 
of Washington. Shortly after, this nn- 
happr enlprit was summoned befora the 
awful tribunal of Christ. 

Bishop Carroll's ''Pastoral Letters" 
were universally admired for their sterling 
sense, seal, and tender piety.

39; and was buried aljo in Hampreston 
Church. 

•CCLXVU. Carter, Richard, bom 
nof Warrington : his mother was related 
to the Blundells, of Ineo. This humble 
religious, and useful temporal Coadjutor 
died at Liege, 27th April, 1709, Soc. 47, 
"pienus dierum et meritorum'' An.

•CCLXVIH. Cartsr, William, bro- 
ther, I suspect, of Richard; joined the So- 
ciety four years later : died at 8f. Omer, 
22nd September, 16S7. 

CCLXIX. Carterbt, Edward; bom 
26th June, 1691 ; admitted at Watten, 
in 1709. After long serving the mission, 
he died in Knglsnd, 15th June, 1753.

CBRP9E Jean: a native 
of Liege. This most useful Uy-brothor died 
In the English OoUege of that city, 7th 
Mavl771,mt.74,Rel.48. 

CCLXXV. GHAMaERS, Sabine, of 
Lalceetershire: became member of Broadgate 
Hall, Oxford, took the degree of Master 
of Arts in 168S, when, to use theexpres!«ion 
of Anthony Wood, p. 881, toI. LAthaam 
Oxon ** he had the rogue of a good dis- 
putant.'* Soon after being dissatisfied in 
many points relating to the Protestant 
religion he retired abroad, and at Paris 
embraced the Institite of St. Ignatius. 
For seteral years he was employed in teabh- 
ing DIf Inity, at Doll, in the province of 
the Rhine, and at length waa sent to the 



S^ish MirnioB, which he cnltiyatad wiMi 
mat zoal and fruit for the last 95 years of 
bis life. On the 10th of March, 1688, this 
Profiled Father sweetly slept in the Lord 
in the 74th year of his age. He had pttl>- 
lisbed *'The Garden of ths Virgin 
Mary,'* JBfo. St.Ozner. 16(9. ''Other mat- 
ten, as 'tis said, he hath written, but being 
printed beyond sea, says Wood^ we have 
&W copies of them coaie into these parts/* 

GCLXXVI. Cbavbeblain, Jovln, bom 
in Lancashire, 14th of August, 1797. At 
the age of 16 entered the ISnglish College 
at Home; but on the 8rd of November, 
1769 enrolled himself amongst the children 
of St Ignatius : twelve years later was pro- 
i^ssed in the Order : died suddenly at York 
I7th January, 1796. 

CCLXXYII* Chamberlain, James, 
bora 90th Sej^ember, 1739: admitted at 
the age of 90. Devoting hin^self to the 
painful Mission of Demarara, he died there 
1st. March, 1779. 

CCL&XVIIL Champion, JoHN.-r-AU 
that 1 can glean of this Father is, that ho 
was born 7th January, 1696. and that he 
died 9Ut July, 1776, mt 61. Soe. 68, 
Prof. 46. 

CtyLXXIX. Chapman, Johw, entered 
the Novitiate in 1699, and often passed by 
the name of St. Leger : was admitted to 
the Profession of the IV>ur Vows 99ad of 
June, 1710. I find him employed in tlie 
Berkshiie and Yorkshire Mission, and have 
ascertained that he died in the dty of 
York, 99Dd of December, 1799, aS. mt 60. 

GCLXXX. Cbetwin, Raipm.— Of 
this venerable Father 1 Collect, that when 
«* laboribus diutnrais in Missione S. Themm 
Gantuariensis notus*^hawas apprehended 
in the beginning of the revolution, and 
oemuiitled to Horsham Jail, and after 18 
months imprisonment was removed by 
Habeas Corpus, to London, and dis- 
charged. In 1701 this aealeus Father was 
perfoi-nuDg the duty of a Missionary in 
London. Retiring to Watten this ^thful 
minister of Christ was called to receive 
the Crown of glory that fadeth not away, 
on 8th October, 1719* 

GCLXXXI. Choblet, Thomas, of 
Lancashire. Yonng in age, but ripe for im- 
mortality, this Father was called from the 
scene of his meritorious lalxmrs on 98th of 
October, 1718. set. Sa Soc. IS. 

♦CCLXXXIL Christopheb, Wil- 
liam. This Temporal Coadjutor joined 
the order on 18th of May, 1667. When the 
revolution burst forth he was apprehended 
with F. Edmund Thorold, and detained a 
dose prisoner for nine months. He died ia 
Wales, I6th December, 1706, mt. 46. 

CGLXXXIII. Church, Edwahd.-^ 
This venerable Father and worthy son of 
St. Ignatius, was bom at St. Columbs» 
in Cornwall, on 16th November, 1798^ ana 
at tbe ageof 18 gave himself up to rdigion. 
On 9nd of Febnmry, 1760, he was enrolled 
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amongst tKe Pressed Fatliert. After 
iervinff the mitsion for at kait Iwlf a een* 
tury, Siis Patriarch of his brethren calmly 
ezi&red at Rizton, near WarringtoD, on Mil 
Janaary, ISSN), and was buried In a TMit 
ontskle the Chapel of Bedford, near Leigh. 

*CCLXXXIV.Cburcbili., William. — 
Tills scholastie died at the eariy age of 98, 
at Watten, fiftth of March, 1084, Rel.& 

CCLXXXV. Clarb, John, of Parfaam, 
in Suffolk, His real name was fTomrr, 
On 16th Jaly, 1600, King Charles II. re- 
warded this loyal subject by creating him 
a Baronet. On the preceding vear (7th 
of June) the worthy gentleman had married 
the aecompiished Bliss Trevor Hanmer, 
whose family had been raised to the rank 
of Baronet as early as 8th of July, 16S0« 
The fruit of this union was two daughters, 
GsthaHne, bom 90th of March 1000, and 
Susan, born 15th of July, 166S, who both, 
at a suitable age, consecrated themselTCs to 
Aim. God in the holy and happy state of 
Religion. By the mercy of nmiTen, this 
▼irtuous young couple had the blessing of 
being called to the tme Catholle Faith. 
Lady Warner, with her sister in law EUh- 
abetn Warner, were first reconciled to the 
chnreh 9Srd June, 1064: and the baronet 
followed their pious example about a fort- 
night later, Tiz.6th of July. It is a re- 
markable faet, that the principal instmment 
in these conversions was F. John Travers, 
alias 8avage, who after liring 9B years in 
the Society, and attaining the dearee of a 
Professed Father, miserably fell like Jvcfaf 
from indulging the Passion of Avarice.* 
This should make each one adore the im- 
penetrable secrets of God*s mercy and jus- 
tice, and treasure upthe Direction of J. C. 
in 3 Revel. 1 1 v. " BBhold I come quickly : 
hold fast what thou hast, that no man ttke 
thy crown " 

But to return to Sir John and Lady 
Warner : their unreserved correspondence, 
with divine grace^ procured for them the 
inestimable favor of vocation to Uie per- 
fection of a religious life : and they heroi- 
cally eonsented for this purpose to separate 
and renounce each other in time, in tne as- 
sured hope of being re-united in Heaven,

•hlr«. 1ft ISIS. At fcb« ace of M WW admitttti iato 
the Order. Thirteen yean later I dad him teaoUiif 
Philosophy at Liege. Sent to the MJwioD be 
conducted himself for some time to the satltftictioQ 
of his tupertors. but af^er belnff Reetorof his B.B. 
in the College of the Apostles for two years and a 
halt, he admitted the Oevil into his heart, and fk^au- 
dulently obtained (bv abusing the name of his Pto-

nerer to part again. The baronet resigned 
his estate to his brother FVaaels fas October* 

1664, and reached Wattca 9Uth of March 

1665, and fonr days Utcr ealsnd hisMelf 
as a Novice, by the name of Jokm €:iar§. 
In eooseqaeaoe of the death of his brother 
FkaneiSy who was drowned off NieupaH 
td AprU, 1667, (where he had intended to 
embrace the life of a Carthoiiaa,) John 
was obliged to delsy his simple vows uo- 
til 1st of November, 1667. His sterliag 
merit and virtue entitled him to the coa* 
sideratlon of his Brethren. lie was ap- 
pointed rector of their house at Watten oa 
fidth of November, 166A, and as I And by 
a journsl kept there '* on Sunday Peee m bet 
4tii, 1669, this Reverend Fsther rector 
was declared Provincial by R. F. Keynes." 
This dignity he held nearly (bar years; 
when retiring to Watten he died the death 
of the mst, on 91st Msrch, 1706. 

CGLXXXVI. Clarb, John, acoordhig 
to Wood and his Copyists, Harris and 
Dodd^ was an Irishman ; but the sssertion 
is obviously incorrect. Had they but 
tnmed to tlie conclusion of his admirable 
work of " 7!lke ConverUd Jew" where he 
so forcibly addresses the members of the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, they 
would have found, thst he expressly stHes 
himself an ^ BnsflUk Prgeti" Probably 
the mistake arose from confounding him 
with F. Edward Clare, his contemporary, 
and the superior of the Jesuits at Water- 
Ibrd.— JoAn, I imagine, was a native of 
iMfudon. It was certainly f Aere, that P. 
Gerard became aeqnalnfeed with him in bis 
▼oiith, and after duly satisfying himself of 
Us disposition, and capacity, sent Un 
abroad for education. When that aealoos 
and charitable Father wrote his Latin 
Aato-Blography. abont the year 1606 or 
1609, he stotes it as his opinion, that this 
yonng Jesuit, and his other pcotegA P. 
Thomas Sylvester, were then stationed at 
St. Alban*8 College, in VaUadoHd. 

On 4th July, 1618, the signature of F. 
John Clare oecurs in coi\]unctioa with Fa- 
thers Knott and Coffln's, to a very sensi- 
ble memorial addressed In Rome to F. 
Thos. Owen, then in a decliniog state of 
health, recommending him to name F. 
Richard Blount as his coadjutor and sac- 
cessor Hi that ofllce. 

Returning to his native Country, 
F. Clare appears to have laboured In 
the Mission with zeal and discre- 
tion nntil his death. The date of 
his demise I have souafat for In vain ; but 
it is not unlikely that it took place about 
the commencement of the Civil oommotioas* 
How this eminent Writer should have 
escaped the notice of the sagacious F. 
Nathsniel Southwell, is truly unaccount- 
able : His work above mentioned must 
make him ever to be considered as one of the 
brightest Luminaries of the English Pro- 
vince, as a man of prodigious rmuiing and 



information, and opt less candid than leam- 
•d. As the work is rare, we may state 
that it is a 4lo toI. printed in 1630 with 
the name of the author '*if. Johm Clare^ 
a CfUkolicke Priest of the Society of 
Jesus.** and dedicated to the two Univer- 
sities of Oxford and Cambiidge. The 
work is diYided into three Dialogues. The 
speakers in the first are Michseas, a Jewish 
Icabbi, CTardinal Belhirmine, and Dr. 
Whitaker. lu object is to prove that the 
Roman Catholic Cburdi has snffer»l no in* 
trinsfc change in faith and religion, sinoe 
it was first planted by the apostles. This 
dialogue contains 124 pages. 

The second introduces MichsMi, the for- 
iBer converted Jew, Ochinus, who first 
planted Protestancy in England in Edward 
the Sisth reign. Doctor Reynolds of 
Oxford, and Adam Neutserus, chief pas- 
tor of Heidlebnrgb, in the Palatinate : and 
it shews that the Protestant Church had no 
existence before Luther's apostacy. There 
is an appendix containing a full answer to a 
pamphlet entitled '' A treatise of the Visi- 
bility and Succession of the True Church 
in all ages," which had been printed in 
1624. This second dialogue comprises 
156 pp. 

In the third dialogue we find the said 
Michceas, and the Lord Chief Justice of 
England, and the Vice Chancellor of Ox- 
ford, discoursing together : and it is 
proved that Protestants are more charge- 
able in principle and in practice with dis- 
loyalty to their legitimate governors, than 
Catholics are. This is done in Hi 
pages. The address of S pages to the 
Members of the two Universities, con- 
dudes the whole. 

Tiie work may have been printed abroad, 
if not privately at home ; but the printer's 
office possessed no Greek types ; and there 
Goald nave been no reader or corrector of 
the press. A new edition of this valuable 
work, duly revised and corrected, is truly 
a desideratum. 

CCLXXXVn. Clapton, Edmund, 
died at Watten, 7th November, 1687. 

CCLXXXVin. Claree, Fbancis, of 
Wiltshire : at the age of 24 johied the So- 
ciety ; and to the regret of his brethren 
was prematurely carried off by death at St. 
Omer's CoU^, 28th October 16fi7,Bt.88. 
CCLXXXfX.CLARKB, Henry, was ad- 
mitted 7th Sept. 1690: and died at London, 
7th November, 1729, Bt.60. 

CCXC. Clarke, John, was bom in 
Essex : united himself to the Order at the 
age of 28 : was professed in the same 8th 
December. 1641 . On 16th May, 1665. was 
declared Rector of the College at Liege : 
nine years later was appointed Provincial, 
and at the expiration of that office, was 
directed to resume the government of his 
brethren at Liege. He actually died Rec- 
tor of the English College at Rome, 6th 
October 1672, »t. 68. 



CCXCL The second of this nana, 
whose life was a model of the Apostolic 
cijreer of St. John Francis Regis, died at 
Ghent. 1st May, 1723, st. 61, Soc.42. 

CCXCn. Clarke, William, made his 
simple vows at Watten, Sth September, 
leSO, was Professed 9th May, 1705. In 
the Annual Letters of 1710, he is described 
M *'Beetor CoUegii & FraneUci Xaverii, 
egregiu9 H Buperior H MunanariuM.*' 
He died at Heieford, 6th February, 1734, 
aged 65. 

*CCXCni. Clarkson, Edmund, of 
Lancashire, died at St. Omer, 4th Decem- 
ber, 1734. et. 66» Soc. 39. 

CCXCIV. Clarkson, George, bom at 
South-hill, near Chorley, 4th May, 1738 : 
at the age of 20 became a Novice. His 
first mission was at LeighUind, in Somer- 
setshire, where I meet him in 1770-1. He 
thence removed to Stapehill, in Dorset- 
shire ; and finally was fixed at his native 
p4ace, where he established a large mis- 
sion, and erected the present Honse and 
Chapel. VITom out with age and labour, 
he died tranqoilly 5th November, 1813. 

*CCXCV. Clarkson, Jo8BPH.^Thi8 
brother was admitted in 1760, at the age of 
26 : a few years later he eludes mv search. 

CCXCVI. Clayton, John, of Lanca- 
shire. This worthy Father was declared 
Rector of Watten 26th August, 1651 : at 
the expiration of his government of that 
house, nearly eleven years later, was ap» 
pointed Rector of Liege College, where 
be was soon after called to his recompense 
and repose, dying 16th April, 1668, et. 
52, Soc. 34, Prof. 18. 

CCXCVII. Clayton, Georgx ^In a 
catalogue made in 1766, he is stated to 
have been bom 1701, to have been admit- 
ted in 1720, and professed in 1738 ; bnt 
I can glean no further information of him. 

•GCXCVIII. Clement, Ignatius^ of 
Essex. This most pious lay-brother finished 
his earthly course at Watten, 17th Octo* 
her, 1664, set. 60, Rel. 50. 

CCXCIX. Clifford, Thomas, of Lan- 
cashire, joined the Order in 1635 ; admit- 
ted to his Religious Profession, 17th Sep- 
tember, 1641. He was a man of real emi- 
nence, and full of the spirit of his vocation. 
At the termination of his Rectorship at 
I/iege, F. Whitbread, the Provincial, of- 
fered him, by letter of 4th September, 
1678, " the choice of two or three places 
in England which are very considerable, 
or to go to Loretto, whither F. General 
recommends me to send some very able 
good religious men immediately. I am 
sure you have these qualities in an eminent 
degree, and may do a good service there, 
and be an honour to our province. There 
are more than one, and some of our own 
province, who have willingly undertaken 
that devout employment, even after they 
had governed: so that I hope your Re- 
verence will not take the proposal for any 
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disparagement. I am sun it it Intended 
IbrniDDe.** tn the postserfpc thb amiable 
Profindal addi, **to-monrow I begin fo 
now towards England, and I shall be glad 
to hear of your resolution as toon as may 
be." A few days later he had reeeired in 
London, F. Clifford's reply : in aeknow- 
ledgiog it, he says *^ I must eter be edl- 
fyed at you for submitting so willingly.'* 

On quitting the Penitentiary at Leiretto, 
Fft C. was appointed to the same function 
in SU Peter's at Rome, which he tiled from 
15tb May, 1091, to 2d NoTember, 1086. 
He died in the Eternal City six years 
later, aged 78. 

CCC. CLiFFoan, Waltek, ith son of 
the Honorable Thomas Clifford, by his wife 
Barbara, daughter and oo«heir of Janet 
ifth Lord Aston, was bom at Ttxall, iSth 
March, 1778; He commenced his sladlee 
at Sedgley Park, and when tolerably ad* 
Tanced, proceeded to the aeademy at 
Liege. Here his actWe inldligence, his 
liTely humour. Ins high sense of honour, 
and his steady and unaflfeded piety, en- 
deared him to his companions and Supe- 
riors. At the time of the emigration mm 
Liegife, hewtts in the JTuniomte, I. e. a can- 
didate for the Scdesiantlcal State, and 
was amongst the very irst to arrive at Sto- 
nyfanrat, S9th Aagust, 17M. Immediately 
he was appointed to oommenoe teaching a 
course of Humanities, and the spirit, sibi- 
lity and success with which he ezeeoted 
the task, was infaluable, as an exam- 
ple and model. In 1790, he defended 
the whole body of Tlieology, not- 
withstanding the concorreat labour of 
teaching his scholars, with admirable ef- 
fect. At the end of the course of Rheto- 
ric, he was promoted to the chair of Phi- 
losophy. Ordained Priest by Bishop 
Douglass, (oi happy memory) at London, 
in Whitsunweek, 1801, he celebrated his 
first Mass at Tizall, on Corpus Christ! day, 
the 4th June that year. Returning to the 
College, ' he multiplied his serriees, as a 
Professor, Prefect, Preacher, fte. The 
breaking of a blood Teasel was the conse- 
quence of official fatigue and over exertion 
of mind and body. For the benefit of his 
health, a voyage to Palermo was reeom- 
mended ; but to the deep regret of his fe- 
mily, aequaintanoe, and numerous friends, 
he was cutoff in the early career of honour 
and usefulness, dSd July, 1800, and was 
buried in the vault of the sanctuary, in the 
Professed House of the Society at Palermo. 
His portrait was engraved by J. J. Van de 
Berghe. Well might F. Thonasi say of 
him, in his letter of 0th August, 1800, 
who attended him in his last moments, *' SI 
AngOuM mori poMtH^ non alUer mari^ 
reevr, oiiam «ior<ii«t Ml PaUr Clifford.** 

CCOI. Olifton, Fuancis.— We meet 
with two Fathers of this name ; the first 
was bom 9nd of April, 1709, and died at 
Dunkirk, 10th of April, 1767, Soc, 88. 



CCCn. Tlie second was born in LoudfNi 
0th of November, 1748, of Irish Parents. 1 
an informed that the feimfly name was Fan- 
nln^, (of Waterford) : At the age of «} 
he entered the Novitiate. For many years 
was confessor to the English Nuns at Llegv, 
ami after their emigration, at Dean's house 
Mar Salisbury, and at Newhall near 
Chelmsford. This respected Father died 
In London SSrd of May, 1812, and was 
Imried at St. Paocras. 

CCCIII. CurroN Jamei, bom in Lan- 
eashire Sd of April, 1008, at the age of 81 
nnltod himself to the Society : died Mis- 
■lonary at Crosby, 8th of October, 1700. 

CCCI V. Cliftok, Thomas— 1 meet with 
three members of this name, all natives of 
Lancashire, the flr>t ** bora at Ward's 
Hoose/* joined the Society In 10U8, mU 
9S; but whose history 1 cannot follow up. 

CCCV. The second bora 7th of April, 
1700, at the age of IS entered the Noviti- 
ate,- was professed 2nd ot Febraary, 1730. 
After teaching Humanities at St. Omer*s, 
was appointed Penitentiary at St. Peters, 
at Rome ; afterwards Minister of the En- 
glish CoUego in that city, from 1757 to his 
death hi 1704. 

CCCVL The Srd died somewhere in 
Shropshire, 87th of April, 1777. 

C(;CVIL Clifton, Wiluam, for nearly 
30 years served the Mission of Formby, 
where he died 90th of August, 1740, Bt. 71, 
Soc 60. 

CCCVIH. Closbttb, Josbpr, bom in 
Flanders; but educated entirely amongst 
the English Jesuits. Soon after his ordi- 
nations he was ordered to Wardour, to 
supply for the Rev. Charles Forrester ; but 
mehmcholy to relate, he was cut off in the 
early career of usefulness at Ludwell, near 
Wardour, by a fall from his horse, about 
three weeks after his arrival. This unfor- 
tunate event took place on the SSd of Oc- 
tobn*, 1781, in the 80th year of his age : 
and the remains of the deceased were in- 
terred in Tisbury Church. 

CCCIX. Clouoh, Richard, bom S8th 
November, 1798 : at the aae of 10 he de- 
dicated himself to God in the Society, and 
10 years after was promoted to the rank of 
a Profeased Father. For a considerable time 
be was the incumbent at Worcester, where 
he built the late chapel. Dying there 19th 
of January, 1777, his reuudns were deposit- 
ed in St. Oswald's Cemetery. 

■K^CCX. Cobb, Qeouoe, bora in Lon- 
don 87 of February, 1808: arrived at 
Stonyhnrst for his studies in October* 
1819. This amiable and most promising 
scholastic, died of Consumption at the 
Novitiate of Mont Rouge, near Paris, 0th 
of June, 18S7. 

CCCXI. CoFFiK, EnwAan, a native 
of Exeter, Altered an alumnus of the Eng- 
lish College at Rome, in 1M8, and ten 
years later, when in Priest*s orders, and 
actually a Missionary in England, en- 
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roIM U«Mlf flMoogit the chiMrai of fit*

CoLB, RoBBar, bon in Ame« 
rloa, 98rd of December, 1789 ; admitted at 
the age of 90 : and Professed 18 years 
later. After senring the Mission nearly 
half a eentnry, he died 98th of April, 1819.

ral Collegiate Houses, and had been Peai« 
tentlaiy at Loretto, when he was ordered 
tothe English Mission in 1699.

Q. Who was F. Peter Coleman, said to 
hare been killed for the Faith by the In- 
dians in July. 1686. 

(«CCXV. CoLUKowooD, Charles, or 
Thomas, entered the NoTltiate in 1676 ; 
was Professed 94th June, 1605; after 
serYing the mission many years, died6di 
Fabraanr, 1719, set. 60. 

CCCXVI. COLLINOWOOD, ROBEBT* 

was ailmilted at Watlen, with seTcn others, 
after finishing the stady of Humanities at 
8t» Omar's College, in 1677. This re?. 
Fhther chiefly resided in Staffordshire, and 
died at Boscobel, 94th January, 1740, mt. 
S8. Tradition reporU, that he was buried 
in the chapel of Black Ladiee. 

•CCCXVIL CoLUNs, JoHX, (alias 
Tkarnae Igand) became a temporal coad- 
jutor at Lisbon about the year 1608. In a 
letter of F. Persons to F. Cresswell, of 
19th September, 1604, I find he was then 
lifing in Rome. Also In Father Robert 
Bedford's letter of 9th March, 1619, that 
he was still residing there. From p. 990 
of More*a Hist, it a|ipears, that he died la 
Spain, early in the 17th oentary. 

•CCCXVIII. Another brother of thU 
name was certainly liring at Rome at the 
end of the vear 1684. 

CCCXIX. Collins, Riohabd, was Pe« 
nltentiary at RoBie in 1698. In the month 
of April, 1606, he set out ibr the English 
mission, which he senred until liis death 
96th August, 1617, Soe. 89. 

*CCCXX. CoLUNS, Thomas, died at 
Ausburgh. 90th June, 1688. 

CCCXXI. Colunb, WunAMi-Of 
the two of this name, the elder was, after 
stodyiag Humanities at St. Omer, ooiw 
ducted by his master, F. Layton, to Wat- 
ten, September 7th, 1660. From a docu- 
ment of 98d March, 1701. I Uifer that ha 
was then residing in Sullblk. He died 91st 
July, 1704, agad 64. 

CCCXXII. The Junior Father entered 
the Society in 1704; and died in Worees- 
tershlre, I think at Grafton, 6th Septenft-* 
her, 1744, mt. 60. Another account fixes 
his death in 1746, and calls him Jokn C. 

*CCCXXIII.CoLoss,PETBa. ThUwor> 
thy lay-brother died amongst his brethren 
at Liege, 19th September, 1786, mt. 66, 
Rei. 86. 

CCCXXIV. CoLUMB, JoBK.— Fran F. 
More*s History, p. 91, we collect that ha 
was a natif e of Deronshire, that he en- 
tered the Society at Louvain, in the 96th 
year of his age -that he was Confessor t« 
Donay College, and eootinaed discharging 
the office of Preacher, until the year 16861 
wheahedied, haTlngpaisad ten years in 
the order. 

*CCCXXV. CoMBBaroao, Thokas. 
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— Uis death is recorded in the Annual Let- 
ters as bflYinir happened at Liegc« SSrd of 
August, l€fi88. He is described ts ** Jovenis 
fnoocentlssimiis inoribas eC ii tencris Virta- 
tidedftns." 

CCCXXVI. COMPTON, PlIILIP, of 

Cambridgeshire, was admitted at the age 
of 19, and Professed Sd of December, 1619. 
After serfiDg the English Mission 19 
years, was called to the reward of seal and 
piety on 25th of November, 1606, set. Hfi, 

CCrXXVII. CoMPTON, Thomas, (alias 
€farietfm,J of Cambridgeshire, and fieriiapf 
uearly related to the foregoing : at the age 
•f 26 (or according Co Southwellj 2I>) en- 
listed under the standard of St. Ignatius, 
and was admitted to the profession of the 
solemn Vows of the order, 21st of May, 
I6S8. Desenredly admired for hhi clwsic 
taste, and his skill in Philosophicfld and 
Tiieological science, lie was still more con- 
spicuous for his spirit of perfect obedience 
and tender piety. He died at Liege, 2tth 
of March, 1606, «t. 75. He has left the 
following monuments of his industry and 
learning.

CCCXXIX. CoNiERS, GRORne. Three 
tncmbers deeurof this name ; the first was 
a native of Yorkshire, joined the order at 
the age of 29 — was admitted to the Pro- 
fession of the Four Vows on the 1 2th of 
May, 1622, and for 18 years continued to 
serve the English Mission, Ob. in Oc* 
tober, 1682, eet. 77. 

*CCGXXX. The second of the same 
family as the preceding Father, died 2Srd 
of December. 1657, et. 23, Soo. 3. 

CCCXXXI. The third was a Mis- 
sionary in or near London, in 1701, and 
1704<, and died in that capacity, 28th of 
February, 1711. 

CCCXXXH. CoNiERS, Leonard, died 
in England, where he had long proved 
himself a faithful Minister, on 15th of July, 
1745. ffit.74- Soc. 55. 

CCCXXXIIL CoNiBRS, TnouAS. Three 
Fathers of this name appear in the annals. 
The first was possosi^ed of all the spirit 



and zeal of an Apo!»tlc. Accunliiiic (<> F. 
More, p. tfl, hi* Imtl previoiisly sludied at 
]>ouay, that iieininary of learning, pivty 
and Martyrdom, before he aggregated him- 
self to the Society at Tournay, in I.1HV. 
His principal residence was at I)iiiajit, and 
for an account of hi» indefatigmbUr iaburs, 
we must refer onr ntidrrs to More and 
Tanner. After instructing oIIiits unto 
Justice, he was called away to ri*ccifc his 
splendid and never fading dtatlt'ni. u» *Jtih 
January, KiSi), aged 77, at lla»tognv, a 
town in the centre of the Aidomics. In 
a letter of F J. Uerard, to F. T. Owen, 
dated 4th of November, 1614, 1 find lucn- 
tion of this Apostolical Kutlicr. and of tlH* 
lively and active interest litt took in the re- 
moval of his English brcihri'ii from Lou- 
vain to Liege, lie olTurcil tu scml tlirm 
by water a cargo of timber, ** ihc only dear 
material for nuilding at Lii*gc." 

C(H3XXX1V. The second finished hi^ 
earthly career at St. i>mer, aged ^^r, Sue. 
36, Prof. IH. 

CCCXXXV— The third was born in 
London, 31st December, 17li>: htudiitl at 
St. Omer ; made his siniplo towh at Wat- 
ten, in 1736; died in Lanra^hirv, 2.»lh 
April, 1780, and was burieilat WtndleMliaw. 

CCCXXWI. CoNNKi.i., MiriiAix, ad- 
mitted 7th Sept. 1707, ngud l!K Ten year« 
later 1 meet with him as Frt>euraif>r of 
Ghent. He died in the conrsu of lUu }car 
1726. 

CCCXXXVII. CoNSTAULK, alia* 
Place, Ignatus, admitted Wh August, 
170i), at the advanced a,s;e of 4^3 : died in 
England 21st August, 172/. 

CCCXXWlll. Co.NSTAni.R, Juun. 
passed at St.Omer's College by the name of 
Laccy, which perhaps was tlie family name 
of his mother. On 7th Sopt* UMk'i, lii'» 
Master of Hhetorick, llev. Jus. Plow«k.Mi, 
escorted him to the Novitiate at Watlen : 
the date of his ProfcssicMi of the Four 
Vows is 2d February, 1714. Unquestion- 
ably F. Constable is entitled tu rank 
amongst the ablest and beait informed nieii 
in the English province. Under tliu big- 
nature of ClcropliiiuH AUihis^ he pub- 
lislied *' lUmark* upon F. Lr Conraiftv*s 
Book in Diifenee of the Enr/lit'i Ordina- 
tion*,^* an octavo vol. of 38 1 pages, with- 
out date of place or ye;.r. It is u work of 
considerable research. He was also the 
author of an octavo vol. *' The Doctrine 
of Antiquity concerning the most blenscd 
Eucharist plainly shewed.'* This is an 
answer to the Rev. John Johnson's book, 
called " The Unbloody Sacrijice/'' and 
was printed in London, 1730, pp. 153.

One ounoe of 
diaritj is always better than any amount of 
atirical wit : our duty is to soften and allay, 
not to irritate and proToke, prejudice. F. 
Constable died at Swynnerton, in Stafford- 
shire, where he had resided as chaplain 
for a long period. The event took place 
on 7th April, 1743, A>7r S£i7c. In the pa- 
rish register of burials is the following 
entry :— " 1743. March 28, buried Mr. 
John Constable, from Air. Fitzherbert's.** 
No stone records his memory. 

CCCXXXIX. Constable, Joseph. — I 
cannot discover the date of his admission, 
iMil I meet him at Paris in 1701, and in the 
English mission in 1704 and 1728. From 
82d September, 1737, to 22d October, 
17S9, he filled the office of Rector of St. 
Omer's College. Retiring to Watten, he 
died there 28th January, 1750. 

CCCXItf. Constable, Michael, was 
Itector of St. Omer*s from 8th April, 1688, 
until the celebrated Father Petre succeeded 
him five years later. From that time be be- 
came attached to the Court of his unfortu- 
nate Sovereign, James II. at St. Ger- 
maine, and was appointed Preceptor of 
Mathematics to his Mi^sty*s son* He 
died at St. Germaine, 21st July, 1707^ 
«t. 60, Soc. 39. 

CCCXLI. Constable, Robert. — In 
the Fasti of the Province are two Fathers 
of this name. The senior, at the age of 
8S, and on 9th May, 1711, was admitted ; 
but died at Watten, as I find in a frag- 
ment of a diary once kept there, on the 4th 
February, 1739. 

CCCXLII. The junior was born at 
Thirsk. After studying for five years in 
the English College at Rome, he embraced 
the Institute of the Society in 1729, and 
eighteen years later took his station amongst 
the Professed Fathers. From the exami- 
nation of his register at Wardour, he must 
have served that important mission from 
1744 to 1759, when he was summoned to 
the government at Watten. When the 
first division of 24 Scholars evacuated St. 
Omer's College, 9th Aug. 1762, they reached 
Watten that evening, and their conductor, 
the Rev. Joseph Reeve, in his M S. narrative 
of that event, says, ** The Rector, F. Robt. 



Ccwstable, received us with all the feeling 
mad tender kindness of a Father ; for he 
was a good religious man, and the Spirit of 
God was in him." At the expiration of 
his Rectorship shortly after^ he accepted 
the situation of chaplain to I^idy Haggers- 
toB, and died at her house in York, 3d 
February. 1770. 

CCCXLI U. CoN'WAV, John, born in 
Flanders : died at Ghent, 9th November, 
1689. ct.64,Rel. 38. 

CCCXLIV. Conway, William, admit- 
ted in 1702: was living at Ghent 26 years 
later, '* nine officio :" died at St. Omer, 
13th September, 1741, st.59. 

CCCXLV. Cook, John, or James, ad- 
mitted 20th June, 1676 : was living in the 
College of St. Thomas of Canterbury, 
when the Revolution burst forth. The 
brutal treatment that he received during 
this ebullition of popular pbrenzy, as de- 
tailed in the Annual Letters, must dibgust 
every friend not only of Christianity, but 
of common humanity. He died in Lin- 
colnshire, 19th August, 1708, st. do. 

CCCXLVI. Cope, or Coupe, Joseph, 
bom at Houghton, near Blackburn, 13th 
March, 1792 : after studying Humanities 
at Stonyhurst, joined the Society in 1807 : 
was ordained Priest at Ihirham, 16th De- 
cember, 1817, and appointed to the Gill- 
moss mission, in Lancashire, 14th January 
1818, where he opened St. Swithin''s Cha- 
pel, 15th July, 1824. Attacked with a 
liver complaint, which ended in dropsy, 
this indefatigable and mcrtified minister 
of Christ died deeply lamented, on 20th 
December, 1834. 

CCCXLVIL Copley, William, was 
initiated in the Order in 16S6. Tweitty- 
five years later he is described as culti- 
vating the London mission, *' magno aim 
Jructu." In the sequel be was attached 
to the Ferrers' family, in Warwickshire, 
where it seems he ended his days 29th 
November, 1727, aged 59. 

CCCXLVIII. CoRHB, Jean Claude. 
born 24th January, 1734 : at the age of 22 
aggregated himself to tbe Society, and had 
the painful trial of witnessing the sup* 
pression of his brethren in France, in 
1762. In the early part of the subsequent 
Revolution in that ill-fated country, he 
emigrated to this land of safety and free- 
dom: for some time was chaplain at 
Coui-tfield, and then at Rotherwas, where 
his personal character was as engaging as 
his labours were estimable. Dying there, 
his much and deservedly respected patron 
caused his remains to be deposited in the 
ancient chapel, contiguous to the family 
mansion. The grave-stone is thus in- 
scribed, (inaccurately as to the age) :—

CCCXLIX, Corbie, Ambrose, born near 
Dorbam, on Thuisday, 7th December, 
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-1604>, O. S. fts I Hod in a memoruidum. 
f n the Diary of the minister of the fio- 
'glish College at Rome, he is recorded to 
have defeaded Logic 20th August, 1623 
*^ con honore»* Foor years later he em- 
braced *Mhe pious Institute'* of the So- 
eiety, at Watten : was ordained Priest at 
St. Omer, 29th September, 1633. and 
raised to the rank of a Professed Father 
5th August, 1641 ; was Confessarius to 
the English College at Rome, 11th April, 
1649. From the classic pen of this young 
Jesuit, we have " Certamen TripUx,'* 
or the Life and Martifrdom of his Bre- 
thren Ralph Corbie, of F. T, HoUand, 
and of F, Hen, Morse, all of S. J., 12ino. 
Antwerp, 164d, pp. 144, with portraits. 
This Latin book is in great requisition 
among collectors. 

*CCCL. Corbie, Gerard, a natira of 
the bishopric of Durham, and parent of 
FF. Ambrose, Ralph, and Robert Corbie, 
S. J., and of two Benedictine Nuns, Mary 
and Catharine. His wife also embraced the 
koly state of religion when he became a 
Novice, 24th August, 1627. Five years 
later he lost his eye-sight. This venera- 
ble man had been a sufferer for Catholic 
Faith, and joyfully prepared for the happy 
summons to meet his God and Rewarder, 
whidi he received at Watten, 17th Sep- 
tember, 1637, (N. S.) St. 80. 

CCCLI. OoRBiB, Henrt, born 14th 
April, 1700: joined the Order in 1722, 
and was admitted to his Profession 2d Fe- 
bruary, 1740 : was Rector at Watten from 
21st June, 1745, to 1756, and Provincial 
of his Brethren from 17th July, 1756, to 
18th October, 1762. At the expiration of 
this office was appointed to the govern- 
ment of his Brethren at Ghent, where he 
died most piously 14th June, 1765. 

♦CCCLII. Corbie, John. — This good 
lay-brother died at St. Omer, 15th May, 
1751,»t. 60, Rel. 37. 

CCCLIII. Corbie, Rauph.— This 
blessed martyr was actually born in Ire- 
land, whither his father was suddenly com- 
pelled to fly to escape prosecution at home. 
Ralph in 1626, united himself to the So- 
ciety : five years later began his mission- 
ary career at Durham and its neighbour- 
hood, and laboured with all the spirit and 
Eeal of the Apostles, until he fell into the 
snares of his enemies at Horpserley, 8th 
July, 1644. Put on board a Sunderland 
vessel for London, he was thrown into 
Newgate, 22d July, whence he was dragged 
to Tyburn, 7th September following, O. S., 
to receive that abundant reward in Heaven, 
which Christ has insured to those who 
suffer persecution for the sake of righ- 
teousness. 

CCCLIV. Corbib, Robert, brother to 
FF. Ambrose and Ralph before-mentioned, 
died in the English mission on Good Fri- 
day, 17th April, 1687. He was considered 
as a respectable linguist, and heard confes- 



sions in Ditteh, Italian, Spanish, Freodi 
and other languages. 

*CCCLV, CoRNEiL, Arnold, died at 
Lisle 27th June, 1735, St. 41, Rel.21. 

•CCCLVI. CoRBisiEB, Francii.— This 
useful lay-brother departed this UfiiatSt. 
Omer, 31st May, 1761, tst. 47, Rvl. 18. 

CCCLVil. CoRNELirs, Edward, di«d 
at Watten, 6th November, 1637, Soc. 12. 
The Annual Letters pronounce him to be 
** vir plane sanetus,** 

CCCLVin. Cornelius, John, was bom 
at Bodmin, and became a proleg*> of Sir 
John Arundell, of Lanhcme, cotnmonly 
called ihe Great Arundeil (as More informs 
us, p. 165), who kindly defrayed the ex- 
pences of his education at Oxford. Tho 
youth, to keep his conscience, left Oiford 
for the seminary at Rheims, with the ap- 
probation of his worthy Patron, and was 
nivourably received by the incomparable 
Dr. Allen. With five others, viz. James 
Lomax, Christopher Southworth, John 
Tippet, Simoa Swinbum, and Robert 
Chamock, he was sent by Dr. Gregory 
Martin, and the other Superiors of the 
House, to the English College at Rome, on 
9th February, 1580, who testify to F. 
Agazzari '* omnes noslro judicio idoneot, 
eladvestram expectalionennelale, ingemie, 
moribus ac eruditions convenienter 
(quantum in nobis erat) electos atquc 
approbatos," After finishing Theology 
and receiving Priesihood, F. Cornelius re- 
turned to England in September, 1583. 
His generous patron* on his death-bed ear- 
nestly recommended to his wife (Anne, 
daughter of Edward, Earl of Derby, and 
relict of Charles the seventli Lord Stour- 
ton) the care of his rev. friend. From the 
pen of her daughter Dorothy Arundell, who 
afterwards became a Nun at Brussels, and 
employed him for ten years as her spiritual 
director, we learn most of the following 
pai*ticulars : 

For some time he resided in London with 
the Arundell family. His fame for dispos- 
sessing obsesHcd persons becoming noto- 
rious, the Privy Council decided ou appre- 
hending him : a posse of thirty constables 
had actually invested tho house of a Co- 
tholic gentleman at Mile End, whore F. 
Cornelius happened to be : he was engaged 
in writing when apprised of their arrival : 
with perfeet calmness he left liis chamber, 
and passed through tho midst of them un- 
heeded, unsuspected, and unmolested. 

Lady Arundell and her establishment 
quitting town for Chidiock Castle, F. Cor- 
nelius accompanied them. The fruits of 
his zeal soon appeared in the reconciliation 

• This conscientious Knight was summoned up fo 
London early in 1581, and committed to close ens- 
tody for a time by Queen Elizabeth. He died at 
Isleworth, as we learn from the parish register, 
17th January, 1591, but was buried at St. Columbs. 
His servant Glynn, actually died a prisoner for 
religiOQ. 
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9i mbove thirty families. But we cao be 
surprised at notbiog, wlien we call to mind 
liis seraphic charity, his uniDterrnpted 
union with Almighty God, and his Tery 
BKNtifled life* And **he was so famous 
for his preaching,** says F. Gerard, ^'that 
all CatlK^ics followed him, as childreQ do 
their nurse, when they long for milk." 

This great and good man had for several 
years cherished a vehement desire of being 
incorporated with the Society of Jesus, 
and had applied to the General Aquaviva 
for admission. In a letter written to that 
Chief Superior about the year 1603, by 
P. Hen. Garnet, I read '* Joannes Cor- 
nelius vir noted pielatis hoc de sfi asserU 
paratum se qvidem esse in Flandriam 
ire^ sijnbeamus — vir vere humUis,pius et 
sanHus esty et detnouibus, terribilU, 
guipjw qui eoe nvper in Exoreismis mire 
txagitaverit ; et ifjus apud nostrates 
existimalioniSy dignus vt sit qui nostris 
humeris Jeratur. Volum Soeietatia in- 
grediendw enUsU. Vestram Domin4ir 
iionem ed de re eonsuMt una cum D, 
LoOf* priBstanii jamdndum Martyre, 
JUe ^usmodi est, ut Hullum timeri peri- 
ealum pos^it si tyrodniatm differatur et 
hie admittatur ; et praterea fere sem- 
per virit cum uno e nostris,V* But his 
crown was preparing. 

From pure benevolence Lady Arundell 
was induced to employ a miserable paujper 
in menial offices about the Castle. After 
some time the man, forgetful of his situa- 
tion, grew enamoured, in his folly, of her 
Ladyship's maid, a most respectable per- 
son, and annoyed her with his attentions 
and proposals. Complaint was made to 
the chaplain, who seriously remonstrated 
with him on the impropriety of his con- 
duct. In the spirit of revenge the mis- 
creant determined to betray the Priest, 
and for this purpose concerted measures 
with the high Sheriff of Dorset, Geo. 
Morton, Esq., and two Justices of the 
Peace, George Trenchard, and Ralph 
Horsey, Esqrs. Easter Sunday, 3 1st 
March, 1694, was fixed upon for the at- 
tempt, and for five miles round the castle 
the paths and roads were guarded with 
police. Suspicious of danger F. Cornelius 
said Mass for the family as early as one 
o'clock that morning, and notwithstanding 
their intreaties to the contrary, he then hur- 
ried away and lay prostrate on the ground,

possessed person, that Lis fellow was cast ont by 
Ccmelias' charity." 



within a thick copse at some distance ; tfie 
searchers came, but after two days of 
fruitless labour and expectation, retired 
4is8atisfied and proruketl with their in- 
former. Unwilling to expose the family to 
a repetition of such vexatious visits, and 
to endanger their property, liberty, and 
Hycs, this considerate chaplain proposed to 
leave Chidiock, at least for some time, but 
Lady Arundell would not consent, and ac- 
cordingly he resumed his usual ministry. 
His i-eturn was duly notified to the magis- 
trate by the domestic enemy. On 14th 
April, the second Sunday after Kaster, 
Cornelius said Mass at 5 o^clock, and 
whilst making his thanksgiving, Mr. 
Trenchard aud his satellites, having rapidly 
sealed the outer walls, and burst open the 
castle doors, entered with drawn swords and 
loud clamours, and dispersed themselves over 
the house in every direction. Cornelius 
had time to take refuge in his hiding hole. 
For five or six hours the search was con- 
ducted with eager diligence ; but nothing 
was found except books and ornaments for 
the altar. The magistrate was then pre- 
paring to retire, when he was solicited to 
continue for some time longer : the faith- 
less servant heading the party to the 
chamber where the hiding hole was. 
F. Gerard states, that the breathing 
or coughing of the Priest was the 
means indeed by which he was found out 
and apprehended ; but unquestionably at- 
tention to the spot had been directed by the 
traitor. On forcing the secret entrance, 
the Father appeared absorpt in meditation. 
Their brutal shouts brought in Miss Doro- 
thy : he appeared paler than usual, but re- 
fulgent with light, and the was so over- 
come with the scene as to be incapable of ut- 
terance, lam glad, said the magistrate, that 
we have caught you at last. " I am doubly 
contented," said Cornelius. Leading him 
into the hall, he was subjected to an exa- 
mination as to his profession : he begged 
them previously to understand, that he 
owed it to justice and charity to maintain 
an impenetrable silence as to points that 
might be detrimental to other persons ; but 
as to his profession and his religion, he was 
prepared to defend it with zeal and mo- 
desty. The members of the family were 
then introduced one by one, and questioned 
as to their knowledge of the prisoner. 
They affected ignorance of his person, 
with the exception of Mr. Thomas Bos- 
grave, her ladyship*s kinsman (and proba- 
bly connected with F. James Bosgrave), 
who manifested the most profound respect 
and veneration for this confessor of the 
faith. Miss Dorothy at last appeared, 
and with a sorrowful countenance took all 
the blame (if any) upon herself, of har- 
bouring the gentleman : she had invited 
and concealeil him ; but under the eonvic- 
tion that instead of violating the law, she 
was performing an act of Humanity. His 
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iilot1i«r, a poor Irish vomtii, aged, 
decrepid, and bed-ridden, IWed in the 
house, and had hoped for the consolation 
of beholding^ her son once more. Woald 
a Ibrbarian refuse this tribute of natural 
piety and affection ? 

Cooimitments were made out for foar, 
the Priest, Mr. Bosgrave, and two senrant 
men, Patriclc Salmon, and John (alias 
Terence) Cary. After bidding an af- 
fectionate adieu to his af&icted motlier, 
and animating her to confidence in a Fa- 
tlierly Providence, the good Priest mounted 
a horse, and rode by the side of the ma- 
gistrate, nice a companion and friend. At 
the yenerable castle-gate about fire hun- 
dred persons had collected. Ck>melius sa- 
luted them courteously, and they returned 
the compliment with every maric of sym- 
pathy and respect. Trtnehard was of a 
humane disposition : he allowed his pri- 
soner during the fortnight he remained at 
his house, every aceommodation compa- 
tible with safe custody. Many flocked to 
converse with him : amongst others, 
Charekty the vanquislied opponent ot F. 
Persons, and Sir Walter Raleigh. The 
latter spent a whole night in discussing 
controversial topics, and departed with ad- 
miration of his talents, and with compli- 
aMntary proffers of service. 

On 80th April, orders arrived from the 
Privy Council to send up the prisoner to 
Ziondon. Here he was lodged in the Mar- 
shalsea, and most inhumanly tortured; 
but his constancy was immovable. His 
prison he regarded as a Paradise; for it 
furnished the long desired opportunity of 
entering into the Society of Jesus. He 
pronounced his vows before a Religious, 
commissioned by F. Hen. Garnet to re- 
ceive them in the presence of two wit- 
nesses. He tells Dorothy in a letter, that 
his heart is now swimming with joy, for 
this favour of Almighty God : and when 
he was ** going to die for a moment, that he 
might live for ever,'* to use his own 
expression, he publicly professed himself to 
be a Jesuit. 

Remanded to Dordiester, he approached 
the gibbet with all the joyful welcome 
of a St. Andrew. With his three 
eompanions, he suffered there on 4th July, 
1694. In a memorandum of Richard 
Verstegan, the antiquary, I read, ** they 
could not get a cauldron for any money to 
boyle his quai'ters, nor no man to quarter 
him : so that he hanged until he was dead ; 
and was buried, being cut in quarters 
first." It is certain, however, that the 
quarters were exposed for a time, and that 
the head was nailed to a gallows ; and 
moreover, that by the management of 
the above-mentioned Lady Arundell, the 
quarters were by stealth conveyed away, 
^*furtim subUUa et honorifieentius coUq' 
ta/* The head also came into the pos- 



session of Catholics. *' C'apaC tiium tenU 
in Catkoiieoirum poleMatem,** 

The reader will be as much edMbd with 
his Biographv in FF. More and TMmer^ 
History, and in Dr. Challoner*s falthfW 
Memoirs, as he will be dtoappolnted with 
the meagre and defective narrative In p. 
7S-4, of vol. ii. of Dodd*s Church History. 

CCCLIX. CoaNELiusoif, Jambs. Occa- 
sionally I meet with this Father in the 
middle of the 17th century. 

Q. Was he not dismissed at Wat ten, 
in 1674 ? 

CCCLX. Corn FORTH, Thomas, of 
Durham : admitted by F. Hen. Gamett in 
the jrear 1000, and was professed in the 
Order llth April, 1613. On the MMsnm- 
mer-day preceding his profiMsion, whilst 
saying Mass before Lady Vaox and ac- 
tually adminbtering the Holy Comraunioa, 
this saintly Father was soiprised by the 
pursuivants. At another time he was 
caught at the altar by an informer, bat 
the latter became so overawed with the 
Father's sanctifled appearance, that he 
begged his pardon, and desired his ae- 
ceptance of a valnable rosary, and a piece 
of gold ! This venerable Priest died at 
Liege, 14th May, 1640, or rather 1600, 
'* ociogenario major** 

CCCLX I. CoTTAM, Thomas, of Lan- 
cashire, converted by Mr. Thonus Pond, 
of whom more hereafter, to the Catholic 
Faith. In the seminary of Douay, he 
learnt the trae Eedesisstical spirit ; but 
panting after the perfection of the Evan- 
gelical oounsels, he entered the Society at 
Rome, Sth April, 1579. The fact of his 
admission into the Order is stated In a 
letter of Dr. Allen, dated 19th May that 
year. In consequence of bad health, by 
the advice of his physicians, he proceeded 
to England ; but was ordained Priest at 
Rheims in his way. He had hardly landed 
when a prison was his abode, from which 
he went forth to Tyburn 80th May. 1569, 
tft. 88, much pitied by the multitude. See 
the 4th book of More*s History, his Life 
in Tanner, and in Challoner*s truth-telling 
narrative. 

CCCLXII. Cottam, William.— This 
good Brother was born Sth March, 1713 : 
died at Watten Sth Feb. 1 767, et. 54, Soc. 7. 

CCCLXIII. CoTTOK, Georgb, of Lon- 
don, admitted in 1653; professed eighteen 
years later; died in England 3d May, 
1607, 0t. 61. 

Was he not of the same respectable fa- 
mily as Mr. John Cotton, of Northamp- 
tonshire, who was apprehended with F. 
Edmund Campian, and thrown into the 
Tower ; but liberated at the end of a 
twelvemonth : and for several years was a 
prisoner at Winchester? Under King 
James I. he was again committed to the 
I'ower for a term of five years. This most 
pious layman died in 1636, nt. 75. 
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COCXLIV. Cotton, John, born 29lh 
July, 1724 : at the age of 17 commeneed 
his Noriceship ; was professed in the Or- 
der 18 years later ; died at Courtfield, 24th 
July, \7m. 

CCCLXV. Cotton, Richabd, at the 
end of Humanities, was admitted in 1681 : 
professed 2d February, 1700. Twenty 
ye^vs later I find him teaching Mathema- 
tics at Liege, and shortly after Moral 
Divinity. He was then sent to the mis- 
sion, where he often passed by the name of 
Philipps. I think he died at Norwich, 
4th May, 1740,8et. 75. 

CCCLXVI. CoucHE, John, born at 
Tolfrey, near Fowey, 14th April, 1744; 
joined the Novitiate in 1762 ; for some 
time after this was incumbent at Canford 
and LuUworth ; bat spent the last 22 years 
of his missionary life at Southend. His 
death happened at Greenwich, 29th De- 
cember, 1813. 

♦CCCLXVII. CoucHE, William.— 
This devout scholastic and mirror of the 
religious spirit, was born at Tolfrey, 6th 
February, 1782, and died at Liege, of the 
small pox and the breaking of a blood- 
vessel, 23d Feb 1758, Soc. 4. His life by 
F. Ralph Hoskins, intitled *' De VUa Vir- 
tutibusque Gulielmi Couche,** is an edify- 
ing and well-written performance. 

CCCLXVUL CouRTENAY, Edward, of 
Snssex. — After studying a course of Phi- 
losophy at Rome, he united himself there 
to the Society on 28th August, 1621, and 
was admitted to the Profession of the Four 
Vows. 30th August, 1634. As a classical 
scholar, as a professor of the higher stu- 
dies, he could have few superiors. That in 
an eminent degnree he possessed the art of 
governing, the Colleges of Liege, St. 
Omer, Rome, and the Provinces at large 
abundantly testified : and as a missionary 
he was " all to all," a model of zeal and 
charity. 1 he weight of years and infirmi- 
ties admonishing him to court retirement, 
he went to St. Omer*s, where he died in thft 
arras of his Brethren, on 3d October, 1677, 
at. 79. From his able pen we have

CCCLXIX. CouRTENAY, Hekry, was 
an alumnus of the English College at 
Rome, before his death, 4th Jan. 1693, 
he was admitted into the Society. 

CCCLXX. CouBTENAY, Thomas, was 
appointed Vice Rector of the English Col- 
lege at Rome, 24th February, 1639, when 



F. Thos. Fitzherbert itas too infirm to at- 
tend to business : succeeded him as Rec- 
tor 17th August, 164^, and pronounced 
the ealoginm on his venerable predecessor.* 
Four years later was made Penitentiary 
of St. Peter's, viz, 16lh July, 1644, after 
which I lose sight of him. 

CCCLXXI. Cox, Robert, born in 
Warwickshire, A. D. 1679: at the age of 
42, and after serving the mission ten years, 
enrolled himself among the children of 
Loyola. I cannot recover the date of his 
death. 

CCCLXXII. CoxoN, Thomas, admited 
in 1676, professed 2d February, 1694. 
This venerable missionary attained the age 
of 86, and died at St. Omer 7th May, 1736. 

F. Coxon was the editor of one of the 
best printed books in the English language, 
** Ribadeneira's Lives of the Srjini*,'* 
Fol. London, 1730. The translator was 
the Hon. William Petre, ^hose version 
first issued from the St. Omer press in 
1669. In an original letter of F. Coxou 
to his friend F. Percy Plowden, residing 
at Rome, and bearing date 19th February, 
1731 , he mentions the success that had at- 
tended him in repiintiog this excellent 
work, but that he had been forced to take 
up some money at interest to finish it, and 
therefore pi-ays him to encourage the sale 
of it amongst his acquaintance — that the 
selling price here was 27s. 6d. unbound — 
that the intention was not only to furnish 
families with a devout work for Sundajrs 
and Holidays ; but by its sale to raise a 
fund to print Catholic books, and to main- 
tain a man of parts to be constantly writing 
for the good of religion. 

CCCLXXni. Crane, William, admit- 
ted 28th June, 1676 : died in England 13th 
July, 1709, set. 69. 

CCCLXXIV, Grathorne, Johv, of a 
good family in Yorkshire: at the age of * 
21 joined the Society ; was admitted to the 
rank of a Professed Father 1st January, 
1^6. This very learned Professor, and 
industrious cultivator of the mission, died 
in England, 1st April, 1666, set. 66. 

♦CCCLXXV, Cresswell, Arthur, 
— All that I know of him is gleaned from 
this M.S. account of F. Persons, to whom 
he had been most friendly on returning to 
England, in 1580—" a youth of great tor- 
wardness and expectation both from virtue 
and learning : he went into voluntary ba- 
nishment, entered the Society and died in 

Sicily." 

CCCLXXVI. Cresswell, Joseph, of 
London, (his widowed mother married 
Wm. Lacy, Esq. afterwards a Priest, who 
suffered death at York, 22d August, 1682^. 
— Joseph was admitted into the Society at 
Rome, nth October, 1683, ajt. 26: was 
subsequently Rector of the English College 

* The reader may see it in p. ni'2 or Catt^* 
Spectator of 1828. 
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there, and eyentoally Superior of the 
Cioglish missioiiaries in Spaia. That he 
was a man of great abilities and dbtio^ 
guished piety is undeniable ; but hia ad* 
ipirera liad occasionally to regret pee? ish- 
ness of temper and tenacity of opinion. 
He died at Ghent, 10th Fel>ruary, 1093, 
Prof. 34, St. 65. 
IJe was the author of

CCCLXXVII. Crips, John, of Der- 
byshire, was aggregated to the Society at 
the age of 26, aud professed 19Ch March, 
1639. • -After teaching Humaaities and Ma< 
tfaMBD^atics. be laboured in the raissioa du« 
ring tweWe years, then retiring abroad, he 
died at St. Omer, 16th Octr. 1667, •t.67. 

CCCLXXVIU. Croslamd, Charles.— 
This worthy missionary died in England 
SOth March, 1724, st, 60, ReL 47. 

CCCLXXIX. Cross, Bernard, bom in 
Teneriffe, 8th April, 1715, and on his 22nd 
birth-day consecrated himself to Gk>d in 
the Society. He was admitted to the pro* 
fessioa of the Four Vows on the Feast of 
the Assumption, 1766. For some time he 
exercised his missionary functions at Vera 
Cruz : for several years, I am informed, he 
was stationed in I<ondoo, but died at Wor- 
cester, 22nd April, 1786; another account 
say 22nd October, and another Sd Febru- 
ary that year. 1 think the first date is the 
correct one . 

CCCLXXX; Cross, John, of Lanca- 
shire, younger broths of F. Joseph Tris- 
tram, the present worthy incumbent at 
Newhall, was educated at Liege, and 
filled the office of Prefect both there and 
at Stonyhurst ; for upwards of SO years 
this amiable Priest seryed the mission of 
Spinkhill, Derbyshire, where he died, la- 
mented by all that knew him, on Thurs- 
day evening, Dec 3rd, 1835, at. 68.

Crolchb, RAJ.rB, of 
Oxfords— This valuable temporal coadju- 
tor died at Liege, ISth November, 1679,

tin, and TouissANT — The first died at 
St. Omer, 2Srd August, 1092, eU 46, 
Rel. 22. 

CCCLXXXIV. The second fluiblied his 
earthly course at Ghent, in 1691-, ast. -13, 
Rel. 17. 

CCCLXXXV. CucROEN, Thomas, of 
Lancashire, became a Novice at Watien in 
1737, and a Professed Father in 1756; 
died at Schoics, near Prcscot, SOth March, 
1793, set. 76. 

CCCLXXX VI. CtFPAUD, Alkxvn- 
DER, died in England, 30th April, 1674. 

CCCLXXXVii. CuppAiD, Edward, 
of Hants, died in England in 1696, St. 76, 
Soc 66. 

CCCLXXXVni. CUPPAUD, loNATIUf, 

of Sussex : at the commencement of his mis- 
sionary career, and at the age of 3 1 he 
joined the Society. His death occurred 
in England, 16th July, 1676, at. 71. 

CCCLXXXIX. ClFPAUD, JoiiK, of 

Hants, perhaps brother of Edward, was 
admitted in 1641, aet. 20, after which Hose 
sight of him. 

CCCXC. The other John was admitted 
21st December, 1688 ; died at Chester, 
" m oboequio inearceratorumf'* 19th 
March, 1716, st. 48. 

CCCXCI. Curry, John. The first time 
that I meet him in this handful of glean- 
ings, is in a letter of F. Jasper Haywood to 
Dr. Allen, that " ^rait</tf decus tolumenqtu 
renifii" dated 16th April 1683,'' 1 have sent 
Mr. John Curry, a Priest, to France. He is 
admitted into the Novitiate, and I have in- 
trusted him with all ray commissions* In 
the company of F. Richard Holt by he 
landed in ibe North of England, on 14th of 
January, 1690. He died in Loudon, at F. 
Gerard's House, between 1694 and October 
1697, and as usual in such cases then, was 
secretly buried in the premises, " et in 
quodam ibi secrete loco sepuitus jacei. 
Sic enim Sacerdotes qui in missione pri' 
vatim vivunt, privaim etiam sepelire cogi- 
tnur" saysF. Gorard, in his Autobiography. 

CCCXCII.CuRsoN, Peter, born 3Ut of 
July 1687: admitted in 17U6 : was Chap- 
lain at Brmmbridge, Hants, but ended his 
days 26th of February, 1765, at Winchester. 

CCCXCIIL Curtis, Edmund, of Hants, 
died at Liege, 18th of July, 1661, »U 79, 
Soc. 49. 

CCCXCIV. Curtis, Henry, of Hants : 
admitted as a temporal Coadjutor at the 
age of 26, and for full 40 years did go*>d 
service in that office. He passed from la- 
bor to rest at WaUeu 2nd Jan. 1667,«t 67.

CGCCV. Darcy, Robert, (alias Fos- 
ter) died in England the Srd of January, 
1641. 

CCCCVI. Darrell, James, of Cale- 
hill, Kent, born the 27th of December, 
1767 : joined the order, in 1723 : professed 
in 1741. After serving the English Mission 
for many years, he sought retirement 
amongst his brethren at Liege, where he 
ended his career in a. good old age the ISth 
of May, 1785. 

CCCCVI I. Darrell, John, elder bro- 
ther, I believe, of James, born the 10th of 
May, 1705, and entered the Novitiate one 
year before him. liis Profession of the Four 
Vows is dated 2nd February, 1740. From 
the year 1752 to 1759, he was Rector of 
St Omer's College, and subsequently its 
procurator, and was justly admired by the 
Lord Chesterfield, and all visitors, for his 
polished urbanity of manners and consi- 
derate hospitality. With his able and ac- 
tive pen, he laboured zealously to avert 
and prevent the seizure of St. Omer*s Col- 
lege by the tyrannical parliament of Pa- 
ris, and when he found it impossible to 
resist violence-— when he saw in the place 
of judgment, wickedness ; and in the 
place of justice, iniquity — his foresight and 
decision of purpose were no less mani- 
fested in removing and fixing the esta- 
blishment at Bruges. This worthy Fathei* 
died in London, 9th March, 1768. 

CCCCVIII. Darrell, Philip, Srd son 
of Henry Darrell, of Calehill, Esq, by his 
wife Elizabeth, 2Dd daughter of Sir Tho- 
mas Gage, baronet. This talented and 
amiable youth commenced Humanities at 
Liege, and on finishing Rhetoric at Sto- 
nyhurst, in 1797, entered the Juniorate, or 
the probation of candidates for the eccle- 
siastical state. (Having had the happiness 
and honour of being his individual com- 
panion during the whole of that period, I 
can bear testimony to his love of prayer, 
his spirit of industry, his docility of heart, 
his cheerful piety, and obliging disposi- 
tion). Appointed in due time to teach a 
course of Humanities, he infused into his 
pupils his own spirit of classic taste and ele- 
gance. Afterwards promoted to Holy 
Orders, he gave abundant promise of at- 
taining the highest reputation of pulpit 
oratory. Preston was assigned him, for 
the theatre of his generous zeal and splen- 
did talents ; but alas ! within six weeks 
after his arrival, he fell a victim of charity 
in attending the sick, on 28th January, 
ISIS, St. S2. His family erected a tablet 
to his memory in St. Wilfrid's Chapel, 
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\7Kere 1u9 eloqueace inastlMiT« moTed and 
electrified the hearts and miadf, of hia 
hearers. We could have wished the inscrip- 
tion to hare contained more point, and 
fewer words, and not to hate omitted the 
date of his demise.

CCrCIX. DARRELt, Thomas, bom 8th 
September, 1711 : at the age of 19 enrolled 
himself amongst the children of St. Igna- 
tius. This devout scholastic, to the deep 
regret of his family and friends, was cut olf 
in early life, on 22d November, 1734. 

CCCCX. Darrell, William, a man 
of superior merit, embraced the pious In- 
stitute of the Society 7th September, 1671. 
For several years filled the offioe of Prefect 
of Studies ; and governed the College at 
Liege from 17th November, 1708, to 29th 
January, 1712. Before and after this ap< 
pointment he was employed in the English 
mission ; but died at St. Omer, 28th Fe- 
bruary, 1721, St. 70. His pen was always 
r«ady, and he has left us the following mo- 
numents of his piety , zeal and talents.

I suspect that F. Darrell was the trans- 
lator of Per^ Daniel's Discourses ^ 
Clcander and Eudoxus on the Protin- 
cial Lttters, 12mo. 1701 and 170t. 

He is sometimes said to have been the 
author of *' Practical Refections," butt 
think tlM} authority of tliat excellent cri- 
tic, and most diligent collector and Investi- 
gator, the Rev. John Kirk, as set forth in 
the preface to the enlarged edition, by the 
Rev. E. Peach, of 1821, is drciMve, that 
the Rev. Robert Lanr, alias Bowes, a de- 
vout Priest of Douay College, (^who died 
at Bath, 17th December, 1735) was the 
real author. 

CCCCXI. Darrvsiiire, Thomas, ne- 
phew of the celebrated Bishop Bonner, was 
Archdeacon of Essex* but for conscience 
sake made a sacrifice of all his preferments 
and expectations in the bcKinniug of Queen 
Elizabeth's reigii. On 1st Ma^-, lo63, at 
the age of 45, he entered the Novitiate of 
St. Andrew's, at Rome, and nine years later 
was admitted to his religious Profession. 
Through his sealous representations, the 
Fathers of the Council at Trent, passed 
their decree *' de non adeundis ila'rctico' 
rum Ecclesiis,** 'ihis venerable Father 
died at Pont-4-Mousson, in Lorrain, 6th 
April, 1604, aged 86. Perc Nicholas 
Abram wrote hiselogium. See his Life in 
Tanner ; also p. 712, vol. i. Athenae. 
Oxon. 1691. 

♦CCCCXH. Dassonville, JAMES.-This 
temporal coadjutor died at Liege, 28th 
February, 1702, st. 34. Soc. 12. 

•CCCCXIU. Davis, John.— This scho- 
lastic died at Liege, 14th October, 17u6, 
aet. 27, Rel. 7. 

♦CCCCXIV. Davis, Peter : after serv- 
ing the Broughton Mission in Yorkshire, 
as also the AJaryland Mission, he retired to 
Watten to prepare for eternity, into which 
he entered 28th December, 1759, st. 67, 
Rel. 48. 

CCCCXV. Davisox, or Dawsox, 
Edward, an only son of rospcctablo pa- 
rents, and " connected with Sir {Anthony 
Staunden," was born in London. I sus- 
pect that hfi entered the Society heforc the 
year assigned by F. Nathaniel Southwell, 
viz. 1606: for the young priest addressed 
a letter frcm Louvain 2d August, 10.)3, to 
F. Thomas Owen at Rome, acknowledj^ing 
his favour of 27th April. IIo represents 
the expediency of proceeding to England to 
to see his mother, who was verging on 80, 
and that he wished to settle his temporal 
affinirs, not doubting of his having *'aboute 
^1.000. to be disposed as Superiors think 
best for the good of the Mission." He 
had also other expectations and prenisei 
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ihf rooQey for pious purposes, if allotved to 
eross over to England, These motives, 
although they be temporal, yet I protest 
they be dii'ected to a spiritual ende, and 
they, hinder no way the other intentions 
of zeale of soules, all having the end of 
charitie proposed to them. Spirituall 
friends think also that my greatest aptitude 
is to deale with soules, although I fiude 
great contentement in my studies also.'* 
He adds that he refers all to F. Owen's 
consideration, *' and shall remain most con- 
tented with your resolution." Towards the 
conclusion he expressly mentions, that when 
he was last in England, he was then la- 
bouring under *'the uncertayntie of my 
union with the Societie. But Almighty 
God of his infinite goodness hath freed me 
not only from that troublesome uncertayn- 
tie, but also from all cause thereof, as 
though it had never byn." He was per- 
mitted to go over, but was shortly after ap- 
prehended and lodgetl in jail, where he con- 
tinued until 1606, when he was sentenced 
to perpetual exile. His zeal for souls in- 
duced him to return, and for several years 
he continued his valuable services. Re- 
called by Superiors to Ghent, he obtained 
permission to devote himself to the care 
of the English troops in the Low Coun- 
tries attacked by the plague. He soon 
caught the contagion, and expiied at Brus- 
sells, a victim of charity, on 22d De- 
cember, 1622, lEt. 46. This excellent 
man is briefly noticed by F. More, p. 449, 
Hist. Prov. Angl. His works are

CCCCXVI. Day, Francis, of Sussex,

years, he rested from his labours, in Wor- 
cestershire, aOth April, 1674, »t.

Ann. Lit. 

CCCC'XVII. Dean, Michael, born on 
Michaelmas day, 1696 ', joined the Society 
at the age of 18— was long employed in 
the Hampshire mission : died at Watten, 
8th July, 1760. 

CCCCXVHL Decker, John, (Q. 
/)ocrc).— In early life he had been the in- 
dividual companion of F. Robert South- 
well, and he followed in the winter of 1679, 
his dear friend's example, of consecrating 
himself to God in the Society of Jesus. 
No one can read his long and eloquent 
letter addressed, 29th September, IfiSO, 
from the Novitiate at Naples, to his dearest 
friend Robert Southwell, without being 
sensibly moved. In speaking of the hap- 
piness of the religious state, he exclaims, 
** Bencdielus Dominus et Pater [J)ni 
nri JCsSu Christi qui voeavit me in sod' 
tttUfm Fijtii aui. Benedictvs, et in after- 



num bcnedictus Dns nostei^ Jesus Chris^ 
tus, qui me adeo suorum bcnefieiorum 
immemorem, numero ambuldntium semi- 
tarn rectam annumei'are dignatus est, 
Utinam queam tibi Fratri mco gavdium 
adaperirc, quantaque cum animi meivo- 
luptate et desiderio, Dei obsequio man- 
cipatus vitam degam ! Jam Jidem 
tuam liberasti bone Deus. Centuplum 
accepi in vita hac : non solum centuplum, 
sed et miliecuplvm.** The whole of this 
effusion of tender piety and humility de- 
serves to be printed. It is painful to add, 
that I have no means of pursuing the Bio- 
graphy of this interesting young man. 

CCCCXIX. Dedoyar, He was of 

the French province, but had retired for 
several years amongst the English Fathers 
at Liege. Unable to emigrate with them 
to England, in 1794, the venerable man 
ended his days in that city, 7th January, 
1S06. 

♦CCCCXX. Delveaux, Joseph. — 
This good lay-brother rested from his la- 
bours in Maryland, 26th March, 1734, at. 
53, Rel. 33. 

C(XCXXI. Dennett, James, born in 
Lancashire, llth June, 1702: inlisted un- 
der the standard of St.. Ignatius at the age 
of 18 : was admitted as a professed Father 
2d February, 1738, and served the office of 
Provincial at a very difficult crisis, from 
1762 to 1766. For many years was em- 
ployed in the English mission, and died 
in a good old age at Bury St. Edmund's, 
1st March, 1789. His grave-stone on the 
west side of St. Mary*s Church there is 
incorrectly inscribed. 

F. Dennett was the translator of '* Afii- 
ratorVs Missions in Paraguay,'* 12mo. 
London, 1759. 

CCrCXXIL Dennis, Francis, died at 
Madrid, 9th Decem!>er, 1675. 

CCCCXXIIT. DiccoNsoN, George.— 
At the age of 24, and in the year 1677, he 
began his uoviceship at Watten; but I 
can trace him no further. 

CCCCXXIV. DiccoNSON, Thomas, 
perhaps brother of George, joined the So- 
ciety five years before him. From a cata- 
logue of books in the Priest's chamber at 
Stony hurst, written in an old hand, and 
containing very many volumes, marked 
with the name of Thomas Dicconson, it 
seems probable thai he was incumbent of the 
Stonyhurst mission. It is certain that he 
died in Lancashire, 2nd May, 1704, fiet 63. 
CCCCXXV. Diderick, Bernard.— 
This \«oithy member died in Maryland, 
September, 1793. 

CCCCXXVI. Digges, John, of Mary- 
land, born 18lh Augu t, 1712 : united him- 
self to the English Province at the age of 
22. This young missionary passed from 
labor to rest in his native country, 14th 
December, 1746. 

C'CCCXXVII. Another John Dicges, 
perhaps nephew to the former^ born S3rd 
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October, 1746 : entered the NoTitiate with 
nine others in 1706; but I cannot trace 
him after his return to America. 

CCCCXXVIII. DiGOEs, Francis, of 
Maryland, born 4th February, 1712 : ad- 
mitted at Watten in 1733. For several 
years was stationed at Durham ; died at 
Berrington, 28lh November, 1781. 

CCCCXXIX. DiGGES, Thomas, born in 
Maryland, dth January, 1712: at the age 
of 18 enrolled himself amongst the chil- 
dren of St. Ignatius, and was numbered 
amongst the Professed Fathers in 1747. 
After teaching Philosophy, he was ordered 
to his native country, where he laboured 
most diligently. This patriarch of his 
Bj-ethren had entered his 93rd year, when 
he was called to his crown on 18th FebrU' 
ary, l83/>. 

♦CCCCXXX. DONAIN, TlIOMAS — 

This pious lay-brother died at Ghent, 10th 
September, 1715, st. 64, Rel. 43. 

♦CCCCXXXI. andll. l)oNERE.-Ofthi8 
name two occur : both were temporal 
coadjutors, and both died at Watten— 
Anthony Sad February, 1732 — Nicaite^ 
18th August, 1719. 

CCCCXXXIII. DoRiNGTON, William, 
of Staffordshire. — This truly religious Fa- 
ther died in England, according to the An- 
nual Letters, on 26th January, 1679, let. 
69, Soc. 42, and but four days after makiog 
the Profession of the Four Vows. 

CCCCXXXIV. Dormer, Charles, 
(Right Honourable) was the eldest son of 
Charles, the 5th Baron Dormer, by his 
first wife Catharine (Petty place) and was 
born 1 3th January, 1690. This noble and 
pious youth devoted himself to God in the 
Society 7th September, 1709; and on the 
death of his Father, 2nd July, 1728, suc- 
ceeded to the peerage. He continued un- 
till his edifying death, 7th March, 1761, to 
increase his merits by his apostolic zeal as 
a missionary. Rehiring from Puddington, 
in Cheshire, he died at Great Missendcn, 
Bucks, where his remains are deposited* 

CCCCXXXV. Dormer, Francis, half- 
brother to the above-mentioned Charles, 
being son of the 5th Baron by his second 
wife, Elizabeth (Biddulph) was born 1 4th 
September, 1717, (N. S.) After studying 
Humanities at St. Omer, entered the No- 
vitiate at Watten, in 1734 ; was enrolled 
amongst the Professed Fathers at Hereford. 
2n'i February, 1752 ; died at a place called 
Cherry Orchard, (Q. in Monmouthshire ?) 
belonging to Lord Gage, 1st February, 
1770. 

CCCCXXXVI. Dormer, John.— There 
were two Fathers of this name. The 
elder was born in London : after finishing 
his ecclesiastical studies at Rome, left the 
English College there for the mission 1 2th 
September, 1624; and about two years 
later was incorporated with the Society. 
He died in England, in 1661, st. 63, and 
from some memorandums that I onco saw 



in an old prayer book, I believe that hit 
death occurred on 17th May that year. 

CCCCXXXVH. The Junior, afler 
filling thcofllce of Preacher at the Court oJT 
James II. was appointed Rector of hit 
Brethren at Liege, 4th November, I6(^ ; 
but his government was complained of, «s 
departing from the considerate, and sweety 
and Fatherly system of the Order. 
A successor was appointed in the per* 
son of that Confessor of the Faith F. 
Geo. Busby, on 23d April, 1691. hap. 
pears, however, that he remained in tM 
College, and finished his days there, 27UI 
January, 1700. He had published

In p. 254 of Cath. Micellany of 1826, 
the Rev. John Kirk mentions his being in 
possession of a Manuscript of F. Dormer, 
intitled ** Usury Explained,'' translated 
into Latin by Dr. Ha warden, in 1701 ; but 
I believe it had oeen printed in 8vo.

♦CCCCXXXVHI. Dormer, Jofi.N Bap- 
tist, born 22nd January, 1716: entered 
the Novitiate with his brother Francis, 
This pious rcliolastic died at Liege, 26th 
June, 1748.* 

CCCCXXXIX. DoRMKR, Uodert, born 
26th February, 1720 ; in his 17th year 
joined the Order, and was ranked aicong 
the Professed Fathers in 1761. After 
serying the missions of Odstock, near 8a- 

*Ib tbe Ilampreston retjister of burials it the 
following entry:—" 17.^, June 3rd, Mr Dormer, 
fr^m Stapehill. buried." Who it this Mr. Dormer P 
In the church of St. Bonadveriture. at Rome,

CCCCXL, Dormer, William, own 
brother to F. Charles Dormer before men- 
tioned, was born I8th June, 1696 : com- 
ipenced his Noviceship in 1714 : After 
serving the English mission for a long pe- 
riod, died on 27lh June, or, rather 1st 
July, 1758, at the Priory, Monmouth. 

♦CCCCXLI. D'Otrem, Hubert a 
liiegois, who after a lengthened service in 
tite capacity of a a temporal coadjutor to 
his English Brethren, was summoned to 
everlasting rest at St. Omer, 23d Septem- 
ber, 1689, set. 67, Rel. 47. 

CCCCXLII. DoYNE, Joseph.— This 
lijarylandian Father was born the 11th of 
ifrovember, 1784, and joined the order at 
thfi &ge of 24. Whilst employed in the 
]pancashire Mission, this eccentric character 
qccasionally forgot the proper respect due 
to himself and others. Returning to 
America he died after many years labor on 
the 21st of October, or as another list 
iUes it, the 12th of November, 1803. 

CCCCXLIXI. Draper, Joseph. He 
generally passed by the name of Metcalf : 
was ordained priest at Liege in 1701 : but 
was hurried to an early grave, dying the 
7th of April, 1703, set 83. Soc. U. 

CCCCXLIV. Draycot, Peter : died 
at St Omer the 5th of July, 1640. 

CCCCXLV. Draycot, Philip, of 
Staffordshire, had scarcely finished the first 
year of his Noviceship at Louvain, in 1604, 
when he was called '^ad piorum desiderU 
orwn premid** says F. More, page 286 
hist. 

•CCCCXLVl. Dbaycot, Thomas, of 
Staffordshire. This temporal Coadjutor 
rendered important services to his brethren 
as an Apothecary. His death occurred at 
Madrid, 15th of October, 1678, set. 57, 
Soc 37. 

CCCCXLVU. Drury, John, of Lon- 
don : at the age of 26 joined the Society. 
In 1655 was superior of the College of St . 
Thomas : had then served the mission 21 
years, and was 55 years old. Further par- 
ticulars I search for in vain. 

CCCCXLVIII. Drury, Robert, (alias 
Bedford) of Middlesex: after passing 
through a course of Humanities at St. 
Omer's, he went to Rome for the study of 
Philosophy, where he joined the Society in 
October, l(i08. From his own letter to F. 
Thomas Owen, dated Posna, 9th of March, 
1612, 1 find that he had reached that city, 
where he had been sent to finish his Theo- 
logy, on the 28th of the preceding month, 
«fter nearly three months travelling, during 
a most inclement winter. On receiving 
Holy Orders, he was sent to the English 
Mission, where his religious virtues and 
his commanding talents conciliated general 
esteem and admiration* But it pleased Al- 



^■dghty Qod to call hhn away in the fuH 
Tigor of life and health, to his repose and 
recompense. Whilst preaching in the af- 
ternoon of the 21st Sunday atW Pentecost, 
which fell on the 26th of October, or ac- 
cording to the new style, on the 5th of 
November, J 623, at Hunsdon Hall, (the 
residence ot the French Ambassador) Black- 
Friars, London, to a congregation of 300 
persons, the floor suddenly gave way, and 
this zealous Father, with nearly eighty 
of his hearers, unfortunately perished. 
This tragical event obtained the name of 
the Fatal Vespers, Pennant in p. 229, 
London, &c., states the number that pe- 
rished to be 94. Lysons (p. 410, Vol. IV. 
Environs of London) from the Eltham Re- 
gister, gives the number crushed to death 
at 96. The uncharitable bigotry of the 
times considered this calamity as a judg- 
ment on the Catholics ** so much was God 
offended with their detestable idolatrie ! I " 
F. John Floyd met the reproach with a 
** Ward of. comfort to the Catholics J** 
The reader may turn to p. 451 of Morels 
History, and to page 410, Vol. 2 of Dodd's 
Church History. The elogium of this good 
Father may be seen in the Preface to a 
book called "f. Robert Drury* s Reliqu^ 
aryy" containing his Prayers and Devo- 
tions : printed in 1624. 

CCCCXLIX. Drury, William, ad- 
mitted in 1730: died at Liege, 30th of 
June, 1741, set. 43. 

CCCCL. Dryland, Christopher. This 
venerable Missionary recovering his liberty 
at the accession of King James .1., after 
a long imprisonment, joined the Society of 
Jesus, p. 141, Vol. II, Dodd*s Church 
History. 

CCCCLI. Ducket, George: of York- 
shire, or as another acccount states of 
Durham, was admitted into the Order, in 
1616, and to his religious profession 8th of 
December, 1630. I meet with him as Rec- 
tor of Liege College, and subsequently of 
the house at Ghent. After many years 
service in the English Mission, daring 
which he was justly characterised for cou- 
rage, patience, learning and solid virtue, 
he died 31st of October, 1669, set. 79. 

DucKBTT, Richard, see Holtby Richard. 

•CCCCLll, DucRoc, Jean Baptiste. 
This Laybrother died at St. Omer, 8th of 
March, 1740, St. S3. Soc. 8. 

*CCCCL1II. DuDDELL, James, admitted 
6th of March, 1683: died at St. Omer, in 
January, 1712, set. 58. 

♦CCCCLIV, DuFOUR, Jean Baptiste, 
born 9th of May, 1726, died at St. Omer, 
27th of December, 1792, Rel. 44. 

CCCCLV. Dunn, Joseph (whose real 
name was Hart) was born at Catterick, 
in Yorkshire, on the 19th of March, 1746: 
at the age of 18 consecrated himself to God 
in the Society of Jesus, After teaching 
Philosophy at Liege, the young Priest was 
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ftppoiitted chaplain at Call&Iay Hall, near 
Alnwick; but soon resigned that situation 
to become assistant to the Rey. Nicholas 
Sewall, at Preston, where he arrived the 
1st of May, 1775, By the enlerpriaing 
seal, and conciliating demeanour of himself 
and his colleague, and of the ReT. Richard 
Morgan, who succeeded Father Sewall 
in 1783, religion made such rapid progress 
in the town, that another spacious chapel 
was erected at Fisher-Gate, under the pa- 
tronage of St. Wilfrid, aod opened for 
public worship on the 4th of June, 1793. 
In his declinin|f years, Mr. Dunn had the 
consolation ot witnessing the Missionary 
establishment at Preston, rankini? among 
the most respectable and best organized of 
any in the United Kingdom. The venerable 
man died rather suddenly. On the last 
morning of his pilgrimage he rose, as was 
his custom very early, and in the course of 
his WLlk exchanged a sovereign for dis- 
tribution amongst the indigent. Between 
eight and nine o'clock, he felt a deep lassi- 
tude come over him, and was conveyed to 
bed : he lay there without much i^ain, still 
possessed of his wonted quickness of per- 
ception till nearly 11 o'clock, when he 
quietly and without a struggle resigned his 
soul to God, on the 19th of November, 
1627.. His funeral obsequies were attend- 
ed by an immense concourse of the towns- 
men of all religious denominations : for he 
had merited universal respect by his- bene- 
volence of disposition, and by his having 
placed himself iit the foremost rank, when- 
ever any undertaking was projected for cha- 
ritable purposes, or the public benefit : 
and of some, such as the Catholic Schools, 
the House of Recovery, the Gas Works, 
he deserves to be intitled the Founder and 
Father. The following epitaph from the 
pen of the Rev. Charles Brooke, is copied 
from the Mural Monument in St. Wilfrid's 
Chapel.

'Exemplary in private life;!

CCCCLVI. DuRAND, Thomas: all that 
can be recovered of him is, that he died at 
Ghent. 

CCCCLVK. Durham, John, died in 
the County of Durham, on the 29th of 
March, 1674-. ** Vir optime mrritus," 

CCCC'LVlll. Durham, Thomas, (alias 
Robert Collin yrvood.) All that I can col- 
lect of this Father is, that on the 7th of 
September, 1676. he entered the Novitiate 
at Watten, and that he died in England 
16 Ih of July, 17-25, »t. 74-. 

•CCCCLIX. Dyne, John.— A lay-bro- 
ther of ihis name died in Maryland, 1 1th 
April, 1703. 

CCCCLX. Another John Dyne died in 
the same Country 11th of January, 1711. 
One of these had entered the Soc. 7th of 
September, 1681, st. 25. 

CCCCLXI. East, Henry, admitted on 
18th March, 1685, being then 36 years old; 
but died at Liege, on the 2ud day of May, 
the year following. 

(:C( CLXU. Eaton, Reginald.— All 
that I can discover of this Father is simply, 
that he died in England 23rd March, 16]>1. 

CCCCLXUI. Eaton, William— We 
learn from p. 23 of F. More*s History, that 
he was a native of Derbyshire, thathetaught 
Philosophy and Mathematics at Cologn, 
Triers, and other places in Germany, until 
the year 1636. But it is very clear from a 
fragment of a letter evidently written by 
F. Gerard in 1614, that Father Eaton was 
still living, for he says ''F. William Eaton, 
my old acquaintance, who was a tenant's 
sone of my Father's, and came over with 
me into France 21i years and more agoe, 
now reads cases in the Colledge of Mul- 
samium, and hath read twoe courses of 
Philosophie in other places of Gcrroanie.** 

CCCCLXIV, Eberson, Thomas.— In 
vain I search for the date of his admission. 
He occurs minister at St. Omer in 1701-4, 
and successively rector of Watten, and the 
English Colleges at Rome and Liege. 
He died at Liege, Sd. of July, 1733. 

CCCCLXV. EccLESTON, Thomas.— I 
meet with two of this name. The first 
was admitted into the Novitiate at Watten 
in 1668, after finishing Rhetoric under his 
master, the Rev. G«orge Morgan. I be* 
lieve that he served the Lancashire mission 
in the sequel, and died there 25th of No- 
vember, 1 698, St. 55. 

CCCCLXVL The second I think be- 
came a con victor of the English College at 
Rome, in 1677, and united himself to the 
Society of Jesus in that city. He was em- 
ployed in the Yorkshire Mission ; and for 
a time served Ingatestone Hall, passing by 
the name of Holland, From the 1 1th of 
August, 1731, to 22nd of September, 17a7, 
he filled the office of Rector at St. Omer*8 
College. His death occurred in England 
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9yLh, of December, 1743, O. S. We haTe 
from his pen a sensible treatise^ called 
•' The Way to Happine»8.** 8vo. London, 
1726 p p. 3dOL In Coghlan's Directory 
of 1773, a new edition of the »' Way to 
Happiness, by Mr, Ecclestone, S. J,'* is 
offered at price 3s. 

CCCCLXVII. Eccop, Charles— This 
young Missionary died a6th of January, 
1735, set 38. See. 2D. 

•LCCCLXVni. Edge, CHARLKs.-This 
pious temporal coadjutor, after 29 years 
valuable service, died at Watten, 7th of 
August, 1718, oBt. 61. 

CCCCLXIX. Eddisford, Edward, de- 
parted this life at Watten, 16th of Septem- 
ber, \729, SBt. 61, Soc. 29. 

CC(U;LXX. Edisfokd, John. — Three 
Members occur of this name. The 1st was 
incumbent at Carlton, in Yorkshire, for 
many years : his unbounded zeal and cha- 
rity are noticed in the AnnMal Letters of 
1710. Recalled from the Mission to be- 
come Provincial of his Brethren, in 1719, 
he died in office the following year at St. 
Omer's, viz. iSthof August, 1720, set. 64, 
Rel. Ah, 

CCCCLXXI. The 2nd, whose real 
name was Jackson^ died at Liege, 3Dth 
March, 176 J, aet. 6 J, Soc. 30. 

CCCCLXXII. The 3rd born in Lanca- 
shire, 1st of February, 1738, and whose 
i«al name was SwaftricA, joined the Society 
in 1 76 J: eleven years later I find him 
diaplain to the honourable Mr. Arundeli, 
at Salisbury. Soon after he removed to 
Exeter, where he cultivated the vineyard 
with exemplary zeal and charity. He died 
there of the jail fever caught in attending 
^6 prisoners,- on Saturday, 20th of Nov. 
1789, and was buried in St. Olave's Pa- 
rish Church. In the Parochial Register I 
read '* Rev. John Edisford, Minister of the 
Catholics in this city, was buried on the 
94th of November, 1789. 

•CCCCLXXIII. EDMUNDS,EDMUND,of 

Devonshire. This confidential lay-brother 
died at Ghent, 2Jth September, 1613, set. 
76, Rel. -47. 

•CCCCLXXIV. Ellf.rker, John, of 
Hart, near Hartlepool, was born 1st of 
August, 1732: died a scholastic at Liege, 
tK)thof April, 1766, ait. 24, Soc. 8. 

CCCCLXXV. Elleuker, Thomas, 
brtthor of John, born 21st of September, 
1738.* was a wortliy scholar, of such a mas- 
ter tti F. John Thorpe. At the end of 
lUicloric in 1766. this promising young 
man rnlori'd thu Novitiate, and in the se- 
nuiil brcamo ono of the ablest pmfessors of 
TlifloioKy that the English province ever 
prndutTu. HU treatise dc Incarnutione 
Mty l»« rftgftr<led n-i a cht*/ (Varuvre. The 
emigration from Llego wast fatal to a fee- 
blit cnnNtltulion llko his. He reached 
HlonvhurNt on the WHlh of August, I7(H, 
ffimplnlfly oxImuMtod with the fatigue of 
tmwUlnir. und dlod thort on the ibt of 



May following. His precious remains 
were deposited in the Sodality Chapel, on 
the Epistle side of the Altar. 

"From his cradle 

He was a scholar, and a ripe and good one. 

And to add greater honours to his age 

Than man could give him, he died fearing 
Heaven." 

CCCCLXXV[. Elliot, Nathaniel, 
(alias Sheldon) born in May, 1706; at 
the age of 18 joined the Society, and was 
admitted to the Profession of the Four 
Vows in 1741. Of a mild and friendly 
disposition and full of the religious spirit, 
he was called to the government of the 
colleges at St. Omer, Rome and Bruges, 
and also to be Provincial of his Brethren 
in very difficult and stormy times. This 
Venerable Father, on quitting office, retired 
to Holt, where he joyfully met death on 
the loth of October, 1780- 

" Tlie Occasional Letters on the Af- 
fairs qf the Jesuits in France,*' were col- 
lected and published in London under his 
direction; with the Judgment of the 
Bishops of France concerning the DoC' 
trine. Government, Ctnduct, and Use- 
fulness of the French Jesuits.** He was 
also the translator of PinamontVs treatise 
of ** The Cross in its True Light,'' dedi- 
cated to the Ex- Provincial, F. Thomas 
More. 12rao. London, 1775. p.p. 161. 

CCCCLXXVIL Ellis, Richard, 
(alias Jump) born at Chester, 28th of Feb. 
1714. He left St. Omer*s at the end of 
Rhetoric, for the Novitiate at Watten, on 
the 7th of September, 1736. His death oc- 
curred in the island of St. Croix, in the 
course of the year, 1755. 

•CCCCLXXVHI. Ellis, William 
entered the Novitiate as a lay-brother, in 
1614. I find him thus mentioned in a letter 
of F. John Gerard, dated 17th of Oct. 1614. 
"He was page to Sir Everard Digby, and 
was taken with him, though he might have 
escaped: for his master offered him horse 
and money to shift for himself ; but the 
youth said, he would live and die with Mm : 
and so being taken, he was condemed at 
Stafford, and should have been executed. 
He was offered to have his life, if he would 
go to their church, which he refused. In 
the end, they saved him and some others. 
He hath some good friends near Sir. Eve- 
rard Digby's, whom, I know ; and he is 
heir to £Hi). a year there, if his Father do 
him right.'* Abroad he passed by the 
name of Jo '/n WilUams 

•CCCCLXXIX. Elmes, Augustine. — 
Thi'i humble lay -brother, who served the 
ofllce of Porter, at Liege, for many years, 
deserved, we trust, admission into the Gates 
of heaven, 1 4th of November, 1705. He 
was then 59 years old, and had passed 31 
years in the Society. 

♦CCCCLXXX. Emerson, Ralph.— 
This faithful and prudent brother, left 
Rome, for England, on Low Sunday, with 
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F, F. Persons and Campian. After in- 
valuable senrices to them, and to F. F. 
Creighlon, Holt, Weston, and others — and 
after enduring great hardships, and twenty 
years imprisonment, he went into banish- 
ment at the accession of James the I., and 
died at St. Oraer^s, 12th of March, 1604. 
Seep. 31, of F. More*s History : also p. 
399 of F. Matthias Tanner's Confessors of 
the Society, who, however, incorrectly 
places his death about the yenr 1610. 

CCCCLXXXI. A reverend Father of 
this name, born in London, 1609, joined 
the Society at the age of 26 : was admitted 
to the ranic of a Professed Father, on the 
8th of December, 1645, and died in En- 
gland, 16th of December, 1694. 

CCCCLXXXn. Emmott, John.— This 

pious scholastic died at Liege, 1 756, st. 23, 

Soc. 4. ^mmA 

♦CCCCLXXXIII. Emmott, JdHJr 

younger brother, I take it, of John^ wHs 

born 16th of September, 1734, and admitted 

in 1753. I find that he succeeded, on the 

9th of February, 1773, the Rev. Bernard 

Bolas, O. S. B., as incumbent at Gillmoss, 

in Lancashire. When the Society of Jesus 

was restored, the venerable old man hast- 

tened to rally round the ancient standard 

of St. Ignatius. Dying at Gillmoss on the 

I4th ofNov. 1816, he was buried, according 

to his desire, in St. Augustine's Chapel, 

Liverpool. 

CCCCLXXXIV. Englefield, John. 
Where or when he was aggregated to the 
Order 1 cannot discover ; but I meet him 
at Liege, in 1704, studying the third year 
of Divinity. Shortly after his ordination, 
his services were required for the English 
Mission, and he was certainly employed at 
Mr. Messengers*, Fountains' Abbey, and 
for a time at Marnhull, and at Clytha. He 
died the 16th or 17th ot February, 1733. 

CCCCLXXXV. English, Giles, died 
at Prague, 4th of July. 1571. 

N. 13. F. Moore, p. 30 and 32, mentions 
many English Members of the Order, who 
died abroad : perhaps the family name of 
some was EnglUh, F. Richard, died at 
Loretto, 15th of November, 1674: F. 
Thomas died at Paris, 27th of September, 
15S3; F. Richard died also at Paris, 
May. 1 687. 

CCCCLXXXVI. Errington, Tho- 
MAS : his true name was Collinywood ; he 
was a native of Northumberland. Ap- 
pointed to the Yorkshire Mission, he gave 
himself continually to prayer, and the mi- 
nistry of the word. His zeal and charity at 
York are honorably recorded in the An- 
nual Letters of 1672. He continued to 
labour in his blessed calling until his death, 
1st of November, 1680, »t. 48, Soc. 28. 

CCCCLXXXVn. Evans, Charlbi a 
native of Caernarvon. This worthy Fa- 
ther having been ordered to Rome, was 
carried off within eight days after his 
arrival, and in the prime of life, by a pu- 



trid fever, on the 25th of November, 16S0, 
set. 40, Soc. 19, Prof. I. ** Vir mtiffna* 
rum partium^ nolidi Judicii ; et tnuttipii* 
cit literalurw Reconditorium*^'' — An. Let. 
CCCCLXXXVIII. Evans, FaANns, 
(who ofte.i passed by the name of An- 
drewt) was admitted at Watten, after 
finishing Rhetoric at St. Omer*s College, 
in 1679. He died in Monmouthshire, 28th 
of March, 1727, at. 68. 

CCCCLXXXIX. Evans, Philip, of 
Monmouthshire, at the age of 29 united him« 
self to the Society of Jesus. Sent to the Mis- 
sion of South Wales, he soon grew ripe for 
heaven, by his inflamed zeal and charity. 
Apprehended in the house of Christopher 
Turbeville, his patron, during the national 
delirium produced by Oates' Plot, he could 
only appeal from the Iniquity of Man's 
Tribunal, to the justice of the All-seeing 
God, when he was condemned to the death 
of a traitor. Like the Apostles he rejoiced 
to suSer for the name of Jesus; he publicly 
professed, that he would not forfeit the hap- 
piness of dying for it, to obtain all the 
crowns of the Universe. This victim of 
legal tyranny was sacrificed and butchered 
at Cardiff", 22nd of July, 1679, aet. 34, Soc. 
14. See his Life and portrait in the " ilrf- 
vis Jielatio/elicis AgonU, See** by Mat- 
thias Tanner : also the '^Florut Anglo^ 
Bttvaricus." pp. 178-181 : also Dr. Cbal- 
loner*s valuable Memoirs of Missionary 
Priests. 

CCCCXC. Evans, Thomas— We meet 
with two members of this name. The Ist 
died a scholastic at Liege, 29th of May, 
1677. Get. 26. Soc. 6. His edifying death is 
set forth in the Annual Letters. 

CCCCXCI. The 2nd was born in Lon- 
don, 12th of August, 1715: was numbered 
amongst the children of St. Ignatius Id 
1736, taught a course of Humanities at 
St. Omer*s College, where thai youth of 
all merit, John Thorpe, was one of his pu- 
pils. F. Evans was promoted to the rank 
of a Professed Fathe.-, in 1754. and died 
in England 80th of January, 1764. I have 
been informed that his real name was Fair* 
child, 

CCCCXCIL EvERARD, Thomas, (alias 
Everet) o(ti good family in Suffolk. Un- 
der F. Gerard, he was tutored in the sci- 
ence of the Saints. In the 33rd year of his 
age, and in the year 1593, he entered the 
Society, and until his pious death in Lon- 
don, 16th of May, 1633, eet. 73, main- 
tained the character of a good and religious 
man, and a zealous Missionary. Notwithr 
standing his laborious occupations, a long 
and painful imprisonment, and his bodil5 
infirmities, he found time to translate into 
English, a dozen Latin, French and Span- 
ish Treatises on Ascetic subjects. AH 
were printed at St. Omer's. See p. 762, of 
South weirs Bibliotheca: also Tanner's 
Confessors. Was not F. Everard. the 
Romish Pri^t mentioned by Wood, p. 89, 
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Vol. II. A then. Oxon, that had the confer* 
ence with Dr. Fairclough, in Noble Street, 
London, 25th of January, 1626? 

*CCCCXCni. EvERARD,WiLLiAM.died 
at St. Omer, 28lh of September, 1667. 

CCCCXCIV. Every, Frawcis, of York- 
shire : distinguished himself by his 
method and taste as a Teaclier, and by his 
talents for the Pulpit. At the time of the 
revolution he was superior of his brethren 
in his native county : and the annual letters 
testify to his zeal and constancy. He 
died 12th April. 1698, set. 6S, Soc.51. 

CCCCXCV. Every, William': admit- 
ted in 1669. When the revolution burst forth 
he was committed to York Jail; but at 
length was restored to liberty, and died in 
peace 3rd May. 1698, set. 50. 
.' CCCCXCVI. Every, Thomas, born 
A. D. 1607, in Lincolnshire : at the age of 
23 embraced the Institute of St. Ignatius. 
Twelve years later I meet with him ** in 
Missione Castrensi," 

CCCCXCVII. EuGiAN, Richard, be- 
came an alumnus of the English College at 
Rome in 1579 : there he joined the So- 
ciety : died at Eu in Normandy, on his way 
to England, in 1583. 

♦CCCCXCVIII. EuPEN Van Andrew ; 
admitted at Watten in 1735. He died at 
Rome in July 1770. aged 65. 

CCCCXCIX. EvisoN, John, of Lon- 
don, after cultivating the Ei:glish vineyard 
for above 40 years, during which this con- 
fessor of the faith ^adorned the character 
of the Society for Piety, learning and pru- 
dence, he withdrew to Liege, where he 
finished his course 4th June, L651, set. 78, 
Rel. 53, Prof. 29. 

D. Eyles. Amrrose, ('alias Jackson^) 
admitted in 1704, professed in 1729; for 
many years was Superior of his brethren 
in Yorkshire. Obiit 2ist April, 1746, 
«t.61. 

DI. Eyre, Thomas; in 1689 he pro- 
nounced his simple vows at Watten : for some 
years was Professor of Theology at Liege : 
died in England the 9th of November, 1715, 
aflfed 45 

Dll. Eyre, William, died in England 
the 17th of February 1724, set. 46, Soc. 26. 
Dili. Eyston, George: I think of the 
ancient and respectable family of East 
Hendred, Berks, entered at Watten, 7th 
May, 1689 ; left that Novitiate for Liege, 
6th September, 1690. In the sequel he 
lived chiefly at Ghent, where he departed 
this life, 18th April, 1745, set. 74. 

DIV. Eyston, Robert, born 13th 
March, 1729; joined the Order in 1751. 
This Rev. Father died at Grandon Park, 
16thof January, 1766. 

]>V. Paircloth, Alexander, of Lon- 
don, joined the Society at the age of 29, was 
enrolled amongst its professed Fathers on 
27th of June. 1619. After serving the 
Mission for 44 years, he paid the debt of 
nature in England, 4th Augast, 1645, 
m%. TO. 



■ DVI. Fazrclouoh, John, horn at 
Wigan, 4th May, 1787; studied at Stony- 
hurst, entered the Novitiate at Hodder in 
1806;' was ordained Priest at Durham, 6th 
June, 1811. This exemplary Father la- 
boured with unremitting zeal in the Stony- 
hurst Mission for several years. In 1827 
he was removed to the Chaplaincy of Stock- 
held; but at the end of a twelvemonth was 
appointed Pastor to the congregation at 
South Hill, near Chorley, ' where he con- 
sumated his meritorious course 16lh Novem- 
ber, 1832, and was buried in his own 
chapel. 

*DVII. Fairfax, John.— We meet 
with two members of this name. The 1st 
a Temporal Coadjutor, who died at Rome, 
4th December, 1635, leaving behind him 
the lively remembrance ot eminent vir- 
tue, and superior qualifications for his 
station of life. 

DVIII. The 2nd a worthy Father who 
d\ed in England, 31 August, 1663. 

DIX Fairfax, Thomas, (often called 
Beckett,) was admitted at Watten, 7th 
September. 1675, and passed fur a dis- 
tinguished scholar. From the annual let- 
ters wo collect that he was skilled in the 
Oriental languages, *^expertem linguarum 
orientalium^** that he was appointed in the 
reign of James II, professor of Philosophy 
in Magdalen College, Oxford^ that when 
the revolution burst forth in all its horrors 
he was attacked in the streets of that city, 
dashed on the ground and tram pelted upon, 
and narrowly escaped being murdered out- 
right. This indeed was an eventful crisis 
for the Fathers of the Society throughout 
England. By a letter of F. John Clare, 
dated 12th November, 1689, 1 learn that 
within the preceding twelvemonth, no less 
than nineteen Jesuits had been thrown 
into jail, and i\\2^, forty at least had escaped 
into Flanders, not without considerable 
difficulty and danger. 

In 1701, F. Fairfax occurs as Procura- 
tor of the Province: and I find him living 
in London, or the immediate vicinity, 
three years later. In the Annual Letters of 

1710, he is stated to be serving the Mission 
in the College of St Thomas of Canterbury, 
and to deserve this character; *''• Eminet 
zclo et fructu inter alios P. Thomas 
Fairfax** That he was stationed at 
Wardour^ is evident from a document 
drawn up and signed by him, 4th of April, 

1711, and intitled *' Processus verbalis 
de depositione corporum S,S. MM, Primi 
etSecundi, sub altare SaceUi\Ulmi.ThomiB 
Comitis ArundeUii, S. R. I, Baronis 
de Warder in Com. WiltonicB" 

It sets forth that he had discovered in an 
obscure part of the mansion of Thomas* 
Lord Arundell ; two bodies of Saints, in 
separate cases] that the seals on one had 

* This noble Lord was the son of Henry the 3rd

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not bteii (lisUirbed ; but the seals of the 
■other had been brokeo; that ooenquiriogof 
bis lordship vboie bodies tbe^ were, and 
when brottghi hither ? be received for ana* 
wer, that Pope Alexander VIL* had sent 
them by Mr. Edward Weyburn, as a present 
to bis mother. Lady Arundell ; but that he 
was ignorant of their proper names, be- 
cause, in the late troublesome times, the 
Letters Apostolic, and of the Sacred con- 
gregation, had perished by fire, or some ac- 
cident, or had been purloined : that on his 
relating these details to Bishop Bonaven- 
t\ire Gifford, (who had the charge of the 
Western district, from the resignation of 
Bishop Ellis, till the appointment of Dr* 
Prichard) his Lordship commissioned F. 
Fairfax to remove the bodies aforesaid , ** i 
loco obscuro ad decentius ReposUorium 
sub alt are Sacelli pnejati ;'' that he bad 
accordingly done so, and had assigned to 
them the names of Primus and Seeundui, 
untill their real names could be ascertained* 
The instrument having been read to the said 
Noble Lord, to his brother,t and his sun,:^ 
and Richard Phillips, was signed by them. 

F. Fairfax died 2nd of March, 1710, 
«t. 60. 

DX. Another Father of this name was 
Missionary at Stapehill, about the year 
1732. 

DXL Falconeh, JoHif, of Dorsetshire. 
In the Provinciars return of 1655, this Re- 
verend and learned Father is reported to 
be then 83 years of age, of which he had 
spent 51 in the Society, that he had been 
Penitentiary at Rome, had been numbered 
with the Professed Fathers since the 22nd 
of July, 1619 ; and had been employed in 
the Mission for 30 years. The truly re- 
ligious and charitable Father, meekly re- 
signed his soul into the hands of his Ma> 
ker, on the 7th of July, the year following 
(1656.) Under the signature B. D. he 
published

DXH. Falconer, Stkphen. — All that 
I can learn of this Father Is, that he was 
a native of Kent, and died in Bngland, 
1st of December, 1670, «t. 49, Soc. SI. 

DXUI. Falkner, TiioxASf of Manches- 
ter, and said to have been a pnpil of the 
celebrated Dr. Richard Mead. Afteir 
practising as a Surgeon at home, lie made 
a ¥oyage to Guinea, and subsequently 
sailed for the Brazils in the Assiento^ ioi 
quality of Surgeon. Falling daugerousljr 
ill at Buenos Ayres, hs experienced suoll 
charitable and courteous attentions from 
the hands of the Jesuits there, that he be- 
came not merely a convert to Catholicitj, 
but also a candidate for admission into thdr 
Society. He was duly received, and eTSB- 
tually qua1i6cd for the painful, but mpsC 
meritorious and honourable life of a Mis« 
sionary amongst the savage tribes of Sooth 
America ; and he laboured diligently in 
their service for nearly forty years. Re» 
turning to England, after the ungrateful 
and barbarous expulsion of himself and his 
brethren from those countries by the 
Spanish and Portuguese Government, he 
retired to Plowden Hall, County of Salopi, 
where he died 30th of January, 17Hi. 

In looking over some Letters of F. John 
Thorpe, residing at Rome, to his friend the 
Rev. Charles Plowden, I discover the foU 
lowing notices of F. Falkner. 

'* loth of April, 178i. F. Thomas Falk- 
ner's death has been notified to his Spanish 
and American Confreres : they had much 
regard for him, recount many things in his 
commendation, desire me to enquire about 
the writings and valuable papers, which 
they suppose him to have had. Among 
these they specify a large collection (Four 
Vols, in Folio.) of Botanical, Mineral, 
and like observations, made by himself, 
on the products of America. They wish to 
hear of them being published in England.*' 

"20th of October, 1784. The Spanish 
Fathers here, (Rome) hoped to find among 
F. Falkner's papers, his well known trea- 
tise on ** American Distempers cured bjf 
American Drugs.** 

';23d of July, 1788. lam again re- 
quired by our South American exiles, to 
procure, if possible, what writings hate 
been left by F. Falkner. A French Tram* 
lationoftL book printed by him in English, 
is said to be in the hands of some Jesuits at 
Bologna. Please to get what intelligence 
you can of this matter for the sake of 
many of his scholars^ and who highly ve* 
neratehis memory.** 

'* 13th of September, 1768. Our Spanish 
American Fathers are glad to hear some 
fragments ofF. Falkner's writing are to 
be found, and they hope they are within 
your reach. They who knew him in South 
America, retain a very high esteem of him, 
and of his knowledge of that country : they 
expect to find many things both useful and 
entertaining, in his loose and scattered pn- 
pers of whatever language.*'

giler, in a shortpreface, gives an account of 
is visits to F. Falkner, at Spetchley. ** I 
found him to be a man of about seventy 
years of Age, active in mind and body, 
brusque in his manners, having never 
shaken off those lie had acquired in his 
thirty eight years among savages. He 
yery freely communicated to me every 
thing he knew respecting those people. 
He informed me that he was born at Man- 
chester, that about the year 1731 he 
was a surgeon in the Assiento ship, 
and in that year, at Buenos Ayres, be- 
came a convert to Popery, and in due 
time of the society of Jesuits, and was sent 
on the Mission of Paraguay." 

DXIV. Farmer, Ferdinand, whose 
real name was Steenmbyr was born in 
Soabia the 13th of October 1720: entered 
the Novitiate at Landsperge at the age 
of 23 : was admitted to the profession of 
the Four Vows the 2nd of February 1761. 
United to the English province, he was 
sent to the Maryland Mission, where. Dr. 
Carroll said "he did much good until his 
death the 17th of August, 1786." 

DXV. Farrab, James, enrolled him- 
self among the children of St. Ignatius in 
1725, and amongst the professed Fathers in 
1743! whilst he was serving the Maryland 
Mission. He actually died at Hooton in 
Cheshire, the 18 of July, 1753, set 57, and 
was burled in tlie Chancel of Estham. 

DXVI. and DXVII. Farrington, 
John, of Lancawhlre, but whoso real name 
was IHsMon. With his brother Ralph, 
ht entered the KocUMy in 1024. John died 
at Ghent flvo ycirs inter: of Ralph's 
Mof rapby I can fit an no farther details. 



DXVJII. Fabbjxcto.v, Tbomas, of l,an« 
eadure. From the provinciars returo of 
1^(5, 1 collect, that he was then 44 yerTS 
old, of which he had passed 24 in the so* 
cicty, and 15 in the Mission. He conti- 
nued to|>erve it full 22 years longrr, dying 
tlie 25th of January, 1678, £t 67. and de- 
serving to he characterised as ^"zelalor ani* 
marum el strenuus operarius.'* 

DXiX. Fal'nt, Laurence Arthur, 
according to R. Southwell, p 538 Bib4- 
oth, &c. was a native of Lancashire ; but F, 
More, p. I7,was better informed in descri- 
bing hira as a Leicestershire man. Antho- 
ny Wood, p. 199, Vol 1st A then® Oxon. 
expressly says that he was "the son of 
William Fauut. of Foston, in Leicestershire, 
Esq. and that he was born of an ancient 
and genteel family living in that place, in 
the year 1554, and being very studious and 
delighted in letters while he was a child, 
became fit for Academical studies at 14r 
years of age. Before he had completed two 
years at Merton College, Oxford, he was 
taken to Louvain, where he was aggre- 
gated to the Society. When he had com- 
pleted his higher studies, he was sent to 
Poland, and was for several years the most 
distinguished professor of Greek, and The- 
ology in the college of Posna. This wor- 
thy person gave way to fate at Wilna on 
the 28th of February, 1591, after he had 
religiously served in the Society of Jesus 
about 21 years" to their great renown and 
honour.'* Shortly before his death, he 
took his rank amongst the professed 
Fathers. 

F. N. Southwell enumerates many of 
his Treatises on Religious Controversy, 
chiefly printed at Posoa, from 1580 to 1591, 
and at the Press of John Wolrhabi. The 
most celebrated are 

" Cuence Lutheranorvm ct Calvinista* 
rum Oppvgnatio ac Catholicios Kvchat is- 
tiee Defeniio, comprehensa Thesibus in 
Collegia Posnaniensi, »S. J. in publicd dis- 
pulatione propositis Anno 1586, Aprilis — 
die 4to. pp 179. There is a second part 
of this work intitled " De Auguslissimo 
Missa Sacrificio '* grounded on the The- 
sis which was defended in the said College 
in October, 1586. 4to. pp. 111. His apo- 
logy for his treatise ^^ De sanctorum In' 
vocationc et Veneralione"* was also printed 
by Birchmann at Cologr.e, in 1590. 

*DXX. Flbure le Nicole. — This vene- 
rable lay-brother, died in the English Col- 
lege, at Liege, his usual residence, on the 
17th of November, 1773, Kt.Sl, Soc. 53. 

DXXI. FicK, Thomas, of London, en- 
tered an alumnus of the English College 
at Rome, in 1597; joined the iiociety at 
the age of 28 : was admitted to the pro- 
fession of the Four Vows, 18th of Decem- 
ber, 1639 He was distinguished, through 
the course of a long life, for blameless con- 
duct, love of common life, dislike of sin 
gularity, and entirt obtdience. Retinsg 
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from the fatigues of the English Mission 
to Liege College, he was found dead in his 
bed on the morning of the 1st June, I6li7. 
at. 74. 
Felton John, see Grosse, John. 

DXXII. Fenwick, John, of Co, Dur- 
ham. For nearly four years, this Reverend 
Father had discharged the unostentatious 
but apostolic duties of a Missionary, when 
in the epidemic, occasioned by Gates'* own 
Plot, be was dragged to a jail, and suffered 
so much fronihis chains, and bolts, that it 
was once under the Doctors' deliberation, 
whether his leg should not be amputated. 
In those days of legal inhumanity, inno- 
cence afforded no protection, and this meek 
victim was hurried to slaughter at Ty- 
burn on the 30th of June, 1679, N. S. act. 
dl.Rel. 21. Prof. 4. His precious remains 
were interred in the church yard of St. 
Giles in the fields. See the ** Brevis Rela- 
Cto." of F. Mathias Tanner, and the ex- 
cellent memoirs of Dr. Challoner. 

DXXHl. Fermour, Thomas, of Bucks: 
«t the age of 27 was admitted into the No« 
vitiate, and 1 1 years later, viz., 6lh of Sep- 
tember, 1632, was promoted to the rank of 
a Professed Father. He lived to be Dean of 
the Province. — ** et Professorum pntrum 
antiquissimus ;" after 56 years of Mission- 
ary labor, the Venerable Patriarch was 
apprehended as one of the conspirators in 
Gates* Plot, and cast into jail; but at the 
end of two years and a half, the Govera- 
ment came to the decision, that it was not 
incompatible with the safety of the Empire 
to grant him his discharge. He died 
shortly after his release, on the IPth of 
April, 1683, at the advanced age of 89. 

DXXIV. Another Father of this name 
occurs as Missionary, in 1701-4, and died 
28th of May, 1710. 

♦DXXV. Fenoinier, Andrew, died at 
St Gmer, 29th of March, 1760, »t. 31, 
Soc. 9 

DXXVI. Fernandez, Anthont.— This 
Portuguese Father, and Confessor of Catha- 
rine, the Queen consort of Charles the II. 
was aggregated to the English Province. 
Obiit Londini, 23, AprUis, 1674. 

DXXVIl. Fesard, Giles.— In p. 28. 
Hist. Prov. Angl. More informs us, that 
he was admired at Rome, and after finish- 
ing his studies, went to Prague, as socius 
to F. John Paul Campanus, the Master of 
Novices, and that he died there at the end 
of a twelvemonth. Nadasi fixes his death 
4th of July, 1571. 

DXXVIIl. FEtHERSTON, ThoMAS.— 

This worthy Missionary retiring to Ghent 
died there 1st of Gctober, 1724. 

* In the National Panic, a pension oF £1200 per 
annum, was voted to this "the most infamous of 
mankind " as Hume designates Dr. Titus Oates ! 
Will posterity believe that a gold medal was struck 
of the audacious perfurer, inscribed " The Popish 
Plot disci)vered by hbx"! !

^DXXIX. Feurc, PrrxR, died at 8t. 
Gmer, 4th of Gctober, 1712, et.7S. ReU^ft 
DXXX. FiLcocK, Roger. — In ptfe 
106, Vol. II. Church History, Mr. Dodd 
has ommitted to acnuaiut his readers, that 
this blessed Martyr had embraced the *'pi- 
ous Institute of the Society of Jesus," mi 
that his glorious fellow sufferer, Mark 
Barkworih, had adopted the Venerable 
Benedictine Grder. The most worthy and 
judicious compiler of the Memoirs of Mis- 
sionary Priests, would have afl'orded him 
correct information on this subject. It la 
undeniably true, that both these martyrs 
were educated for secular clergymen, and 
had been promoted to priesthood, before 
they wcrs received as Regulars; but should 
a Protestant become a Catholic on his 
death bed, and it would not be unfair to 
rank him among Catholics, — or, if a pious 
layman became a clergyman just betbre 
his death, and there would be no impro- 
priety to place him in the obituary amongst 
the clergy, we can imagine no good cause 
for the silence of a Catholic Historian, as 
to the fact, of a clergyman aggregating 
himself to any religious Grder approved 
of by the Catholic Church. ^* OmnU spi- 
Vitus laudet Dominum.** 

This holy priest was a native of Sand* 
wich, and went by the name of Arthur* 
F. John Gerard, who knew him intimately, 
mentions his execution with Mrs. Anne 
Line, ^^qtue suspensa animam suam Deo 
reddidit simul cum P. Filcocke, sacer^ 
dote et Martyre SocietaUt quern stepe 
kabuerat Canfessorem et semper ami' 
cumr at Tyburn, 27th of February, 1601. 
See his life in Tanner, Vol. I. p. 50. 
How delightful to every Christian heart 
to read in F. More's History, pp. 256-0, 
the sentiments of Apostolic zeal and mutu- 
al affection which animated the breast 
of this Father, and his Benedictine confrere. 
DXXXI. Fisher, John, (alias PiercyJ 
of Durham. This convert to tho (Catholic 
Faith, studied at Rome, and by a dispensa- 
tion of Pope Clement VIII., was ordained 
priest before he bad reached the canonical 
age. At Tournay, in 1594, he united him- 
self to the Society. Gn his return towartis 
England, through Holland, he was stopped 
at Flushing by some of the English sol- 
diery, and most brutally treated. Arriving 
in England he was committed to Bridewell; 
but at the end of seven raontUsy, he effected 
his escape with several other Catholics. 
In F. John Gerard*s house, in London, he 
found a place of refuge. Proceeding 
thence to the North of England, he was the 
happy instrument in the hand of God to 
reconcile to the Church his mother, sister, 
and certain other members of his family. 
After some time his friend F. Gerard 
an excellent judge of qualifications, pro- 
cured him for his colleague at Lady Vaux*f 
hou-e, in Nottbamptonshire, but was not 
allowed to retain him beyond a twelve- 
month, as Sir Everard Digby prevailed on 
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AeSttpeHor, F. Ghiniett, to surrender him 
Ibr his chapUin. Indeed F. Fisher was 
every where in request, and endeared him- 
self to all, who coold appreciate goodness 
•f heart, disinterested zeal, accuracy, aud 
soundness of Judgment, and profound eru- 
dition. During his intervals of personal 
liberty, for he was four times a prisoner 
for the Catholic Faith, (the last time I be- 
lieve he was committed to the Gatehouse, 
jost before the Christmas of 1634,) he was 
indefatigable in preaching, instructing, and 
writing ; and few Missionaries have been 
cheered and blest with witnessing such 
fruits of their labours in the abundant har- 
Yest of soulS' Amongst his numerous con- 
quests, we may mention the mother of 
George Villiers, V e Duke of Buclcingham, 
that was assassinated by Felton at Ports- 
mouth. For his greater merit. Almighty 
God was pleased to afl9ict him with a 
Cancer during the last two years of his 
life; but rewarded his patient resignation 
under suQeiinsr, with endless comfort and 
happiness, at London, 3d of December, 
1641. F. Fisher, at the time of his death 
was *^ Septvagenario Major^*" and had 
been professed in the Order since 1609. 

The world is indebted to this able Cbn- 
trovertist for the following works. 

1. "iJ Treatise of Faiths wherein is 
fndejly and plainly shown, a direct way, 
by which every man may resolve and set- 
tle his mind in aU Doubts, Questions and 
Controversies concerning matters of 
Faith.** 8vo.

I have 
met with a Father of this name, who is 
stated to have been a native of Lancashire, 
to have been admitted into the Order at 
the age of 21, and to his Religious Profes*« 
sion on 19th September, 1641, lieiog then 
36 years of age. I find nothing more to 
serve as a clue to his Biography. 

DXXXV. Fisher, Philip, one of the 
earliest Missionaries in Maryland. In the 
Provincial's Return of i642. F. Fisher is 
then certified to be superior of that inter- 
esting portion of Christ's vineyard, was 
then 47 years old, of which he had spent 25 
in the Society, and that he had been en- 
rolled amongst the Professed Fathers siuce 
26th October, 163a As the parliamentary 
cause grew successful in England, did |>er- 
secution increase against the Catholics of 
Maryland, and he was compelled to sepa- 
rate during three years from his flock. 
The following letter, addressed to the Ge- 
neral of the Society, F. Vincent Carafia, 
may deserve h-anscribing. 

Our very Revd. Father in Christ, 

At length, my companion and myself 
reached Virginia, in the mouth of January, 
after a tolerable journey of seven weeks : 
there I left my companion, and availed my- 
self of the opportunity of proceeding to 
Maryland, where I arrived in the course 
of February. By the singular providence 
of God, I found my fiQck collected together, 
after they had been scattered for three long 
years; and they were really in more 
flourishing circumstances than those who 
had oppressed and plundered theiti : with 
what joy they received roe, and with what 
delight I met them, it would be impossible 
to describe, but they received me as an 
Angel of God* I have now been with them 
a fortnight, and am preparing for the pain* 
ful separation ; for the Indians summon 
me to their aid, and they have been ill- 
treated by the enemy, since I was tern 
from them. I hardly know what to do, bat 
cannot .attend to all. God grant that i 
may do his will for the greater glory of his 
name. Truly, flowers appear in our land : 
may they attain to fruit. Aroadbyland^ 
through ihe Forest, has just been opened 
from Maryland to Virginia ; this will make 
it but a two day's journey, and both coun- 
tries can now be united in one. Mission. 
After Easter I shajl wait on the Governorof 
Virginia on momentous business, may it 
terminate to the praise and glory of God« 
My companion, 1 trust, still lies concealed, 
but I hopie will soon commence his labour nn» 
der favourable auspices. Next year I trust 
to have two or three other colleagues, with 
the permission of your paternity, to whose 
prayers and sacrifices I earnestly commend 
this Mission, myself, and all mine.

DXXXVI. Fisher, Robert. Thfa 
Member of the Order is recorded in the 
Necrology to have died in England, but in 
TaJo I look for any circurastautial infor- 
ncation. 

DXXSVIT. FiTTON, Francis, ofStaf- 
fordshire, joined the Society in 1615, was 
professed the 15th of March, 1634. After 
teaching Philosophy, was ordered to the 
English Mission, uhich he caltivated until 
bis happy death the I5lh of April, 1673 let. 
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PXX XVIII. FiTZHERBERT, FrANCIS. 

The annual le'ters relate a dreadful storm, 
which he encountered, in 1654, on his pas- 
sage to Maryland. This worthy Father 
finished his course at St Omer, 22nd May, 
J 687. 

DXXXIX. FiTZHCRBERT, RoBERT, of 

Swynnerton ; a most angelical youth, who 
was admitted into the Order just before his 
death, in 1709. Of him it is recorded 
*' baptismaictn innocentiam Seputchro iU' 
tulit : Juffefi instar itrreutrU tt in 
stpcvlo ei in Seminario rixU,'' 

DXIi. FiTZHBRBERT, Thomas. This 
tral^ great man was born at Swynnerton, 
in Staffordshire, and was only son of 
William Fitzherbert, Esq. by his wife, 
Isabella Swynnerton, and grandson of the 
celebrated lawyer, Sir Anthony Filz- 
herbert, of Norbury, Derbyshire. At a 
proper age he was sent to Oxford, where 
he improved an excellent capacity, by the 
study of the best authors. His zeal for 
the Catholic Faith exposed him to ridicule 
and persecution, and he was actually 
sentenced to a year's imprisonment, for 
refusing to conform to the Church es- 
tablished bylaw, and for saying his prayers 
like Z>a9t£«/, Chap. VI. in his own way, 
and as he'had been actastomed to do be<- 
fore. In him the Catholic religion found 
a ooBstant friend and advocate, and a 
generous protector*, he was never so happy 
as when he had opportunities of adminis- 
teriog assistance and hospitality to Priests 
and Religions. On account of the intense 
heat of the persecution, it was judged ad- 
visable for him to retire with his young 
wife* and family to the Continent, and he 
was greatly admired in the courts of France 
and Spain. About the age of 86 he lost his 
wife, and he then decided on embracing the 
Ecclesiastical State. On 24th of March, 
16()2, be was promoted in Ronoe, to the 
Priesthood. From his own declaratioii 
we learn that he had made a tow on 15th

August, 1606, of entering into the Society 
of Jesus ; but I cannot discoTer that he 
appeared in the Jesuits' habit until 1613. 
After passing through several ofRces, he 
succeeded F. T. Owen, as rector of the 
English ollege, at Rome, in 1618, and his 
government of it for twenty-two years was 
distinguished by integrity, prudence, and 
charity. He died in office, between 6 and 
7 o*clock of the morning of the 17th August, 
164J, at the Patriaichal age of 88, and 
was buried in the College 4'hapcl. F. 
Thomas Courtenay, rector of the English 
College, pronounced his Euh^gium, which I 
inserted in p p. 171 — 3 of the Catholic 
Spectator of 1833.

All the English in Rome 
Gftme to the College, to hear his reasons 
against Mr. Nicholas Fitzherbert. So 
noteth Mr. Baines in his diary. This 
Nicholas Fitzherbert, a great adversary of 
F. Persons, was drowned in a brook, called 
la Pesa, some miles this side Florence, 
6lh November, 16i2.'» 

DXLl. Flaccus, (query Flock,) Wil- 
liam ; a native of Suffolk : quitting his na- 
tive country for conscience sake, he re- 
paired to Rheims ; afterwards proceeding 
to Rome, he corporated himself with the 
Society, and had the honour of being a fel- 
low Novice with St. Aloysius^ In 1592 
was employed by F. Persons, to lay the 
foundations of St. Omer's College ; for two 
years he continued to govern it, and by his 
active zeal and systematic steadiness, 
mainly contributed to its subsequent stabi- 
lity For the greater part of his life he had 
thesuperintendance of its pecuniary con- 
cerns. In 1632 we find him Rector of the 
House of Probation, at Ghent, where on 
21st of June, as he left, in writing, be ex- 
perienced the efficacy of St. Aloysius* in- 
tercession in his favoar. See p. 461, of 
More's Hist. He sanrived 5 years later, 
after his wonderful cure, dying in 1637, in 
the S3d year of his age. 

DXLl I. Fleetwood, John ; entered the 
Novitiate 31st October, 1723 ; for a short 
time served Brooghton Hall, died in the 
flower of life, whilst actively engaged in 
the Maryland Mission, 5th January, 1734, 
St. 31. 

DXLUT. Fleetwood, Walter wag 
born in London, 9th March, 1669. In 
a fragment of a Diary, formerly kept at 
Watlen, I discover the following entries. 
**178A, June 16th, Mr. Fleetwood arrived 
fromSt.Omer,*' "June aoth Mr. Fleet- 
wood admitted/* 

Of his subsequent life I can learn nothing 
but that he died at T lege. lOth July, 1774. 

DXLIV Flint, Thomas, left Kome for 
the English Mission, in the spring of 1602, 
four years later I find him discharged from 

[M'ison. The annual letters, in announcing 
•is <leath, in the College of the 12 Apostles, 
86th December, 1636, relate that he had 
borne testimony to Christ in the loss of 
liberty, and chains and tortures. 

DXLV. Flint, William, entered the 
Eiiglihh College at Rome, in 1648. and 
iubsequently joined the Society, but I can- 
not puisiio his history. 

DXLVI. Flisk, Willi *M ; This zea- 
lous Mistilonary in the Bishoprlck of Dur- 
ham* died early in I6I<(), after a very short 
iUnasN, oonhacted in attending the sick. 
The Annual Ltiltcrs detiorilie him as **op- 
#rar/ii« inuiyniler indintlriuit,**

37; on 
Idth August, the preceding year, he had 
been enrolled amongst the professed Fa- 
thers. 

DXLIX. Floyd, Henry, of Cambridge- 
shire, elder brother of John, the doughty 
('Ontrovertist. In a MS. of P. Persons, 
I read that Henry had defended uuiversal 
Theology, at Seville, with great eclat, on 
20th February, 1693, and was for a time 
stationed in the new Seminary, at Lisbon. 
Returning to England, he was appointed 
Chaplain to the Sovihcott family, and for 
10 years filled that situation, with disinter- 
ested zeal, and exemplary propriety ; but 
during his Missionary career he could not 
escape apprehension. Newgate, the Fleet, 
Framlinghain, and Winchester jails had the 
honour of harbouring this bold confessor, 
of Jesus Christ, In 1610 he was admitted 
to the profession of the Four Vows. The 
venerable Father exchanged a life of labour 
for ease and happiness, dying in London, 
7th March, 1641. He is incorrectly called 
Roger, pp. 412, vol. I. of the old edition 
page 222, of the new edition of Mission- 
ary Priests. 

DL. Another Father of this name was 
living in England, in 1665, was then 34 
years of age, of which he had passed 19 in 
the Society. 

DLL Floyd, John, joinc>d the Society 
at Rome, in 1592; In doe time he was sent 
to the Mission, but in attempting to pene- 
trate to F. Oldcorne, detained a close 
prisoner in Worcester Jail, during the 
early part of the year 1606, he himself was 
apprehended, and lay in durance vile for a 
twelvemonth, when he was sentenced to 
perpetual banishment. Proceeding to St. 
Omer, he continued his indefatigable exer- 
tions, as a preacher, for whidi office be 
possessed singular qualifications ; his zeal 
for souls brought him back to England, 
where he laboured with renewed industry 
and success. After some years devoted to 
the exercise of his apostolic functions, his 
superiors recalled him to Louvain, to fill the 
chair of professor of Divit:ity; and few 
men were fitter for the office. Wood. p. 
154, Vol. II. Athenee Oxen, admits that he 
was ** a person excellently learned as well 
in Philosophy as Theology," and yet he 
was more eminent for his union with God, 
and his spirit of ducility and obedience. 
At length he obtained permission to retire 
to St. Omer, where he was suddenly taken 
00" by Apoplexy, on Kith September, 16i9, 
Bt. 77, Rel. 67, Prof 40. From his master- 
ly pen the public was favoured with the 
following works in Latin.

Re-lifting in the Revived 
Society in 1805, he at length repaired 
to Paris, where he died 29ih of March. 1S2I.

DLIU. Forcer, Francis, Co. of Dur- 
ham. In the ProvinciaPs List of 16(2, he 
is described as being then 59 years «>id, of 
which he had spent 38 in the Society, and 
13 in the Mission, and that the date of his 
Profession was 19th of March, 1623. 
Two years later I meet with him at .Ma- 
drid.

DLIV. Ford, Henry, died in England 
4th of February, 1638. 

♦DLV. Ford, John, of Staffordshire. 
After serving his brethren for half a cen- 
tury with admirable diligence, this Tempo- 
ral Coadjutor passed to everlasting rest, at 
St. Omer's, 4lh of February. 1663. aei 67. 

♦DLVl. FoRFST, Philip— He was a 
native of Attois. From the catalogue of 
16-^5, I collect that he was then 30 years 
of age, and wan of four years standing 
in the Order ; but 1 cannot follow out his 
biography. 

DLVIL Forrester, Charles, f'alias 
FleuryJ was born in France, 21st of April, 
1789: entered the Novitiate in i756. 
From his own narrative I learn, that in 
company with F. Edward Howard, he 
reached Ostend, on Saturday evening, the 
3rd of August, 1767. to proceed to his des- 
tination, Li nstead Lodge. Both wished to 
say Mass the next morning before they 
embarked for the English Mission : their host 
accommodated them and served them himself 
at 3 A.M.; but warned them that '*un Min- 
istre Anglican les guettoitsoignenseinent:* 
In effect this plotter of mischief had given 
up his lodging at another Inn, and his place 
in another vessel, to be near them and em- 
bark with them. On arriving at Dover, 
his information procured the Missionaries 
a severe sifting at the custom hou.se; but 
Mr. F. had previously arranged to send 
their books, relics, Ac, by another way. 
Their prying companion stuck close to 
them, and followed them to Canterbury, 
and thence to Rochoster. Here Mr. F. 
fortunately met Mr. Porter, or his chap- 
lain Mr. Gregson, and related how they 
were circumstanced It was then settled 
that a post-chaise should he quiet'y sent 
for, into which Mr. Forrester slept, and 
drove off straight for Linstead Lodge. On a 
sudden the spy missed half his prey ; his 
untired malice vowed revenge : *' il prit les 
dwants** and on arriving at Deptford, 
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Mr. Hbvartl experWncetl the most sharee^ 
au trcmtmea^ in consequence of the par- 
son^ mn>n*pr«s«otaitioas. 

"■ W!iei» Mr. Forrester had been at Lin- 
steuU LiKfijce about two or three years, a 
YOU 11$ w\>maD applied to hiiji for instruc- 
tiou. desiring to be a Catholic. The zeal- 
ous parsou of the parish, Mr. Fox; got 
intelligence of this, and in the ferraea- 
tationof his spirit, acquainted His Grace, 
of Canterbury, who gav ehim directions, 
nay orders, to stop the iiupending evil, 
and make the visitation, unasked, and he 
must know unwelcome in an Englishman's 
house, to catechise his chaplain, and that 
Englishman, Lord Tenyham, a peer of the 
Realm. Eufin, the parson arrived in his 
canonicals, and desired at 6nce to see Mr» 
Forrester; who, obeying the impertinent 
summons, attended the Archbishop's dele- 
gate in a small parlour, when the following 
dialogue took place* 

Parson. Servant Sir, 

Mr. Forrester. Your's Sir. 

P. You are a Popish Priest, I belieye ? 

Mr. F. I have the honour to be Lord 
Tenyham's chaplain. 

P. You preach, I understand, Sir ? 

Mr. F. I make it my endeavour to give 
every one who addresses himself to me, all 
the satisfaction in my power. 

P. And pray do y<'U talk to such per- 
sons in Latin or In English ? 

Mr. F. As I always endeavour to speak 
so as to be understood, I should defeat 
my own purpose, and act like a fool, to talk 
to persons, mostly of the lower class, and 
illiterate, in the Latin Language. 

P. Oh ! very well Sir, you may speak 
as yon please to those of your own way of 
thinking ; but I understand your are tam* 
pering with N. N. : I promise, if you at- 
tempt making proselytes, that I shall en- 
force the Penal Laws* against you. I have 
full authority, and even orders so to do ? 

Mr. F. (Rising from his chair, and 
presenting his hand cordially to his visi- 
tor.) Give me leave, dear Sir, in such 
case to add to my respect for you, the war- 
mest assurances of gratitude, as to a person 

* Until the breaklni; out of the American War, 
the EoKlish Catholics knew not what it was to ex- 
niripnce toleration from the government.

whom I must regard, as singularly and tru- 
ly my benefactor. 

1P. What do you mean. Sir ? 

Mr. F. Exactly what I say. Sir. For 
in the event of your putting your threat 
into execution, I shall be rai^ by you to 
the blessing pronounced by Jesus Christ 
himself, upon those who suffer persecution 
for justice sake. 

P. (Astonished and a. little confused) 
I don't understand you: what do you 
mean ? I never heard any one talk before 
in this manner? Are you in earnest. 

Mr. F. . From the very bottom of my 
heart I assure you, Sir, that such are my 
real sentiments. 

The Champion of intolerance gradually 
calmed down, waved the subject, and took 
a very civil leave. A few weeks later, he 
sent a most polite invitation to Lord and 
Lady Tenyham, to solicit the honour ot 
their company to a fete, and particularly re- 
quested that the Rev. Mr. Forrester might 
he of the party. Nay, after some mouths , he 
actually sent his two sons to be educated 
at SI. Omer*s College ! So much for con- 
sistency of principle, and still more for the 
power of mildness and humility.*' 

Mr. F. remained at Lord Tenybam*s till 
the 28th of January, 1776. On the ! 0th of 
February that year he reached Old War- 
dour, as Missionary. On the 6th of Oc- 
tober, the same year, he removed 'with the 
Arundell family into the present noble 
mansion. Two large rooms served for a 
temporary Chapel, until the new structure 
was solemnly blessed, on the Slst of Oc- 
tober, 1776, and opened the next day with a 
solemn High Mass. At the end of 13 years 
he resigned the charge of that numerous 
congregation, for the situation of Domestic 
chaplain to his noble patrons. In 1810, he 
quitted Wardour with the dowager Lady 
ArundelL for her seat at Irnhar.i. in Lin- 
colnshire, and adhered to her till her pious 
death, 20th of June, 1813. Shortly after 
he retired to Newhall, in Essex, where he 
closed a long life of merits and t*ood woi ks, 
by the death of the just, 2ud of May, 1825, 
Kt. 86. 

F. Forester, was an able, zealous and 
amiable Priest ; and from goodness of heart, 
hastily associated himself, in 1802, to 
the PaquanaristSf who had then an estab- 
lishment at Kensington House, near Lon- 
don; but he soon discovered his mistake, 
and eventually re-united himself to the re- 
stored Society of Jesus. 

DLIX. FoRTEScuE, Francis, (some- 
times called Stanly) after studying Rhe- 
toric at St. Omer*s, was admitted into the 
Noviceship at Watten, and made the sim- 
ple vows, 8th of September, 16^ I ana 
unable to pursue his history. 

DLX. Foster, Charles of London 
(though another account says of Hertford- 
shire.) Retiring from the Mission, he died 
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nY the stona, at Ghent, 2d June, 1660, mt. 
b7y Soc. 37. The annual letters descrrbe 
him as *' sulutit animarum ailientissimus 
€t paupertaUs ReligioscB juxta tenaeU- 

PLXL Foster, Francis, of London; 
at the acre of 21 consecrated himself to Reli- 
gion, in the Society of Jesus, and was ad- 
mitted to the profession of the Four Vows, 
«kh December, 1635. After teaching The- 
olcM7 ^^ Liege, and trainiiw up the NoTioes 
at vVatten, in the spirit of their Institute, 
he was declared the 5th Provincial of his 
Brethren, in 1650; but shortly after the 
expiration of the triennial term of office, 
died in England, 7th October, 1653, et.52, 
to the deep regret of all who could appre- 
ciate worth and learning. 

♦DLXII. Foster, Henry, stiled " ho- 
mo nobilis et copiosus** in the annual let- 
ters. On the death of his lady, this Suf- 
folk gentleman decided on embracing the 
religious state. Six of his daughters be- 
came NuQS, and.his son Joseph consecrated 
liimself to God 'in the Society. This very 
pious head of a pious JEieunily died at GHieut 
the dthof December, 1679, «t 75. Rei. 

DLXIII. Foster, John« of Herts, and 
of a good family : his sister married Sir 
Robert Hodson. This Reverend father 
was serying the Lancashire Mission in 
1655 : was then 37 years of age, of which 
he had passed 18 in the Order. 

♦DLXIV. Foster, Joseph, soa of 
Henry Foster above mentioned, and full of 
the religious spirit, died at Antwerp the 
13th of April 1686, set. 55. Soc, 33. 

DLXV . Poster, Michael. All that 
1 can glean of this father, is, that he died 
in the Maryland Mission the 6th of Febru- 
ary, 1684. 

DLXVL Foster, RicBARo, of Lanca- 
shire : admitted in 1692 : ordained Priest 
at Prague in 1701, and died in England 
the 9tb of May, 1707, at the early age of 
35. 

DLXVIl, Foster, Thomas. This 
holy man was long employed in tlie York- 
shire Mission ; but was driven away by 
the parliamentary troops. Repairing to 
Lincoln he fell into the hands of his enemies 
who consigned him to a dungeon, in an- 
nouncing his loss of liberty to the Superior 
he says, — I was not worthy of being favour* 
ed with that happiness which I have long- 
ed for during the last 40 years. £lessed 
be God, who has allowed me at least this 
tribulation of a jail, and I humbly beseedi 
God, that it may be accepted as some kind 
of satisfaction for my manifold and great 
transgressions. "This patient sufferer 
died in his prison of the dropsy, the 31st 
of March, 1648. 

♦DLXVIII. FouRDE,' John Bapt. 
a temporal Coadjutor who died at Ghent 
the 9th of March, 1746, set 45. Soc. 24. 

DLXIX, Fowler, Francis, of London, 

M 



admitted as a Novice at the age of S2 ; ancf 
as a professed father the STjth of Janua- 
ry, 1644. AAer serving the Mission for 15 
years, he was called to his recompence on 
Lady-day, 1659, aet 50. 

DLXX. Fowler, Richard, is said 
to have died in England in tho course of 
the year 1623. 

ULXXI. FoxE, Jambs, related to 
the Foxes of Guernoga, Co. of Montgomery, 
and to the Somerset and Powis familic:^ ; 
joined the Novitiate la 1747. This worthy 
Priest died suddenly in his chair at South- 
worth, Lancashire, whilst catechising tho 
diUdren. on the 29th of March 1795, et. 
65 ; and was buried at Wiadleshaw. 

DLXXIC. Another of this name had 
died the 4th of December 17d-J. I suspect 
that this was F. James Poole, of whom 
nore hereafter. 

DLXXIIl. Framrac, Augustine James, 
bom in Germany, 6th of January, 1723 : 
joined the Society at the ago of 21, was 
professed in 1760. Joining the English 
Province was ordered to Maryland, 
where he died in Aagust, 1795. 

DLXXIV. Freehan, Michael, of York- 
shire, after studying in that seminary of 
learning atid piety, Douay College, Itc 
adopted the rule of St. Ignatius at Lou- 
vain, 13th Of July, 1608, et. 29. I have 
seen an original Letter of his to the Gen. 
Claud. Aquaviva, dated from the Novitiate 
at Louvain, 5th of January, 1613, in 
which he makes a favourable report of hi.s 
brethren there. On the 2tiid of July, 162 1 , 
hit merits procured his enrolment amongst 
the Professed Fathers. After teaching The- 
ology at Liege, and serving the English 
Mission for 12 years, he surrendered his 
soul to God in England, 26th of September, 
1642, aged 65. 

DLXXV. Freewill, John, born in 
Cambridgeshire in 1604; at the age of 38 
vas aggregated to the Society : was em- 
ployed in the English Mission in 1635. 

DLXXVI. FacyiLL, Ralph, occurs Su- 
perior to his Brethren in the Bishoprick of 
Durham at the commencement of the 
ISth Century, and died in Apiil, 1719. 
DLXXVIL FasyiLLE, Robert, entered 
the Order at the age of 27 : was Professed 
15th of October, 1630. After cultivating 
the English vineyard for 30 years, ho died 
happily, ISth of September, 1656, a^t. 6G. 

DLXXVIII. Frbville, Thomas.— The 
Aanual Letters shew that king James II. 
had known him at Brussells — that when 
the Father resided at Paris, as Procurator 
of his Brethren, his Majesty occasionally 
used him as his confessor, in the absence 
of F. John Warner. The good old man 
died in England, 2nd of April, 1701. 

DLXXIX. FuLK, Jerome, died in Eng- 
land, 81st of October, 1645; but I can 
glean no particulars of his life. 

*DLXXX. FuLwooD, Richard —Tlii* 
was a most faithful and prudent lay-brother 
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MJLVXU. Uagb, Charles, half bro- 
I j«t:<p«ivt« u> S^ Henry Gage, the brave 
«afBBaii«ier li Oxford. That he was sta- 
QttiMit x: Norwich in the reign of James 
\l, is> certaio^ for we read in the Annual 
Lertw^ which report the state of religion 
^atK^x^i«aC to the revolution.—" At Nor- 
wictk the capital of Norfolk, was a very 
<e«hrated chapel, where F, Charles Gage 
e3L\»^ 31 wonderful sensation by his ser- 
OMO^ )Uid laboured so zealously in that 
>iiiM«iirU» that the faithful unanimously ad« 
«tf^:$9»d tt letter of thanks to Father Pro- 
^oicittl (John Keynes) for having pro- 
v»i^ them with such a distinguished 
If^wMljeef.** After the revolution I cannot 
|i)«Ww up his history. Does not Mr. Dodd 
H^. ilK Vol. in. Church Hist, mistake 
iTiC^Mm for this Reverend Father ? 

l>L\XXni. Gage, Edmund. — ^I can- 
ttot disoover where he made his Noviceship, 
but ho was numbered among the Professed 
i^thors, 3nd of February, 1702. He oc- 
curs Rector of his brethren in the College 
of St. Ignatius, from September, 1727, to 
November I7S1. Retiring to Ghent, he 
died thoi-o 8rd of September, 1740. I am 
dis|>osod to think that the real name of this 
Jesuit was Plowden, 

DLXXXIV. Gage, John.— Three Fa- 
Ihors of this name are recorded in the Fas- 
ti, The 1st. In the Provincial return of 
ItiAA, tills Father is described as being a 
natlvo of Cambridgeshire; as being S9 
ytHtrn of ago, of which he had passed 21 in 
\\w HocliJty, and Ave in the English Mis- 
Hiou. 1 think ho died 29th of December, 
1708. 

DliXXXV. The 2nd, sometimes called 
Iff wis, waN formed a spiritual Coadjutor, 6th 
Au)|. MMIl, iiiul wiiH superior of his bre- 
(hi-iMiln tlu' Collogt* of the Twelve A pos- 
n»»^. Wv tlloil In SulTolk* I2th of January, 
i;»iH, 0,H. u»l.;7. 

hlAN^VI. The ard is an honoui'ed 
uumo lUiioMKNt his Iholhnni. Ho was^ the 
HV\'\m\ «on idMoliU <lttK*'» Ksq , by Eliia- 
bolh, tliuinhtri luul M»lo liolr of Thomas 
I(ooK>V(mh1, t>r tVtdhiun llaU, Esq.. and 
^,u hoin VHth of Jul>. I7>M). Piety led 
Idiu t\» Uw NovlUttlo at Wattvu, 7th of 



September, 1740, and his merits procured 
Um the rank of a Professed Father on 2rid 
of February, 1758. 

After teaching Philosophy at Liege, h© 
was sent to the English Mission. In ft 
letter whi^ he wrote to Bishop Hornyold 
20th of October, 1773, from Bury St. Ed- 
munds, I read',—** I have served this place 
alone these 17 years entirely gratis, as 
there is not one penny foundation I know 
of." Besides this duty he was in the habrt 
of ** serving once in six weeks, Mr. Sul- 
yard's, at Haughley Park." 

No Jesuit was ever more attached to 
the Society than F. John Gage. In the 
above mentioned letter written, as he tells 
the good Bishop, **frt amaritudine animas 
mece " he canAot describe the poignancy of 
his affliction at the news of the suppression 
of the Institute ** to which I owe all the lit- 
tle learning and virtue I have got — an In- 
stitute which has no other end, than the 
greater honour and Glory of God, by la- 
bouring for one's own perfection, and that 
of one's neighbours — an Institute, for 
whose preservation I would willingly have 
laid down my life. The standard ot St. 
Ignatius is too deeply planted in my heart 
ever to be plucked out, but with life itself. 
I shall ever keep myself in readiness to fly 
to its embraces, the moment it shall be 
raised again. Almighty God can do it ; 
but if it does not please him to do it, I 
hope at least he will admit me into the 
number of those holy heroes in heaven, fi'om 
whose company I am now, for my sins, 
discarded on earth. Pardon, my Lord, 
pardon the excesses, and perhaps extrava- 
gances of a heart which poui*s foilh the 
overflowing of its grief into your lordship's 
compassionate bosom.*' 

Again, in a subsequent letter, ** I hope 
God will accept the sacrifice, and give me 
new lights to steer by, since it has pleased 
him to deprive me of the safe guide of 
obedience to the Superiors, to whom I 
had obliged myself by vow. it is this my 
Lord, it is this whicli makes me trouble for 
myself ; not being quite blind to my own 
weaknesses, even when under such a sa- 
cred tie. I am now like a ship without a 
Pilot in the midst of a tempestuous sea. 
Every ecclesiastical state is holy, and weak 
prejudices I always despised ; but every 
one is not suited to every state. I thought 
at leaving the world (after having been en- 
gaged in it for some time) I had embraced 
that which God called me to, and suited 
best my dispositions. I find myself as if on a 
sudden turned out and treated like a crimi- 
nal ; I know not why . But I know no 
better resolution that I can take, than to 
model my life, as much as lean, according 
to the holy Institute I was brought up in, 
and I now resign myself entirely, as to all 
spiritual juiisdiction, to your Lordship's 
will and pleasure, happyinmy unhappiness 
to fall into the hands of sot^der a Father/* 
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In ^od Bishop Hornyold he did find a 
^•ather, and ao angel of comfort, who aeted 
4he sane friendly part as Bishop Challooer 
towards the afflicted and peraeottted mem* 
bers of the Society. 

In his Lordship's original Letters now 
before me, dated from Longbirch, 25th of 
October, and 15th of November, 1773, and 
signed ** Ever yours in Christ Jesns, 

John Uorntold,** 
I read, — " Let me beseech you, my dear 
Sir, to take courage and not be cast down, 
but let us resign ourselves to the will of 
Divine Providence, and go on labouring 
in the vineyard of our Lord, with the same 
eesU and fervour, as you have done for so 
many years past. — -I was well assured, before 
you signed the Formula, of your sincere sub- 
mission to the Holy See and its Vicars ; and 
I do hereby renew and confirm the usual 
powers or Faculties. As to the temporali- 
ties which belong to your late body, I have 
nothing to say to them ; but am desirous 
that those who have the care or adminis- 
tration of them, will go on in the same man- 
ner as they were used to do ; Qod forbid, 
that I, or any one here in this jkingdom, 
^ould pretend to act in such an unchris- 
tian, nay, inhuman part, as they have done 
at Bntges, notwithstanding aU their as- 
surances of friendship. But avarice, 
(which knows no bounds) has been the 
cause of all the dark and dismal scenes that 
have been enacted there and elsewhere. God 
forgive them, and grant them grace to re- 
pent: for 1 am, as Mr. Dennet well ob- 
serves, more grieved, if possible for them, 
than I am for the poor sufferers ; since these 
suffer for justice sake, and therefore will 
have their reward hereafter. In fine, my 
dear sir, give me leave once more to ex- 
hort you to be resigned to the will of hea- 
ven, always saying Jiat voluntas tua in 
Terra, sieut in Calo»** 

Good Father Gage faithfully adhered to 
the exhortations of his Episcopal Guide, 
and lived esteemed and beloved by all that 
knew him. On the 31st of October, 1790, 
he sweetly reposed in the Lord. The fami- 
ly vault of Stanningefield contains his pre- 
cious remains. 

DLXXXVII. Galli, Mark Anthony, 
came to England with Mary, Duchess of 
Modena, afterwards Duchess of York, and 
consort to James II., in quality of her Con- 
fessor. After the revolution he resided 
with the Court at St. Germaines, where 
he still was living on the 1st of August, 
1701, Octogenario Major. But shortly af- 
ter he retired to his brethren at Watten, 
to prepare himself for eternity, into which 
he entered the 7th of September, 1703. 

DLXXXVIII. Gallop, or Gollop, 
GiLBS. This Dorsetshire man, was eldest 
son of Thomas and Agnes Gollop, was 

fuondam fellow of New College, Oxford, 
'rom a M.S. of F. Persons I learn that he 



died in the Soc at Rome, in the year 1570. 

DLXXXtX. Galloway, Edward. 
Born in Ifondon, 22nd of June, 1706, and 
the only child of Stephen Galloway, Gent., 
by his wife Elizabeth Turbeville. He was 
admitted a Novice of the Society in 1724, 
and in the eighteenth year later, was 
promoted to the rank of a Professed Father. 
For many years he was incumbent of Nor- 
wich. By the death of his parents he came 
into possession of considerable property, 
the bulk of which he bequeathed, at his 
death, which took place in London, 23rd 
of June, 1799, to Edward Huddlestone, 
third son of Ferdinand Huddlestone, of 
Sawstone Hall, Cambridgeshire, Esq. 

DXC. Gandolpiiy, Peter, of London, 
was born 26th of July, 1779, studied part- 
ly at Liege and at Stonyhurst. After pass- 
ing three years in the Junioratc at the 
latter place (where I had abundant oppor- 
tunities of admiring his spirit of zeal, and 
charity, and submission) he was appointed 
to commence a course of Humanities, on 
the 4th of October, IBOl ; but quitted the 
College three years later. After some time 
he was promoted to Holy Orders, by the 
worthy Bishop of the London district. 
Dr. Douglas, and charged with the New- 
port Mission, in the Isle of Wight. This 
was but a preparatory arena for that wi4 
der and nobler theatre of his ardent mind 
and commanding talents, the Spanish Cha- 
pel, Ifondon. That he laboured indefati- 
gably and most successfully, is evident 
from the numerous souls he confirmed in 
their religious principles, and reconciled 
to the Catholic Church. Unfortunately 
in the midst of his victorious career, he in- 
curred, by the publication of his "Liturgy" 
and his Four Volumes of Sermons " in 
Defence of the ancient Faith," the dis- 
pleasure of his ecclesiastical Suocrior, 
Bishop Poynter, (of pious memory) who 
suspended him and denounced his works 
in the Pastoral Letter, dated London, 
24th of April, 1817. From this blow Mr. 
Gandolphy never recovered. He resigned 
his place of Chaplain, in Spanish Place, 
the year following ; and died away 9th of 
July, 1821. 

All his friends must admit, that he wrote 
too much and published too rapidly, not to 
err against Theological precision. Even as 
a critic he should have attended more to 
the Horation rule ^'Nonum prematurin 
annum,** and to the Golden rule of Quinc- 
tilian. Lib. I. " Verba a vetustate repetita 
mutari vetat Religio, et consecratis uten- 
dum est,** 

With regard to scholastical opinions in- 
deed, perfect freedom ought to be tolerated, 
and writers on religious subjects should 
always have present to their mind the sen- 
timent of St. Augustine, ** Sentiat quisque 
quod libel; tantum contra apostolicam 
man\festissi mam Fidem nemo sentiat. 
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Besides tlie work above mentioned from 
the pen of this zealous ecclesiastic, we 
have.

The learned Prelate is 
pleased to add, ** That whatever inaccura- 
cy there was in some of the Writer's ex- 
pressions, there was no heterodox or dan- 
gerous principle in his mind." 

DXCI. Garbot or Garbett, Robert. 
His real name I suspect was Richardson, 
After studying Humanities, at St. Omer, he 
proceeded to the Novitiate at Watten, in 
1688; and in the eighteenth year aft^r his. 
admission into th^ order, viz., 2nd of Febru- 
ary, 1706, was numbered amongst its 
Professed Fathers. Most certainly he 
served LuUworth for a time : afterwards 
was employed in the Monmouthshire Mis- 
sion* His death occurred 27th of January, 
1737, ffit.67, 

DXCIL Garden, James.— All that I 
collect with certainty of him is, that he 
died in London, 7th of May, 1793. 

Q. Can this be the person mentioned in 
a letter of F. Charles Plowden to his Revd. 
Brother Robert P. dated 16lh of March, 
1774. " Our own people chose a Scotch 
Frenchman Garden to pen the memorial to 
Vienna. He made a declamation, instead 
of a plain exposition of facts, which was 
wanted : and persons who judged more 
coolly at Vienna have refused to present 

it.'' 

DXCIII. Gardiner, Francis, memo- 
rable for his compassionate charity for 
the poor suffering souls in Purgatory, 
died in England on ISth of January, 

1689. 

DXCIV. Gardiner, John, was admit- 
ted into the Society in 1679. Nearly his 
whole life was spent in the service of the 
Mission, and he was called to the reward 
of his meritorious labours at Liege, on dlst 
August, 1727. 8er. 70. 

DXCV, Gardiner, Stephen, all that 



I can glean of him is, that be died during 
the Civil Wars, viz., 2lttof June, 1647. 
DXCVI. Gardiner^ William, was 
bom in Lancashire, in 1651 ; was serving 
the English Mission in 1701-4. I regret 
to add, that 1 cannot follow out his history; 
indeed the scantiness of materials is often 
discouraging: and I should be deterred 
from proceeding with these collections, if I 
did not believe that others would enter into 
my labours. My humble wish is to gather 
up what fragments 1 can, that nothing be 
lost. 

DXCVII. Garner, George : born 5th 
of April, 1737 ; entered the Novitiate at the 
age of 19, and I suspect, died at an early 
period of life. 

DXCVIII. Garnet, Henry, bom at 
Nottingham in 1555, where "his father 
taught the Free School." Sent to Winches- 
ter College, he obtained the rank of Cap- 
tain, and by his modesty, urbanity, musi- 
cal taste and quickness and solidity of 
parts, so recommended himself to his supe- 
riors, that had be pursued his studies at 
New College, Oxford, he might safely have 
calculated on Academic honors and prefer- 
ment. But decided .as he was on profess- 
ing the Ca.thQlic religion, he proceeded 
to Spain, aiui thence to Rome, where he 
entered the Novitiate of St. Andrews on 
the llth of September, 1575. After quaU- 
fying himself under such professors as 
Clavius, Suarez, Pereira, and Bellarmine, 
he was employed as Penitentiary, and 
occasionally gave lectures on Mathematics, 
Metaphysics, and Hebrew. F. Clavius 
found him so profoundly versed in Mathe- 
matical sciences, that he opposed his re- 
turn to England in the capacity of a 
Blissionary, but zeal for souls weighed 
more than learned fame with this young 
Jesuit, and quitting Rome in company 
with F. Robert Southwell, on the 8th of 
May, 1586, safely landed in England on 
th<9 7th of the ensuing July. At Uiis time 
F. William (Edmund) Weston was the 
only English Jesuit in this Country (he 
had landed from Dieppe on the Norfolk 
coast, in September, 1584) and he gave 
them a welcome meetinp^ in London. On 
F. Weston*s apprehension and commit- 
ment to prison shortly after, his superior- 
ship devolved on F. Garnet. 

Of the talents of this good Father for go- 
Ternment, of the great augmentation of 
the Society under his auspices (for he 
lefk behind him above forty members in 
the Eng^sh Mission)— of his zealous 
exertions to promote the greater glory of 
God and the prosperity of all our Semi- 
naries abroad, regular and secular — of 
his undeviating attention to cement bro- 
therly union among the labourers in the vine- 
yard, without distinction or exception 
—of his charity for the distressed,— of his 
candour, and cheerful piety,— of his mode- 
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rale, peaceable and loyal* character-— of 
his love of soflfering— of his Iniquitous 
trial—of his Inirbarous execution but meek 
departure to our Lord, at London, on the 
Srd of May 1600,'it is better to say nothing 
here than too little. AVe must content our- 
selTes with beliednf;. that with the wiss, 
and the good, and the unprejudiced, his 
memory will go on, increasing in esteem 
and veneration. 

In a letter written by this Father the 1st 
of October, 1593, to his sister Mary, whom 
he had sent to the Augustine Confent at 
Lonvain, he expresses the comfort he 
had derived from having reconciled their 
aged mother, at the late fimst of the assump- 
tion of our lady, ** to the unity of our 
spiritual mother the Church,*' and from the 
cherished hope of beholding his other two 
unmarried sisters, (one was called Ann) 
embrace the religious state. 
F. G. was professed the 8th of May, 

1508. 

For the truth of the miraculous straw, 
containing F. Gtirnett*s portrait, we have 
the authority of F. Gerard in his English 
M.S. of the gunpowderplot, and several 
other contemporaries. •The reader, inter- 
ested in the subject, may read the 7th book 
ot F. More's history ; p. 9^,96 o{Or€ne*s 
**Dtfenee qf the JesniVM Lift and Doc* 
trine,''* Lord Ca&tlemaine'* s Catkolique 
Apologff^ p. 4S9. Challoner*s Memoirs 
of the Missionary Priests &c. F. Rich- 
ard Blount, who was not a credulous 
man, in a letter dated the 8th of November 
1606, mentions this accurate portrait, and 
affirms that it had been seen by Catholics 
and Protestants^ of the best sort, and 
divers others. This you may boldly re- 
port, for besides ourselves, a thousand 
others are witnesses qf it,** See also 
Feller's Dictionaire Historique — article, 
Gamett. 

This highly gifted Father found time, 
amidst his numerous engagements and ex- 
tensive correspondence, to publish

In a letter of this good Father, dated the 
2nd of Jane. 1601, I read, that he had 
confuted in MS. '* A pestilent dialogue be- 
tween a gentleman and a physician,*' and 
although none but M.S. copies were ta-

ken and circulated, it caused the suppres- 
sion of the said dialogue, and its author, 
to his credit had expressed Iiis regret for 
having published it. 

F. Otiriiet's Latin letter on the martyr- 
dom of his friend, the Rev. John Jones, 
O.S.F. is referred to by Bishop Challoner 
in the Memoirs of Missionary Priests. 

The portrait of this Father by Wiricx, 
is deseivedly admired and valued. 

DXCIX. Garnet, Thomas, was born 
in London. Ills Father, Richard Garnet, 
had been Fellow of Baliol College, Oxford, 
and a Confessor of Catholic Faith, and was 
oiiiii brother to F. Henry G., above 
mentioned. At the age of 16 he entered 
St. Omer's College, as one of its earliest 
alumni. After completing his higher stu- 
dies at Valladolid, where ho arrived about 
Christmas, 1595, he returned to England 
in the capacity of a Missionary, and was 
admitted into the Society by his Venera- 
ble uncle, 29th of September, 1604. Fall- 
ing into the hands of the Persecutors, and 
condemed to perpetual exile, the first uso 
he made of his lit>erty was, to hasten to the 
Novitiate of St. Johns, at Louvain, where 
he arrived on the 1st of February, 1607, 
and there he was the first Novice to pro- 
nounce the simple vows of the Society, 
viz., 2nd of Julv that year. His zeal for 
souls, made him hurry hack to England , 
but his career of usefulness was short: he 
was betrayed by Rouse ^ an Apostate 
Priest ; arrested as he was leaving Lon- 
don for Coldham Hall, the scat of the 
Rookwood Family, in Suffolk ; and exe- 
cuted at Tyburn, 23rd of June, 1608. et 
84. See his life in Tanner, and compare 
Dr. Challoner's diligent report in the me- 
moirs of Missionary Priests, with the slo- 
venly one p. 413, Vol. H. of Mr. Dodd's 
Church History. 

In a letter of F. Michael Walpole, to 
F. Persons, dated 26th of July, 1608, O.S. 
I read, **This blessed Martyr*s death 
seemeth to have silenced the Parliament 
oath, as his good nucleus (Henry Garnet) 
did the Gunpowder Treason.** In the 
Choir of the Church at St. Omer's College, 
(up to the 16th of October, 1762, at least) 
was a cupboard containing the remains of 
this F. Thomatt Garnet and F, Peter 
Wright, and of nine secular Priests, who 
had suffered for Religion. F. P. Wright*s 
body was removed to Liege. 
Q. What became of the rest ? 
The Cupboard bore this inscription ** Re* 
liquiiB S8. nondum apprabatce et MonU" 
menta Virorumpia memoria.** 

DC. Gascoign, Henry, of Bucks ; at 
the age of 20 he was a candidate for the 
Society, and was admitted a Professed 
Father, 25th October, 1630. This vener- 
able Priest, after labouring in the vineyard 
nearly half a century, died quietly, in 
England Srd September, 167(l> »t. 79. 
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Del. Gascoign, Thomas, of a good 
fkmily in Yorkshire, that has been fruit- 
ful in members of ?arious religious orders. 
When 25 years of age, Thomas enrolled 
himself among the children of St. Ignatius ; 
at the end of 26 years of pastoral solici- 
tudes and labour, he was called up by the 
Prince of Shepherds, to receive his reward, 
17th July, 1669, at. 64. 

DCII. Gavan, Henry, admitted 7th 
September, 1685, and died at Liege 12th 
May, 1701, eet. 34. 

DCIIL Gavan, or Gawen, John, ana- 
live of London. At St. Omer's College 
his candor and innocence obtained for him 
•he name of the Angel. His virtues and 
talents soon qualified him for ihe charge 
of souls. Wolverhampton* was fixed upon 
as the Theatre of his zeal and eloquence. 
During 8 years he had laboured with great 
success ; but at that fatal epoch, when re- 
ligious and political phrensy exercised un- 
bounded influence over the judgment of 
men, this good Father fell a victim to the 
perjuries of Oales and Dugdale, Suf- 
fering death at Tyburn, 30th June, N.S. 
1679, »t. 39, Rel. 19, Prof. 1, an entrance 
was administered to him abundantly, into 
the everlasting kingdom of his Lord and 

Saviour J. C. 

Was he not closely connected with that 
noble Confessor of the Faith Thomas Gawen 
of Norrington, County of Wilts, Esq. 
From "the Greate RoUe of Th'excheqr, for 
the yeare of 6 Lord, MVC LVIJ. I learn 
that his Manor and Farm, of Norrington 
and Trowe, of the yearly value of ,£'400, 
and his Messuage, called Hurdcott, of the 
Talue of d6'160 per annum, had been se- 

Siesteredfor Popish Recusancy in two 
irds of the said yearly rents, viz. e^373. 
68. 8d. from the 31st day of July, 1647, 
until his pious death, on 1st June, 1656. 
He took with joy the being stript of his 
property, "knowing he would have a better 
and a lasting substance." 

DCIV. Gavan, or Gawen, Thomas. 
After passing through the No viceship, and 
finishing his higher studies, he sailed for 
Maryland, in 1677. How long he conti- 
nued a labourer in thnt laborious vineyard, 
I cannot discover, but he died in Lincoln- 
shire 4th June, 1712, a Martyr to the 
gout, aged 66. Rel 42. 

•DCV. Gee de, Henry, of Liege. 
This temporal Coadjutor, after 82 years 
of valuable service to his English Bre- 
thren, died at their College in Bruges the 
2nd of April, 1772, at. 62. 

*DCVI. Gengival, John, admitted 
at Watten the 31st of October, 1702, and 
died in the same place the 30th of Janu- 
ary, 1708, BBt 33. 

•By some writers of that period Wolverhamp- 
ton is stiled Parva Roma, from being the residence 
of numerous Catholics. But the panic of Oales* 
plot must have quickly dispersed them, for when 
Bishop Leyburn visited the Town the 14 of Octo- 
ber, 1687, he confirmed but 37 persons. 



BCVn. Gerard, Gilbert, of Lanca- 
shire. All that I can collect of the former 
is, that he was brother to Alexander and 
Thomas Gerard, both prisoners for the 
Catholic faith in] Wisbick Jail. Alexan- 
der was living there 29th of April, 1598. 
Thomas had died there before that date in 
the 28th year of his age. 

DCVIII. The 2nd Gilbert, son, I be- 
lieve, of Sir Thomas Gerard, by Frances, 
daughter of Sir Richard Molyneux, was 
admitted into the Order, 7th of September, 
1641, St. 25, but died very prematurely 
at Ghent, on the 13th of August, 1645. 

DCIX. GERARn, John, born in Der- 
byshire. For 16 or 17 descents, his an- 
cestors had obtained the honour of 
Knighthood. His Father, Sir Thomas 
Gerard, wa^ a great sufferer in person and 
in property for his chivalrous devotion to 
the cause of Mary, the captive Queen of 
Scotland. Twice he was committed to the 
Tower of London, for his hazardous at- 
tempts to restore her to liberty. Nor could 
he redeem his own fireedom from lengthened 
not to say perpetual imprisonment, but by 
submitting to enormi^us pecuniary sacrifices. 
To secure the undisturbed practice of his 
religion, and perhaps also with a view of 
retrieving his shattered fortune, he peti- 
titioned Queen Elizabeth and her Council 
to be allowed to colonize the Northern parts 
of America. The necessary license was 
granted, but the project proved abortive 
from the coolness and aversion manifested to- 
wards it by the Catholic body. In a letter of 
F. Persons to Mr. Wlnslade, dated, 18th 
of March, 1605, that well-informed wri- 
ter relates, " that Sir George Peckham 
and Sir Thomas Gerarde, about twenty 
years since, should have made this voyage 
by the Queen and CounseiPs consent, with 
some evacuation of Papists, as then they 
called them, which attempt became present- 
ly most odious to the Catholicke Partie.'* 

Sir Thomas left two sons, by his wife 
Elizabeth (Port,) Thomas, wholsucceeded 
to the Family estates, and John the sub- 
ject of this Memoir. At the accession of 
King James I., the former went to meet 
him at his coming to England, when his 
Majesty told him before divers, from whom 
I heard it ( says F. John Gerard himself, 
in his M.S. account of the Gunpowder 
Plot) that he must love his blood, for that 
he and his had suffered persecution for him. 
He then conferred upon him the honour of 
Knighthood ; but since, he hath had no 
preferment at all ; but rather kept back, as 
being known thtU hia house hath ever 
been Catholicke" 

About three years later, however, 
he was made a Baronet, 22nd of May, 

1611. 

At the age of Fifteen, John was sent 
to Exeter College ; but in consequence of 
the difficulties he experienced in living 
there with his conscience, and following his 
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religion, he withdrew at the cad of & 
twelvemonth, and pursued his studies at 
home under a private tutor. When he at- 
tained his 19th year, he went to France for 
the purpose of 'learning the language, and 
he selected Rhelms for his residence. There 
he formed an acquaintance with a young 
gentleman who had been admitted into St. 
Andrew's Novitiate, at Rome, but had 
quitted for a time, in the hope of recoverin g 
his health. Gerard was edified, charmed and 
delighted with the company and conversa- 
tion of this excellent young man : from him 
he learnt the method and practice of men- 
tal prayer ; from his example he conceived 
an exalted idea of the Society of Jesus, and 
this opinion ripened into a desire of be- 
coming one of its members. At the end of 
three years he removed to Paris, and en- 
tered the College of Clermont, as well to 
acquire a knowledge of the Institute of 
the Society, as to improve himself in 
Latinity and Philosophical studies. On 
recovering from a severe illness, he quitted 
Paris before the expiration of a twelve- 
month, to wait upon F. Robert Persons, 
at Rouen, to whom he unbosomed himself 
on his vocation to the Society. That pru- 
dent and enlightened director advised him 
to defer any engagement of the kind 
until he had settled aU his family and 
worldly affairs, and for this purpose to re- 
turn to England. Gerard complied, and 
after much vexatious opposition, and near- 
ly three years imprisonment in the Marshal- 
sea, for his attachment to Catholic Faith, 
he at last succeeded in regaining his liberty. 
Hastening to Paris he met F. William 
Holt, who had recently returned from 
Scotland, and accompanied him to Rome, 
where he diKgently applied himself to 
study. By special dispensation of the 
Holy See, he was promoted to Priesthood 
some months before he had attained the 
Canonical age, and to his inexpressible 
comfort, was admitted, together with F. 
Edward Oldcome, iqto the Society of Jesus, 
by the 6th General of the Order, F. Clau- 
dius Aquaviva, on the feast of the assump- 
ion of B.V.M. 158S, with the obligation 
of completing his Noviceship in England. 

For nearly 18 years this Apostolical 
Father was employed in the English Mis- 
sion. It is impossible to read his most in- 
teresting narrative "De rebus a se in 
Anglia gestis,'* written by order of his 
Superiors, without being charmed with his 
patient zeal, his extraordinary tact and 
prudence, his ingenious charity, his love 
of suffering, and his most tender piety. In 
his character we recognise the manners of 
the finished gentleman, and the spirit of 
the perfect Religious. He made himself 
all to all, to gain all to Jesus Christ. 

On the 3r.l of May, 1606, F. Gerard 
bade farewell to England, and precisely 
three years later, was enrolled amongst 
the Professed Fathers of the Society, To 



his active industry, to the assistance of hb 
cousin. Sir William Stanley, to his credit 
with the Honourable George Talbot (af- 
terward? 12th Earl of Shrewsbury) and 
with Maximilian. Duke of Bavaria, bit 
brethren and the English Catholics stood 
indebted for the erection and endowment of 
their National College at Liege. Posses- 
sion was taken of the premises on the 1st 
of November, 1614. F. John Gerard was 
declared its first Rector. After presiding 
nearly seven years, he proceeded to Spain 
in the Spring of 1622. On the 1 1th of 
January, the year following, he reached the 
Eternal City, but then his stay was short, 
as his presence was required in Flandera. 
The last ten years of his life he spent in 
the English College at Rome ; where, after 
a fever of four days, he closed a long, ar- 
duous and meritorious career, on the 27th 
of July, 1637, aged 73 years and soma 
months, retaining to the last the esteem of 
the wise and the virtuous amongst his 
own countrymen and foreigners. Amongst 
his numerous correspondents, we meet with 
Cardinal Bell arm! tie, who addresses him in 
a letter, dated 25th of December, 1611, in 
the most afiectiouate terras ^' pro nostra 
veteri amieitia et fraternitate,'' and that 
eminent Spiritual writer F. Lewis de Puenle* 

Dodd p. 419, Vol II. Church Hist., and 
C. Butler, p. 161, Vol il. Memoirs, &c., 
third edition, assert that *' F. Gerard was 
apprehended after the discovery of the 
Gunpowder Plot, and committed to the 
Tower, where he was tortured as 'tis said 
in order to discover what he knew." That 
he had to endure the repetition of the most 
inhuman torture is positively certain, that 
he effected his escape from tbe Tower in the 
latter part of Queen Elizabeth's reign, and 
not at all in the reign of James I. is equally 
undeniable. The fact is, he succeeded in 
making his escape from the Tower on the 
4th of October, 1697, full eight years before 
the discovery of the Plot; and again, he 
was never apprehended after the discovery. 
In p. 247 of *• Catholic Spectator," 1826, 
I published a vindication of the Father's 
innocence of the shameless charge of being 
one of the Conspirators. See also the Re- 
futation of the infamous libel in F. Fitz* 
herbert's letter p. 339-40. More's Hist, 
and F. John Gerard's own letter to Right 
Rev. Dr. Smith, p. 67 of Vol. II. of Mr. 
Andrews' London and Dublin Orthodox 
Journal. 

We have in print from this able and de* 
vout Father, 

1. "TAtf Exhortation oj^ Jesus Christ to 
the Faithful Soul.'' This is a Translation 
from the Latin Treatise of John Lans- 
beg, a Carthusian, who died in 1539* 
London, 1598. St. Omer's, 1610, an Oc- 
tavo of 282, pp. I suspect this is but an im- 
proved edition of Philip, the Earlof Arun- 
dell's translation, who had died in the 
Tower of London, 19th of October, 1596. 
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t. ** TV Spirkmai Combtd,*' translated 
Crmb the Italian. It was first printed in 
JLoodoa. thea at Rouen in 1613. 

From his pen we hare also in M.S. a 
detailed account of the Gunpowder Plot in 
Koflish. a Folio of 170 leaves. The 
greater part of this treatise as translated 
into Italian by F. Oswald Tesimond, was 
used by Bartoli. The original is at Sto- 
nyhurst. 
Also in M.S. *^NarratioP,jQhannis Qe- 
rardi de Rebus a se in Angliagestis.** A 
more interesting M.S. it has nc?er fallen to 
my lot to examine. Considerable portions 
were inserted by me in the Catholic Spec- 
tqior» The pious writer in relating the 
sadden attacks and visits of the Priest- 
searchers, in London, regrets the sei- 
zure and loss of his meditations, sermons, 
and notes for sermons, the labour of ten 
years ; quasque ego pluris faciebam, quam 
Uli fortasse thesauros suos in area re- 
conditos. 

From several passages I collect that 
F. Gerard was very tall. His portrait 
was still in the English College at Rome, 
6th of February, 1774, as I find in F. 
Thorpe's letter to Henry (8th Lord Arun- 
dell) of that date. 

DCX. Gerard, Philip, son, I believe 
to that most respectable gentleman Mr. 
Gerard, of Staffordshire, who had hasten- 
ed to jfiondon to impeach the false testi- 
mony of Gates and Dugdale, but was him- 
self thrown into jail, where he shortly 
after died of fever. His last prayer was, 
that he might be buried near the venerable 
father Whitbread. 

Philip at an early age consecrated him- 
self to God in the Novitiate at Watten, 
and occasionally passed by the name of 
Bitz- Williams. After serving the Eng- 
lish Mission many years, he departed to 
our Lord on the 4)th of March, 1783, set. 
68. 

DCXI. Gerard, Thomas. Three 
Members occur of this name, and all na- 
tives of Lancashire. 

The 1st was admitted into the Order 
in 1629. Fifty three years later, whilst 
Superior of his brethren in Yorkshire, 
during the prevalence of putrid fever in 
the north of England, this good pastor 
fearlessly exposed himself to danger iu 
the discharge of his Missionary duty, 
and at length had the glory of falling at 
his post, a victim of Christian charity on 
the 5th of October, 1682,** magno sui turn 
apud nostros turn apud exteros, deside- 
rio relicto'* An. Lit. 

DCXII. The 2nd was admitted at Wat- 
ten, in 1686. I can glean no particulars of 
his life. He died at St. Omer, the Uth De- 
cember, 1715, set. 48. 

DCXIII. The 3rd, after serving the la- 
borious Mission of Maryland, returned to 
England, and surrendered his soul to God 
Idlhof April, 1761, art. 69. Sec. 47. 



DCXIV. Gerard, William.'— Three 
Fathers bore this name also. The 1st I 
suspect was brother to F. Philip Gerard. 
For many years was employed in the Mary- 
land Mission, where he ended his days, 16th 
of April, 1731, aged 69, Soc. 48. 

DCXV. The second a native of Lanca- 
shire, joined the Society in 1675, after fi- 
nishing Humanities at Watten ; and died at 
Liege, on 24th of September, the ensuing 
year, at. 20. "Kr egritudine in ilincre 
eofUractd.** 

DCXVI. The 3rd. also of Lancashire, 
entered the Novitiate at Watten, in 1707, 
iBt. 20 ; but I cannot pursue his history. 

DCXVn. Gbrmin, Henrt. His 
real name was Fermor, of a good family 
in Oxfordshire. After 12 years of exem- 
plary zeal and charity, in the English 
Mission, he was called up to receive his 
recompence by the Lord of the Vineyard 
the 26th of October, 1680, set 43. Rel 24. 
Prof. 6. 

♦DCXVIH. Gervase, Thomas, died 
of the yellow fever in Maryland the 24th 
of September, 1637. 

♦DCXIX. and ♦DCXX. Gez. Two 
temporal Coadjutors of this name are en- 
tered in the Fasti of the English Province, 
James and Robert, The former died at 
Liege, the 2nd of February 1732. Rel. 
17. et. 43. The latter departed this life 
at St. Omer, the 14th of January, 1750. 
Rel. 26. set. 49. 

DCXXI. GiDBONS, John, born at Wells, 
in Somersetshire, in 1544. This learned di- 
vine resigned his Canonry at Bonn, to 
whicli he had been collated by Pope Gregory 
XIII, to become a humble Novice of the Soc. 
at Triers, in 1578. He died rector of the 
College there the 3rd of December, 1589. 
We have from his able pen. 

1. A treatise on the Saints, 

2. The confutation of George Schon*s, 
(a Calvinist Minister at Hetdelburgh) 
TAests, that ^HhePope was Anti-ChrisV* 

3. A treatise on Communion in one 
kind" Triers, 1584. It is certain that 
he was the principal compiler of the ^^Con- 
cerlatio Eeclesiee Catholicce in Anglid, 
Triers, 1583. It was re-edited there with 
considerable additions the year following 
by John Bridgwater, (^Aqunpontanus) and 
again in 4to. in 1588. 

DCXXIII. Gibbons, Richard, younger 
brother of the aforesaid John, but his fore- 
runner in the Society ; for he entered it at 
Rome, 1st of September, 1572. Few lite- 
rary men have been more indefatigable in 
teaching and publishing. His most useful 
life was closed by a most christian death at 
Douay, 23rd of June, 1632, at. S3. Soc. 6\, 
The list of his numerous works may be seen 

6, 718-9, of F. Southwell's Bibliotheca. 
Tere he is chiefly known by his edition 
of Nicholas Harpsfleld's Historia Angli- 
cana Ecclesiastica —IPoMo, Duaci, 1622, 
and his traiislttion of De la Puente's " Me- 
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dilations on ike mysteries'* 8vo. pp. 
306. 16 lO' and ^' Lewis de Granadas 
Mem99'ialqf a Christian L{fe Svo. 1599. 
DCXXlV. Gibson, Francis, was 
admitted into the Order the 30th of Jan- 
uary, 1687: in the sequel was Chaplain 
to the Brown Family at Kiddington. His 
death occurred 5th of April, 1738, set. 68. 

DCXXV. Gibson, Henry, entered the 
Novitiate at Wat ten, in September, 1687: 
made his Simple Vows two years later ; 
and whilst studying Theology at Liege, 
was snatched away in the prime of life 
1st of September, 1694, set. 27. 

DCXXVI. Gibson, Isaac, at the age 
of 19 joined the Society : for some time 
was certainly employed in the Gloucester- 
shire Mission, where I think he died 10th 
of November, 1738, set. 64. 

DCXXVI I. Gibson, William, born 
14th of June, 1711 ; became a Novice in 
1731, and died at Pont k Mousson, 39th 
of December, 1742. 

D CXXVIII. GiFFORD, JoUN, was 
long Chaplain at Danby Ilall. Retiring 
from the English Mission to St. Omer's, 
he slept in the Lord the 21st of Septem- 
ber, 1751. Soc. 46. act. 67. 

GiPFOrtD, James, — see Whebl3 James. 

DCXXIX. GiFFORD, Petsh, (alias 
Walker ) of Staffordshire. From a letter 
of F. John Persal, addressed from Liege, 
17th of September, 1694, to the General of 
the Society, Thyrsus Gonzales, I learn 
that the Priest-hunters had recently pounc- 
ed upon this very old Father Gifi'ord, in his 
chamber, with his box containing the 
Altar vestments, and ornaments, — that to 
their enquiry whether he was a Priest, he 
readily answered in the affirmative, and that 
they left him unmolested and his property 
uninjured. He died in London within 
three years later; viz., 28th of April, 
1697, flBt. 84. Soc. 64. 

DCXXX, GiFFORD, William, whose 
true name was Garnet. He was a kins- 
man of the celebrated F. Henry Garnet, 
and from a scholar at St. Oraer, became 
a Novice at Liege, in the winter of 1614 ; 
but 1 cannot follow out his biography, 

DCXXXI. Gilbert, George: of Suf. 
folk, and born to a considerable fortune. 
Educated in heresy, whilst travelling with 
the royal licer\ce on the Continent, he had 
the happiness of meeting F. Persons at 
Paris, who disposed his mind favourably 
to the Catholic religion; and at Rome 
this zealous and able Father completed the 
work of his conversion. When the Rever- 
end Father reached London as a .Mission- 
ary, on the l3thof June, 1580, this grate- 
ful convert hastened from his house in 
Chancery Lane to welcome him, and gene- 
rously took upon himself the charge of equip- 
ping and maintaining him and his expected 
colleague, F, Edmund Campian: and the 
sequel showed that he fulfille.l the charge 
with even more liberality than hcliad cove.

nantcd. Dr. Allen, in a letter of the 1318 
of June, 1582, describes him as '* Summus 
Patrum et Presbylcrorum Pair onus,** 
Quitting England for Uouen, to avoid the 
frantic malice of his bigoted persecutors, 
he proceeded shortly after to Rome, where 
he was received into the Society, and ex 
pirod in the most affecting and heroic exer- 
cises of piety and divine love, on the 6lh 
of October, 1583. He was buried, accord- 
ing to his desire, in St. Andrew's, the 
Church of the Movitiate. See his life in 
Tanner's Confessorsof theS. J. pp. 180-4. 

DCXXXU. Gilbert, William, of So- 
mersetshire : at the age of *iO dedicated him- 
self to God in the Society: was admitted 
to the Profession of the Four Vows 8tll 
of September, 1646. This worthy Father 
distinguished himself as a Missionary both 
in England and Holland. He died 22nd of 
December, 1677. ait. 70. 

DCXXXllI. Gillibrand, Richard, 
born at Chorley, 2nd of March, 1717: en- 
tered with his elder brother WULiam^ into 
the Novitiate at Watten, in 1785, and both 
were admitted to their solemn Profession 
in Religion, in 1753. F. Richard Gilll- 
brand served the Mission in MaryUind, and 
also at Arlington, in Devon. He died at 
Bath, 23d of March, 1774. 

♦DCXXXIV. GlLLlBRAND, TlIOMAS.— 

This holy youth renounced the family* estate 
in Lancashire, to embrace the poverty of 
Christ. On the feast of the Nativity of 
B.V.M. 1678, he took the Simple Vows of 
the Order, at Liege, and calmly expired on 
the 7th of October following, oet. 22. The 
Annual Letters shew his eager desire to be 
dissolved and to be with Christ. 

DCXXXV&DCXXXVl. Gillihrand, 
William. — Tlie elder died in England 
1st April, 1722. ajt. G). Rel. 4). The Ju- 
nior brother to F. Richard Gillibrand before 
mentioned, was born 22ii'J of Dec. 1715. 
After serving the Mission of Slutcdelf, 
Southworth, Tusmore and Exeter, he came 
into possession of the Family Estate, 
and died at Chorley, 22nd of .>Iarcli, 1 77<J. 

DCXXXVII. GisLER, Llkk, born in 
Germany : at the age of 2) embraced the 
Institute of St. Ignatius, and joining the 
English Province, was sent to the Mis- 
sion in Pensylvania. This vineyard ho 
cultivated with great industry and success. 
until his happy death, 1 1th of August, 
1786. ffit. 51. 

DCXXXVIII. GoNEUT, James, enlisted 
in the Order 22nd of June, 1688, but died 
on his voyage to Maryland, 28th of Decem- 
ber, 1698. set. 45. 

•DCXXXIX. Good, Epiirem, of War- 
wickshire, : at the age of 46 became a lay- 
brother, and after 17 years service depart- 
ed to Our Lord, on the 22nd of July, 1657. 

DCXL. Good, William, of Glaston-

Whilst on 
a visit at St. Omer*!, he was seized with 
his la»t illness and died most piously 1 1th 
of tVtober, 1780, aged 60.

Retir- 
ing to Liege, he was appointed to teach 
Moral Divinity and Controversy, and 
there he published, in 1666, the very use- 
ful treatise *' Lapis Lydius Controversia- 
r««i.** 24mo. pp. 446. In the same year 
he gave to the world *' Pia Exercitatio 
Divini Amoris,** which I am unable to 
described Returning to England, he died in 
peace at London, 26th Nov, 1667, let. 65. 
DOLXIII. Goodyear, Christopher. 
— This pious and religious man, as he is 
called in the Annual Letters, died at Wat* 
ten, 6th of November, 1676, st. 28. Soc. 3. 
DCXLIV. Gore, John : born in the 
Township of Ashton, County of Lancaster ; 
after passing through a course of Humani- 
ties, with the credit of a first rate scholar, 
he entered the newly founded Novitiate at 
Hodder, and deeply imbibed the spirit oi 
St. Ignatius. Studious, obedient, cheerful, 
sedate, and very devout, this good Father 
was sent to the Preston Mission in 1814, 
and shone as a bright example of zeal and 
charity. Jusdy did he merit the honour- 
able appellation of ''Pauperum Sacerdos.'' 
Worn out with labour and sickness he re- 
tired to Stonyhurst, where he was released 
from his sufierings on the 9th of Nov. 1824. 
set. 42, universally esteemed and regretted. 
DCXLV. GowBR, Ralph, admitted in 
1693, and Professed 27th of March, 1711. 
For many years served Stonyhurst, and I 
believe Brinn, both in Lancashire. He 
died Superior of his Brethren in the College 
of St. Aloysius, 13th of October, 1740, 
»L 66. 

DCXLVI. Grant, Robert, born in 
Yorkshire, A.D. 1694. At the age of 24 
joined the Society : was Professed 19th of 
November, 1631. I meet with him three 
years later, after which he eludes my 
search. Perhaps he died, like many others 
during the Civil Wars, whose names are 
lost in the records of men, but are duly 
written in the Book of Life. 

♦DCLXVII. Grant, William, brother 
I imagine, of Robert. During the last 16 
years of his life he did good service as a 
Temporal Coadjutor. He died at Liege, 
29th of March, 1644, et. 47. 

DCLXVIII. Gravbnsr, John, one of 
the earliest Missionaries in Maryland. 
When the noon of his life had scarcely be- 
gun to dedine, God saw fit to call him to 
his recompense and repose, on the 6th ot 
November, 1640. 

DCXLIX. Graves, John, of Somer- 
setshire. In the 29th year of his age he 
embraced the Institute of St. Ignatius, and 
distinguished himself in the cause of re- 
ligion. He was Penitentiary at St. Peter's 
in Rome, in 1604, as I find by a letter of 
F. Person's, dated 16th of October tbat 
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year. Subsequently I find him engaged in 
the English Mission. Late in life he was 
acting as Professor of Hebrew and Scrip- 
ture at Liege College, where he died 30lh of 
August, 1652. flBt. 84. 

T>CL, Gray, George, of Lancashire, 
entered the Novitiate in 1629 : was promot- 
ed to the rank of a Professed Father 21 si 
of June, 1645. This able and solid Reli- 
gious passed through most of the offices of 
the Society, and early in 1672 obtained 
the rank of Provincial. His government 
was marked by firmness, prudence and 
charitable condescension. He died in 
England, 30th of January, 1686, set. 78. 

DCLI. Gray, John.— -AH that I can 
collect of him is, that he died in England 
26th of February, 1704, ast. 47. Rel. 27. 
DCLIl. Gray, Michael, (alias Jeni- 
son,) of Lancashire, died in the English 
Mission, on the 1 6th of November, 1648, 
act. 45. Soc. 25. 

♦DCLin. Gray, Robert.— This valua- 
ble lay-brother was a native of Northum- 
berland,' and died at St. Omer's 25th of 
October, 1658, set. 62. Soc. 19. 

DCLIV. Greaton, Josiah.— This Apos- 
tle of Pensylvania entered the Order 5th 
of July, 1708, and was professed in the 
same 4th of August 1719. He died worn 
out with labour in that vineyard, 19lh 
of August, 1753. at 74. 

DCLV. GnEBN, Bernard, whose real 
name was Jossaei% ; was bora in the Low 
Countries 2lst of March, 1712 ; for many 
years served the English Mission ; died at 
Garswood, County of Lancaster, 21st of 
November, 1775. set. 63. Rel. 44. Prof 
26. 

DCLVr. Grene, Christopher, a very 
intelligent Father, and brother to F. 
Martin Grene, of whom more hereafter.' 
For some time Christopher was Peniten- 
tiary at Loretto; where I think he was ad- 
mitted to the Profession of the Four Vows, 
on the 2nd of February, 1669; but he 
chieflj resided at Rome, where he was Pe- 
nitentiary at St. Peter's. There he died in 
1697. 

F. Christopher Green, in the years 1650 
and 1660, made diligent inquiries amongst 
the ancient Oratorian Fathers at Chiesa 
Nuova, and S. Oerolimo, concerning cer- 
tain traditions ; viz., that S. Philip Neri 
always expressed great pleasure at seeing 
the scholars of the English College at 
Rome, that he often stopt to salute them 
and give them proofs of his affection ; that 
it was observed, that the scholars whom he 
embraced with particular joy in his counte- 
nance, were afterwards Martyrs or illus- 
trious Confessors ofthe Faith— that it was 
customary before the scholars left for the 
English Mission, to have this holy man's 
blessing-— that one was known to have re- 
fused going, out of some contempt to the 
aged saint— but that he had not been long 
in England before he shamefully aposta-" 



tized. P. C. Grene found these traditions 
to be very satisfactorily authorised. They 
are alluded to in a Poem written in 16J7, 
bv Hieronymus Caliarius, of the conirteffa- 
tion of St. Philip. 

Detignat digito, quos laurea debet in Anglis

DCLVH. Green, Francis, bom wX 
Liverpool, March 1st, 1748 : entered the Or- 
der in 1764. This excellent scholar and 
promising Missionary was carried off pre- 
maturely at Tusmore, in 1774. 

DCLVin. Grebn, John : died at Ghent 
in 1641. 

DCLIX. Grene, (for so he spells his 
surname ) Martin. How he should have 
been passed over by Dodd is surprising* 
According to F. N. Southwell, p. 566. 
Bibliotheca, &c., and Harris, p. 158. 
writers of Ireland, this learned Father was 
born of English parents in the Kingdom of 
Ireland : but we prefer the authority of the 
Provincial's returns of 1642 and 1655 ex- 
pressly vouching for his being a native of 
Kent, He was, however, born in 1616 : af- 
ter studying Humanities in St. Omer's Col- 
lege, he was aggregated to the Society in 
1638, and whilst serving the English Mission, 
was promoted very deservedly to the rank of 
a Professed Father, 3rd of December, 1654. 
During the twelve years that he cultivated 
this vineyard, he endeared himself to his 
spiritual children and acquaintance by his 
discreetjzeal, unaffected piety, and varied 
talent and erudition. Recalled to Watten 
to take charge of the Novices, he shone 
like a pillar of light before them by his ex- 
perience in a spiritual life, intimate prac- 
tical knowledge of the Institute of their Ho- 
ly Founder, extraordinary sweetness and 
affability of temper, and his superior lite- 
rary attainments. His lamented death 
took place at Watten, on 2nd of October, 
f^not 30th of September, as Harris translates 
the PostridU Col Octobris of p. 586. of P. 
Nath. Southwell's Biblioth.) 1667. ast. 51, 
leaving behind him the reputation of an 
eminent Classic, Historian, Philosopher, 
and Divine. 
We have from his pen, 

1. '' An account qf the JesvUes Life and 
Doctrine,'* a small 8vo. of 140 pp. 
Printed in London, 1661. This admirable 
book was a great favorite with James II. 
In a letter of F. James Forbes, Superior of 
his brethren in Scotland, addressed on the 
10th of April, 1680, to the General, John 
Paul Oliva, I read as follows, " Cum ob- 
tulissem Serenissimo Duci Eboracensi 
libellum ad obiter tantHm legendum, qui 
jam a multis annis a quodam Patre 
Green, Anglieo idiomate fuerat scriptus, 
in quo egregie Instituti noatri, Vitte et 
Doctrime rationem reddit, ejus lectione 
adeo Princepsejusque Conjux tenebantur, 
ut voluerint mihi, unicum quod habebam, 
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exemplar reddere, cuserentes, se velU cu- 
rare, ut tarn prtpclarum opuscnluntj et 
hisce priBscrtim temporibus adeo itecessa- 
riuniy typis iteram mandctur,*' We hope 
to see a new edition of this valuable work. 

2. " An Answer to the Pravincial Let- 
ters.''' — A translation from the French, but 
with considerable iinproveraenls of his own, 
and with a brief history of Jansenism pre- 
fixed. 

3. " Vox veritatis, seu Via Regia du- 
cens ad veram Pacem.'* His brother I 
think, Francis Green, translated this Latin 
Treatise into English, and printed it at 
Ghent in 24nio., A»D. 1676, He had also a 
volume of his Church History of England 
ready for the Press, when death arrested 
the progress of his labours. 

To his well stored mind F. Dan. Bartolis 
in his "• Inyhilterrar (Folio, Rome, 1667) 
was indebted for information on English 
Catholic affairs. 

Two or three Letters of the Rev. Fa- 
ther to his brother Christopher are now 
before me. The 1st is dated ISth of Sep- 
tember, 1664. He expresses great anxi- 
ety for F. Bartoli's prosecqting his intended 
English Ecclesiastical History, and his 
own readiness to assist " in so pious a 
design.** In answer to certain Queries, 
he says " I have the book De non adeun- 
dis Hoereticorum Ecclesiis.*^ It is cer- 
tainly F. Persons* work, and so it is es- 
teemed by all here. It was printed in 
1607, and though it have not F. Persons* 
name in the front, yet in p. 35, after hav- 
ing delivered his opinion that it is not 
lawful, he subscribes thus ; Ita Sentio, R, 
P. : and then, in the following page, gives 
the opinion of Baroni us, Bellarmine, and 
eight other principal Divines, then at Home, 
signed by every one. 

In the next place, he urges the expediency 
of consulting and reading the Protestant 
historians of this country, in order to elicit 
from the conflicting parties, the precise 
truth, and to expose error, adding " but 
that which I conceive most necessary for one 
wIk) will write our Ecclesiastical History, 
is the Acts of Parliament, which make the 
Protestant Creed. They must be exactly 
looked into by one who will know the state 
of our Church affairs. For the later Par- 
liaments do change the former. The main 
point of the Act of 1st of Elizabeth, by 
which the Queen had power given her to 
punish all that she should think fit, by any 
free bora subject, to whom she should de- 
legate her power ; upon which clause the 
High Commission Court, and the oath ex- 
officio were founded : this main clause was 
repealed by Charles I. and the repeal con- 
firmed lately by Charlss II. As also the 
form of creating Bishops was lately chang- 
ed by this king : and some other things in 
the Liturgy have been changed. So that 
without seeing the last Acts of Parlia- 
ment, no man can tell what the reli- 



gion of England is.—And since your 
departing hence, the Supremacy hath been 
strangely handled in the Lords* House, ami 
power denied the king to dispense in the Ec- 
clesiastical Penal Laws, which, notwith- 
standing, all his predecessors since Henry 
the Eighth, practised." 

In the second letter dated Sherborne, 9th 
of October, 1664, he repeats his willing- 
ness to afford his utmost assistance to F. 
Bartoli: and he says, "There be many very 
fine things that might be said in that Histo- 
ry; but 1 fear it will be hard to get them 
together. For it hath formerly been so dan- 
gerous in England to keep any writings of 
that kind, that the greater part is lost, and 
no memory remains of many gallant actions, 
save only in the verbal relations of some of 
our old men.** 

In the 3d letter dated 1st of January, 
1665, he tells his brother, that he had now 
returned home about eight days since, from 
London— that to save him trouble, had 
written, in Latin what had occurred to him 
on the question of going to the Protestant 
Church, "that if you think it worth see- 
ing, you may shew it to F. Bartoli. For 
the relation concerning F. Garnet's trial, 
I have it; but it being very long, I cannot 
send it in a letter, and yet know not how 
otherwise to send it. So that I am thinking 
to compare it with what is in F. More's 
book (which now I have) and to write 
only that which the manuscript doth add, 
if it add any thing considerable. I had 
once occasion to inform myself of that his- 
tory, and I found none better than the two 
books of EudcBmon Johannes, the one 
" Ad actionem Edonardi Coqui Apologia 
pro P. Henrico Garnetto,** the other, 
*'Parallelus Torti ac Tortoris,** Though 
the things be there spread and'scattered, yet 
they are ( if collected ) very pertinent to 
clear F. Garnet and ours. For example, 
among other things this is one ; that the 
Traitors had, amongst themselves, made 
an oath, that they would never speak of 
their design to any Priests, because they 
knew they would not allow of it ; also, 
that they were specially offended with the 
Jesuits, for their preaching patience and 
submission. There are divers other cir- 
cumstances which manifestly excuse ours. 
I had a relation made me by one of ours, 
who had it in Seville, which clearly shows 
that the whole Plot was qf Cecil* s making ; 
but it being only told by an old man, who 
forgot both times and persons, I believe I 
shall never make use of it. Yet I have 
heard strange things, which if ever I can 
make out, will be very pertinent. For 
certain, the late Bishop of Armagh 
{Vsher') was divers times heard to say, 
that if Papists knew what he knew, the 
blame of the Gunpowder Treason would 
not lie on them,** Hud other things I have 
heard, which if I can find grounded, 1 hope 
to make good use of. It may be, if you 
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write to Seville to my brother Frank, he 
wilU or somebody else there, give you some 
light la this business. 

DCLX. Green, Richard. — After stu- 
dying at Douay, and serving the Mission, 
where his labours were fruittul, he became 
a candidate for the Society. F. Henry 
Garnet held him in great esteem. F. An- 
drew White, in a letter, dated Lou vain, 
27th of October. 161)6 commends his Rev- 
erend friend^s character in the highest 
terms. When he died I cannot discover. 

DCLXI, Green, Thomas.— All that I 
can glean concerning this Father is, that he 
was appointed minister of the Savoy Col- 
lege, London, 16S7 — that he was living in 
Surry at the commencement of the Eigh- 
teenth Century, and that his death oc- 
curred the 2nd of July, 1727, in a good 
old ago. 

♦DCLXU. Green, William, was a 
Temporal Coadjutor, who died at Ghent; 
but I despair of learning further parti- 
culars. 

DCLXni Greenwood, Christopher, 
of Essex. For 25 years served the En- 
glish Mission, and for a considerable pe- 
riod taught Philosophy and Divinity at 
Liege, where he died suddenly on the 10th 
of February, 1651, »t. Q7. Soc. 46, Prof. 
32. " Vtr magncB doclrince^ qui non modo 
apud nostras, sed apud alios otnneSy pr<e- 
claram sui opinionent concUaverat, — An. 
Lit. 

♦DCLXI V. Gregson, Henry, of Lan- 
cashire, admitted ist of July 1677: died 
at Liege 2 Ist of September, 1696, st. 56. 

DCLXV, Gresselt, Aloysius : all 
that I know of this Reverend Father is, 
that Dr. Carroll, the Bishop of Bal- 
timore selected him for his Coadjutor in the 
Episcopal Ministry ; and that he died in 
Philadelphia during the month of Septem- 
ber, 1793, a victim of charity, in attending 
the infected. 

DCLXVL Grey, Gilbert, whose true 
name was Talbot, and for the last 25 years 
of his life was the iSth Earl of Shrews- 
bury, though no title could add to the lus- 
tre of his virtues. One pedigree says, he 
was eldest son of Gilbert, the second son of 
John, the 10th Earl of Shrewsbury: 
another contends he was son of Thonuu, 
the fifth son of the said John, Earl of 
Shrewsbury. Renouncing all the prospects 
of fame and fortune, he entered himself as 
an humble Novice at Watteu lOlh of 
April, 1694. He is described by all that 
knew him, as a man of prayer, of un- 
affected humility,— of great self-denial, and 
of such exemplary charity to the poor, as 
occasionally to have stript himself of part 
of his clothes, lo cover the needy. 

On the 22nd of August, 1709, he was 
enrolled among the Professed Fathei-s. By 
the death of Charles, the 12th Earl, and 
1st, Duke of Shrewsbury, (which happen- 
ed 1st of February, 1718) this humble 



Jesuit succeeded in rigiit to the Earldom; 
but, long before, had renounced the Family 
estates in favor of his younger brolher, 
George Talbot, who married Mary, daugh- 
ter of Thomas Viscount Filzwilliam, of 
Merrion, in Ireland, reserving to himself 
a very moderate pecidium* 

For several years Ingateslonc and 
Dunkenhalgli were honoured by the exer- 
cise of his Priestly Ministry. 1 have as- 
certained that he was Superior of his bre- 
thren in Lancashire, from 29lli of January, 
1734, to 15th of August, I73S. It seems, 
at the expiration of this Superiority, he 
removed to London, where having finished 
his work upon earth, he meekly and cheer- 
fully resigned his soul to (jod, 2*ind of July, 
1743, lEt. 70. The Register of St. Pancras 
shews that his mortal remains were pri- 
vately deposited ihere two days after his 
decease. 

The Provincial, Henry Turbcville, in a 
letter bearing date 3i of July, 1726, de- 
tails several cases of losses and forfeitures 
of rights and property sustained by the 
English Province of the Society, by reason 
of the pressure of the Penal Laws — *Mhat of 
F. Co!ton who fell heir at law to a brother 
of his who died intestate, by which he 
might have got some fifteen thousand 
pounds, but the relations, availing them- 
selves of the Law, declaring pious to be 
superstitious uses, awarded very little of 
his right. Witness brother Simeon*s wiU, 
which disposed of eight or ten thousand 
pounds for religious purposes, but which 
was openly violated and set aside as waste 
paper. Witness also Mr. Gilbert Tat- 
bot, or Grey, who was to have had paid 
him ri^4000. ; but not being able to produce 
in Court the will of Sir George Win- 
tour, which gave it him, by reason there 
was mentioned in it 'Father of the Socie- 
ty,' he only got just by gift, £\()m:* 

DCLXVH. Griffin, John.— This scho- 
lastic had just commenced the study of 
Philosophy, at Liege, when Almighty God 
took him to himself, 18th of October, 1693. 
8Bt. 19. Soc. 2. 

DCLXVnr. Grifflv, Richard, a 
young man of special promise, and most 

• The uafortunate Duke, in his wUI. passes 
over this good Fatbor. in favour of the youngrer 
brother George, and sets forth in the Act of 
settlement, that the said Gilbert is resolved 
not to marry, and being desirous to pay a due ob- 
servance to the intention of the said Duiie, ex- 
pressed in the said Settlement and WiU, hath per- 
suaded his younger brother, the sftid George Talbot, 
to marry the Honourable Mary Fitzwilliam, &c.

DCLXXVII. GuiLLiM, Henry, of Lon- 
don : admitted into the English College at 
Rome in 1691 ; and shortly after joined 
the Society. He was Profassed 15th of 
August, 1709, and chiefly resided at Ghent : 
where he died 1 1th of January, 1742. 

•DCLXXVni. Guilford, George, 
whose real name was Garnet, and a kins- 
man of the celebrated F. Henry Garnet ; 
he died a Scholastic at Seville. 

DCLXXIX. Hacon, Hubert, was 
admitted at Watten, the 7th of Septem- 
ber, 1698, and after finishing his divini- 
ty at Liege, was sent to the English Mis- 
sion. For some time was c£iplain to 
the Ferrers family, but on the death of 
F. Richard Holland, in the summer of 
J 740, became his successor at Wardour, 
where he died, the 9lh of May, O. S. 
1751, aged 73. His grave-stone in Tis- 
bury Church is thus inscribed

♦DCLXXX. Haeghe,Vander Philip. 
This Flandrian joined the English Pro- 
vince the i5th of June, 1686, and died 
at Watten, before completing his Novice- 
ship, viz. the 17th of February, 1688, ajt.

♦DCLXXX 1. Haggerman, Charles, 
of Flanders, died at Ghent, the 27th of 
March, 1748» et 64. Soc. S3, 

DCXXXII. Haggerston, Henrt, 
8rd son of Sir Thomas Haggerston, by 
his wife Margaret Howai'd. I cannot 
discover when or where he inlisted under 
the banner of St. Ignatius ; but I find 
him serving the Mission in the North of 
England, in the early part of the ISth Cen- 
tury: and there he died the ISth of March, 
1714. 

DCXXXni. Haggerston, John, 
younger brother of Henry aforesaid, be- 
came a Novice the 7th of S^tember,

1680, as I find by a OagMeot of a Jour- 
nal, formerly kept at Wattes. He wxi 
also employed as a Misiiooary in the 
North of finglaad, where he rested Croa 
his labors in 1726. 

DCXXXIV. Ha«krtt, Johx, bom 
in Loodon the 29th of October, 17^. 
educated at Stonyhnrst : embraced the 
institute of the Society, the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1815: was ordained Priest at 
Friburgh, the 10th of March, 1827, and 
sent to the laborious Vineyard of Wi^o 
on the 25th of Jane, the same year, la 
the zealous dischar^ of his pastoral du- 
ties, he caught a typhus ferer, aod af- 
ter lingering a few days, resigned his 
spirit to him, in whose serrice his life was 
spent and sacrificed, on the 13th of Octo- 
ber, 1834. His death was justly regarded 
as a severe bereafemeot and calamity, 
both by his flock and the ProTinoe,for 
he was truly a religious man, and of con- 
siderable talents and great promise. Thir- 
teen Priests, and an immense concourse of 
real mourners did honour to his faoeral 
obsequies. See page 102 of the Catholie 
JMagazine, for December 1834. 

♦DCLXXXV. Hales, Thomas (alias 
i)an?e«,) died at Arras, 2-Hh January, 1709, 
set. 43. Soc. 19. 

DCDXXXVI. Hall, Edward. The 
first time that I meet him is in 1087, when 
he was appointed one of the Masters in the 
Savoy College, London. He died at Wat- 
ten 23d October, 1707. 

♦DCLXXXVII Halu, James. This 
Scholastic died at Liege, 8th March, 1740, 
ffit* 24 Soc. 6. 

DCLXXXVIII. Hall, John, admitted 
in 1683; died at Ghent, 9th July, 1703, 
ffit 39 

bciiXXXIX. Halsall, Geotcc, of 
Lancashire; entered an alumnus of the 
English College at Rome, in 1732. In the 
fragment of the Watien Journal, so often 
quoted, I read, 

''29th November, 1799, Mr. Halsall, a 
young Roman Priest, admitted here.*' 

In the autumn of 1742, he left Liege for 
the English Mission, where he died pre- 
maturely, 31st July, 1744, let. 30. 

*DCXC. Hamy, Bernard. This lay- 
brother, a native of Artois, but aggregated 
to the English Provinee, died in Maryland 
24th March, 1676, «t.58. 

DCXCI. Hamhbrsley, Thomas, bom 
13th February, 1724, admitted in 1766. 

DCXCIL Hammerton, Obrvase, join- 
ed the Novices at Wntten, 20th January, 
1687; for several years was a fellow la- 
bourer with his Rev. Brethren, in the Col- 
lego of St. Aloysins, where he died 9th Oc- 
tober, 1706, set. 40. 

DCXCIII. Hammerton, Henry, ad- 
mitted 28th September, 1669. He long 
resided at Pontefract, where he was deser- 
vedly esteemed aod reverenced for his pas- 
toral wtX iod dbinterested charity, especi-*

Hammerton retired abr'^ad, and dieJ ia 
peace at Ghent, tlic 21th of Februarv*, 
1718, Kt 72. 

DCXCIV. HAMMtRT.ir, PtTEB, bro- 

ther, I believe, to F, Henry ahoie nMro- 
tioned, entered an alumou* of the Kog- 
lisli College at Rome, in lO0i, aod proba- 
bly joined the Society in that City. He 
was settled at Lincoln with two luore of 
his brethren. Here they had a Chapel, 
not very spacious, but remarkably neat, 
and well frequentc»d; as aUo a consider- 
able School. In tlie early part of July 
16S7, Bishop I^ybum, in the course of 
his visitation, came to Lincoln, where V, 
Hammerton and hi:i companions received 
him with honour, and presented 140persoaf 
for ccmfirmation. Every thing now wore a 
prosperous appearance; the Father decided 
on purchasing a larger and better house, one 
of the most respectable in the City, the con- 
tract was nearly concluded, wh«i the hur- 
ricane of the revolution arose and swept all 
before it ; the phrcnsied populace suddenly 
hastened to the Father's house, vowing they 
would tear him limb by limb, but he had 
fortunately withdrawn just before, with his 
companions ; the rage of the mob was then 
directed to the Chapel and House, which 
they leveled to the ground ; the furniture 
and books were publicly burnt, the build- 
ing materials were exposed to sale. Tho* 
the Father escaped being sacrificed to the 
fury of the reTolutionist?, he was shortly 
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ftfler recognized and apprehended in York- 
shire, and for 9 monllis iay a prisoner in the 
.jail of tliat County. 1 meet with him in 
London, in 1701 ; three years later his 
merits raised him to tlie rank of Provincial, 
he continued in that office 5 years. He 
died in England, dOth November, 1714. 

♦DCXCV. Hanscotter, Charles ; born 
29th January 1705; admitted 28lh May, 
1743; died at Bruges, 23d January, 1768. 
DCXCVI Hanne, Charles ; born at 
Deviock, near Bodmin, 14th June, 1711. 
At the age of 20 joined the Novices at 
Watten, and in the 38th year of his age 
was numbered with the Professed Fathers. 
For some years was Superior of his B. B. 
in Worcestershire; but for at least the last 
40 years of his life was stationed in Nor- 
thumberland. He died at Ellingham, 27th 
April, 1790. 

DCXCVII. Hammer, Francis ; of a 
good family in Leicestershire ; at the age 
of 17 dedicated himself to God in the So- 
ciety, and became a Professed Father, '7th 
August, 1633. It is clear from "Lady 
Warner's Life,** that he was her cousin, 
and descended from the Hammers, of Flint- 
shire. He had the reputation of being an 
excellent scholar. His death occurred in 
London, 2d December, 1666, set. 73. 

DCXCVIH Hammer, John, admitted 
a Novice 1st February, 1691, aged 27. I 
doubt if this worthy Priest was ever on the 
mission. He was chiefly employeJ in teach- 
ing Humanities, at St, Omer's, where he 
died, 29th April, 1716. 

DCXCCX. Harcourt, Henry (alias 
Beaumont J of a good family, in Leicester- 
shire; joined the Society in 1636; after 
cultivating the English vineyard for 30 
years, he paid the debt of nature, 1 1th May, 
1678, set 62. F. Southwell, (p. 326, Bib- 
lioth.) says he published in English, an 
*' Epitome ofVen. Bede's Church History.** 
London, 1658. 

DCC. Harcourt, John ; born in Staf- 
fordshire, 1633; was admitted at the age 
of 20. I regret that I cannot follow out his 
Biography. 

DCCI. Harcourt, Thomas, whose real 
name was Whitbread, was born in Essex, 
in 161S; at the age of 17 piety led him to 
the Novitiate ; on 8th December, 1652, he 
was numbered amongst the Professed Fa- 
thers. For full 30 years was the Model to 
his Brethren, of Missionary zeal and charity. 
In 1678, his eminent merits recommended 
him for the office of Provincial ; but in the 
first year of his superiority, this harmless 
Father was violently seized, in the house of 
Count Egmont, the Spanish Ambasador, 
in London, thrown into Newgate, and fell 
one of the innocent victims of the mis- 
creant Gate?* horrible perjuries, on 30lh of 
June, N.S. 1679.* For the account of his 

» On this pretended Catholic plot, on the guilty 
crrdulity of the legislature, which has left such an 
indelible sUio on the nttional Cbarftcter, I cannot 



trial and execution, see P. Mathias Taft* 
ner's *• Brevis Relatio,** and '^Challoner's 
Memoirs, &c. His precious remains, with 
those of his four companions, F. F, War- 
ing, Fenwick, Turner, and Gavan, were 
buried under the North Wall of St. Giles 
Church Yard, in the Fields, near to Lon- 
don, as we find p. 177, vol. I. Wood's 
Athenee. Oxon. London, Ed. 1691. His 
two short Poems ** To DecUh," and ♦* To 
His Souly** are preserved in the '• Re- 
monstrance of Piety and Innocence,** a 
12n)o, printed in London, 1683, pp. 190, 
where is iilso his ** Devout elevation of the 
Mind to God,** a most affecting and beau- 
tiful composition, in which he conjures his 
crucified redeemer, to preserve him from 
doing any thing unworthy of his blessed 
name, or that state of life, into which, 
through the divine mercy, he had been ad- 
mitted, ** but with a mind elevated to Thee, 
and Heaven, I may show that christian 
patience and fortitude, which becomes roe, 
before God, Angels and Men." His pray- 
er was heard, and his death confounded 
his enemies. In falling a victim to their 



forbear to submit to the reader the following extract 
Irom "The Peveril of the Peak." 

"Who has been hunted on the stern and unmlt- 
igable accusations, but has been at last brought to 
bay ? Did high and noble birth, honoured age and 
approved benevoIeuce« save the unfortunate Lord 
Stafford ? Did learning, capacity of Intrigue, or 
high Court favour, Tedeetn CoJeman, although the 
confidential servant of the Heir Preeumptive to the 
Crown of England / Did subtlety, and genius, 
and theexertions of a numerous sect save JPinwick, 
or Whithread, or any of the accused Priests T 
Were Groves. Pickering, or the other wretches 
who have suffered, safe in their obscurity ? There 
Is no condition of life, no degree of talent, no form 
of principle, which affords protection, against an 
accusation, which levels conditions, confounds 
characters, renders men's virtues their sins, and 
ratesthem as dangerous, in proportion as they have 
influence, though attained in the noblest manner, 
and used for the best purposes. Call such a one but 
an accessary to the Plot — let him be mouthed in 
the evidence of Oate* or Dugdale, and the blind- 
est shall forsee the i»sue of their trial." 

"Prophet of evil, said Julian, my Father has a 
Shield Invulnerable, to protect him. He in Inno- 
cent ! " 

"Let him plead his innocence at the bar of Hea- 
ven, said the voice ; it will serve him little where 
Scroggt presides." 

"Still, I fear not. said Jvlian, counterfeiting 
moie confidence than he really possessed; my Fa- 
ther's cause will be pleaded before Twelve Rnglish' 
men. 

"Better before twelve Wild Beasts," answered the 
Invisible, than before Englishmen, influenced by 
Party Prejudice, Passion, and tbe epidemic terror 
of an Inuigioary Danger." 

But what disgusts and shocks one the most in 
this most infamous and bloody transaction, is the 
wreckless conduct of that unprincipled and vo- 
luptuous Sovereign. Charles IL Apprised as he was 
of tlie villainy of the plot, from the very beginning 
'^ confirmed in the belief of its being all a fiction, 
never believing one tittle of it," yet he cruelly 
sported with the character and lives of Innocent 
and loyal subjects, taking for his model the wicked 
President, Pontius Pilate. See the first Vol. of the 
life of James the Second, collected out of the Stuart 
Papers, by Dr. Clarke. Lib^arten to hiji late Maje:,ty 
Geo. IV, 
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lyrannical iniquity, he could say wUh 
T^rtuUian in his apology, *' We thank you 
for coDdeumingr us, because there is such a 
blessed discord between the Divine and 
Human judgement, that when you condemn 
us upon Earth, God absoWeth us iu llea- 
Ten."

DCCII. Harcourt, William, of 
Monmouthshire: his real name was Ail- 
worth: at the age of 16 (not 20 as P. N. 
Southwell asserts, p. 311 Bihlioth. ) he 
joined the Society, and in the sequel at- 
tained considerable reputation as a Phi- 
losopher and Divine. He died at Haer- 
leen ^^ex (Brumnis** the 10th of September, 
1979, ttt. 54. Rel. 38. Prof. 21. We 
have from his pen ^^Metaphifsica SehO' 
tasticoj*^ fol. Cologne, 1675. 

DCCIII. Hardesty, John, commenced 
h!s Noviceship in 1699, and at the usual 
period was numbered among the professed 
Fathers. For a time served the liiverpool 
Mission ; but died at Daventry, on a jour- 
ney, the 1st of May, 1752, having just en- 
tered his 72nd year. 

DCCIV. Harding, Robert. This 
English Father, devoted himself to God 
in the Pensylvania Mission. He passed 
from labor to rest at Philadelphia, the 
1st of September, 1772, mi. 71. Rel. 50. 

DCCV. Hares or Harris, Charles, 
m native of Wales : at the age of 20 em- 
braced the pious institute of the Society : 
was enrolled among the professed Fathers 
the I Ith of November, 1646. He was a 
noble Confessor of the faith, but the hard- 
ships he endured in prison, in all proba- 
bility accelerated his death, which hap- 
pened in England 22nd of February, 1662. 

DCCVI. Harewood, Edmund.— Prom 
a letter of F. Persons to F. Edmund Cam- 
plan, dated Rome, 28th of November, 1576, 
I ascertain that F. Harewood was born 
in Paternoster Row, London. F. More, 
p. 24 of his History acquaints us, that he 
was admitted into the Society at Rome, 
and for 19 years be partly filled the situation 
of Minister of the English College in that 
city, and partly of Penitentiary at St. 
Peter's. He died 21st of September, 1597. 

DCCVn. Harrington, Nicholas, died 
atSt. John's, Louvain, in 1614, just before 
the removal of the Members of that house 
to Liege. 

DCCVIII. Harris, Raymond, the se- 
cond son of a genteel, but not wealthy 
family called Hormasa^ was born at Bil- 
bao the 4th of September, 1744. Admitted 
into the Order 2 1st of September, 1756, ho 
was conveyed, with many of his brethren, to 
Corsica, when the despotic sentence of 
expatriation was executed against the 
Spanish Jesuits on the 1st of April, 1767. 
Quitting them in Corsica, after divers wan- 
derings, he ^ir«|, says F. Thorpe, by an 
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inconsiderate pity, left too soon, and toe 
much at liberty, by the subsequent suppress 
slon of the Order. He had previously i» 
this event reached Englan<K and for a 
short time wa> Chaplain at Walton Hill. 
Proceeding thence to Liver|>ool, he oe«ft* 
sioned much embarrassment and diHtreta* 
ful feeling to his brethren : and during the 
remainder of his days manif(*sted but little 
of the spirit and fruits of the Society la 
his conduct. He died at Liverpool Ist of 
May, 1789. 

DCCIX. Harris, Thomas, bom 
in Wales, iu 1595: at the age of !j4 jolli- 
ed the Order, and fire years later wu 
sent on the Mission, where I still find him 
actively engaged in lOM. 

DCCX. Harrison, Edmi'ND, ad- 
mitted in 1746: his profession in the 
Order took place at Lytham, Lancashire 
the 2ud of February, 1761 : he died in 
London the 12 of Noveml)cr, mi>l,»t74, 

♦DCCXI. Harrison, GKORfa:, admit- 
ted the 2nd of December, lOW*: this tem- 
poral Coadjutor die<l at (ihent, thc9Srd 
of January, 1713, at. 6S.

DCCXIH. Harrisok, Jamrs, certain- 
ly entered the Novitiate at Watten, the 
7th of September, 1695, act.

21 years of age, joined the Society, and 
died in England, in the course of the trou- 
blesome year 1678, Kt. as. 

The 2nd was admitted the 
7th of Sept. 1708, a;t. 18, but I can obtain no 
further evidence about his subsequent his- 
tory. 

DCCXVI. Harrison, Philip. The 
only information I can procure of this Fa- 
ther, is from p. 23 of More's history, 
where he is stated to have been from Ox- 
ford—that after finishing his studies at Pont 
a Mousson, he was appointed to teach 
Philosophy, Ethics, and Mathematics, at 
Worms — that he was subsequently selected 
for a Penitentiary at St. Peters— that he 
was admitted at Rome among the professed 
Fathers— that he died in England the year 
after his profession ; but uo dates arc given. 

DCCXVII. Haruison, Thomas, of 
Lancashire, admitted in 1038. He died in 
the English Mission ; but I cannot lecover 
the date. 

♦DCCXVCn. Hahkison, William. Of 
this worthy temporal coadjutor, all that I 
can learn is that he died at Si. Omer, 9th 
of April, 1644, ast. 69, Rel. 32. 

DCCXIX. Hart, John. This illus- 
trious Confessor of Catholic Faith, and 
brilliant Luminary of Douay College, wa» 
ambitiouswhilst in fetters, on the rack, and 
under sentence of death, to be associated to 
the Society of Jcsus. Dr. Allen in a let- 
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ier dated the 9nd of March, 1588, addressed 
to F. Agg^zari, so often mentioned before, 
BMMitienfl '^^ reeelpt of sereral letters 
ftiom.I^llaAd ^et inter ecpterat habeo^ 
jMUMtdw HaHi qni Societatem vestram 
itlg^i^di denderm, congtantisgimi Con- 
jiMorU^''* He begs him to communicate 
titese letters to the (General Aquavi?a 
•* quia #e dieavU Hartvs restree SocietO' 
H." In another letter of the 28th of May, 
t^t.year, that worthy President generous- 
If says, *' Pergat in nomine Domini cum 
Htentia Pqjmb et Proteetoris,*' It is said 
Unt he was admitted into the Society 
Whilst in prison, 18th of March, 1583. 
MUhion*8 diary shews, that he was not 
released from Uie Tower of London, to be 
sent to banishment, until 21st of June, 
J865, and that worthy fellow-sufferer de- 
slgnates him then as a Priest S.J. Land- 
ed on the coast of Normandy, he proceeded 
to Verdun, and thence to Rome. His Su- 
^riors ordered him to Poland, and he died 
at Jarislau, according to one account, 19th 
•of July, 1566: another account says 1594. 
More, p. 138 Hist, and Tanner, p. 218 of 
his Confessors of the Society, assert that 
«eTeir years after his death, his body was 
fo^ incorrupt. 

Thfr-oonfereace of F. Hart, with John 
•Rainolds, was printed by G. Bishop, 4to. 
London, 1584 ; but is unfkirly reported. 

'"DCCXX. Hart, Nicholas^ entered an 

.^umnns of the English College at Rome, 

So 1599. 1 meet with him as a prisoner, 

•in the Gatehouse, London, 27th of May, 

1612. He had been apprehended before 

with F. John Fisher, soon after the dis- 

.^^eryofthe Gunpowder Plot; but was 

<€xiled after twelve month's imprisonment. 

JLt the age of 68 he was again arrested ; 

but disdiarged a few months later. He 

died of Palsy in the Welsh Mission, S6th 

jofJuly, 1650, fet. 72, Rel 46. Prof. 28.

.1>CCXXI. Habt, William.— This ac- 
.eofoplished gentlemen was of a wealthy 
letter. F. Thomas Strange introduced 
him to F. Gerard, who taught him the 
practice of mental prayer. The reading of 
Spiritual books, and especially the work of 
F. Jerome Platus ^^on the Happiness of 
the Reliaious State," gave him a vehe- 
nent wish to enter the Societv of Jesus. 
When F. Gerard wrote his Latin Auto- 
Biography, about the year 1609, he says 
of him " Jam est uiilis in AngliA opera' 
rius et idoneus qui inter nobiles conver- 
^eiur** He died afterwards at Rome, but 
J fear the date is irrecoverable. 

DCCXXII. Hartlbt, John, born in 
Jxmdon 1 st of November, 1716; studied in 
Spain : made his Simple Vows at Watten 
14th of June, 1741; was admitted at the 
slime place to the Profession of the Four 
Vows 2nd of February, 1751 : died at St. 
Omer 3d of March, 1760. 



DCCXXIII. Habtwell, BERNAaDy of 
Bucks, admitted at the age of 19 : died 
in Maryland in the course of the year 1646, 
et. 41. 
JFlATCLiFF, Vincent, see Spenser, John. 
IKJCXXIV. Hattersky, or Hatheh- 
STY, Jos. born in London Idth of Oc- 
tober, 1736: at the age of 13 was admitted 
an alumnus of the English College at Rome 
— four years later joined the Society. 
This zealous Father died at Philadelphia 
8th of May, 1771, at the early period of 
life 35. 

DCCXXV. Harvbt, Ed warp, (alias 
BainesJ but whose true name was JUieo, 
was of a good Essex family. On 26th of 
January, 1647, was received among the 
sdbolars of the English College at Rome : 
on the 15th of July, 1650, entered the No- 
vitiate at Watten, and on the 2nd of Feb- 
ruary, 1666, took rank as a Professed Fa- 
ther. His leal on the Mission, his singu- 
lar prudence and meekness, and his ta- 
lents for business, obtained him the place of 
Socius to the Provincials Gray, Strange^ 
and Whitbread, In the beginning of Oates* 
Plot, this peaceful Father was inhumanly 
dragged from his sick bed in the house of the 
Spanish Embassador, Count Egmont, and 
beaten with the butt end of the soldiers' 
muskets, and thrown aside into Newgate* 
On the Srd of December, 1678, N.&, he 
was found dead on his knees, oppressed 
with the weight of bis irons. The Florus 
Anglo Ba various incorrectly dates his death 
in the year following. 

With the Permission of Father N.B. 
alias Nathaniel Bacon, alias SaulhweU^ 
the learned Biographer, so often quoted in 
these pages, he translated into English his 
Latin M.S. meditations, to which he made 
considerable additions. This 8vo. volume 
was edited at London by the title of "Afe- 
ditations for every day in the year,** 
1669, pp. 468. See my letter in Cath. 
Magazine, Nov. 18SS, pp.241-S. 

fiCCXXVI. Harvet or Hbrvky, 
George ; I suspect this is the Father men* 
tioned by Lord Castlemaine in p. 450 of 
the Caiholique Apology, Sd Edit, to whom 
Hubert a Huguenot and pretended Incen- 
diary of London, had applied for instruc- 
tion in the Catholic Faith. The noble 
Lord thus expresses himself: "I must tell 
my reader who this F. Herveyis: — By 
nation he is a Low-countryman ; having 
with leave entered himself among the JBo- 
glish Jesuits, as several do, who desire to 
spend their whole life in Mission. He is 
an ancient, quiet and pious man, and 
though 'tis latalY I knew him, I soon found 
him to be of a holy and Angelieal conver- 
sation. Man^ Priests being from time to 
time imprisoned, brought him acquainted 
with Newgate, where sometimes he assisted 
those that went to die." His Lordship 
adds, that Hubert was not admitted to re- 
ceive the Holy Communion with the rest 
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6t the prisoners, 6n account of bis want 
of Faith, and proper disposition — that F. 
Hervey never saw the unhappy wretch af- 
ter, and he concludes, **Tnis is the true 
story which I had from Mr. Her?ey*s own 
mouth." — I regret to add that I can dis- 
cover no other particulars of this venera- 
ble man. 

DCCXXVII. Harvey, Giles, (aUas 
Mico : ) entered the English College at 
Rome in 1616; quitted when in Priests* 
Orders, four years later, to join the Soci- 
ety. I learn from extracts taken nearly 
150 years ago from the diary kept by the 
Minister of the English College at Rome, 
that F. Harvey returned to that city 16th 
of September, 1623, to be Penitentiary at 
St. Peter*s. That office he filled for many 
years, as well as of Minister in the En- 
glish College, of the library of which he 
may be stUed the founder. On the death 
of F. William RIsdon, 27th of October, 
1644, eager to multiply his services, he un- 
dertook the business of agent for his En- 
glish Brethren. This effort of zeal drew 
from the Provincial F. Edward Knott, the 
following letter: —

I have yours of the 12th of 9br. and be-> 
seech sweet Jesus to reward the pains 
you are taking for our Province since F. 
Risdon*s death, especially your health 
being such as you mention ; though, with- 
all I shall be willing to hope, that stirring 
may help to remove your troublesome guest, 
I mean that Catarrh which hath troubled 
you so long. In the meao tyme your merit 
is increased by the diflScultie you finde to 
travell even on horseback : and a martyr- 
dom raay be had, though one be farr from

God be blessed for so plentiful a vintage, 
and make us thankful very for that plentie 
and for our sufferings and wants in these 
tymes. Bonum Dominwn habemut, to 
whose holy Grace, Dear Father, I commit 
ydu, and begg parte in your holy Sacrifices.

This worthy Father died at Rome 22nd 
of October, 1647. 

DCCXXVni. Hakvey, John, was bom 
in London, and admitted into his Novice- 
ship in 1651. I suspect he often passed by 
the name of Barton, He was certainly 
living in Worcestershire in 1704, being then 
72 years old. The date of his death I searbh 
for in vain. 

DCCXXIX. Harvey, Tromas. younger 
brother of John, I believe, born in London 
in 16Sd ; at the age of 20 joined the So- 
ciety, after which he escapes my obser- 
va'.ion. 

DCGXXX. Hatuerstt, Joseph, born 



in London 15th of October, 17S6: enlar- 
ed an alumnus of the English College H 
Rome in 1740 ; and four years later jpjit^ 
the Socieur. After his ordinations he ofiv* 
ed himself with a good and willing m\n4% 
and generous heart, for the Ameiican Milk 
sion. God called him to himself at Phil- 
adelphia 3d of May, 1771, at the early a§e 
of 35. 

DGGXXXI. Havers, Thomas, of Tbel* 
ton, admitted 7th of Sept. 1668. In the M* 
quel, I meet with him as Prefect at 8tt 
Omer*s College, but can glean nothing 
further than that he died at Watten 16th of 
May, 1737, at. 60. 

*DCCXXXII. Hausolibr, Frahci8«-~ 
This useful lay-brother died at Liege« ov 
the 15th of Mav, 1790, in the 60th year of 
his age, and the S8th from his admissioa 
into Religion. 

DCCXXXIII. Hawker, Johk» bqni 
3d of October, 1667 : at the age of seven- 
teen enlisted under the banner of St. Ignt^ 
tius, and after serving under it for IT 
years, was promoted to the rank of a Pro- 
fessed Father. For a considerable period 
was employed in the Lincolnshire Misslonr* 
Retiring to St. Omer^sthe venerable man had 
soon to witness the violent seizure of te 
College by the French Parliament. Too la« 
firm to be removed at the dismission of 
his Brethren, 10th of October, 17^ bo 
was suffered to remain, until death releatedl 
him from his miseries 14th of June, 1764^ 
St. 77. 

bcCXXXIV. Hawkins, FRANCfi^m^ 
The Provincial return of 1655, descrlbW. 
him as a Londoner. He died at Liege iMJk 
of February, 1681. et. 50, Soc. 32. 

DCXXXV. Hawkins. Hknry, of > 
respectable family in Kent ; but renouiioi4 
in 1615 his patrimonial inheritance tf^, 
embrace the poverty of Christ. Thro^ 
years later (for he was in Priests* OrdMV, 
before he entered the Society^ he was wiih 
eleven other Fathers sentenced to IwBiili* 
ment, but with most of them found miif^m 
to return and resume tbeir labours iff^ 
England, as we learn from p. 378 of Monica 
History. Aflfcer bearing the burdens «iid 
heats of the vineyard for ^ years, ob 
retired to Qhent, where, on the 16th 9^ 
August, 1646, let, 71. he ^di^d in peM«t

DCCXXXVf, Hawkiks, Thomas, of 
LaneaAhire, born 21 it of I>ecember, 1722. 
This alumnuA of the English College at 
Rome joined the Society 21 st of .October, 
1747, and within eleven years was admit- 
ted to the Profession of the Fear Vows. 
For some time %icnt)dL the 8taflbrdshire 
Mission, but for the greater part of his 
life was chaplain at Ozbargfa, where be 
died 10th of Jaly, 1785. In a letter of 
^ohn Thorpe, dated Slst of Aagnst that 
year, he thus addresses his friend, Rct. 
Charles Plowden, 

** Many thanks for yoar charitable notice 
of F. Thomas Hawkins* death. He was 
my fellow No?iee. The daes of the Socie- 
ty are paid for him, and the remembrance 
of him repeated, as brethren and friends 
have cause to expect. Not one of ns, when 
on the other side of the gra?e, will call the 
ezpence of Pottage^ ill bestowed tor a 
letter, from and to a lifing brother, by 
whose sacrifices at the Altar, we hope to 
be more speedily advanced to happiness." 

DCCXXXVII. Hatdox, John, of 
London. At the age of 26 was aggregated 
to the Order. This experienced Mission- 
ary died in England, 1663, mt. 78. 

DCCXXXViCl. Hatman, Richard, 
(alias Pearse, John) entered the Novitiate 
in 16S7 : was Professed 7th of July, 
1705. During his long Missionary ca- 
reer he resided either at Trevithick or at 
Tolfrey, in Cornwall. In the last men- 
tioned place he finished his mortal cause, 
as I learnt from one that knew him, on 30th 
of Anril, 1756, set. 87. 

DuCXXXIX. Hays, IIenrt, commenced 
his Noviceship in 1698, and admitted to his 
solemn Profession in the 18th year of his 
■orvice under the banner of St, Iguatius. 
From the Lincolnshire Mission, where he 
had been rector of his Brethren, he was 
recalled to govern the House of Probation 
at Ghent. He entered on that office on 
6th of April, 1731, and at the expiration 
of three years and nine months, was allowed 
to return to England. lie died I think in 
Kent, 15th of October, 1739, set. 63. 

DCCXL. Hays, Thomas, born 7th of 
January, 1746 : at the age of 19 joined 
the Society: died in 1774, at Sheffield, 
soon after the suppression of the Order, at 
the early age of 26. 

DCCXLI. Hays, Timothy.— All that 
I can collect of him is, that he died in 
England 11th of May, 1646. He soroe- 
tlmoH passed by^ the name of /ohnHamner* 

DCCXLII. 'Haywood, Eliz^us, el- 
dost son of John H., the epigramatist. 
Quitting his friends and country soon after 



the acccMioa of Qoeea Bizabetfa, hr 
at length etabraeed the piocs Imtitaie •f 
the Society, zed 12 years later departed 
to oar l^ord. Tkt letter addne&icd to him 
by the Foorth General of the Society, P. 
Everard 3Iercarian, bearing date Idth of 
January, ld74, shews how mceh he ap- 
proved of the disposal of his property in 
favour of the Colleges at Loavaio. Cologo, 
and 3Iunlch. See p, 23 of More\s Hist. 
In earlier Life Elizsos had published in 
Italian "// Moro^' dedicated to Card. 
Pole. 8vo. Florence, 1556. pp. 160. It is 
aorpri^iing that F. Nath. Southwell omits 
In his Bibliotheca, Elizsus, and his bro- 
ther Jasper. 

DCCXLIII. Haywood, Fkaj«cis, died 
at Ghent, 15th of March 1706. In vain 
do I search tor further particulars about 
him. 

DCCXLIV. Haywood, Jasper, when a 
boy, was in the serviee of the Princess 
Elizabeth; and as a youth distinguished 
himself by his poetical genius, and the 
translation of some of Seneca's Tragedies. 
I think he left England with his brother 
Elizaeus, and after receiving Priesthood 
joined the Society at Rome 21st of May, 
1562. He soon attained to such a reputa- 
tion for his skill in the Hebrew Language, 
and for Theological Science, as to deserve 
the esteem and commendation of that excel- 
lent judge and Patron of merit, Pope 
Gregory the XIII. His zeal for souls 
induce«l him to accompany F. William 
Holt to England in the summer of 1581. 
Just before his arrival, F. Persons had 
quitted the British shores for the Conti- 
nent. In these times of danger, F. Hay- 
wood eould hardly hope to elude the vi- 
gilance of spies and informers for any length 
of time. Apprehended at last, he had to 
suffer severe imprisonment; but the seve- 
rity was mitigated by the charitable atten- 
tions of F. William Weston, who con- 
trived to visit him in the capacity of a Phy- 
sician. The good Father was banished 
in June, 1585. He finally rested from his 
labours at Naples, on the 9th of January 
1599. 8Bt. 63. Soc. 36. Prof. 28. See his 
Life in the 4th Book of More's Hist, and 
in pp. 295-8 of Tanner*s Confessors of the 
Society. 

DCCXLV. Hearn, George, of Nor- 
thumberland ; bom in 1612 : was admitted 
at the advanced age of 41. I meet with 
him two years later, and then he eludes 
my search. 

•DCCXLVI. Heath, Henry : died at 
Ghent on the 18th of January. 1701 mt 
52. Rel. 27 /,,«*. 

DCCXLVII. Heatley, James, born 
in Lancashire, 2nd of April. 1715 : enter- 
ed the Novitiate at the age of 20: was 
Professed at St. Omer^s 2nd of February 
1753 ; for a considerable time was chap- 
lain at Broughton Hall, Yorkshire, where 
he died 1 Ith of May, 1782. 
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*DCGXLVili; Helsam, RicHARDv died 
at Brussels 2 1st of April, 1721, cet. 83 
Rel. d. 

I>CCA:LiX. Henry, John ; all that loan 
learn of this Father is, that he died io the 
United States of America, 12th oi March. 
1823, 

DCCL. Hubert. William, of Wales, 
This young Priest died at Watten 4th of 
August, 1662, let. 28. Soc. S. 

*DCCL1. He!«man, Peter.— This 
lay-brother was certainly living at Rome 
on 19th of June, 1641. 

DCCLH. Hesketh, Thomas, of Lan« 
cashire. After finishing Humanities at 
St. Omer's College, proceeded to Watten 
in September, 1€^9. I meet with him at 
La Fleche in 1701 and 1704. This worthy 
Father died at Watten, in the prime of life, 
2nd of August, 1712, aet. 43, Soc. 23. 

DCCLIII. Hesketh, William, born in 
the Co. of Lancashire 14th of May, 1717. 
At the end of Humanities his Master, Mr. 
Hen. Neele, conducted him with nine other 
scholars to the Novitiate, 7th of September, 
1735. This promising Scholastic was con- 
signed to an early tomb, dying in England 
30th of December, 1741, et. 24. 

DCCLIV. Heton, John, entered the 
English College at Rome, in 1621. I 
cannot follow out his history, but I learn 
from p. 312. Vol 8 of Mr. Dodd*s Church 
History (article James Smith) that he was 
Superior of his B.B. in Lancashire in 1650, 
and was wrongfully accused of tieingan 
accomplice in the robbery of the Parson- 
age of Win wick — and that the accuser pub- 
licly retracted the foul calumny. 

*DCCLV. Heuseux, Giles Jos. : died 
at Ghent 27th of Feb. 1748, est. 33.Soc.7. 

*DCCLVI. Heuseux, John. This ven- 
erable lay-brother died in his native city 
Liege, 9th of September, 1771, aet. 73. 
Soc. 36. 

DCCLVII. Hewett, John, died at 
Rome 30th of October, IfiSS. He had ar- 
rived in that city but three years before 
from Flanders. His note book, written in 
1686, contained some particulars relating 
to the sufferers for Oates's Plot. 

♦DCCLVIU. Hewett, Richard, of 
whom I can learn nothing, but that he died 
at Watten, 9th of April, 1696. 

♦DCCLIX. Hicks, Joseph, a Temporal 
Coadjutor, who died at Rome 31st of Jan- 
uary, 1755. ffit. 37. Rel. 15. 

DCCLX. HiGGiNS, Abam, of London, 
According to F. More's Hist. pp. 28-4 
this Venerable and learned Father finished 
his course at Seville in 1615. 

DCCLXl. HiGGiNsoN, Thomas, died 
at Liege, the 1st of July, 1682, eet. 43. 
Soc. 8. 

DCCLXH. HiLDaETB, John, admit- 
ted in 1677. After discharging the ofiice 
of Penitentiary at Loretto for some time, 
he was directed to proceed to the Eng- 
lish Mission ; but God disposed otherwise, 



for after a short illness he died in that . 
City, the 8th of October, 1701, ajt. 47. 

DCCLXUl. Hiloesley, Francis, 
This reverend Father died in England 
the 17th of June, 1719, ffit. Qi, Rel. 44, 

DCCLXIV. HiLDEYARb, Thomas, 
of a genteel family in Lincolnshire: ad* 
mitted amongst the Novices of the Soci- 
ety, the 7lh of September, 1707, aet. 17, 
and promoted to the rank of a professed 
Father, the 2nd of February, 1725. In 
September 1743, was declared rector of 
his Brethren, in the College of St. Fran- 
cis Xavier, and died in that office, at 
Rotherwas, in Herefordshire ( wliere he 
had been Chaplain for a long time) on the 
10th of April, 1746, N. S. at. 56. Fa- 
ther H. was a scientific Mechanic, and 
profound student of the works of Gaspar 
Schott, S. J. the German Archimedes, 
who had died the 20th of May, 1666. In 
the Ancient family Chapel at Rotherwas 
is a gravestone thus inscribed.

DCCLXV. Hill, John, at the age 
of 21, and the year 1704, commenced his 
Noviceship : was enrolled among the Pro- 
fessed Fathers, the 2nd of February, 1721. 
For a short time was incumbent at Stape- 
hill.in Dorset; but for a lengthened period 
resided at Holywell. Retiring to Lon- 
don, he died there the 6th of May, 1751. 

DCCLXVl. Hill, Robert, died in 
England, the 14th of September, 1692. I 
take it, he is the Jesuit mentioned by Dodd, 
p. 149, vol. 8, Church hist. Perhaps also he 
is the Octogenarian Father recorde<l in the 
annual letters of 1685, to have manifested 
such presence of mind, discretion, zeal, 
and constancy, in Lincolnshire, during 
the national panic and delirium, occa- 
sioned by Oates' plot. 

♦DCCLXVII. Hilton, Adam, of Lan- 
cashire. This worthy lay-brother finished 
his earthly course at St. Omer's 15th of 
January, 1714. est. 56. Rel. 26. 

DCCLXVIIL HoBBS, John There 

were two of this name. The former joined 
the Society 1st of Nov. 1677, aet. 24 : 
and died at St. Omer 2nd of March, 1695. 

DCCLXl X. The latter born 21st of 
November, 1698, entered the Novitiate 7th 
of September, 1717.

DCCLXXI. Hodgson, Charles, born 
in Lancashire 20th of November, 1742: 
admitted in 1760. This ezcelloDt scholar' 
had the misfortune to lose his reason, add 
died at Liege some time after his removal 
to an asylum. Two of his Odes *' Eia Ve- 
loces,'* and *^Dum Plausus** were pub^ 
liahed amongst the metrical pieces addressed 
by Liege College to the Prince Bishop Vel- 
brucl( in 1773. 

^DCCLXXII. Hodgson, James, of 
Lancashire, bom 2nd of May,. 1744': ad- 
mitted in 1763. This scholastic died at 
JLi^. I9th of May, 1770. 

DCCLXXIII. Hodgson, John, brother 
of Charles before mentioned : bom lo 
November, 1751 ; joined the Society 9 
years after his said Brother. I think he 
succeeded F. Andrew Thorpe at Danken- 
halgb, where he ended his days 27th of 
April, 1807, and was interred in the Ce- 
metry of the old Church at Preston. 

DCCLXXIV. Hodgson, or Hudson, 
Thomas : admitted in 1703, tet. 21 : died 
in the Maryland Mission, 18th of Decem- 
ber, 1726. 

DCCLXXV. Holland, Alexander, 
born in Lancashire, I62S. After his pro- 
motion to Priesthood, joined the Society, 
and was admitted to the rank of a Pro- 
fessed Father on the 9th of July, 1661. 
Afler serving the Mission 24 years, he 
died in his native county 29th of May, 
1677, 

DCCLXXVI. Holland, Guy, of Lin- 
colnshire, educated at Cambridge, em- 
braced the Institute of St. Ignatius in 1615, 
and was Professed 14th of July, 16*28. 
After 45 years of indefatigable labor in 
the English vineyard, he was called up to 
receive his eternal recompence 26th of 
November, 1660, »t. 78. F. Southwell 
barely mentions, p. 811, Bibl. his English 
Treatise ** The Prerogative qf Human 
Nature," or *' On the Immortality qfthe 
SouU* 

♦DCCLXXVII. Holland, Henrt.-^ 
meet with two of this name. Of the 1st a 
Temporal Coadjutor, I collect that he died 
at Watten 21st of Pecembei, 1636. 

UCCLXXVIII. The second was a man 
of eminence, was uncle to F. Thomas 
Holland the martyr, and was also con- 
demned to death for the Faith, but the sen- 
tence was commuted for banishment. In 
the Provincial Return of 1655 we find 
it stated that he was then 79 years old, of 
which he had spent 46 in the Society, 41 on 
the Mission, (viz. St. Aloysius* District, 
or Lancashire his native County) and that 
he had been Professed as early as 12th of 
May, 1622. This Dean of the Province 
on his banishment retired to Liege College, 
where he spent the last S years of his 
life. Exhausted with labours and old age. 



he meekly resigned his ioul to God 29th 
of February, 1656. 

In the elogium P. H. Holland!, forward- 
ed to the General by the Rector of Liege 
College, F. John Clark, it is asserted, 
**In Magna gravissimorum Patrum eopu^ 
unu» iUe electus eat, qui audiret primam 
eo^fessionem ceteberimi iUius Viri, inter' 
que sutB atatih doeligsimoM jure nutne^ 
randi, Dni Jacobi AnderUmi de Lot' 
took, qui eruditum iilum scripgU librum, 
cui titulus Protestantium Apologia*'* But 
I cannot help questioning if Mr. James 
Anderton was the Author : for the let edi- 
tion was printed abroad in 4co. pp. 191, 
in the year, 1604: and after the advertise- 
ment to the reader, occur the simple ini- 
tials of the writer I. Br. A second edition 
appeared in 1608 so greatly enlarged as to 
swell the Sevan Sections of the work into 
751 pages, besides a copious index. In the 
Title page to this 2nd edition, I read, '*By 
John Brerely, Priest *' Did Mr. Anderton 
subsequently change his name, and take 
Holy Orders? 

DCCLXXI X. Holland, John^"- Ad. 
80th July. 1699, »t. 20. Occurs ij« Mis- 
sionary in Lincolnshire in 1701-4 and. 1 710 :« 
was Professed 15th of August, 1707: r^y-:- 
moved afterwards Into Shropshire : and died 
20th of December, 1734. He was soioatr': 
times called Martindale. 

DCLXXX. Holland, Richard, of. 
Lancashire, born In 1675 : admitted 7th ot' 
September, 1697, Professed 2od of Febru- , 
ary, 1715 : for many years resided at War* ,; 
dour : was declared Rector of his Bre-«, 
thren in the College of St. Fran. Xaviar, 
9th of May, 172S: continued in that office' 
till the 26th of July, 1734, when it s^ms., 
he retired abroad. His death happened at 
Paris, 4th of July, 1740, »t. 64. 

DCCLXXXI. Holland, Thomas, (ali- 
as Banderson*) This talented and samt*- 
ly Missionary was apprehended in London 
4th of Octobjsr, 1642, and after two months 
imprisonment was sacri^ced for his priestly 
character, at Tyburn, 12th qf December . 
following, O. S. set. 48. Soc. 22. He was 
the first alumnus of Liege Ck>llege who su£* . 
fered death for the Catholic Faith. . See his . 
life and beatitiful portrait in the Certameq:^ 
Triplex ; also in Bishop ChaDoner's Me- 
moirs of Missionary Priedts.

DCCLXXXn. HotLAR, John: ad- 
mitted 7th of September, 1696, was master 
of Syntax at St. Omerid 1704: died near 
la Fleehe, 2l8t November, 1712, at. 88. 

DCCLXXXIII. Holt, Gilbert: he 
died in England on the 22^ of May, 1725, 
St. S7. Soc. 15. 

DCCLXXXIV. HoLT.WiLLiAM, of Lan« 
cashire : studied at Oriel College, Ox* 
ford. After his ordinations at Douay, ho 
proceeded to Rome, whare he joined the 
Society 8th af May, 1578. In 1581 he was 
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ordered to Scotland, where he abided for 
tW yean. Dr. Afian, Sn a letter writtea 
to F. Agazzarit i4Ui of Marob, 1588, 
sayf **P. GiOielmus Holt, SocielatU vet- 
it^ optime valet. Accept ab to lUeras Ed- 
inbrnrffo eeriptaa inprinctpio Januarii: 
M vit-'UH loeo aptissimusy insisfnisque 
apemrius,** In this Cardinars letter to 
CIUI8. Paget, 4th of Jaooary, 1594, he 
ctpteaiwi himself of this good Father in the 
niMt faTonrabie terms. 

On the 94th of October, 1586, F. Holt 
inH- dedared the Rector of the Eoglish 
CeHege at Roine, but in the summer of 
NI88,'Vas stationed at Brussells. The 
slatiderons and persecuting system which 
bef liiiil to endure there, from the English 
F*i6tion, whilst it never ruffled the peace of 
\Aii' Innocent and upright soul, CTentually 
gerred to brighten his fame and secure to 
htm the veneration of the wise and vir- 
taens. ^^Menditeei ostendU Deus qui 
mueuUwerwU ittum,** He ended his days 
p^iieeably at Barcelona in 1590, st. 54. 
See F. More's Hist. p. UTO. Bodd's ac- 
count of this great man is very Slovenly, 
to say the least. 

DCCLXXXy. HoLTBY, RicHUio, 

SMu DntkeU) bpni| at Fraiton, in York- 
iMs, in J 653. After studying in both 
o^ Universities, lie renounced theezpec- 
talkms of preferment to embrace the Ca- 
tholic Faith, and to become the instrument 
ofilalvation to his neighbours. With this 
visw hiequalift^ himself partly at Douay. 
and partly at Hheims for Holy Orders, and 
in due time was sent to the North of En- 
gland, where he laboured with the fervid 
zdad of an Apostle. In 1588 he joined the 
SMety. Naturally of an athletic consti- 
tution, he never spared himself any fatigue 
foifihe good of souls :.every leisure moment 
was put out to intertet-^the Devil could 
nevef^ ftfid iiim idle. ' On the removal of F. 
Henry Gart^tt, the, charffe of his brethren 
in the English Mission^ devolved upon him, 
and his igovernment during the tliree years 
he lietained bfilce, was signalized by pru- 
dence, industry, firmness, and duinty. 
This truly gocia man persevered to the end 
in the course of usefulness, dying in the 
North of England 35th or i86th of May, 
1640.

DCCLXXXVIIT. HoRE, George, died 
at Watten 1st of January, 1689. 

DCCLXXXIX. Hornby, Robert, was 
addmitted in 1668: and died in 1695. 
•t. 40. 

DCCXC, Hormb, Thomas, of Oxford : 



died at Watten 14th of FMvruary, XtllS^ 
•t. 50. Rel. 11. 

DCGXCI. HoRifE, William, born as 
I am told in Russia. On his birth day, st. 
17, 7th of September, 1758, entered the 
Novitiate of Watten. In 1764 I meet 
with him as Prefect of the College at 
Bruges. Seven years later I find him on 
the English . Mission, I think at Sarnefield, 
near Weobly, in Herefordshire. On the 
death of the Hon. and Rev. John Butler, 
Lord Cahir, he succeeded in 1786 to the 
incumliency of Hereford. About three 

Swrs later he removed his residence from 
ye Street to Bread Street. This Rev. 
Father, whilst actually on a visit at Ro- 
therwas, the seat of Mr. Bodenham, in that 
n^htMHirbood, was found dead in his 
chamber 18th of November, 1799. His 
remains %iere deposited near F. Thomas 
Hilde^ard, before mentiooedy with this in- 
scription on his grave stone.

DCCXCII. HosKiNs, Antront, of 
Herefordshire ; joined the Society in Spain* 
On coming to the English Mission, F. 
Gerard provided him with a situation in a 
Family of rank, where the lady was a Ca^ 
tholic, and the husband a well-di> posed 
Protestant. "JUe itaque ibi coUoeatus 
muUa bona fecit undequaque,** In 1609 
he was admitted at London to the Profes- 
sion of the Four Vows. Retiring to Spain 
he died at Valladolid 10th of September, 
1616, St. 47. Under the signature H. I. 
he published '*A Brief e and Clear De- 
daration ef Sundry Pointee absoluteljf 
ditlyked in the lately enacted Oath qf 
Allegiance proposed to the Catholikes of 
England; togeatherwith a Recapitulation 
qf the whole worke, newly written by a 
learned Divine, concerning the same nUh- 
ject" l2mo 1611. pp. 56. He translated 
from Latin into English *' Thonuis a Kem- 
pie* following qf Christ,** under the ini- 
tials of F. B. and the abridgment of 
** Christian Perfection,** 1612. Also the 
*'Apvlogies qf Henry IV and LewU XUI, 
in favour of the Society at Paris,** 4to. 
1612. F, Sottlhwell states that all these 
books were printed at St. Omer. 

DCCXCIII. HotKiNS, Raphabi., born 
in Maryland, 19th of July, 1729 : began 
his Noviceship in 1749: was Professed in 
1767 : died at Brough I5th of April, 1794. 
He was the writer of the Latin Manuscript 
Life of brother Wm. Couche, also of an 
English Manuscript intitled ** Short account 
qf the expulsion of the Jesuits out qf 
St, Omer*s,** 4to. 49 pp. He wrote Latin 
better than English. 

•DCGXCIV. Hothersall, Thomas, 
admitted 20th of June, 1668 : died in Mary 
land in 1698, set. 57. 

DCCXCy«ii9THBRSALL, WlLLIAM, bom

19lh July, 1725: adrailted in 1744- Pn»f. 
2n(l February, 176*2 : was appointed Rec- 
tor of the English College at Rome in 
1760, and continaed in office until the sup- 
pression of the Order 17th of August, 1773. 
The good old man died at Oxford, 25th of 
August, 1808. 

DCCXCVI. Houghton, Henry, born 
1710: admitted when in Deacon's Orders 
28th of June, 177S : was Professed in 
1744 ; died at West Grinsted, Sussex, on 
20th of July, 1750. He sometimes passed 
by the name of Moore. 

DCCXCVH. Houseman, Christo- 
pher, born 21st of September, 1726 ; ad- 
mitted in 1741: ordaiaed Priest at Liege 
in 1752 : died at Ghent 15th of October, 
1769. Another account fixes his birth to 
7th of March, 1728. He is often called 
Joseph Laylon. 

DCCXCVIII. Howard, Edward, ( The 
real name was Holme^) bom in Lancashire 
20th of December, 1740 : at the aged of 19 
joined the Society : came to the Mission in 
August, 1767 ; and was sent to Mosely to 
replace the Apostate Charles Billinge ; . 
after some time was removed to Stapehili, 
Dorset, but was finally settled (on the 
ReT. Richard Barrow's departure for 
Wigan in 1786) at Pontefract, where he 
died 5th of December, 1809. 

DCCXCIX. Howard, Francis, el- 
der brother of Edward, born in May, 
1724: admitted at the age of 16, and Pro- 
fessed iu 1758. For a short time was 
employed at Lullworth, and fcr some 
yeai*s at Richmond : finally stationed at 
Alnwick, and died there the 9th of March 
1802. 

DCCC. Howard, John, uncle to the 
above ; born the 36th of October, 1718 : 
admitted in 1737, prof. 2nd Feb. 1755, 
and after distinguishing himself by his 
prudence and talents, was chosen rector 
of Liege College, the 29th of February, 
1768, and witnessed its suppression whilst 
yet in office. At the establishment of the 
Academy, F. Howard was named its 
President. Unfortunately he was too 
much divided between the English Nans 
in that City, and his own immediate sub- 
jects, to be so practically and efficiently 
Rseftil, as he might otherwise have been; 
but still he retained office until his death, 
the 16th of October. 1783. 

DCCCI. Howard, John, admitted 
the 7th of September, 1679, aet. 20. 

DCCCIl. Another of this name and 
great nephew to the above-mentioned Pre- 
sident, was son of Ralph (Holme) and 
Mary (Yates) born in Lancashire, the 
18th of November, 1764— studied at 
Liege: served Irnham from the 10th of 
July 1797, to the 12th of May, 1823. 
After lending assistance to some other 
places, he seated himself at Salisbury, 
but died a few months alter, viz. on the 



9th of July, 1826, and was buried thert, 
in St. Martin's Cemetery. 

DCCCIII. Howard, James, died at 
Valladolid. 

DCCCIV. Howard, William, of 
London, born fn 1599. I collect from 
the Provincial return of 1655, that he 
had then passed 36 years in the Society, 
and 25 on the Mission, and had been pro- 
fessed the 22nd of April, 1635. I think 
he died in England, the 19th of January 
1683. 

DCCCV. Howard, William, born 
he 25th of March, 1687: admitted the 
12th of November, 1713. Prof. 2nd. Febru- 
ary 1726. After a long Missionary ca- 
reer in Yorkshire, he retreated to Watten, 
where he died, the 6th of August, 1770, 
set. 83. 

DCCC VI. Howe, Joseph, who often 
passed by the name of Pendrill, born the 
19th of June, 1711: admitted in 1729, 
Prof. 2nd February 1747; died at Horsley, 
Northumberland, the 2nd of May, 1792. 

DCCC VII. HowLETT, John, born in 
Rutlandshire; had studied at Oxford, re- 
ceived into the Order at Louvain, in 1571, 
and had the honour of having Leonard 
Lesslus for his fellow Novice. Like that 
illustrious man, he became not merely a 
credit, but a Luminary of the Society. 
The Netherlands, Germany, and Poland, 
admired his erudition, and were edified 
with his religious virtues. He died at Wil- 
na, the 17th of September, 1589, «t. 42. 
See More, p. 18. Souihwdl p. 461. 
He permitted F. Persons to publish, under 
his name, the reasons for not attending the 
Protestant Church, which provoked the 
bile of the coarse and acrimonious Fulke. 

DCCCVIII. Hubbard, William, 
born the 18th of September, 1692: ad- 
mitted the I4th of August, 171 7. 

DCCCIX. Hudd, John, of Durham. 
During the civil wars he was taken in 
his hiding place near Lincoln, with all 
the Altar apparatus, and was paraded in 
derision through the streets of that City, 
and then consigned to its jail. Released 
in the sequel by the Royal Party, the 
good and patient old man died at last of 
the Palsy, the 4th of August, 1649, aBt. 
78. Soc. 27. 

DCCCX. Huddleston, John, son 
1 take it of Sir Edmund Huddleston, of 
Sawston, Knight, by his wife Dorothy 
( Beconsall ) entered an alumnus of the 
English College, Rome, 1617: 3 years later 
joined the Society. 

DCCCXI. Hudson, Thomas, died 
in England, in 1646. 

DCCCXIf. Hughes, Johv, born iu 
London, the 1st of June, 1754: entered 
the Novitiate, the 7th of September, 1770, 
and soon after taking his simple Vows, 
was involved in the destrnction of the 
Order. He was promoted to Priesthood 
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on the 18th of Jun^, 1778. To the Aca- 
demy of Liege he rendered most valu- 
able services, as Prefect and GkMHt-master ; 
and at the emigration to Slouyhurst he 
made himself, if any thing, even more 
useful, by his additional and very skilful 
superinteodance of the Infirmary. Fpr 
several years he was Pastor to the large 
Congregation at Stonyhurst, which, under 
his auspices, wonderfully increased and 
multiplied. On the retirement of F. N. 
Sewall from the Portico Mission, F. 
Hughes became his successor at Michael- 
mas 1808, and was also name<l Kector of 
his brethren in Lancashire, flte amenjty 
and cheerful cordiality of his disposition, 
his uuremitting attention to the comfort^ 
of the sick and the poor, his active zeal 
and intelligence in business, and his gene- 
i*ous hospitality, must ever endear bis me- 
mory to all that knew him. It should ne« 
ver be forgotten, that to him are |iu# 
brethren mainly indebted for the new 
Chapel at Wigan. F Hoghes made his 
religious Profession of the Four Vows 
1st of January, 1824. His lamp of light 
quietly went out at Portico, ^b of July, 
1828 : and his honoyured remains were bu- 
ried in his own Chapel, with the following 
epitaph ; —

Rev. John Hughes, 

Who died on the 6th of July, 1828, aged 74.

HuMPHRYs, John, of 
Wales; died in England 14(b of March, 
1676. set. G6. Rel. 37. 

DCCCXV. Hunt, Gilbert, died 31st of 
March. UU7. 

DCCCXVr. Hunt, John, admitted 7th 
of September, 1693, aged 18 ; ordained 
Priest in 1703. 

DCCCXVIl. Hunt, Simon.— F. Moore, 
p 24, informs us that he joined the Soci- 
ety 27th of April, 1578, and whilst Peni- 
tentiary at Rome, died llth of June, 1585. 

DCCCXVIII. Hunt, Thomas, of Coun- 
ty of Rutland. It seems that he had at- 
tached himself to the Society about 28 
years belore his death, which by F. More*R 
account, p. 272, happened on the lOth of 



February. 1602. He had walk«() wj tit .sim- 
plicity before God, and brought forth abun- 
dance of fruit. 

DCCCXlX. Hunter, Anthony, (alias 
Jam€$ Smith) of Yorkshire. M^lstserTing 
the Mission in the North of Eugland, dq r- 
ing the civil wars, he was arrested and 
confeyed to London. At his discharge, 
this genuine sou of the Society, re^iuuied 
his pastqral duties with fresh zoat ai)4 
spirit, but was apprehended again during 
the delirium occasioned by Oatcs*s Plot, 
arraigned in London 28th of Fubru^rYi 

1680, and the next day sentenced to death. 
Whilst the Prisouers were in Court, he 
succeeded in bearing the Confessions of 
two criminals.

DCCCXX I. H.UNrER, G.<:oRGi:, boro 
in Northumberland 25th of July, 171^: ad- 
mitted in 1730: Professed eighteen years 
later: died in Maryland 1st of August, 
1779, of whidi refide;;i.ce he was the last 
Superior, at the suppression of the prder. 
I fiud him holding that office in 1758, over 
16 other Priests in North America. 

DCCCXXU and DCCCXXIII. Hun- 
rER,TuoM.\s. We meet with two of this 
name. The 1st admitted 7th of September, 
16S4i : was Professor of J!iOgic at Liege i« 
1701, and of Philosopliy in 1704. Whilst 
Chaplain to tlic Shireburns at Stonyhurst, 
he wrote an answer to the Rev. Charles 
Dodd's* scurrilous libel, called " The Se- 
nilis real name was TlgoteU — was born In Lanca- 
shire, and probably was relzUd to the firrand VicAi 
of that name mentioned in Bishop Witham's will, 
dated the 20th of November, 17:23. For the great- 
er part of his Missiooarjr career, Mr. Dodd was 
stationed at Ha.vlngton Hall, in th3 County of 
Worcestershire, and i.^evo'.ed his leisure and industry 
to the colleciing of materials f.r the alucidatioa 
of Catholic Doctrines ^nd of English Church ills, 
tory. The learned writer died the 27th of Febru- 
ary, 1742—3. set. 70: and was buried at ChaddeS' 
ley Corbett. See page 121. Vol. IV Catholicon. 
We are far, very far from approving that sovetv 
ci[iticism and vague censure, pronounced by th* 
Editors of the Quarterly Revieio, page 166. Vol.

Professed 2nd of February, 
I75S: was declared Rector of St. Mi- 
bhaers Residence in August, 1763 : died at 
Ghent SOth of January, 1773. 

DCCCXXIV and DCCCXXV. Hun- 
ter, William. — I meet with two also of 
this name. The elder died in Maryland 
15th of August, 1723. 

The junior was admitted 7th of Septem- 
ber of the year the other had died : was 
Professed 20 years later, and died on the 
8rd of Dec 1761* His name was Weldon. 

♦DCCCXXVJ . HuROis, Thomas.— This 
Lancashire lay-brother died at Liege, 9th 
of January, 1663, set. 51. Rel. 18. 

DCCCXXVII. HussET, James, born 
21 St of April, 1765 : educated at Liege, 
and taught Humanities there and at Stony- 
hurst. On the 21 St of November, 1797, he 
reached the Shepton Mallett Mission, laid 
the foundation of the new Chapel 15th of 
October, 1801, which was opened for pub- 
lic worship 29th of April, 1804. Dying 
on the 30th of August, 1810, he was bu- 
ried on the S. side of Shepton Mallett 
Churchyard. 

*DCCCXXVIII. HussEY, Lewis.— 
This scholastie entered the Novitiate 21st 
of December, 1720; he was certainly of 
Dorsetshire, and I suspect of the family 
settled at Marnhull. He died at Liege 17th 
of January, 1738, »t. 22. 

DCCCXXIX. Hyde, Francis, (alias 
QrimsdUch) Admitted in 1670, was many 
years Missionary and Rector in the Bishop- 
liok of Durham, where I think he died 
88rd of November, 1714, aged 66. In 
1710, he is described as ^* Superior P. 
t^aneiscus Hyde egregii in omnibus se 
gessU,*' An. Lit. 

DCCCXXX. Htde, Richard, joined 
the Society 16th of September, 1706 : was 
iProfessed 2nd. February, 1724 ; was Rec- 
tor of St. Omer*s College from 1728 (18th 
ofMay,) until the 11th of August, 1731, 



bearanc* : and all Priests, especially, should act 
towards each other, as the Apostles did to Paul 
and Barnabas, by giving "the right hands of fel- 
lowship" Gal. 11. 9. Disunion is irreconcile- 
able with the spirit of that Gospel whlcti they 
preach.

Jaoquemin, Martin, 
died in London 7th of February, 1754, at. 
62. Soc* 28. 

DCCCXXXII. Jacobson, William^ 
actually born in Belgium 15th of October,. 
1692, entered the Order in 1714. Watten 
was his usual place of residence, and there 
he finished his pious course on the 1 1th of 
June, 1764. 

DCCCXXXin. Jackson, Francis, 
( alias Smithson, ) of Yorkshire : com> 
menced his noviceship at St. John's, Lou- 
Tain, 24th 6f Dec. 1608. He died in the 
English Mission on the 16th of April, 1645, 
et.68. 

DCCCXXX IV, Jackson, John, (who 
often passed by the name of John- 
ston^) at the age of 21 enrolled himself 
among the children of St. Ignatius. This 
Professed Father, whilst serving the Mis- 
sion of Croston in Lancashire, was re- 
called to Liege, to be Rector of the English 
College, early in 1752 ; but died at Spa 
on the 19th of June the same year. 

DCCCXXXV. Jackson, Thomas, waft 
admitted in Gfermany, A.D. 1596, et. Sft, 
1 meet with him in the English Mission 
thirteen years later, and then he Yanishes 
from my view. 

DCCCXXXVI. Jameson, Philip 
James, (Tere Sachmorter,) was born at 
Dunkirk 8th of NoTember, 1720 : entered 
the English Provhice at the age^of IS. He 
closed his long life by an edifying death at 
Hammersmith, 6th of September, 1795. 

♦DCCCXXXVIt. Janion, George. 
This hiy-brother was admitted in 1668 : he 
died in England on the 12th of May, 1696, 
St. 52. 

•DCCCXXXVIII. Janion, William, 
probably younger brother of the above, 
joined the Order 14th of August, 1672, 
St. 20. 

♦DCCCXXXIX. Jansens, James, ad- 
mitted 23rd of April, 1727 : died at Ghent 
on the 5th of May, 1771, cet. 72. 

DCCCXL. Ibbotson, William, born 
near Skipton, 4th of December, 1800; 
began his Noviceship at Hodder 7lh of 
September, 1818. This very interesting 
Ecclesiastic was sent to the Wigan Mission 
and soon acquired the public esteem by his 
disinterested zeal and charity. Nttturally 
of a robust constitution, his fiodt calcu- 
lated on retaining his valuable services 
fur many years to come; but heaven had 
other designs upon him. Attacked with ill- 
ness, he sunk into a distressing state of de- 
bility. The best medical advice and frs- 
quent chang^e of air, produced no perceptible 
benefit, and on Tuesday evening the 4th 
of March, 1834, this promising young man 
meekly resigned his soul into the hands of 
God, at the seminary, near Stonyhurst. 

DCCCXLI. Jbffrys, Thomas.— AU 
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lliat t can gleaa of this Father is, that 
he died in England on the 18th of May, 
1654. 

*DCCCXLII. Jemmet, Francis, born 
^th of November, 1695: died at Ghent 
29th of June, 1740, Rel. 26. 

DCCCXLIII. Jenison, Augustine, 
born at Lower Walworth, near Darling- 
ton, in the County of Durham, 20th of 
April, 1735: at the age of 20 placed him- 
eelf among the Novices at Watten. Soon 
after Ills promotion to priesthood, he was 
sent toEllingham,in 1763, and there, as I 
liave heard from the best authority, his 
conduct was not void of suspicion. Re- 
moved to Wardour, where I find htm in 
tlie early part of 1771, his career was edi- 
fying for a time ; but neglecting the exer- 
cises of mental prayer, self-denial, hu- 
mility and vigilance, he yielded to the se- 
cret passion, suffered the shipwreck of faith, 
and filled the congregation of Wardour, and 
the friends of religion, with consternation 
and horror, by his open apostacy in Lower 
Donhead church, late in October, 1772. 
Towards his noble patron, Henry, the 8th 
Lord Arundell, his behaviour was marked 
by the foulest ingratituJe and falsehood. 
Threatened with a prosecution for Setuida- 
lum Magnatum, he hurried to Scotland, 
where bigotry received him with open arms : 
for a time he settled at Aberdeen, where he 
was prodigiously admired and followed as 
a preacher. But at length the poor sinner, 
by a special mercy of God, was brought, 
inhi9 very pulpit, to a sense of duty and re- 
pentance.' The Right Rev. Dr. Geddes, 
a man according to God's own heart, gave 
this prodigal child the tenderest reception, 
and had the consolation of witnessing his 
retirement to St. Omer*s College in De- 
cember, 1784, where nine years later, viz. 
in December, 1793, he was called by the 
God of penitents, to receive, as w« hope, 
the reward of unfeigned contrition. 

The immortal Dr. Milner, in his last 
pastoral letter for Lent, dated Wolver- 
hampton, 1st of February, 1826, makes the 
following mention of this Penitent Apos- 
tate. ** After his scandalous fall, he ob- 
tained an opulent benefice near Edinburgh, 
with other comforts of life, as they are 
called ; but felt himself so miserable in 
his conscience, that he steered a hell upon 
earth, to use his own expression in a let- 
ter which passed through my hands, 
to the person who had been the occasion 
of his apostacy. The conclusion of his 
story was, that he privately withdrew 
himself from his situation, first to London, 
and thence to the continent; where he 
passed the remainder of his life in pover- 
ty and penance." 

DCCCXLIV. JENisoif, James, younger 
brother of Augustine; but entered the 
Novitiate with him. After being chaplain 
to the Porter family, and serving a varie- 



ty of places, he died at Bath t2nd of Jaaa* 
ary,1799, fet.63. 

DCCCXLV. Jbnisoic, Jobn.— At the 
€nd of Rhetoric, Mr. Brent, his master, 
escorted him and five others to Wattes, 
7th of September, 1746. Fourteen years 
later he was stationed at Wardour, as 
successor to F. Robert Constable, and was 
admitted to his Religious Profession at the 
neighbouring Mission of Booham, 2nd o( 
February, 1763. Within nine years after 
his arrival at Wardour, he removed te 
Preston, as successor to F. Joseph Smith, 
but early in 1775, he abruptly decamped 
for the Continent. Brilliant as a classic 
scholar, but most restless and eccentric 
as a Priest, he outlived his intellects, 
and died in an asylum at Liege 27th of 
December, 1792, et. 64. He published 
some Latin Poetry, as his friend and col- 
league at Preston, the late F. N. Sewell, 
informed me. 

DCCCXLVI, Jenisom, Michael, en- 
tered the Order in 1675; for a consider- 
able time was Chaplain to the Webbs, at 
Canford, in Dorset. Retiring to Watten 
the venerable man closed his mortal career 
on the 17th of November, 1735, set. 80. 
Rel. 60. Prof. 4S. 

DCCCXLVn. Jenison, Ralph, is 
mentioned in the Annual Letters of 1710, 
as then living in the Bishoprick of Dur- 
ham, as illustrious for his most laborious 
IVJission during the last 40 years ; aad 
though he was 75 years of age, still per- 
formed all his journies on foot. 

Q. Is he not the same person as Ralph 
Frevitl ? 

DCCCXLVIII. Jenison, Robert, (all- 
as Freville) He is slightly referred to 
by F.More, p. 425, Hist., but we collect 
from F. Southwell, p. 724, Bibliotheoa, 
that he was born in the County of Durham, 
A.D. 1590 — -that he renounced a consider- 
able patrimony to embrace the state of 
Religious poverty in the Society of Jesus— 
that he was duly promoted to the rank of a 
Professed Father — was Rector of the house 
of Probation at Ghent — and during a veiy 
eventful and critical period of 30 years, ho 
zealously laboured in the English vineyard. 
Though a Martyr to the stone, which ul- 
timately occasioned his death, he Mas uni- 
formly the model of patience and resigna- 
tion. He died 10th of October, 1650. 
He left to posterity

phrey Linde, to see his way withall ; 
or an Answeare to his book called * Via 
Tuta,' a safe way, wherein the booke itt 
shewed to be a Labyrinthe of Error, and 
the Author a blind Guide J*^ By J. /I.

Mr. Dodd, p. 414, Vol. 2, Church Hist, 
attributes to him two other books prrnted 
in 1612-1613. 
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I. ^* Tlie overlhraw qf Protestant Pul- 
^U Boftci*."— and «. ** Pnrgaiorif's Tri- 
umph over Hell ;*' bol F. Natb. South- 
ivell was ignorant of this; and I know not 
iiow to reconcile the dates. Certainly F. 
Jtoison was not admitted into the Society 
till four or five years after the supposed ap- 
pearance of these works. 

DCCCXLIX. Jewison, Thomas, born 
In the County of Durham: educated in 
heresy, the sight of a neat Catholic ora- 
tory, first led him to entertain respect for 
Catholic Worship, and theh an eagerness 
to be acquainted with our religious tenets. 
This docility of disposition was quickly 
rewarded with the gift of Faith, and after 
^<nne time, with a vocation to the state of 
Religion. By diligent application to stu- 
dy, and above all, by rooting and founding 
himself in charity, he prepared himselt for 
the life of an apostolic missionary. Scarcely 
■had he commenced his career as Chaplain 
to Sir Philip Tyrrhwit, in Lincolnshire, 
when he was apprehended as an accomplice 
in Oates*s Plot, and lodged in a loathsome 
cell at Newgate. At the end of a twelve- 
Ynonth, his constitution sunk under the se- 
verity of his close confinement, and he died 
27th of September, 1679, set. 36. Rel. 16. 
In p. 104 of the " Remonstrance C(f Pi- 
ety and Innocence " (12mo. London, 1683, 
|>p« 190) is preserved an indifferent Chro- 
'liogram supposed to be a prediction that 
tt!e innocence of the victims of Oafes*s Per- 
jury would be manifested in the year, 
1686. It was found in the Father*s cell 

at Newgate.

DC:CCL and DCCCLL Jenison, 
William. — Two of this name are men- 
tioned in the Necrology, and both died in 
[England ; one, on the 9th of September, 
1693; the other 16th of December, 1685. 
It is clear that one was admitted 7th of 
December, 1676, eet. 23. 

DCCCLII. JeKkiXs, Augustus, born 
in Maryland 12th of January, 1747, enter- 
ed the Order in 1766: after finishing 
Theology at Liege, and receiving Holy 
Orders, he returned to his native Country, 
and proved eminent for zeal and success 
in his Ministerial career. I find by a letter 
that at Easter, 1787, he had no less than 
1O40 Communicants. This good man 
rested from bis labours 2nd of February, 
1800. 

•DCCCLIII. Jenkins, John, a Tem- 
pbral Coadjutor, who died at Liege, 12th 
of May, 1721, set. 61. Rel. 20. 

DCCCLIV. JeKkins, Peter, born at 
Sutton near Guildford, 21st of September, 
1736 ; joined the Order in 1763; made his 
religious Profession 2nd of Februar^^, 1771. 
During his long Missionary life, he had 



been successively stationed at Water-^perry, 
Holt, Irnham, Coldham, Bury St. Edmunds 
and Saxis. The venerableman was a last 
visited with blindness; but like another 
Tobias, knew well how to improve this 
trial to his spiritual profit and the edifica- 
tion of others. Dying suddenly at Bury 
St. Edmunds 14th of July, 1818, set. 83, 
be was buried near its chapel vnth the fol- 
lowing Epitaph.

ITie latter was born 4th of July, 31721, 
in London : entered as a Novice at Wat- 
ten 7th of September, 1738, after studying 
Humanities at St. Omer*s College under 
F. Neal: died at Rome on the 14th of June, 
1762. 

N.B. Charles Jerningham at the end of 
Rhetoric, entered the Noviceship, 7th of 
September, 1741 ; but left it for St. Omer 
eight days later. — What became of him ? 
•DCCCLVIII. Jeunele Joseph,— This 
pious lay -brother died at St. Omer, 31st 
of January, 1746, est. 64, Rel. 36. 

♦DCCCLIX. Imbert, John, admitted 
SOth of April, 1700 : died at Liege 24th 
April, 1724, »t. 64. 

DCCCLX. Ingleby, Augustine, of a 
good family in Yorkshire : after 26 years 
of active labour in the vineyard, lie died in 
England on the 30th of May, 1667, »t. 56. 
Rel. 33. 

DCCCLXI. Ingleby, Edward ; all 
that I can glean of him is, that his death 
occurred in London on the 2nd of January, 
1699. 

DCCCLXII. Ingleby, Peter, born 
17th of July, 1691 : at the age of 21 en- 
listed under the standard of St. Ignatius. 
He was certainly employed in the Oxford- 
shire Mission for some time ; but I believe 
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fiiii»bcd his coBTM ia Laneasbire, ISth of 
June, 1741, N.S. 

DCCCLXIII. IifOLBBT, Thomas, Ad- 
mitted on the 7th of September, 1708, and 
at the usual period promoted to the rank 
of a Professed Father. Most certainly he 
was Chaplain at Lull worth Castle for some 
time ; but retired from that situation about 
the year, 1 728. and died at Paris on the 
12th of November the following year, 
aged 45. 

DCCCLXIV. Johnson, John, died 
at St. Omar, the32ad of November, 1614. 

DCCCLXV. Johnson, Joseph, born 
in England, the 29th of November, 1737: 
at the age of 21 joined the Order. For a 
very long period this worthy man was em- 
ployed in the Derbyshire Mission: and 
died at Spinkhill, on the 14th of Febru- 
ary, 1817. 

DCCCLXVI. Johnson, Robert, born 
at Liverpool, the 2nd of July, 1746 : 
when IS years of age, he placed himself 
among the Novices at Ghent. His first 
Mission was at Scarisbriclc, in his native 
County: thence he removed to LyJiate, 
which he served within a short period of 
his death. At the restoration of the So- 
ciety, he shewed that be had retained and 
cherished the genuine spirit of his Order, 
by his holy impatience to renew his en- 
gagements in It. He died in his retire- 
ment at Lowe house, near St. Helens, 
the 30th of November, 1823. 

DCCCLVII. Jones, Henry, died at 
Liege, the 12th of May, 1701. 

DCCCLXVHI. and DCCCLXIX. 
Jones, John. Tlie Senior entere<i the 
Society in 1709, became a Professed Fa- 
ther in 1727, and died in the Yorluhire 
Mission, the 16th of May. 1746, et. 6a 

The Junior, born in Monmouthshire, 
the 7th of July, 1721, and iolned the No- 
vices in 1741. This Professed Father 
died in London, the 31st of May, 1803. 
He was the Author of a Treatise, quaint- 
ly entitled ** Sentimental Theology** Svo. 
London 1777, pp. 235. 

DCCCLXX. JoNis, JAitEs, died in 
England, the 19th x>f May, 1636. 

DCCCLXXI. Jones, Ignatius, ad- 
mitted the 9th of October, 1711, let. 25: 
was living at Biandecque, near St. Omer, 
in 1727: after which time he vanishes 
from my search. 

*CCCCLXXU. Jones, Pstbr. This 
good Lay-brother accompanied' F. Si- 
lisdon from Flanders to Rome, where 
they arrived, the 10th of November, 1622. 
In the English College there he died most 
piously on the 30th of October, 1625, and 
his remains were conveyed to the Roman 
College for interment. 

DCCCLXXIU. Jones, Robert, of 
Shropshire ; -united himself to the Soci- 
ety at Rome, in 1582, and made his reli- 
gious Profession 21 years lat6r. In 1609, 
lie fioooeadid >F. Rkiwnl Holtbty, MiSupe- 



rior of his brethren in the RogHfeh Mis- 
sion ; but fond of retirement and a contem- 
plative life, he left the administration of 
affairs principally to F. Richard Blount. 
That he was an eminent spiritualist must 
be acknowledged by all who have studied 
his circular letter, pp. 366-374 in F. More's 
History. In a letter to the General Aqua- 
viva, dated Loudon, 3d of November, 1613, 
after describing the difficulties aud mise- 
ries of this country, he recommends that 
none be appointed to the Mission, but 
men Eober, discreet, mortified, humble, 
and willing to endure labour aud priva- 
tions. 

F.Jones died in 1615, '*iio» multum 
quinquagenario major. 

*DCCCLXX1V. JoNEi, William, died 
at Home on the 28th of February, 1758, 
et. 34, Rel. 0. 

DCCCLXXV. JoRis, John Henry, 
sometimes called George^ For many years 
this Belgian was Director to the English 
Theresiau Nuns at Hoogstraet, and emigrat- 
ed with them in July, 1794. He continued 
with them until his pious death, at Great 
Canford, in Dorsetshire, 9th of July, 1796. 
From the Parish Registrar I collect that 
he was buried on the J 2th of July. 

*DGCCLXXVI. Joseph, John, died 
at Liege in January, 1003. 

Jossaer, Bernard^ see Greeny Bernard* 

DCCGLXXVII. JossAER, Michael, 
born at Dunkirk : entered the English Pro- 
Tince on the 23rd of May, 1727. In the 
fragment of a Journal once kept at Wat- 
ten, 1 read, ''October 15, 1737.— F. Mi- 
chael Jossaertfrom St. Omer, this morning, 
to be Missioner here.** He died at 
Watten on the 14th of November, 1759, 
»t. 50. 

DCCGLXXVII 1. Joy, Matthew, born 
on the M of June, 1742; admitted in 
1761 : died at Ellingham, much and de- 
servedlv esteemed and respected, on the 
21st of' February, 1799. 

DCCCLXXIX. Ireland, Alexander, 
of Lancashire, became a member of the 
Order, in 1640. 

DCCCLXXX. Ireland, Francis.— 
In 1675 he commenced his Noviceship, aU 
19. Twenty nine years later, I find him 
actively employed in the London Mission. 

DCCCLXXXI. Ireland, IjAwrence, 
joined the Order in 1663, — He was a na- 
tive of Lancashire, but I can collect no 
further particulars* 

♦DCCCLXXXII. Ireland,William, of 
Lincoln. .His family had severely suffered 
for their uncompromising attachment to 
their legitimate sovereign during the Civil 
Wars ; and the Pendrelis and Giffords, 
so instrumental in saving Charles II. after 
the unfortunate fight at Worcester, wer6 
his near relatives. At the age of 19 this 
pioa^youth consecrated himself to Ood in the 
Society of Jesus, and was a general favo- 
nte for his caodour, .docility, iadusti^y. 
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tCtA unalterable meekness. After serving 
the poor Clares at Gravelines, he was sent 
to the English Mission in 1677, and on 
28th of September the year following, was 
apprehended in Loudon with F. John Pen- 
wick, at the explosion of Gates* infernal 
Conspiracy, when the national phrenzy. 
and the atrocity of perjury and blood- 
thirstiness surpassed the records of all 
ages and peoples. In jail this blameless 
Father severely suffered from the loath- 
someness of the place and the enormous 
weight of his bolts and chains. On 27th 
of December he was arraigned, and with- 
out a shadow of evidence, and without 
being allowed sufficient time to produce 
bis witnesses, declared guilty of High 
Treason. The report of his trial, as pub- 
lished with the license of Lord Chief Jus- 
tice Scroffgs, is quite sufficient to disgust 
and shock the mind of every lover of equi- 
ty and honour. Like his blessed master. F. 
Ireland was led like a sheep to the slaugh- 
ter on Friday the 24th of January, (U.S.) 
following, fet. 43. Rel. 24. Prof, 6. A 
letter of this innocent Father to his friend 
F. John Clare, concerning his sister, 
Elizabeth Warner, may be seen in pp. 
291-2 of Lady Warner's Life. 

•DCCCLXXXIII. JuBERT, John Bap- 
tist. — ^This worthy Lay-brother died at 
^ Liege, his native city, 15th of October, 
1768, at. 62. Rel. 41. 

DCCCLXXXIV. Kelly, Tbomas, of 
Hants. The Provincial return of 1655, 
reports him to be then 50 years old, of 
which he had sjpent 26 in the Order, and 
that he was professed of the Four Vows on 
the 6th of April, 1645^that he had been 
Minister, Consultor, and Procurator, and 
that for the last sixteen years had been 
employed in the Mission, for the duties of 
which he was singularly qualified. This 
meritorious Father breathed his last 6th of 
July, 1665. 

DCCCLXXXV. Kemp, Charles, died 
at Brussells in 1611. F. Robert Bedford, 
who knew him at Rome, extols him for 
his probity, candour, and love of domestic 
discipline. 

•DCCCLXXXVI. Kemp, George.— 
This Lay-brother accompanied F. John 
Gerard from Louvain, late in October, 
1614, to take possession of the New House 
at Liege. His death occurred at St. Omer 
22nd of September, 1638. 

DCCCLXXXVII. Kemp, Henrt, join- 
ed the Order on the 1st of July, 1691 : for 
several years served the Mission of Woo- 
ton, in Warwickshire. Retiring afterwards 
to Watten, he surrendered his pious soul 
to God on the 28th of November, 1737, set. 
65. 

DCCCLXXXVIII. Kemper, Herman, 
actually born in Westphalia 22nd of July, 
1745: at the age of 21 commenced his No- 
Ticeshlp at Ghent, and proved in the se- 
quel one of the ablest scholars apd most 



valuable members of the English I'rovinoe. 
The academy at Liege and the College at 
Stonyhurst will testily to his merits, as a 
Master, as a Prefect of Studies, and a Pro- 
fessor of Divinity. On the death of the 
Rev Richard Barrow, the Pastor of Wi- 
gan, in Octoher, 179P, Father Kemper 
was ordered to supply his place. His fame 
had gone before him, and he cultivated this 
vineyard with such successful industry and 
ability, as soon to require a Coadjutor. To 
the regret of his numerous and increasing 
flock, to whom he was endeared by his 
meritorious services, he was, after some 
years residence, called from Wigan to New 
Hall Convent, £ssex, where he finished his 
course of usefulness, on the Sth of April, 
1811. 

DCCCLXXXIX. Kendal, Thomas, 
born in Devonshire : enrolled himself in 
the Society in 1635 ; died at Madrid 2nd 
of July, 1672, »t. 60. 

DCCCXC. Kennet, Charles, made 
bis Simple Vows on the Sth of September, 
1683, and the Solemn Vows of a Professed 
Father on the 2nd of February, 1699. For 
some years taught Theology at Liege. He 
died Procurator of the Province, at Paris, 
21st of April, 1728, Kt. 68. 

DCCCXCI. Kensington, Edward, of 
Lancashire, whose real name wBsLaithmaite* 
F. More, p. 892, Hist., supplies a most inter- 
esting narrative of the conversion of this 
young Protestant zealot. Hearing that his 
elder and Rev. brother, F. Thomas Laith- 
waite, was a prisoner in Exeter jail, for the 
Catholic Faith, in the winter of 1604, he 
hurried down to reclaim him from the errors 
of Popery ; and the magistrates witness- 
ing his enthusiasm, cheerfully allowed him 
free access to his brother. At the end of 
eight days he was satisfied, that he had 
mistaken for the doctrines of the Catholic 
Church, the vile misrepresentations and ca- 
lumnies of her bitterest enemies. The dis- 
covery of such unjustifiable practices serv- 
ed as a light to direct him through the 
billows of error, and to lift him up on the 
Rock of Truth. He decided to assist no 
longer at the Protestant service ; and 
daring the Christmas Holidays was re- 
conciled to the Church of Christ. Im- 
pressed with the grace he had received, he 
was eager, like Paul, to become the instru- 
ment of salvation to others. After study- 
ing some time in the Seminary of Douay, 
that school of learning, piety, and Martyr- 
dom, he repaired to the Efnglish College 
at Rome in 1608, and seven years later 
embraced the Institute of St. Ignatius. In 
several places he cultivated the English 
vineyard with apostolic industry, and at 
length on the 24th of June, 164S, set. 61. 
Rel. 27 Prof. 15, he died in the Hevon- 
shire Mission in which he had been supe- 
rior of his brethren, *'laboriosus Ath- 
leta:' 
N.B. He had another brother, wh^was 
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& Priest in the Society, who died at Valla- 
^olid early ia the 17th Century ; but who 
is called, incorrectly in my opinion, Thom^ 
as in the Necrology, 

BCCCXCII. EeTNES, ALBXANDER»0f 

a Somersetshire family, fruitful in members 
of the ecclesiastical and religious Profes- 
sion- He entered the No? iiiate of Watten 
on the evening of the ilth of JNovember, 
1660. as I find by the journal so often quo- 
ted. After many years of labour in En- 
gland, the good Father retired to Ghent, 
where he died in peace 7th of June, 1713, 

«t. 71. 

DCCCXCIII. KiYNBs, Charles, a 
man of grei..t promise : he had hardly seat- 
ed himself in the Professor of JLogic*s 
chair, at Liege, when he was prematurely 
cut offon the 20th of September, 1673. "in 
Jiore cBtaliSf"* 

DCCCXCIV. Keynes, Edward.— -Tho 
Provincial return of 1655, testifies that he 
was then 47 years old, of which he had 
passed 28 in the Society — that the date of 
his religious Professiun was the 31st of 
May, 164>3. Full of fervid charity and zeal 
of souls, he sacrificed his life io attending 
persons attacked by the plague in London, 
on the 27th of July, or the 6th of Au- 
gust, 1665. The elogium of this victim 
of self-devotion !u the cause of charity, 
was written by F. Charles Campian. 

DCCCXCVand DCCCXCVI. Keynes, 
George. Of the Senior, who died at St. 
Omer late in 161 1, I find mention in a let- 
ter of P. Robert Bedford, dated Posna, 
the 9th of March, 1612. He is described 
as a prudent and most virtuous man, and 
a universal favourite. 

The Junior was promoted to holy Or- 
ders, in 1654, and in the month of De- 
cember, that year, sailed for the China 
Mission, but died in the Philippine Islands 
four years later. He had previously pub- 
lished an English Translation of the ** Mar- 
tyrologium Romanum. ** A second Edi- 
tion, much enlarged, issued from the St. 
Oraer's Press in 1667, 8vo. pp. 376. 

DCCCXCVII. Keynes, John, a man 
of superior merit : born at Compton 
Painsford, in Somersetshire. After study- 
ing Humanities at St. Omer, he pro- 
ceeded to the College, of St. Alban, at 
Valladolid, and whilst a student of Phi- 
losophy, joined the Society in 1645. In 
the sequel he was directed to teach Phi- 
losophy at Compostella, and Theology 
for nine years at Valladolid, Salamanca, 
and Pampeluna. Ordered afterwards to 
Liege, to fill the situation of|Prefect of the 
higher studies, he obtained permission to 
devote himself to the care of the English 
soldiers in the Low Countries, whilst the 
Plague was raging among them. In this 
service of heroic charity, he caught the 
distemper, and for the recovery of his 
health, was sent to England. When the 
British nation was frightened out of it9 



propriety, by Oates* execrable plot, 
F. Keynes was actually superior of his 
Brethren in London ; and although the 
Government diligently searched for him, 
he succeeded in efiecting his escape to 
the Continent. In 1680 he was made 
Rector of Liege College, and at the 
expiration of thiee years was announced 
Provincial — an office which he filled with 
singular ability, prudence, and credit, un- 
til he resigned it, the 22nd of August, 
16S9. The venerable man died at Wat- 
ten, the 15th of Mriy, 1697, ajt. 73. 

Some of our readers may not be aware, 
that the Savoy Ho.>pUalj in London, was 
granted by King James II., to the En- 
glish Jesuits for a College. On the 24th 
of May, 1687, Whitsun Eve, the follow- 
ing Fathers mcved into it, viz. : 
Father John Keynes, the Provincial, 
F. Wm. Mumford, his Socius, 
F. Charles Palmer, 
F. Thomas Green, Minister, 
F. Edward Tidder, Procurator, 
F. John Persal, The King's Preacher, 
F. Edward Hall and ) j^^^,^^. 
F. Andrew Pulton f ^a^t^rs. 

with Three Temporal Coadjutors. 

The next day the chapel was o|iened to 
a crowded audience. 

On the Monday after Trinity Sunday, 
the schools commenced, and about 200 
youths of various religious denominations 
attended : for the Prospectus had previ- 
ously set forth, that the Greek and Latin 
languages would be taught gratU^ to all 
comers. In consequence of the increasing 
number of scholars, F. Thomas Parker 
was called in as a third master ; and in 
the month of September, a fourth teacher 
being indispensable, F. Richard Plowden 
was deputed from St. Omer*s College to 
fill that situation By the munificence of 
the royal Family and some of the Catholic 
gentry, the Savoy chapel was considera- 
bly enlarged and suitably embellished. 
His Majesty gave a liberal subscription: 
his pious Consort presented two ponderous 
silver lamps: a certain Countess was the 
donor of four very splendid silver candle- 
sticks, besides vestments and sacred Orna- 
ments. 

On the Sundays, sermons were deli- 
vered in the morning and Evening : cate- 
chistical instructions were publicly given 
two or three times every week. The King 
was graciously pleased to visit the infant 
College, and was complimented by the 
pupils in the Greek, Latin and English lan- 
guages. 

The Fathers had also, in the heart of the 
city of London, a smaller College, con- 
sisting of seven members, and situated 
near the residence of the Bavarian Ambas- 
sador. F. Charles Petre was named its 
Rector ; and it was opened on Lady day, 
1688. To this establishment the King 
was a bountiful Macsenas. Its chapel 
WM thronged Io excesst Mtoy unable to 
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procure inside aeooramodation, w«iild hang 
by the sills of the windows in their eager- 
oest to hear the preachers. 

F. Keynes wielded his powerful pen 
against Dr. Stillingfleet, pointing oat 
his contradictions and blunders. His con- 
troversy with the Doctor, continued with 
little interruption from 1671 to 167ft. He 
published also in London **^ Rational 
Ctmpendious Way to convince without 
any dispute, all persons whatever die* 
tenting from the true Religion,*' 12mo 
1074, pp. 124.. This was translated into 
Latin and published at Liege in I6d4, and 
into French, at St. Omer, 1668. It is 
wel2 known that this polite Scholar was 
the principal Compiler of the ''Florus 
Anglo Bavaricus" 4to Liege» 1686, pp. 
206. 

DCCCXi^VIII. Keynes, Maurice, en- 
tered the Society in 1618: said his first 
mass at the Gesu, in Rome, the 2nd of 
December, 1634. After serving the Mis- 
sion in England for nine years, was ap- 
pointed Professor of Philosophy and Mo- 
ral Diyinity at Liege. He died however 
in England, the Ist of February, 1664, 
ffit. 61. 

♦DCCCXCIX. Kbykfs, Maximilian, 
became a Novice in 1674: for many years 
was engaged in the cultivation of the En- 
glish Vineyard; but retiring to Wattea, 
there surrendered his soul to God the Srd 
of March, 1720, «t. 68. 

*DCCCG. Kiddfb, Charles, died a 
Scholastic the 9th of ApriU 1772. 

DCCCCI. KiLLiOK, William, is said 
to have died in Maryland during the month 
of August, 1720. 

DCCCCII. Kimbbr, Thomas: admit- 
ted in 1706 : at the usual period was call- 
ed to take his station among the Professed 
Fathers ; for some years was Superior of 
his Brethren in the residence of St. Wine- 
frid : and died at Castle Powis the 1st of 
April, 1742, »t. 64. 

DCCCCIII, Kino, Thomas.— F. More, 

^36 Hist, affirms, that this promising 
ember of the Society was sent to Eng- 
land for the recovery of his health ; but 
sunk under a decline soon after his return 
home, in the year 1666. 

DCCCCIV. Kinooor, Abraham, born 
in London, the 28th of August, 1718: at 
the end of Rhetoric with eight of his com- 
panions entered the Novitiate at Watten, 
in 1737 : tor some years before his death, 
was enfeebled in body and mind ; but very 
harmless. He died at Liege, the 7th of 
March, 1782. 

DCXCCV. Kingdon, John, elder bro- 
ther of Abraham, and bom the 29th of 
July, 1716. He made his Simple Vows 
when his brother commenced the Novice- 
ship. Devoting himself to the laborious 
Mission of Maryland, he was at length 
called to receive his recompence the 7th 
of July, 1761, Prof. 8, 



DCCCCVI. KlNGSL«Y, tONATlUS. 

OaoRGi, bom in 1701 : and at the age of 
19 enrolled himself amongst the Novices 
at Watten. This professed and venerable 
Father closed a long Missionary career, 
at the age of 86; dying in London, the 6th 
of September, 1787, and was buried at St. 
Pancras. He often passed by the name of 
Clayton 

DCCCCVII. Kingsley, Owen Jo- 
seph : after serving the Maryland Mission, 
I meet with him in the vicinity of Leices- 
ter. Ordered to Watten, he died there the 
24th of January, 1739, aet. 42. Rel. 23. 

DCCCCVIII. and DCCC(UX. Kings- 
LBT, Thomas.— The elder assumed the 
name of De Bois and Boysei was Chap- 
lain to Lord Tenyham, near Rochester, 
when the Revolution burst forth. Seized 
by a populace, maddened with political 
and religious fury, he was nearly sacrificed 
to their brutal violence. Fortunately res- 
etted at last from their savage grasp, he 
was escorted to London, and committed to 
Newgate, whence, at the end of a twelve- 
month, he was discharged by Proclamation. 
He died in London, the i6th of October, 
1696, set. 46. Rel. 19. 

The Junior was a man of real talent, 
and taught Philosophy and Theology at 
Liege- with great credit. His death oe- 
curred at London, the 27th of August, 
(another account says the 27th of Septem- 
ber,) 1781, »t. 76. Rel. 68. Prof. 40. 

DCCCCX. KiifOSLEY, Willum, born 
the I2th of April, 1696: entered the No- 
vitiate in 1713 : and whilst serving the 
Northumberland Mission in 1731, was ad- 
mitted to the Profession of the Four Yows. 
He died at Ellingham, the 12th of Feb. 
1734. 

DCCCCXI. KiirsMAN, Bbrnjird, died 
in England, the Srd of February, 1668. 

DCCOCXII. Kinsman, Edward : for 
a time was at St. John's in Louvain ; and 
is said to have been the Author of a 4to 
Vol. of Lives of the Saints. 

Q. Can this be the same person as F. 
Edward Davison or Dawson ? 

DCCCCXUI. Kinsman, Michael, 
bom in London, A. D. 1614, at the age 
of 17 enlisted under the banner of St. Ig- 
natius, and after passing through various 
offices of the English Province, died at 
Liege in a good old age, on the 20th of May, 
1694. 

DCCCCXIV. Kirk, Thomas, entered 
the Society in 1689: after several years 
passed in Missionary labour, died in En- 
gland on the lltfa of September, 1718, st. 
62. 

DCCCCXV. KiRKHAM, Henry, (alias 
Heigham) William, was brother to the 
Martyr, Mrs. Ann* Line. F. John Gerard 
who knew him well, informs us, that he was 
ofa respectable family, but was disinherited, 
as well as his sister, by a bigoted Father, for 
einbracing the Catholic Fai h. Soon after 
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committed to Bridewdl, he was visited by 
F. Gerard, wbo foand him toiliof and 
slaving at the wheel. On his discharge he 
was employed as Tator Id a Family, 
where Gerard was intimate ; but oonceiv- 
ing a vehement desire to cuter the Soci- 
ety, he proceeded to Spain, where, it 
seems, he was admitted. He died in his 
native Country, during the troublesome 
year 1646. 

♦DCCCCXVI. Knatchbull, Francis: 
at the age of 30, and on the 20th of No- 
vember, 1671, he entered the Novitiate, 
and on its termination, was directed to 
proceed to Maryland, where he died, the 
27th of December, 1676. O. S. 

DCCCCXVII. Knatchbull, Robert, 
born in Maryland, the 1st of September, 
1716: at the end of Rhetorick his Pro- 
fessor of Rhetorick, Mr. Henry Neale, es- 
corted him with nine others from St. 
Omer's College to tlie Novitiate, the 7 th 
of September, 1735. In August 1748, F. 
KnatchbuU was appointed to the Brough 
Mission in Yorkshire; five years later 
he took rank among the Professed Fathers. 
From August 1765, until the suppression 
of the Order, eight years later, he filled 
the office of Rector of Ghent. Retiring to 
Walton Hall, in Yorkshire, he died there, 
the 16th of September, 1792, deservedly 
esteemed and regretted. 

DCCCCXVIII. Knight, Geobge, third 
son of Henry Knight, of Cannlngton, Esq. 
by his wife Elizabeth Blake, was born the 
12th of January, 1733 : began his Novice- 
ship in 1754: for some time was employed 
in the Cornish Mission ; but died suddenly 
at Courtfield, Monmouthshire, the 25th of 
January, 1790. 

N.B. His elder brother William, O. 8. 
F. died the 1st of April, 1806, at. 76. 

DCCCCXIX. Knight, Richard, born 
at Six-hills in Lincolnshire, the 4<th of Au- 
gust, 17^0: was admitted the Uth of July, 
1739 ; and numbered among the Professed 
Fathers, on ttie 8th of December, 1756. 
He was a man of sterling merit, and full 
of the Religious spirit; He died very sud- 
denly at Lincoln, where he had been the 
Incumbent for many years, on the 16th of 
December, 1793, set. 7S. 1 have been lold 
he was connected with the respectable fa- 
mily of Thorold, 

*DCCCCXX. and DCCCCXXL 
Knowles, John. Th? Senior died in 
Maryland, the 24th of September, 1637. 

The Junior was admitted at the ad- 
vanced age of 35, and died after rendering 
useful service to his Brethren in Maryland, 
the 8lh of March, 1748, »t. 46. 

DCCCCXXII. Knowles, Robert, 
of Lancashire, admitted in 1630 ; but I can 
glean no further particulars. 

DCCCCXXIH. Knott, Edward. This 
oracle of wisdom and mirror of piety, saw 
the light of day at Pegsworth, near Mor- 
peth, Northumberland. His real name was

Mallkem WiUotu la tlie course of the 
year 1603, he reached the English Col- 
lege at Rome to complete his Divinity, 
and after receiving holy Orders, petitiooed 
for admission into the Society. He begaa 
his Noviceship at Rome, in 1606, and at 
its expiration, was appointed Penitentiary. 
After filling several other situations, he 
was raised lo the rank of a Professed Fa- 
ther, the 30th of September, 1618. Each 
year added to his reputation: indeed he 
shone as a radiant Luminary by the fer- 
vor of his religious spirit, by his exem- 
plary zeal and discretion, and hlstranscen* 
dant talents and vigor of intellect, la 
16*3, a very critical juncture, he was fixed 
upon to succeed F. Hen. More in the Provin- 
cialship : and in that capacity he assisted la 
Xofember, 1645, at the 8th General Con- 
gregation of the Order. The prudence and 
ability which he exhibited In his govern- 
ment procured his reinstatement in that 
office on the 22nd of March, 1653, and he 
lield it till his happy death in London, oo 
the 14th of January, 1656, a;t. 74. An- 
thony Wood, p. 45, Vol. 11. Athenm Oxon. 
relates that he was buried the next day 
in St. Pancras Church. Feeble in consti- 
tution, but indefatigable in labor, h3 left 
to posterity the following Monuments of 
his erudition.

DCCCCXXV. Lacy, Edward.— Of 
irhom I can glean no further particulars 
than that he joined the Society on the 7th 
of May, 1712, set. 35, and that he died at 
Ghent on the 18th of March, 1718. 

DCCCCXXVI. Lacy, George Mi- 
CHAEL.'^This alumnus of Stonyhurst College 
was born at Bristol on the 23rd of April, 
1793. After serving the Wingerworth 
Mission, in Derbyshire, for many years, 
died there of an enlargement of the heart, 
on the 16th of November, 1836. 

DCCCCXXVIl. Lacy, Richard, (The 
Family name was Price) was born at Ox- 
ford in 1648: enrolled himself amongst the 
duldren of St. Ignatius on the 14th of 
Pecember, 1668, and became eminent in the 
practice of every religious virtue, especially 
of profound humility, mortification, and 
eagerness to suffer for the name of Jesus. 
On account of the raging heat of the perse- 
cution in England, excited by Oates' Plot, 
the young Missionary was ordered back by 
his Superiors to the Low Countries ; but at 
the end of five months was permitted to re- 
turn. At his very landing at Dover he was 
apprehended and conveyed to Newgate, in 
London, where, in four months time, the 
inhumanity of his treatment in a filthy dun- 
geon, with the denial of medical assistance, 
until too late, brought on a burning fever, 
which terminated his existence on the 
llth of March, 1680. O.S. set. 32. He 
had the consolation of being attended in 
his last moments by his friend F. Edward 
Petre. 

DCCCCXXVIII. Lacy, William, of 
Scarborough. After an education at Mag- 
dalene College, Oxon, he entered the Soci- 
ety at Nanci, in 1611, and fourteen years 
later, during which time he was chiefly 
employed in teachuig Humanities at St. 
Omer, was appointed to the English Mis- 
sion. I find that he was admitted to the 
Profession of the Four Vows on the 21st 
of November, 1637. From Wood's Athens. 
Oxon. Vol. 11. p. 379, we borrow the 
following particulars of this worthy Father. 
" He settled in the city of Oxford, where, 
and in the neighbourhood, he administered 
to the Roman Catholics till towards the 
end of his life. He lived many years 
in a poor cottage without the East- 
gate of ,OjUbrd, with two Roman Ca- 



tholic Virgins, its owners, named Marr 
and Joan Meakyns, who from their 
childhood, had dcilicated themselves to piety 
and good works, always lived singly, and 
arrived both of them beyond the age of 
roan. These did very carefully attend this 
Father, and took as much care of him, as 
ifhe had been their own father or brother. 
His fare was coarse: his drink of a penny 
a gallon : his bed was under thatching, and 
the way to it was up a ladder. With these 
two, I say, he lived in a most retired and 
devout condition, till God was pleased to 
translate them to a better place : and then 
the Father was removed to the Dolphin Inn, 
in Magdalene Parish, in the suburb of 
Oxon, the Hostess of which was one of his 
persuasion, where he ended his days. He 
was esteemed by all, especially by those of 
his opinion, a learned man, well versed 
in the Poets, of a quiet disposition, 
and gentle behaviour ; which made him 
therefore respected, and his company 
desired by certain scholars of the Uni- 
versity, especially by Thomas Mas- 
ters, and other ingenious men of New 
College. The things that this Father hath 
written are 

" The JudgmeiU of an University Man 
concerning Mr, William Chiliingrvorth, 
his late PampJUet, in answer to Charily 
maintained:' Printed 1639: re-printed at 
Cambridge, 8vo. In a Preface to a book 
then and there published "Heautomachia,^* 
or Mr. Chillingw orth against himself, and 
" The Total Sum*' are printed at the end 
of '* The Judgment. S^cr 

** At length this Father Lacey, who had 
lived to be twice a child, died in the Dol- 
phin Inn, before mentioned, on the 17th of 
July, 1673, aged 89 years : and two days 
after, his body being carried to Somerton, 
near Dodington, in Oxfordshire, (to which 
place he usually retired) was buried in the 
church ther^, noted for the splendid monu- 
ments of the Fermours, Lords of that town, 
and Roman Catholics.*' 

DCCCCXXIX. Laithwaite, Thomas, 
born in Lancashire, but usually passed by 
the name of Scott. Educated at home in 
classical learning, he went to Seville t o study 
Philosophy and Divinity. In 1604, he 
sailed trom St. Lucar for Plymouth ; but on 
landing, and whilst actually waiting for 
horses to convey him on to Exeter, he was 
met by Sir Warwick Hele, (eldest son of Ser- 
jeant Hele, of Wemberry) a bitter Enemy 
ofCatholics, who, in quality of Justice of the 
Peace, proposed to him as a Stranger in 
the place, to take the Oath of Allegiance 
and Supremacy. ' On his refusal he was 
shamefully searched ; but the Knight de- 
sired the 20 marks found on his person 
to be restored. At the end of two days ' 
his Commitment was made out for the 
High Jail in Exeter. After spending three 
months in that sink of infamy and misery, 
he was arraigned at the Lammas Assizes 
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Irnd condemned to death, on the testimony 
of a man who swore to have seen him ce- 
lebrate Mass at St. Lucar. About Christ- 
mas the same year, he had the consolation 
of reconciling to God and the Church, his 
brother Edward, a most bigoted Protestant, 
who hearing of his imprisounaent and con- 
deranation, had come down purposely to 
reclaim him from the Errors of Popery. 
He had also the satisfaction of converting 
a Felon, the evening before the poor man*s 
execution. After six months imprison- 
ment. F. Laithwaite's sentence was com- 
muted for perpetual banishment. He was 
put on board a vessel bound to St. Malo. 
The crew and passengers spent a day at 
Guernsey : and on the next day whilst pur- 
suing their voyage, were overtaken by a 
dreadful storm, that drove the ship on the 
Hampshire coast. Here he contrived to 
effect his escape, and hastening without 
delay to F. Henry Garnett, solicited ad- 
mission into the Society. Tliis Superi- 
or placed him under the direction of F. 
John Gerard. The confusion of the times, 
occasioned by the Gunpowder Plot, delay- 
ed his admission : in fact, he was appre- 
hended soon after the discovery of the 
Plot, in attempting to rejoin F. John Ge- 
rard, at his residence in the country, and 
remained in jail about a twelvemonth, when 
with 46 Priests he was sent into perpetual 
banishment. The first use he made of his 
liberty was to commence the regular No- 
viceship at Louvain on the 1st of February, 
1697, set. 29 ; and he made his Simple 
Vows in England on the 2nd of February, 
1609. Yet Mr. Dodd, p. 321, Vol. 8. 
Church Hist., insinuates, that he became 
a Jesuit, after labouring several years as a 
clergyman upon the Mission. This zealous 
and venerable Father died in England on 
the lOih of June, 1655, at. 77, Rel. 48. 
See More*s Hist. Lib. 9. 

DCCCCXXX. Lallart, John.— After 
serving the Mission for many years, died at 
Boulogne on the 25th of September, 1743, 
set. 51, Soc. 28- 

•DCCCCXXXI. Lambeht, William. 
— ^We collect from p. 31 of More's Hist, 
that this temporal Coadjutor united himself 
to the Order at Rome on the 21st of July, 
1557_that Cardinal Stanislaus Hosius hon- 
oured him with his esteem for his pre- 
eminent charity towards the poor and in- 
firm — that he died in the Polish States, but 
the year is unrecorded . 

DCCCCXXXII. Lambton, Anthony, 
of Hants : entered the Society at the age 
of 25 : was Professed on the 8th of Decem- 
ber, 1630, and was reputed a man of ta- 
lents and business-like habits. He died 
at M^'atten on the 17th of October, 1668, 
act. 76. 

♦DCCCCXXXHT. Lamet, John.— The 
only particulars I can gather of his life are 
from F. John Gerard's Autobiography. 
"The first socius that I had in England 



Was John Ltmet, who died a Coadjutor of 
our Society in Spain **— -consequently he 
must have died l>efore the year 1610. 

DCCCCXXXIV. Lancaster, Joseph. 
(whose real name was La Motley) born on 
the 13th of July, 1712; at the age of 15 
was entered an alumnus of the English 
College at Rome : embraced the Rule of 
St. Ignatius in 1734, and was Professed io 
1750. For some years was Penitentiary 
at Loretto : then was employed in the Cor* 
nish Mission : died at Slate -delf, near Cbor- 
ley, on the 17th of September, 1772. 

DCCCCXXXV. Land, Thomas, is men- 
tioned by F. More, p. 200, Hist, as having 
died optato''citiu8j in Spain, early in the 17tn 
Century : but it is evident from a letter of 
F. Knott, dated from St. Omer, 4th 
of February, 1627, that F. Land was then 
living at Valladolid. 

DCCCCXXXVI. Lane, Bonaventurb, 
joined the Order in 1706, and the Pro- 
fessed Fathers in 1725. From being chap- 
lain to the Darrels, at Scortney, he was ap* 
pointed to the Mission of Dunkenhalgh. 
in Lancashire, where he finished his course 
on the 29th of January, 1750, st. 66. 

DCCCCXXXVII. Lane, John.— From 
a MS. of F. Persons, I collect that he was 
Master of Arts, and fellow of Corpus Chris- 
ti College, Oxford, and that he died at 
Alcala in Spain, on the 6th of May, 1570. 
He had accompanied F. Persons to Padua, 
with the intention of studying the Law, 
but he quitted this pursuit to enter the 
Society of Jesus, on the 2nd of February, 
1576. 

DCCCCXXXVIH. Lank, James, born 
in Worcestershire on the 11th of Novem- 
ber, 1737: admitted at the age of 21, 
and passed through all his studies with 
distinguished . honor. For nearly half a 
century he resided at Norwich, where he 
was greatly respected. Dying on the 5th 
of April, 1821, his remains were deposited 
in a plot of ground adjoining the cha- 
pel at Bury St. Edmunds, with this Epi- 
taph:—

DCCCCXXXIX. Lane, William, born 
on the 30th of January. 1672 : received in- 
to the Order on the 24th of July, 1699; and 
Professed therein on the 17th of August, 
1709. He was chiefly employed at Pad- 
well and Slindon. Declared rector of his 
brethren within the College of St Thomas, 
of Canterbury, on the 8th of August 1738; 
he was thought worthy to be continued in 
that office for twelve years. He died at 
Wintononthe 10th of May, 1788, et. 80. 

DCCCCXL. Langdalb, Marmaduke. 
born at Manchester on the 28th of October, 
1748: joined the Society in 1766: and with 
deep regret witnessed its suppressi on seren 
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-vears later. I fiad by his letter that he 
Was ordained Priest at Cologne on the 24th 
of Jt>ly. 1776, and said his first Mass a 
week later, on the feast of his holy fouoder- 
iMs amiable Priest was sent shortly after to 
the Wigan Mission, which greatly flourish- 
ed under his pastoral solicitude. There he 
rested from his labours on the 3rd of 
November, 1786, sincerely lamented by all 
who knew him. 

*DCCGCXLI. Lamgsford, Abraham, 
whose real name was Amos Meredith^ was 
admitted on the 22nd of April, 1679. 
He died at Qhent on the 9th of May, 1707, 
iet. 46. 

DCCCCXLTI. Langsford. Edward, 
joined the order on the 7th oi September, 
li^4, set. 36 ; but I look in vain for mate- 
rials to follow out his history. 

IX;CCCXLI1I. Langworth, Basil, is 
stated to have died at St. Omer on the 12th 
of October, 1 683. 

DCCCCXLIV. L AN MAN, Henry, often 
ealled Butler^ of Suffolk : admitted at Lou- 
Tftin on the 1st of February, 1607, set. 34 : 
made his simple Vows on the 2nd of Fe- 
bruary, 1609. "When the plague raged 
there, this mdek and indefatigable Priest 
itiulti plied himself, as it were, to administer 
comfort and relief to the infected. At 
length he fell a victim to his charity in the 
year 1614. See the character of this good 
Father p. 411. More*s Hist. 

•DCCCCXLV. Lardeuk, Peter, died 
at Watten on the 5th of January, 1713, 
St. 59, Rel. 25. 

DCCCCXLVI, Lasen&t, John, came 
from St. Omer to the Novitiate at Watten 
on the 7th of December, 1675. Was cer- 
tainly employed in the London Mission in 
1701 and 1704, and died in England on 
the 25th of August, 1724, set. 69. 

*I)CCCCXLVll. Latham, Christo- 
pher. — I believe of Lancashire, died in 1620. 
Iti his desk were found some pious memo- 
randa and resolutions, still extant, which 
testify to the progress the holy youth had 
made in Religious Spirit. 

DCCCCXLVI IL Latham, Edward, of 
Lancashire; admitted in 162S. Professed 
on the 3lst of July, 1649 ; for many years 
shone as the bright eitample (of patient zeal 
and apostolic charity. Exhausted with 
labours in the vineyard, he rendered bis 
meek spirit into the hands of his God on 
the 12th of July, 1667, aet. 07. 

DCCCCiXLIX. tATHAM, Richard, 
kinsman of the above, joined the Order in 
1691 : was Missionary in Maryland for 
some yea» ;. but died on his rOturn from 
that country in 1708, at the early age of 
87. 

DCCCCL. Launav, Alan.— This Ven- 
erable Father died in the English College 
at Liege, on' tfaie 25th of April, 1789. set. 
89. _ 

DCCCCLI, Laurenson, John, born at 
Chippen Hill, near Witham, Essex, on 



the 6th of January, 1760. During the 
Course of his education at Liege, he distin- 
guished himself by tender and solid piety, 
and successful application. In that college 
he subsequently taught a course of Humani * 
ties, and some of his pupils, among whom wc 
may number the Rev, Charles Brooke^ have 
reflected the highest credit on their talented 
and experienced preceptor. During the emi- 
gration from Liege, his services to the com- 
munity were beyond all praise : at Stony- 
hurst, they were not less effective and im- 
portant as Librarian, Professor of Ma- 
thematics, and occasional teacher of the 
Belles Lettres. Mr. Shiel, in an article 
published in the Monthly Mayazine of 
August, 1829, writes "It was my good 
fortune to be placed at first, in the class of 
the Rev. Father John Laurenson, who was 
an excellent Latin schelar, and had besides, 
a strong relish for English composition. 
He was an excellent man, with an exceed- 
ingly good heart, with generous and hon- 
ourable feelings, and entirely free from 
that suppleness, which has been attributed, 
but in my mind erroneously, to the body 
to which he belohged. — ^The Rev. J. Lau- 
renson was a personification of greatness. 
He was a great gaunt man, with a deep so- 
norous voice, and a countenance, in which 
it was easy to discover his vigorous in- 
tellect, his open and manly nature, and an 
irascibility, which, with all his efforts, and 
with the discipline of Loyola, he found it 
impossible to conquer. F. Laurenson was 
obliged from, I believe, ill health, to give 
up the class, and was succeeded by the 
Rev. C. Brooke." 

F. Laurenson's ardent zeal for souls, 
induced him to commence a new Mission 
in Clitheroe, about five miles distant from 
the College. The prospect was indeed most 
discouraging: he had to encounter the deep- 
rooted prejudices and bigotry of high and 
low: his hearers but a mere handful, 
hardly as many as the dozen disciples at 
Rhesus. Acts xix. 7., and mostly of the 
poorest description : the place^ I well re- 
member, for divine worship, was a small 
hut, in a back court, to which you mounted 
by several steps, and which had been 
employed as an hen roost. In 1799 he de- 
cided on building a public chapel: the 
foundations were laid on the i6th of July, 
that year, and such was the spirit and ac- 
tive enterprise of this undertaker, that the 
building was opened with a solemn High 
Mass on the 18th of the following Novem- 
ber, and the worthy founder had tlie con- 
solation of beholding his labours crowned 
with an abundant harvest of souls. 

In 1808, he was removed to Brough 
Hall, where he greatly endeared himself to 
his flock by his exemplary charity and vi- 
gilant attention to his pastoral duties. 
Returning to Stonyhurst in June, 1830, he 
was apippinted Spiritual Father to the Scho- 
lastics in the New House, or Seminary > 
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but on the 29th of Juae, I68d, was sent 
to Bury St. Edmunds, to supply for F. 
Henry Wright, who was obliged to re- 
linquish from had health. Here the good 
pastor pursued his apostolic career untill 
his death, on the 19th of September, 1884, 
This mournful event deprived many of an 
interesting companion, and a cordial friend: 
the poor grieved for his loss as that of a 
father, whilst religion regretted and will 
cherish his memory, as of one of her most 
zealous, disinterested and faithful Minis- 
ters. 

From the pen of this accomplished scho- 
lar, we have,

presses himself, **When Mr. Francis Neale

Many years after I received 
from Archbishop Carrol, two printed copies 
of the work (from the Philadelphia press,) 
to which he had added a short Preface.'* 
I have little doubt but that the Cork edi- 
tion of 1819 was printed from that copy, 
to which a very long preface has been add- 
ed by somebody.'*

He was also the author of a most in- 
teresting narrative in MS. of the Emigra- 
tion from Liege to Stonyhurst ; and he is 
ever intitled to the grateful recollection of 
his brethren for rescuing from oblivion the 
MS. " NoUe Patris Oulielmi Weston de 
vitd suA,** This MS. had been much In- 
jured by damp, and Was in a decayed 
condition, when F. Laurenson transcribed 
it in 136 pages. 

♦DCCCCLII.Lauro, Lewis. This scho- 
lastic died at Liege on the 29th of May 
1729, «t. 25. Soc. 8; 

*DCCCCLIII.LAWAftD, JoBH, of Backs« 
and passed by the nam^ of Fettiplaee : he 
was admitted at Louvaift for a Temporal 
Coadjutor, 1st of Febrriary, l^myf, 

DCCCCLIV and DCCCLV. Lawson 
Thomas, both of Brough Hall, in Yoi%i 
shire. The senior wts born on the 8th of 
December, 1666: joined the Novitiate in 
1684, and was Htised to the rank of a 
Professfed Father in 1702. For a time was 
Confessor to James III., commonly called 
the Pretender, After completing his 
trienniura as Rector of Watten, he was ap- 
pointed Provincial of his Brethren in 1724. 
The following year Miss Mmty Shireburn, 
heiress of Sir Nichoktr IMreftttrn, of Sto: 



nyhurst, Bart., on her marriage with Tho- 
mas, 8th Duke of Norfolk, anxious to have a 
Jesuit for herchaplain and director, request- 
ed the General of the Order, F. TamborinI, 
to grant her F. Lawson for this purpose. 
Her wish was gratified. F. Lawson was 
released from the responsibility of the 
Provincialship, and attended on her Grace 
until late in the year 1733. On the 1st of 
January the next year, he was re-appointed 
Rector of Watten, and retained that office 
until September, 1740. Retiring then to 
St. Omer, he died on the 18th of Decem- 
ber, 1750, set. 84. His exhortations on the 
Rules of the Society, which he had deli- 
vered to the Novices at Watten, he left to 
the care of the ladies at JNlicklegate Bar, 
of York. 

The junior was born on the 20th of March, 
1720, joined the Order in his seventeenth 
year, and was admitted to his solemn Pro- 
fession 2nd of February, 1754. After fill- 
ing several offices, he was declared Rector 
of the College at Bruges 24th of Februa- 
ry, 1766,* and held that situation until 
the 2 1 St of December, 1769. Just before 
his being named Rector, he had published 
a short treatise on *•' Devotion to the aa* 
ered heart (\f Jesus ** a devotion that he 
most piously and zealously promoted, 
until the end of his life. He also re-pub-

DCCCCLVI. Laytoh, John, of Der- 
byshire : A most devoat, religious, eloquent 
Iteacher and zealous Missionary. He 
dfed aboat the year 1626, set. 38. Soc. 12. 
See p. 4a9 of F. More's History. Q. Did 
he not Translate into Eaglish some of F. 
James Gordon*s works ? 

Layton, Joseph^ see Houseman, Chris- 
topher. 

DCCCCLVII. Layton, John Joseph, 
of Lancashire: I think his family name 
was Leigh, and that he was admitted in 
1661 : he occurs rector of Ghent from 1696, 
to 1703. He died at Mechlin on the 1st 
of December, the last mentioned year. 

DCCCCLVIII. Layton, Philip, (alias 
Leigh) of Lancashire, but generally passed 
on the Mission by the name ot Metcalf, 
He was entered an alumnus of the English 
College at Rome in 1671 ; but embraced 
the Institute of St. Ignatius on the 20th 
o! June, 1676. I believe he was first sta- 
tioned at Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The An- 
nual letters show that here was ^* sacellum 
satis amplutn et sehola/requens.*' That 
F. Tu was a model of zeal and charity — 
that in a short period he reconciled eighty 
to the church, and lieard more than three 
hundred general confessions. When Bishop 
Leyburn visited that town on the 10th and 
19th of August, 1667, this worthy Father 
presented 930 persons for Confirmation. 
On the 29th of January, 1688, he preached 
a sermon before the Right Worshipful the 
Mayor of that town, Sir William Creagh, 
which was published by Henry Hills, prin* 
ter to King James II. and the Royal 
Household. A copy of the sermon is ex- 
tant in the library of St. Mary*s College, Os- 
oott ; and Dr. Weedall, a good critic, has 
pronounced in his letter (p. 834. Oath. Mis- 
cellany of 1826) that*4t displays learning, 
piety, and moderation.'* See also p. 1 11 of 
the said Miscellany. After the revolution F. 
L., or Meica{f, became attached to the 
Powis Family, as we read in the Annual 
Letters of 1710.

D<;CCCLIX and DCCCCLX. Layton, 
Thomas, of Lancashire commenced his No- 
Tleeship in 1614 ; but I cannot recover the 
date of his death, nor of William Layton's. 

DCCCCLXI. Leach, Humphrey, of 
Allerton, Shropshire : educated at Brazen- 
nose College, Oxford. Preferred to a vi- 
carage in Shrewsbury and to a Chaplain- 
cy in Christ Church, Oxford, a sermon 
that he preached from xx ch. Revet. 12th 
v. in defence of the Evangelical Coun- 
sels and the Fathers, occasioned extraordi- 
nary excitement throughout the University, 
and vexatious annoyance to himself; but 
the opposition he had to encounter opened 
his eyes to the light of truth, induced him 
to retire abroad, and after some years to 
embrace the rule of St. Ignatius at Rome, 
m 1618. In due time he was sent to tlie 
English Mission, and resided with the 
Massey Family in Cheshire. His course 
was very short, for •' tabe et languoribus 
consumptus'* he went to receive the re- 
ward of his worldly sacrifices and meri- 
torious labours on the 8th of June, 1629, 
at. 57. See p. 814, Lib.i. p. 221, Lib. ii. 
Hist, and Antiq. Univ. Oxon. — Also p. 
457, Vol. I. Athene Oxon. We have under 
his name ''^DutifuU considerations ad- 
dressed to King James, concerning his 
premonitory Epistle to Christian Princes** 
4to. St. Omer, 1609, pp. 243; but it is 
distinctly ascertained that F. Persons had 
the chief hand in its composition. 

2. ''The Triumph qf Truth,** ivith a 
considerable Appendix relating to his 
Conversion to the Catholic Faith,** 8vo. 
Douay, 1609 ; which I have not been 
able to examine. 

DCCCCLXII. Leckokby, Richard, of 
a good family in Lancashire, born In 1696 : 
entered the Novitiate at the age of 21. 
This venerable Father, after a long Mission- 
ary life, died at Croxton on the 8th of 
May, 1771. 

DCCCCLXIII and DOCCCLXIX. 
Leckonby, Thomas, brother I suppose, 
to F. Richard L. ; was admitted into the 
Order in 1721, and died in the Maryland 
Mission on the 16th of December, 1734 
at the early age of SI. 

The other F. Thomas L. 1 think, was 
nephew to the above, born on the 15th of 
October, 1717; admitted in 1736. Pro- 
fessed on the 2nd of February, 1754, and 
died, according to one account, on the 14th 
of February (but according to another on 
the 19th of February^ 1778, at Pontop, 
in the Parish of Lanchester, in the County 
of Durham. 

•DCCCCLXIV. Lee, Francis. The 
Provincial Return of 1655, fixes the death 
of this temporal Coadjutor to the 14th of 
February of that year, set. 79. Rel. 47. 

DCCCCLXV. Lee, Roger, of anil- 
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lu&trious Family. Possessing a very nu- 
merous acquaintaace, and the highest per- 
sonal recommendations, he was enabled 
to introduce his friend F. John Gerard, 
into the best Society, and thus supply 
means and opportunities of gaining souls 
to God. On the 27th of October, 1600, 
this accomplished Gentleman placed him- 
self amongst the Novices of St. Andrews, 
at Rome, and eventually became one of 
the most useful uiembers of the Order. 
He died of Consumption at Dunkirk, 
whilst preparing to sail for England, to 
recover his health, in 1615, set. 47. See 
p. 266 of F. Morels History, also his life 
in Tanner's Confessors of S. J. 

DCCCCLXVI. Leigh, ALExANnER, 
of Lancashire, admitted the 4th of De- 
cember, 1700, Professed the 2nd of Feb- 
ruary, 1718. For many years was em- 
ployed in the Mission, and for a time 
served Preston, where, I think, * he died, 
the 9th of March, 1748, act. 67. He often 
passed by the name of Johti Lay ton, 

DCCCCLXVll. and DCCCCLXVIU. 
Leigh, John, of Lancashire, was admit- 
ted in 1660. 

Another of the same name joined the 
Society in 1678 ; but in vain I search for 
further particulars. 

DCCCCLXIX. Leigh, Richard, of 
Lancashire; admitted in 1625: F. Knott 
in a letter dated the 15th of January, 
1627, describes him as ^'a very Religious, 
quiet, and tractable Novice" ; but after- 
wards I lose sight of him. 

DCCCCLXX. Leigh, Roger, born 
in Lancashire, the 15th of March, 1708:

♦DCCCCLXXHI. Lem, Nicholas, ad- 
mitted the 20th of November, 1680, died 
at St. Omer, the 2nd of September, 1720, 
set. 64. 

*DCCCCLXXIV. Lenthall, Johw. 
This temporal Coadjutor is described in 
the Annual Letters as ^'illuntris ojtu, ii- 
lustrior virtutibus" He died at Liege 
of the stone, the 26th of April, 1689, 
cet 80. 

♦DCCCCLXXV, Lester, FnANcis, 
of Wales.* studied at Rome: died at 
Liege, the 8th of May, 1732, at. 27. 
Soc. 2. 

DCCCCLXXVI. Levison, Edward, 
Joined the Order the 13th of November, 



1669. At the Revolution, was engaged 
in the Oxfordshire Mission, and narrowly 
escaped with his lite from the popalwr 
fury. The good old Father rested from 
his labors in England, on the i3th of 
April, 1720, at. 78. 

DCCCCLXXVIL Lkvisun, Richard, 
I think was attached to the Petre Family. 
His sermon on '^Untimely Repentance** 
preached before Thomas, the 6th Lord 
Petre, at Ingatestone Hall, on Passion 
Sunday, the 1st of April 1688, was pub- 
lished. He died the 14th of September, 
1715. I believe in his 66th year. 

DCCCCLXXVHI. Levinge, Rich- 
ard, admitted in 1705. Professed at the 
Gesu at Rome, the 2nd of February, 
1724: left that City for St. Omer, in the 
following November: in the sequel was 
certainly Missionary at Holt, where, I 
think he died, the 5th of December, 1745,

DCCCCLXXIX. Leukner, Thomas, 
of Sussex. In a letter of F. John Gorard 
addressed from Liege, the l9th of Septem- 
ber, 1614, I read "There is Mr. Lewk- 
ner, who growinge of late to a full reso- 
lution of eoteringe the Societie, and bo- 
inge soe much knowen in England, and 
in the Court as he is, soe that he could 
not be concealed in the English CoUedge 
at Rome, beinge to goe day lie to and 
from the Scholes, and his Father ( as he 
considers ) beinge morally sure to loose 
his place ( which is worth unto him «£*'100U 
a yeare, and his Estate not great besides 
it) he therefore thought it very needful 
to stay his journey to Rome. — Mr. L. if 
a man everie way fit tor our imploy- 
ment; he hath a v3rie good witt, both 
quicke and judicioose, and an excellent 
good disposition, with a fine behavionr 
and experience in conversation with tho 
better sort, nnd whidi I most respect, be 
is and will be a solide, vertuouse, and 
spirituall man. He hath learning sutiici- 
eut to begin Logicke, which after his No- 
vitiate he may dee privately in France. 
I beseech you Reverence to send order 
for his admittance'*. This humble and de- 
vout Religious died in England, the5Ui 
of April, 1645, st. 58. Rel. 31. Hl» 
Profession is dated the 13th of August, 
1626. 

•DCCCCLXXX. Lewis, Francis, 
who passed by the name of Thoman 
Evans, finished his pious course at Liege, 
the 29th of May, 1677. 

DCCCCLXXXL DCCCCLXXXII. 
and DCCCCLXXXIIl. Lewis, John.— • 
The 1st was of Wales, and Uncle to the 
Martyr David Lewis, alias Charles Baker, 
S. J. At the age of 21, he aggregated 
himself to the Society, and died in the 
English Mission, the 16th of ISovem- 
ber, 1648, at the early age oiS8. 

The 2nd, born the 21st of October, 1721, 
was admitted at the age of l9, and pro-

On the Reverend 
William Poole's quitting Eseter in Jan- 
uary ISJ7, F. Lewis was ordered to re- 
pair thither, and to do duty until October 
that year, when he was succeeded by the 
Collector of this handful of gleanings. 
The Reverend Father had hardly returned 
to his favi^urite residence at Chidiock, 
when obedience directed him to assist the 
Community, at New Hall, in Essex. 
After a short stay there, he was enabled 
to resume his station at Chidiock, where 
he died, deservedly honoured and regret- 
ted, the AUi of September, 1809.

DCCCCJf^Cl. LIN5, Francis, (alias 
Hall) born in London in 1595 ; joined the 
Society in 1623: made his Religious Pro* 
fession on she 30th of August, 1640, and 
was deservedly in repute as an able Pro- 
fessor of Hebrew and Mathematics. Dur- 
ing the time he was serving the English 
MissioD, he constructed in the garden of 
Whitehall Palace, the curious dial men- 
tioned by Pennant, p. 110 ''Description of 
London.'* It stood on a pedestal, and 
consisted of six parts, rising one above the 
other, with multitudes of planes cut on 
each, which are so many dials subservient 
to' the purposes of Geography, Astrology, 
and Astronomy. To four of these parts 
are Globes placed in a branch, like a Chan- 
ddlier. The description surpasses my pow- 
ers. I must leave the readerto consult the 
vertf scarce book* printed by the inyentor 
at Liege in 1673, in which are plates of the 
several parts and their varions uses ex- 
plained." F. N. Southwell states, that this 
explication was published first in London 
in the year 1669, when the Dial was con- 
structed. This scientific geometrician wrote 
a ** Refutation cf the attempt to square 
the Circled 8vo. London, id60. He had 
been much hurt, as appears by his letter to 
the General, Father Gos win Nickel, J.S. 
dated Liege, 21st of February, 1657, at the 
acrimonious obstinacy with which his Friend 
F. Gregory k Vincent io+ had defended his 
book " De quadrature Cireuli,** against 
the unanswerable and good tempered] attack

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of the learned ttuifgkeniy and he adds, that 
he had in ¥ain endeaToured to oonTinee his 
ReT, Confrere of the Incorrectness of his 
reasoning, and of the 44ch proposition of the 
X book of his work. We have also from 
his pen ^^A IreatUe o» the Barometer,** 
and a Latin work *'2>e eorporum Uue- 
TfarabiUtater Professor Ptej(/atr, Vol. 
It. p. 879 of his works, printed at Edin- 
burgh in 18S3, says that FF. Line and Lu- 
cas had a controTersj with the immortal 
Newton, and that be opposed his Theory 
of Light and his experiments on the 
Telescope. If Father Line were engaged 
in the ControTersy, Sir Isaac Newton must 
then have been comparatively young. The 
former died at Liege on the 3dth of No- 
vember, 1675. Sir Isaac survived him 52 
years. 

*DCCCCXGII. LiNNE, JoHv, died at 
Liege on the 4th of October, 1636.

* We ne«d not dwell long on the early objec- 
tions which were made to Newton^s doctrine of 
Colours. A Jesuit of the name of Ignatius Paidies, 
Professor at Clermont, at first attempted to ac- 
count for the elongation of tiie image, by the differ, 
ence of the angles made by the rays from the two 
edges of the sun. which would produce ^ difference 
in the amount of refraction of the two b«M^ers : but 
when Newton pointed out the calculations which 
showed the insufficiency of the explanation, he 
withdrew his opposition. Another more pertina- 
cious opponent appeared in Francis Linus, (a Phy- 
sician of Liege ! ) who maintained, that having tried 
the experiment,he found the sun*s image, when the 
sky was clear, to be round and not oblong ; and 
he ascribed the elongation noticed by Newton, to 
the effect of clouds. Newton for some time re- 
fused to reply to this contradiction of his asser> 
(ions, though obstinately persisted in ; and his 
answer was at last sent, just about the time of 
Linus's death. In 1675. But Gascoigne, a friend of 
Linus, still maintained that he and others had 
seen what the Dutch Physician had described ; 
and Newton, who was pleased with the candour 
of Gasooigne's letter, suggested that the Dutch 
experiments might hare taken one of the images 
reflected from the surface of the prism, of which 
there are several, instead of the proper refracted 
one. By the aid of this hint. Lucas of Liege re- 
peated Newton's experiments, and obtained New- 
ton's result, except that he never could obtain a 
spectrum whose length was more than three and a 
half times its breadth ; Newton on his side, persisted 
in asserting that the image would be five times 
•a long as broad, if the experiment were properly - 
made. It is euriovs that he should have been so 
confident of this, as to conceive himself certain that 
such would be the result in all cases. We now know 
that the dispersion, and consequently the length of 
the spectrum, is very different for different kinds 
of glass.and it is very probable that the Dutch prism 
was really less dispersive than the English one. 
The erroneous assumption which Newton made 
in this instance, he held by to the last ; and was 
thus prevented from making the discovery of which 
we have next to speak." — WhewelVt Hittory of the 
Indwtfive Science, 1837. Vol. If. pp.854 and3li5. 
Brewster's Newton, p. 50.

bcCCCXCIX. Lodge, Thomas, born 
on the 7th of July, 1726 : admitted at the 
end ot Rhetoric in 1744 : soon after his or* 
dinations, was sent to Lanherne, in Com* 
wall, aud conciliated general esteem and 
respect ; but in the mid-career of his use- 
fulness, this promising Missionary caught 
his death, as one who knew him informed 
me, by sleeping in a damp bed. This 
melancholy loss took place en the 6th of 
January, 1764. 

*M. Lombard, John. — This Temporal 
Coadjutor, and mirror of gentleness and un- 
affected piety, died at St. Oroer, on the 7th 
of November, 1627, st. 48. Soc. 23. See 
p.460ofMore*sHist. 

MI. LoMPARET, Maurice, is said to 
have died during his voyage to India,

Mil. LovBLL, Gkorge, entered the 
Novitiate in 1609: died In Ekigland on 
the 12th of December, 1720, aged 70. 

Mill. LovELL, John, of Norfolk. This 
model of a religious man and of a Superior 
of his brethren, died in Oxfordshire on the 
11th of October, 1683, at. 78. Soc. 54. 
Prof. 42. 

MIV. LovETT, GE0R0E,(alias Robinson.) 
From the Annual Letters of 1610, we dis- 
cover, that whilst this good Father was at- 
tending the faithful in Derbyshire and Not- 
tinghamshire, he was attacked with Cancer 
in the face — that he was removed to Lon- 
don for the benefit of surgical advice ; but 
after four months of exquisite suffering, 
endured with invincible patience, he died 
most piously in August that year. 

MV. Lower, William, born on the 
26th of December, 1704 : wlien seventeen 
years of age joined the Society, and was 
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promoted fo the rank of a Professed Fa- 
ther at Liege on the 2nd of February, 1740. 
His death occurred at Rome on the Srd of 
October, 1744. 

•MVI. LowicK, Joseph, of Yorkshire, 
This Temporal Coadjutor according to tlie 
Annual Letters of 1675, died at Liege on 
the 16th of October that year, nt. 64. Soc. 
42. ** Vir eximics plane vii'tutis ac «z»- 
gnlari Elogio dignutt,** That elogium 
may be seen iuthe Florus Anglo Bavaricus. 
MVll. Lucas, Anthont. — After pass- 
iBg through the office of Rector at Walten, 
J^ege, and Rome, he was declared Pro- 
vincial ; but died sliortly after at Watten, 
Tiz. Srd of October, 1693. That he was 
io repute as a Philosopher may be collected 
from p. 37i), Vol. II. of Professor Play- 
fair's works,' when he is said to ha^e con- 
tended but unsuccessfully with that Prince 
of Genius, Sir Isaac Newton. I think he 
was the author of a MS. Life, in 4to. now 
at Wardour, intitled " L\fe and Death of 
the most blessed among Women^ the FiV- 
gin Mary^ Mother of our Lord Jesus.** 

MVIII, Lucas, Charles, liorn on the 
12th of September, 1713 : commenced his 
Noviceship in 1733 ; was raised to the 
rank of a Professed Father at Liege 2nd 
of February, 1751. For many years this 
excellent Priest and most accomplished 
gentleman, resided with the Petre family in 
£ssex. He died at Thorndou on the 
19lhofMay,1787. 

MIX. LusoN, Edward, died in En- 
gland on the 14th of June, 1640. 

MX. LusoN, Richard, entered the So- 
ciety in 1670, set. 21 ; but I can trace him 
eat no farther. 

MXI. Lusher, Edward, a man of con- 
siderable ability : taught Humanities, 
Philosophy and Divinity, and was en- 
irollcd among the Professed Fathers on the 
^Ih of August, 1625. Sixteen years 
later he was sent to the English Mission ; 
but I meet him at Ghent in November, 
}647. During the Plague in London, he 
devoted himself to attend the infected, and 
died there a victim of charity on the 27th 
of September, 1665, set. 77. Soc. 55. 

MXII. Lusher, Nicholas, died in En- 
gland on the SOth of November, 1663. 

MXIII, Ltdiat, William, admitted in 
1673 : died in England on the dOth of Oc- 
tober, 1691, ffit. 41. 

*MXIV. Mace, John —This Temporal 
Coadjutor was a native of Worcestershire, 
and died at Rome on the 14th of Septem- 
ber, 1G89. set. 69. Rel. 41. 

♦MXV. Macey, (Robert, died at Wat- 
ten on the 27th of October, 1636. 

*MXVI. Mac Kinnon, John. — In a 
Catalogue of the late F. W. Strickland, I 
read that this candidate of the Society died 
in London on the 27lh of January, 1808. 

•MXVII. Main de Fkr, Peter, born 
io Picardy on the 20th of December, 1708, 



admitted at Watten at the age of 25 ; died 
at Boulogne, on the 17th of May, 1748. 

♦MXVIII. Mainwaring, Josfph, of 
Cheshire, was converted at St. Oiner, by 
F. W. Ireland, that meek and zealous 
sufferer for the Faith. Entering the order, 
he passed through the Novieeship ; and but 
17 days after making his Vows, God was 
pleased to crown his merit with a most 
pious death at Liege, on the 24th of Sep- 
tember, 1678, set 23.

able Mathematician, as Alban Butier* calls 
him, was a younger son of the Family at 
Hartbushes, in the County of Durham, 
(which was a branch of the Maires of 
Hardwich, County of Durham, and of 
Lartingtoii, County of York,) and was 
born on the 6th of March, 1697 ; joined 
the Society in 1715: and was admitted at 
St. Omer*s to the Profession of the Four 
Vows, 2nd of February, 1733. After teach- 
ing Humanities at St. Omer, and Philoso- 
phy and Divinity at Liege, he was appoint- 
ed Rector of the English College at Rome, 
hi the Autumn of 1744, and held that office 
until the year 1750. We read in F. Ray* 
mund Diosdado Caballero*sLifeof F. Bos- 
covich, (p. 108 Sapplement 1 , Bibtiotb 
Scriptorum, S.J. Romse, 1814, 4to.) ''Bof- 
xovichius, et Christophorus Mavre cele- 
berrimus Astronomus, at Benedicto XI V 
deleetifuerunt^ ut sumplibus PonHficiis 
ambo universam ditionem Eeclesiastieam 
peragrarent ad ielluri^ magnitudinem 
et figuram inveniendas et geographicnm 
simul ditionis ejusdem chartam dcline- 
andam, Suscepti laboi^is fructusy da- 
rissimi duo isti viri qumque opusculis^ 
expositos et in dicta opere comprehenso^ 
eidem Benefactori Pontifici dedicarunt, 
Seeundi et Tertii Opusculi Auetor est 
Maifeius : reliqua scripsit Boscovir 
chius,** I believe the work appeared from 
Pagliarini*s Press at Rome, in 4to.

Maire answered,, that as he himself would 
think it an affront to be called a joint au- 
thor, if he had no hand in it, so he thought 
Boscoviek might take it araigs, to have his 
name so placed ; but if the Cardinal desired, 
he would mention, that the Map had beea 
drawn from observations in which B. was 
concerned : to which wonderful humilitr 
of Mai re's the Cardinal acquiesced. Oh 
it is a pity that F. Maire had not 
some spirit for the credit of our Pro- 
vince and Nation ! He is a man, who 
perhaps has not his equal on many ac-

70. In a letter written from Rome on the 
2ist of March that year^ F. Thorjpe thus 
expresses himself. " Poor Christopher 
Maire !

MXXJ. Mairr, Gborgb : brother of 
Edward, born on the 21st of March, 1738 : 
admitted into the Novitiate in 1754 : was 
Minister in the English College at Rome, 
and *^ to him" says Sir Henry Lawson 
in a Letter to noe, dated Brough HaU, 
ISth of September, 1831, " with the 
greatest gratitude I express ray obligation 
for the pains he took in ray education, dur~ 
ing my five years abode there, when my 
health did not allow me to attend the Public 
Schools, R. [. P." Leaving the College for 
the English Mission, he settled at Aston, in 
Staffordshire, where he died of the Stone 
in l7iX>. 

MXXn. Maire, James, born on the 
26lh of March, 1705: admitted at the age 
of 20. I meet with him as Prefect of 
Studies at St. Omcr in 1739. On the 2nd 
of February 1743, whilst a Missionary 
in England, he made his Religious Pro- 
fession, and there he died on the 25th of 
February, 1746. 

MXXIH. Maire, Peter, brother I 
think of James and Christopher : was 
born on the 2Sth ot July, 1707: admitted 
in 1726. Professed in 1745. Whilst Con- 
£9SSor to the Nuns at York, was unfortu- 
nately drowned in bathing in the Ouse, 
on the 24th of July, 1763. (His brother 
Henry, a worthy Secular Priest, and Chap- 
lain at Cliff, in the County of York, died 
on the 5th of November, 1775.) 

MXXIV. Maire, Thomas, born on the 
18th of April, 1703: admitted in 1720: 
Professed on the 2nd of February, 1738; 
for a lime served the Mission of Gateshead, 
but finished his mortal course at Leicester 
on the 3rd ofDecember, 1752. 

MXXV. MAMNEiiS, ( alias Simcocksj) 



John, born in London in 1609. When lie 
had finished his humanities at St. Omcr, 
and his Noviceship at Watten, he pro- 
ceeded to Rome. In progress of time, he 
was appointed to teach Philosophy ui 
Perugia : at the end of his course returned 
to Rome, where, in the English College, ho 
filled the office of Prefect of Studies for 
eight years. He was then declared Rector, 
but within a year accepted tlie situatloa 
of Penitentiary at Loretto. In 1667 he 
was ordered to the English Mission, where 
he was still living aloe years later, after 
t\hich time he eludes my research. We 
have from his pen, '* The uuttcaried 
Searcher,** a small controversial work, la 
8vo. printed at London in 1670. 

MXXV^l. Manners, Mathias, ( alias 
SUlimpergery) born on the 20lh ot Sep- 
tember, 17 19, i n the Diocese of Ausburgh ; 
joined the Society at Lansperg at the age 
of 19 : and four years later, from his love 
of Missioos, was aggregated to the English 
Province. The remainder of his life was 
dedicated to the cultivation of the vine- 
yard of Maryland. In 1755, he was there 
promoted to the rank of a Professed Fa- 
ther. He survived until the 1 5th of 
June, 1775, when the Gracious God whom 
he had served from his youth, called him 
from labour to his recompence and repose. 

MXXVII. Manners, Peter, died in 
Maryland, th^ 24th of April, 1669. The 
annual letters of that year inform us that 
he was a man full of the Apostolic spirit-— 
that his decease was unexpected — ^that 
during the six years he had spent in that 
Mission, he appeared inured and seasoned 
to the Climate ; but that in the midst of 
his labors and spiritual conquests, he was 
consigned to an early tomb, to the deep 
regret and loss of his people. 

MXXVIII. Mannock, Francis, third 
son of Sir Francis Mannock, Bart.* by 
his lady, Mary Hencage, was born the 
ISth of October, 4070^ at the age ef 16, 
entered the Novitiate: was admitted te 
the Profession of the Four Vows, the 2 1st 
of March, 1704. For a time this vene- 
rable Fatlier was stationed at EUingham : 
but ended his days at Yoik, the2istof 
December, 1748. 

MXXIX. Mannock, George, a re- 
lation of Francis. He was born the 1st 
of July, 1724: joined the Society in 1741, 
and became a professed Father, the 2nd 
of February, 1759, and taught Philoso- 
phy at Liege. This Father succeeded to 
the Baronetage : but was unfortunately 
killed, the 6th of May, 17S7, near Dart- 
ford, by the overturning of the Mail 
Coach. How little do we know the time^ 
the place, the manner of our exit from 
the world I 

MXXX. and MXXXl. Mannock, 

*The elevation of the family to the ran^f of Baro- 
net, is dated from the 1st of June, 1627. 
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John. The Elder was, . I belloTei the 
third son of the 1st Baronet already men- 
tioned. After living eight 3rear8 in the 
Mission, *^vel'uti Soeietatig eandidatus** 
he at length inlisted under the Banner of 
St. Ignatius, and served for the last 85 
years of his life. He departed to our 
Lord, in the residence of St. Thomas, 
the 2dth of June, 1651, st. 68. 

T%e ' Junior ( whose real name was 
Petre, a' family prolific of Religious 
Members ) joined the Order on the 37th 
of Octebery J68p, and was enrolled 
amongst the Pr<»«»ed Fathers eighteen 

J^ears later.' He was established as ('hap- 
ain with the Shddons of Weston, where 
I think he died on the 9th of August, 178S, 
•t. 77, 

MXXXII. Mannock, Robert, (also a 
Petre) was admitted at Watten in 1686; 
in due time became a Professed Father, and 
died it seems at Ghent on the 17th of July, 
1726, ttt. 60. 

MXXXIII. Mansell, Johk, (verd 
Talbot) elder brother to F. Thomas 
Talbot, was bom in Lancashire on the 27th 
of September, 1708 : at the age af 20 com- 
menced his Noviceship ; and took his rank 
amongst the Professed Fathers on the 2nd 
of February, 1747. For many years he 
presided over his brethren in the College 
of St. Aloysius. For some time he was 
stationed at Liverpool ; but for a consider- 
rable (time was Chaplain at Lytham Hall, 
the seat of the Clifton Family. This Orna- 
ment of the PriesUiood and Patriarch of hii| 
brethren, retired at length to Walton, near 
Preston, where he finished his lengthened 
career on the 9th of June, 1799. 

MXXXIV. Mamsbll, (alias Harding,) 
Thomas : was sent soon after his Ordina- 
tions to the Maryland Mission, which he 
zealously cultivated until his death, on the 
16th March, 1724, nt. 65. Soc. 38. 

MXXXV* Mansell, William, was ad* 
mitted Into the Order in 1686— for some 
time filled the oflice 6f Penitentiary at 
Loretto ; but died at St. Omer, on the 28th 
of August, 1720, fet. 51. 

MXXXVI. Manfisld, Robert, was 
son of Count Manfield: aggregated him- 
self to the English Province on the 24th of 
October, 1669 : was Rector of the English 
College at Rome from 1699 to 1004; 
died at Nanci on the 21st of September, 
1708, fet. 56, 

MXXXVn. Marcb, William, born at 
Mechlin in 1616: embraced the Institute 
at the age of 18 ; took the solemn Vows of 
the Order on the 25th of November, 1646. 
After serving the English Mission, he was 
appointed Rector of the House of Proba- 
tion at Ghent, and there he died on the 23rd 
of August, 1688. 

♦MXXXVIII. Marin, James.— This 
useful Temporal Coadjutor calmly breathed 
forth his pious soul at Watten, on the 4th 
of April, 1740. »t. 81. Rel. 47. 



MXXXIX. Mark, John, was bont in 
Devonshire, A.D. 1621 : at the age of 19 
consecrated himself to God in the Society. 
In 1652 he was ordered to the Lancashire 
Mission, where I find him three years 
later, but cannot follow up the clue of his 
biography. 

MXL. and MXLI. Martin, Henry, 
the first is mentioned in the Annual Letters 
of 1672, and was consigned to an early tomb. 
He had commenced his labors in the resi* 
dence of St. Thomas, in October that year, 
and within seven days, viz., 26th of Oct. 
was carried off by a niver. 

The second was living in 1710, and his 
zeal is thus recorded "• In coUegio SS. Apos- 
tolorum P, Htnrieus Martin, licet hand 
parum septuagenario major, smtinet 
unus Utbores, quibus tres plane occupa- 
rentur,** Further particulars I search for 
in vain. 

*MXLlI. Marthe de JAMEs—This pious 
Lay^brother was born at Blandecqae on 
the SOth of May, 1712 : entered the Order 
in 1736, and finished bis earthly course at 
Ghent on the 24th of August, 1770. 

MXLIII. Marshall, Joseph, was ad- 
mitted in 1708: for sonie time was station- 
ed at Loretto as Penitentiary; until he 
was succeeded in that office bv F. Atkinson 
in the Autumn of 1723. His merits ob- 
tained for him the rank of a Professed 
Father three years later. From the English 
Mission he was summoned to Rome to be 
Rector of the English College, which he 
governed from November, 1734, to June, 
1738. He died in that city on the 9th of 
July, 1739, Bt. 57. 

MXLIV. Marshall, Matthew, was 
certainly residing in Rome at Mlchaehnas 
1580. 

MXLV. Marshall, Peter, of Derby- 
shire; joined the Society in 1623, when 
commencing his Missionary career. On 
the 5th of Julv, 1632, was admitted to his 
Religious Profession^ and died in June, 
1655, St. 64. 

MX LVI. Marshall, Thomas,— F. Hen. 
Moore informs us (p. 21 of Hist. Prof. 
Angl.) that when in Priests Orders, and 
a Doctor of Theology, he entered the 
Society at Louvain. After teaching Phi- 
losophy at Douay for nine years, he was 
called to Rome to be Confessarius in the 
English College. Be had scarcely reached 
his destination when he was attacked with 
a dangerous illness ; and after making the 
solemn Religious Profession he calmly 
expired on the 22nd of July, 1569. Fer~ 
tur moriensj eum Cruc{/ixi compleetere' 
tur effigiem, frequenter in heec verba 
prorupi98e: Quid itunt o bone Jesu, iuec 
vtUnera tua, nisi peccata mea V* 

MXL VII. Mashter, Francis, died in 
England on the 24th of Sef^mber, 1723, 
St. 44. Rel. 22. 

MXLVIII. Masset, Francis, one of 
this name, a native of Laooishire, entered 
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the Novitiate in 1664; but 1 am unable to 
glean further information. 

MXLIX. The other, of the same County, 
born in Feb. 1782, was my fellow Collegian 
at Stonyhurst* He succeedeil F. George 
Clarkson at Slatedelt, or Sooth-Hill, near 
Chorley ; and there this asealous and indefati- 
gable Priest was prematurely snatched away 
by death on the 15th of Aug. 1822, See. 19. 

Who liveth well, can never die too soon. 
His sun shall rise again, that set at noon. 

ML* Massey, (Hoiget,) John, born 
on the 21st of November, 1698. In the 
sequel Sussex became the theatre of his 
Apostolic labors. His pious ' life was 
crowned with a happy death, I think at 
West Grinstead, on the 10th of January, 
1760. Soc. 43. Prof. 25. 

*MLI. Massey, Ralph. — ^This Tempo- 
ral Coadjutor died at G^nt on the 2drd 
of September, 1756, st. 47. Soc. 4. 

MLU. Matthews, FRANcis.-»He was 
a native of Liege and of the ^fa^ojfon 
Family ; but was educated in the English 
Province of the Society, and became a 
most valuable member. He possessed 
, superior talent as a Catechist: and his 
zealous and efficient services to the Pri- 
soners in London are honourablyrecorded 
in the Amiual Letters of 1654. This good 
Father died at Ipres, a victim of charity in 
attending the infected, 8th of November, 
1667, in the 50th year of his age, Soc. 32. 
Prof. 17. 

MLllI. Matthews, John, admitted at 
Watten, on the 9th of October, 1677 : de- 
parted to Our Lord in the Maryland Mis- 
sion on the iUth of December, 1694, at 
the early age of 36. 

MLIV. Matthews, Ignatius, born in 
Maryland on the 25th of January, 1730, 
joined the Society in 1763, after finishing 
his Theological course. His destination 
was his native country, which he enlighten- 
ed by his learning and the bright example 
of his virtues, until his happy death at New- 
town, on the nth of May, i700. 

MLV. Matthews, Peter, born on the 
2nd of September, 1092 : at the age of 
19 consecrated himself- to God in Reli- 
gion ; and at the usual period took his sta- 
tion amongst the Professed Fathers. For 
a time he was Professor of Holy Scripture 
at Liege; on the Mission he often passed 
by the name of Nef ilh At Christmas, 
1748, he succeeded F. Carpenter at 
Brin, in Lancashire, and died at Garswood 
on the 18th of January, 1752. 

MLVI. Matthews, Stephen, (vere 
SiTifufe//,) was admitted a Novice on the 
7th of September, 1695, st. 18, but I search 
In vain for further particulars. 

MLVII. Matthews, Sir Toby, eldest 
son of Dr. Toby Matthews, Archbishop of 
York, by his wife Frances, daughter of 
Dr. Wm. Barlow, the notorious Bishop of 
Chichester, was born at Oxford in 1578. 
Disabuaed of his prejudices against the Ca* 



tholic religion by F. Robt. Persons, he was 
reconciled to tlie church at Fiorencv, aad 
made tiis first Confession to F. Lelio Pto- 
lomei, an eminent pr«acher, 8. J. in the 
Lent of 1614. Anthony Wood, p. 120, 
Vol. II Athenm Oxon. expressly asserts 
that the young convert ^' enlercd himself 
into the Society of Jesus; but whether he 
took holy Orders, is yet to me uncertain." 
When and where he associated himself to 
the Institute of St. Ignatius I cannot dis- 
cover ; but it is an indisputable fact that 
he took Holy Orders from the hands of 
Cai-diiial Bellarmine, viz. Minor Orders on 
the 4th day of May, 1614 ; Siib-Deaconship 
on the 1 Ith ; Deaconship on the 19th ; and 
Priesthood on the 20th ^ay of the same 
month and year. *' Omneu simul cum D. 
Georgia Gage, uti coiuitU ex IjUcrU pa- 
tenlibut tubgcripliM ab iUo Emo. Card, 
Bellamuno, qtuu veneror ob memoriam 8, 
ViriyCl hie ({» Romano CoUegio) assev' 
vantur.** This I find in a MJS. note 
written at Rome about the year 1690. 

Returning to England, this worthy gen- 
tleman, (whose Priesthood, in those dan- 
gerous times was kept a profound secret^ 
had to endure much both from hU 
family and from the government ; but 
at leng th was received into favor ; 
and even was honored with Knight- 
hood, by his Sovereign, at Royston, 
on the 10th of October, 1623. King 
Charles I. continued to him his royal pro- 
tection and confidence. During the Civil 
Wars, prudence dictated to the Rev« 
Knight the necessity of retiring abroad. 
He diose Ghent for his residence, and as 
Wood expresses it *'h« concluded his last day 
on the 18th of October, 1655, in the house 
of the Third Probation of the English 
Fathers of the Society of Jesus, and was 
bnried in a vault under the Church be- 
longing to them. On his coffin of wood 
was a leaden Plate fastened, with this 
written thereon :•— 

'' Hic JACET D. Tobias MATTHiBi.*' 

To the English Mission of the Stf^^y* 
** MiuUmi Anglicame nostrm Botietatu;* 
as I read in the abovementioned M.S note, 
this benefactor of religion gave eleven thoa- 
sandScodI, or more, of Roman moM^— audi 
that the sum was laid out in baying the 
vineyards of Magliana, Md houses and 
other property about Rome* 

Five years after this donation, he con- 
firmed it, and publicly declared, that it was 
given for the maintenance of the Masters 
and Instructors, no less than for the main- 
tenance of Students preparing for Holy 
Orders, and the Mission. This he did in 
confutation of some busy persons, who had 
reported, that his intenUons had not been 
fnfaUled. 

Sir Toby M. was a man of noted frank- 
ness and integrity— of solid judgment and 
deep penetration, and well acquainted with 
the character of statesmen and men in 
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bat iici I->i;an '' 7>i«

He was 
jtstUr <s !tf eJ for his elegance of man- 
ae».' littranr attainments, and solid Tir- 
tflMS. To the regret of his numerous 
frieikis. this excellent man was sudden- 
ly attacked with illness whilst on a

A::er serT;ug the English Mission nearly 
*i jsar*. he rested from his labors, the 
SS't.^ Of March. 1668, aet. 69. 

••ILXII. 3lAYNaRD, Richard, died 
as Wattea, the 3ath of March, 162G, I 
i'^ptct very young. 

.MLXlll. McRCER, Thomas, born at 
Crosby, near Liverpool: studied at Liege 
and attaiued considerable reputation as a 
Mathematician. He never took Holy Or- 
ders Falling ioto a consumption, he re- 
turned to England for the benefit of his 
health, and actually died at Wardour on I he 
24th of Jan. 1793, et. 39. His remains 
were deposited in the Chancel of Tisbury 
Church. 

MLXIV. Mercer, William, elder bro- 
ther of the aforesaid Thomas^ was born 
on the 21st of August, 1739: entered 
amongst the Novices in 1755, and became 
one of the ablest Scholars and Theologians 
in the English Province. He died prema- 
turely at Liege on the 1st of August, 1777. 

*MLXy. Mercier, Laurence. This 
native of Liege was admitted for a lay- 
brother on the 23rd of September, 1728. 
His course was short ; for be passed into 
eternity at St. Omer on the 7th of July, 
1740, St. 33. 

MLXVl. Meredith, Richard : born 
on the 9th of February, 1696: entered him- 
self among the Novices in 1716, and was 
placed on the roll of Professed Fathers in 
1734. I meet with him first as chaplain in 
the Tichbourne Family, Hants, and subse- 
quently at Little Paunton, in Lincolnshire. 
Retiring to St. Omer, he there gave up his 
soul to God on the 26th of October, 1754. 

MLXVIL Messenger, John, third son 
of John Messenger of Fountaines Abbey, 
in Yorkshire, Esq., by his wife Margaret 
Scroope, dedicated himself to God in the 
Society in 1708 : and was admitted to the 
solemn Profession of the Four Vows eigh- 
teen years later. For many years he was 
the Pastor at Burwallis in his native Coun- 
ty, and there he surrendered his soul to its 
Creator on the 4th of June, 1752, mt. 64. 

Metcalfe Philip, see Lay ton. 

MLXVIIl. Metcalf, William, was 
bom either in Lancashire or Yorkshire, 
and was one of the earliest Alumni of the 
College at Seville. According to F. Hen. 
More, p. 286. Hist. Prov. Angl. he had 
scarcely finished the first year of his 
Noviceship, when he was called away ''ad 
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piorutn desideriarum preemia*^ about 
the year 1600. 

MLXIX. Mettam, Framcis. All 
thai I can gather is, that his death oc- 
curred in Eugland, the 7th of April, 1681. 
MLXX. Mettam, Thomas. This 
very learned and holy Priest, and one 
of the first Missionaries from Douay Col- 
lege* was, at his earnest petition, ad- 
mitted into the Society, on the 4th of 
May, l/i79. See the beautiful letter ad- 
dressed to him, by F. Everard Mercurian, 
the 4th General of the Order, in pp. J 40 -I 
of More's History. For 17 long years the 
venerable man endured the loss of libe r- 
ty, for the Catholic Faith. On the 28th 
of June, 1692 *^ad minus sex agcnarius** 
after a very short illness, he exchanged 
his prison at Wisbick, for Paradise, as- 
sisted by his Superior and fellow captive, 
F. W. Weston. Mr. Dodd, p. 109. Vol. 
II Church History, is strangely confused 
and incorrect, in his notice of this glori- 
ous Champion of Religion. 

♦MLXXI. Metz de John, born in 
Flanders, in 1603: at the age of 80, was 
received into the Order. I meet with 
him at Rome, in 1655, as Socius to the 
Procurator F. John Smith: perhaps he 
ended his days in that City. 

MLXXI I. Meynell, James > entered 
the Novitiate in 1708: thirteen years later, 
Mras admitted a Spiritual Coadjutor: served 
the Pontefract Mission, where, I think, 
be finished his earthly course, the 1 6th oi 
December, 1746, «l» 57. 

MLXXIII. Meynell, Thom.»s, second 
son of Roger Meynell, of Kilvington, 
Esq., by his wife Barbara Selby, was 
born on Michaelmas day, 1737: joined 
the Order at the age of 19. This re- 
spected Father died very suddenly at Dr. 
Nihells*s house^ in London, on the 1st 
of February, 1804, and was buried at 
St. Pancras. 

MLXXI V. Meynell, William, was 
born near Yarum, the 3rd of May, 1744, 
and entered the Novitiate in 1761. Ten 
years later I find him at Bruges, teaching 
Rhetoric, and filling the important office 
of Pvefect of Studies. For some time he 
served the Missions of Eccleston and El- 
liugham, and had the opportunity of im- 
proving his taste and abilities, by travel- 
ling with several of our Catholic Gentry, 
through most parts of Europe. His friend 
Dr. Carroll, in a letter of the 4th of Oc- 
tober, 1790, to Henry, 8th Lord Arun- 
dell, describes him as "a well informed 
Gentleman, and particularly in the fine 
Arts.'* Having faithfully devoted a long 
life to the service of Religion, he died the 
death of the Righteous at Richmond, near 
London, on the 16th of September, 1826. 
Mico, Edwardt see Harvey* 
Midd lehurst^ see AshJby^ James, 
MLXXV. MiDDLETON, Charles, en- 
listed under the banner of St. Ignatius, 



the 20th of July, 1687. It seems that he 
passed the greater part of his life at 
Ghent, where he ended his days, the 29ih 
ot May, 1743, at the advanced age of 83. 
MLXXVI. MiDDLETON, Peter, born 
in Hants, in 1601, at the age of 28 placed 
himself amongst the Novices, and after 
taking the simple Vows, was ordered to 
the English Mission, where I still find 
him in 1655 ; after which time I can 
trace him no longer. 

MLXXVII. Mildmay, Matthew, 
Owing to the loss or absence of Docu- 
ments, I regret my inability to stale any 
other particulars, than that he was labour- 
ing in the residence of St. Stanislaus, in 
the commencement of the seventeenth Cen* 
tury, and that his death happened on the 
5th of March. 1713. 

MLXX VIII. and ML XXIX. Miles, 
or MiLLES, Francis. The Elder is men- 
tioned in p. 267 of F. Morels History, 
as having been begotten to the Society, 
by the industrious zeal and tact of F. 
Roger Lee, when giving the Spiritual 
exercises of its holy founder, at St. 
Omer's. This F. Miles closed a pioua 
life, by a happy death in England, the 
17th of December, 1658. 

The Junior was certainly at Ghent in 
1690, and distinguished himself by his 
charitable services and attentions, to the 
English and Scotch Soldiery. He died 
at Loretto, the 16th of December, 1608, 
St. 44. Soc. 21. 

•MLXXX. MiLLEGATE, WiLLIAM, a 

temporal Coadjutor, who died at St 
Omer, the 9th of November, 1702. 

MLXXXI. MoLiEN, Erard, actu- 
ally born in France, the 24th of January, 
1701. After paFsing bis Noviceship, this 
Spiritual Coadjutor was chiefly employed 
at St. Omer's College, where he departed 
to our Lord, the 14th of September, 176U 
Soc. 41. 

MLXXXII. MoLiEN, John, brother 
I think of the above, was born the 5th 
of January, 1703: eighteen years later 
commenced his Noviceship, and was re- 
ceived as a Professed Father at London, 
the 2nd of February, 1739. He survived 
he suppression of the Order, and died ia 
France, about the year 1777. 

MLXXXIII. MoLYNEUX, Henry, 
born the 10th of September, 1693 : joined 
the Order in 1718: made a Spiritual Co- 
adjutor, the 2nd of February, 1724: 
served the Sussex Mission for some time; 
but died at Red Hill, Surry, the 1st of 
August, 1771. 

MLXXXIV. MoLYNEux, Joseph, 
born the 25th of February, 1782: ad- 
mitted a Novice at the age of 20: died 
at Slindon, the 3rd of September, 1778. 

MLXXXV. and MLXXXVI. Moly- 
MEux, Richard. — The senior was born 
on the lOth of March, 1696 « entered 
the Society at the age of 19: for a short 
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time wts stationed at Gateskeid: was 
Professed in Maryland on tke ISUior Jne, 
17SI, where two years later he was np- 
pointed Saperior of that Uissioo. Re- 
turning to Bi^aad, he was Chaplain at 
Mamhall for a tiaie: thaoee iVflMred to 
Bonham, near Wardoar, when he died on 
the 17th of Mav, 17186 

The junior was hora oa the Sd of May 
170:»: at the ape «f ft def oted hiaueif to 
God in the Soeiely : was fonaed a Spiritual 
Coadjutor oothe IM af Aa^ast, 1733: and 
happilf endeil his isilal coarse at Mam- 
hull on the M «f Jane, 1709. 

MLltXXVIL MoLTifBUX, Robert, 
horn at Forsrihr. or thefeahonts, in Lan~ 
cashiTCi, «■ the «kh of June, 173S : 
ttteitied a XoTiee In 1757. Soon after his 
pioBiutioa t» priesthood, he went to Mary- 
hwd. aad was so distinguished for his 
9t>hi pUtT Mad the zealous labours of his 
panisrti oMige, that Bishop Carroll wished

When the Society was restored in 
in 1806, he was among the very 
to press forward and join its standard. 

died Superior of his Brethren and Pre- 
aidect of Gborge Town College on the 9th 
of Deoember, 1809. 

MLXXXVIlIandMLXXXIX. Moly- 
NEOX, William.— Of these two Fathers 
the elder li?ef| to become yiicount Stifton, 
In 1704 he had renounced, as far as de- 
oended on him, all worldly honours and 
ibrtane, to beeome a member of the Society. 
£ighteen years later he was enrolled 
latMngst the Professed Fathers of the Or- 
der. On the 1st of August, 1728, he was 
declared Rector of his Brethren in the 
College of St. Aloysius, and held that 
ofliee until February, 1734, when a succes- 
sor was appointed in the person of his 
noble friend and confrere, F, Gilbert Orey, 
tiie Barl of Shrewsbuiy. Scholes, near 
Presoot, was the onlv Mission served by 
this pkms and Tenerable Lord : and here 
he was called to the recompence of his la- 
bors oo the 30th of March, 1759, »t. 74. 
His remaini were conveyed to the family 
vault at Sefton; and the sale of his effectSa 
at Scholes, took place on the SI s^ of May 
following, as I find by the Inventory. He 
was Hueceedtd In the title and estates by 
his nephew Charles William, who nine years 
lnli>r abandoned the creed of his Fore- 
fslliKm.

MXCin. MoNTFORD, Joseph, (alias 
Artngtrong^ John) of Northumberland, died 
on the 30th of December, 1660, st. 68. 
Rel. 39. Prof. 28. 

MXCIV. MoRB, Christopher Cress- 
acre, son of Thomas More, of Barnboro' 
in Yorkshire, by his lii ife Catharine Gif- 
ford, was born on the 10th of May, 1729 : 
at the age of seventeen entered the Novi- 
tiate: was ordained Priest at Liege in 
1754: died in Bath in November, (ac- 
oordingto F. Scarlsbrick*s account, on the v 
21st ; F. Strickhuid*s on the 97th ; Cogh- 
lan*s Directory on the 29th,) 1781. 

MXCV and MXCVI. More, Francis. 
— I meet with two members of this name : 
one admitted In 1684, st. 18, the other in 
1718, at. 20. One of these died on 19th 
September, 1727. 

MXCVII. MoRK, Hknrt. Bom In Es- 
sex, A.D. 1586.— Dodd, p. 120, Vol. HI. 
Ch. Hist, asserts that he became a Jesuit 
in Spain, in 1607 ; the fact Is, that he en- 
tered the English Novitiate of St. John*s, at 
Jsouvain^ on 19th November that year, st. 
21. I find moreover by a letter written from 
Louvain, on 1st August, 1614, that **oa 
the preceding Monday F. More defended 
his whole Divinity with good satisfaction.'* 
Shortly after this defehsion, he was order- 
ed to the English College of St. Alban, in 
Valladolid, and was there appointed Min- 
ister. In the projected removal of the 
Novitiate from Louvain to Liege, F. John 
Gerard was anxious to secure the services 
and co-operation of F. More. In his let- 
ter of 12th September, 1614, he thus re- 
presents to the Superior, F. Thomas 
Owen, at Rome, the literary aoquire- 
menU of his Rev. Friend : '* F. Henrle 
More hath French well, Dateh prettily, 
Italian sufficiently, besides Spanish very 
well, and Latin, as I would wish him.*' 
His request was granted. Possession of 
the premises at Liege was taken the 1st 
of November, 1614; and the following sum- 
mer saw F. More there. It ap^rs how- 
ever, that in the beginning he disappointed 
the expectations of his Colleagues in the 
new establiahment : he was naturally 
cautious, phlegmatic^ sparing of his words, 
avaricious of his time, and of very retired 
habits. And F. Gerard in a letter of 23rd 
March, 1616, acquainU the above-mention- 
ed Superior, that ** F. More had no talent 
for speakinff, tho' his memory was excel- 
lent, and though he poisessed a facility of 
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writing la his study/* but that he will 
eventually be ripe and qualified for govern- 
ment. Sent to the Mission he laboured fa 
the vineyard for 25 years. I suspect he 
was chaphiin to William, the Sod Lord 
Petre, whose edifying death he has left 
recorded in p. 467 of his history. That 
he was Chaplain to his son and successor 
Robert, Lord Petre, that special friend and 
benefactor of the English Province, is 
established by F. Richard Blount's letter, 
dated London, 37th of August, 163S, to 
Mntius Vitelleschi, the 6th General of the 
Society. In some letters I observe he is 
called Taiman, probably from his stature. 
As early as the 12th of May, 1632, he had 
been admitted to the Profession of the 
Four Vows ; and the long proofs be had 
exhibited of judgment, wisdom, and solid 
virtue^ recommended him as a fit succesfior 
to F. Blount, in the office of Provincial. 
For 6 years he discharged its various du- 
ties, and in very difficult times, with singu- 
•/ar ability and Credit. In the sequel he 
was twice declared Rector of St. Omei *s 
College, viz , from 1610 to 1652, and agam 
from 1657 to 1660. Retiring to Watten. 
this most pious and learned Fatherclos e<i 
an honorable and useful Fife, dying of Apo- 
ple3^, on the 8th of December, 1661, at, 75.

MXCIX. More, Richard.— Admitted 
on the 7th of September, 1698, aBt. 21.

unable to discover. He died on the 6th of 
May, 1763, at the advanced age of 81. 

MC. More, Thomas, brother of F. 
Henry More the Historian. A MS. note 
informs me that he was of a good Family 
in Cambridgeshire, and a descendant of the 
great Sir Thomas More'* In 1601 he 
was admitted an alumnus of the English 
College at Rome. After finbhiag his stu- 
dies and receiving Holy Orders there, he 
was sent to England in 1610, and the next 
year joined the Society. *' He continu- 
ed a most laborious Missiouer, chiefly 
amongst the poorer sort of people : he ne- 
ver used a horse, but performed his jour- 
nies on foot. At length apprehended and 
brought to trial, he was sentenced to ba- 
ffishment. Retiring to Ghent, he died oii 
the 2nd of January, 1623, set. 37. ReK 12. 

We have from his pen an English ver« 
sion of F. WUliam Warford's " Brevit 
Institutio." St. Omer. 1617 ; also of F. 
John Ftoyd^s Latin Dialogue ** Deus ei 
Rex:* . Cologne, 1620." 

MCI. Another Father of this name, el* 
der brother of F. Christopher Cressacrd 
More, was the last sdrviving male de- 
scendant of Str Thonklis More, and tbf' 
last Provincial of his brethren in England. 
He was born on the fOth 6( September, 
1722: entered the Order on the 2tst of Jul^ 
1762 ; became a Professed ll'ather on the 
16th of August, 1766 ; and declared Pro- 
vincial at London on the 10th of July, 1769. 
The venerable man left London for Bath la 
the summer of 1793,* where he died the 20th 
M)ay, 1786, and was buried in the Chapel, 
Trenchard Street, Bristol. tVis epltapli was 
written by his- friend the Rev. Charles 
Plowden^

MCIX. MoRLEY, Francis, born in the 
County of Durham, in 1589. At the age 
of33 embraced the Institute of St. Ignatius. 
He was living in the residence of St. John 
in 1672 and was looked up to as " speculum 
pietatiSj* and lived to the Patriarchal age 
of 92. We extract from the Annual Let- 
ters of 1681, the following account of this 
venerable Father- ^^Mensfs August i 6 
die corporis rincuUs solufus iicturali 
morte est P. Franci^cus Morlrsus^ emeri- 
tus Sencx 92 annorum, quorum 55 in 
Jilissione consumpserat, malurus Calo, 
ubi reposUum habebat tot meritorum, 
thesaurum, quem diutius laborando au- 
gere potuissct^ nisi hinc inde fugieti' 
doy consuetumyivendi modum mutando , 
molestissim^ in angulis diu lalilandOy 
aliisque molest iis e persecutions prof ec- 
lis vires ad aliquot adkuc annos siiffec- 
turas accidisset.^^ 

MCX. MoRLEY, George, born in Hants : 
at the age of 23 joined the Society : was 
Professed on the 28th of August, 1633: 
after serving the Mission 26 years, this 
good Father retired to Liege, where he 
taught Theology with distinction, and 
died there in 1665, set. 77. 

•AlCXI. MoRLEY, Walter.— I find this 
Temporal Coadjutor first mentioned in a 
Letter of F. Knott, dated St. Omer*s 15th 
of January, 1627; he arrived at Rome 
from Flanders in May, 1636, to take charge 
of the Magliana vineyard : left again for 
Flanders about two years later, and died 
in Maryland on the 6th of March, 1641. 

MCXII. Morris, Christopher, born 
in Wales in 1607 : at the age of 19 joined 
the Society and became a Professed Fa- 
ther on the I9th of October, 1642. After 
filling the chair of Philosophy at Liege, he 
was ordered to Spain ; but was taken by 
an English ship and carried, to Ireland, 
where he was engaged as a Tutor to a 
Nobleman's son who little profited by his 
advice and instruction. Pere Verdier who 
wot him in Ireland. report<« him to the Gene- 
ral. VinctMit Caratfa, on the 24th of June 
lok), as ** rir trir religiosuSy et €ximi6 
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floclus in Theologicis ct PhilosophicU 
disciplinis, en linguarum undccim prtB- 
scrtim Graces peritus : scU Miisicam : 
est modesto vultu : robitstd vatetudine '* 
and lie adds '* in 7iostrd Provincidpaucos 
similes habcmus opcrarios ad omnia, in- 
star illiiiSy jyaratos^ It is painful to 
conclude with saying, that I can offer the 
indulgent Reader no further information of 
this worthy and highly gifted Father, ex- 
cepting that he died at St. Omer on the 1st 
of August, 1667. 

*MCXIII. and MCXIV. Morris, Fran- 
CIS, of Norwich. This able and very pro- 
mising Scholastic, died of a lingering ill- 
ness at Preston on the I4th of August, 

1S21, St Soc. '..•• But a life 

filled with merits, and devoted all to God, 
can never be called short. 

Another Francis Morris at the age of 
16 joined the Society in 1727 ; but I am un- 
able to trace out his subsequent history. 

MGXV. Morris, John, born in Ltan- 
cashire on the 6th of October, 1770. Blest 
with a disposition to piety and a great fa- 
cility of genius, he was received amongst 
the Benedictines of St. Gregory's Convent, 
at Douay ; but after finishing his Philoso- 
phy amongst them, he petitioned for ad- 
mission into the English Academy at 
Liege. This was granted, and he made 
himself a useful member to that establish- 
ment both there and at Stonyhurst, as 
a Prefect and a Master. Soon after re- 
ceiving Holy Orders his valuable services 
were bestowed on the Worcester Mis- 
sion, where he arrived for the Easter ot 
1797. Here this zealous and most dis- 
interested man deserved to be regarded as 
the "Father of the Poor.*' Naturally bash- 
ful and retired, yet in the circle of his im- 
mediate acquaintance his conversation 
abounded xr^h iufcrmation, and was en- 
livened and enriched with sprightly hu- 
mour and anecdote. It pleased Almighty 
God to purify his servant by a long and 
painful illness, which he endured with edi- 
fying patience, resignation, and fortitude* 
He was released from his sufferings about 
4 P.M. on Sunday the 3rd of October, 
1830: and was buried in the Cemetery of 
the New Chapel, R. I, P. 

MCXVI. Morris, James, admitted in 
1699. In the Annual Letters of 1710, he is 
described as a free Missionary in London, 
and labouring like an Apostle. He dieil 
ou the 2nd of August, 1715, St. 41. 

MCXVII. Morris, Peter, born on the 
8th of March, 1743: became a Novice in 
1760 : died in the Maryland Mission on 
the 19th of December, 1783. In the Printed 
list he is incorrectly J, Morris, 

*MCXV1II. Morris, Walter, of whom 
I learn only, that he died in Maryland. 

MCXIX. Morse, Henry.— From the 
Provincial Catalogue of 1642, 1 collect that 
he was born in Norfolk, A.D. 1595— that 
he finished his studies in the English Col- 



lege at Rome, (which he entered in 1618)'— 
that in the English Mission he nsoally 
passed by the name of Claxton^ and that ne 
was'admitted into the Order at the age of 
SO : and Professed on the 2Srd of April, 
1637. During the great plague that 
raged in London and its environs, in 1086, 
he offered himself a sacrifice to God for tha 
assistance of his suffering fellow-crea- 
tures. '* He got the infection says F. Martin 
Green, (p. 52 Account of the Jesuits Life 
and Doctrine) but recovered ; and was af- 
terwards, in the time of the long Parliament 
executed at Tyburn for a Priest and Jesuit. 
So God disposed, that his charitable labors 
should at length be crowned with a glori- 
ous death/' This to him most joyful 
event occurred on the 1st of February, 
1645 : and his relics were said to beefi- 
cacious ''^contra Energumenos.** See bi« 
Life and Portrait in the *' Certamen Tri- 
plex. Read his Acts also in F. Tanner*a 
Work, and in ChalIoner*s faithful Memoirs. 
Mr. Dodd, p. 120, Vol. III. Church Hist. 
calls him Moss, 

MCXX. Morton, William, born In 
Worcestershire in 1597, was admitted at 
the age of 33 : was living in 1655, and is 
thus described **juvat tiostrot in Angiid 
multiplici ministerio." He died I fin 
on the 2nd of April, 1667. 

MCXX I. MosELT, Joseph, born on the 
16th of November, 1731 : admitted in 1746: 
became a Spiritual Coadjutor in 1761 : three 
years later I find him a Missionary in 
Maryland, where he continued to lal>or un- 
til his happy death on the 8d of June, 17S7. 
MCXaII. Moselt, Michael, of Lin- 
colnshire, born on the 17th of August, 
1720 : was elder brother of Joseph ; en- 
tered the Society in 1739, and was Pro- 
fessed at Rome on the 2nd of February, 
1757, " The Assistant of Italy received 
his Vows, FF. Maire and Hunter assist- 
ed, audi served the Mass,** says F. John 
Thorpe. He died at Holywell after the 
suppression of the Order; viz., on the 
29th of November, 1777. 

MCXXIIl. MosTTN, Audrew,— Ad- 
mitted on the 1st of February, 1691, »t. 
28 ; was employed in Worcestershire in 
the early part of the eighteenth Centuryi 
and I think died there on the 14th of April.

MCXXVII. MuMFORO, James.--No- 
Hiing can be more unsatisfactory than Mr. 
]>odd's notice of this able writer (p. 321 
Vol. III. Chuwsh Hist.)- mope especially 
fjifter professing that he had F. Nathaniel 
fiouthwelPs Bibliotheca Scrjptorum, &. J. 
to refer to. — He was born in Norfolk in 
the year 1606 r at the age of 20 joined the 
Society, and made his religious Profes- 
sion on the 29th of September, . 1 64 L The 
Provinoial Returns certi^r that he was 
of a delicate constitution of body — that he 
bad passed the highest collegiate offices of 
the Order—that he served the English 
Mission during 26 years— that some years 
before his death (which happened in En- 
gland on the S^h of MaFch> 1666)- he was 
apprehended at Norwich, and led round the 
City in his priestly Yestments^ amidst the 
scoffs of the rabble, and then sent off to 
Yarmouth, but in consequence of a 
dispute between the two Towns respecting 
their chartered rights, he was remanded 
to Norwich, where after some months* im^ 

Srisonment, he was enlarged on Bail. P. 
[umford was distinguished for his chari* 
table compassion for the suffering souls in 
purgatory. To induce the faithful on earth 
to share in his sentiments, he published a 
13mo Treatise in 164L, at St Omer*s« called 
** A remembrance for the living to pray 
for the dead.'* He published afterwards a 
Latin Treatise **de mUeHcordia fidelUms 
dtfttnctis exhibendA,** 12mo. Liege, 1647. 
the Annual Letters of 16d(M, say that 
WilUam Triessemius, a Printer of Cologne,. 
Te-printed this work, and distributed, 

Sratis, 800 copies, in performance of a Vow. 
L very large edition of ** The Remen^ 
kranee^ 8fe. fi,w^red%t PMis, Thefirtt 
part if employed in proving that there is a 

Surgatory, and that the souls are thence de- 
verable before theday of Judgment. This 
part was printed in 1660 in a small 8vo. of 
460 pp* The second part recommending 
tbe living to pray for the dead, pp. 138, 
came out the year following.

jyiCXXlX. MuMFORD, Thomas, born in 
Norfolk of a respectable family in 1617. 
His real name was Downes, but he fre- 
quently passed by the name of Beding- 
field. Perhaps his mother was of that 
very ancient and illustrious family. On 
the 8th of January, 1639, this pious youth 
entered the Novitiate at Watten ^On 
16th of January, 1656^ was solemnly Pro- 
fessed in the Order. The last seven year» 
of his life wer« devoted to the Mission : 
and his swvices on board the Fleet during 
tbe War with the Dutch, are mentioned 
i^ith honor in the Annual Letters of 16Z2. 
The Diike of York appointed him his 
Chaplain, but in the midst of a> Court, he 

E resented the model of the interior man and 
umble Religious. Apprehended on tho 
malicioos charges of Titus Oates, he was 
committed to jail, tho' the King declared' 
luwself satisfied of his innocence. At the 
time of his commitment he was in a de- 
licate state of health, and within a few 
^neeks, viz., 21at of December, 1678, lie 
surrendered his meek soul into the hands 
of God. It appears that he died at the 
Gate-house, and not in Newgate. 

MCXXX. MuMFOBO, William, of Lon- 
don : at the age of 18 joined the Society. 
His merits recommended him for the dig- 
nity of Provincial : an oflBlee which be held 
from the 16th of February,. 1604 until 
]i697. He was subsequently Rector at 
Watten for 10 years, and died there on the 
liath of Mareh, 1713, lat. 83. 

MCXXXI. MuAPHT, Michael. Thi»^ 
Rev. Father died- in Maryland, 8th July, 
1759, »t. 34, Soc M 

*MuRPHT, Thomas, a devout Scholastio,. 
who ended his days at Liege, 15th March, 
1757, »t. 25, Soc, 6. 

MCXXIU. MussoN, John, born 16th 
November, 1680; admitted in 1699; pro- 
fessed 18 years later, died at Winchester^ 
dOth November, 1755. 

MCXXXIY. MussoN, Samuel, brother,. 
I believe,, of John, aforesaid, joined the 
Society 9th October, 1705. Professed 3d 
August, 1723. Under the name of Brown^ 
he served for many years the Lincolnshire 
Mission; died in St. Stephens* Parish, 
Canterbury, 28th September, 1769, »t. 83. 
He was the author of a work which 1 have 
not been fortunate enough to examine, " a 
Review of Dr. Middleton's Objections to 
Catholicity." F.Thorpe, who had read it, 
says, in a letter, that it shows considerable 
ability and research. This venerable Fa^ 
ther had the repute of being an excellent 
Iiatin poet. 

•MCXXXV. MusKBTT, Thomas, died 
at St. Otaier, the 8th of April, 1706, »t.54. 
Soc. 10. 

MCXXXV. Nandtkc, Thomas, bom 
in England l6th December, 1726; entered 
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t!ie Novitlftte in 1745 ; was ordained Priest 
aitLiega, 1769; was professed at York, 
2d February, 1768; gave up his soul 
to Ood in peace, 17th of March, 1793, 
at Yamm. 

MCXXXVII. Natalis, Tbomas, was 
admitted in the Professed House at Rome, 
according to F. More,(p. 30. Hist.) 2nd 
October, 1556; but he could not recover 
iiirther details. 

MCXXXVIII. Neale, Benedict. Of 
those two Marylandian Fathers, I find the 
elder was born 3d August, 1709, joined the 
Novices of the Society in 179S, became A 
Professed Father in 1746, and after many 
years died in his native country. 

MCXXXIX. The Youmff^, bom 14th oT 
Aug. 1743 ; at the age of 17 embraced the 
Institute, and departed in peace, in Mary- 
land, Qth June, 17S7. 

MCXL. Meale, Charles, was amongst 
the first to re-enter the Society, on its re- 
establishment in the United States, A.D. 
1B06. He died Superior of Oeorge Town 
College, on 28th of April, 1828. 

MCXLI. & MCXLlI. Nbalb, Hbnrt 
The first was a Rer. Father of the Order, 
and died in the prime of life, in Pennsyl- 
▼ania,5thofMay, 1748, et. 46, Soc. 24, 
Prof. 5. 

*Tbe 2nd was a Temporal Coadjutor, 
who made a most pious end at Watten, 6th 
October, 1754, ttt.5!, Soc. 10. 

MCXLI [I. Nbalc, Leonard. D.D. 
This holy Prelate was bom in Maryland, 
i5th Oetober, 1747 ; at the age of 90 em- 
braced the Institute of St. Ignatius. From 
sector of Georgetown Coll^, he was made 
Coa4)utor to Bishop Carroll, who oonae* 
erated him, 7tb of December, 1800, by the 
title of Bishop of Gortyna, in |Prete. At 
the death or that venerable founder of 
Spiscopaey in the United States, 8d oC 
December, 1815, Dr. Neale succeeded him 
in the Archbishopridc of Baltimore, bat 
wkhin two years he was also called away 
by the Prince of Shepherds, to exchange a 
mitre for a heavenly diadem. 

MCXLIV. Nbalb, Robert, of Lia- 
odlnshire; at the age of 8 1 united himself 
to the Society, and for more than half a 
eentury laboured in the English Vineyard, 
where he died fuU of days and merits, on 
27th February, 1666, set. 86, Rel. 67, 
Pitof. 47. 

MCXLV. Neale, William, born in 
Maryland, 14th of August, 1743 ; when 19^ 
years of age Piety led him to the Novitiatr. 
For aome years before his death this good 
Father had tile aibfortane to lose his reap- 
SOB, and it became neoessary to place him 
In tha Asylum," at Biandiester, where death 
released him from his misery, on lltfa Da- 
oember, 1799. 

MCXLVI. Nbboham, Daniel, bom on 
the 24tli of June, 1721. On the Mission 
bepawedbytbanaiBeof Ptoec. FsomOct*

his brethren in the residenoe of St. George » 
Dying at Worcester on the 2ist May, 1783, 
Soc. 42. Pruf. 24, his remains were depo- 
sited in SU Oswald's Cemetry. 
Needham^ Sebastian^ see M9ryan,Rott, 
MCXLVII. Nblsom, Fbancis.— Born 
in the Low Countries. Hie Annual Letters 
of 1675 inform us, that thb most charita* 
ble Father met his death on the 2Sth of 
August, 1675, et.42. Soc. 2ft. Proi: 9^ at 
Brussell», in consequence of his devoted 
attendance on the English soldiers infected 
with the PUgoe. They add '' Vir ita a 
virtviUy doeirind^ ingetUo, prudeniU 
C0mparatnt, ut ad omnia SockUUU Bi«jia- 
ra idoneug videretuvr adeoqme magnum 9¥i 
deiiderium 'apud omnes reliqu&rUJ* 

MCXLVIIl. Nelson, John, of Oxford- 
shire ; died in England, after passing 48 
years in the Order, and 40 in the Mission, 
on the 3rd of November, 1670* 

MCXLIX. Nelson, or Newton, Jambs, 
born in London ontlielOtb of June 1736*; 
at the age of 18 joined the Society. In 
declining age his patience was perfected bj 
continual infirmities, and he finished hii 
sacrifice on the 2nd of April, 1803, at tiia 
house of his friend the Rev. Robert Plow- 
den, at Bristol. 

MCL and MCLI. Neyill, Eomund. 
There were two Fathers of this name. T* 
distinguish them one is called tlie Senior, 
the other the Junior. The Seaior,|at tha 
age of 46, and in the year 1609 became m 
Novice of the Society, and was in Priest'a 
Orders, says F. More, p. 404, Hist ProT. 
Ang. He was of an illustrious familyi 
and heir to an ample estate **tii Wet^ 
morlandut CamUatmy** b«t he reaoonoeA 
all to follow Christ. During the Civil 
Wars, this bed-ridden Father was inhii^ 
manly dragged from his Chamber by . thi- 
Parliamentary troops, shofed into a carl 
and thrown into jail. At the end of nio^ 
months Qod called him from the prison 4F 
his body at the advanced age of 88. 

The Junior was certainly born in Lan- 
cashire. Some affirm that his family naa» 
was Scarrisbrick ;.but he was admitted inU^ 
the English College at Rome in 1621 by t)» 
name uf Side. Five years later he obtain- 
ed permission to join the Society at Rome* 
After teaching Humanities for some yeai» 
he was ordered to the English Mission, 
where he rendered important services to 
religion by his talents, seal, and most en- 
gaging and conciliatory manners. At 
length he was apprehended and finished 
his course in the jails of London, on the 
18th of July, 1648, et. 42. ReL 2l. Prof* 
7. See his life in Tanner. We learn from 
p. 184 of Southweirs Bibliotheca, that he 
was the author of' The Palm qfChristUm 
FiniUudet er the fflarioue combats qf 
the Chrutiamg in Japan." 8vo. 163PI. 
probably printed at St» Omer* Hq had also 
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prepared for the Press " The Life qf St, 
Augustine, Doctor of the Church'' but 
-which 1 believe has never been published. 

MGLII. Neville, Francis. His real 
name was Cotton: was born in Hamp- 
shire, in 1595. At the age of 21 he en- 
tered the Novitiate, and never lost his 
primitive fervour. For 48 years he cul- 
tivated the English vineyard ^^uberrimo 
animarum fructu,** At the age of 84, 
when the minds of the people were mad- 
dened with the delusions of Titus Gates, 
the venerable Father was dragged down 
from his garret, with the utmost bru- 
tality, to be secured in Newgate : but this 
inhumanity served but to hasten the pos- 
session of his happiness : for he died a 
few days after his removal, towards the 
end of February, 1679. He had been 
professed 47 years. 

MCLIIl. Nevill, Charlfs, of Holt 
in Leicestershire, 2nd son of Cosmas Ne* 
vill, by his wife Lady Mary Lee, daugh- 
ter of the Earl of Lichfield, born the 8th 
of April, 1746. In the 17th year of his 
age, joined the Society. By the death of 
his elder brother George, in 1767, he suc- 
ceeded to the paternal estate, which he 
gave up to his younger brother Cosmas. 
In 1771 I meet with him at Liege College. 
Eleven years later I find him there, and 
contributing his quota of the congratu- 
latory addresses presented by his Brethren 
to Count de Velbruck, Bishop and Prince 
of Liege. His ode commences *^Audi* 
mur I alto Numen ab nethere.** This 
polite Scholar died at Bristol, the 4th of 
ApHl,' 1702, to which Mission he was a 
considerable benefactor, and was buried 
in the Chapel vault there. 

MCLIV. MCLV. and MCLVI. Ne- 
vill, Edward. His real name was 
Searisbrick, of an ancient and most res- 
pectable family in Lancashire. Perhaps 
be was called Nevill, (o distinguish him 
from a Reverend Father of the same 
Christian and Surname. 

He entered the Society, the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1660 : At the accession of James 
II, was taken from the Mission, to be 
one of the Chaplains and Preachers to 
his Majesty. At the Revolution, he was 
probably obliged to retire abroad for a 
time; but he died in England, the 19th 
of February, 1709, I have seen his Ser- 
mon on 1 ^^Spiritual Leprosif^* delivered 
on the 13th Sunday after Pentecost, 1687, 
before Q. Catharine, 4to, London, 1687, 
pp. 37. 2 *'0n Catholic Loyalty'' 
preached before the King and Queen at 
Whitehall, the 30th of January, 1667. 
He was also the author of Lady War- 
ner's life, printed in 1690, and again in 
1692, with additions, 8vo, Lond. pp. 376. 1 
think he published ^'^ Rules and instructions 
qf the sodality cf the Immaculate Con- 
eeption ofB, V. Mary'' 12mo, 1708, pp. 160, 

N.B. Under this name we may class 



two other Fathers of the Searisbrick 
Family, so fruitful in members of the 
Society of Jesus. 

The Senior, Edward, was admitted in 
1662, aged 19: was Chaplain for a time, 
to the Clifton Family, of Clifton, near 
Nottingham: was afterwards settled at 
Bushy Hall, near Walford, Hertfordshire. 
Obiit the 15th of November, 1735, O. S. 
The Junior, Edward, entered the No- 
vitiate, the 7th of beptember, 17 1 6, aet. 
18, was made a Spiritual Coadjutor, the 
18th of September, 1729. I find that this 
venerable Father died in Lancashire, the 
7th of July, 1778, sat. 80. Professionis 88. 
MCLVII. Neville, Thomas, of 
Essex. After distinguishing himself as 
a Professor of Philosophy and Divinity, 
he was admitted to the Profession of the 
Four Vows, the 2nd of August, 1635. 
Owing to the bad state of his health, he 
was ordered to quit Liege for his native 
Country. He died in London the 17th of 
May, N. S. 1662, set. 64. Rel. 41. 

N.B. F. Thomas 'SevWie (vere Searis- 
brick,) admitted in 1664, died the 20th 
of January, 1728. O. S. 

MCLVllI. Newby, (or Newburie) 
AuGusTiN, of Lancashire : at the age of 
21 was admitted a Novice: on the 24th 
of December, 1654, was ranked amongst 
the Professed Fathers ; died in England, 
the 18th of January, 1669. 

MCLIX. and MCLX. Newport, 
Maurice. I meet with two of this name : 
The Senior and Junior. — The Senior died 
the 1st of February, 1654. 

The Junior was a native of Somerset- 
shire : at the age of 24 joined the So- 
ciety {• fm^veral years taught the Classics 
at St. Omer's College, and was admitted 
to his Profession, the 23rd of November, 
1648. For many years he served the 
Mission ; and at length died in London, 
the fourth of December, 1687, set. 76, of 
which period, he had spent half a cen- 
tury in the Order. Yet Mr. Dodd, p. 
819, Vol. HI Church Hist, with F. South- 
well's Bibliotheca &c. lying open before 
him, is pleased to say **I take it, he was 
a member of the Society of Jesus.'* He 
was the Author of a Latin Poem, much 
admired at the time **Votum candidum 
seu Poema eongratukUorium, Carolo II, 
Regi Angli€B dedicatum** 1669, an oc- 
tavo. The third octavo Edition, re- 
?lsed by the Author, was published in 
London, 1676. It contains 366 p p. and 
is divided into four books. At the end 
is **Ja€obo, et Maria Felici Estensi,\Du' 
eilms Eboracensibus, Jilius nascUur 
( Carolus ) Mens. Novembri, A, D. 1677, 
Mauritii Neoporti Carmen vagumj*' 
This additional Poem has 31 1 lines.*

4th *'Wherfor I humbly entreat both 
their Majesties not to give any encourage- 
ment to the sayd Gentleman, in order to 
the printing, or any way setting forth the 
said English Translation, without my 
approbacdn. I confess I am very sensible 
of this designe of his :

MCLXI. Nkwton, Edward Bap- 
tist, of a good family in Lincolnshire ; 
born, the 0th of March, 1721 : entered the 
Order in 1737, and was professed the 2nd 
of February. 1765. He taught . Philoso- 
phy and Divinity, . and was greatly es- 
teemed as the Procurator of the English 
Province. On F. Dennett's removal from 
Coldham to Hengrave, early in 1784, F. 
Newton succeeded him in the former place. 
Dying at Bury St. Edmunds on the 29th 
of April, 1788, he was buried in St. 
Mary's Church vard there. 

MCLXII. and MCLXIII. Newton, 
William. We meet with two Fathers of 
this name ; and I think both Uitives of 
Liocolnshire. The Senior was born the 
14th of November, 1083, joined the Or- 
der in 1702 : became a Spiritual Coa^iu- 
tor, the 2nd of February, 1715, and died 
at St. Omer*s, the 3rd of February, 1756. 
The Junior born the 30th of October, 
1718 : entered the Novitiate in 1736 : was 
for some years Penitentiary at Loretto : 
on his return, was Professed in England, 
in 1754, and died the 16th of October, 
1755, 1 think at Rixon. 

MCLXIV. Nicolas, a 

French Jesuit, domiciled in the Academy 
at Liege, for many years, before the 
emigration of the Commuiiity in 179i. 



He was still living in tliat City or Nelgh^ 
bourhood, in 1814, st. 83. Obiit. 

iMCLXV. Nicholson, 

This Father was educated in Spain.. F 
Gerard in a letter of the 23rd of March, 
1616, to F. Owen, extols him as a ready 
Preacher. 

MCLXVI. NiHELL, Edward, born 
in Antigua, the 18th of January, 1752: 
in the 17th year of his age embraced the 
pious institute of St. Ignatius. At the 
time of the expulsion of his £nglish Bre- 
thren from Bruges, he was one of the Mas- 
ters; and subsequently at Liege, filled 
the same employment. Here he was or- 
dained Priest, and said his first Mass, 
on the 6th of June, 1776. Twelve years 
later, he succeeded the Reverend Charles 
Forrester, as the Missionary at Wardour. 
After discharging his functions for 14 
years, so as to endear his memory for ever, 
to that Congregation, he left for Trini- 
dad, and there fell a victim of Charity, 
on the 4th of November, 1806, in at- 
tending the poor Negroes. He was truly 
a man of much merit, esteemed for souud 
sense, and an amiable temper; ^'fuU of 
kindness and goodness.** 

MCLXVIL NiND, Joseph, born at 
Warehara, the 6th of January, 1817: 
this promising and saintly Scholastic was 
consigned to an early tomb : but he was 
ripe for heaven, and went rejoicing to 
meet his heavenly Father, whom he had 
so religiously served on earth, on the 24th 
of May, 1838. Soc. 4. 

MCLXVIII. Nixon, Thomas, bom 
in Lancashire, the 17th of October, 1735: 
was entered an Alumnus of the English 
College at Rome, in 1750: joined the 
Society of Jesus, the 9th of October, 
1756: was professed in 1770: died at 
Ahiwick. the 5th of November, 1793. 

MCLXIX. NoBL, Martin, admit- 
ted the 14th of August. 1717 : died at 
Liege, the J7th of March, 1720, nt. 35. 
MCLXX. NoRRis, Andrew. It is 
certain that he was labouring in the York- 
shire Mission, at the breaking out of the 
ReTolutloOy— that he was apprehended and 
thrown into York Castle: I meet with 
him in 1710, in Lincolnshire, when the 
annual letters thus describe bkm ^Hnier 
alios lontfi eminet P. Andreas Norice 
JpostoUei vir zeli ct paris pi*udentuB» 
He died the 26th of January, 1722. 

MCLXXI. NoRRis, Cuthbert, whose 
real name was Clifton, was 2nd son of 
Sir Cuthbert Clifton, of Clifton, Knight, 
by Anne Tildesly, but assumed the name 
of his Grandfather ; born in Lancashire : 
admitted in 1630: Professed the 1 1th of 
May, 1651. The principal theatre of bis 
Apostolic zeal, was his native County. 
There he rested from his labors, the 15th 
of October, 1675: of his age 65, not 70, 
as F. Richard Strange asserts in the 
annual letters of 1675. In those letters, F 
Norns is justly stiled "vtrpinf, quique

The English Province 
can shew three Members of this name. 
The 1st, I know, was Professed in Eng- 
land, the i5th of August, 1709: was 
Rector of Ghent, from 1715, to 1719^ 
was subsequently Missionary at Burton, 
in Sussex, where I belieye he died, the 
lOth of May, 1764. 

*The 2nd was a Scholastic, who died 
«t Liege in the 2nd year of Philosophy, 
the 15th of June, 1676, et. 20. ''nutgna 
gpH juvenis^ mtqne in Qrmdt UUe^ 
Hi prmdare erudUuty* 

«The 8rd was a Noyioe: bom the 19th 
«f August, 1796; admitted the 7lh of Sep- 
tember, 1740: died at St. Omer, the 99nd 
of February, 17^4. 

MCLXXV. NoRRis, Richard.— 
For very many years, sericd the residence 
of St. Stanislaus, and I believe was 
stationed at Exeter "wheic a Mass-house 
was opened** (as we read p. 891, Vol. 
(. of Calaray*s History of Puritan Minis- 
ters) in tbe reign of James II. He was 
m, native of Lancashire: was entered an 
Alumnus of the English College at Rome, 
In 1677, and probably joined the Society 
in that City. 

When the Revolution burst forth with 
uoeh tremendous fury, in the West of 
England, towards the end of the year 
1698, F« Ncrris, judging it unadvisable 
to expose himself to the wanton brutality 
M the soldiery and the rabble, attempted 

eivately his escape from the Town, 
ut he fell in with the Scouts and Sen- 
Uttels, one of whom levelled a blow at 
lUtt with a battle axe ; but the stroke was 
ai'erted bjr a Comrade, and the Father 
«ffi5cted his escape. That night he passed 
in a hovel on the bare ground. Under- 
standing the next day that the soldiers 
Were 'on the look out for him— that a 
coAdderable reward was offered for his 
apprehension — ^that - the very man, who 
the day before had prevented the fatal 
blow, had engaged to discover hire, wher- 
ever he lay concealed, he decided on 
taking some other direction. For two 
days he lay concealed in a damp and un- 
comfortable chamber, exposed to the wet 
and wintry cold. On ascertainiug that 
the soUUers ha4 quitted tbe Town, he 



rusolved to return to the assfilanee of 
Us flock. He was then distant from the 
pUUBe 16 miles, and he performed the 
journey, almost barefoot, in miry and 
ctifflcult roads, and drenched |With rain 
—On his arrival, he found the popula- 
tion more excited than before. Some one 
had threatened to put the Mayor to trou- 
ble, lor not having arrested tlie Father 
before he had taken his departure: 
the houses of all the Catholics had been 
rigorously searched for him, and a pre- 
imura, *'90O aureorum'* was offered for his 
head. Seeing no chance of safety, if he 
ritMained, be quitted the town again in the 
diad of the ni§^t. Here he experienced 
the manifest protection of Almighty God : 
for although the roads were occupied by 
an armed patrole, for 13 miles of his 
journey, he encountered no inconvenience, 
no naolestation. After six months ^ ab- 
sence, he again returned to his afflicted 
flock; but he ctmld not long remain con_ 
oealed from the observation of his enemies', 
who were eager for bis capture^ On be- 
ing recognized, his lod^ngs wera 
searched; but he succeeded in escaping 
atong the roof of the adjoining houses. 
AnoUier time he was actually in tbe 
hands of some soldiers who had been sent 
to apprehend him; but by the favour of 
Ood he eluded their vigilance, and gave 
them the slip.** 

In 1701 and 1704, I meet with this 
good Father as superior of his brethren 
in Devon and Cornwall. He ^ed the 
91st of June, 1717. 

MCLXXVI. NoRms, Stlvestbr, of 
Somersetshire: was entered an Alumnus 
of the English College at Rome, in 1590. 
When he had finished his Theological 
course, and taken his degree of D. D. he 
aggregated himself to the Sbciety. Mr. 
Dodd (p. 402, Vol. II. Church Hist.) 
mentioning his arrival at Douay, the 
94th of July, 1606, is pleased to add 
*^ter some time he entered among the 
Jesuits.** He would have expressed him- 
self more correctly, by stating, that he 
was proceeding to Rome, and actually be- 
came a Jesuit there before that year (1606) 
had expired. Twelve years later, F. 
Iiforris was admitted in London to tbe 
profession of the Four solemn Vows of the 
Order. After serving the Mission with 
great zeal and ability, he died in England, 
on the 16th of March, 1630, et. 59. 
Under the signature S. N. he published 
**The Antidote, or Treatise of thirty con- 
troversies, against Sectaries, 4to St. 
Omer*s, 1618, pp. 892. The 2nd, Part 
1619, pp. 947.

Mr. Dodd asserts, that he was theauthor 
of a Treatise proving the Scriptures not to 
he tbe sole Judge of Controversies.

F. Norris, (who often passed by the name 
of Smith) pablished " A True Account qf 
his Coi\ference with Walker,** 4to. Lon- 
don, 1624 — Unnoticed by Dodd. 

MCLXXVII. NoBTR, Robert, is men- 
tioned by F. Gerard in his Latin Auto- 
Biography, as having been a prisoner at 
Worcester, when F. Oldcome was execu- 
ted there in April 1606, and Mas li%ing at 
St. Omer's in 1609« I think he was some- 
times called Duckett, 

MCLXXVIII. Norton, Johk, is men- 
tioned in a letter, dated Liege, 14thof Bfay, 
1632. The Obituary states him to bare 
died at Madrid in 1604. Q. 1640 ? I read 
in p 131, Vol. I. of " Flandina IllustrO' 
ta** that F. John Norton, of Kent, was 
the third Rector of the English House at 
Ghent. 

MCLXXIX. Oakley, Francis, bom 
on the Srd of August, 1694. This Rer. 
Father became Tutor to Rowland Stanley, 
Esq., in his Continental Tour, and had 
the reputation of being a good scholar, 
he died in England on the 13th of July, 
1755, St. 61. Rel. 40. Prof. S3. 

MGLXXX. Oldcornb, Edward, (who 
aHer subscribed himself Mutton) was a 
native of York, of honest and religious 
Parents, and after a grammatical education, 
was brought up to the business of an Apo- 
thecary. At the age of 2 1 he received from 
Heaven a call to the Ecclesiastical State, 
His dear friend F. John (Gerard writes, 
that "he first studied in France in the English 
Seminary at Rheims, two or three years, 
and then in the English College at Rome, 
where he heard his course of Logic, Phi- 
losophy and Divinity, in all which, he 
profited much, having a very good capaci- 
ty. But his diief eare and desire was to 
profit in spirit, which he did in such sort 
as was greatly to the satisfaction of idl 
his Superiors, and the edification of the 
whole College. No man was more care- 
ful to observe the Rules : no man more 
forward to the practice of any mortifica- 
tion ; often begging permission to go to the 
Hospitals, and to serve in the Kitchen, 
with other such like practices of humilia- 
tion, which he knew to be usual in the So- 
ciety, unto which he had a vocation a long 
time before he could obtain his desir^; 
though he was not deferred from any want 
of liking which his Superiors had, either of 
his spirit or other talents; but rather in 
their desire to further as many good spi- 
rits and sufiicient men as they could, to the 
end of the College, and to furnish the cler- 
gy of England with able men against the 
time that God should please to have mer- 
cy upon our country. The opinion his Su- 
periors had of him was well declared in the 
particular choice they made of him to send 
him into the kingdom of Naples and Sicily, 
to negotiate for the College and procure

Alms in a time of great want, when the Col- 
lege was involved in debt, in consequence 
of being over-charged with the number 
of scholars more than their receipts wefe 
able to maintain. Yet the charity of its 
governors was such, and the want of fit 
workmen in the English harvest so great, 
that they would not lose good spirits, 
when they offered themselves to that voca* 
tion. F. Oldcome executed his commissioa 
with such discretion and fidelity, that he 
brought a g^ood round sum unto the College 
at his{retttrn.'* On the 15th of August, 
156S, hefwas admitted into the Society with 
the said F. John Gerard, by the Gene- 
ral Claudius Aquaviva, and forthwith or- 
dered to the English Mission. They land- 
ed on the coast of Noriolk. F. Oldcoroe 
proceeded by Yarmouth to London, ^'where 
he met his superior F. Henry Garnett, who 
took him to Warwickshire, and employed 
him in divers Missions round about, and 
found him so practical and industrious, that 
he doubted not to send him to the most diffi- 
cult enterprises.'* In March, 1569, he 
placed him at Henlip House, the seat of 
the Abingtons, near Worcester, and this 
became his usual head quarters and reai- 
denoe for the remainder of his lile. 

It would require a volume to enumerate 
the good deeds of this virtuous, wise and 
<^aritable Father, and indefatigable Misr 
sionary — the number of persons whom hit 
converted, and of Catholics he reclaimed ; 
of scholars whom he sent over to the Se- 
minaries, and of devout females to the 
Convent<) ; F. Grerard says, *' indeed I may 
safely say of him, without amplification, 
that ' in illis partibus iotas Jere fundor 
vity rexitque ecclesias domesiicas,* I nei- 
ther do know, nor have known any one 
Priest in England, that did go so many 
journies as he did, especially towards the 
latter end of his time, when he grew to be 
acquainted with so many places, and so 
much esteemed in all places, that he could 
never almost stay three days at home, but 
he should be sent for." 

But at length his hour was come to be 
delivered into the hands of his enemies. 
They had searched for him at Henlip House 
on two occasions before,* and he had 
adroitly disengaged himself from ihefr 
toils. In the winter of 1605, after six dam 
search, he fell into Iheif hands, with F. 
Henry Garnett, and was comnittedi to the 
Tower of London. Here he was tortured 
five hours every day, four or five days 
together, which F. Gerard (who could 
speak from experience there) remarks, '* is 
a greater extremity than one would easily 
believe, that hath not tried it,*' Remand- 
ed to Worcester Jail, he was led forth for 
execution, to Redhill, on Monday, the 7th

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of April, I6()0, ffit. 4o, and went to receive 
tlic lull renard of his faithful services and 
fruitful zeal. 

F. Gerard thus concludes the narrative 
of the life and death of his affectionate 
friend, *^I hope in God the time will come, 
when the City of Worcester will see and 
acknowledge both the burning charity, with 
which F. Oldcome lived and died amongst 
tbem, and the crown of glory he hath re- 
ceived of the hand of God for his faith so 
truly kept, and his course so happily con- 
•nmmate. His life was holy : bis death 
■aintly. God send us part of his blessed 
■lerits and intercession/* 

Bromley asserts, that there is an engrav- 
ing of this Father hj Bouttats, and was 
told of another by Pass^ — ^The Father was 
certainly grey-headed before his death. 

MCLXXXl. Ormes, Henry.— This 
Rev. Father died whilst Professor of Phi- 
losophy at Liege, on the 28th of April, 
1678. He is described in the Annual Let- 
ters as a truly religious man, as being '^ in 
Jlore tstcUUf quiquc mird dexterilate ad 
tedulilalem discipulis suis inslillandam 
pollebat.** 

MCLXXXIl. OsBosTON, John, entered 
tiie Order on the 7th of September, 1674: 
died in England 22nd of December, 1690, 
et. 35. 

•MCLXXXni. Oswald, Anthony, 
born on the 24th of October, 1723 : was 
admitted on the 20th of December, 1751. 
This valuable lay .brother retiring to Ham- 
iMirgh, there ended his earthly course in 
the year 1799. 

MCLXXXIV. Owen, John Hugh, of 
Anglesea, was received an alumnus of the 
English College at Rome in 1636. Whilst 
a Missionary in England, viz., in 1618, he 
was incorporated in the Society. Seven 
years later I meet him at Brussells : was 
subsequently stationed at Holywell, where 
he made a saintly end on the 28th of De- 
eember, 1686, ©t. 71. A MS. Note in- 
forms me ** that some months before his 
death he had fallen off his horse, as he was 
coming home from Mr. Salisbury, (a new 
Catholic,) where he had been to help the 
Family. Besides the ordinary Fast every 
Friday, when he took a moderate collation 
at night, he used to abstain from all sort of 
food untU Sunday noon: He never went 
abroad for his recreation, never played at 
cards, or the like. He had used much fast- 
ing from his youth. 

I have also seen his own MS. report j 
bearing date the 6th of July, 1668, of 
Roger Whetston's cure (then about 60 
years of age) of inveterate lameness, on the 
28th of August, 1667, by drinking of the 
water of St. Winefrid's well. This poor 
roan came from Bromesgrove, and from a 
Quaker and Anabaptist is said to have 
become a serious Catholic; and his son, 
about 11 years of age, was christened Ca- 
iholico more, after full instruction, unto whom 



the greatest persons of the country were 
pleased to be Patrines."

MCLXXXV. MCLXXXVI. Owens, 
John. I meet with two : one vras a na- 
tive of Northamptonshire, and died at 
Ghent, on the 26th of July, 1674, st. 74. 
Soc. 42. of Palsy '* Vir Plane religiosus^ 
piu9 ac sedulus,** — An. Lit* 

The other died on the 1st of March, 
O.S, 1729, of whom I can glean no other 
particulars. 

♦MCLXXXVII. Owen, Nicholas, 
commonly called, and mostly known by 
the name of Little John : for nearly 20 
years attended on F. H. Grarnett, and ren- 
dered inestimable services to Religion by 
his wonderful ingenuity in contriving se- 
cret places to hide Priests, Church Orna- 
ments, and papers from the malicious scru- 
tiny of the Pursuivants ; " so that I verily 
think,** says F.John Grerard, who knew him 
well, '*no man can be said to have done more 
good of all those that laboured in the En- 
glish vineyard.** Gifted with extraordina- 
ry discretion and judgment, possessed of 
uncompromising integrity, and immove- 
able constancy, this scholar, and child of 
St. Ignatius, acquired and maintained the 
unbounded esteem and confidence of the 
Catholic gentry, and of the Secular as well 
as Regular Clergy. Taken with F. Gar- 
nett, at Henlip, he was hung divers times 
on the Rack, for Seven hours together, in 
the Tower of London: but God assisted 
him with so much grace that in the agony 
of pain, he gave not the least sign of re- 
lenting, nor any mark of impatience, nor 
did a word escape his lips, by which the 
least of his acquaintance did, or could 
come to any trouble. " They tortured hi in 
so long, and so often, that his bowels gush- 
ed out together with his life. He had lived 
a saintly life, says Gerard, and his death 
was answerable. I desire my soul may 
have part with his, and myself may be 
assisted with his holy prayers.*' The true 
date of his death I conceive to be the 6th 
of February, 1606, not the 12th of No- 
vember, as the Necrology has it. 

MCLXXXVIII. Owens, Thomas, of 
Hants. This prudent, experienced, and 
learned Father, entered the Society at Ly- 
ons in 1579. F. Robert Persons, who had 
long witnessed his talents for business, re- 
commended on his death bed to the Gen- 
eral Claudius Aquaviva, that he might be 
appointed to succeed him in the office of 
Prefect of the English Mission, and Rec- 
tor of the National College in Rome. The 
recommendation was approved of^ and F. 
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Owens continued the Superior until his 
death on the 6lh of December, 1618, 8Bt.62.

*iMCLXXXIX. Padbury, Thomas. 
This Temporal Coadjutor, born the 5th 
of August, 1714, was admitted into the 
Society in 1753. He died at Bruges, in ft 
good old age, the 14th of March, 1792. 

MCXC. Page, Alexander, a native 
of Derbyshire : consecrated himself to 
God in Religion, at the age of 22. At a 
critical period, viz, in 1641, he com- 
menced his Missionary career in England. 
His death occurred at Wat ten, the 18th 
of October, twenty one years later. 

MCXCI. Page, Francis, as we learn 
from a MS. of his friend F. John Gerard, 
was attached to some public office in Lon- 
don, when he was first introduced to that 
worthy Father, then a prisoner in the 
Clinck, who reconciled him to the Catholic 
Church, and dearly cherished him for his 
candour, zeal, and tender piety. Re- 
nouncing the prospect of a very advan- 
tageous match, Mr. Page decided on em- 
bracing the Ecclesiastical State; and 
going abroad for his studies, was in due 
time promoted to Orders, and sent to the 
English Mission. He chiefly resided in 
London, where, says his above-men- 
tioned friend ^^multis acceptissimus fuU 
et multis prqfuit,'* At his earnest solici- 
tation, F. Henry Garnett admitted him 
into the Society, and sent the formula of 
his vows with his own subscription, to 
F. Fabius de Fabiis at Rome. "Imple* 
vii desiderium suum inyressus Societa' 
tern, et antequam in Belgium remitti 
potuit iit novitatus probationes subiret, 
capius est, et probatus sicut aurum in 
fomace, et sicut holocausti hostia ac- 
ceptus, et dealbaius stold sud in san- 
guine Agni, jam requiem habet. Amodo 
videt me ( continues the same Father ) in 
aquis positum ; et diversis ventis et procel- 
lis jaculatum t ccelo conspicit, securus 
de sud felicitate, ac dc med promovenda, 
ut spero, solicitus.^' 

F. Page was the last victim of Q. 
Elizabeth^s sanguinary spirit; suffering 
death at Tyburn, solely for his priestly 
character, on the 29th of April, 1602. 
In a letter of F. Richard Blount, to F. 
Robert Persons, dated London, the 5th 
of May, 1602, he says ** Page dyed of 
the Society, with much alacrity and 
spiritual joy, and after some other speech- 
es before, he uttered these words **1 con- 
fess unto you all, that I am a Catholic 
Priest, and although most unworthy, I 
thank God, of the Holy Societie of Jesus, 



and therewith the Cart was dryven awayi 
and he never spake more.'* What a con- 
trast between good Dr. Challoner's ac- 
count of F. Page, and Mr. Dodd's ! 

MCXCII. Pain, John, died at Liege, 
the 13th of June, 1738, eel. 71. Soc. 4«. 

MCXCIII. Pains, James Philip, bora 
at Noards, the 30 of April, 1767: at the 
French Revolution, emigrated to this 
Country, and his love of piety, and his 
zeal of Souls, induced him to become 
a Postulant for admission into the 
Society. His wish was granted. So- 
lid, studious, and methodical, and full 
of the love of the Institute, he was judged 
a fit successor to the late Reverend Joseph 
Barrow, at Lowe House, St. Helen's, 
where he arrived the 29th of January, 
1818. The Almighty blest him in his 
labours, and rewarded him with a happy 
death, in the morning of the 4th of Sep- 
tember, 1834, Rel. 26. His remains were 
conveyed to Windleshaw. 

MCXCIV. Palm, George. All that 
I can glean of the venerable Man, is from 
the Provincial's Report of 1656, when he 
is described as being 64 years of age, of 
which he had passed 37 in the Society, and 
30 on the Mission. The date of his Pro- 
fession was the 11th of November, 1681. 

MCXCV. Palmer, Charles, alias 
Ponlton, alias Roberts, of Northampton- 
shire: at the age of 21 joined the Order, 
and was inscribed amongst the Professed 
Fathers, in England, the 3rd of Decem- 
ber, 1654. He was a man of eminent 
sanctity and considerable learning: and 
during upwards of 30 years of Missionary 
labor, had endeared himself to all, by 
his disinterested zeal, meekness, and chari- 
ty. During Oates's Plot, he was hunted 
up and down the Country like a wild 
beast, chiefly at the malicious suggestions 
of the unhappy Apostate Travers or 
Savage* whose dishonourable frauds ha 
had exposed, as in duty bound, and suc- 
cessfully counteracted. For about a year 
and half, this meritorious Father could 
never appear openly, in the day time— was 
under the necessity of frequently shifting 
his quarters : and sometimes for whole days 
in the wintry season, was compelled to 
abscond in the woods and thickets; but 
under the protection of Providence, he 
then escaped the fury of his blood-thirsty 
enemies. When the Savoy College was 
made over to his Brethren by King 
James H, he was appointed its first 
Rector, and entered upon his office on the 
eve of Pentecost, the 24th of May, 1687. 
The success of the new Establishment ex- 
ceeded all expectation. In p. 79, Vol. 
n, Life of James II, we are told "there 
were at least two hundred Catholic Scho- 
lars, and about as many Protestants, 
who were no ways constrained in their

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Religion, or required to assist at Mass, 
or any of their Public Devotions.** At 
the bursting out of the Revolution, F. 
Rector consulted his safety by flight ; but 
was apprehended near Feversham, on the 
I6th of December, 1688, and having been 
plundered of every thing, by the brutal 
rabble, was thrown into a jail, where he 
patiently suffered the most wanton indig- 
nities; and for a fortnight was denied 
the convenience of a bed. On the Ut of 
January following, the old man was con- 
ducted to London, and committed to New- 
gate, where his feeble constitution soon 
sunk under the accumulation of hardships 
and privations, viz, at 9 of the morning 
the 7th of February, 1090, lEt. 74. In 
his last moments he was repeating the 
words of St. Francis Xavier "0 Den*, 
amo te, Sfc. 

MCXCVIL Palmer, Ferdinand, Un- 
cle I think, of Charles P. aforesaid. The 
Annual Letters testify to his zealous, but 
discreet services in the Lancashire Mis- 
sion. After the Restoration of King 
Charles II, we find him actively engaged 
at London, with the duties of his holy 
calling. During the plague which made 
such frightful havock in the Metropolis, 
he multiplied his exertions and sacrifices, 
for the relief and comfort of his suffering 
f^ow creatures. In the midst of his he- 
roic labors, he took the infection, and 
passed to a glorious immortality, on the 
6th of May, 1666, eet. 61. Soc. 41. 
Prof. 25. 

•MCXCVIII Palmer, Francis. On 
account of severe illness, this pious Ec- 
olesiastic was removed from Liege to 
Ghent, in the hopes of benefitting his 
health; but Almighty God was pleased 
to hasten his happiness, by a sweet and 
enviable death, on the 14th of September, 
1641. The Annual Letters shew that he 
was a youth of extraordinary promise. 

MCXCIX. Palmer, George, born 
the 10th of November, 1693: for many 
years was employed in the Lancashire 
Mission. I have met with him at Eccles- 
ton ; but subsequently at Slate-delf, where 
he built the Priest's House, and where 
I think, he ended his days, the 13th of 
January, 1758. Rel. 45. 

MCC. Palmer, Giles, born in North- 
amptonshire: joined the Novices at the 
age of 21 : was enrolled amongst the Pro- 
fessed Fathers, the 8th of December, 1635. 
He departed to our Lord in England, the 
20th of November, 1666, set. 65. 

MCCI. and MCCII. Palmer, John. 
The Senior Father of this name was a 
native of Yorkshire; embraced the In- 
stitute of St. Ignatius in 1627 : and was 
professed at Michaelmas, 1642. A year 
later he proceeded to the English Mission, 
where I believe he died, on the 17th of 
August, 1656. 



The Junior was born in Northampfoir- 
shire, and at the advanced age of 40, took 
his place amongst the Novices: at the end 
of this probation he was sent to the En- 
glish Vineyard, where it seems he passed 
bv the name of Thwing, and where he 
died, in the course of the year 1657, »t. 47. 

♦MCCIII. Palmer, Matthew, of 
whom all that I can gather is, that he 
died at St. Omer, the 19th of June, 1641. 

MCGIV. Palmer, Ralph, died in 
England the 9th of April, 1649. 

MCCV. Palmer, Thomas, died at 
Ghent, the 11th of March, 164S. We 
may express our regret, that the Annual 
Letters from 1640 to 1669, furnish such 
slender details. Indeed in pursuing our 
labors, we are perpetually annoyed at 
discovering no other memorial of many 
departed Worthies, but that they were 
born upon one day, and died upon 
another — two circumstances that are com- 
mon to all mankind. 

MCCVl. Palmer, William, bom 
at Lindley, in Yorkshire, in 1591: en- 
tered an Alumnus of the English College 
at Rome, in 1614 : joined the Society 
at the age of 27, and admitted to the 
solemn Profession, the 11th of November, 
1631. Twenty years later he was appre- 
hended with F. F. John Taylor and 
Charles Harris *'o5 saeerdoHi sutpiei- 
onem** and thrown into iail. The yener- 
able Man, after serving the Mission nearly 
half a century, died quietly on the Bth of 
January, 1670. 

MCC VII. Pansford, John, of 
Hants. God called this holy Missionary 
to himself, on the 9th of November, 160S, 
ffit. 80. Rel. 47. Prof. 85. 

MCCVIII. Pantimo, John. This 
considerate Benefactor of the Missions of 
Bristol, Exeter, and Shepton Mallet, was 
born the 26th of November, 1782: com- 
menced his Noviceship the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1749 : was made Priest at Liege, 
the 17th of April, 1757, and was justly 
distlnffuished amongst his Brethren and 
acquaintance, as a good Critic, a polite 
Scholar, and accomplished Gentleman, 
For many years he was the respected In- 
cumbent at Bonham, where he ended his 
pious course 80th of May, 1788, and was 
buried in the ac^oining Church of Stour- 
ton. Before he came to the Mission, he 
was Director of the English Nuns at 
Gravelines, and published a translation 
of *'Peri d' OrUans' Life qf St. Aloy- 
Hu8,** St. Omer, 1761. He left also in 
folio, a Manuscript life of St. Mary 
Magdalen of Pazzi, pp. 403. The Life 
of St. Jane of Chantal, pp. 159, which I 
have seen at Ugbrooke. 

Q, Who was the Translator of the 
Latin Devotions for the six Sundays, in 
honour of St. Aloysius, a small 4to of 
112page9, printed tit St. Omer, anddedi- 
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cat6d to the Lady Mary Magdalen Man- 
deville, Abbess of the Irish Benedictines 
at Ipres? 

MCCIX. Parker, James, of Lanca- 
shire, whose real name was Culcheth 
This zealous and bene?oleot' Priest was 
cut down in the prime of life, at Ghent 
*Hn obsequio it^fectorum'* the dSrd of 
December, 1667, et. 36. Soc. 15. 

MCCX. Parker, Francis, born in 
Lancashire. After bearing the heats and 
burthen of the English Vineyard, for 
32 years, in very turbulent and critical 
limes, he retired to Ghent ; where he died 
in peace, the 20th of May, 1679, set. 73. 
Soc. 53. Prof. 38. 

MCCXI. Parker, John. Three 
Members occur of this name. The 1st 
was born in Lancashire, served the Mis- 
sion half a Century, and died the 25th of 
November, 1684, st. 83. Soc. 58. Prof. 
44. In the Annual Letters, his death is 
thus announced **/n terrUorio Collegii 
Apostolorum piissime obiit post vitam 
Apostolieam per assiduos labores trang' 
actani fuuUisgue conversionibus Ulitstrem 
P. Johannes Parkerus Senior, octogC" 
nariitSy offieiis variis turn SuperiorU, 
turn SubdUif egregU cwm omnium ex* 
temorum^ turn nostrorum approbatione 
per/unctuim In Misnone per plurimos 
annos sudtyre assiduo sementes suas rt- 
gaveratf unde non exiguus etiam ad pos- 
teros Jrufitus permanavU, hodieqiAC per- 
manat, Vir fuU omnibus venerabiliSf 
cujus memoria in benediclione,** 

MCCXII. The Junior was a native 
of Staffordshire : at the age of 19, and in 
the year 1620, entered the Novitiate, and 
was promoted to the rank of a Professed 
Father, the I8th of December, 1645. He 
probably died in England, before the 
Restoration of King Charles II. 

MCCIII. The third was born in Lon- 
don, the 11th of February, 1715: was 
received among the Novices at Watten, 
the 23rd of March, 1786. This Reverend 
Father finished his earthly course at Aln- 
wick, on the 13th of January, 1770. 

*MCCX1V. Parker, James. No less 
than four of this name, are inscribed in 
the Fasti of the English Province. The 
1st a Lay-brother: but of whom I can 
gather no particulars. 

MCCXV. The 2nd was born in Lan- 
cashire, in 1597: at the age of 26, joined 
the Order: and was professed in the same, 
the 6th of August, 1637. He was still 
living in 1655, and had then passed 26 
years on the Mission. 

MCGXVI. The Third whose name was 
Culcheth, of a good family in Lancashire, 
was a scholastic at Liege, who closed an 
innocent life by a Christian death ^q the 
14th of October, 1692, st. 27. Rel. 7. 

MCCXVII. The fourth was bom at 
Liverpool on the 3rd of April, 174^ : en- 
tered the Novitiate at the age of 19 : and 



finished his studies at St. Alban*s College at 
Valladolid. For many years was Chaplain 
to Barbara, Countess of Shaftesbury, daugh- 
ter and heiress of Sir John Webb, of Od- 
stock and Canford, Bart. After his retii*e- 
ment from that situation, he resided several 
years at Bristol, and conciliated the respect 
and esteem of all parties by his polished niaa- 
ners, and frank and cordial behaviour. Oe- 
casionally he assisted his friend the Rev. R. 
Plowden, the incumbent there, and charm- 
ed and delighted the congregation by his 
eloquent and forcible style of preaching. 
Dying at Liverpool on the 29th of Oct. 
1822, he was buried at Sefton, where may 
be seen his original Epitaph.

Bom at Preston 88d of 
July, 1791, arrived at Stonyhurst in Oct. 
1804, entered the Society in 1810: ordained 
Priest in December, 1819, and on the 6th 
of October of the ensuing year became the 
Missionary bt Wardour. Here his pru- 
dence, uniform piety, charity, zeal and ur- 
banity of manners endeared him to all. 
To the deep reg^t of his fiock and his no- 
ble patrons, obedience summoned him 
away from Wardour to Stonyhurst College, 
on the 12th of June, 1832, to fill the office 
of its Rector. F. Parker was admitted to 
the rank of a Professed Father on the 2nd 
of February, 1833. For the last year of 
his life his patience was tried by a com- 
plication of maladies that defied all the 
power and skill of Physicians, and he died 
most piously at the house of his dear friend 
Mr. Hanison, of Chorley, whose unremit- 
ting attentions to the last exceed all praise. 
The precious remains of this worthy Fa- 
ther were honourably conveyed to Stony- 
hurst for interment. 

MCCXX. Parker, Thomas, (Cul- 
cheth) joined the, Novices in 1674. The 
talent for government which he evinced in 
the sequel procured his appointment three 
sevenu times to the Rectorship of Liege 
College. From 1712 to 1716 he filled the 
office of Provincial of his Brethren; For 
a short time he presided over them in Lon- 
don and the College of St« Ignatius. Retir-

log to Licgc, he died at the good old age 
of 76, on the 10th of February, 1730. 

•MCCXXI. 2. A lay-brother of tlus 
name died in Spain about the year 1604<. 

JVJCCXXll. 3. This Father was born 
on the 19th of Nov. 1739; and after fi- 
nishing his studies at Valladolid, entered 
the Society on the 28th of Ji^ne, 1763. 
For some time he was employed in the 
Cornish Mission : thence removed to Beo- 
ley, in Worcestershire, and died at Heath 
Green on the 26lh of October, 1820, set. 81. 
•MCOXXIII. Parker, William —Two 
of this name occur in the Fasti, both natives 
of Lancashire. The 1st was a Temporal 
Coadjutor, who ended his days at St. 
Omer, on the 22nd of November, 1652, 
ffit. 50. Soc. 20. 

MCCXXIV, The second {CulchetK) was 
admitted in 1659: and died a Missionary 
in England on the 27th of iVIarch, 1684. 

MCCXXV. Parkinson, Richard, of 
Yorkshire, born on the 1 1th of April, 1681 ; 
at the age of 18 was inscribed an alumnus 
of the English College at Rome, and Four 
years later a Novice of the Society. I 
find him actively engaged some years later 
in the London fission. Retiring to Ghent 
he prepared himself for his passage into 
eternity, into which he entered on the 27th 
of July, 1748. 

*MCCXXVI. Parr, Thomas, of Dur- 
ham. Late in life was a Candidate for the 
Society : died at Liege, on the 7th of Feb. 
1654. set. 66. Rel. 21. 

♦MCCXXVII. Parry. Edward-I be- 
lieve this scholastic obtained admission on 
the 31st of October, 1704, and died in, En- 
gland on the 29jth of December, 1711, »t. 
27. 

MCCXXVUI. Paury, John, of Derby- 
shire, born on the 20th of August, 1718 : 
entered the Novitiate in 1737 : but I can- 
not follow out his subsequent Ufe. 

MCCXXIX. Paul, Peter.^AU that 
I can glean of his life is from a fragment of 
the Watten Journal frequently mentioned 
in these pages. '* December 15, A.D. 
1688 ; Brother Peter Paul, a Painter, ad- 
mitted." Again, "Feb. 13, 1691, Mr. 
Peter Paul admitted again.'' It is certain 
that he died at St. Omer's College, on the 
21st of February, 1722, »t, 62. 

•MCCXXX. Payne In a Letter 

of his Superior F. Richard Plowden, dat- 
•d the 12th of Sfeptember, 1726, I read 
that on the preceding.d^y this brother W 
. di«d at Watten. 

MCCXXXi. Payton,, John, born in 
Lincolnshire, A. D. 1607: at the age 
of 25 pronounced his Simple Vows: and 
on the 18th of December, ,1645 was 
numbered amongst the Professed Fathers. 
., Ten years later I meet with him on the En- 
glish Mission. 

♦MCCXXXII.Pbarcb, FRANcis.-rThis 
Sicholastic was consigned to ai^ early tomb, 



dying at Liege on the 2nd of August, 1746, 
St. 24. Soc. 4. 

Pcarce, John, sgc Hayman, Richard. 

MCCXXXIII. Pearce, Thomas, some- 
times called Percy, was a native of Devon- 
shire, came on the Mission in 1641. He re- 
tired to Ghent to prepare himself for Eter- 
nity, into which he passed on the 25th of 
January, 1685, set. 78. Soc. 47, 

MCCXXXIV. Pearson, or Pierson, 
Thomas, who had been Professed in the 
Order on the 2nd of February, 1685, was 
Qcrtainlyihe incumbent in Durham during 
the reign of James II., and strenuously 
laboured for the good of souls. Here he 
had erected a chapel '* satis amplum,*' 
which was numerously attended ; here by 
his zealous endeavours was opened a pub- 
lic school '* gymnasium publicum-schola 
frf^qruens" The Supplement to the An- 
nual Letters, gives some circumstantial 
evidence of the Revolutionary Hurricane 
in that City. *' Ineunte Decembri anni 
1688 erUipit procella quce per aliquot 
dies, imminfihat, Coacta ingenli numero 
plebicula, eo furore, eo impetu, in Sacel' 
Jum involavit, ut momenta feretemporis 
Bmnia ad solum usque funditus cverte- 
rit. Tectum, parietes, tabulata, altare 
c^jftmiinz omnia Ruind disjecta sunt. 
Crux ipsa publice combusta. Crederes 
arbitratos se omnem Catholicce religionis 
memoriam posse abolere,** Then follows 
the accqijint of sacking of the houses of the 
Qa^olic Inhabitants. *'No«tri interim, 
qui ed in urbe rem C^tholicam curabant 
ut tantisper se populari furore subduce- 
r^fit , per noctis tenebra^ pedites itinere 
difficilimo (m^did quippe. hyem£) hue 
uluc diffugire : coacti deinde sub dio in 
campif vet sylvis_ aliquamdiu pernoctare,'* 
. F.. P. survived to reach the Patriarchal 
age of 87, dying at Durham on the 4th of 
February, 1732. 

MCCXXXV. Peckham, Robert, died 
holily, in England, according to Nadasi^ 
on the 25th of January, 1621. 

•MCCXXXVI. Peckett, Robert, oc- 
curs a Temporal Coadjutor at Rome, in 
1701-4, and died in that city on the 8th of 
January, 1706. 

,MCCXXiyiL Pelham, Henry, born 
in Kent : at tKe age of 17 joined the So- 
ciety. On the English Mission he often 
passed by the name of Warren, Obiti 
injnglid, 7 Junii, 1702, at. 67. 
' MCCXXXVHIi Pelham, William, 
^. born in Suffolk in 1623 : was admitted into 
the Novitiate at the age of 20 : ten years 
later was sent to the Maryland Mission, 
in which hp died on the 7th of February, 
1671. 

MCCXXX IX. Pellentz, James.— 

Thi;s Qerman Father was born on the 19th 

of January,. 1727: admitted on the 19th 

. of October, 1744 : Professed on the 8th of 

,Dec. 1756 J and devoted hims9lf to the 
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Maryland Mission. He was living there in 

1771. 

♦MCCXL. Pellison, John. F. Henry 
More, p. 31, found in a letter of Polancus 
dated Trent, 20th of October, 1562, to F. 
Mercurian *' Mittitur etiam units Coadju- 
tor , Joaannes Pellison^ concinnandarum 
v&ttium intelligens , qucUem ultimis suis 
Reverentia vestra postutabat,** 

MCCXL 1. Pember, Georgb, born in 
Buclts : died at Ghent on the 22nd of April, 
i661,cet.27. Soc.8. 

MCCXLII. Pemberton, John Wil- 
liam, born in Lancashire on the 1st of 
June, 1705 ; was admitted at Watten in 
Priests Orders, on the 28th of June, 1733. 
In eleven years was made a Spiritual Co- 
ailjutor: died in England on the 10th of 
July, 1763. 

MCCXLIil. Penketh, Charles, was 
the Incumbent of Leigh, in Lancashire, in 
November, 1693. 

MCCXLIV, Penn, Thomas.— His Con- 
version to the Catholic Faith, and his ad- 
mission into the Society on the day of his 
death, at St. Oraer, before 1617, may be 
read with interest in p. 428, of More's 
Hist. 

MCCXV. Pendril, William. — There 
were two Fathers of this name. The seni- 
or who is sometimes called Birch, was 
admitted on the 31st of Mav, 1708, and 
Professed on the 4th of August, 1720 : 
was Superior of his brethren in the Bishop- 
rick ot Durham, from the I2th of Novem- 
ber, 1729, until 1736 : died in Northum- 
berland on the 21st of February, 1748, «t. 
74. 

MCCXLVI. The Junior, sometimes 
called HowCy was born on the 1st of March, 
1701 : admitted at the age of 21 : was 
Professed at Rome on the 2nd of Febrnary, 
1740; died in that city on the 10th of 
March. 1746. 

MCCXLVII. Pennant, Thomas: the 
Necrology dates his death the 8th of July, 
1638. 1 can learn no particulars. 

MCCXLVIII. Pennington, Francis, 
sailed from London with F. Nicholas Gu- 
llch in October, 1675 for Maryland. In that 
Mission he spent the remainder of his 
life, dying on the 22nd of February, 1699. 
l.*MCCXLIX. Pennington, John, bom 
in Lancashire. This venerable lay-bro- 
ther died at Liege on the 7th of May, 
1671. ffit. 84. Rel. 46, deserving the cha- 
racter ^^DiuturniB vitce Religiosce merUis 
gravis.** 

MCCL. Pennington, Roger, ofLan- 
cas. ' e: admitted on the 1 1th of Septem- 
ber, < 'SI : died prematurely at Liege, on 
the 17 ^; of July, 1685, set. 26. 

MCuLiI. Pennington, William, I sus- 
pect was the younger brother of Roger, 
and was admitted at the same time : he was 
made a Professed Father on the 29th of 
% June, 1699. I believe that he died at Li- 
verpool the 8th of June, O.Sr 1736, ffit.7d. 



MCCLII. Percy, Charles, was ad* 
mitted on the 7th of September, 1665 ; 
Professed in 1703. For many years served 
Grafton, was appointed Superior of his 
Brethren in the residence of St. George, on 
the 8th of September, 1734, and died in 
office on the 4th of October, 1735, O.S. at. 
71. 

Percy, John, see Fisher, 

MCCLII I. Percy, Philip, admitted in 
1683. Professed in England on the 13th 
of February, 1701: died on the lllh of 
May, 1724, set. 61, I believe in Yorkshire. 

MCCLIV. Percy, Robert, was admit- 
in 1674: died in England on the 2nd of 
Joly, 1715, set. 63. 

MCCLV. Perison, William, born in 
the County of York in 1611, was admitted 
a Novice at the age of 20: died in Eng- 
land in 1666. 

MCCLVI. Persall, John. Of this 
eminent Divine, I regret to have dis- 
covered so few particulars. At the ac- 
cession of James II, ho was appointed one 
of his Majesty's Preachers. Two of his 
sermons are in print: one delivered the 
2.5th of October, 1685, the other preached 
before the King and Queen at Windsor, 
on the 30th of May, Trinity Sunday. 1686. 
On the eve of Pentecost, the 24th of May, 
1687, I find that he took up his residence 
in the Savoy College. When the Revo- 
lution exploded, he was fortunate enough 
to effect his escape to the continent. Re- 
tiring to Liege, he was Rector of the 
College there, from 1694 to 1698. Du- 
ring this interval, viz, in 1696, he at- 
tended the XlVth General Congregation 
of the Society, as "Ftce Provincialis 
Anglice*' see Dec. XVI. At the expi- 
ration of his Rectorship, it seems, that 
he returned to England, where he died, 
on the 9th of September, 1701. 

MCCLVIL Persons, Robert. So 
intimately is the biography of this great 
and good^ man, connected with the history 
of his Times, that a Volume would be re« 
quired to do justice to his memory. We 
have invariably observed, that in pro- 
portion as men were wise and eminent, 
and devoted to the cause of Religion, 
they have esteemed and admired and yene* 
rated his character. At present, we must 
content ourselves with offering an Epitome 
of his life: but shall embody several of 
his own notes, from a 4to MS. which ho 
commenced at Naples, in the autunm of 
1598, and continued at Rome to the 
month of May, 1601. 

Robert was the 6th of the eleven chil- 
dren of Henry and Christina Persons. 
From a letter of their son John, Rector 
of Chardlinch, addressed from the Par- 
sonage house there, the 31st of May, 1602. 
to Dr. Sutdiffe, Dean of Exeter, and 
Thomas Soniaster, Arch-deacon of Tot- 
nes, I learn that this worthy couple 
^Mived together most comfortably and 
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flMdftUf Ia boty Marriage, in tMr own 
Im«m« abov^; 6i} yt9Lt%^ and in their time 
wtm Uie lieat bouMrlKeeperf in all ttiat 
Towntliip* aU wbidi is to be tet tUied by 
th« senerall coMent of all in thfi Conn- 
try/' lliii Ifcnry/ before hLi death, 
had the cootolatJon of receiving all the 
fit«» of the Church, from the hands of F, 
Alexander Bryant, late in the year 1579. 
Mis pious Widow surrived until the 26th 
of April, i6(K), and had much to suffer 
for her constancy in the Catholic faith : 
was regularly attended by F. Robert 
Houthwell, until bis Martyrdom, in 1695: 
and subsequently by F. Henry Garnett, 
until her edifying demise in London, 
wtien she was upwards of 90 years of age. 
In a letter of F. Oldcorne, to F. Robert 
Persons, datod the Idth of June, 1008, 
I find mention of his brothers George, 
and Thomas, and Richard Persons. 
"Richard and his wife are Catholics, and 
have bin so these six or seven years: they 
live but poorly in outward snow: and 
for your brother Thomas, he lives in 
Somersetshire, and I hear in good es- 
tate for the world ; but he is no Catholic, 
nor Is there any hope.*' In a letter of 
F. II. Garnett, the 10th of March, 1008, 
he says, "the house of F. Persons's sister, 
where she lay, being very honest and 
of good reputation, was searched on 
Christmas night, 1002-^hat Agnus Del's, 
and beads, and such like were found. 
Hhe was bo frighted by the knaves, that 
she died on Innocents day." She had 
previously been hunted awav out of another 
parish, by the Minister, for her brother's 
•ak«. 

Iloliert was born at Nether Stowey on the 
Slith of Juno, 154a. and was the first child 
bapiliMd by the Now Incumbent of the 
l*arUh. the Roy. John Hay ward, a pious 
('athoilo LVlost, who. t>oforo the dissolution 
of tho Moimstvrlos, nad lioon a Canon Re- 
Huinr, of Taunton (not Tor Abbey as Sut- 
ditlV saUl) andhailaponsion of ^5. Os. 8d. 
Hint Itiown WlillN* Hist. Vol.11, p. 200. 
In Y«ry early youth Robert was consigned 
tt» th« charge oi hU oKlor brother, a Mer- 
chiutt : bul on ^hojio (Hlluro in business 
>Kas it>turn4;Ht to \\\^ imrouts. As ho showed 
a oapsc'ity for (Garning^ th« almvcraentioned 
iocattltcut c\horte\l tne psrvnts to afford 
him the mcsjins of education: and gene- 
roBilj offered to contribute towards the 
expeooes ; and he fkUhtuUy ke|>t his word. 
Robert, and John (af^erwurds Rector of 
Chanalioeh ) were accordingly placed un- 
der e Master of Grammar at StoJ(ursey, for 
ftbout a twdveBooth, thenoe removed to 
tkiel'tthlk FreeSdiool at Taunton, when; 
tbejr ^uTbued tbeu- studies for three years,

under its master, a Catholic, but a omn de* 
cidedly severe.* At the age of 18 Robert 
was enabled to proceed to 8r. Mary*s Hall, 
Oxford, and after two years of Logic was 
entered of Baliol College. In May 1566, 
he was made Bachelor of Arts. By his 
unwearied industry and solid judgment and 
talents for disputation he soon, rose to dis- 
tinction: he was declared a Master of 
Arts and'a Fellow of the ('oUege : and lie- 
came a celebrated Tutor in the University, 
but never took Orders there, as Wood sus- 
pected and presumed. But on two occa- 
sions he took the Oath of Abjuration of 
the Pope*s supremacy. ** Prok Scelm ! 
bU Juramantum tUud nequUMitnum Ju- 
venUambitiotus, negradum amUterenif 
labiU pronunciavi, litei animo delesta- 
rer . Farce mihif tnUerieors Deus, ac 
grande kocjuv entU mece delictum condo- 
na : nondum enim noveramy quid estet te su- 
per omnia dUigerCy et konorem f uum rtbus 
ant<^erre mwidanis*'** But his conscience 
would not suffer him to be at ease: he saw 
the storm of persecution approaching : he 
witnessed the stand made by his friend 
Richard Garnet, Fellow of the same Col- 
lege of Baliol, who renounced every worldly 
prospect rather than betray his Catholic 
principles : in the fear of not being able to 
realise a similar example of constancy and 
fortitude, he retired for a time into So- 
mersetshire, where his friends and patrons, 
and chiefly Mr. John 8tone his rdation, a 
wealthy merchant of Bristol, who was 
Mayor in that City in 1569, agreed on 
supplying him with Fnnds to atady the 
liaw in London. He retomed however 
to Oxford, where he experlattoed macfa 
vexation and persecntloii, from Adam 
Squire the Proctor, and espedally froos 
Christopher Bagshaw, a man whose food 
was faction : and who thrcMigfa sabsequent 
life, tarnished his other malts by reat- 
less humour and implacable temper. At 
length yielding to Tiolenoe, and fftTing 
place to wrath, F. Robert took us de- 
parture from Oxford, early ia U7-k and 
proceeded to liondon, '^tiere God had 
provided that Sir Richard Baker (whose 
son Thomas had been my Scholar j sboald 
offer me unasked, a lease of ctrtaui lands

Kinnourably with me afterward, when in 
Italy I entered religion : for he deli¥ered 
nil left to his custody unto the persons I 
assigned.'* 

Landing at Calais, he hastened to An- 
twerp, whence he intended to proceed to 
idle Great Fair at Frankfort ; but as some 
of bis companions had not yet arrived at 
Antwerp, he decided on visiting Louvain 
**in the company of two godly men, one, 
Mr. Thomas Yates, (afterwards of the So- 
ciety, and now in Brazil.) the other, John 
Slade, (afterwards Priest) and by these 
two men's virtuous example and exhorta- 
tions, I resolved in Louvain, seeing I Iiad 
time to stay there eight or ten days, to 
make the Exercises under F. William 
Good, for eight days.'* 

Robert's destination was Padua, where 
he intended to apply to medicine* He 
nrrived there towards the end of September, 
1674. Taking a commodious house ** I 
bought good store of books for my faculty, 
BS also provision of Apparel." but the 
mercy of God wo«dd not suffer his mind to 
rest on his studies : his pleasures were 
sprinkled with bitterness: he remained a 
stranger to peace and comfort ; and after 
a severe conflict with himselif, he with- 
drew secretly ; and performed the journey 
to Rome on foot. ''There I offered myself 
to ^e Society, and entered it upon St. 
jarnes' day, 24th of July, 1575, and hav- 
ing made distribution of all my worldly 
affairs, especially of such goods as I left 
at Padua, and in the Lord Buckhurst his 
hands in England, I found myself exceed- 
ingly comforted." 

At the expiration of his Noviccship, he 
liegan the study of Divinity in the Roman 
College— was ordained Priest some time of 
the year 1578, and continued to assist in the 
Penitentiary, and in the * ' charge of the No- 
vitiate of tlie second year " until he received 
orders to be ready for the English Minion. 

We have mentioned in the biography of 
F. Edmund Campian,. the anxiety of Dr. 
Allen, that Jesuits should be employed in 
the English Mission. His heart was clos- 
ed to every other interest, every other 
concern, than the glory of God, and the 
salvation of souls. He had reached Rome 
in October, 1579, and had so effectually ne- 
gotiated the sending of English Fathers 
with his Holiness, Gregory XXII, that 
instructions had been issued to F. Eklmund 
Campian to hasten to Rome, to be the as- 
sociate of F. Persons in this work of the 
ministry. 

Atnbo anitnis, ambo insignes, pnestan- 
tibus auais* Before they left Rome, on 
Low Sunday, 18th of April, 1580, the Ge- 
neral of the Society forbade them tq inter- 
fere directly or indirectly with any politi- 
cal or state affairs, or to discuss, or to lis- 
ten to such subjects. (Bartoli c. 6 and 8, 
Lib. U.) F. Persons, it was agreed 
should cross over to England first. Per- 
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sonating a Captain returning from Flan- 
ders to England, provided with a drees 
"of buff, layd with gold lace, with hatt 
and feather, suted to the same *' he passed 
to Calais upon St. Barnaby's day, as I re* 
member, being xi of June, (not the 16th 
as Bartoli asserts) and finding fit embarca- 
tion and passage, the very next moraing 
arrived at Dover." Here, the Searcher, 
according to his commission examined him, 
** found no cause of doubt in him, but let 
him pass with all favor, procuring him 
horse, and all other things necessary for 
his journey to Gravesend." This mani- 
festation of God's care and protection, in- 
spired the Father with courage and confi- 
dence, and he told the searcher ^'that he had 
a certain friend, a merchant lying in St. 
Omers, that would follow him very shortly, 
to whom he desired the said searcher to 
show all favor : and so he promised to do, 
and took a certain letter of the same Fa- 
ther to send to Mr. Edmunds ( for so F. 
Campian was now called,) and conveyed 
it safely to St. Omers, in which letter F. 
Persons wrote unto him the great courtesy 
which the searcher had shewed him," and re- 
commended him to hasten and follow him up 
to London, where he might assist him in dis- 
posing of his stock of jewels and diamonds. 

F. Persons took the boat at Gravesend 
at midnight, and reached Southwark at 4 
o'clock in the morning. In consequence of 
the Queen's proclamation, and the general 
suspicion prevailing against strangers, he 
found it impossible to procure accommoda- 
tion at the Inns, coming, as he did, with* 
out a horse. At last he proceeded to the 
Marshalsea prison, where he found that 
generous Confessor Mr. Thomas Pound, 
S. J., who received him with open arms, 
and introduced him to that worthy gentle- 
men Mr. George Gilbert, who bountifully 
provided for all his wants and comforts, as 
well as for F. Campian on his ^irrival. 

Early in July, these two Reverend FF. 
took leave of each other at Hogsdon, a 
village near London, with the intention of 
meeting again in the Capital at Michael- 
mas. " All the summer we passed over in 
preaching ; my lot was the Shires of Nor- 
thampton, Darby, Worcester, Gloucester 
and Hereford ; Mr. Gilbert was my com- 
panion." In October, the two Fathers met 
at Uxbridge : and as the most diligent 
search was making for F. Campian, it was 
agreed that he should retire to Lancashire, 
and that F. Persons should be stationary 
in London or the environs. On Campian's 
return, the two Fathers met frequently at 
Harrow-on-the-Hill. In going there, they 
had to pass by Tybuni, and F. Persons 
relates the following anecdote, " Campian 
nus per Tiburnum semper detecto capite 
subire voluit^ magnd reverentid factd, 
turn ob signum Crucis et hone rem noH' 
tiullorum Marti/rum^ qui ibi passi sunt, 
ct quod uibi iilic aliquando cerlandum 
diccbaL'' As the heat of the persecution

thit though absent from his native coun- 
try* he '^as indefatigable in his exertions 
fiw its welfare. Well might Dr. Allen 
say, **IUius hominis Induitria, Pru- 
detUia, Zelus, in teribendo et agendo dex- 
ttrilas, supcranl omnem fidetn.^* 

Through his instrumentality was pro- 
cured of the Duke of Guise o^lOO. per 
annum for a seminary of English youlh, 
at Eu, in Normandy,* in 1682. In the 
wurse of the same year he visited Lisbon, 
ami Spain, where he was honourably re- 
•olvtHl by Philip II. *« At this my being 
with the king of Spain, I obtained twenty 
four thousand Crowns to be sent to the King 
of ScotH, which were paid by John Baptist 
TnxlH, In Turis. 1 also obtained in 1584, 
for King. 'ftiHOs. of 1*«P0 Gregory XIII, 
Four lluuisand (-rowns, by bills of Ex- 
olmngi'. which myself brought also, and 
dollvoitHl in Paris. I causeil also two

proceeded to Rome, wlieuce he returned 
again in a few wcek». The winter of this 
year be spent principally with Alexander, 
P/ioce of Parma. *' About Corpus Chris- 
ti day, 1564, I returned from Flanders to 
France, and in the way passing from 
Gant to Odenard, Mr. Owen and I were 
in great peril to be taken by English sol- 
diers of Mechelen, if we had not escaped 
by fiight, as I did before in my journey 
from Louvain to Bevercn (Bevergera ?j 
where all our Cartes and Convoy were 
taken, and I escaped by the benefit of a 
good horse.** After spending the sum- 
mer and autumn at Paris, in attempting to 
diminish and extinguish the violent dis- 
content and faction, headed by the Pagets, 
Thomas Morgan and Thomas Throgmor- 
ton, but all to no purpose ; he retired to 
winter at Rouen, where, ** in a voyde 
house, given to the Society, in a garden, 
I set forth my second Edition of the Book 
of Resolution much augmented.*' But who 
can descrilie his long and frequent journies, 
and his successful negotiations to found 
and organize the English establishments 
ofValladolid, in 1589: at St. Lucar, in 
1501 ; at Seville and Lisbon, in 1592 ; at 
St. Omers, in 1593 : and his disinterested 
zeal and powerful support to the Colleges 
of Uie Venerable Secular Clergy at Douay 
and Rome ? Who can enumerate the fruits 
of his learned works in the reformation, 
instruction and conversion of souls ? Who 
can read his Letters — who can follow him 
in his course of government of the English 
Roman College, or in his office of Prefect 
of the Mission, witliout being enraptur- 
ed with his moderation, sound discretion, 
and condescension, and charity ? No one 
vras a better judge of the English charac- 
ter especially, than F. Persons, and he 
recommends to F. Cresswell, in his letter 
of the 27th of July, 1591 . (who had com- 
plained to him of the insubordination and 
ingratitude of some students,) oblivion of 
the past — ^plain and confident dealing with 
them, and to be assured that many de- 
fects must be winked at, and not pursued 
in a multitude : and that a system of Es- 
pionage is the way to mar all. Yet this 
worthy Father, with all his labours, bene- 
fits and unremitting services, could not 
escape the censure and persecutions, not 
merely of unthinking and indiscreet youths, 
but of several persons of respectability in 
the Catholic body. Under this heavy 
cross he could say with the Psalmist, ''me- 
mento, Dne, Darid ct omnis mensuetudi- 
nis ejus, Ulinam Deus benedict loncm 
mihi dvt pro hue mated iet tone,'' In a 
letter to Dr. Barret. 2Ut of Nov ir)98, 
he says. " I thank Got), I have long ago 
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learned, to make little reckoning of men's 
Mords or thanks in this life : but to do the 
good I can for all, and expect my reward (i( 
any be doe) at His hands, who is the roaster 
of all, and for whom 1 do it.** In another 
letter, dated the 2dth of July, 1601, he tells 
a friend, ** I hope their malignity shall ne- 
ver break my sleep. Jam coltum obduxi, 
el 'coyitalum menm in Domino jacto/* 
With this only sentence I quiet myself. 
" Dne, tibi rcvclavi causam mcam ; 
et ante te omne desidei'ium mcttm.** 
On3 accusation against him has often 
surprised me, yiz , opposition to the ap- 
pointment of Bishops in England. 
Nothing could be more unfounded. His 
letter from London, I7th of Septem- 
ber, 1580, proves his anxiety for 
Bishops to be provided by the Holy See 
for the English Mission : another letter to 
Dr Allen, in 1592, testifies that he had ac- 
tually engaged a generous friend. Dr. 
Francis Sarrciento, Bishop of Jaen, to 
supply the funds necessary for the support 
of two or three Bishops ; and we have his 
letter to Pope Clement VHI. of the 13th 
of August, 1597, which records his senti- 
ments in favor of Episcopal government. 
Yet, is there any charge that has not been 
alleged against Jesuits ? The usurper 
Cromwell, in his Speech to his first Par- 
liament, 4th of September, 1654, gravely 
asserts, that the country had been agitated 
by swarms of Jesuits^ who had settled in 
England an Episcopal Jurisdiction^ to 
pervert the people 1'** 

F. Persons crowned a life of usefulness, 
by a death precious in the sight of God. 
From his dying bed he dictated letters to 
his brethren of the Society in England, 
and to the Arch-Priest, Dr. George Birket, 
breathing seraphic peace and charity. In 
sentiments of melting Piety, he surrendered 
his soul into the hands of God, on the Idth 
of April, 1610, in the English College at 
Home, set. 64. Rel. 86. Prof. 23. His re- 
mains were deposited in the College church 
near his bosom friend Cardinal Allen. On 
the gravestone was inscribed the following 
epitaph.

'^On the first of March, Saturday morning, 
<or the ni^ht before) in the year, 1687, 
tlie floor ot the Church of the English Col- 
lege at Rome, fell down into the Cellar near 
St. Thomas his Altar, without any harm to 
any body.

Omer, 1609, pp. 612. " In the Library 
of the English College at Rome, it is 
placed among F. Persons works (says the 
writer of the preceding Note, in 1690 at 
Rome) by him who procured all the 
other books of this Father, to be bound In 
more handsome Fashion with the letters 
R. P. in gold, on each side of the Covers, 
and conserved in the Library of that Col- 
lege under lock and Key.** 

As to the '* Conference about the next 
succession to the Crown of England,*' a 
12mo. printed in 1594 (privately re-printed 
in 1661) F. Persons may have assisted in 
it, but in his letter to F. Henry Gamett, 
of the 24th of May, 1603, he distinctly a^ 
firms *'that it appeereth by our late Cardi- 
nairs hand-wryting, that he, together with 
Sir Francis Englefflde and some others, 
were the chief authors of that book.*' — 
'' Doleman Anglice sonet ac Vir Dolo^ 
mm**— Many MSS. of this Learned Fa- 
ther were in the Library of the English 
College at Rome. 

Nicholaus Antonius, p. 356, Vol. II. 
Bibliotheca Hispana, says «hat Philip II. 
to whom F. Persons was greatly endeared, 
had fully intended to have applied to Pope 
Clement the 8th for the Cardinal's hat for 
this Rev. Friend, and was prevented only 
by the Father's " groHssimA oraiione mul* 
tisque lachrymis t^pud etmdem Poh<(/S- 
cem."

MCCLVIII. Persons, Robert. ThisU- 
lented Prefect of Studies died at St. Omer, 
at the eariy ageof 32, on the 6th of August, 
1680.

MCCLIX* Petit, Cvriacus, admitted 
on the 23rd February, 1697: wasstudying 
his third year of Divinity at Liege in 1704: 
died in England on the llth of January, 
1710, aged 36. 

•MCCLX, Petit, Roger.— All that I 
can learn of this Father is from the Annual 
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Letters of 1711, which contain an Epitome 
of particular events ^* hoc elapso triennio** 
but with a sad disregard of Dates. This 
most virtuous youth died at St. Omer, 
having shortly before been admitted into 
the Society, leaving an admirable example 
of self-denial and meekness. 

MCCLXI. P£TRE, Charles, was youn- 
ger brother of the celebrated F. Eldward 
Petre. Under the article Charles Palmer, 
we have mentioned the Savoy College. Be- 
sides this, another College was founded by 
King James II, in nearly the heart of Lon* 
don, and attached to the Bavarian Cha- 
pel. At Lady-day, 1668, seven members 
of the Society began their residence here, 
and F. Charles Petre was appointed Su- 
perior of his Brethren — regular discipline 
was observed. The morning and Evening 
discourses, every Sunday, were frequented 
by eager audiences : upwards of 200 per- 
sons were reconciled to the Catholic 
Church. The school indeed was not so 
frequented as the Savoy College, but pro- 
mised well, when the diestnictive revolution 
burst forUi* F. Charles P. consulted bis 
safety by flight, but was discovered 
and committed to Dover Jail; yet was 
treated with humanity, and discharged 
shortly after. Retiring to St. Omer, he 
filled the office of Procurator, and ended 
his days there on the I8th of Jan. 171 S. 

N.B. I suspect several of the Petres 
who entered the society, were the descen- 
dants from Thomas (third son of John, 1st 
Lord,) Petre, who was seated at Cranham 
and Fidlers, in Essex. 

MCCLXI I. Petre, Edward, was 
bom in London In 1681. The '' It^arma- 
tio de P. Odvardo Petre, A.D, 1664*' 
states him to be '^ ear famUid pranobUi 
priwutgenittu,** Persuaded that a true 
vocation to a religious life affords enjoy- 
ments superior to any that fortune ran give, 
at the age of 21 he entered the Novitiate 
at W&tten. Having finished the course of 
his studies with the commendation of learn- 
ing and virtue, he returned to England as 
a MiBsicMiary, and generally passed by the 
name of Spenser^ After discharging his 
functions with satisfaction to Superiors, 
be was appointed Rector of his brethren in 
the College of St. Thomas. During the 

?ublic excitement, occasioned by Oates' 
'lot, F. Petre was apprehended wad thrown 
into Newgate. Here he proved an Angel 
of Comfort to his fellow Prisoners: amongst 
the many who benefited by his charitable 
services were Mr. Gkrard, a most respect- 
able Gentleman of Staffordshire, who had 
three sons at St. Oroer's College, and who 
had come to town to refute the false testi- 
mony of Gates and Dugdale) and F. 
Richard Price, (alias Lacy) S. J. both of 
whom expired in his arms on the 11th of 
March, 1660, fur I read in his letter writ- 
ten four days later ** Marientibus adlfui 
et utriaqiie oe§Ua8 clauH.** After conti- 
nuing in Newgate about a twelvemonth. 



he was removed, through the Interest of 
James Duke of York, to another prison, 
where he enjoyed comparative fireedom. 
By means of trustv persons, he soeoeeded 
in collecting together the books of mcooimts. 
Deeds, and evidences of the province 
which had been scattered **tit dU nubis et 
califfinis'** and for some time acted as 
Vice-Provincial. At the accession of 
James the II, F. Petre was called to Court, 
— was made Clerk of the Closet— and after 
some time was enrolled amongst the Privy 
Counoellors We copy trom the Gasette 
this last appointment. 

*' Whitehall, November 1 ith, 1067. 

'''■ This day the Honourable and Reverend 
Father Edwd. Petre, Clerk of the Closet to 
His Majesty, was sworn of his Mi^jesHef 
Most Honourable Privy Council, and ac- 
cordingly took his place at the Board." 

Having no guile himself, F. Petre sos- 
pected no guile in others : he was otterly 
deceived in his estimation of Sundertand'w 
character, who affected a strong predilec- 
tion for the Catholic Religion, and be on* 
fortunately took opportunities of recom- 
mending and extolling to bis sovereign the 
merits and services of that hollow and 
most treacherous minister. In the recent 
life of James II, compiled from the Stuart 
papers, we read, ** that at the solid lation 
of Sunderland, the King, contrary to his 
own judgment and the Queen*8 advice, 
made F. Petre a Privy Councillor, and 
shortly afterwards* proposed him to Pope 
Innocent the XI, for a Cardinal*^ Hat." 
The Editor represents P. Petre, as a plan* 
sible, but a wc«k and conceited man ; but 
omits to inform his readers, that the Fa- 
ther had implored his Miyesty mote than 
once, and even on his bended knees, to be 
allowed to retire from Court, alleging that 
such retirement would be satisfactory !• 
the public opinion, and be expedient for 
his Majesty's service ; but that the Kiag 
would never consent to his removal—thai 
His Majesty, moreover, in his letter of the 
22nd of December, 1667, to Pope Innocent 
XJ, acquits the Father of Ambition ** nnl-* 
Id Saerte purpura cupidilate teuetur^ 
nee quenquam esse eredimue, e^/v« am* 
tnue ab omni atnbUu magit abkoTret**^^ 
and what is still more important— ^tiiat His 
Majesty in the sequel exonerated the- Fa- 
ther from all blame, openly declaring at 
Paris, that his affieiirs would have been in 
a very different state, if he had attended 
to his remonstrances. With pleasure we 
quote the Annual Letters of the English 
Province from 1665 to I6Q0. After re-

In 
the sequel, he was Chaplain at Gifford*s 
Hall, Sufiblk. Retiring to Ghent, he 
ended his days there, the 22nd of Febru- 
ary. 1761). 

MCCLXXIII. Phillips, Thomas, 
was born at Ickford, Bucks, the 5th of 
July, 1708. At an early period of life, 
he was sent to St. Omer's College, and by 
his unaffected piety, gentility of manners, 
and brllUancy of genius, distinguished 
himself among his School-fellows. On 
the 7lh of September, 1726, he enrolled 
himself amongst the Novices of S. J. at 
Watten. At the expiration of his NoTice- 
ship, he proceeded to Liege to study the 
triennial course of Philosophy: and to- 
wards the end of that course, viz, the 17th 
of July, 1731, he made a voluntary re* 
nunciation, in due form, of his actual and 
contingent property, in favour of the Col- 
lege at Liege, and of the then Provin- 
cial, F. John Turbeville. But whilst a 
student in the second year of Divinity, 
viz, on the 4th of July, 1733, he took his 
dismission from the Society. The truth is, 
not havinfi acquired the spirit of Indiffer- 
ence as to employments, which is so 
strongly enforced by the Institute of St. 
Ignatius, and receiving a refusal to his pe- 
tition, for returning to St. Omer's College, 
to teach the Belles Lettres (for which he 
was certainly qualified by elegance of taste, 
and an intimate acquaintance with classic 
literature) he had become uneasy and dis- 
satisfied in his vocation. But tho' freed 
from the obligations of the Order, his 
attachment to it never suffered the least 
diminution. 

Going to Rome, Mr. Philipps was in- 
troduced by F. Henry Sheldon to James 
III, commonly called the Pretender,* who 
procured for him a Canonicate at Tongres, 
with a dispensation to enjoy the fruits, 
whilst he should serve the English Mission. 
The order for his installment is dated by 
the Dean of Tongres, the 1st of Septem- 
ber, 1739* He served it as Chaplain, to 
George )4th Earl of Shrewsbury, to Sir 
Richard Acton (the Convert) and to Mr. 
Berkley of Spetchley. Retiring to Liege, 
it is clear from the Provincial's Book, that 
he was re-admitted into the Order on the 
l6th day of June, 1768. There he resign- 
ed his soul into the hands of his Creator in 

*This unroriunate Prince died at Rome. tb« Itt 
of January, 1766, aged 77 years. 6 months and 
II days. His eldest son Charles Kdward. born 
the 31st of December, 1720 ; died at Rome, the 
Slst of January, 1788. The other son, Henry Bene- 
dict was horn the 26th of March.

Plotto, or Plociie, 
Dklphui, born the S5thMay, 166S; ad- 
Butted in 16S7: was enrolled amongst 
theSpiritoal Coadjutors, the 15th of Au- 
gBst, 1698, died at Ghent the 12th of No- 
vember, 1747. 

MCCLXXXY. Plowdsn, Charles, 
one of 15 Children, and of a Family fruit- 
ful in Religi oos of both sexes, was born 
at Plowden Hall, Salop, the 1 st of May, 
1743. Having completed Rhetorick at 
St. OmerX ^^ the rarly age of 16, he 
hastened to Watten to consecrate himself 
to God, in the Noritiate of the Society. 
At the end of his Philosophical Course, 
he eommeneed the teaching of Humanities 
at Watten, and distinguished himself by 
correct taste and elegance. After con- 
ducting his Pupils thro* the usual course 
of six years, he began the study of Di- 
Tinity at Liege ; but was soon after or- 
dered to Rome with thediarge of a Pupil, 
Sir Thomas Grage. F. Ricci, the General 
of the Society, received him very gracious- 
ly, and recommended him to pursue his 
theological studies at Bologna : he did so ; 
and returned to Rome to receive Holy 
Orders. I read in a letter addressed to 
his brother F. Robert Plowdeo, from 
Rome, the 97th of October, 1770. <'I 
was ordained Subdeacon in the Ember 
days of September, at St. John Lateran, 
by the Patriardi of Alexandria. On the 
Saturday following, the 29th ult, the Car- 
dinal Vicar Colonna ordained me Deacon 
in his own Chapel, and on the morrow 
80th, my unworthiness was promoted to 
Priesthood, by the Bishop of Plenza in 
Tuscany, residing in Rome. 1 said my 
1st Mass at St. Aloysius' Altar on the 
7th instant.*' His services were now re- 
quired for the New College at Bruges, of 
which he was appointed Minister. Bat 
when every thing looked prosperous ; sud- 
denly a speck was seen, and the heavens 
were darkened, (III B. of Kings. IS ch) 
and the Tempest burst forth and spent its 
desolating violence on this rising Establish- 
Bient. His narrative of the destruction 
and of his personal imprisonment, from 
the 90th of September, 1773, to the 9dth of 
Mjy, 1774, by the mean suspicion and wan- 
ton despotism of the Austrian Govern- 
nent, deserves to be published. 

After a hurried visit to his friends of 
the Academy at Lieg^, F. Plowden re- 
paired to England, but soon after returned 
to the Academy above-mentioned. For 
I find by a letter from its President the 
Reverend John Howard, to Henry Lord 
Amndell, the 11th November, 1774 ''Mr. 
Plowden exerts with great ap[^fcatlon his 
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superior talents in qaality of Spiritual 
Pretiect in this Academy.*' He subse- 
quently travelled with Mr. Smythe, and 
the Maxwells, on the Continent, and im- 
proved the opjwrtunity of forming or re- 
newing acquaintance and friendly inter- 
course with several leading characters in 
C:hnrch and State. In 1781, he accepted 
Mr. Weld's offer of being Tutor to his 
sons at Lull worth. That Gentleman knew 
how to appreciate the treasure he pos 
sessed in such a Scholar and Friend. Late 
in November, 1794, F. P. rejoined his 
brethren at Stonyhurst, and by his ac- 
quaintance with the world, by his classical 
taste, his extensive information, his in« 
defatignble industry and punctuality, his 
tender and solid piety, his consummate 
talent in forming young men to a spiritual 
life, he essentially promoted tlie credit and 
welfare of that establishment. No one 
can read h's MS. Exhortations to the 
Novices ( he was the 1 st Master of the 
Novitiate at Ilodder^ on the Institute and 
Constitutions of the Society, without ad- 
miration of the Author. After devoting 
his great energies for several years to train 
his Novices in the true spirit of their holy 
Patriarch, he was declared Provincial of 
his English Brethren, on the 8th of Sep- 
tember, 1817. Three years later he was 
summoned to Roma for the election of a 
General of the Order. On his return 
homewards he died suddenly at Jougnd. 
He had travelled S days in good health, and 
found himself so well on the 12th of June, 
that he proposed to continue his journey 
that night; but not being able to pass 
the Custom house, until 7 o'clock the next 
morning, he stopped and retired to rest. 
About 4 the next morning he told his at- 
tendant, that he had slept well ; and the 
person accordingly proceeded to make the 
necessary arrangements for the journey. 
On returning to the chamber and calling 
the Father, he was surprised to receive 
no answer, when, on opening the curtains, 
lie perceived him dead I But he, who had 
80 well taught the art ot dying to others, 
was well prepared to meet death.

A man of Letters and of manners too. 

His precious remains were conveyed to 

the Parish Cemetery, and strange to say, 

with military honors ; on his tonb-stone 

appears the following Inscription.

After pul>li>hing this elever work, he 
procured an Italian eopy o( the Original 
Memoirs of Panzani, firom the Vatioan 
Library, which convicts Dodd of disho- 
nesty as an Historian.

He also compiled an ac- 
coQDt of the preseryatiou of the Society 
in White Russia. Indeed his pen was 
nerer idle. "i>ofiiifitt« dedit ei fortitu- 
dinem et usque in seneetntem permansU 
virtus Eccles, c. 46, v. 10. 

In conclading this feeble memoir, I 
wish to testify my personal gratitude to 
this talented and Tenerable Father. Du- 
ring eleven years at Stonyburst, I had the 
happiness of possessing him as my Spiri- 
tual Director : he was also pleased to take 
an interest in my literary improYement: 
his library was always open to me: his 
ridi -stored mind was ever ready to satis- 
fy my inquiries, and to instruct my ig- 
norance. His company and conversation 
first gave me a relish ror these researches. 
Whatever merit there may be in any of 
my Historic Collections, I wish to be 
placed to his account: let the blame of 
what is defective and incorrect, be charged 
and fixed on me alone. To him 1 can 
apply the forcible and pathetic appeal of 
St. Paulinus to Ausonius.

And here I venture to recommend young 
Members of the FroTince (who, Itake it, 
must be inquisitive for knowledge) to revere 
the hoary head, to court the company and 
conversation of those, whose wisdom has 
been enriched and dignified by the experience 
of multiplied years. If this advice were 
better attended to, many interesting anec- 
dotes, and points of valuable information, 
which elude the notice of general history, 
while they are recent and familiar, would 
often be perpetuated by Tradition, and 
transferred to record, and thus be secured 
from the gulph of oblivion. 

In the Catholic Advocate, p. 264 of 
the 16lh of July, 1821, is his Biographical 
Sketch.

MCCLXXXVI. Plowden, Edmund, 
younger brother of Francis^ both "were 
admitted at Night, 2nd December, 1682, 
intotheNovitiateof Watten, by the name 
of Perot." After teaching a course of Hu- 
manities at St. Omer, he was ordered to 
the Mission, where he passed by the name 
•f Oage. He was promoted to the rank of 
a Professed Father, 2nd February, 1702, 
O. S. I find from the Provincial's Book 
that ho was declared rector of his Brethren 
In the College of St. Ignatius, 28th of Au- 
gust, 1727. At the expiration of three 
years he was summoned to Liege College, 
to fill a similar ofilcefor the same period. 
Kell/ing to Ghent, he died there Srd Sep- 



tember, 1740, at the good old ago of 7G. 
See Gage Edmund. 

MCCLXXXVII. Plowdbn, Francis, 
above-mentioned. On the English Mission 
he sometimes went by the name of Simons; 
was professed in 1606. In the early part 
of the 1 8th century he occurs Procurator, 
at Paris. In 1728 he was living at An- 
twerp. He died at Watten, 22nd of June, 
1736, «t. 76. 

MCCLXXXVIIl. Plowden, Joseph ; 
admitted 7th September, 1676. This zea- 
lous and charitable Father caught his death 
in France, during his attendance on the sick 
and wounded soldiers, 6th of February, 
1692, St. 37. 

MCCLXXXIX. Plowden, Percy, 
(unde to F F. Charles and Robert P.) ad- 
mitted 7th June, 1693. Prof. in 1707: was 
Rector of the English College, at Rome, 
from the spring of 1731 to the autumn of 
1734. On the 21st of January, 1735, 
was declared Rector of the House of Pro- 
bation, at Ghent, thence proceeded to St. 
Omer, where he filled a similar ofAce,. 
from 22nd of October, 1739 to 3lst July, 
1749. Retiring then to Watten, he pre- 
pared himself for eternity, which he en- 
tered 21st September, 1745, at. 73. Emi- 
nent himself for devotion to the incompa- 
able mother of J. C. he sou^t to pro • 
pagate this spirit in the hearts of the faith- 
ful, by ti-anslating *' Segneri*s Devout Cli- 
ent of the blessed Virgin." and wrote the 
excellent preface to it. Was he the author 
of '* Practical Methods of performing the 
ordinary Actions of a Religious Life with 
Fervour of Spirit, *• printed at London, in 
1718? 

MCCXC. Plowden, Richard, (elder 
brother of Percy,) a man of superior merit, 
and gifted with the special talent of (jk>- 
vernment. Joined the Society in 1679; 
eighteen years later was admitted to the 
Four Vows of the Order. For several 
years taught Theology at Liege.. In 1704 
was appointed Rector of the College there : 
at the expiration of four years, was re- 
quired to fill the same situation at St. 
Omer : and at Rome, from the spring of 
1712, till late in 1715, when he \«as 
called to be Provincial of his Brethren. On 
I'etiring from that dignity, he was re-ap- 
pointed Rector of Liege for another quad- 
riennium .* and then on the 22nd of May, 
O. S. 1725, was again declared Rector 
of St. Omer. During this second pre- 
sidency, viz, on Thursday night, the 4tb 
of October, 1725, in his letter to F. Eber- 
son. Rector of Liege, on the 7t!i of Oc- 
tober, he says "The Fire broke out in 
our Study place, about 11 | ( P. M. ) and 
burnt with that violence, that in a little 
time all the building was consumed. From 
thence it communicated itself to the great 
Square, or new Building of the College 
on both sides, and ran on with that pro- 
digious force, that there was no stopping 
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it^ and by four in the morning, the whole 
Square was burnt down, and nothing left 
standing but the walls. With much ado 
we saved the Church, the Sodality, and 
that wing where the kitchen is. The 
Scholar's Infirmary and Basse Court were 
not touched. And this is all that remains 
of our College. By a great mercy of God, 
nobody was hurt, tho' seferal had but 
just time to save themselves — Tis* a me- 
lancholy sight to see such a College re- 
duced to this condition. God's Holy 
Will be done. However we are resolved 
to go on and not break up, nor send any 
Steholars away, and I trust in God we 
shall make a shift, till Providence furnish 
us means to rebuild. 

In a 2nd letter to the same, the 2 1st of 
October, 1725, he says " no endeavours 
shall be wanting on our side to support 
ourselves in a tolerable way for the present, 
and to try to procure where-withal to re- 
settle the College in statu ^uo." 

Great and meritorious were his exer- 
tions to provide conveniently and com- 
fortably for bis large community. In a 
letter to the same Reverend Friend, dated 
the 4th of May, 1727. he says " To day 
we dine for the first time in our New Re- 
fectory, which is very handsome, being 
something higher than it was, and paved 
with marble and other stones, and a new 
wainscoat all round: the ceiling is also 
much better than it was. We hope to have 
the Sodality ready for next Sunday, to re- 
sume oar devotions there.** 

From necessity, the Community had 
been obliged to use the Sodality Chapel 
for the Refectory. 

In a letter from F. Richard Hyde, on 
the 11th of November, 1725, to F. Eber- 
son, I read, that this accidental fire could 
never have happened at a worse time, or 
he more fatal in all its circumstances. 
We had not above of'lSO in the bouse: 
all our winter clothing for Fathers and 
Scholars, was ready n^de, and all lost: 
all the Scholars* bedding, with most of 
tlie Fathers*, burnt — all their gowns, books, 
musical instruments, all lost ; so that I 
count the loss of moveables greater than 
that of the house. — A magazine of books 
in albis, which were in the room that used 
to be the first Prefect's, saved the ehurch ; 
for they being very closely corded up, the 
firo could never pierce them ; and the En- 
gine continually played from the streets on 
them. — ^Wo begin the foundations of the 
New Schools to-morrow : and if God 
sends money, I hope they may be finished 
by the end of next May.'* 

On the 13th of May, 1728, F. Plowden 
retired from the Rectorship of St. Omer, 
and on the 16th of September, 1729, fi- 
nished his laborious and useful course at 
Walten, aged 66. 

MCCXCl. Plowden, Robert, elder 
brother of F. Charles P. was born the 



27th of January, 1740: embraced the In- 
stitute of St. Ignatius, in 1756, was or- 
dained Priest the 2ad of October, 1763, 
and for some time was Confessor to the 
Theresian Nuns, at Hoogstract. His first 
Mission was at Arlington, Devon, which 
he served from September, 1777, until 
October, 1787, when a wider field for hii 
zeal and talents, was prepared for him at 
Bristol. The Chapel in Dighton St. 
proving too small, he undertook the 
erection of a much more capacious one in 
Trenchard St. on the 27th of June, 
1790: and near it, he built a convenient 
house for the Incumbent, and an excellent 
Charity School. To his indefatigable 
exertions, the Mission of Swansea is also 
greatly indebted. F. P. was frank, dis- 
interested, zealous, and bountiful to the poor, 
and during a residence of nearly 30 years 
in Bristol, secured the favour, the esteem 
and respect of the public. But at length 
he marred his usefulnass, and departed 
from the spirit of the Society of Jesus, by 
pursuing the wrongheaded course of at- 
tacking, in the Pulpit, the Pastoral Letter 
of his Bishop, on Sunday, the )5th of 
December, 1813. For such uncalled for, 
such disrespectful and unprofessional pro- 
ceeding, he incurred his Bishop*s dis- 
pleasure ; and the Provincial, F. Marma- 
duke Stone, was under the necessity of re- 
moving him from Bristol. How much 
wiser he would have shewn himself, had 
ha followed the advice of Thomas a 
Kempis, in 9lh ch. I lib. of Imitation 
of Christ ! 

In a letter to me, dated Cannington, tht 
13th of December, 1817, from the Right 
Reverend Dr. Colli ngridge, his Lord- 
ship says " If Mr. Plowden had never 
attempted to publish his Catechism, or to 
criticise and condemn my Pastoral, he 
might have slipped thro' Life with the 
character which some, perhaps many per- 
sons gave him credit for, of an able Di- 
vine—Certain it is, that attestations from 
nearly 40 Divines, some of the greatest 
eminence ( and many more might have been 
obtained, if asked for) poured in upon 
me on the occasion of his attack on my 
Pastoral, all unanimously condemning his 
opinion. In his own College, as Mr. 
Slone repeatedly assured me, it was also 
censured without exception ; and the Car- 
dinal Prefect of the Propaganda, did not 
hesitate to say, of the Passage found fault 
with by Mr. P. ''est Exprcssio Catholi- 
ca'' The only way to excuse the Reve- 
rend F. is to believe, that old age and in- 
firmities had impaired his intellects. 

On quitting Bristol, F. Plowden re- 
paired to the Midland District. His friend 
Bishop Milner, placed him at Swynnerton ; 
but after some time he retired, viz, Au- 
gust, 1823, to Wappenbury, where he 
rested from his labors at 3 P. M. 17th 
of Juue, 1823. According to hii special 
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reqtMst, be vtm huried on the ouUide of 
the «oi ih Wall of Wap^nbury Chapel : 
the AeTeriend Mr. Crosbie of Leamington, 
performed the fui^eral service. The BHs- 
t6l Observer of the 2nd of July, 1S23, 
auiiounced his death with a spirited and 
honourable. Elogium. — A good picture of 
this yendnlble Father was talien by Mathew 
Brown, ktid was engraved in mezzotinto 
by C. Turner.

I have seen some printed letters to his 
Brethren **of the late English Province 
of Jesuits,*' and should have thought better 
of his Discretion, if he had never written 
them. 

MCCXCII. Plowden, Thomas, (alias 
Dean) born actually in Spain: and ad- 
mitted an Alumnus of the English Col- 
lege at Rome, in 1706. In vain I search 
for other details than his death at Ghent, 
the i7th of September, 1719. 

MCCXCIII. Plunket, Robert, born 
in England, the 23rd of April, 1752: 
Joined the Order the 9th of October, 
1769: subsequently proceeded to Mary- 
land : became the first Rector of George- 
Town College. He died in Maryland, 
A. B. 1815. 

•MCCXCIV. Pocket, Francis, of 
Flanders, admitted as a Lay-brother the 
9th of October, 1729, and finished his 
earthly course at Watten, the 8th of May, 
1743, let. 44. 

MCCXCV. PoiNTELE, Thomas, born 
in Paris, in 1738: when very young, 
joined the Society. On the 1st of April, 
1775, was promoted to Priesthood, and 
appointed a Canon of the Collegiate Church 
of Champeaux, in his native Diocese. 
Driven from his Country by the French 
Revolution, he fled at first to the 
Netherlands, and thence to England. He 
was too happy to reunite himself to the re- 
vived Society, and died on the 11th of De- 
cember, 1818. He had published an 
Abridgment of the History of the Order 
of the Knights of Jerusalem; but which I 
am unable to describe. 

MCCXCVI. and MCCXCVII. Pole, 
or Pool, Anthony. I meet with two of 
this name : one, after studying in Spain,

armetl at Liege in 1614; but in vain I 
atiempt to pursue his history. 

The other was formed a spiritual Coad- 
jutor 2Qd February, 1669, and died at 
Liege, 13th July, 1692. 

AICCXCVIU. Pole, Charles, made 
his simple Vows at Watten, in 1600; after 
serving the oflice of Minister, proceeided to 
the Mission, and died, I believe, at Sutton, 
near Guildford, 2nd July, 1740, (fit. 71, 
Prof. 34. 

MCCXCIX. and MCCC. Pole, Francis, 
The elder was of a Derbyshire family. 
When he had served the Mission 2 years, 
he petitioned to be enrolled amongst the 
Novices of the Society. His request was 
granted. He passed to the reward of his 
pious labours 4th November, 1684, set. 60, 
Soc.31. 

The younger born 15th December, 1711; 
at the age of 17 became a Novice, and 
eighteen years later a Professed Father. 
He ended his days at S||i|esfield, in the 
County of Hereford, 23rd December 1767. 
IVICCCI. Pole, George, died in Mary- 
tond, 3 1st October, 1669, ffit, 41, Soc. 13, 
Prof. 3. I read in a letter of the Provincial 
F. Joseph Simeons, that he had been em- 
ployed in that arduous mission two years, 
when God called him to himself, that when 
the plague raged in London, three years 
before his death, he had heroically devoted 
himself to the service of the infected* 

MCCCII. Pole, Gervase. Three inem- 
bers of this name appear in the Fasti. Of 
the first I learn that he passed from his 
missionary labours to his repose and reoom* 
pence on the 15lh of April, 1646, set. 70, 
Soc. 35, Prof. 26. 

MCCCIIl. The 2nd was truly a man of 
God, and the happy instrument of many 
conversions. His successful zeal so in- 
flamed the hatred of tlie enemies of religion, 
that he was obliged to abscond, and the in- 
conviences and dose confinement he had to 
snfier in order to elude their malice and re- 
vengeful spirit, had tiueh an effect on his 
health as to accelerate his death. He de- 
parted to our Lord in the College of the 
Immaculate Conception, on 14th of March, 
1641 , Soc. 35, Prof. 19, set. 70 " Operarius 
vald6 industriuSf et vir plan^ ApoBtolicut, 
Ab Oratioms spiritu^ cui muUum ne da* 
bat, Jluxerat in eo lucra^uli Deo hominet, 
TaZentwn." An. Lit. 1641. 

How many have to regret in their last 
moments that they have taken more pains 
to cultivate taste and science, than to cor- 
rect and improve the heart and nourish its 
uninterrupted union with Almighty God ? 

* MCCCIV. The 3rd was a Temporal 
Coadjutor, who finished his pious course at 
Ghent, 26th of April, 1690. 

MCCCV. PoLE> John. Three also oc- 
curs of this name. The 1st is mentioned 
in p. 290, of Morels Hist, as having died in 
Spain, about the same time as F. Anthony 
Hosl(ins, consequently about the year I615. 
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MCCCVI. The SiiJ was from Spinkhill 
in Derbyshire, as F. More relates, p 286, 
Hist. He had joincU the Order in 1598, 
was sent to fill the office of Prefect of Stu- 
dies and Professor of Divinity, in the Se- 
minary of Valladolid, bat died at St. Lucar, 
in l6lU, before he had completed his Thir- 
tieth year. " Vir a rirtnte et dodrind, 
commendatuH.''* 

MCCCVll. Of the 3d I can only glean 
that he died in England, 3rd September, 

1666. 

MCCCVIII. Pole, James, was admit- 
ted a Novice in 1707, »t, 22, and a Spiri- 
tual Coadjutor eleven years later. It appears 
that he died before the year 1726 ; but I 
search for the date in vain. 

MCCCIX. In No. DLXXII we hare 
mentioned another Father of this name ;and 
have since ascertained that he was employed 
in the Yorkshire Mission, and was pre- 
maturely taken oflf by death, 4lh December, 
1760. 

MCCCX. Pole, Michael. I meet with 
two members so called. The 1st who died 
in England, before receiving Priesthood, 
on 7th of April, 1687, »t. 26, Soc. 6. 

MCCCXi. The 2nd was the Incumbent 
at Wardour for some time. He died in 
England, 23rd of April 1748. st. 6i. Soc. 
41 . Be was also called Foxe. 

MCCCXII. Pole, Pkter, born 12th 
November, 1728; admitted a Novice Isl 
October, 1748, and a Professed Father 2nd 
F^rubry, 1763: was employed in the 
P&raguay Mission. In a letter of F. 
Thorpe, dated 24th December, 1785, 1 read 
*' A Spanish Jesuit among the Exiles here 
(i2ome,) gives a good character of Mr. 
Poole, to whom in America be was master 
of Philosophy and Divioity. He tdls me, 
he was taken a lad in an I&glish Prize, and 
given by theSpanbh Capturer to the Rector 
of one of our Colleges In South America, 
who pat him in a sieminary, from whence 
he entered the Society.*' 

After the expolsion of his brethren from 
Paraguay, be went to Liege, but ended 
his days in Loudon on the 9(h of January, 
1793. In the World Newspaper of the 
loth of October, 1S81, under an article 
** AneedoUt of BraziC" we read '* it is here, 
in South America (for thediscoveryof most 
of its valuable productions, Europe is in- 
debted to the Jesuits, ) that the lover of 
humanity may be permitted to mourn over 
their fall. Their singular system of go- 
vernment at the Missions, will behest es- 
timated by comparing the present deplo- 
rable state ot morals in those districts, 
with the period when they were subject 
to the jurisdiction of their Order.** 

MCCCXIIl. I'oLB, TouissANT, admit- 
ted on the 7th of September, 1694 : ordain- 
ed priest in 1703: died in England on the 
22nd of May, 1710, cet.37. 

MCCCXIV. Poole, William,— This 
good man was born on the 16th of Decem- 



ber, 1752: at the age of 18 began his No- 
viceship. Soon after his ordinations, was 
employed in the Derbyshire Mission ; but 
in January. 1700 accepted the charge of 
the faithful in Exeter, where he o|Hined its 
present chapel f>f St. Nicholas, on the 6th 
of January, 1792. To th s MUsionary 
establishment he was a benefactor, and to 
his flock he was a kind and altentive Pas- 
tor. Removing from this city in January, 
1807, he was subsequently appointed to 
the Mission of Bedford, near Leigh, in Lan- 
cashire. Under his auspices, religion great- 
ly flourished there, so tliat he was under 
the necessity of enlarging the chapel. ThU 
worthy Father died of a paralytic stroke 
about 7 PM., of Friday the 27lh of Feb- 
ruary, 1S28, and was buried in a vault 
outside his chapel. 

MCCCXV. PoROAGE, William. In 
the Annual Letters ol 1710, I find " %re- 
yie partet suas ayil novus Rector CoUc' 
gin, SS. Afwstolorum P. Gulielmuu Por- 
dage:^ I believe that he died at Oxburg 
Hall, Norfolk, 30th of August, O.S. 1780, 
at. 84. Soc. 64. 

MCCCXV! Port, Thomas, of Dei by- 
shire: joined the Order at the age of S2, 
and was Professed on the 10th of April, 
1626. This holv man was a martyr to 
the stone. On his death at St. Oingr*! 
College (wheie he had formerly been Rec- 
tor ) 7th of January, 1601, the body was 
opened, and a stone extracted of 2S ounces, 
Trojf Weight I 

♦MCCCXVll. POMCKLET, Ilfc^lKV. of 

Liege. This worthy Lay-brollier rested 
from bis labors on the I7tli of Heplcmber, 
1783, St ^. Rel. 31. 

•MCCCX VI 1 1. I'oLLAno, Fbahms. of 
Sussex died at Waiten on the 2nd of Mtrp- 
tember. lO^JO. act. 70. tkn:. J)2« 

MCCCXIX. Powo, Thomas, bom at 
Belmont, near WStuAimUif, on tlwi 2iHh of 
Way, I53J). Ill* FallMsr. WiUiaw Pvnd, 
Esq., married Annv, bitter of Tiu>*ijas 
Wriotesley, Earl of ^outlumpwu, Ader 
receiving a liberal edu'caticu at Ht. Maiy'^ 
College, Winchester, he repaired to Loo- 
don to prosecute the study of Law, and, 
upon the death of his Father, attached him- 
self to the Court of Klisnbcih. where he 
was distincuishcJ by his su|>crlor grace in 
dancing; but at louglh wotrUHl wiih cha- 
grin and disgust, ho souglit tn rrltgUm for 
that peace and comfort, which (he world 
cannot give. As early M the lit uf lid- 
ccnibcr. IA7H, ho had olittthtml ttdrtttimtoii 
into the Society (Hi^c \\\u iO-O of F. 
More*s Hist.) Few melt luftbriul itinru In 
person and protHMty for the iihdtiMiittd pro' 
fession of the Cntholtd Katth. ItJs letter 
to F. Persoim, dated tht^ 8rd of Juno, 1609, 
is glowing with xoat ttnd a i'cIIkIoub spirit. 
He had then tircn (HMifliiml tn 10 diflerent 
prisons during tho nrovlous thirty years, 
and **in that space lour thousand i)ounds 
spoil sulterrd of my substance.'* On one

occasion, whtn brought before the Court, he 
says ''laying ray hand upon the breast of 
my cloak (cassock or gown) I protested 
to them that I would not change it for the 
queei/s crown." He had a good Esquire's 
£state *' but it was so pillaged by fines and 
exactions, that e?en bis enemies were 
ashamed of their cruelty : " Yea Salts- 
buri/hUnaeK upon my plaint, telling him 
that our gospel taught out of Christ's own 
mouth, that it was more blessed to give than 
to take and kforliore much more blessed to 
giv^, than to take away, as they had taken 
so much from me, took so much compassion 
on me for his own honour, as to give me 
back £2X for my relief, of J^OJ, which 
from a Ward that fell to me of one of my 
tenants, he had taken from me and given 
to his secretary.** The good old man sub- 
scribes himself "one of your most de- 
voted children, although hitherto least bene- 
ficial.*' 

At length James 1st, restored the venerable 
confessor to Liberty ; and he actually died 
on the dth of March, 1615, in the very 
same apartment at Belmont, in which he 
had been born 7Q years before. See his life 
in Tanner. 

MCCCXX. Porter, John (vers Cov' 
busier^) born the 10th of June, 1707: ad- 
milted in 1726. Professed the 2nd of Feb- 
ruary, 1741: died at Scortney Castle, the 
Sth of September, 1765. 

MCCCXX1. Porter, James, born in 
the Low Countries of English Parents, the 
9th of November, 1733 : enrolled himgelf 
among the Children of St. Ignatius in 
1752 : and 18 years later, made the Solemn 
Profession of the Four Vows. Renouncing 
a considerable estate in Lincolnshire, he 
was content to lead the life of a poor Mis- 
sionary, at Salisbury and Stapehill. He 
retired at length to Portico near Liver- 
pool, where he peacefully ended his days, 
on the 28th of March, 1810. 

MCCCXX II. PoRTEn, Nicholas, born 
at Porto S. Maria, near Cadix, the lOth 
of September, 1724. His Father was En- 
glish : his Mother was Spanish. In 1741, 
he entered the Novitiate, and 18 years 
later became a Professed Father. For a 
short time he lived in the English College 
at Rome ; thence departing for Spain, was 
involved in the storm that burst on his 
brethren, the 4th of April, 1767, and was 
banished from that kingdom. Previous to 
the general suppression of the Order, this 
good-natured little man settled himself in 
Rome, and for a short time was Spiritual 
Father in the English College there, but 
subsequently accepted the situation of Tu- 
tor to the sons of Mr. Dcnham, the Bank- 
er .in Strada Rosella. When that Banker 
failed, F. Porter retired to St Carlo: 
and strange to say, got himself initiated 
in the Third Order of St. Francis. Soon 
after this, he quitted Rome for Naples 
and attached himself to the Family of PaJ 



lomba, wealthy Merchants in that City 
In 1797, he returned to Rome, and 'vi^as 
admitted into the Qiesu, where he was a 
fixture until his pious death, on the 25th 
of August, 1802, at. 78. 

♦MCCCXXIIL Portland, Joum, 
(cUias Parry,) died at Watten, in the 
year 1621. 

MCCCXXIV. PosTGATE, Ralph. Re- 
sided chiefly at Rome, was Rector of the 
English College there from 1693 to 1699, 
and again from 1704 to the autumn of 1707. 
. He died in that city, 25th January, 1718. 
His handwriting is truly indifferent, his 
letters prove the truth of his saying that be 
wrote a " most wretched hand.** 

♦MCCCXXV. POSTLEWHITE, WiLLIAM, 

of Westby in the Co. of Lancashire. This 
amiable and talented young Theologian died 
suddenly at Stonyhurst, as f well remember, 
just before High Mass commenced on 
Whitsunday, 12th of May, 1799, haying 
barely entered his 22nd year* He was the 
first person buried in the Chapel yard, 
Stonyhurst. 

• MCCCXXVI. POUB, OR POUVEL, DB 

Philip, admitted 12th Nofember, 1682. 
This good Lay-brother died at St. Omer, 
2nd May, 1713, st. 58. 

MCCCXXVII. PouLTON, Andrew, 
admitted 31st October, 1674, ttt. 20. He 
was selected for one of the Masters o^ the 
Savoy College, London, whioh was opened 
at Whitsuntide, 16S7. That lie wfts a man 
of distinguished abilities is manifest from 
the Tracts intitled *^ Remarks upon Dr. 
Tenison*s narrative (of their conference,) 
with a confutation of the Doctor's Rule of 
Faith, and a reply to A. Cresner's Vin- . 
dlcation, 4to. London, 1087. Also **Some 
Reflections upon the Author and Licenser 
of a scandalous pamphlet, called 'Tho Mis- 
sionaries art Discovered* with the repij 
of A. Pulton to a challenge made him inii 
Letter prefixed to the said Pampblet;.* * 4to. 
London, 1688, pp. 14. At the Revo- 
lution, he followed the Court to 3t. Gar-* 
maine. In the Annual Letters of 1705, I 
read of his exploits there "76a6 Haresi ad 
Eccl§siamreduxU, inter quos non panci 
nalalibus coHspisui: plusquam 116 Coit- 
feasiones Generates in ed auld audiviL 
In Dissidia^ quce etiam luctuosum fin&n 
hcAUura timebantur, prolapsos 12 pUne 
inter se conciliavU, Et pauperum ver^ 
Patur dicitur et kabetur, ita jterpetud 
dies noctesque industrii illis procurat 
neeessaria Egestatis levamina,*' 

This truly ssealous and benevolent Father 
died at St. Germains, universally regretted, 
on the 5th of August, 1710, ttu 00. 

Poulton, Charles f see Palmer, Charles. 

MCCCXXVIH. Poulton.Gborce. ad- 
mitted in 1707 : died at Watten on the 
20th of January, 1739, St. 50 

MCCCXXIX. PouLTON, Giles, born 
on the 7th of September, 1694 studied at 
Rome, where, (to use his own expression) 
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ho commenced Priest 9th of April, 1710: 
adcaltted l2thof December, 1721 : was sta- 
tioned on the Mission at Belgrave, near 
Leioestei*, and whilst there, was enrolled 
amongst the Professed Fathers in 1731. 
Jlis letter of the 14th of May, 1737 shews 
that he was Chaplain to the Plowdens in 
Salop. He died in London on the 3d of 
Janaary, 17d3. 

MCCCXXX. PouLTON, Henry, ad- 
mitted in 1700. On receiving Holy Or- 
ders he was sent to Maryland, where he 
was carried ofif by a premature death on the 
S7th of September, 1712. let. 33. 

MCCCXXXl. PouLTON, John, admit- 
ted an alumnus of the English College at 
Rome in 1619 : further particulars I cannot 
gain. 

MGGCXXXII. PouLTON, Thomas.— I 
have met with three of this nama The 
1st, whilst procurator of his brethren in Lon- 
don, was dismissed from the Order by the Pro- 
Tincial F. Richard Blount, 12th of Decem- 
ber, 1(^30, for very indiscreet and libellous 
reflections on Cardinal Richelieu. The 
Provincial apologized to the Cardinal for 
the unwarrantable conduct of his subject ; 
and received from his eminence a very gene- 
rous and dignified reply, dated the 13th of 
August that year, expressive of his obliga- 
tions to F. Blount, and of his unabated at- 
tBchment to the Society. ** SociHatemveS" 
tram eolui semper, et amavi** The of- 
ficious interference of Dr« Richard Smith, 
^hop of Chaloedon, on this occasion, and 
his revealing F. Poulton's letter to Mr. 
George Fortescue, was any thing but cour- 
teous and friendly. It seems that F. Tho- 
mas Poulton conducted himself in the sequel 
with so much propriety, as to be reinstated 
in the Order. He died in England on the 
27th of February, 1687. 

MCCCXXXl il. The second admitted in 
1686 : died at Ghent on the 1st of April, 
1725 set. 29. 

MCCCXXXIV. The third bom on the 
15th of May, 1697 : admitted on the 7th 
of December, 1716 : was numbered amongst 
the Professed Fathers at Rome in 1734 : 
afterwards proceeded to Marylaud, where he 
filled the office of superior, and there fi- 
nished his course on the 23rd of January, 
1749. 

MCCCXXXV. Powell, Chaeles, ad- 
mitted in 1679. Professed on the 2nd of 
February, 1697 : served the Dunkenhalgh 
Mission for some years. Retiring to Ghent, 
the venerable man rested from his earthly 
pilgrimage on the I5th of January, 1738. 
St. 77. 

MCCCXXXVI. Powell, Francis, 
admitted in 1677. Prof. 17th of July, 1695. 
After filling the office of Rector in the En- 
glish Colkitt at Rome, at Liege, and at St. 
Omer, I follow him to the Mission in 
Sussex. Retiring to Liege, he there ceased 
from his labors on the 23rd of January, 
I79$r m^ 76. 



•MCCCXXXVII. Powell, Laurence, 
This Scholastic died in England on the25h 
of June, 16S7, »l. 2'i, Soc. 3. 

MCCCXXXVlll. Powell, Richard, 
died in England on the l6th of August, I6d3« 

*MC('CXXXIX. Powell, Vincent, is 
said to have died at Ingolstadt. 

MCCCXL. Powell, William. — I 
meet with two members of this name. The 
1st is mentioned in p. 2 i of More's Hist., 
as being of the Diocese of St. Asaph. He 
had spent 10 years in the Order in 1597, 
had taught Humanities, and was living at 
Cologne. This is all that F. More could 
learn of him. 

•MCCCXLI. The 2nd died a Scho- 
lastic at St. Omer on the 8th of July, 1681, 
set. 23. Soc. 3. 

MCCCXLH. PoYNTZ, Edward, (vere 
Nixon) admitted in 1694 : ordained Priest 
in 1703 : for some years was director to the 
Nuns at Bruges, Obiit IVatenis 11th of 
September, 1729, »t. 54. 

MCCCXLIII. PoYNTz, John, of d good 
family in the North of Devon, born on the 
2nd of July, 1709 : admitted by the name 
of Bfaumont in 1732. Professed in 1750. 
On the Mission he often passed by the 
name of Prit-e, and for several years filled 
the office of Procurator of the Province. 
Though a gentleman of the strictest honor 
and principle, and of great religious virtue, 
he was virulently persecuted on the pretence 
of employing undue influence with Mrs. 
Rawe of Trevithick, in Cornwall, in the 
disposal of her property. Deeming it pru- 
dent to give place to wrath, he quietly re- 
moved to Liege, where he died 21st (one 
account says second day) of May, 1789, 
ffit. 80. 

MCCCXLV. PoYNTz, John, frequently 
called Stejihens. His death at Ghent, on 
the 6th of March, 1671, is thus recorded 
in the Annual Letters of that year " E. 
Domesticis unus P. Joannes Stcphani 
Poynesius longd esgritudine ad maciem 
confectus, et laured eximioe patientiie do- 
natus, post multa obit a in Soc. munia, 
et vitam innocentissimi aclam, professus^ 
4 Vol, et omnibus Sacramentis rite muni' 
tusj morte tandem concessit, teternum 
uti speramus, victurus.** 

When F. Poynts quitted the English Mis- 
sion, he brought over to St. Omer, as I 
find by F. Richard Barton's Certificate 
of the 1st of October, 1668, the great 
bone of the right arm of St. Thomas * 

* The consecration of the Saint to the See of 
Hereford, took place at Canterbury, the 8th of 
September, 1275. In the London Edition. ( 1814 ) 
of Butler's Lifft of this Saint ( October 2nd. ) are 
several Anacbrocisnis. It is said " In 1287, his 
remains were translated with great pomp, in the 
presence of King Edward the Third ! William of 
Worcester in his Annals, fixes this Translation 
to laM. Again, the Canonization was performed 
by Pope John the XXII. in 1310. perhaps on the 
second of October." But this John was not 
elected Pope untU 1316, The trne dale should h« 
tbelTtbof April, 1S29 
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Bishop of Hereford, This venerable 
Felick was placed in the front of the Altar 
of the Sodality Chapel of St. Oiner's Col- 
lege. The Provincial F. Joseph Simeons 
in the Annual Letters of J670, records the

mentOf exposilo etiam brachio S. Thoma, 
Herefordiensis Episcopi 60 mortuorum 
(quondam suscitatione clari^ cvjus eo die 
Feslum agebatur, Mirum dictu ! ne 
UHus quidem abeo die Variolas contra xit^ 
et inter breve tempits omnes convaluere, 

MCCCXLVI. Pracid, John, admit- 
ted on the ISth of iMarcb. 1675, being 
then 37 years of nge. At the explosion of 
Oates*s Plot, he was apprehended and 
thrown into York Jail, and tho' in deli- 
cate health, and treated with singular in- 
humanity, by the blessing of God he was 
enabled to render efficacious help to his 
fellow prisoners. Discharged on bail, 
this zealous and conciliating Father died 
on the ist of April, 1686. 

♦M:;CCXLV1I. prater, Richard, 
admitted in Wales ** in Aora mo Ww '* A. 
D. 1622. 

♦ MCCCXLVIII. Prescott, Cuth- 
BERT. We learn from Tanner's "Soci- 
etas Europcea,*' that this most diligent 
Temporal Coadjutor died a prisoner for the 
faith in London, the 20th of February 
1647 »t. 65. 

♦MCCCXLIX. Preston, Edmund, 
born at Gormanston Castle, on the 14th of 
February, 1808: educated at Stonyhurst. 
This most pious Scholastic died of a rapid 
decline at Brookfield Cottage, West 
Teignmouth, on Sunday morning, the 24th 
of September, 1826. By permission of 
the Provincial ( F. Charles Brooke ) his 
earnest wish was granted to be admitted 
into the Society, and on the Friday pre- 
vious to his decease, the Reverend James 
Laurenson performed the Ceremony. A 
sarcophagU!i tomb on the North side of 
West Teignmouth Church yard, near the 
Entrance gate, incloses his remains, and 
there 1 copied the following Inscription.

To the Memory of the Honourable Edmund Preston 

( Sixth son of th e Right Honourable Lord 

Viscount Gormanston, of Gormanston Castle 

County of Meatb, Ireland) 

Who died at Teignmouth. the 24th of Sept. 1826.

♦MCCCL. Preston, Thomas, Sir, was 

the second son of Sir John Preston, who 

was created a Baronet, for his loyalty, 1st 

of April, 1644, and died of his wounds 

received at Furness. By the death of his 

•kier Brother John, Thomas succeeded to 



the Estate and Title.* He married twice: 
in vain have I sought for the name of his 
first Lady, who died shortly after her 
marriage, leaving no issue. By his 2nd 
wife, Mary, daughter of Lord Caryll 
Molyncaux, he had three children, 1st, 
Francis, who died unmarried, the 18th of 
December, 1672. 2nd, Mary, married 
to William Herbert. 3rd, Anne, who 
married in 1685, Hugh, the second Lord 
Clifford, Baron of Chudleigh. 

The worthy Baronet within six months 
after the loss of his only son, was de- 
prived of his wife by death. In this afflic- 
tion he sought comfort in Religion, and 
after due deliberation, decided on em- 
bracing the Institute of St. Ignatius. He 
accompanied the Provincial F. George 
Gray to Walten, and enrolled himself 
amongst the Novices, on the 28th of June, 
1674, being then 31 years of age. Tho* 
he had an excellent capacity, and de- 
fended tl.e whole course of Theology with 
much credit, he never could be induced to 
take Holy Orders. It is certain, as I find 
from a letter of the Provincial F. John 
Keyres, dated the 29th of October, 1683, 
to the General, that there was not a little 
eccentricity mixed up in his character. 
Until his death at Walten, the 271h of 
May, 1709, st. 66^ he was content to re- 
main in the humble ctmdition of a Lay- 
brother. 

MCCGLI. Preston, William, was 
admitt^ an Alumnus of the English Col- 
lege at Rome, in 1655; but where he en- 
tered the Society I have not been able to 
discover. I know that he was Rector ot 
his Brethren in the College of St. Thomas, 
in 1701, which at that time comprehended 
17 Members: and that he died on the I4th 
of December, 1702. 

MCCCLII. Price, John, born in 
Cheshire, A. D. 1576. At the age of 24, 
he joined the Society. After teaching 
Philosophy and Divinity at Valladollid 
and Louvain, with distinguished ability, 
and making the Profession of the Four 
Vows, on the 4th of October, 1614, he 
received orders to prepare for the English 
Mission. For 29 years, be continued with 
indefatigable zeal and charity to labour 
in the conversion and satisfaction of souls, 
when God called him to himself, on the 
27th of February, 1645. He was the 
« Author of ^'Anti-Morton, or an Apology, 
against Thomas Morton, Bishop of ] >ur- 
ham" 4to 1640.

MCCCLIII. Another F. John Price 
was born near Lanherne in Cornwall, on 
the 3rd of August, 1739: entered the So- 
ciety on the 14th of February, 1758: for

* MCCCLIV. Paice, James, admitted 
on the dth of January, 1750. This. good 
IVother died at St. Omer, on the 12th of 
January, 1754, set. 23. 

MCCCLV. Price, Ignatius, born in 
Wales, v\. D. 1610: when 24 years old, 
■was numbered amongst the children of St. 
Ignatius. In 1644, a peiiod of great 
difBculty and danger, he embarked on the 
English Mission^ and for 34 years 
laboured with exemplary zeal and credit. 
At the breaking out i»f Oates*s Plot, F. 
Price was eagerly sought f».r by the Police 
and informers. For two Months "detw- 
ffurio in tugurium noetufugiens^ nvdis 
allquando pedibus, adultd "liieme per oL- 
tai nives et profundas aquas lineis pie- 
rumquc vestitus, incidit tandem in viO' 
lentam febrim^ ct brevi extinvtus estJ** 
He was then living in South Wales, near Rag- 
land. F. Charles Baker, thien a prisoner, had 
sent him his best wishes for his souPs 
happy passage out of this turbulent world, 
to an eternity of rest. He died of fever 
and exhaustion, T>n the 16th of January, 
1679. Another account states *''post 
hngam et mwUipticem p'ersecntionem^ 
cum de horrco in horreum^ de caulA in 
cavlant, imo de hitrd in karam subter- 
fvgiefido^ expibratorum indaginem elu- 
siimety tandem obncurd quidem^ sed gto- 
HosA morte defunetus est. ^e in *epnl- 
chro quidem Quietem invenU : excnssc' 
runt iandapilam, abstv let unique appen- 
sttm Covpovt dtucem argenteam ; non 
Crucis amore^ 6ed argenti,'* 

MCCCLVI. Prick, Isaac, one of the 
first Alumni of the English College at 
Rome ; in 1579, joined the Society, but 
probably died soon after. 

MCCCLVII. pRitE, Thomas, related 
I think to Ignatius, admitted in 1600. 
Soon after his commeneement of his Mis- 
sionary Career in England, he was cap- 
tured and sentenced to perpetual banish- 
ment ; but his zeal induced him to return 
tn the vineyard, where he continued to 
labor until his happy death at London, on 
tho-^3rdof July, 1625, set. 55. If e trans- 
lated into English from the Latin of Tnr-

MCCCLVHI. PiucnAnD, Charles, 
died in the College of St. Francis Xavier, 
on the Uth of March, 1680, at. J3. Rel. 
17 " reV humilis, dcvotns, animarum 
zelo ct laborum in iis juvundis suscep- 
toruM patientid conspicuus.*' For 16 
years he I'.ad been employed in the Mission 
of South Wales, and during the whole of 
that time, had never seen London ; yet 
Bedloe had the audacity to swear, that 
this innoflTensive. Father, , had. plotted the 



death of Charles II, tnd had fre<|iMinllf 
assisted at Che Jesuits* consultations at 
London, in 1678, to assassinate the King 
and overturn the Government. On swsh 
information^ a large reward was oiTeiied 
for F. Prichard's appi'ehensioa. We read 
what follow^ in the Annual fteport of 1660, 
^''Alissi in provineiam explaratoret 
stepiusj eldiligeuter, sedfrustra ItUebras 
omnes itlius eausd in domibus catkoH- 
eorum perscrutati sunt, Scsquiannnm 
in loco Molitario intra domum Viriap^ 
prime Catholici^ paucis etiam domes- 
ticis notus, deiituit : interdiu nunquam 
€ loeo pedem efferens : eliatnsi noetu in 
auxilium animarum tenuUn'is fortWMB 
subinde longius exeurreret. Sed iita 
tBrumnosa Vivendi ratio valetudinem eoT' 
rupil : et aceedente 6 loco superior e pro- 
lapsione, dum gressum in teuebris tern- 
taret, mortem acceleravit. In Horto

MCCCLIX. PuLLEN, John, made his 
Novitiate at Rome, as I learn from F. 
John Gerard's autobiography. The old 
man was socius to F. Gerard, atKl most 
narrowly escaped apprehension, when 
their house was searched by the notorious 
Justice Young. 

•MCCCLX. Putney, William, of 
Sltropshih?. The Provincial Report of 
1655, describes him as being then 79 years 
of age, of which period he had spent tlS 
years in the Society : and it adds *"'jnvat 
nostros in AngliA multiplioi minislerio,** 
MCCCLXl. PuY, Du, Thomas. This 
Foreigner often passed by the name of 
Ashton : was admitted on the Sdth of No- 
vember, 1684 : died at Watten on the 
8th of October, 1707, ict. 45. 

*AICCCLXII. Pybourn, Johw, died 
at Liege of the plague, on the xnd ol Oc- 
tober, 1637. 

MCCCLX HI. PX;gh, Edward, boru 
in Wales, July, 1777: studied at Stony - 
hurst, where he defended Divinity, on the 
32nd of April, iSOl, and afterwards was 
Chaplain to the Tempest Family at 
BroHghton ; but finished his course at Poa- 
tefracl after a short illness, on Tuesday 
the 4th of October, 1836. His end was 
calm and edifying : His remains were 
deposited in Pontefract Church, on the 7th 
of October. 

MCCCLXIV. Rand, Thom.\s, of Ox- 
fordshire ; Joined the English Province iu 
1600, and was professed 18 years liter. 
This venerable Father had been Peniten- 
tiary at Loretto ; after serving the English 
Mission nearly half a century? lie was cal- 
led by his master to receive his reccrapence 
4th of August, 1057, eet. 82. 

•MCCCLXV. Rappit, Edward, a 
Temporal Coadjutor, who finished 'his 
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earthly course at Watten, Tlh December, 
1675, ffit. 37, Soc. 12. " Vir ingeniosus at: 
industrius, et notte trga pavperes chart- 
ttUis.** An^ Lit. 

MCCCLXVI. Rastall. EDWARB,offhe 
city of GloucesterilNi^ ; was admitted with 
his brptW John at Rome, in 1568. He 
was sentto lugolstadt', in Gerraaiiy/to per- 
fect ^himself in Theology, according to F. 
iVIore, p^l9, Hist. ; but here all traces of 
•him escape the investigation of that writer. 
Drews fixes his death 17th June, 1557.

MCCCLxVlI. Rastall, John. This 
powerful antagonist of Je.well was educated 
in Wykhara*s School, Winchester, and at 
New College, Oxford, but, says Wood, p. 
265, Vol. 1, Athen. Oxon. 'Meft his Col- 
lege (where he had always been accounted 
an excellent disputant,) his friends and 
native country for conscience sake. After 
joining the Society with tlie above mention- 
ed Edward, he became one of its brightt st 
ornaments. Whilst Rector of the College 
at Ingolstadt he offered himself to God as 
a victim for the life of t)iat eminent and 
saintly Father Paul (not Peter as Consta- 
ble* says) Hoffaeus, whose recovery was 
hopelesi^. God was pleased to accept his 
generous vow and self-devotion, by calling 
him out of life, and restoring the health 
of his venerable Friend. F. Rastall died 
in the year 1600. His holy friend survived 
until the tlie 17th of December, 1608, et. 
85. Soc. 54

MCCCLXX. Rkdford, Sebastian. — 
Tbis.able'ControVersii^list was born on the 
27th of April, 1701^ entered the Novitiate 
at Watten in J7I9 ; and was admitted to 
the Profession of the Four Vows in En- 
gland, on the 2nd of February, 17o7. In 
the early -part of his Missionary career he 
was attached to the Powis Family. Two 
of his letters dated from Fowls Lastlc in 
1743 have passed thi'ough my hands : three 
years after their date I meet him as Supe- 
rior at St. WJnefrid's residence ; but 
shortly after this he' was transferred to the 
College of St. Thomas, and subsequently 
to Lancashire. For some time before his 
death he was stationed at Wealside,^ Essex, 
where he departed to' our Lord on the 2nd 
of January, 1763, He has left a volume 
entitled *' An important Enquiry, or the 
nature of a Church Reformation,** fully 
considered, wherein is shewn from Scrip- 
ture, reason and antiquity, that the late 
pretended Reformation was groundless in 
the attempt, and defective in the Execution* * 
8vo. London, 1751, p.p. 407. An im- 
proved edition issued from the London 
prcfssTin 1758. Svo. pp. 412. 

JVICCCLXXL Reeyc, Joseph, of a re- 
spectable family* in Warwickshire, born 
on the 1 Uh of May, 1738. In the 14th 
year of his age he repaired to St. Omer's 
College, where he distinguished himself by 
his genius and industry. On the 7th of 
September, 1752, he commenced his No- 
viceship at Watten. When be had de- 
fended the course of Philosphy, he was ap- 
pointed to teach Humanities, which he con- 
tinued to dd at St. Omer and Bruges for 
eight years, with honour to himself, and 
advantage to his pupils. Ordained Priest, 
he defended the whole course of Theology 
at Liege in the Lent of 1767, with univer- 
sal .applause. On the 5th of August the 
same year he reached Ugbrooke, and there 
this model of Pastors continued until his 
happy death on the 2nd of May, 1820. For 
several years before, the Venerable man 
was afflicted with blindness: but no one 
could approach him without being edified 
with his profound sense of Religion, his 
cheerful resignation to the will of Provi- 
dence, and bis exact, fervent, and constant 
discharge of his spiritual exercises. A

Birmingham, frequent mention is made of tbe 
Reeves of Rowington, *nd Edgbaston. They were 
considerable benefactors of the New Catholic 
Church in Birmingham, that was consecrated by 
Bishup Bonaventmre Gififord, 4th of September, 
1688, and which was demolished by the Rabble 
on the 10th of December that year. 

N.B. Lewis Reeve died most holily in the Cod 
vent of St. BoMventure, atDouay^A.D.* 166^ 
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solemn dirge was performed for him at Vg* 
biooke, on Friday the 5ih of May, and the 
Discourse which I delivered on the occasion 
is preserved in the ** Catholic Spectator of 
July, 1825, p 279-282. His precious re- 
mains were deposited beliind the Chapel, 
arid a Tablet contains the following epi- 
taph:

In speaking of Mr. Reeve*s Version of 
Cdto, " Mr. Reeve has certainly executed 
his task in a manner, which in general re- 
flects credit upoA his taste and classical ac- 
quirements." 

' In the tramslation of Pope's Messiah, 
the Critic appears to give the preference to 
Dr. Johnson's version of the same "in 
point of poetic fire,*' though not altogether 
incautious Latinity.*' In conclusion he 
adds, "We have no difficulty in pro- 
nouncing,, that the writer deserves y in a con- 
siderable degree, the public patronage. His 
translations are frequently cori:eet and .ele- 
gant, and combine in many passages the 
fidelity of a translator, and the spirit of a 
poet. Yet with this commendation " we 
cannot forbear uniting our regret, that S4» 
large a portion of the volume should have 
been occupied with Latin Translation* 
from the pen of an Author, whose talents 
appear from the specimens here publish- 
«d, to have rendered him very capable of 
succeeding in orii^inal composition.**

but feeble - performance was severely, but 
• fairly handled by that acute Theologian, 
Rev.- William Pilling, O. 8. F. 

I have heard F. Reeve say, that be ht4 
prepared a considerable work on the HUto- 
ry o{ Jansenism — that he hadJent it to the 
Rev. Charles Needham the Chaplain at 
Tor-Abbey, for revision; but never re- 
covered it from his hands. Mr. R. much 
regretted its loiss. 

Several minor poems in MS. are still ex- 
tant : but his brethren must feel indebted to 
him for a valuable " Narrative concerning 
the expulsion of the English Jesuits from 
their College, at St. Oraer.*' It is far su- 
perior to the MS. account drawn up by 
F. Ralph Iloskins. 

MCCCLXXIl. Rbevc, Richard, youn- 
ger brother of Joseph, born on the 25th of 
February, 1740: joined the Society on the 
7th of Septeml)er, 1757, and went through 
his studies with great credit. His first 
Mission was at Puddington, n^ar Chester. 
He was subsequently employed in nume- 
rous Missions ; and was even sent to Pe- 
tersburgh to teach, hi the Jesuits' College- 
the English language to the Russian No- 
bility. This true-hearted, but somewhat 
eccentric Father, died in a good old age at 
Stonyhurst, on the 31st of May, 1816. To 
the end of life, tie retained the name of 
Haskfn/, with which he and his elder bro- 
ther hard entered St. Omer's College. 

MCCCLXXIII. Reeve, Thomas, was 
born on the very day his brother Joseph 
entered the Novitiate of S. J. Eigh- 
teen years later he followed his example, 
and fully partook of his religious fervour 
and devotion. Always characterised by 
zeal and piety, and by love of industry and 
Method, ha continued for naany years both 
at Liege and at Stonyhurst, to render im- 
portant services .to. the El6ves, as well in 
the capacity of Prefect of the Sodality and 
of the Juniors', as of Spiritual Father, 
and as an able Teacher of the Belles Let- 
Ues. We may truly say of him 

Esse pios. docuit ; quodque docebat. erat^ ' 
For the . last fifteen years of his life, 
this zealous little Man was Confessor to 
the Nuns of New Hall, Essex. Like an 
exhausted lamp he expired at No. 12, Nor- 
ton-street, London, (where he had gone up 
on a visit) 7th of .September, 1826. JPor 
his tombstone in St. Pancras* Church yard, 
I indited the following memorial.

MCCCLXXIV, Renoldson, John, ad- 
mitted on the 7th of September, 1673: he 
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died prematurely in England on the lat of 
April, 1680, St. 81. 

MCCCLXXV. Renoult, Thomas Ro- 
MANUA, died at Liege on the 28tb of Fe- 
bruary, 1776. 

♦MCC( LXXVI, Revel, John. This 
Scholastic died in England on the 2dtb of 
February, 1700, »t. 2«, Soc. 3. 

♦MCCCLXXVII. Reynolds, Richard. 
This Temporal Coadjutor was admitted on 
the 9nd of December, 1719, and according 
to the Provincial's book died in Maryland 
on the 1st of September, O. S., 1736. From 
anolher account I learn, that he was then 
60 years old. 

MCCCLXXVIII. Rhodes, or Rcode, 
Van Pbter, died at St. Omer on the 7th 
or 8th of August, 1702. 

MCCOLXXIX Richardson, Barn- 
ABY, is said to have died at St. Omer, on 
!be 4th of June, 1645. 

MCCCLXXX. Richardson, John.— 
1 meet with three of this name. The first 
born in Lancashire in 1662: joined the So- 
ciety at the age of 22 : was made a Spiri- 
taiU Coadjutor on the 1st of July, 1695, 
was long employed in the Lancashire Mis- 
sion (Q. at Brindle ? ) Obiit, 27th of Sep- 
tember, O. S. 1728, 89t. 66 

MCGGLXXXI. The 2nd (whose real 
name was Shuttleworth) was born in Lan- 
cashiie on the 1 8th of May, 1708: was ad- 
mitted in 1730, and Professed 18 years la- 
ter — was serving in the residence of St. 
Mary (including the Counties of Oxoo, 
Bucks and Northampton) io 1754 : five 
years later, was appointed Superior of 
IHs brethren there, and died in office on the 
S6th of June, 1765. 

MCCCLXXX II, The 3rd born thel2lh 
of May, 1734: admitted in 1755 : went to 
Slatedelf on the Idthof December, 1763; 
subsequently at EUingham : died in Lan- 
cashire on the 27th of March, 1782. 

MCCCLXXXIH. Richardson, James, 
born in 1660 : abmitted in 1679. He was 
employed in the College of St. Francis Xa- 
vler, as Chaplain, I suspect to the Vaugk" 
an Family, at Coui tfield. When the Re- 
volution burst forth) he was obliged to re- 
tire to the woods : for 10 days he lay con- 
cealed, exposed to the cold and inclemency 
of the wintry season. To escape the fury 
of the searchers, he was sometimes forced to 
hide himself in the tops of trees. Mrs. 
Vaughan, afraid to intrust the secret of his 
retreat even to her Catholic servants, cou- 
rageously proceeded alone, in the dead of 
night, through the intricacies of the woods, 
to supply him with necessaries. This re- 
treat being deemed insecure, for the seven 
following weeks he was content to abscond 
in a deserted lime-kiln. '* Tandem cum se 
remit terel nonnihil popularis procclla, e 
latebrU emergens ad consueta minisleria 
rediU.""

MCCCLXXXIV. Richardson, Joseph, 
of Warwickshire, born in 1606, at the age 
of 29 embraced the Institute of St. Igna- 
tius: died **2/i Missione Oxoniensl " i7th 
of December, 1670. A Rev. Father and 
friend of his, as we learn from the Annual 
Letters of 1671 has recorded what follows : 
^^Cum tribus circiter abhinc hebdomudis 
Anniversarium P. Bichardsoni celebra- 
lemus, atque Altare nigris vestiretitr, 
quamdiu Sacrum duraret, ejfigicm ejus 
in ipso nigro velo conspexi^ quod menlem 
non mediocriter distrahebat : nee quid' 
quam de eo dixissem, nisi astantium 
quidamj idem a se visum toio missce tern- 
pere, jurcjurando affirmasset ; idque pri- 
usquam mihi verbum de eo Jecisset Pas- 
tero die jussi hominem ad me accersiri, 
mihique indicare quo id loco apparuisset 
qui protinus ilium ipsum locum digito 
mon&travit^ quo ego ipse bonum Patrem 
totum in albis conspexi. Porro quamvis 
hvjusmodi in rebus valde sim ad creden- 
dum difficilisj probi tamen Viri auclus 
lestimonio fere adducor credere, bonum 
Patrem tiobis valedicturum advenisse.

MCCCLXX XV. Richardson, Richard, 
James (son^etimes incorrectly called John, 
R.) I believe he was from Lancashire, and I 
think was admitted in 1690. at Watten, by 
the name of Barrard. The Provincial's 
Book shows that he was professed in 1708, 
that he was declared Provincial of his 
Brethren 23rd November, 1731, that he con- 
tinued in that office until the 1st October, 
1733, and that he died at St. Omer, 6th of 
April, 1738. 

MGCCLXXXVI. Richardson, Ro« 
BERT, admitted in 1688; made his Vows 
at Watten, 8th September, 1690. 

MCCCLXXXVII. Richardson, Wil- 
liam, of Lanqashire, joined the Order in 
1660. 

MCCCLXXX VI II. Riddell, Peter, I 
think was son of Sir Thomas Riddell, of 
Gkiteshead, by his wife Elizabeth, (Coniers) 
died in Maryland. 

* Whatever advantageis said to have accrued totbe 
cause of Civil and ReligiouA liberty, from the Revo - 
lution of 1688, most certainly it brought nothing 
but persecution and despotic oppression to the 
homes, and personsi. and property of the Catholic 
Body. The Double Land Tax— the £100. re- 
ward for the discovery of a Priest — the incapacity 
of purchasing land, — the prohibition of keeping 
school and educating their own children.— and the 
keeping of a single horse above £5. va'ye. were a 
few of the bitter fruits which tlie Dutch Deliverer 
bestowed on his Catholic Subjects. An inquest of 
Jurymen held at the Sl^n of the Cock, Shefford, 
on the i7th of March, 1690. having fvund, that 
the Jesuits of St. Omer's College had a ro')rtgage 
of £500. on a part of Tuddington Manor, in Bed* 
fordsbire. belonging to the Earl of Cleveland, the 
Commissioners under the Great Seal awarded, on 
the next day. with a due sense forsooth of British 
honour and Protestant Justice, that the nooney was 
forfeited to the Crown ! ! !

Lett, of 1710; he 
was then employed in the Residence of St. 
John the Evangelist, where hedied29tb of 
March, 1711. 

*MCCCLXC. RiGBY, Edward, of 
Lancashire, admitted 18th of June, 1607, 
at Louvaln, set 26 ; died at Rome. 
•xMCCCXCl. RiGBY, John, born 8th 
Oct. 1737; admitted in 1758. This Scho- 
lastic died at Dinant, 1st January, 1767. 

Q. A Father of this name bora in the 
County of Lancashire, 17th of May, 1714; 
admitted 1732, Prof. 1750. He was sta- 
tioned at Liyerpool, where he died, 26th of 
September, 1758. After his death this Mis- 
sion experienced a too rapid succession of 
Incumbents, S. J. 

MCCCCXCII. RiGBY, Laurenc?, of 
cashire, admitted in 1630. 

MCCCXCIII. RiGBY, Roger, born in 
Lancashire, 1608; at the age of 21 entered 
the Society, and soon after his promotion 
to the Priesthood proceeded to the Mary- 
land Mission. He died in Virginia in 1646. 
WCCCXCIV. Riley, John, (alias NicAo- 
las Danby^ of Yorkshire, entered the No- 
vitiate at the age of 30 ; died In England, 
17th January, 1667, «t. b7, 

N.B. I meet with an Edward Riley ^ 
(alias TVacey,^ of Lancashire, who became 
a Novice in 1641, set. 39. 

♦MCCCXCV. RiLBY, Thomas, of Lan- 
cashire* This model of Temporal Coad- 
jutors was admitted 7th September, 1669, 
and died at Liege College, l6th August, 
1708, 8Bt. 68. *^ Sartorem agebat et ex- 
equebatur diligentissime : Nunquam otiO' 
sus fuit^ nunqvamnon muneri suo inteU' 
tu8 — Fuerat ille per annos 35 sociorutf^ 
Excitalor matutinuR, et ila quidem accvk' 
rate statuto tempore surrecturis pulsum 
dabat, ut externus qu^upiam petieril 
aliquandOy num forte nobis machina ali- 
qua esset vel instrumenti genus, quod pror 
tinus cerlis peractis horis, Campante 
pulsandcB inserviret.** An.

♦MCCCXCVI. Rimer, John. This 
English Lay- brother was convertje4 ip a 
wonderful manner at St. Omer.

MCCCXCVII. RisDON, John, I meet 
with this Father's name in a letter ad. 
dressed by the General M. Vitelleschi, to 
P. O. Shelley, the 20th of September, 
1625. 

MCCCXCVIU. RisDON, Thomas, alias 
( Bluett,) of Devonshire, I believe, wa^ 
admitted on the 7.th of Septeniber, l68^, 
»t. 23: was professed 18 years later : for 
many years he was superior of his Brethren 
in the Residence of St, Stanislaus : it is 



certain that he chiefly resided at Ugbroolce. 
In the Will of the second Lady Clifford 
(Anne Preston) dated the 13th of Sep- 
tember, 173-3, lie is thus mentioned *' I 
give and bequeaili to Mr. Risdon, who 
lives with me. Twenty pounds." Soon 
after her Ladyship's decease, which took 
place at Ugbrooke, on the 5th of July, 
1734, the Venerabh? Father retired to 
Wat ten, where he crowned a well spent 
life by a most Christian death, on the 12th 
of February, 1744, at. 82. 

MCCCXCIX. Risdon, William, of 
Devonshire. The 1st time that I meet 
with this Father U in 1615. He was gene- 
rally stationed at Rome, as Procurator of 
his Brethren. After fllling that office for 
20 years, he died in that City, on tlie 
27th of October, 1644. 

MCCCC. RisHTON, John, of Lan- 
cashire : joined the Society in 1638: 
was Professed at Watt en, on the 15th of 
January, 1655. This excellent Scholar 
had been Professor of Mathematics, and 
of Greek and Hebrew, in Portugal. He 
died at Valenciennes, on the Srd of Au- 
gust, 1656 at the early age of 42. 

MCCCCl. Rivers, Anthony, was 
Socius to F. Tfenry Garnet. After 1603^ 
I lose sight of him 

MCCCCH. Rivers, John, (whose true 
surname was Penketh ) of Lancashire : 
entered an Alumnus of the English CoUege- 
at Rome, in 1651 : thirteen years later 
joined the Society. In the delirium of 
the Public mind, occasioned by Oates*s 
Plot, he was apprehended in his native* 
County, and condemned to death. At the* 
Accession of James II, he was discharged 
from Lancaster jail, and lived till the Ut 
of August, 1701. 

MCCCCIIL Rivers, Richard, ol Lin- 
colnshire : at the age of 41, was admitted 
into the Novitiate. After exerting himself 
with indefatigable zeal in the care of soulSr 
for about 20 years, he retired to St. 
Omer, and there rendei'ed his ianoceot 
soul to God, on the 8th of November,. 
1679, 8Bt. 72. Rel. 31. Prof. 14. "Fir 
eonsummatw perfectaque virlutis.'* 

MCCCCIV. Rivers, William, died' 
in England, on the 26th of June, 1642. 

♦MCCCCV. Roberts, Fabricius. 
This Temporal Coadjutor was a native of 
Leicestershire: entered the Society at the 
age of 43 : died in 1661. let. 76. 

MCCCCVL and MCGCCVII. Roberts, 
Francis. Two of this name are recorded 
in the Necrology. One is said to have died 
at Liege, on the 20th of June, 1652 ; the 
other to have died in the san\Gi place, on 
the 14th of February, 1655. I know tbat 
one was born in Herefordshire, and entered 
the Society, set. 28. The Annual Lettier^ 
throw no light on their history. 

MCCCCVIII. RoisERTs. Rodebic. Thie 
Father wa^ certainly living either ajb 
Weilshpool^ or at Holywell, when thr 
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Uevoliition broke out, and was dislin- 
guished for his • zeal and charity. The 
Populace, worked up to madness by the 
reports of an intended Massacre, by the 
Irish Tfoops, hurried to his house, plun- 
dered it, gntted the Chapel, and burnt the 
Crucifix and his Library, in the Market 
place. Interea temporis Paler nulllbi sal 
tutus : hinc irule discurfebai^ nunc in 
semierutis casts ^ in summismontiumju' 
ffiSy nunc inj'ossis el sylvis sub dio, lati- 
tancli causd vltam transigere coaclus. 
Toto biennio magnam astatis partem de 
node in apertis campis excubavit^ et ta- 
men, quts ProviderUia Dei est^ nihil inde 
valetudo detrimenti cepit," He expe- 
rienced many hair-breadth escapes ; but 
the Angel of God rescued him from the 
hand of his enemies, and from all the ex- 
pectation of the infuriated rabble. 

This venerable Confessor died in Eng- 
land, on the 26th of June, 1721. 

MCCCCIX. Roberts, Stephen, 
( Swindle ) bom on the 6th of August, 
1677: admitted in 1693. Professed on the 
I5th of August, 1713: served the Mission 
in Gloucestershire for some time. Recalled 
to Ghent, he twice filled the office of Rec- 
tor, and died there, .on the 5th of 
December, 1758, aet. 81. 

MCCCCX. Roberts, Thomas, ad- 
mitted in 1696. Professed on the 2nd of 
February, 1714. I believe his only Mis- 
sion was Holywell, where he died on the 
2nd of May, 1727, eel. 54. 

MCCCCXI. Robinson, Andrew, 
born in Yorkshire, on the 1st of August. 
1741 : admitted on the 20th of Januarv, 
1763. After serving the Mission nearly 
60 years, he closed his lengthened course at 
Worcester, on the 28th of Eebrua^ry, 1826* 

MCCCCXII. Robinson, ( huistopher^ 
born in Cumtierland, at the age of 31, 
joined the Society, and became a Professed, 
Father, on the 25th of February. 1628. 
He died in England, on the 14 of No vem-. 
ber, 1667, aet. 82. 

JVICCCCXIII. Robinson, John, alias 
Gazain : born on the 23rd of December, 
1699, admitted on the 7th of September, 
1718. Professed in 1736: died at Preston 
on the 17th of March, 1742. 

MCCCCX IV. Another Father of this 
name, ( but who is often called Colling* 
mood and Taylor ) is celebrated as a glo- 
rious Confessor. He was born in Cum- 
berland^ntered the English College at 
Rome, in 1616, being then 28 years old : 
joined the Society as late as in his 47th 
year, and was Professed on the 17th of 
April, 1644, From a letter of F. William 
Stillington, dated the 2nd of April, 1652, 
I learn that he was arraigned at York, s^nd 
% few days before, viz, on the 25th of 
March, for being a. Priest and Jesuit. 
The only witness that appeared against 
him was ( a Mariner^s wife calling herself 
Mary Draycot ) a woman of notoriously 



bad character, who had fled from the 
hands of justice in Staffordshire. Slie 
swore she had l)een to confession to him. 
On the 27lh of March, atler the jury had 
long hesitated about their verdict, by the 
persuasion of the Judge, he was brought 
in guilty. The joj of the Holy.Man, on 
receiving Sentem« of- Death, excited the 
astonishment and admiration of the whole 
Court. During 30 years, he had been 
panting for Martyrdom. He spurned the 
oflFer of Life and Liberty, if he would 
take the Oaths. " Procul absU a me, i»- 
quit^ tanlum nefas^ et vero Dementia, 
ul vitte caduca: bona, immortahs animce 
dispendio redimam.*^ He was not exe- 
cuted however; but after 14 years im- 
prisonment, was banished. He died at 
Watlen, on the 30th of September, 1669, 
aet. 81. "Obiit hie ( Wattenis ) P. Jo- 
hannes Robinsonus, atale gravis^ vete- 
ranus Christi miles, carceris in Anglid 
jampridem molestias cceterosque Missi- 
onis laboreSf ad ultimum constanter per- 
pessus, donee in senili languore, ad qui- 
etiorem hue stationem relegatus, soli- 
tamque Societatis charitatem expertus^ 
ad cumulata meritorum suorum prcemia 
evocatue est. Lit. An. No. 1669. 

MCCCCXV. RoBiNsow, Joseph. His 
real name was Fezotti; was born in Rome 
6th of August, 1720 ; admitted an Alumnus 
of the English College there in 1731 ; en- 
tered the Novitiate of Watten 26th Decem- 
ber, 1743, and was raised to tha rank of a 
Professed Father 2nd of February, 1754. 
He died of fever, at Bruges, where he had 
most worthily filled the office of Prefect of 
the Sodality, on the 18lh of December 
1772. 

MCCCCXVL Robinson, Thomas, of 
Derbyshire ; at the age of 25 embraced the 
pious Institute of St. Ignatius; taught 
Theology and was Prefect of Studies; was 
professed 12th of May, 1622. After 35 
years of Missionary labour, died 27th of 
February, 1658, ©t. 76. 

NB.Dodd,vol. II. Ch. Hikt: p. 142, 
mentions another Father of this name. ' 
•MCCCCXVIL Robinson, William. 
This Scholastic admitted at Watten, 7th 
Sept. 1674, died there 30th of May, 1675, 
in his 20lh year* '* JUvenis praclaris do- 
tibus ornatus,'* 

MCCCCVIII. Robson, Christopher, 
adinittedfan Alumnus of the English College 
at Rome, in -1646; joined the Society 19th 
of June, 1669, at the advanced age of 49. 
I have looked in vain for further particu- 
lars. The date of his death in the Necro- 
logy in manifestly incorrect. 

MCCCCXiX. Rochester, Thomas, 
(Riffensis) of Cambridgeshire, admitted at 
the age of 24. In the Provincial report of 
1655 he is then stated to have been a. Mis* 
sionary for 28 years. The Annual Letters 
of 1656 show that he was then a prisoner. 
Whether he actaaUy died a prisoner on 29tli 
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6r September, 1657. I have not been able to 
(liscovei*; but this was probably Ibe cat»e. 

MCCCCXX. RoDNRY, Edward, was 
a student in the English College at Home, 
in 1613, died at Liege 22nd July, 1636. 
The Annual Lettieis of that year omit to 
specify the namesof the 4 who died at Liege 
College; but the context sbow.i that F. 
Rodney must either have been the Minister 
of the house, or the Prefect of <pirit, de- 
servedly esteemed in that city, and a man of 
spotless character. " Vir zeli pUnux sui- 
que vincendi studiosus,^* 

iMCCCCXX[. RoELs. Charles. The 
real name of this Belgian Father was 
Roussc, he was born 17th of April. 1690; 
admitted 1st of February, 1710, Prof. 2nd 
Feb. 1727; appointed Rector of Liege Col- 
lege in 1743, when the Students of The- 
ology were dispersed into other provinces, 
through the stoppage of the income from 
Bavaria, by the dispossession of Charles 
VU.ofhis Dominions. For 16 years F. 
Roels governed the Community, and acted 
for a considerable time as Director to the 
English Nuns, at Liege. He died 22nd of 
March, 1764. 

MCCCCXXir. RoELS, Lewis. This 
Belgian Father, born 22ud of November, 
1732 ; admitted 1753. After many years 
service in the Maryland Mission he died in 
that country 24th February, 1794^ 

MCCCCXXUl. Roels, Norbert Jo- 
seph, admitted 31st of Dec. J66S, died at 
Liege 8th of April, 1682, set. 40. 

MCCCCXXIV. RoFFE, Edward, of Sus- 
sex ; joined the Society at the age of 27, 
Prof. 12th July, 1628. This venerable 
Missionary, after exercising his apostolic 
functions in England for 53 years, died, 
6th of February, 1665, set. 78. 
. MCCCCXXV. Rogers, Edward ; ad- 
mitted 12th December, 1692, st. 30, nine 
years later I find him at Rome. 

MCCCCXXVI. Rogers, Gerard, of 
Westphalia; he died of the Plague, at Liege; 
most deeply regretted, but ripe for heaven, 
9th September, 1637, st. 37, Soc. 17. See 
p. 409,-10 of F. Mor'e's Hist. 

MCCCCXXVil. Rogers, Francis, of 
Norfolk. He died in England, i5th No- 
Tember, 1660, »t.62, Rel. 87, Prof. 20. 

♦MCCCCXXVIII. Rogers, Henry. All 
that I can learn of him is, that he^died at 
St.Omer, 21st December, 1695. 

MCCCCXXIX. Rogers, John. There 
were two of this name, one died in Eng- 
land, 15th October, 1652. 

MCCCCXXX. The other (who pas- 
sed by the name of Bamfielil^) was born in 
Wilts. In the Provincial Returns of 1655 
he is stated to be then at Watten, that he 
was 72 years old, of which period . he had 
spent 44 in the Sob.' and 34 in the Mission, 
and that the date of bis Profession was 
17th September, 1662 —He finished his 
meritorious course at St. Omer, 7th or 8th 
of August, 1657. 



MCCCCXXXI. Rogers, Philip.; Born 
2nd November, 1691 ; admitted in 1717. 
Prof. 1735. This venerable Missionary 
died in England, ^d Feoruary, 1761. 

♦MCCCCXXXH. RooKESBY, Ralph. 
This Temporal Ci.adjutor died at Walten, 
8th of February, 1690, "cwmwa^ntt aanC' 
titaiis opinione.** He was of adistini^uish' 
ed Family The Annual Letters inform 
us that he had served in the Royal Army, 
during the grand Rebellion, that afterwards 
he went over to VVntlen and joined the 
Society. They speak in glowing terms of 
his meekness, charitable and heroic atten- 
tion to the sick and adected, and his reli • 
gious fervour and perfect obedience. 

MCCCCXXXm. Rookwood, Henry, 
3rd son of Ambrose Rookwood, Esq. by his 
wife Elizabeth (Caldwell,) was born on 
Tuesday, 8th November, 1659. Entered 
the Novitiate 7th September, 16H1, Prof. 
20 June. 1699; served Coldham Hall; but 
died in Norfolk, 20th April, 1730, ait. 71, 
and was buried kt Stanoingfleld Church. 

MCCCCXXXIV. KoPER,TnoMAS, son 
I believe of Christopher 4th Lord Tonyham, 
the tifth Baron. Duririg his studies at St. 
Oraer, he distinguished himself by his 
talents, his piety and modesty. After 
much hesitation and reluctance his noble 
father consented to his embracing the Re- 
ligious state; and no sooner was the con- 
sent obtained, than the holy youth conse- 
crated himself to God in the Society of 
Jesus, 14th August, 1673. The remainder 
of his life was of a piece with its beginning. 
After a month*s illness he died in the most 
christian sentiments at Ghent, 12th May, 
1716, at. 61, Kel. 43. The Annual letters 
say he had been admitted to the Prof, of the 
Four Vows. 

MCCCCXXXV. Rose, Christophfr: 
born Ist September, 1741 : entered the So- 
ciety in 1763. 1 believe that his long mis- 
sionary career was spent almost entirely at 
Hardwick, near Hartlepool. Retiring to 
Durham, he died in that city, 8th July, 
1826, St. 85. 

MCCCCXXX VI. RoTHWELL, John, 
(alias RigmeadonJ born, according to the 
ProvinciaPs private book, 24th of August, 
1709 ; entered the Society in 1732; died at 
Kilvington, in the County of York, 29th 
September, 1782. 

MCCCCXXXVII. Rowland, John. Ho 
was certainly Missionary in the North of 
England, ia 1701-4. There be died 8th of 
March, 1709. 

MCCCCXXXVIII. Royal, John. This 
American was born 22nd September, 1729; 
admitted 1747; Professed at Canford in 
Dorsetshire, 1765; died near Bos worth, 
17th April, 1770. 

MCCCCXXXI X Ruga, Bartholomew. 
This Italian Father succeeded F. Qalli, as 
Theologian Confessor to the exiled 
consort of James 11. at St. Gerraaine, He 
died at Paris, 10th of April, 1715. In i^

♦MCCCCXL. Russell, John; ad- 
mitted hi of October, 1680; died at St. 
Omer, I5lli February, 1721, set. 53. 

MCCCCXLl. Russell, Ralph. This 
English Scholastic died at Lie g , 23rd of 
October, 1634, leaving behind an admirable 
example of piety and of the good ase of 
time. 

*MCCCCXLI1. Russell, Simon, of Staf- 
fordshire. — This Angelical youth died of 
consumption at Liege on the 21st of Sep- 
tember, 1627. Seep. 459 More's Hist. 

WCCCCXLIU. Russell, Thomas, ad- 
mitted in 1676, set. 21 ; was serving in the 
residence of St. George in 1701-4. 

•MCCCCXLIV. Russell, William, 
admitted at Rome, in the year 1563, see 
p. 30 of H. More*s Hist. 

MCCCCXLV. RuTTER, John, Bap- 
tist, or RuYTER. This Flandro-Belgic 
Father, after his Profession in the Order, 
was aggregated to the English rrovinoe 
about the year 1763. For many years he 
devoted his zeal and talents to the culti- 
vation o» the Vineyard in Pensylvania, 
where he died on the 3rd of February, 1786.

MCCCCXLVI. Rytiier, Thomas, of 
« wealthy Family, admitted in 1663 : made 
a Spiritual Coadjutor, on the Snd of Fe-* 
bruary, 1694 : after a long coarse of Mis- 
sionary labor in the College of St. Thomas 
of Canterbury, he retired to St. Omer, 
where he died, on the 21st of December, 
1733 set. 70. 

MCCCCXLVII. Sabran, Lewis, was 
born in London in 1652. His father the 
Marquis de Sabran, had been Envoy from 
France to the British Court, most certainly 
in September, 1644 ; his mother is said to 
have been a Plowdea. On the 17th of 
September, 1670. Lewis, then 18 years of 
age, entered the Novitiate of the Society at 
Watteii. At the accession of James II to 
the Crown of England, F. Sabran was ap- 
pointed one of his Majesty's Chaplains: 
and I find, by his own relation, that he was 
in the habit •of preaching on Wednesdays 
in the Royal Chapel, and on Sundays in a 
chapel at London, which was (Served by 
the Jesuits. One of his sermons delivered 
(the 2nd Sunday of Advent, 1687, at the 
solemnieation of the feast of St. Francis 
Xavier) in the ^ hapel of the Spanish Am- 
bassador, was published in 4to. London, 

1687. pp. 39. On the 2nd of February, 

1688, F. Sabran was admitted to the Pro- 
fession of the Four Solemn Vows. 

At the birth of James, the King's son, 
on the 10th of June, 1638, F. Sabran was 
honoured with the ofiice of Chaplain to 
this new Prince of Wales* When the 
ReToIutton burst forth, in Ndvenher that 



year, he had orders to proceed to Ports' 
mouth with the royal Infant: but was af- 
terwards directed to return to the metro- 
polis. We report the sequel in bis own 
words '' PoHsmutka eum Primeeps iitde, 
Londinum reportaretur, missus sum ue 
SerenissimisReyiet Regime persuaderem 
ut Princeps eUdam quA perveniret node 
trans mare in Galliam veherelur, Post- 
quam totum ilium diem in eo negolio cwm 
puucis Consilii consciis transegissem, 
sub undeeimd noctis mandatum ^ Regind 
accepi, ne principem injugd eomUarer: 
Juturum enim^ ut cumplerisque essem no- 
tus, si in nave eernerer, suspicionem mo 
verem Principem meeum vehi, Jussus igi- 
tur sum postridie sequi: cumqne jam 
navim essem conseenhurus, captus sum .* 
sed post duos horas ejsaminatus et dimis- 
sus. Inde triduum latui; donee eum 
Legato Poloniee, nt tjus Seeretarins, ha- 
bilu ejus Geniis indutus, equos conduct 
circa horam undecimam noctis : ante du- 
odecimam De^ordi cl iumuUuante plebe 
{quorum unus selopwm in me direxerat

His 
dictis ingenti Jorcipe summd vi adactd 
ostium ^ejecit, unaque cum cateris irruit 
Ego, cum me Deo Qommendassem, surrexi 
et obviam /actus, eosque bhmdi affaius 
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ita iamen appotUis verbis tnam illig 
inhumanUatem erga kominem ignotum 
penitus^ nee antea vUvm^ ob oculos posuiy 
ut ancipUes aliquantulum harerent, us- 
que dum unus quispiam vehementi ictu in 
pectus impacto me prostemeret : turn 
vero omnes utU in nie ruere; qu€B apud me 
haJbebam diripere^ vestibus etiam usque 
ad indusium spoliare. Hoe rerum ar- 
ticuto^ Prtetor cum armatd cohorte ac- 
currit, ei blandis verbis qffdtus plebem 
et promittens, me intra duos horas sus' 
pendendum, si Jesuita esse deprehenie- 
rer^ agre tandem me ex eorum manibus 
eripuity atque in carcerem mandavit. 
Biduo post. Rex isthac Londinum transi- 
ens me custodid eximi et se sequijuS' 
sit. Tandem sedalo aliquantulum tumul- 
tUf mutato nomine, etfacuUate abeundi 
impetratA^ Dunkerkam perveni.** 

In a Journal formerly kept at Watten, I 
read, A. D. 1693, June 20. — Fathers of the 
congregation to the number of Twenty two 
came. June 21st. — ^The congregation be- 
gan at eight o'clock. On the 23rd F. Sa- 
bran was chosen Procurator. 

Six years after this election, he received 
the appointment of President of the Epis- 
copal Seminary at Liege, by its Prince 
Bishop, Joseph Clement, the Elector of Co- 
logne. This appointment gave the Father 
incredible vexation for some time ; but the 
uncompromising decision of his illustrious 
Patron, aided by his own prudence, meek- 
ness and charity, eventually triumphed over 
all opposition. He continued President, I 
believe, until the year 1709, when he was de- 
clared Provincial of his English Brethrei. 
On going out of office in 1712, he was made 
Rector of St. Omer*s College ; at the end of 
this triennial government, he was ordered 
to Rome, where he was appointed Prefect 
of Spirit to the English College. Here 
the venerable man closed a long life de- 
voted to the service of Qod and the welfare 
of his brethren, on the 22nd January, 1732, 
St. 80. He has '* spoken with his pen*'

MCCCCXLVIII. Saciimortbr, Philip, 
born at Dunkirk on the Sth of jNovember, 
1720: admitted at Watten in 1788: made a 
Spiritual Coadjutor in 1755:/^as living in 
1765. I think that he died before, the sup- 
pression of the Order. 
MCCCCXLIX. Sadler, Albert, born in 
Berkshire : joined the Society at the ago 
of 25 : was admitted to the Profession of 
the Four Vows on the 5th of July, 1632 : 
exchanged this life, in England, for a better, 
on the 3rd of October, 1672, set. 81. 

*MCCCCL. Sadler, Benjamin, died a 
Scholastic at Liege on the i4*th of August, 
1690, set. 23, Soc. 27. 

MCCCCLI. Sadler, Edward, born 
on the 6th of February, 1668 : admitted in 
1600: for many years served the Essex 
Mission : died at Wealside in that County 
on the Sth of May, 1751. 

MCCCCLII. Sadleh. John : admitted 
at Watten in 1688. This Rev. Father met 
an early tomb in England on the 22nd of Fe- 
bruary, 1699, let. 35. 

MCCCCLIII. Sadler, William, bom 
in Essex, A.D. 1609: embraced the pious 
institute of St. Ignatius at the age of 21 ; 
was Professed on the 18th of December, 
1645 : died in England 24th of April, 1674. 
MCCCCLI V. Sale, John, was bora at 
llopcar, in Leigh, County of Lancaster, 
where his family had a tolerably good es - 
tate : joined the Society at the age of 19 : 
was Professed in 1758 : for some years 
served the mission of Bedford, near Leigh ; 
but ended his course at Furness on the 28rd 
of October, 1791, ttt. 69. 

MCCCCLV. Salisbury, Edmund, 
(alias Thomas Plowden,) died at London 
on the 13th of February, 1664; but I can 
learn no further particulars. 

MCCCCLVI. Salisbury, John, of 
Wales. In 1605, whilst actually employed 
in the Mission, he joined the Society, 
and was raised to the rank of a Profess- 
ed Father at London in 1618. Me died 
Rector of the College of St. Francis Xavier 
in 1625, St. 50. His translation into Welsh 
of Bellarmine's Catechism was printed at 
St. Omer, 8vo. A. D. 1618, tacito nom- 
ine. According to F. Nath. Southwell, F. 
Salisbury composed some other pious works 
''alios pios libros,** p. 500. Biblioth. 
Script. S. J. 

MC^'CCLVII. Salisbury, Thomas.— 
I collect from the Provincial Report of 
1655. that he was then 61 years of age, 
of which he had spent 38 in the Society, 
and 82 in the Mission, and that he was 
Professed on the 15th of October, 1680. 
Was he not the translator of F. Bartoli's 
** Huomo di Litteri d\feso et emendato.** 
** The learned man defended and Re- 
formed" 8vo. London, 1660: also of*' Ma- 
thematical Collections from Galilsei ? See

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MCCCCLVIII, Saltmarsh, Edivard, of 
k good family in Yorkshire : admitted on 
the 7th of September, 1676 : Professed 
in 1006* I meet with him as Missionary 
in the North of England and in Suffolk. 
He was also Rector of Ghent from 1729 to 
ihe 27th of August, 1725. Retiring to 
Watten, the Venerable Father went, we 
hope, to receive the never'fading Crown, on 
the 2lst of May, 1737, nt. 81. 

MCCCCLIX. Saltin, Ralphs was en- 
tered an alumnus of the English College at 
Rome in 1620: in the sequel joined the 
'Society ; after which time I lose sight of 
him. 

MCCCCLX. Salvin, Robert, of 
Yorkshire, (but whose real name was Con- 
Hable). His family was highly respectable. 
Admitted at Rome on the 17th of Septem- 
ber, 1619, was Professed in the Order on 
the 22nd of September, 1687. He serred 
the English Mission nearly Fourteen years, 
and for the very long period of 80 years, 
was Professor of Scripture and Controver- 
sy at Liege. There he died of the Stone on 
the 29th of April, 1678, «t. 88. He wis 
an example of early rising to his Brethren, 
of great self-denial and of profound hu- 
mility. 

MCCCCLXI. SAitSET, Francis, . bro- 
ther I believe of Laurence Sankey, born 
in Lancashire in 1604 ; joined the Society 
at the age of 24, Professed on the 29th of 
Sept. 1641 ; died in EngUnd in 1668. 

MCCCCLXII. Sankey, Laurence, 
(incorreclly called SaneKex In the Obituary) 
was bom in Lancashire in 1606 : was ad- 
mitted into the Society at the age of 80, 
after serving the English Mission for ele- 
Tcn years was wdered to Maryland, vie: 
in 1649, and died in Virginia on the 18th 
of February, 1667, let.dl. 

MCCCCLXIII. Sanket, William, also 
of Lancashire : died at Watten on the 6th 
«f January, 1680, O. S. wl. 72. Rel. 62. 
Prof. 87. He had lived 26 years in 

ISpain. 
MCCCCLXIV. Sanders, Erasmus, was 
entered an alumnus of the English College 
at Rome in 1694; but before his death in 
the month of September, 1600, was admit- 
ted into the Society of Jesus. 

MCCCCLV. Sanders, Francis, was 
received a convictor of the English Col- 
lege at Rome in 1667. On the 4th of Jan- 
nary, 1674, he enrolled himself amongst 
the children of St. Ignatius. For a time he 
was Confessor to King James II. at St. 
Germaine, and most assidtfously attended 
his Majesty during his last illness, from the 
22nd oif August to the 6th of September, 
1701. The good Father Survived his royal 
master several years, dying at St* Gter- 
maine on the I9th of February, 1710, Kt.

MCCCCLXX. The 2nd born on the 
22nd of January, 1781 : admitted in i7fiO: 
Professed In 1766. I am informed that he 
WAS ordained Priest at Liege on the II th 
of July, 1756— and that he died at Ahu- 
wicklat^in 1790. 

N.B. This F. iJieholas Saunderson was 
often called Thompson* In a letter of F. 
John Thorpe to the Rev. Charles Plowden, 
dated from R\ome 8th of January, 1791, I 
read what follows: **The death of F. 
Nicholas Thompson, at Alnwick, isajoss; 
I know his piety and charity. He was the 
oldest acquaintance I had: we were toge- 
ther under Mr. Occleshaigh in Lancashire, 
who had been a student in the Jesuits* Col- 
lege at Wigan.**t

f The Soeiety during the reign of Janes the II, 
had ten schools or Colleges in Knglaod, viz., two in 
London, one at Bury St Edmunds, one at Wolrer. 
hamptoB, one at Lincoln, one at Ponteftact, one at 
Durham, one at Newcastle, one at Welshpool, and 
one at Wigan : this last mentioned had more than 
ene hundred scholars. The chapel attached to the 
school ox college was small, but used to be densely 
crowded. The Mayor of the Town with his offic«« 
frequently attended its service. The materials for 
erecting a new church were prepared : the site for 
building, the Pensioners Quarters in the College, 
was mariced out and commenced, when the Bero- 
lutien burst forth ; and a maddened populace tore 
up the foundations and scattered them to tbe winds. 
The Catholics must indeed have been numerous in 
Wigan, since Bishop Leybum confirmed there 
oB tbe 14th and 15th cf September, 1687, one 
Thousand three hundred and thirty-one per- 
sons.

MCCCGLXXIU. Saundford, John. 
I regret beyond measure not to be able to 
throw light on the history of this talented 
and weU informed Father. I^e was cer- 
tainly a Priest and Prefect in the English 
College at Rome , on the 21st of Novem- 
ber, 1638. He was moreover the Author 
of a M. S. consisting of more .than 1200 
jpages, giving'a detailed acoouRt of interest- 
ing events, relative to flnglish Catholics 
in general, and in particalar to the Col- 
leges and Missionaries S. J. from the ac- 
cession of Q. Elizabeth, oatil the year 
1640. Bishop Challoner, whilst compiling 
his faithful Memoirs of ** Missionary 
Priests " obtsuoed the loaa o( it from iKe 
Library of St. Omer*s CoUege, and re- 
turned it with a note that** in his judg- 
ment it was the most valuable English M. 
S. on Catholic affairs here, that he had 
met with.*** This predous M. S. was 
plundered by the Myrmidons of the Austrian 
Goyernment, at the disgraceful seizure of 
the College at Bruges. To the cr^it of 
the Reverend Charles Plowden (who had 
the custody o( it ) no exertions were spared 
on his part to recover this treasure ; but 
all in vain. We trust this irreparable loss 
will be a perpetual warning to Superiors, 
to cause Duplicates act least of every im- 
portant M. S, to be m&de. 

F. Sandford ( to whose valuable Labors 
this English Province and the Society at 
large, must ever feel indebted ) died in En- 
gland, on the 2nd of August, 1667.

MCCCCLXXiy. Savill, William, of 
Lincolnshire.: admitted at the age of 22. 
Professed on the 12th of May, 1627. This 
zealous Missionary was comjielled by 
weakness of sight to retire from active ser- 
viced He died at Liege, on the 6th of Oc- 
tober, 1664, let. 70. 

MCCCCLXXV. Scarisbri(;k, Fbak- 
cis. There were two Falhers of this name. 

*I must I«ave to better Critics than mytelf. to ac- 
count for Fatber Henry Sheldon's Ignorance of 
this sujiposed hivalnable M. 8. The General of 
the Society, P. Charles de la Noyelle. en thf Sad 
of January. 1700, sent a circular to the Provincials 
of tliO Order, to fnmish a Catalogue of evidences 
to terve for materials of a Hhtory of the Body. 
The English Provincial F. Hnmberston. directed 
F. Henry Sheldon to satisfy the General on this 
aabjeet, and no man seems to have entered upon 
it with more zeal and spirit, as his Answer abna- 
dantly demonstrates.

The ist I believe was admitted by the name 
of Nevill, in 1664. He died in England, oa 
the 20th of Septemper, 1713. 

MCCCCLXXVl. The 2nd born at Sca^ 
ris brick Hall, in Lancashire, on the dth 
of April, 1703, was admitted in 1722, and 
18 years later, was promoted to the rank 
of a Professed Father. In May, 1759, he 
was appointed Rector of St. Omer^s Col- 
lege, in difficult and most critical times, 
and had to undergo the painful ordeal of 
witnessing the seiisure of that CoUege, and 
the expulsion of his Brethren in 1762. He 
was a good Religious man, and a polite 
Gentleman ; but a love of truth compels us 
to say that he was ill qualified to be the 
Pilot that weathers the storm. Soon after 
the Emigration to Bruges » he was released 
from the burthen of Superiority of the New 
Establishment there, and shortly after, 
was declared Rector of his Brethren at 
Liege. There he held the reins of govern- 
ment until the spring of 1768. During the 
presidency of nis immediate Successor F. 
John Howard, he was involved in the 
whirlwind that swept away the Society 
itself. The venerable man survived this 
calamity several years, dying at Liege, on 
the 16th of July, 1780, mt. 86, 

P. John Thorpe, in a letter dated Rome, 
the 10th of September, that year, to Hen- 
ry, 8th Lord Arundell, says** Good P. 
Scarisbrick has left a void in innocent and 
entertainiBg conversation that is not reiMiily 
to be filled. He was the last of 12 brothers 
and sisters : not one of whom d,ied under 
40 years of age : all were ren^ufkable for 
their agreeable vein of humour.** 

MCCCCLXXVlI. Scarisbrick, Hek- 
RY. There were two of this name. The 
1st was admitted in 1669: and died in En- 
gland, on the Srd of December, 1701. 

♦aMCCCCLXXVHI. The other, a pro- 
mising Scholastic, born on the 5th of August, 
1711, was admitted when 18 years old: 
died at Lyons, on the 13th of March, 1741. 

MCCCCLXXIX. ScARisBRicKE, Jo- 
seph, admitted in 1692, »t. 10 : made 
Spiritual Coadjutor in 1704: was liYUjLg 
at Dutton Hall, Lancashire, in 1726. 

*MCCCCLXXX. ScHiLOERS, Abra- 
ham, admitted on the 7th of December, 
1705, as a Temporal Coadjutor: died at 
St. Omer, on the 29th of October, 1783, 
»U 53. 

MCCCCLXXXI. ScHONDONc^us, 

Giles. This Master-spirit and Model of 
Instructors of youth, was bom at Bruges, 
on the 31st of August, 1556. At the age 
of 20, he devoted himself to God in the 
Society of Jesus, and proved one of its 
brightest Ornaments. Afler displaying in 
several Colleges, his happy talent of teach- 
ing and governing — after edifying and en- 
lightening the faithful with his Pulpit Elo- 
quence, he was appointed Rector of the 
newly erected English CoUege at St. 
Omer. Under hia auspices, the Estab- 
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lishmeDt fooo naiyocfMl above 100 Pu- 
pils, and on the golid fouodatioa created bj 
Ms eonmiaading talents, successful method, 
and most tender piety, rested the enduring 
character which the College maintained of 
]nractical Religion, and of classical supe- 
riority, until the expulsion of the Mem- 
bers, in the Autumn of 1762. After fllliog 
the office of Kector 17 years, this saintly 
and most learned Father, died in the arms 
of his Brethren, on the 29th of January, 
1617, St. 61. 

MCCCCLXXXII. Scott, Chbis- 
TOPUER, died at Liege, on the 9th of Sep- 
tember, 1636. 

MCCCCLXXXIII. Scott, Edwabd, 
bom at Riegate, County of Surry, on the 
8tb of April, 1776 : at the age of ten was 
sant to the Academy at Liege: but left 
after a few years, and going into the 
world, embraced the state of matrimony. 
On the death of his wife and only child ( a 
daughter, ) he decided on following the Re- 
ligious life. In 1811 he entered the So- 
ciety of Jesus^at Stonyhurst: in Septem- 
ber 1816, he was promoted to Priest's Or- 
ders by the Tenerable Dr. Milner, and for 
some months assisted the faithful round 
Dunkenhalgh. When the Reverend Jo- 
seph Tristram was lecalled from London 
to Stonyhurst, in 1S17, F. Scott was 
judged the fittest person to succeed him in 
the oiRce of Procurator of the Province. 
His serrices in this capacity — his obliging 
disposition — his talents for the Pulpit — his 
assiduity in the Confessional rendered him 
a genenu FaTourite. Leaving London for 
Stonyhurst to make the Spiritual Retreat, 
preparatory to his taking the solemn Vows 
of the Society, be was suddenly struck 
with paialysis, on the 30th of January, 
1888, and deprived of the use of his left 
side. On the Lady-day following, this 
good man was so far recovered, as to be 
able to take the degree of a Professed 
Father : but still incapable of pursuing any 
active employment. On the Idth oi Au- 
gust that year, he was settled at Nor- 
wich ; but on the 7th of February, 1886, 
returned to his Brethren at Stonyhurst, 
where, for the remainder of his days, he 
was like a blank in Society. His unfor- 
tunate situation called forth every care and 
attention, which cordial charity could 
suggest to his Brethren. At length without 
any apparent agony, his pious soul was 
released from the prison of his body, on 
Friday night, the 20th of May, 1886. 

MCCCCLXXXIV. ScRiHGSR, Alexan- 
der, lived chiefly in the Roman Province ; 
but after two years employed in the Eng- 
lish Mission, retired abroad during the 
efifervescence of Oates* plot, and died at 
Douay, 28rd September, 1679. *' Vir 
bonus et humilis, paratus ad omnia cha* 
rUatU officia,'* Ann.

N.B. I observe in the Diary of the Mi- 
nister of the English College, at Rome, that 
an entry was made of a Father Scroop 
having left Rome on the 18th December, 
1628, for Flanders. 

MCCCCLXXXVI!. Scudamobe, John. 
His great nephew, Mr. John Jones, of Tol- 
came, in Mawgan's Parish, Cornwall, in- 
formed me, that F. Scudamore was of the 
ancient and respectable family of the Scud- 
amores, of Home Lacy, in the County of 
Hereford, and that his Father resided at 
Pembridge Castle. At the age of 18, the 
youth was admitted into the Novitiate, at 
Watten, and 18 years later was enrolled 
amongst the Professed FBibars. On the 
death of F. Thomas Hildeyard, in 1746, 
F. Scudamore was appointed Rector of his 
Brethren, in the CoU^e of St. Francis 
Xavier. His said Grand-nephew, (who 
had lived with him part of the time,) for- 
ther informed me, that this P.ev. Father 
was the Missionary at Bristol, about 40 
years « that he was mudi beloved by his 
flock for his zeal and piety, and that his 
manner of living was very plain and mode- 
rate. He died at Bristol, Stb of April, 
1778, cBt. 83; and his remains were deposit* 
ed in St. Jatnes*^ Church Yard, opposite 
the Church Porch. 

♦MCCCCLXXXVI IL Sefton, John; 
born 26th March, 1749 ; admitted at the age 
of 20; died at Ghent, 24th of April, 1766, 

MCCCCLXXXIX. Sefton, Thomas ; 
born in Lancashire, 14th July, 1719 ; en- 
tered the Novitiate in 1738 ; died at Ghent, 
6th of February, 1748. 

♦MCCCCXC. 8BLBY, Thomas: born 
on the 10th of March, 1708; admitted 
1781 ; died at Ghent, 7th of January, 1750. 
MCCCCXCI.. Sei^sse, Anthony.— 
I meet with two Fathers of this name, 
both of French Flanders ; probably Uncle 
and Nephew. 

The Senior was made a Spiritual Coad- 
jutor in 1669 ; and died at St. Omer, 27th 
of March, 1667. 

MCCCCXCn. The Junior was ad- 
D)itted5th October, I671« and after his 
Ordinations resided at Burton Castle, as 
Chaplain to Lady Goring, and was in the 
habit of attending at ChieheUer^ a distance 
of 6 miles, on Sundays, to give instructions 
on the Catholic faith. In December, 1686, 
he was apprehended, and thrown into jail, 
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vrhere lie took a Rheumatic fe^er ; but at 
theeod of 10 months was discharged, as a 
foreigner, at the instance of the Spanish 
Ambassador, lie continued nearly 2 years 
in England, after the recovery of his liber- 
ty, and then retired to St. Onier, where he 
exchanged a life of meritorious suffering 
for a blissful immortality, on the 1 1th of 
May, 1696, set. 43. 

AICCCCXCIII. Semmes, Josfph : bom 
in Maryland 1st Dec. 1743; admitted 7th 
September, 1761, and eight years later was 
appointed Professor of Philosophy. He 
continued in the same office until the emi- 
gration from Liege, in 1794; he then re- 
sumed it at Stonyhurst : hut for several 
years before his death taught Divinity also. 
This excellent man died at Stonyhurst, 
S6th September, 1S09. 

N.B. F. Semmes obtained in 17S1, from 
the Court of Munich, a renewal of the pen- 
sion to Liege College, originally granted 
by the Prince Elector, Maximilian, from his 
own proper funds, on 8th of September, 
1626. Unfortunately the bad faith of the 
Baravian GoYernment stopt the continuance 
of the payment in the ensuing year (1782.) 
♦ MCCCCXCIV. Serrell, James. This 
Temporal Coadjutor was admitted in 1687 : 
and died at Dunkirk, the 9th of August, 
1716, ffit. 61. 

I^ICCCGXCV. Sewall, Charles; bom 
in Maryland, 4th July, 1744 ; admitted in 
1764. Retiring to his native country, as a 
Missioner, soon after the suppression of the 
Society, he continued his apostolic labours 
until his pious death, 10th November, 1806, 
et. 62 

MCCCCXCVI. Sewall, Nicholas, 
younger brother of Charles. (We shall 
here insert the article we published in the 
Catholic Magazine, of April, 1834.) 

He was born in Maryland. 9th Decem- 
ber. 1745. After studying Humanities, at 
St Oroer's College, he entered the Novitiate 
of the Society, at Ghent, 31st of October, 
1766. The year after the suppression of 
the Oixler, viz. in July. 1774, he was sent 
to the Preston Mission, as assistant to 
the Rev. John Jenison, and there be con- 
tinued for nine years. In 1783, he removed 
to Eiecleston HcUl^ where he was chap- 
lain for three years. In 1787 he was ap- 
pointed to the charge of tlie faithful, at 
Scholes, near Prescott, vice F. Peter West- 
by, and this mission so i apidly improved 
under his zealous auspices, as to justify 
him to commence the erection of a spacious 
chapel, and a convenient house for the in- 
cumbent. This respectable establishment 
retains the name of Portico, which was 
originally assigned it by the late Rev. Wm, 
Meynell, from the circumstance of the Co» 
lonnade at the Chapel entrance. This Cha- 
pel was opened for public worship in May, 
1790. F. Sewall retired from this labo- 
rious mission, to Stonyhurst College, at 
Miehaelmas, 1808,] and rendered mudh vm- 



luable service to thab ccmnunlty. On 
the death ol Rev. Charles Plowden, In the 
summer of 182^ P. Se well succeeded to the 
office of Provincial ; and his government 
was characterised by prudence and deci- 
sion of purpose, and by a spirit of iraptoving 
chapels. Resigning his office in February, 
182(3, he took charge of the little College, 
at H odder Place, for some time ; and then 
proceeded to JVorcesler, to assist his highly 
valued friend, the Rev. Joseph Tristram ; 
and had the comfort of seeing the New, 
large, and handsome Chapel of that city, 
opened with solemnity, on the 16th of July, 
1829. 

F. Sewall was a man of regular and re- 
tired habits, much given to prayer and 
mortification: yet always cheerful and 
obliging. The progress and prosperity of 
our holy Religion was the object nearest 
and dearest to his heart ; and indeed he hi^d 
great cause to rejoice and exult in the 
Lord, especially when he witnessed the 
wonderful propagation of the Catholic 
Faith, in his native land. When the uni- 
ted States of America were subject to the 
English Domination, the very exercise of 
the Catholic Religion* was degraded, pro- 
scribed and persecuted ; but no sooner had 
these States established their independance 
of the mother country, than they proclaimed 
universal liberty of conscience, and afford- 
ed Religion itself Fair play. F. Sewall 
survived to behold Baltimore erected into a 
Metropolitan See with eleven Suffragan 
Bishopricks. I have heard him say, that 
he remembered the time, when the Catho- 
lics had not even a private room in RoZ- 
timore, where they were suffered to assem« 
ble for prayer ; and he lived to see it em- 
bellished with a noble Catholic Cathedral, 
and seven Catholic Parish Churches, with 
Bells inviting the numerous faithful to the 
celebration of their Religious Rites ! ! The 
death of F. Sewall, was like his life, most 
edifying to men, honourable to religion 
and precious in the sight of God. He 
calmly surrendered his soul to its Creator, 
on the )4th of March, 1834, in the 89th 
year of his age ; and his remains were de- 
posited in the Cemetery, adjoining the 
Worcester Chapel. * 

• As a proof of the general bad spirit, Congreit 
at Boston. 9th Septemper. 1773, declared. •' th« 
late Act establishing the Catholic Religion in Ca- 
nada is dangerous in an extreme degree to the Pro- 
testant Religion, and to the civil righU and iibertiee 
of America ! ! !"

Ml). The 2nd WUliam, of Lancashire, 
whose real name was Woodcock: admitted 
on the 10th of December, 1709» at the ad- 
vanced age of 60. He died in England on 
the 11th of October, 1717. 

Sheffield, Ignatius, see Anderson, Wil- 
Itam* 

MDI. Sheldov, Hem ry.— There were 
two Fathers so called. The 1st was ad- 
mitted in 1670, St. 18 : occurs Professor of 
Scripture and Controversy at Liege in 
1701 : was Rector of the House of' Proba- 
tion at Ghent, from 1703 to 1707,- died at 
St Omer on the 20th of October, 1714, st. 
62. 

MDII. Tbe 2nd, younger brother of 
F. Ralph Sheldon, was bom in 1666 : join- 
ed the order in 1706 1 was Professed in 
1728 : was appointed Rector of the Eki- 
glish College at Rome, from June 1788 to 
the autumn of 1744, at the eaqpiration of 
which term he was declared Provincial of 
his brethren, viz. 2Sth of November that 
year, and was much beloved by his BB. for 
*' his easy, courteous,' affable and charita- 
ble behaviour." The General F. Fr-ancis 
Retz, had charged him, on entering office, 
at that critical period, to forbid all his sub- 
jects to meddle with secular affiiirs, and if 
necessary to impose a precept of obedience.'* 
as 1 find by F. T. Hildeyard*s letter of 
the 23rd of August, 174k6. In this office 
he continued till October, 1751, when he 
was re-appointed Rector of the Engli^ Col- 
lege at Rome, and there he died on the 1st 
of January, 1766, «t.70. 

^MDIII. SreldoiI) Hugh, of Stafford^ 
shire, admitted at Touraasr tin the 24th of 
August, 1608, was eztradrdinarily slsilfnl in 
contriving hiding places. However, he 
was at last discovered in Lord Vaux' house, 
and immured in Wisbick Castle. . Sen- 
tenced to perpetual banishment, I find him 
at Rome in 1606, attached to F. Persons, 
in the place of John Lily. He died at 
Rome, date unknown. 

MDIV. Sheldon, Joseph, admitted in 
1706, at the age of IS : further particulars 
I cannot gain. 

MDV. Sheldon, Ralpe, 3rd. son of 
Ralph Sheldon, of Weston, in Warwick- 
shire, Esquire, by his wife^ Mary, (EUi-

olO admitted in 1700: was Professed 18 
years later. In 1798 he occors as Minis- 
ter of Liege College : and there he died on 
the Sth of March, 1741, nt. 60. 

MDVI. Shblly, Francis, born in 
Hants in 1684 : joined the Society at the 
age of 90. Further particulars I cannot 
ascertain. 

MDVII. Srbllt, Henry, entered the 
Novitiate on the 7th of September, 1662. 
Whilst pursuing his studies at Liege, he 
died on the 90th of April, 1665. let. 33. 

•MBVIII.Shki.lt, John.— After all his 
sons had become Priests, (two of them Je- 
«utC«, who I suppose were FF. Owen and 
Thomas) and after twa of his daughters 
had embraced the religious state, he had 
the weakness to conform to the Protestant 
Church ; but he sincerely repented and died 
a lay-brother at Liege, on the 97th of 
October, 1669. See p. 449 More*s Hist. 

MDIX. Shelly, Owen, was Rector of 
Liege in 1625, as I collect from the General 
of the Society, Mutius Vitteleschi's letter 
addressed to him on* the 90th of September, 
tluit year. In 1640 he obtained permission 
to return to the English Mission, where lie 
died on the Sth of June, 1666, at. 61. 
Rel. 51. 

MJDX. Shbllt, Thomas, bom in Sus- 
sex in X&&7 : admitted at the age of 83. 
Professed on the 7th of October, 1689. 
The Annual Letters report that he died in. 
the residence of St. Mary, on the 10th 
of January, 1661, est. 64. Soc 39. Prof. 
19. For 94 years he had laboured in the 
Mission ; but his delight was, to be attend- 
ing on the Poor. 

MDXI. Shelly, Walter, born on 
tlie 18th of February, 1701 : admitted at 
the age of 16, Proi^sed at Liege on the 
9nd of February, 1735. He taught Philo- 
sophy there. His death took place at Ai^- 
twerp on the 91st of February, 1750. 

«MDXII.- Shepherd, Peter, died at 
Burenonthe9Istof March, 1738, set. 99 
Rtl. 6. 

MDXIII. Sherwood, John, 'one of 
tiie children of Henry uid Elizabeth Sher- 
wood, of London, and brother to Thomas 
Sherwood, who suffered Martyrdom at Ty- 
burn, on the 7th of February, 1576. A 
M.S. written by another brother, informs 
me **that tlieir parents had been great 
sufferers for the Catholic Faith— that John 
was articled at the age of 15 to one Mr. 
Waferer, a Catholic Counsellor of Uie Law 
with whom he continued certain years 
profiting well in that course ; but being 
moTed by Gbd's grace, went to Rheims, 
and afterwards entered into the Society, 
and died in the same, much commended as 
well for his learning as life.*' 

MDXIV. Shireburn, Charles. The 
Gentleman's Magazine of 1745, p. 59, in- 
forms us that this ReTerend Father *' was 
related to the Duchess Dowager of Nor- 
folk.*' He was born in Lancashire, and 



on the 7th of September, 1709, joined the 
Society. For many years, whilst serving 
the Norfolk Mission, he was Rector of 
his Brethren in the College of the Holy 
Apostles. On the 9nd ot February, 1790, 
he was enrolled amongst the Professed 
Fathers. He filled the office of Provincial 
from September 1740, until the latter end 
of November, 1744. Shortly after retiring 
from this dignity, he died in London, viz, 
on the 17th of January, 1745, let. 61. 
This good Father had much to suffer in 
mind from the dishonest and abominable 
conduct of Archibald Bower. 

*MDXV. Shirebubi^, Thomas, of 
Lancashire. This Temporal Coadjutor 
died in Maryland, on the 98rd of July, 
1670, let. 48. Rel. 16. 

MDXVI. Shneider, Theodore, 
born in Germany, on the 7th of April, 
1703 : admitted on the 95th of September, 
1791 : Professed in 1749. This zealous 
Missionary died in Peosylvania, on the 
10th of July, 1764. 

MDXVII. Short, Francis, born in 
Suffolk, on the 28rd of September, 1718: 
admitted in 1787 : Professed in 1755. He 
died in the College of St. Thomas, on th^ 
9th of November, 1755. 

ShitJUleworth^ John^ see Bichardsonf 
John. 

MDXyilll Silisdon, Edward, of Suf- 
folk : according to the Provinciml Return 
of 1655, was then 61 years of age : had 
spent 36 years in the Society and 90 in the 
Mission — ^had been Professed on the 98|tb 
of October, 1630^was the Actual Su- 
perior of the Worcestershire' Mission* 
His death occurred on the 8rd of January, 
1659. 

MDXIX. Silisdon, Hknrt, brother^ 
1 think, of Edward, admitted at the age 
of 16. — Professed on the 30th of August^ 
1618— was the 9nd Rector of Liege Col« 
lege ; but removed the Novices thence to 
Vfatten, In 1699, and was the ist Rector 
of this new Establishment. In the sequel 
he filled the office of Provincial, fron 
1646, to 1650, a period of great difficulty 
I cannot ascertain the precise date of his 
death. 

MDXX. SiMOocKS, alias Mam- 
NERS, John, bom in London, A. D, 
1609. After distinguishing himself, as a 
Scholar, as a Professor of Philosophy at 
Perugia — as a Prefect of Studies, he was 
appointed Rector of the English College 
at Rome, from 1657, to 1659, and then 
made Penitentiary at Loretto. In 1667^ 
he was ordered to the English Mission. 
Three years later he published at London 
in octavo ** The Unwearied Searcher* '* 
He was living in 1676. 

MDXXI. Simeons, Edward, was 
admitted an Alumnus of the £nglish Col- 
lege at Rome, in 1649 : joined the Soci- 
ety : died in'Fngland, on the 6th of Ja- 
nuary, 1701. O. S. 
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MDXXII. Smeo9«, Fbascis, of 
iHuif^, whose reat name was Bmmimffz ad- 
miiMyi ioto the Order, he imbibed largely 
Df Us spfrit ; and soffered mocb dorlog 
Dates* Plot, from fatifue and confioe- 
ment, though Derer apprehended. *'ObiU ex 
jmrmmnU^ the 26ch of Jane, 16S0, st. 60, 
So»r. 30. Prof. 22. 

MDXXm. .Another of this oanie, of 
IiODdon, died a Scholastic at Liege, on 
the 1st of Jnoe, 1678, nt. 23. 8oc. 5. 

MDXXIV. SiMBONS, James. This 
Scholastic died at Liege, on the 2ist of 
May, 1714, ast. 21. Kel. 5. 

MDXXV. Simeons, Joseph, born ia 
Hants: was admitted in 1616, an Aiam- 
nos of the English College at Rome, and 
pro years later a Novice of the Society 
of Jesns. The date of his solemn Profes- 
sion is the 25th of January, 1633. Few 
members of the English Province are bet- 
ter intitled to commendation for Genias, 
Piety, and great usefulness than F. Sime- 
ons. After teaching the Belles Leitres 
with the highest reputation at St. Omer, 
and Philosophy, Theology, and Scripture, 
at Liege; in January 1647 he was ap- 
pointed Rector of the English College at 
Rome for three years. Subsequently he 
presided over his Brethren at Liege: then 
was employed in the English Mission, and 
for the four last years of his life, was pro- 
Tincial of his Brethren. Whilst exer- 
cising this office in London, viz, in tlie 
beginning of 1669, His Royal Highness, 
'James Duke of York sent for him, ( as we 
read Vol. I. p. 440-1, Life of James II. 
London, 1816.) "The father told him, 
.•after a long conversation, that unless he 
wpuld quit the Communion of the Church 
of England, he conid not be received into 
the Catholic Church— that the Pope had no 
power to grant his Royal Highness a dis- 
pensation for outwardly appearing a Pro- 
testant, for it was an unalterable doctrine 
•of the Catholic Church, • Not to do ill 
that good might foUow.** What this good 
Jesuit thus said, was afterwards con- 
firmed to the Duke, by the Pope himself, 
to whom he wrot upon the same subject." 
F. Simeons had the merit and consolation 
of reconciling his Royal Highness to the 
Catholic Church; and departed to our 
Lord in London, on the 24th of July, O. 
S. 1671, ajt. 76. We have from the pen 
of this eminent Scholar,

MDXXVI. Another Simnmt, Jatepk, 
born on the 22nd of March, 1091, joined 
the Society on the 28th of June, I7IS; 
died at Ghent on the 9th of July, 172S. 

*MDXXyiI. SiMMsa, GBOBcr, boffsia 
Lancashire on the 10th of August, I78d: at 
the age of 22, was received as a Lay-fav»- 
her : for many years served in the Bagtish 
College at Rome. After the dlssolotiott of 
the Order, ho lired with F. J. Thorpe io 
that city, and there died in NoTesaber, iTBf. 

MDXXVIU. Simpson, Anthoiit, Aiot- 
sius. His real name was Siamettt bora oa 
the 16th of June, 1741, and was a member 
of the Society and teachin|^ at Rooen, bo- 
fore the expulsion of his brethren firom oa- 
grateful France. He said Ills first Massoa 
the 2Ist of July, 1765. For many years 
this Rer. Father lent the aid of his ezperi- 
eoee and talents to Stonyhorst College, as 
Professor of Philosophy and Mathematics. 
Returning to France, after the 2feid restora- 
tion of Lewis XVI II. he was made Pro- 
vincial, and reriTed the gemune spirit of 
the Institnte. He died at St. Acheol on 
the2dth of Jone, 1820. 

MDXXIX. SiMPsoir, CnaisroPHEa, of 
Yorkshire. In 1634, (27th of May,) wheo 
in Priest*! Orders, he coamienced his No- 
Ticeship at Wattea ; and on the 86th of 
October, 1646, was pnanoted to the rank of 
a Professed Father. His Biissioo was in 
Northumberland, where he kept a select 
Academy^ which was frequented by the 
children of the Protestant Gentry as well 
as Catholic This zealous Father died ia 
peace on the 8rd of March, 1674, aged 68. 

MDXXX. Simpson, Joseph. ^-From the 
Florus Angio'fia^aricu^ I eoUect, that 
he died a victim of Charity in attending 
the infected at Ipres, on the 1 1th of Octo- 
ber, 1667. 

MDXXXI. Skimiier, John.— I awet 
with two of this name. The elder was ad. 
raitted at Watten on the 7th of September, 
1679, St. IS— was serving the Lancashire 
Mission in the years 1701-1704, and, I 
think, died there on the i6th of October. 
1708. 

MDXXXII. The Jaator joined the So- 
ciety on the 7th of January, 1688, 9t. 26. 

MDXXXlll. Slide, William, of 
Shrewsbury. According to Dodd, Vol. H. 
Ch. Hist. p. 143, from l^ing a valuable Mis- 
sionary, he became a Jesuit in 1685. 

MDXXXIV. Slaughtkr, Eovtaro 
Admitted into the Society on the 7th of 
September, 1673: Professed 18 years later. 
Was Rector of Liege College from 1701 to 
J 704. When John Churchill, the Earl, 
(afterwards Duke) of Marlborough, took 
the City and Citadel of Liege in the cam- 
paign of 1702, be honoured the Rector 
with a visit, and shewed hitn speeial Cour- 
tesy. F. Slaughter was subsequently Rec- 
tor of St. Omer aud Ghent -, but for the 
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last seven years of his life remained at 
liege ^* sine officio^** preparing himself 
for his last passage. On the 30th of Janu- 
ary, (acoordlng to the Provincial's BooIl) 
1739, set. 74, he passed to a better life. 

He was the author of that excellent 
work, " Grammatiea liebraiea" i2mo. 
Amsterdam, 1699: also of *' ArilkmBticdk,^* 
l3mo. Liege, 1703^ Reprinted in 1735. 

MDXXXV. Slingsbt, Francis, con* 
▼erted at Rome in September, 1633, became 
a GoDTietor of the English College at 
Rome da the 1st of February, 1630 : enters 
ed the Noyitiate of St. Andrew on the S(Hh 
of September, 1641. Died at Naples. 

•MDXXXVI. Sluyper, Petbr, admit- 
ted in 1690. This valuable Lay-brother 
died at Liege on the 81st of February, 
J 733, St. 67. 

MDXXXVIl. Smallwooo, Joseph, ad- 
mitted on the 19th of March, 1694 : died 
at Ghent on the 9th of April, 1716, mt. 60. 
'* In Mistione MarilandieA. impigro opere 
gervierat et longo et gravissimo marbo 
patienter tolerato, tandem ejchaustus oc- 
eubuU — An. Lit. 

MDXXXVUl. Smith, Clement, 
joined the Society, on the 7th of Septem- 
t>er, 167S, on inbhing his Humanities at 
St. Omer*s College. After receiving 
Holy Orders, was sent to the Lancashire 
Mission : but was soon after involved in 
the storm of the Revolution, and nearly 
fell a victim to its wanton fury. I suspect 
he resided at Furness or its neighbour- 
hood. The account of his adventures 
to escape the pursuit of his enemies, re- 
ports that '* crebro inter noctis tenebrcu^ 
per loea ob testus marinos ita periculesa 
«/ vei EquUea, diurno etiam tempore, 
kaud sine magno vitiB disci*imine, ea 
pervadant, ipse pedibus ingredi coactus 
est.** The text proceeds to describe his 
hardships, *' SiBpenumero etiam per inte- 
$ras h^idomadas Vestes ne semel quidem 
exttU, ne forte apparitores inopinato ob- 
reperent. Per tres menses ita latere est 
9oactu8i ut vel in cnbieulo sua deambu- 
lare vel ibi candelam ignemve per inte- 
grum annum admitteref haudquaque aic- 
deret. Pedem vero domo effere per to- 
turn Biennii spatium ei non licebat,** 

We can hardly wonder that such anxiety 
and confinement must hava undei-mined his 
constitution. He died on the 8th of Sep- 
tember, 1695, »t. 8S. 

MDXXXIX. Smith, Edmund, entered 
the Novitiate at Watten on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1690 : was admitted a Spiritual Co- 
adjutor eleven years later. I believe that 
he seiTed the Mission of Wlgan. His 
deaih took place on the lith of August, 
1797, »t. 61. 

MDXL Smith, George. — I meet with 
two Members of this name. — The Senior 
was horn in the County of Durham : at the 
ageof 90 joined the Society. After serving 
tha Mission 30yeirs, he was called up to 



receive his retribution by the Master of th* 
vineyard, on the 18tb of^October, 1071, mU 
60. 

MDXLI. The Junior was admitted 09 
the 7th of September, 1703, mt. 84: died 
at Liege on theldth of March, 1719. 

MDXLII. Smith, HcNav, born on the 
llth of November, 1699; enrolled himself 
amongst the Novices at Watten io 1794: 
was Professed io 173i^ : succeeded P. Jot. 
Scarisbrick, at Dutton Hall, near Pres- 
ton : died on the 1st of May, 1766. 

Smith, James, see Hunter, Anthony, 

MDXLUL Smith, John.^I meet with 
three of this name. The 1st. in p. 819. 
Vol. in, Dodd*s Church Hist. His true 
name was Harrison, born near Liverpool. 
It appears ^at he was Chaplain to Mr. 
Massey, of Wrexen, (now caUed RixUm) 
near Warrington — that he was wrongfulljr 
accused of being an accomplice in Uie rob- 
bery of Winwick Parsonage, and executed 
at Lancaster. He is said to have had 
many excellent qualities. It is a pity Uiat 
Mr. Dodd was not more particular as to 
dates and circumstances. 

MDXLIV. The 2od F. John SmUh was 
a native of Suffolk: was admitted in 
1640 : twelve years later proceeded to the 
English Mission, where he died on the 23ril 
of August, 1661, mt. 40. 

MDXLV. The 8rd was born on the 7th 
of October, 1669 : entered the Novitiate in 
1688: was Professed io 1706. The An. 
Letters of 1710 shew that he was one of 
the three *^ Missionarii liberi in urbe 
hondinensi qui vere Apostolieis I aboribui 
se totos dant magno cum fructu," 1 
believe that he entirely resided in Loudon, 
for I find that he was declared Superior of 
his brethren in the College of St. Ignatius 
on the 27th of September, 1748— that he 
continued in that office until the 3 1st of 
January, 1749, — and that he died in Loa- 
don on the 4th of August, 1754, mt. 85. 

MDXLVI. Smith, Joseph, (alias Wil- 
eey) born on the 10th of l>ecember, 1795 : 
admitted in 1746 : Professed eighteen years 
later. 

This F. Smith was successor at Prestoo 
to F. Patrick Barnwell, who died on the 
1st of February, 1762. During a contest* 
ed election for the Borough, he had mudi 
to dread and endure from popular bigotry. 

The New Chapel in Friar Gate, was gut- 
ted by the brutal mob ; and to save himself 
from his pursuers, he was obliged to swim 
through the Ribble on horseback. He 
died on the 1st of May, 1768, in the prime 
of life, aged 43. 

MDXLVII. Smith, Nicholas — I find 
from a Letter of F. Persons to F. Ed- 
mund Cam plan, then at Prague, dated 
from Rome, 28th of November, 1578, that 
this youth had just entered the Society at 
Rome« — ^tbat be was bom in Paternoster- 
Row, London, and was a nephew to — 
Smythye. M.D. In the sequel this ^ther 
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acted ai occasional Secretary to F. Per- 
10118. One of his letters dated 26th of 
May, 16GB, IhaYeread. I believe he was 
Confessor for a time in the English Col- 
lego at Douay. See Bodd's Church Hist, 
Vol.11, p. 187. 

Q. Was he not the Author of a *< ilfo- 
dest briefe Discussion of some points 
tavgkt by M» Doctour Kellison^ in his 
Treatise of the Ecclesiastical Hierarcy V* 
8vo. Rouen, 1680. pp. 205. See also Note 
to p. 24-7 of Plowden*s Remarks on the Me- 
moirs of Gregorio Panzani. — A Latin 
translation of a ^^ Modest Brit^ Discussion'* 
irka published at Antwerp. 12mo. 1631, 
pp. 262. 

*MDXLVin. Smith, Michael.— This 
Temporal Coadjutor was born at Blackburn 
on the 14lh of November, 1798 : died at 
the Seminary on the 9tb of October, 1886, 
Rel. : buried at Stonyhurst; 

MDXLIX. Smith, Richard, I think 
was a native of Sussex, and was entered 
ail alumnus of the English College at Rome 
in 1679. Probably he was admitted into 
the Society in that city. He was Professed 
in England on the Idth of August, 1697 : 
was declared Rector of his brethren in the 
College of St. Aloysius on the 1st of Sep- 
tember, 1724, and continued in ofSce till 
the 1st of August, 1728. It appears that 
he was Chaplain at Culcheth, near War- 
r ington« He died on the 22ud of September, 
1785, O.S. 

MDL. Smith, Ralph, of Northumber- 
land. We learn from p, 461 of More*s 
Hist, that whilst a student at the English 
College at Rome, he took a decided part 
with the Malcontents against the So- 
ciety; bat after receiving Priest's Or- 
ders, hastened to atone for his fault by 
embracing the Institute of St. Ignatius. 
He died of Consumption at Liege on the 
11th of Ajril, 1627, «t. 28. 

MDLI. Smith, Thomas.— I find Four 
Members of this name. — The 1st was 
Master of Arts at Oxford, and whilst Pre- 
ceptor in Lord Vaux's Family, became ac- 
quainted with F. John Gerard, who recon- 
ciled him to the Catholic Church. The 
young Convert entered the Novitiate of 
St. Andrew^s at Rome, with Robert Lee 
' and Thomas Strange. — In a letter 4>f F. 
Persons dated 1 5th of October, 1604, I 
discover that this F. Smith was then at 
Loretto, but he must shortly after have 
quitted. F. Gerard, in his Auto>Biography, 
written about the year, 1609, says of him 
** his quatuor uUimis.annis mansit Audo- 



man.'* — 



MDLII. The 2nd died in England on 
the 3 J St of January, 1681, of whom I glean 
no particulars. 

MDLIII. The 8rd, admitted on the 1st 
of July, 1601, was Professor of Poetry 
at St. Omer, in ITOi, and died in En- 
gland on the 9th of Ajvil, 1791, et 40. 

• MDLI V. The 4th was a Temporal Co- 



adjutor : admitted on the 7th of September, 
1698. This good religious died at Liege 
on the 2Qd of August, 1745, let. 70. 

MDLV. Smith, William, a Stafford- 
shire man: admitted in 16S^; Professed 
on the 22nd of June, 1640 : died in En- 
gland on the 13th of September, 1658, «t, 
64. 

MDLVI. Smith ERs, Willlam. — In the 
Journal kept at Watten I read, " 1685, 
June I4th—F. William Smithers stifled at 
St. Omer.*' The An. Letters report that 
a workman examining a subterraneous vault 
but recently constructed, was so overcome 
by the vapour, as to die away, *' inclama* 
to prius co7\fessario : accurrit P, ChiL 
Smithus, et quamvis monitus de peri' ■. 
culo, si caveam ingrederetur, tamen ut 
expiranli absolutionem impertiret, vitnm 
suamproximi saluti posthabuil, ac dald 
absolutione^ protinus ipse quoque extinC" 
tus est, praelara rictima Charitatis.**'^ 
F. S. had entered the Society 10 years be- 
fore, and at his death was 23 years old. 

MDLVIL Smithson, John. I meet 
with two members of this name. The first 
was a Yorkshireman: joined the Order at 
the age of 25 : was Procurator at Rome in 
1655: died in England on the 2nd of Au- 
gust, 1684.

MDLXVI. Southwell, John, of Hants, 
occurs in the catalogue of 1655: he was 
then 24 years old, had lived six years in the 
Society, and was a student of Divinity at 
Liege. 

MDLXVIf. Southwell, Nathaniel. 
What can be more meagre than l)odd*s re- 
port of this distinguished scholar ! p^ 319, 
Vol. Ill, Church Hist. To me it is most 
painful not to be capable of doing justice 
to the Biography of a man, distinguished 
for high virtues, and superior talents, and 
whose life was engaged in recording and 
illustrating the merits and writings of his 
Brethren. 

He was bom in Norfolk ; was admitted 
into the English College at Rome, in 
1617, by the name of Nathaniel Bacon. 
The precise year of his admission into the 
Society I have failed in ascertaining : but 
It is known, that he left the said CoUe^, 
in the company of F. John Dormer, tor 
England, on the 12th of September, 1624. 
His absence, however, was of short dura- 
tion ; for on the i4th of September, 1627, 
he succeeded F. Thomas Colford in the 
office of Minister, and immediately com- 
menced the College Diary. He continued 
to discharge the united office of Minister 
and Procurator, until the 80th of October, 
1637, when he was appointed Confessarius 
of the House. From this employment in 
the College he was removed to become Se- 
cretary to F. Vincent Caraffa, and who was 
elected the 7th General of the Society, who 
died, a^ he had lived, most holily, on 
the 8th of June, 1649. The application of 
F. S. to business, his fitness, experience 
and knowledge of the affairs of the Order, 
induced the four successive Generals of the 
Society, FF. Piccolomini, Gottifred, Nick- 
el, and Oliva, to retain him in the same 
important and confidential situation. In 
the year 1668, he was permitted to retire, 
for the purpose of revising and re-editing 
with copious additions, the *'* Bibliotheca 
Scriptorum Societatis Jesu." This Folio 
Vol. of 982 pp., was pnlilished at Rome 
in 1676, and is a compilation truly admir- 
able for research, accuracy, elegance of 
language, piety, and charity of sentiment. 

This very learned and religious Father, 
who, in health and in sickness, was regard- 
ed by his brethren as '* Simulacrum quod- 
dam Virtutis et Sanelitatis^** died at 
Rome on the 2nd of December, 1676.

MDLXVI II. Southwell^ RoBBRTi 
was born at St. Faith*8, Norfolk, of an an* 
cient and respectable Family. Whilst an in* 
fant, he was stolen from the cradle by a 
vagabond woman; but being soon missed 
by his nurse, was speedily and happily re> 
covered. This event served Robert for a 
subject of perpetual gratitude to God ia 
future life. On the vigil of St. Luke, on 
the 17th of October, 1578, »t. 18, this pious 
youth enrolled himself at Rome, amongst 
the children of St. Ignatius. He went, 
through the higher studies with admirable 
success : was ordained Priest in the summer 
of 1584, and on the 8th of May, 1586, left 
the Eternal City for England, with F^ 
Henry Garnet, and three months later 
reached his native Country. For a de- 
tailed account of his life we must refer thft 
Reader to the 5th Book of F. More'i 
Hist, and to Dr. Challoner*s. Memioirs; 
Apprehended in the house of Mr. Bellamy,, 
at Uxenden, on Sunday morning, the 5th 
of July, 1592, he was barbarously tortured, 
and after a long imprisonment, was exe- 
cuted at Tyburn on the 21st of February, 
1595, St. 34. We have from his classic

MDLXIX. Southwell, Thomas, of 
Norfolk. In 1610, set. 18, arrived at tha 
English College at Rome to study Philo-. 
sophy : at the end of his course, viz., 1613, 
joined the Society. To talents of the flrst, 
order he added indefatigable industry,; 
whilst his meek virtues and unaffected hu-. 
miiity diffused around him the sweet odour' 
of Jesus Ohrist. For twelve years he 
taught Theology with the highest reputa<* 
tion ; but in the full maturity of age and 
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ftoioi, de was goatqli^d away . from his 
irethren at watfiMi, TblB date of his death 
is uncertain. The Florus Anglo Bavari- 
eoB Axes it to 11th of October, 1637. 
The Bibliotheca Scriptorum, S. J. the lith 
of December that year. Strange to say F. 
Henry More, in the Annual Letters of 1637, 
mentioning the deaths at Walten, reports 
but two, viz., Gerard Corbington and Ed- 
mund Cornelius. The Obituary at Stony- 
hurst dates his death 1 1th ot December, 
1631. This must be incorrect, for I have 
•een a letter of this Father written from 
Liege 14th of May, 1632. This Rev. Father 
often passed by the name of Bacon.

MDLXXI. Spencer, John. — (The ac- 
count of this great Polemical writer is any 
thing but circumstantial in p. 62, Florus 
Anglo Bavaricus :) sometimes called Vin' 
cent HatdiffCf was born in Lincolnshire, 
in 1601 ; at the age of 25 joined the Society, 
and was admitted to the Profession of the 
Four Vows on the 6th of August, 164J. 

After teaching Theology and Scripture 
at Liege he was ordered to the English 
Mission, which he cultivated with indefati- 
gable zeal for 20 years, and gain^ many 
souls to God by his forcible exhortations, 
and the attraction of his pious example. 
There be finished his course on the 37th of 
January, 1671. F. Spencer ranks amongst 
the ablest polemical writers. — I have seen.

Another F. John Spenser, 
(yerh Chamock) was bom in Lancashire 
on the 21st of June, 1744 : admitted in 
1763 : and for 86 years was employed in 
teaching the Belles Lettres at Liege and 
Stonyhurst. He was an excellent Poet 
and very agreeable companion. After a 
short attack of Pleurisy he died at Stony- 
burjBt most sincerely lamantedi on the Ist of 
March, 1805. 



•^MDLXXUI. Spevsbr, Joseph, of Lan- 
cashire : admitted on the Sth of September, 
1S17 : made the Simple Vows at the expira- 
tion of his Noviceship. In 1821 be was 
sent to Rome to Study Theology ; hut fall- 
ing into a decline, he was ordeied to Fano, 
a small town on the Adiiatic, for the bene- 
fit of his health, where he died most piously 
on the 8th of June, 1623. 

MDLXXIV. Stafford, Charles, ad- 
mitted in 1670, set. 24, Prof. 1604. For 
many years was stationed in the Dorset- 
shire Mission, 1 think, at Canford. Died 
at Ghent, 29th of February, 17S2, et. 80, 
He was often called hill. 

MDLXXV. Stafford, Henry ; of 
Staffordshire; admitted at the age of 19; 
Professed 20th of August, 1640; was Rec- 
of Watten, from 1648 to 1661; died in 
England, 24th of August, 1657. 

MDLXXVI. Stafford, John; of 
Staffordshire, born in 1604; joined the So- 
ciety in 1623. 1 find by the Provinciars 
Beturn, of 1666, that this Bey. Father had 
then been a Missionary in England 24 
years. 

* MDLXXVII. a Coadjator of this 
name died at I#iege, in 1631. 
MDLXXVI 11. Stafford, John Joseph, 
(alias Kelly,} born 2nd December, 1743, 
admitted 7th December, 1762. 

MDLXXIX. Stafford, Ignatius, (alias 
Lee,) of Staffordshire, joined the Society in 
Spain, in 16 18. At the English College of 
Lisbon, served thieofiBce of Prefect of Spirit, 
and for eight years was Professor of Ma- 
thematics, in St. Anthony's College, also 
in that city. Confessor to the Marqpes of 
Monte Albano, he accompanied him on that 
nobleman's appointment to the Vice- Royal- 
ty of the Brazils ; but returning to Lisbon, 
be died there, nth of February, 1642, st. 
43. He was the author of the life of F. 
Francis Mastrili, who was martyred for the 
faith, in Japan, 17tli of October, 1637. 
The work was written in Spanish and Prin- 
ted at Lisbon, 1639, in 4to. An Italian 
translation was published in the same aize, 
atViterbo, in 1642. 

I printed in the Catholic Micdlany, for 
June, 1828, an original letter of F. Igna- 
tius SUfford, dated Lisbon, 26th of April, 
1626, giving an interesting account of the 
discovery of Sir Francis Tregian's body, 
interred 17 years before. It was found *^ in- 
corrupt and entire." 

MDLXXX. Another Stafford Ignatius 
(alias Thorpe,) died in England, 17th of 
June, 1720. 

MDLXXXI. Stafford, Nathaniel, 
died at St. Omer, on the 10th of October, 
1607. 
MDLXXXII. Stafford, Robert of Staf- 
fordshire ; admitted at the age of 24 ; Pro- 
fessed 29th of June, 1628 ; from 1633 to 1641 
was Rector of the English Novitiate, at 
Watten, and then of the English College, at 
Rome. Ordered to tb^ Engiiah Mission h* 
died I8th of November, 1660. mU 67. I 
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sQSpeet he was the translator into Euglish 
of F. Ceparius* Latin life of St. Aloysius, 
8?o. Pans, 1627, pp. 518, with a fine por- 
trait of the saint. The translation is de- 
dicated to the Lady Mary Countess of 
Buckingham. 
♦MDLXXXIII. Stanfield, Gervase.— 
This Scholastic, whilst studying the third 
year of Divinity, died at Liege 7th May, 
1705. set 31. Sec. 8. 

MDLXXXIV. Stanfield, Luke (alias 
PippardJ born in London 29th Sept. 1716, 
made a Spiritual Coadjutor 1748, fifteen 
years after his admission into the Society ; 
died In England on the 5th of January, 1761. 

MDLXXXV. Stanfielo, Robert, was 
admitted on the 20th of January, 1687, Prof. 
1704. This venerable Father, after a long 
Missionary Career, chiefiy I belieTe in the 
College of St. Ignatius, retired to Watten, 
where he died in peace on the 17th of Sept. 
1751 St. 83. 

•MDLXXXVI. Stamford, WiLLiAU.— 
This amiable and promising youth, whilst 
studying the 2nd year of Philosophy at Liege, 
was summoned to an early grave on the 5th 
of March, 1675, st.23. Soc. 4. '* Maximte 
spei adolescens oh praclaram ingenii in- 
dolem cum viriute conjunctam,'* — Ann 
Lit. 

MDLXXXVIl. Stanley, £dward.-~I 
meet with two members of this name. The 
fiist was a native of Lancashire, who joined 
the Society in 1634, He died at Wattdn on 
the 9th of January, 1639. 

* MDLXXXVIIL The2nd was also of 
Lancashire and a lay-brother. He died of 
apoplexy at Ghent on the 2drd January, 
1678 ffit.

MDXXXIX. Stanley, Henry.— There 
were two Fathers of this name. The elder 
was born in Lancashire on the 1 Ith of Sept. 
1688, was admitted in 1706 : protessed 18 
years later. For many years served the 
Oxfordshsre Mission, where he died on the 
27th of Nov. 1758. 

MDXC. The Junior, bom on the 12th of 
March, 1713. joined the Society in 1732: 
was professed on the 2nd of February, 1750; 
died at Moor Hall, Lancashire, on the SOth 
November, 1786. 

MDXCi. Stanley, Thomas, bom at 
Hooton, Cheshire, on the 17th ot January, 
17 15, O. S. became a Novice at Watten in 
1782, and was enrolled amongst tbe Pro- 
fessed Fathers in 1750. Of his subsequent 
life I can glean but little, except that he 
served South worth several years, and left 
for Moor Hall in July, 1763 ; but in a letter 
of F. John Thorpe, 1 read thus '* The Keii- 
gious virtues of F. Thomas Stanley have 
been remembered in the Roman and Lyons 
Province of the Society. I saw him Master 
of Rhetorick at St. Omer, and again on 
his return from Italy.** .On the 21st of De- 
cenbeTy 1769, he wa« doelared ReeCor of 



the new ColIe|^ at Brugv^ii. and ccmtinse d 
in that oMce for three years. Soon aCter 
the marriage of his Niece to the late Thos. 
"Weld, Esq. he went to reside with that 
pious couple, at Lull worth Castle, and 
thereat leiig'h, full of years and rich in 
merits, this Venerable Father surrendeied 
his meek and innocent soul to God on the 
2nd of June, 1805. He was buried in the 
vault of the Weld family, with thislnscrip- 
tion from the pen of his Friend, the Kev. 
Charles Plowden.

Dr. Allen, in recommend- 
ing him by letter of 12th August, 1581, to F, 
Agazzari, the l^ector of the English College 
at Rome, describes him as ^'juvenis nobUis 
et moribus modestUhimug,** Before he had 
finished his studies, he joined the Society. 
Sent in due time to the Mission, he wai 
cherished by F. Henry Garnett, for his zeal 
and religious spirit. After fitting for mar- 
tyrdom the three laymen S within Wells, 
Ralph Miller, and Laurence Humphries, ho 
himself was apprehended, and during hU 
severe confinement in the Gatehouse con- 
tracted much bodily infirmity. With 46 
other Priests he was removed in 1606 for 
perpetual banishment; and retiring to St. 
Omer, died there of Apoplexy on the 89th 
of May, I6i7, ast.

MDXCIV. Staplbton. Thomas, of Lin- 
colnshire, admitted at the age 01 19: was 
Rector of St. Omer *s College from 1679 to 
1683, an eventful crisis for his community, 
as a letter of his describes : then was sta- 
tioned at Rome, where he died on the 21st 
November, 1695, aged ^, 

•MDXCV. Starkie, William, (Wise- 
fnan) brother of Robert Standish before 
mentioned: died at St. Omer about the vear 
1593. 

• MDXCVI. Stevens, Adrian.- -This 
good lay-brother died at St. Omer on the 
5th of February, 1764, »1.6** Rel 89. 

MDXCVll. Stevens, Henry Robert, 
admitted 1688. In 1696 he was appointed 
Socius to F. Sabran, and Professor of Theo- 
logy in the Episcopal Seminary of Liege. 
He died in that City on the 15th of June. 
1723, et. 58. 

MDXCVIII. Stevens, John.— I meet 
with two i\aeiiibers of this name. The first 
was a heverend Fatherandan able Scholar, 
born in Gloucestei shire A.D. 16J3: was 
aJuiitted into .the Soeiety at the age of 21 : 
was professed on lhe4thof May, 1640 i was 
lUdor of Uw JSoglisii College 19 ftome 
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from 1609 to 1668: at tha expiration of his 
office wai called to Liege to govern his bre- 
thren there for the space of three years. I 
think he died there on the 10th of February, 
1667. 

*MDXCIX. — The second was a good Lay- 
brother, born on the 15th of August, 16&S: 
admitted ou the Uth of August, 1717 : died 
at St. Omer on the 9th of August, 1747. 

* MDC. Stetens Josbph. — ^Born on the 
15th of March, 1680: admitted on the 9th 
of October, 1711. He chiefly resided at 
Rome, where he died on the 27th of January, 

1756. 

IVIDCI. Stephens, Tuohas, of the Dio- 
cese of Salisbury: admitted on the 1 1th of 
Oct. 1578, when F. Persons in a letter to F. 
William Good, describes him as ^ a young 
man of great fervor and reasonable talent.** 
The next year witnessed his employment in 
the West India Mission. In his letter to hU 
brother, Richard Stephens, dated from Goa, 
4th November, 1579, he says, that he sailed 
from Lisbon on the 4th of April that year, 
and after a dangerous voyage reached Goa 
on the S4ih October. In tlie M. S. life of 
F. Edmund Campian, begun by F. Persona 
on the dth of July, 1594, he says ** Mr. 
Thomas Stephens, of Oxford University, 
hath lived and laboured divers years most 
fruitfully in the East Indies. F. More, p. 
80. autedates his death by ten years, for he 
certainly died at Goa in 1619, set. 70. We 
may also remark that F. N. Southwell, p, 
768 Bflliotlieca, aotedaU^s his admission into 
the Society by three years. He was ad- 
mitted the same year as hia Patron Mr. T.

1 believe F. S.was tiie first to compose 
a Grammar in the Indian Language. He 
also wrote for the natives, ** The Christian 
Doctrine** and a " Metrical Explanation of 
the Mysteries of Faith. 

MDCII. Another Father of this name, 
born on the 3rd of February, 1698, was 
admitted on the loth of August, 17d0: died 
at Paris on the 24th of May, 174U. 

MDCIU. Stevenson John.— All that I 
can learn of him is, that he had been Prefect 
of the Sodality at St. Omer, and left for 
England in the Spring of 1676, and died 
in England on the Idth of January, 1692. 

MDCIV. Stevenson, or Stephenson, 
Thomas, born at Windleston, in the County 
of Durham. After studying at Rheims and 
receiving Priesthood, was sent on the En- 
glish Mission, where he was l>etrayed by a 
ialse brother into the hands of the Pur- 
suivants and lodged in the Tower of Lon- 
don. Here his sufferings were most revolt- 
ing to every feeling of humanity ; but this 
prisoner of Christ improved them to his 
sanctification, and most earnestly desired to 
suffer still more for his blessed Master.

MDCV, STiu.iMGTo.t, THOiiAS.^After 
studying Philosophy at Rhein», he was re- 
commended to F. Agaszari, the Rector of 
the English College at Rome, by Dr. Allen,

nicat.** This angelical Novice and Veteran 
in solid virtue, died on the 15th of Septem- 
ber, 1617. The Reader will be abahdantly 
repaid by reading the account of him from 
p. 4%9 to p. 435 of More'8 Hist. 

MDCVL i»TiLLiMGToa, WuiLiam, died 
at Rome 21st November, 1685. 

MDC VII. Stone, Andrew, of York- 
shire: after serving the Mission eleven 
years, and at the age of 40, he joined the So- 
ciety. He was living in his nati?e Connty 
in 1655. 

MDCVIII. Sto^£, FaAvcis, died!at^8t». 
Omer, 18th of December, 1751, let. 66/ ' 
Rel.88, 

MDCIX. Stone, WiaMAnuKB, born at . 
Draoot, In the County of Stafferdj 88th of > =• 
November, 1748; at the age ^ 19 piety ''' 
led him to the Novitiate. What is said of Kt.' . 
Vincent Ferrier may be applied to him:- 
**abineunte atate cor ge$tU senile^" for 
from early life he discovered such steadi- 
ness of character, such unaffected virtue and 
sauvity of disposition, as marked his fit- 
ness for future government. After serving 
as Prefect in the Academy of Liege, he was 
chosen its President, in January, 1790. 
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His, indeed, wm painful pre-eminence dur- 
ing the rapid progress of the French Arins, 
aiMi in the midst of warlike preparations 
and revoluliomury movements. Obliged 
at last to emigrate, he reached on 37th of 
August, 1794, Stonyhurst, an Asylum which 
Mr. Weld offered him for his community ; 
and there, by his evenness of temper, and 
his engaging spirit of conciliation'' ni/ nisi 
Ume deeety* and of humility, he succeed* 
ed in keeping and binding together discor* 
dant materials, and firmly establishing the 
present College.* His great merits and 
valuable serTices induced F. Gabriel Grn- 
ber, the (General of the Society in Russia, 
to nomlaate him as the first Provincial of 
the restored English Province ; and he was 
declared such 87th of May, 1803. He con- 
tinued in Dossession of this dignity until 
the 8th or September, 1817. He was af* 
terwards Minister for several years ; but 
weakness of sight rendering him unfit for 
Collegiate offices, this Venerable Father 
retired to Lowe House in 1839, and there 
expired withoat a struggle, at half-past eight 
of the Thursday morning, 8 1st of August 
1834. His venerable- countenance in death 
exhibited the marks of perfect calmness. 
On the f 6th he wa« buried at Wiodleshaw, 
with the respeot due to the Patriarch of his 
brethren. May we not apply to him the 
words of St,: Mazimas : — *^ StuMtam per* 
J^ectamque vUam m&r$ Deo devoia coH' 
clu$U }

This Venerable Patriarch of his Bre- 
thren, on the eve of death, reminds one of 
the Speech of the dying Indian Chief ''Like 
a decayed tree I stand alone — the Friends 
of my youth, the companions of my toils 
and dangers rest their heads on the bosom 
of our mother earth — my sun is fast descend- 
ing. I feel it will soon be night with me— 
and that I am going to join them in the land 
of spirits. With uplifted hands I thank 
the Great Father for having spared me so 
loog, to shew the young men the true path 
to honour and glory.** 

Two of his Brothers were worthy Mem- 
bers and Priests of Douay College, Ben- 
jamin and Thomas : the latter died at Mose- 
ly, on the 7th of March, 1797; Benjamin 
died at Little Malvern, on the 19th of June, 
1S19. He published a very brief Treatise 
in 1809, of the principal Articles of Chris- 
tian Doctrine, pp. 15. 

MDCX. Story, Richard, according to 
Dodd p. 137, Vol 2. Church Hist, was a 
natiTO of Gloucestershire: leaving England 
in the beginning of Elizabeth's reign, he 
repaired to Lou vain. After assisting Dr.. 
Allen in establishing the English College at' 
Douay, in the year 1669, he embraced thct 
pious Institute of the Society of Jesus. 

♦MDCXI. Stralbn Van Gisler: 
bom at Liege in 1611 : admitted at the age 
of 27 ; died at Walten on the 7lh of June, 
1665, after yaluable service as a Temporal 
Coadjutor. 

MDCXII. Strange, Richard, of 
Northumberland; entered the Novitiate of 
Watten at the age of 20, and professed 1$ 
years later, viz. 81st November, 161fi« 
After^ teaching Humanities at St. Omer 
for some time, he was sent to the English 
Mission, where he laboured many years, 
" multorum bono H solatio.' Recalled 
from England to be Rector of Ghent, in 
1671, at the end of his triennial govern- 
ment, be was declared Provincial, and the 
Annual Letters which he subscribed in that 
capacity, for the years 1674»-5-6 must al. 
ways be read with "interest. On discharg- 
ing the burthen of office, he enjoyed tran- 
quillity for the remainder of his days, dying 
at St. Omer, 7th of April, 1682, set. 71. 
He has left us the yaluable *Mife of St. 
Thomas, Bishop of Hereford, '» 8vo, Ghent, 
1674, pp. 833, dedicated to the Duke of 
Tuscany. I think he had published at 
Antwerp, in 1673, an English Translation 
of F, J. Eusebius Nieremburgh*s Treatise^ 
*' De adoratione in SpirUu et FeritaU" 
The Translation fills 481 pages, besides an 
address of 14 pages, to the courteous read-. 
er. He had prepared some othir ..worki^^ 
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fays F. N. Southwell, p. 723, Bibl. ; but 
I belieTO they never went to press. 

MDC\Il[.STRA(roB,THoMAS. Theonly 
son and heir to a considerable Patrimony. 
Becoming acquainted with P. John Gerard, 
a prisoner then in the Clinck, he was moved 
to renounce every thing for the love of Christ . 
>*or nearly two years he had the happiness 
of living with F. Henry Qarnett, before 
he went to St, Andrewt* at Rome, to make 
his vows of Religion. Returning a Mis- 
tionarv, he was apprehended in War- 
wickshire, conveyed to the Tower of 
I^ondon, and most inha manly tortured. 
After a long solitary confinement, he was 
banished, broken in health and constitution, 
and died at Ghent sexagenario major ^ 13th 
November, 16S9. See p. 888 Moie : also 
Tanner. 

MDCXIV. Strickland, William ; son 
of Thomas Strickland, Esq. by his wife, 
Mary Scroop. Born at Sizergh, near 
Kendal, 28th of October, 1731, and re- 
nounced the Family Estate, in favour of his 
brother Charles. 

On 7th of September, 1748, William en- 
tered the Novitiate at Watten; on 13th of 
June, 1756, was ordained Priest, at Liege. 
After teaching Philosophy, he was sent to 
the Alnwick Mission, where his moderation, 
urbanity and talents secured the esteem and 
respect of all. This good Father was ad- 
mitted to the profession of the Four Vows, 
2nd February, 1766. At the suppression 
of the Society, he was highly instrumental 
by his advice and influence in keeping up 
the academy at Liege, and after the death 
of F. John Howard, on 16th of October, 
1783, he consented at Ust to become its 
2nd President. Ho was the ablest, as 
well as the fittest man in the province, 
to fill that situation ; and well might F. 
John Thorpe say, in a letter to a friend 
which I have seen, ** Mr. Strickland will 
merit a statue on earth* besides the re- 
ward he may expect in Heaven, if be can 
raise up the ruins and disjointed fragments 
into a solid structure. Liege is happy ii| 
having him to succeed Mr. Howard." The 
truth is, that hitherto there bad not existed 
an efi'eotual concurrence and coalition of 
his brethren ; some were indisposed to the 
necessary co-operation, and regular dis- 
cipline and subordination.' By degi'ees he 
succeeded in making the crookMl ways 
straight, and the rough ways plain ; and ^o 
saeoessful was his system, that on the 15th 
of July, 1787, the Academy numbered 118 
seholars. Having achieved this important 
work, he installed that meekest of men, the 
Rev. Marmaduke Stone, for his successor, in 
January, 1700, and fixed his own residence 
in London, as the Procurator of his Bre- 
thren. In the fldorishing establishment of 
this community, at Slonyhurst, he had the 
consolation of witnes«inf> with his own 

Ses, that it was one of the first houses of 
BOfttloir in Earope. TIhs opinion ^ the 



College was also entertained and pronoiui- 
oed by his friend, the late Duke of Northum- 
berland in two of his Grace's letters now be- 
fore me, dated Northumberland House, 2nd 
of May, 1803— 94th of May, 1804. Af^er 
a long life of usefulness, this eminent and 
patriarchal Gentleman died at No. II, 
Poland Street, London, 23rd of April, 
1819, and was buried at St. Pancras, where 
his assistant and friend. Rev. EdWard Scott, 
thus inscribed a stone to his memory.

It is very little known that the PUt Ad- 
minigtnUion was desirous of employing 
English Jesuits at Buenos Ayres, and that 
Sir John Borlase Warren made application 
to the General of the Society, at St. Peters- 
burg, for that purpose. The General, F, 
Gabriel Gruber dying, on 6th of April, I80£», 
the business was taken up bv his Vicar 
(Hneral Antliony Lustyg, who by letter 
dated Petersburg, 15th of May, 1805, de- 
sired P. W. Strickland to wait on the said 
Sir J. B. Warren. He did so on the month 
following. From the interview it transpired 
that the Government had concerted a plan 
to attack Buenos Ayres— that the co-opera- 
tion of the Indians was essential — that hav- 
ing ascertained that the res|iect and esteem 
in which the Indians held the Jesuits 
continued unabated, this circumstance might 
consequently be turned to advantage ; that 
English Jesuits in the opinion of the GK>- 
vernment would be of more utility, than 
thoseofany other natimi. The jdan bow* 
ever was |ios^poned, on account w'the pre* 
carious situation of Public affairs. Mr« 
Pitt*s death on the 88rd of Jannagr, 1806. 
occasioned a change of ministry. Beff«if6rd 
took Buenos Ayrai in the May fdloving : 
and Wbitelock*s disastrous fallve ensued 
in July the ensuing year. 

MDGX V. SuDOLE, or Sidols, C«arlm« 
— ^This good Father was bom in Lanca- 
shire in June, 1700 : admitted at. Wa|* 
ten, when in Priest's Orders, on tlie 97(n 
of October, (aoeordinsto the PlroySndal'f 
Book) 1799: was Professed on tht'lBnd of 
Fi^nuury, 1740. For many years wao 
Chaplain at Yarun, where he died on tho 
2|rd of April, 1770 of Consumption. I 
have been told^ that hi& real namo was H^dgr 
Artaxow, and that he was enterM an alam- 
Bus of the English College 'U' RbiAe in 
1722. • • • •• • ■"■■ '■' '■ ■"■""■ ■ • 

MbCXyi* Saddle, Richard, oC X«ftn^ 
cashire, was certainly' admitted in 1634. 

MDGXVII. SuDDiB, WiLUAif, boi'n in 
Lancashire: diedof a diiolineat St. Oifler 
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on the 7th of April, 1648, et 4. Rd. 0. 
•* Vir innoeenlitB sin^lariSf et omnibviB, 
quas in Religioso quisqumm reqmrat, vir- 
tutibus, excuitus adexemplum.** 

MDCXVIIl. Sutton, Andrew, of Suf- 
folk : admitted at the age of 52, Professed 
5th of August, 1641 : died in England on 
the 7th of March, 1673. 

MDCXIX. Sutton, William, born at 
Burton-upon-Trent. F. John ,Gierard, in 
his autobiography mentions him thus ^''pro 
Greeds habiumus Preeceptorem bonum ac 
pium Sacerdotem, Dominum Gulielmum 
Sutionum^ qui sub eo titulo publice vixit 
in domo nostra incognitua^ qui postea 
martuus est in Soc. Jesu, mart Hispanico 
submersus^ dum eo obedientia amandaer- 
tur** He was drowned near Alicant in 
1690. He was brother to that noble Martyr, 
Rev. Robert Sutton, a Secular Priest, who 
was butchered alive at Clerkenwell, on the 
5th of Oct. 1588, formerly Rector of Lut- 
terworth. His thumb and finger were entire 
as F. Gerard mentions. The thumb was in 
the possession of F. W. Strickland, as I find 
byhis letter 7th April, 1806, toF. M. Stone. 

MDCXX. Another Brother John was 
Socius to F. (Gerard for some time, and to 
F. Gamett, for several y^ars. 

MDCXXI. Sweet, John, born in 
I>evonflhiie: entered the English College 
at Rome in 1603 to finish his higher Studies. 
After his promotion to the Priesthood, viz. 
1608, he appears to havejoined the Society 
at Naples. After supplying for some time 
as Penitentiary in the Vatican Church, he 
was ordered to the English Mission, where 
says F. N. Southwell (p. 507 Biblioth.) 
utilis evasit operarius et muUorum in 
CkristoJlUorum parens.** But at length 
he was arrested at Exeter, in the house of 
Mr.Alexander Snelgrove,* on his way to 
iht Riftdons of Bableigh, in the North of 
TWorf,t>n the l*lh of November, 1621. 
Ob -the Priesfc^s persoh were found several 
articles,' tfa^ Ust^ which wepublished p. 161 
of the Ca^h. spectator of 18d9, and which 
we llitltfully copied' from the Original do- 
cdmeitt-tn the Archives of the Mayor and 
Cokt^ratTon of Eteter. The Mayor at that 
time, Walter i^oronghs, oil Acquainting the 
Privy Council with his Prize, was com- 
manded by Writ of tho 99th of Nov. I62i, 
to deliver the said John Sweet, with ths 
many superstitious things found about him 
and in Ills lodging,"' nnto two King's 
Messengers, John' Pouher, and Symoa 
Joyner,, purposely ' Mnt down. The Re»> 
eel pt of the said Messengers is dated 11th 
of December that yekr. That this P.ev« 
Father rem&ined in prison until the acoes- 
slon of Charles 1st. (March, 1625) I think 
is more than probable; for in 162-li, he and 
F. Pisher held a Conference with certain 
Protestant Divines, as I collect from p. 38, 
vol. II. 1st Edit, of Wood's Athens 

■ .<* I find firora Xh» Register of Si Lawrence's P«- 
ristChxbnitKalfnlCay, 160G, this Soelgravv mar- 
ried Alice Risdon 
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Oxon ; but especially from F. Clare's Ap- 
pendix to his 2nd dialogue of his able work 
entitled " The Converted Jew.** 

In a weak state of health F. Sweet readi- 
ed the College of St Omer, and was there 
called to a life exempt from labour and 
suffering, on the 26th of February, 1632* 

F. Southwell is manifestly wrong as to 
his age ; he was probably between 50 and 60 
years of age at the time of his death. 

We have from the pen of F. S. a 4to 
vol. printed at St. Omer, in 1617. *' The 
Discovery qf the Dalmatian Apostate, 
M. Anthony de Dominis, and his Booke*** 

MDCXXII. SwEBTNAM, John, (alias 
Nicholson) of Northamptonshire, joined 
tha Society in Portugal in 1606, and was 
esteemed for his learning and talents for 
the Pulpit. For some time he laboured fd 
the English Mission ; but was finally appre- 
hended and sent into banishment. He died 
at Loretto, in the office of Penitentiarv, 
on the 4th of November, 1622, et 42. He 
pnl>lished under the initials I. S. 

" The Progress qf St Mary Magdalene 
into Paradise.** 8vo. St. Omer, 1618. 

** The Paradise qf Pleasure in the lA- 
tanies of Loretto,** St. Omer, 1620. 

From the Spanish he translated the trea- 
tise of Anthony Molina, the Carthusian 
*'0n Mental Prayer** St. Omer, 1617, 
and in the same year ** The Exhortation te 
Spiritual Perfection, with a Dialogue on 
Contrition, by Francis Arias, S, J.** I 
suspect that he was the translator of P* 
Turselinus' Hist, of Loretto, a 12mo. Vol. 
of 540 pp. printed in 1606. 

MDCXXllI. SwiNBURN, or SwiNBORtr» 
John, (ver6 Savage) admitted in 1680» 
after finishing Rhetoric at St. Omer's Col- 
lege, 1 find him serving the Lancashirs 
Mission early in the last century, and where, 
1 believe, he finished his mortal course, on 
tlie llth of September, 1716, set. 56. 

MDCXXIV. SwiNBURN, SiMfiON, was 
entered an Alumnus of the English CoUc^ 
at Rome, in )i^80. The date of bis admis- 
sion into the Society I have not been able 
to discover, but I learn from the Annual 
Letters of 16S8, that he had died on th^ 
llth of November that year *' Octogeuario^ 
major ** in the College of the Holy Apos- 
tles. He had long been engaged in the fiq- 
glish Mission And in very troublesome times 
'■^*'' Placidissime concessit natunB, mag' 
na apud ommes ob fnetatem virtutumqm 
aliarum exempla, sui relietd veneratiome,* 

MDCXXV. SwiNBURN, WiixiAV, of 
the family at Capheaton, Northumberlaiidp 
admitted at the age of 29 : Professsd oa 
the 15th of February, 1654: was Rector at 
Watten from 1662 to 1666: died in England, 
on tlie 18th of August, 1669. 

MDCXXVI. Sylvester. Thomas.— F, 
John Gerardinhis Auto-Biograpby, wliilst 
in England, in mentioning some persons 
whom he sent abroad for tlieir studies, says 
«* alii sunt Patrcs ex SociHate, e< ti.iuis 
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«f opinoi'i VcUlisoleti manetU in Semina" 
riOy viz,j P. Sylvester et P. Clarus,** 
F. More, p. 100, Hist. Prov. Angl. men- 
tions his death in Spain as being '* optaio 
citiut.** That he was in Valladolid on the 
12th of April, 1615, is certain, as I find by 
a letter of F. Ant. Uoskins. to F. Owen. 

Talbot Gilbert^ see Grey, Gilbert. 

MDCXXVil. Talbot, Adrian, born 
in Oxfordshire in 1601: entered the Soci- 
ety at the age of 2S, and was admitted to 
the Profession of the Four Vows on the 
4th of May, 1640. He had been Professor 
of Scripture and Hebrew before he was 
sent to the Mission, in 1638. He certainly 
exercised his functions for some 3'ears io 
Lincolnshire. His death occurred on the 
S4th of December, 1653. 

MDCXXVill. Talbot, John, born on 
the 22nd of Aug. 1737 : admitted at the age of 
SO : was sent early to the Lancashire Missi- 
on : died at Rixton on the 19th May, 1801. 

MDXXIX. Talbot, Thomas, of Lan- 
cashire : was entered an Alumnus of the 
English College at Rome in 159 1 : seven 
years later became a Novice, though in 
Priests' orders. After acting as Peniten- 
tiary at Iioretto for some time, he was ap- 
pointed the first Rector and Master of No- 
Tices, at St. John*s Louyain, and removed 
-with them to Liege, in 1614. 

Sent to the English Mission, this Mas- 
ter of a Spiritual Life, by his authority and 
example conducted many souls in the Sci- 
ence of the Saints. At the age of 80, and in 
'the year 1652, the venerable man rested 
firom all his earthly labors. 
' MDCXXX. Another F.Thomas Tal- 
bot, was born in Lancashire 21st of July, 
' i717 ; admitted at Watten on the 7th of 
September, 1735, Professed on the 2nd of 
February, 1753. From being Prefect of 
Studies, at St. Omer, he became Chaplain 
at Odstock, near Salisbury, then at Can- 
ford, in Dorsetshire, but for many years 
before his death was fixed in London, 
where he died on the 12th of October, 1799. 

MDCXXXI. Talbot, William, of 
Lancashire: joined the Society at the age 
of 22 : was Professed on the 30th of Jan- 
uary, 1633. I suspect this must be the 
person described in a letter of intelligence 
from Spa, 17th of August, 1654, p. 528, 
Vol. II. State Papers of John Thurloe, 
** There are Spyes sent into England : one of 
them is a Jesuite called Talbot, a well sett 
man, of middling stature, full-faced, brown- 
ish hayre, a faire complexion/' This worthy 
Father died in England 12th of May, 1660. 

MDGXXXII. Tancred, Charles, I 

■ think of the family at Borough Bridge, in 

'Yorkshire, was admitted at Naples, in 

« Februanr, 1584. In a letter dated Madrid, 

82hd of July, 15S9, he announces to F. 

Martial his safe arrival in that city, and 

that his destination Is Alcala, where he is 

to complete his Theological Studies. On 

the 25th of November, 1592, he was ap- 



pointed Minister to F. Francis FeyalCfi, 
the first Rector of the Seminary at Seville. 
Don Martin de Padilla, the GoTernor of 
Castille, selected him some time after for 
his Confessor. To the regret of all who 
knew him, this Revered Fattier, in the flow- 
er of his age, for he was but 35, was hur- 
ried to an untimely grave at Valladolid on 
5lh of July, 1599 r See p. 290 F. Mofe's Hist 

MDCXXXill. Tancred, Richard. F. 
More, p. 24), Hist, informs us, that he wast 
admitteid at the age of 22, and having fi- 
nished his studies at Olmutz and Prague, 
and been Professor of the Greek Language 
for two years at Vienna, died at Padua, 
on the 13th of September, 1596. 

♦MDXXXIV. Tartar, Dominic, born 
on the 12th of May, 1728: admitted in 
1750. AAer the Suppression of the So* 
ciety, he lived with the Rev.F. John Pant- 
ing, who left him at his death, in 1783, an 
annuity of d£'20. Dying at Wardour the 
16th Aug. ISOO, he was buried at Tisbury. 

MDCXXXV. Tartar, William, born 
2nd of April, 1732 : admitted in 1760: died 
at Blandecque on the 12th of Sept. 1792. 

MDCXXX VI. Tasburgh, Hknry, son 
of John Tasburgh, of Bodney, Esq.,tby his 
2nd wife, Elizabeth (Darrell) was Supe- 
rior of his brethren in Lancashire, A. D, 
1701 : he died an old man on' the! 6th of 
February, 1718, at New house, in fnce. 
This House he erected in conjunction with 
F. Albert Babthorpe, about the year 1701, 
with a view of keeping a school there ; but 
this design was never carried into effect. 

N.B. A large stone Chapel was erected 
during the reign of James II» at Formby, 
but the setting in of the RevblOtion pre- 
vented its being opened for Divine Worship. 

MDCXXXVII. Tasburgh^ Richard, 
2nd son of Richard Tasburgh, of Flixton, 
Esq., by Mary Keneage : admitted in 
1710. I meet with him at Flixton In 1728, 
F. Tasburgh was professed on the 2nd 
of Febiuary, 1 730. Prev ious to his solemn 
Profession, he made a renunciation of 
property, that must rank him amop^t the 
most efficient benefactors to the English 
Province. He died on the 22nd of Janu- 
ary, 1735, set. 42, 

MDCXXXVIir. Tasburgh, Thomas, 
joined the Society on the 7th of September, 
1691 ; made a Spiritual Coadjutor on the 
2 1st of March, 1704: was stationed in 
London during the early part of the last 
Century; but for some time before his 
death resided in Dublin, in great repute 
for Sanctity. — ^He dted in that city on the 
5th of July, N. S. 1727, at. 64, and I 
think was buried at St. Michan*s. In a 
letter of the Rev. Mr. Meylor, dated 8th 
of June, 1832, from 79, Marlborough- 
street, Dublin, that worthy gentleman says, 
'"'' Many miracles were performed at the 
tomb of this Father, ; and its remains were 
in consequence almost carried away by the 
people. There is at present, in the posses- 
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skin ofoBe of the Priests ;in Dublin, a fin- 
ger beloogii^ to this very holy man, the ap- 
plication of which iias been followed by 
many extraordinary and rapid cures ; some 
of thera to my own knowledge. 

AIDCXXXIX. Tate, Thomas, youn- 
ger brother to FF. Joseph and John Tale : 
born at Appleton, in Yorkshire. After 
finishing Humanities and Philosophy with 
credit, at Stohyhurst, he entered the So- 
ciety in ISIO. Full of its holy spirit, he 
was sent to the laborious Mission of Wi- 
gan, at Mlchaeloias, 181), where, by his 
obliging and frank disposition, he made 
himself generally esteemed and respected. 
To the sick and needy he was a kind, at- 
tentive, and unpretending friend: his time, 
his means, and his influence were devoted 
to their succour and consolation. On 
Monday, 29th of March, 1819, at. . , , Soc. 
he died of a typhus Fever, contracted in at- 
tending a poor woman of his congregation. 
In XhsPresloa CArowicZe his death was thus 
announced: — On Monday last, of a typhus 
fever, which he contracted whilst visiting 
the pool' and necessitous sick, in the dis- 
charge of his pastoral duties, the Rev. 
Thomas Tale, one of the Clergymen of the 
old Catholic Chapel, Wigan. His zeal in 
tbe discharge of his pastoral duties was so 
ardent as to Induce him to expose his life 
to danger, and to sacrifice it also, for the 
good of the flock committed to his care; 
he was likewise of such an amiable dis- 
position as to be loved and respected by 
his friends and acquaintance, and sincerely 
regretted by all who knew hira." 

MDCXL. Tatlock, Henry, of Lan- 
cashire, son of Thomas & Helen Tatlock : 
began his Noviceship at VVatten in 1729: 
was Professed on the 2nd of February, 
1740 : for about 21 years was Chaplain to 
Sir Francis Anderton : died at his bro- 
ther's house, Tatlock, four miles from Liver; 
pool, on the North-road, on the 17th of Au- 
gust, 1771, set. 69. 

*MDXLI. Taylor, Edward.— This 
Temporal Coadjutor died at Liege on the 
2lst of March, 1712, set. 47, Rel. 15. 

MDXLII. Taylor, John, (alias Va- 
ientine XJpsal ) born in Yorkshire A.D. 
1599, and at the age of 21 joined the So- 
ciety.— He died in the College of St. 
Thomas of Canterbury, on the 20th of Sep- 
tember, 1675, »t. 78 : The Annual Letters 
of that year, make him an Octogenarian. 
For the cause of Christ he had endured 
14 years imprisonment, and had received 
sentence of death. For nearly half a Cen- 
tury he had been engaged in the English 
Mission. " Vir Magni Zeli ac pieiatis ct 
veterauus Christi Miles.** 

MDCXLIII. Taylor, Thomas, at the 
age of 28, entered the Order on the 29th 
of July, 1702; ob. A. D. 1726. 

MDCXLIV, Tempest, Charles, son 
of Stephen Tempest, of Broughton,- by bis 
wifa Elizabeth Ferraor, was bornin York- 



shira, on the dOth of April, 1699: at the 
age of 25 entered the Novitiate : was Pre- . 
feet at St, Oraer for some time : aftar being 
made Spiritual Coadjutor in 1730, becama 
Chaplain at Clytha, in Monmouthshire ; bu| 
died at Chiswick on the 28th of July, 1768. 

MDCXLV. Tempest, John, third son, 
I am told, of Stephen Tempest, of Brough* 
ton, Esq. by his wife Anne, only daugh- 
ter of Henry Scroope, of Danby, Esq, ; 
born on the 16th of June, 1694: enter- 
ed the Novitiate, S. J. at Watten, oa 
the 7th of September, 1712, and was Pro- 
fessed, according to the English Provin-j 
ciaPs book, at Constantinople, on the 26tll 
of February, 1730. F. John Thorpe, in % 
letter from Rome, dated 17th of December,* 
1757, says, " F. Tempest, during his tra-r 
vels through Greece, kept a regular corres- 
pondence with a Venetian Grentleman, to 
whom he gave a constant account of his 
journey, &c. The copies or rough draftt 
all written in Latin, came into the handf 
of F. Leslie, upon whose revisal they 
would probably have been published, had 
the author lived longer to adju'st certain 
particulars and make the collection com- 
plete. — I have one of them by me : the Un- 
guage is neat: the observations concise 
and entertaining. I have been told that he 
travelled to the Holy Land with Ladv 
Gerard, a great benefactress to our EngUsli 
Province.'* 

In p. 81 of Whitaker's Hist, of Craven, 
a letter to his Father from Salonica, 4th 
of March, 1731, has been published.— See 
also I Vol. of Nichols' Illustrations of the 
Literary History of the ISlh Century. On 
his return from his Imvels he lived as 
Chaplain to Robert James, the 8th Lord 
Petre, a Nobleman of distinguished tastt 
and elegance. F. Tempest died on the 
22nd of February. O. S. 1737, and his 
illustrious Patron inscribed on his grave- 
stone in West-Horndon Church, the follow- 
ing Epitaph.

MDCXLVI. Tempest, Nicholas, 
From the Provincial Returns of 16d8, and 
1679, it is certain, that he was a native of 
Lancashire. For about 16 years he had 
been cultivalii\g the vineyard in his own 
Country, when the public mind was panic- 
struck and maddened by Oates' Conspira- 
cy. F. T. was apprehended and thrown^ $*'- 
to a loathsome jail. His delicate consti- 
tution could not stand the shock; and 
death hastened, as a friend, to set him at 
liberty from further suffering, on the 26th: 
of February, 1679, ret. 48, Soc. 27. Prof^ 
9. See the ** BrevU Relatio" 

MDCXLVII. Tempest, Robert. The 
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Anmial Letters of 1540, shew that, this 
Model of Religious Ol)edience and Hu- 
mility, for nearly 30 years was the 
" Vinctus Chrisli. " He died in Hamp- 
shire ( I think at Tichbourne ) on the 
18th of July, 1640, ^^prope octogenarius 
eonditusque est in sepulchro nondwn ah 
hwreticis profanato " St. James's, I sup- 
pose, near Winchester. 

MDCXLVIII. Terill, Anthony, 
(alias Bonvill) born in Dorsetshire, in 
1623 : was entered an Alumnus of the En- 
glish College at Rome, in 1640; and after 
finishing the course of Philosophy and 
Theology, and receiving the order of 
Priesthood, he entered the Novitiate of 
St. Andrews, in that City, on the 20th of 
June, 1647. For some years he served 
the office of Penitentiary at Loretto ; was 
thence called to Florence, to fill the chair 
of Professor of Philosophy— was after- 
wards sent to Parma, where besides lec- 
turing on the same Science, he taught Sdio- 
lastic Divinity for four years. His valu- 
able services were then obtained for 1 jege 
College, where he directed the studies, and 
taught Theology and Mathematics. The 
Florus Anglo-Bavaricus, p. 60, says that 
be was consulted far and near, as an ora- 
cle of learning. From 1671, till July, 
1674, he was Rector of Liege College. 
Returning from Rome, as we learn from 
the Annual liOtters, he died at Liege on 
the 11th of October, 1676. ''In cvjus 
obitu hoe accidit singulare^ quod cum 
eontinuoferi a multis retro annis Scru- 
pulorum anxietatibus agitaretur^ toto 
tamen tnorbi tempore, licet sibi prasen* 
tissimus esset, pacatissimi se haberet, 
€t mortem intrepidus expectaret.** He 
published

MDCXLIX. Terrett. Thomas, of 
Yorkshire : born in 1615 : admitted at the 
age of 21. Professed on the 8th of Decem- 
ber, 1653. I think he died at St. Omer, 
CO the 4t)i of October, 1655. 

MDCL. T^rrbtt, Peter, is said to 
have died in England, in the month of 
June, 1655. I suspect Peter and Thomas 
were brothers of the Family of Bapthorpe, 
and assumed the name of TyrrhwU. 

MDCLI. Tesimond, Oswald, alias 
Greenway, alias Philip Beaumont, was 
bom in Northumberland ; was received as 
a» Alumnus in the English College at 
Rome, in 1580: and on the iSth of April, 
16B«, joined the Society. After teach- 
ing Philosophy at Messina and Palermo, 



he west to the Seminary at Madrid, which 
he outtted in November, 1597 ; was ordered 
to the English Mission — reached Gravei- 
ead on the 9th of March, 1598, and was 
placed under F. Oldcome nearly 8 years. 
Our readers must know how he came to be 
accused of being an Accessory in the Gun- 
powder Plot. Fortunately he escaped in 
a victualling boat to Calais — survived that 
event 30 years, dying at Naples, in 1635, 
St. 71. Rel. 51. Prof. 30. See F. More*s 
Hist. p. 336. NB. He was the friend of 
the celebrated F, Julius Manclnelli. 

This Reverend Father translated into 
Italian, the greater part of F. John 
Gerard's English treatise on the Gunpow- 
der Plot, and enriched it with additional 
information. However, he appears dis- 
satisfied with the Defence attempted of him 
by F. Gerard, for consulting F. Heniy 
Garnett on the subject : for he leaves out 
the Defence altogether in his translation. 

*MDCLII. Thelwall, Joseph. 
This English Youth entered the Novitiate 
at Watten, on the 26th of November, 
1750; but died liefore he could finish it, 
according to the Necrology, the 3rd of Au- 
gust; but according to the Provincial's 
Book, on the 30th of July, 1752, set. 21. 

*MDCLIII. Thelwall, Walter, 
bom on the 15th of August, 1723: ad- 
mitted on the 21st of August, 1747. As 
a carpenter this Temporal Coadjutor made 
himself very usefhl. He lived to the ad- 
vanced age of 85 : dying on the 1st of 
April, 1^8, at Wardour, whera he was 
Sacristan, his remains were deposited at 
Tisbury. 

♦MDCLIV. Thierry, Nicholas, of 
Liege : joined the Society on the 22nd of 
October, 1707 : died in his native dty, 
on the 28ch of August, 1763, st. 86. 

MDCLV. Thomas, Richard. Ad- 
mitted into the Order in 1704 : served the 
Maryland Mission for some time; but 
died in England, on the 16th of January, 
1735, St. 50. 

MDCLVI. Thompson, Charles, bora 
in London, A. 1607, admitted at the age 
of 19 ; Professed on the 19th of Septem- 
ber, 1641, and six years later began his 
Missionary Career, After the year 1655 
I lose sight of him. 

MDCLVir. Another Charles Thomiisoii, 
born in Maryland, on the 7th of Septem- 
ber, 1746, admitted at the age of 20. This 
Reverend Father was moved from Glfford's 
hall to replace F. S. Gage at Bury St. 
Edmunds,* in 1790. He died at Bristol, 
where he had retired from bad healtli, on 
the 6th of April, 1795. 

MDCLVIIL Thompson, Francis, 

•From the Annual Letten of 1680, it is evicfent 
that before the Revolution, the English Jeauits had 
here " saeeUum publicum vatd* c^^ebre 9t Mcholam 
satis frequmiimr* Abent It young GeMlemen 
were regular Peneioneis In the bouse : and some of 
the Townspeople attended the School Clasfes* 
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alias Yates " nmde hui vows al Louvain, 
on the 9th of November, 1608,** as I find 
in the letter of his master of Novices, F, 
Thomas Talbot. 

MDCLIX. Thompson, Johv. I find 
two of this name. 

The Obituary vaguely states that one 
died either on the 6th of September, 1636, 
or on the I2th of October, 1637. From 
the Annual Letters of those years I can 
glean ik) satisfactory information : but I 
believe the fact to be, that this is no other 
than F. John Gerard, who died on the 
27th of July, 1637, 

MDCLX. The other is said to have 
died at St. Omer, on the 23rd of Novem- 
ber. 1688. 

MDCLXI. Thompson, Richard. Tliis 
Father was at Seville, in May, 1605. 

MDCLXII. Thompson, Thomas, of 
Kent. Educated at St. Omer, thence, in 
1633, proceeded to the Novitiate of Wat- 
ten : was Professed in 1640. In the An- 
nual Letters of 1672, he is described as 
** notns in AnglU ConcioncUor qui in Sa- 
cello Oratoris Gallici magno popuii con- 
cursu per Adventum pattio sermone 
rfixii.*' At the explosion of Oates* con- 
spiracy, he reached Dunkirk, where he 
died on the 21st of October, 16S0. The 
Annual liCtters of that year report of him 
what follows ** Vir erat valde pius, hu • 
milis totus ex eharttate, et erga egenos 
tniserosque teneritate fcbctusi suavem 
cum proximo agendi modnm kabebat, et 
energiam seeularem in formandis ad pie- 
totem animabus, Concionatoris, in quo 
excellebiit dicendi genere, partes seepiuSy 
felici semper successu, sustinuit Londini 
in Templo ad usum Regiorum Gallia et 
HispaniiB Oratorum aecomodatis, Mira 
illi Facundia, et vox erat suavissima^ 
quam^ TubtB instar argenteag, inflectens 
pro volo^ magnos animommmotns in Au" 
ditoribus concitabat gnavus etfelix ope- 
rariusV 

•MDCLXIII. Thorne, Thomas, ad- 
mitted on the 12th of November, 1669, 
et. 37. This Lay-brother died at Wat- 
ten, on the 26th of December, 1691. 

MDGLXIV. Thobntos, John, born 
in 1675 : joined the Society in 1693 : was 
Professed on the 19th of March, 1790. 
This venerable Missionary resided at Hag- 

Serston for many years, and I believe 
led there, on the I9th of March, 1759, 
•t. 64. He was Rector of his Brethren 
in the Residence of St. John the Evange- 
list, from 1736, to 1749. 

MDCLXV. Thobnton, James, ad- 
mitted in 1700. Died at Ghent, on the 
2od of December, 1752, ttt. 72. 

MDCLXVL Thornton, Robert. All 
that I can glean of him is, that he was 
admitted on the 11th of September, 1678, 
and that he died in the Staffordshire Mis- 
sion, on tlM 14th of February, 1704, et.47« 
MDCLXVII. Tborold, Alezaicmr. 



He was one of tbc 14 who died in ttis 
year 1681. This eveot took place on the 
24 st of May; but he is not particularized 
in the Annual Letters of that year. 

MDCLXVIII. Thorold, Edmund. I 
meet with two Fathers of this name. 

The Senior, after finishing^ Humanities 
at St. Omer, began his Noviceship at 
Watten, in September, 1677. At the 
breaking out of the Uevolution he was 
living in St. Winefrid's Residence, and 
whilst travelling with William Christopher, 
a lay-brother, both were arrested, and 
though it was the depth of winter, were 
stript of their clothes, and subjected to the 
strictest search. Though nothing was found 
upon them that could substantiate any 
charge, they were still thrown into jaH ; 
at the end of 9 months, as no one appeared 
against them, they were set at liberty, 
'fhis good Father occurs Superior of bis 
Brethren in the said rasidenoe, in 1701 •4. 
He died on the 7th of November, 17 Id, 
set. 68. 

MDCLXIX. The Junior, sometimes 
called Epiphanius^ sometimes T^trner^ 
was admitted on the 20th of January, 
1687. Professed on the 21st of March, 
1704; For many years served the Mission 
of Market Raisin, in Lincolnshire, where 
I believe he died, on ths 16th of December^ 
1732. St. 63. 

MDCLXX. Thorold, George, of a 
wealthy Family; admitted on the 1st of 
February, 1691. Professed on the 19th 
of June, 1709 Soon after his ordinations, 
he went to Maryland, and labouied in 
thai Mission upwards of 40 yeais. He 
was Superior of that Mission from March, 
1725, to June, 1734: and died there, on 
the 15th of November, 1742, aged 69. 

MDCLXXI. Thorpe, Andrew, tmra 
on the 7th of Maich, 1741 : admitted ia 
1758: was Confessor for a time to the 
Theresian Nuns at Antwerp: Succeeded 
F. Robert Petre at Dunkenhalgh, in Lan- 
cashire, in 1766, and died there, on tlie 
9th of January, 1779. 

Thorpe^ Ignatius^ see Stafford, 

MDCLXXH. Thorpe, John, born in 
the Parish of Halifax, in Yorkshire, on 
the 21st of October, 1726. After dis« 
tinguishing himself as a Student in St. 
Omer's College, he entered the Novitiate 
at Watten, on the 7th of September, 1747, 
and at its termination, proceeded to Liege 
to apply to Philosophy : but I find in a let- 
ter written many years after, viz, on the 
0th of September, 1778, from Rome, to his 
friend Henry, 8th Lord Arundell, how his 
studies were then interrupted. The fol- 
lowing extract will interest the reader. 

*^Your Lordship is truly kind in offering 
our service in regard of the little property 
^ in Yorkshire ) which threw me under the 
penal Laws many years ago. That affair, 
after giving me much trouble, and great 
expence, was brought to a oom|>Qsition 
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for a valuable consideration : a release was 
given by my Protestant Relation to my 
Title, and accordingly, to avoid other dif- 
ficulties, I sold it, withtiie advice of Mr. 
Carteret, who was then Provincial, and 
of my other friends. During the debate 
my Counsel often tried to induce me to 
make any, even the least appearance of 
conforming, and they would make it suf- 
fice to secure my property. If there had 
been any such thing, as the Doctrine of 
Dispensations, Mental Reservations, &c. 
as was believed by many in England, it 
is surprising how easy any Oath would 
have heen made for me by those Law* 
yers, who were indeed my friends, and 
wished me to keep what was my right. 
Even before the Court, where I appeared 
ID person, the Justices seemed willing to 
be satisfied with any, even an equivocal 
sign of conformity. I was not there known 
to be a Jesuit : but was ejected and in- 
dicted for t)eing a Papist, and having been 
educated in a Popish College. Every one 
was very civil, and shewed concern for 
me: but at the same time declaj-ed, that it 
was not in ttwir power to mitigate the 
rigor of the law: but if I would have 
recourse to the Chancellor, he could doit, 
as there were then uo troubles in the 
Kingdom. I was then a Student of Phi- 
losophy, and was unwilling to be detained 
from it: had neither money, leisure, or 
couiage to enter upon a suit in Chancery. 
I wished to be at Liege again, and would 
not do a^ the Law}'ers would have me; 
withdrew from them, and got proposals 
made to my Protestant Relation, who 
agreed, as I mentioned above : and I sold 
all that I got to a Parson*, not without 
some regret for a little Chapel. Had I 
foreseen what has since happened to me, 
I might, in the disposal of the profits, have 
made some better provision for myself 
than I then could think to be any ways 
necessary. Not to trouble your Lordship 
at any other time with this tale, I will 
conclude it, with what may make you 
laugh. The Attorney who drew up the 
Deeds of sale, was pleased in them to 
stile me a Gentleman, against which de- 

•The Articles of Agreement for the sale of the pro- 
perty to the Reverend Robert Harrison, of Hip- 
perholme, in the parish of Halifax, bear date the 
8th of April, 1752: and the conveyance was to be 
completed by Whitsuntide of the year foUowing. 
The pr perty is described as " all that messuages, 
dwelling house or Tenement situate and being at 
Stead.Syiie in the parish of Halifax : also those 
parcels of land called the Jug. the. Two Jackson 
Crofts, the Little Close, the rough Close, the Tenter 
Croft, the Brow, the Hanson Close, and Stubbin 
and the Stead : also two dwelling houses or Cot- 
ages situate at Hove Edge : also another Tenement 
called Rutton Row: also a Cottage and Smithy at 
Sleade Syke. The consideration to be paid was 
^£707. ! The Articles were sealed and delivered in 
the presence of John Harrison and James Water- 
house. Before the Execution of the Conveyance, 
John Thorpe was not to be at Liberty to cut down 
any timber or underwood, or to dig for or take 
away any Stone or mineral whatsuevtr. 



nomination, I objected; my forefathers 
being do wbere called otherwise than Yeo-; 
men, though they had lived upon the spot 
during fifteen Generations, had moiie pos- 
sessions, and upon other acoounts were 
more reputable than I was. All that is 
very good, replied the Attorney; but do 
you not see what sort of deeds they hairp 
left you — what old writmgs, and some ifi 
strange Latin, and on such very small 
scraps of Parchment, in comparison of 
what is now in use 7 besides. Sir, yow 
are no tradesman, and have no profession ,; 
I must therefore in the deeds, as they are 
now made, call you a Gentleman. And 
so he would, notwithstanding all that I 
could say to the contrary. I have since 
often laughed at the Attorney's reasons for 
the deoominatioB which he gave me ia 
parchment." When this vexatious business 
was concluded, the young Confessor qf 
the f&ith returned to Liege, and at the end 
of the Philosophical course, was directed 
to teach Humanities at St. Omer. This 
he continued to do with the highest repu- 
tation, until his Superiors ordered him to 
Rome to finish his Theological studies. He 
reached the Eternal City, on the 20th of 
November, 1756. After some time he was 
appointed Minister of the English College 
there; and before his nomination to the 
office of a Penitentiary in St. Peter's, he 
lectured on Philosophy and moral Divinity. 
When the Order was dissolved by Pope 
Clement XIV, F. Thoipe retired to an 
Establishment for Ecclesiastics in Rome, 
called St. Carlo al Corso. A personal Re- 
sidence in the Capital of the Christiaa 
world, and the Seat of the Arts, had 
special charms for this good Father and 
highly accomplished Scholar. As a man 
of taste. Judgment^ and information, be 
had few superiors. Of the choicest speci- 
mens of sculpture and painting, he was. a 
diligent Collector, as Wardbur*, luce, 
Lullworth, Stonyhurst, &c, can abandaqt- 
ly testify : and his industry in rescuiog 
evidences, and providing materials for: illus- 
trating the History of his Times, and mwfe 
particularly the History of the EngUi|li 
Province of the Society^ must -entitle his 
memory to grateful recollection. From 
readln^ his numerous Letters, I always 
rise charmed and delighted with his solid 
and practical wisdom : his discrimination, 
his high sense of honor, his candour, and 
tender piety. No Jesuit could be fuller of 

*In a letter to Henry. 8th Lord Amndoll, dated 
the 28th of August, 1771. this disinterested Com- 
nlssioner confidently asserts " Yoar Lordship does 
not actually, in the whole, pay one quarter of the 
prices for pictures which any Nobleman in £nglaad 
must have otherwiie given for them." In naany 
subsequent letters he expresses his conviction, tlutt 
but a part of his Pnrchases, sent to Wardotnr, 
would indemnify his Lordship for all expences if he 
was ever disposed to vart with theno— that many 
of the articles, even here (Rome) will yet pro- 
care double the sum. Iiesidet plentifully defray- 
ing all charges of sending them back agahi. 
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the spirit of the Institute of St. Ignatius, 
or love the Society of Jesus with more filial 
affection. To the Academy of Liege he 
professed the warmest attachment. In 
writing to a Reverend Confrere, be says 
**This House ought to be, in my opinion, 
the favourite object of us all/* Ity his 
will, dated the 10th of October, 1791, he 
lef^ It his Heir at Law : previously be 
had proved himself to be its munificent Be* 
nefactor. For some time belbre his death, 
F. Thorpe suffered severely from Stran- 
gury, and on Thursday, the 12th of April, 
1792, let. 66, and in the 27th year after 
his Solemn^ Profession in Religion, he 
surrendered his pious soul to God. In a 
letter of F. Thomas More ( the £x-Pro- 
Tineial ) to Henry, 8tb Lord Arundell, I 
read *^Tbe death of our good friend at 
Rome, was, I hear, the death of the 
Saints. It was a happy roleasro to him ; 
but will be felt by many to whom he was 
so useful on many occasions." — Oh may 
his mantle of piety and good taste, remain 
as a heir-loom in the English Province. 

F. James Connell thus announced to 
the above-mentioned Lord Arundell, the 
death of his friend. 

Rome, 14th of April, 1792. 
My Lord, 

Vou will now receive a letter from Mr. 
Thorpe ; he ordered me to send it to your 
Lordship by the first post after his death. 
That happened on Thursday night, the 
12th inst. at half after eight, i have lost in 
him the best and most tender friend I had 
in this world. I believe yuur Lordship*s 
loss is not much less. He died, as he had 
lived, a Saint — as a man penetrated with 
the truths of Religion — animated and con- 
soled by his consciousness of having strict- 
ly adhered to, and faithfully practised 
what it commanded. I never quitted his 
room, and was almost perpetually by his 
bed side. I was never able to observe to 
his very last breath, the least sign of per- 
turbation or anxiety in his countenance. 
He has, as a last proof of his friendship 
for me, appointed me his Executor. His 
heir general, is his dear Academy at Liege, 
whither, after paying his legacies, funeral 
expences, &c. I am to transmit what he 
possessed. He has been this morning in- 
terred, as he ordered, in the Church of the 
Casa Professa, or the Gesu." The inclosed 
note to his Lordship, we copy from the 
original : 

My Dear Lord, 

Whenever the annexed Paper shall be 
returned to your Lordship, my intent and 
desire is, that it may repeat and ratify 
every sentiment of respect and gratitude, 
that I have ever professed, and what I 
have always affectionately retained and 
cherished for your Lordship. Until death, 
ever mindful of your Lordship's great 
kindness for me, 1 hope, through the iofi« 
nite mercy of Almighty God, to carry 



these sentiments to a state of happiness, 
where what is good can never cease. I am, 
ray dear Lord, 

Your Lordship's 
Most obliged and most unworthy servant, 

J. Thorpe," 

It is certain that F. Tliorpe was con- 
cerned in publishing some of the Posthu- 
mous works oi his bosom friend, F. D. 
Azais*, to whom 'tie was Executor, and 
who breathed his last in tlie Jesuits' Col- 
lege, of Naples, sot h January, 1766. 
♦MDLXXIII. Throcmorton, Edward, 
— This Angelical youth, was recommended 
to F. Alphonsos Agazari, the Rector of the 
English College at Rome, by the Rev. 
.Ralph Sherwin (the Martyr,) by letter of 
the 1st of August, IdSO, and by Dr. Allen 
by letter of the 25th of Septemt)er, the same 
year. He was admitted as Convictor into 
the College on the 6th of November ensu- 
ing. By nature and grace he seemed form- 
ed for the greatest things : but after a 
short time Almighty God saw fit to call 
him to his recnmpence and his Repose^ 
viz. on the 18th of November, 1582, after 
making the Simple Vows of the Society. 

His life was written in Latin by F. Ro- 
bert Southwell, according to some; but 
more probably by F. Agazari. A part 
of this pious youth's Diary may be seen in 
^^Practical methods of pet forming the 
Ordinary actions of a Retit/ious Life^ 
with fervour of spirit.'* London, 1718. 

MUCLXXIV. Throgmorton, John, 
born in Wales in 1612, admitted into the 
Order at the age of 21, and Protes'ied on 
the 30th of September 1653. The Pro- 
vincial return of 1655, proves that lie was 
then employed in the Welsh IVIiss on ; but 
from the absence of documents I cannot 
trace him onwards. 

♦MUCLXXV. Tnun.LER, Jfan Jo- 
SEPii. — This French Lay-brother was born 
on the 2Gth of September, 1717: admilleil 
at Watten on the 24.th of April, 1748 
died at Liege on the 25th of Rlarch, 1768. 

MDCLXXVI. Thunder, Hfnpy. of 
Kent, was admiUed an Alumnus of the En- 
glish College at Rome in 1506: three years 
later joined the Society. For 37 years he 
filled the paintul but important office of 
Prefect at St. Omer, " cum eximiis t?ir- 

*He was a'native ofLademe. a small town near 
Carcas^one. and sfn of a Magistrate of the place. 
For some time the Abbe was a member of the So- 
ciety of Jesus. This excellent scholar, from a love 
of troth and equity, wrote in defence of that much 
injured Body. His first work was *' Lt Redae- 
teur, veridiqui'* privately printed at Avi^rnon. 
Whilst living at Rome he confuted and exposed the 
falsehood and mali^nityof its adversaries in "Comp" 
te rendu au PubUque. Episode d la gran de Piece, 
Zettre* d* tin Partiien et d* un Ga$con Nouveaux 
Principe*' Cosmopolite. Reflexions impartta- 
les. Tout se dira. 11 est terns de parler. Letire* 
Ultra montainet.*' the seventh of which was written 
at Naples. The Reverend William Aston published 
at Litge the Cosmopolite^ " Comptt Rendu, et 
Lettret Ultramimtetinei, 
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iulum exemplis :*' and there he closed n 
meritorious life by the death of a Saint on 
the 12th of September, 1638. set, 66. Un- 
der his initials he published at Paris, 1634, 
a Treatise intitled "TAe enriching qf the 
Soul, or how to offer one's sel^f daily to 
God by acts of Virtue*** 

MDCLXXVll. Thursley. Charles. 
This magnanimous Father, after suffering 
imprisonment for the Faith, both at York 
and London, died of a fever in tlie College 
of St. Ignatius, on the last day of the year 
1639, aged 67, Rel. 33. " UtUem in An- 
ylia ae pnentilerat operarium, omnibuS' 
que apud quos vixeral, ob singularem 
animi candorem eximie gralvm. Krat 
enim laboris patiens ; pietatemque mira- 
hili morum suavitate condiebal.** — An. 
Lit. 1640. 

MDCLXXVIII. TicHBouRNE, Henry, 
of Salisbury : enrolled himself among the 
children of St. Ignatius on the Uth of 
October, 15S7. To the rising seminary at 
Seville, he rendered essential service as 
Minister, Confessor and Professor of Moral 
Divinity. F. More, p. 290, fixe8 his death 
in 1606, and adds ^''magnd cum opinions 
Sanctitatis tt Doctrinee.** 

MDCLXXIX. Tichbourne, {Uermen- 
egildj John, entered the Society on the 
2 1 St of October, 1700, oet. 21 ; Professed 
on the 2nd of February, 1717. He was at 
Ghent in 172<^ *'sine officio'* and died 
thereon the 6th of May, i748. 

WDCLXXX. Another F. John Tich- 
bourne, stiled the Junior, was born on the 
26th of March, 1694: admitted in 1712; 
Professed 19 years later : was rector of 
Watten from 174 1 to 1745: thence went 
to the Soutliend Mission ; died in London 
on the 20th of April, 1772. 

MDCLXXXL Tichborme, Michael,, 
(for so he spells his name in a letter of the 
20th of October, 1726) born on the 26th 
of January, 1692, at the age of 20 entered 
the Novitiate. Professed on the 2od of 
February, 1729. This worthy Father ser- 
ved Hooton for a lime : then was stationed 
at Brinn, where he died most piously on the 
4th of July, 1751, N. S. cet. 69. "Mr. 
Tichborne was buried at Brinn, on the 
Gospel side,** as I read in the Acconnt 
Book, Col. S. Aloysii. 

•MDCLXXXll. Tickle, William, 
born on the 25th of July, 1717: admitted 
in 1748: died at Liege id I7S7. 

MDCLXXXIII. TiDDER, or Tudder, 
Edward, born in Suffolk in 1630 : joined 
the Sodety in 1662 ; was Procurator of 
the Province in 1687, and as such with 
the Provincial, took up his quarter's ia 
the Savoy College on the 24th of May, 
that year. I believe that F. Lewis Sa- 
bmn was chosen his successor as Procu- 
rator of the Province in 1698 : but the date 
of F. T*i death I have failed to discover,

of Flanders, joined the Society on the Ist 
of October, 1689 : Professed on the 2nd 
of February, 1707. In the Provincial's 
Report of the year, 1710, I read '' In Re* 
fidentid S. Johannis Evangelistte P* 
jtlexiwt Toekelts, quinuUibiJucam requi- 
em habft in continuis semper laborUms.** 
I believe he passed by the name of Yovng* 
Fifteen yoars later I meet with him in the 
city of Durham, where, I suspect, he died. 
This event took place on the dlst of Janu- 
ary, 1731, St. W. 

MDCLXXXVI. Todd, Henry, admit- 
ted in 1667 ; for manv years served the 
Welsh Mission. Jn /he Annual Letters 
of 1710, I find )iim thas honourably 
particularised " ReHdeniUB S, Winefridm 
Superior P. Tod, impiger prorsus in 
Munere et Minione obeundis ; et in cu- 
rd atque inteiligentid Temporalium tMi- 
detur omnium in MisHone Primus.** He 
died on Christmas day, 1712, nt. 46. 

•MDCLXXXVIL Tobns, JaMes, 
joined the Society, on the 20thof ApriU 
1672. This Flemish lay-brother lived but 
three years after his entrance into Religion, 
dying at Watten, on the 2od of December, 
1676. nt. 87, but meriting the character of 
" Fir prudensy induatrius, obediens ad 

pius** 

•MDCLXXXVin. ToMA, Arnolo. 
I meet with three members of this name. 

The 1st died at Watten, on the 8rdof 
August, 1639, "gat etsi primum Proba* 
tionis annum mondum explevissety ita se 
tamen in variis MarUue muneribus, op* 
timd sud indole et exinUA docUUate pro* 
baverat, nt plurima de ipso meritd spe- 
rarentur,** 

MDCLXXXIX. The 2nd wa«! ad- 
mitted on the Slst of May, 1671: and 
died at St. Omer, on the 21st of Novem- 
ber, 1699, et. 66. 

MUCXC. A third is said to have died 
at Ghent, on the 7th of September, 17«4 ? 
but 1 cannot find the date of his admission-; 
and his death is not inserted in the N&i* 

crology. ^ . 

MDCXCI. TouLOTT, Matthew. Th» 
Belgian Father joined the Society at Wat- 
ten, on the 20th of September, 1660; was 
formed into a Spiritual Coadjutor on the 
2nd ot February, 1670: for some time 
was Prefect at St. Omer : then filled the 
office of Minister successively at Watten, 
Ghent and St. Omer. The last eight 
months of his life were emfloyed in the 
London Mission, where he died on the 87tli 
of July, 1677. The Annual Letters signed 
by the Venerable Proviaeid, F. Tbomai 
Harcourt, describe him as •''Ffremntno 
pius, sedulus, industriug, ttc nnlH par' 
eens labori, vH Obedientim wl Salutit 
proximoTMrn <eo«fe4.'* 
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MDCXCII. Towns, Andkew.— The 
Necrology places his death, which hap- 
feoed in fogland, in the year 1664. 
Perhaps there is an error in the date 
—•certainly no such member is specified 
ia the Provincial return of 1655* 

MDCXCni. I find in the Prorincial 
list ot* 16ia, a F. John Tow v.— He was 
of Warwickshire, was then 63 years old 
had been Missionary 36 years, and 18 in 
the Society, and was then Confessor to the 
students in St. Omer's College. 

MDCXCIV. Tresham, Thomas.— All 
that I can learn of him, is the date of his 
death on the ISth of October, 1671. 

MDCXCV. Thevanion, Charles, of 
Cornwall: often passed by the name of 
Drummond : joined the Novices at Wat- 
ten on the 7th of September, 1665 : was 
Professed in 1703, whilst employed in the 
College of St Ignatius. Several years la- 
ter I find him at Marshgate, near Rich- 
mond, Surry, where I suspect he ended his 
mortal course, on the 28th of March, N.S. 
1737, »t.70. 

♦MDCXCVI. Tryson, ofTryon, James, 
of Dunkirk : admitted in September, 1728 : 
died three years later at St. Omer, viz. 
30th of November, 1731. set. 24 

•MDCXCVII. Tucker, Robert, born 
on the 28th of January, 1720 : entered the 
Society in 1752 : after much useful service, 
this good Lay-brother died at Liege in 
December, 17iK). 

•MDCXCVIII. TuNSTALL, Thomas.— 
This model of religious Scholastics died at 
Liege on the 4th of October, 1640, set. 28. 
Soc. 7. *' Studebat Tkeologiee, eratque 
in Mathemalicis apprime versatus, sed 
HuUd ne clarior apud auos quam egregiis 
virtutibus,*' The annual Letters of 1640, 
proceed in extolling his meekness of man- 
ners, his engaging charity — ^his exemplary 
spirit of self-denial and of obedience. 

MDCXCIX. Tunstall, William, of 
Yorkshire: born in 1611, entered the So- 
ciety at the age of 20: Professed on the 
8dth of November, 1646. This able and 
zealous Father, retiring from the Mission, 
died at Watten on the 2dth of March, 1661. 

•MDCC. Turbeville, Gregory, born 
in Wales : at the age 29 joined the Or- 
der, and for many years rendered valuable 
service as a Lay*brother. He died in 
Maryland, 6th February, 1684, st. 67. 

N.B. Turbeville Francis, is said to 
have been rector of St. Omer's College 
from 1721 to 1722. But query ? if not a 
mistake, for 

MDCCI. Turbeville, John.— This 
eminent man passed by the name of Fer^ 
mar, by which name he went from St. 
Omer*s to Watten to commence his No- 
▼ioeship on the 7th of September, 1683: was 
Professed in 1704, 1 believe whilst serving 
the Lancashire Mission at Lady Ander- 
ton's, at Lostock. The Annual Letters of 
1710 shew, that he was then employed in 
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the Yorksliire Mission, He was curtain - 
ly Provincial from the 20th of May, I7«d, 
until the 23rd of November, 1731, when he 
was declared Rector of his brethren in the 
College of St. Ignatius, and died in that 
office on the 11th of November, 1735, set. 
72. 

•MDCCU. Turbeville, Thomas. This 
Temporal Coadjutor, enrolled himself un- 
der the Standard of St. Ignatius on the 24th 
of December, 1702, and died at Ghent on 
the 7th of September, 1734, et. 57. 

MDCCni. Turner, Anthony, born 
I imagine at Dalby Parva, in Leicester- 
shire, where his Father was Minister. By 
the zeal of F. Michael Alford, he was 
reconciled to the Catholic Church with his 
mother and elder brother Edward. Both 
Brothers were admitted as Alumni into the 
English College at Rome, in the year 1650. 
At the age of 24 he (Anthony) entered the 
Novitiate of Watten, and advanced in the 
sequel so rapidly in Piety and Learning, 
as to become " thesaurus abscondUtu lUc' 
rarum et virtutumJ* For 18 years he la- 
boured with apostolic charity in tlie resi- 
dence of St. George, until Oates' Plot 
burst forth, and F. Turner was marked out 
as a victim of Perjury. This most talented 
religious, and most innocent Father, as all 
the world now believes,* suffered martyr- 
dom at Tyburn, on the ^Oth of June, 
1679, NS. St. 50. Soc. 26. Prof. 11. See 
F. M. Tanner's Brevis Relatio — Florus 
Anglo-Bavaricus — Challoner*s Memoirs. 

MDCCIV. Turner, Edward, elder 
brother of the above mentioned AtUhonif^ 
but joined the Society a few years later, 
and was the faithful mirror of his zeal and 
virtues. Apprehended in Leicestershire 
also for Oates* conspiracy, he was con- ^ 
veyed to a London Prison. It is si>n]e- 
times asserted that he died 10-29th of 
March, 1681, in Newgale,' but Mr. Ge- 
rard Dowdal his fellow prisoner, testified 
that he had never been confined in New- 
gate ; but that '* on the aforesaid day he 
died in the Gate-house, in the Jailors* 
apartments, where he was sick, not able 
to digest his meat.'* This fact Mr. G. 
Dowdal stated to one of the Fathers S. J. 
on the 16th of April, 1601. 

MDCCV. Turner, Francis, of Ox- 
fordshire : admitted at the axe of 21. Af- 
ter serving the English Mission for 15 
years, he died on the 23rd of March, 1659, 
St. 45. 

MDCCVI. Turner, John, of Oxford- 
shire, was admitted at the age of 19, and 
Professed on the 2i)th of August, 1640 : he 
died at Antweip on the 10th of October, 
1681, ffit.7S. 

MDCCVI I. Another father of ^this name 
who was admitted an Alumnus of the En-

glish College at Rome, in I6a9: died in 
the College of the Immaculate Conception 
of the B. V. M. on the 6th of March, 
1672. ** Vir magna virlutis et precla" 
ris animi dotibus ornatvs,'* He often 
passed by the name of Thonios Wcedan, 
alias Turner, 

MDCCVIII. Turner, Joseph, admit- 
ted on the 3rd of December, 1632 ; formed 
a Spiritual Coadjutor ten years later. This 
lover of the brotherhood died at Liege on 
the 25th of February, 1650, of a long and 
painful disease, which he endured with 
the most edifying patience and resignation. 
MDCCIX. Turner, Peter. In the 
Catholicon of April, I81S, is given an in- 
teresting account of St. Chad's ileliclcs, 
written by this Father, on the 1st of Oct. 
1652. He had long been employed in the 
Staffordshire Mission, and died there on the 
37th of May, 1655. 

MDCCX. Turner, Richard. His true 
name was Murphy, was born in England 
on the 23rd of July, 1716: after studying 
Humanities at St. Omer, began his Novice- 
ship at Watten in the 18th year of his age, 
and was Professed on the 2Qd of February, 
1752. whilst serving the Mission of Stella 
Hall, in Northumberland. For the last 
twenty years of his life this worthy 
Father resided at Salisbury. He was bu- 
ried on the East side of the Cathedral 
Cloister of that city, with this inscrip- 
tion : —

MDCCXI. Turner, Robert, ad- 
mitted on the 9th of October, 1701 : Pro- 
fessed on the^d of February, 1719. For 
a time he was stationed at Hooton, then 
at Calilay, near Alnwick: but died in 
Sussex on the lOtb of December, (N. S.) 
1784, aged 56. 

Turner, Thomas, see John Turner, 
(alias Weedom.) 

•MDCCXH. Turner, William.— This 
pious Scholastic died at Paris on the 26th 
of August, 1712, 8Bt. 31, Soe, 9. 

MDCCXUI. TuRViLLE, Charles, I 
bdieve of the- family of Husband's 
Boswortfa, in Ldicestershlre, barn or the 
10th of March, 1681: admitted in 1700: 
Professed on the 2nd of February, 1718. 
For many years he was employed in the 
College of St. Ignatius, but was recalled 
from the Mission to be Rector of Ghent. 
He began that office on the SOth of Sep- 
tember, 1739. At the expiration of his 
triennial government, be removed to Wat- 
tan, where he died beloved and regretted, 
on thelltK of January, 1757. 

MDCCXIV. TunviLLE, Henry, ad- 
mitted on the )3th of April, 1693. The 
Annual Letters of 1705, shew that he was 



then Professor of Philosophy at Liege, 
and was distinguished for his zeal for soulfr. 
He died prematurely at Ghent on the 2dtb 
of March, 1714, set, 40. 

♦MDCCXV. Turpett, Augustin, died 
in England on the 12th of December, 1687. 
MDCCXVl. Tyffe be Lambert, of 
Liege. This Father, eminent for piety,^ 
charity and zeal, usually resided in the 
English ('ollege, in bis native city. Ta 
his old age, the venerable man was par-a* 
lyzed in his limbs. On the 22nd of May, 
1672, about two hours after receiving the 
holy Communion, his room caught fire, 
and he was stifled by the smoke, at. 79, 
Soc. 40. 

MDCCXVII. Tyrer, Joseph, born oft 
the 12th of May, 1734: joined the Society 
at the age of 19: was Professed in 1771. 
AAer serving Holywell for about 30 years, 
he was found dead in his bed on the 22nd 
of December, 1798. 

MDCCXVIII. Tyrer, Robeut, of 
Lancashire; admitted in 1816, made his 
scholastic vows on the 8th of September, 
1818: taught Mathematics and natural 
Philosopy at Stonyhurst. In 1824 was 
sent to Paris to study Theology ; but died 
at Dole on the 23rd of November, 1820> 
»t. 28. 

•MDCCXIX. Tyry, John Joseph,— 
This Lay-brother was born at Liege in 161&, 
was admitted at the age of 26 ; the last 
time I meet with him is in 16dd» 

MDCCXX. Twisden, John, (alias 
BonhamJ died at Liege on the 4th of June, 
1651. 

*MDCCXX1. Yandemdorp, Everabo* 
This Flemish Lay-brotber died at Ghent 
on the 4th of September, 1721, st. 43. ReL 
17. 

♦MDCCXXII- Vast, Anbhew, died at 
Liege on the 2nd of February, 1712, sC. 
40, Rel. 12. 

MDCCXXIII,- Vaughan, Thomas, of 
a Family in Monmouthshire, that conti- 
nued immoveable in the Faith amidst per^ 
petual persecution. In the 27th year of 
his age, F. Thomas embraced the UistitutB 
of St Ignatius ; and was admitted to the 
Profession of the Four solemn Yows oa 
the 3rd of December, 1648. For Bmy 
years was employed in the Euglisk Mis- 
sion. He died in the residence of St. John 
on the 23rd of March, 197^» »t 60, Rel. 
42 Prof. 32. 

MDCCXXIV. Vauohan, Richabb, ad- 
mitted at Watten, after studying Humani- 
ties at St. Omer, on the 7th of September, 
1690: was Professed in the Order on the 
2nd of February, 170S. For several V6ar8 
was Professor of Mathematics and of He- 
brew at Liege, as also Proeurmtor of the 
College. On the 27th of August, 1725, he 
was declared Rector of the House of Pro- 
bation at Ghent, and died in that office oa 
the 13th of October, 1727, m. 63. 

MDCXXV. VAyGHAN; WlUifAM, M- 
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tered the Novitiale on the 2dlh of January, 
1&72 : Uied in £oglaad oil the 9tb of Jan- 
uary, 1687, 8Bt. 41. He is said to have 
beeu born in Brecknockshire, and to have 
been admitted into the English College at 
Rome, 1668. 

MDCCXXVL VAVASSOR,*WALTKB,of 

Yorkshire : alter finishing the study of 
Rhetoric at St. Omer, entered Watten on 
the 7th of September, 1681 : was formed a 
Spiritual Coadjutor on the 16th of Febru- 
ary, :693. After many years of Mission- 
ary labor, he died, I think at Preston, ao- 
cording to the Proiinciars book, on the 
iOth of April, (the Necrology says 14th of 
May,) 1740, at. 76 

MDCCXXVll. Vavassor, William.— 
In the Journal formerly kept a( Watten, I 
read 

'' 1665, March 20, came Sir John War- 
ner, and Mr. Vavussor, to enter into the 
Society, 

March 24, Mr. Vavassor, now called 
Thwingey admitted into the Society.*' 

This F. Vavassor is mentioned in Lord 
Stafford's trial. It appears that he quitted 
England, where innocence had ceaeed to 
be a protection during the triumph of Oates* 
and Dugdale*s perjuries, and died in peace 
at Nieuport, on the 2drd of April, 1683. 

♦MDCCXXVIH. Verdbheval, Leo- 
nard/— This good Lay-brother was£admit- 
ted on the 30th of July, 1706 : died at 
Ghent on the 15tii ot November, 1780, set. 
47. 

♦MDCCXXIX. Veusore, John.— 
This Lay-brcther died at Watten on the 
llthof July, 1692. 

MDGCXXX. ViLLERs, John, of Lin- 
colnshire : died in Maryland in the year 
1665, at the early age of 30. 

MDCCXXXI. VicK, or Wick, John. 
We learn from p. 19 of F. More's Hist, 
that this eminent Scholar and Professor 
had studied at Oxford — that after studying 
25 years, most usefully in the Order, he 
departed this life at Ingoldsiadt, in Septem- 
ber, 1588, a month after his promotion to 
tke rank of a Professed Father. 

MDCCXXXIL ViscoNTi, Hbrmes Ma- 
KY.-^Allthat I can glean concerning this 
Member of the English Province, is con- 
tained in the following extracts from the 
Journal formerly kept at Watten : 

*18th of October, 1680.— F, VisconU 
•came hither to make his third year. 

March 2i, 1681.— F. Visoonti exhorted. 

May 30, 1692.— F. Viscoiiti, Rector of 
Gant, hither a horseback.'* 

•Several of the Vavassor Family distinguished 
themselves in the Rnglish College at Rome. Jelhn 
was thence sent to Rheims to teach Theology in 
1586 ; but (Ked there on the 6th of July. 1591. »t. 
81. 7%«aw#» after six yeafs, or thereabouts, spent 
at Rome, was directed to collect monies for the 
English community a Rheim's. but was murdered 
by his glride near Bari in the Spring of 1987^— 
Henrg left Romii for England on the 12th of J«ly. 
t620, after which I lose sight of him. 



And from a letter of F. Jolin Warner, 
the Provincial, addressed from Ghent, to 
the Greneral F. Charles Noyelle, 2nd of 
April, 1683. **Vvium est plerisque, in- 
J'ormati&i^s ad Gradum de P. Hermete 
Marid Visconti anno preeierilo missds^ 
sufficere ; cum dilatajverit ei Profession 
quod illi aetas deesset^ quam explevil die 
19 Marlii prateriio, Uabet testimonium 
bouum ab omnibus : et Vir est dUectus 
Deo et hominibus.*^ 

I have seen a letter of this Father, bear- 
ing date 28th of July, 1693, and signed 
^^Hermes Visconti.'* 

The date of F. Visconti's decease I look 
for in vain. 

MDCCXXXIII. Vranken, John, born 
on the 8th of May, 1718: admitted ia 
1740. 

♦MDCCXXIV. Wadsworth, Thomas, 
of .Lancashire. Admitted on the 7th of 
September, 1712: died at Liege on the 
I6th of July, 1719, setatis 26. 

MDCCXXXV. Waitbs, James, of 
Yorkshire : after 26 years of indefatigable 
labor, chiefly I believe in the College of 
St. Aloysius, where he was Rector for 
three years, this good Father v^as sum- 
moned by the Great Master of the vine- 
yard, to receive his recumpence, on the 
14th of November, 1679, set. 62. Rel. 40. 
Prof. 22. The Annual Letters characte- 
rise him as ^''Vir a^prime religiosus, fu^ 
(urorum providus, ab amore paupertatiB 
et animarum zelo commendatissimus,** 

•MDCCXXXVI. Wake, Charles. 
This highly gifted and most promising 
youth, finished his Humanities at Stony- 
burst v^ith singular eclat. His subseqaent 
defensioH of the course of Philosophy, anc| 
the higher branches of Mathematics, added 
lustre to his fame. Whilst studying The- 
ology, he was attacked with pulmonary 
disease, and to the regret of his Superlort 
and fellow students, and of oo one more 
than myself ( who frem Syntax to Theolo- 
gy, was his fellow student, and could ap- 
preiiate his superiority of gonius and re- 
ligious spirit ) was obliged to leave the 
College for Worksop, his native place, on 
the 28th of Jaly, 1801, in the vain hope 
of benefitting his health. His death on the 
1 St of April, lSi)2, »t. 20, was truly pre- 
cious in the sight of God. R. i. F. 

MDCCXXXVH. Wakeman, Joseph. 
1 find him Socius to the Provincial F. 
James Blake, in the beginging of the last 
Century. He died at Watten on the 8th of 
December, 1720, and often passed by the 
name of Edwards, 

MDCCXXXVIH. Wak£man, Thomas, 
(vere Jeffery^) joined the Society on the 
7th of September, 1721 : he died on the 
Fthof October, 1730, I think at Liege 

MDCCXXXIX. Waldegrave, Fran- 
cis, was long a Missionary in the College 
of St. Aloysius, where, I take it, he died, 
on the 28th of November, 1701. In the 
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AQntiatI}6^^^in of ^1665, is an interesting 
account of'fafs being restored to health, in 
Rttle less than a miraculous manner. Ano- 
ther curioirs fact is there recorded ** Cum 
apparitores euUiculum ipsius inrasissent, 
avfugii Pater ^ relietd Pyxide sacrd et 
vasculo argenteo eum oleo infirmorum in 
loco euMculi propatulo : exploratores ta- 
men proinde ac cad, nihil horum atti- 
gerunt : eorum autem in fugd memor, 
custoduB aninuirum tV Purgatorio enixe 
Pater commendaveraL*^ 

During the national delirium occasioned 
by Oates' Plot, this Father vfSiS rescued 
from imminent danger by the manifest in- 
terposition of Heaven in his fayor. Three 
Bigots had conspired to waylay him. He 
had gone on a visit of charity to a sick per- 
son, and they had planted themselves, one ' 
in each of the three roads by which he was 
necessarily to return that night. One of the 
Assassins perceiving the Father approach- 
ing at a slow pace on horseback, un- 
suspicious of danger, raised his bludgeon 
with the full intention of felling him to the 
ground ; but his arm remained powerless, 
and the man without motion. The good 
Father proceeded quietly and safely on his 
journey, nor would he have been apprised 
of his narrow escape, if the Heretic him- 
self had not divulged the fact, and ascribed 
his preservation to Jesuitical witchcraft. 

MDCCXL. Walkedon, John, some- 
tiroes called Walker, admitted on the 7th 
of September, 1 682 : died at St. Omer, 
I l>elieve in the office of Prefect of the So- 
dality, on the 8t1i of November, 1718, 
iBt. 55 

♦MDCCXLI. Walker, George, of 
Iiancashire. This Temporal Coadjutor, 
after rendering great services to his Bre^ 
threo as Infirmarian and Apothecary, died 
of Consumption at Liege, on the 16th of 
October, 1680, St. 40. Rel. 15. 

MDCCXLII. Walker, John: his 
true name was Lambert : admitted into the 
English College at Rome, on the 6th of 
October, 1625, he quitted for the English 
Mission, on the 17th of April, 1631, and 
died therein within a twelvemonth : ^'' Mag- 
na in morbo edidit patientiee argumenta, 
summo delibutus gaudio, quod Societatis 
Candidatus moreretur" 

MDCCXLIII. Walker, Joseph, born 
in Staffordshire : admitted into the Order 
at the age of 20 : ten years later was sent 
to the Mission, which he cultivated with 
seal until his pious death, on the 3rd of 
March, 1673, »t. 53. 

MDCCXLIV. Walker, Peter, per- 
haps elder brother of Joseph W. was born 
in Staffordshire, in 1613 : at the age of 22 
joined the Society. In the return made by 
the Provincial in 1655, F. Peter is stated 
' to have been then employed as a Missiona- 
ry for the last eleven years. Probably he 
Is the same as F. Peter Gifford. 



Walker, Peter, see Westbf; P. 
MDCCXLV. Wallis, Francis, bom 
in Surry, 1589 : enrolled himself among 
the children of St. Igimtius at the age of 
24 : was Professed in the Order, on the 
19lh of April, 1626. F. John Clark, Rec- 
tor of the College at Liege, in his letter to 
the General, of the 2nd of March, 1656, 
states that F. Wallis had died in the Col» 
lege, on the 28th of the preceding months 
after a short illness, not exceeding three 
days — that he had formerly been Rector oi 
Liege College — that on quitting office, he 
had proceeded to England, where he la- 
boured for some years, and twice suffered 
incarceration for the faith— that he had re- 
turned to Liege about 8 or JO years back 
with a broken constitution, and incapable 
of holding any Collegiate office. Ke was 
a very humble man, and remarkable for 
his filial devotion to the B. V. Mary. 

MDCCXLVI, Wallis, John, died in 
England, on the 14th of February, 1725. 
Q. Was he born in 1685, and admitted on 
the 4th of February, 1713 1 

MDCCXLVII, Walmesley, Christo- 
pher, admitted on the 2 1st of July, 1709, 
»t. 24. He was of the respectable fiamily 
In Lancashire, which has furnished many 
valuable members to Religion. On the 15tB 
of August, 1718, his merits obtained his 
promotion to the rank of a Professed Fa- 
ther. For several years he taught Theolo- 
gy at Liege College, where he died on the 
22nd of October, 1784. 

MDCCXLVIIl. Walmesley, Tho- 
mas, bom in Lancashire, on the 19th of 
July, 1716, O. S. After finishing the study 
of Rhetoric at St. Omer, reached Watten, 
on the 7th of September, 1787, as a can- 
didate of the Society : was made a Spiritu- 
al Coadjutor in 1748. This venerable 
Missionary after serving Stockheld Park 
for a short time, retired and eventually 
died at Rixton, in his native county, on 
the 5th of January, 1792, at. 76, 

MDCCXLIX. Walmesley, William, 
born in Lancashire, on the 1st of Jane, 
1712, according to the Provinciars Book : 
admitted in 1732 : was formed a Spiritual 
Coadjutor eleven years after: died at 
Worcester, on the 22nd of July, 1769, »l. 
57. 

MDCCL. Walpole. Christopher, of 
Norfolk, and younger Brother to F. Henry 
Walpole, the Martyr. This Alumnus of 
Cambridge University was converted by 
F. John Gerard. In 1592, the young 
Gonveit entered the English College at 
Rome ; and in the course of the said year, 
viz., 27th of September, joined the Society. 
Sent into Spain, he died at Valladolid Col- 
lege, where he was Prefect of Spirit in the 
year 1606, aet. 88, as F. Gerard says 
^* cum dolore omnium et (jMrimento pa^ 
trice.** See also p. 220 of Morels Hist, 
who gives him the character of ^^spiritu- 
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alium r€i*um H tanctce SolUudinU per- 
quam studwuus.** 

MDCCLL Walpole, Eowarb, of 
Norfolk, converted by his relative F. Hen- 
ry Walpote the Martyr : he entered tlie 
English College at Rome, in 1590, to qua* 
iify himself by habits of virtue and solid 
learning, to become a fit instrument for the 
conversion of his neighbours. For the 
love of Christ he sacrificed a patrimonial 
estate of at least ^^800. value per annum in 
those days: joined the Society in 159-1; 
and for full 40 years most diligently cul- 
tivated the English Mission, where he 
died according to F. More, on the 3rd of 
March, 1637. set. 79. Prof. 9. The Reader 
of this will be gratified by turning to 
pages 218-19 of F. Morels Uist 

N.B. The Brother of Edward, a pious 
layman and. a special friend of F. John 
Gerard, was the Translator of the *' Life 
qf St, lynatius"' — ^Uhe Dialoguen of St, 
Gregory " — ** Jerome Platus on the hap" 
piness of the Religious State ' ' and some 
others. 

JVIDCCLH. Walpolh, Henry, of 
Norfolk ; joined the Society at Rome, on 
the 4th of February, 1584. Embarking at 
Dunkirk for the English Mission with his 
Brother Thomas ( who soon after con- 
formed, and I believe was a military man) 
after a voyage of at least ten days, landed 
at Flamboro* Head, on the 4th of Decem- 
ber, 1593 : was arrested that very night 
at Killam, and conveyed to York. On 
the 25th of the following February, was 
escorted to London, and thrown into the 
Tower. In his Cell he was put to the 
torture 14 different times, and lost the 
use of his fingers. F. Gerard within threa 
years later was conducted a prisoner into 
the very same cell, and describes his sense 
of comfort and joy to occupy a chamber 
that was consecrated by the virtues and 
Bufferings of this great and devout Martyr. 
To detail the instances of F. Walpole's 
glowing zeal, and seraphic love — to enume- 
late his hardships and privations — and to 
descant on the brutal barbarity of his tor- 
mentors, would require a volume. — We re- 
fer our readers to the dth Book of More*s 
Hist.—- to his life, by F. Matthias Tanner, 
and to the Memoirs of Missionary Priests 
by Dr. Challoner. Remanded to I'ork, 
this Christian Hero suffered death on Mon- 
day the 17th of April, 1595, set. 36, Soc. 
11. 

F. Gerard says of him ** lit P. Campiani 
laudem egregia carmina Anglice tunc 
Laicus conscripsitj in quibus os tend it se 
et alios multos illius Martyr is sanguine 
esse cal^actos, et ad consilia Christi se- 
quenda aminatos.** This Poem consisted 
of 4 sonnets. The first began thus. 

** Why doe I use my Paper, Ink and 
Penue ** 

The 2nd.— " What Iron heart, 8ccr 

The 3rd.—*' Is righteous LoV'l 



The 4th.—" God, from Hured, Sec:' 

They are printed in a small book of 
about 50 pp. intitled *• A true Report qf 
the Marty rdome of Mr, Campian, written 
by a Catholic Priest:* No place or year 
mentioned in the title. The Epistle lo the 
Reader seems to be from the |ien of F. 
Persons. 

MDCCLHI. Walpole, Michai-l, bro- 
ther of the martyred lleniy W. lor some 
time acted as a Teujporal Coailjulor to F. 
John Gerard. Accompanying his i dative 
Edward VValpole lo Itome in ijOJ, he en- 
tered the English College iheie ; but joined 
the Society in 1593. Tlie prudent and 
learned Father was chosen to succeed his 
Brother F. Richard Walpole, as Prefect 
of Studies in the College of Valladolid : 
and subsequently to he Superior of the Mis- 
sion in England, vice F. Robert Jones. 
Retiring to iSpain, he died at Seville in the 
year 1620, st. 51 . He had been admitted 
to the Profession of the Four Vows of the 
Society at London, eleven years before his 
death. 

We have from his able pen

In the Epistle Dedicatory to King James, he 
treats of the system of persecution practised 
against Catholics. '' It is too notorious to 
the world, what Catholics suffer for their 
conscience in your Majesty's dominions — 
How many things lye hid, which would as- 
tonish and amaze the world, if they were 
layd open to the view thereof? What pry- 
ing into men's secret actions ? How many 
are beaten and often tormented even to 
death ? — in private houses without any 
trial ? I might add such other particulars, 
as the Rodds kept in store, by some of 
no small account for young persons under 
twenty years of age, whom they use like 
SchoUers, thinking it not to be against their 
gravity, lo whipp them privatly with 
their own hands." 

This work ''Anti-Christ extant,'* 
against Doctor Downhatn, who had writ- 
ten a work to prove the Pope to be the man 
of sin, was reprinted in 1632. 

F. Michael Walpole also published a 
translation from 4he Latin of F. P. Riba- 
deneira the '^ L\fe of St. Ignatius of Loy- 
ola:* in 1616, St. Omer, a 12mo. book. 
It has gone through several editions. 

Several of this Father's MS. Letters are 
subscribed "Martinus Becanus:* 
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MDCCLIV. Walpolb:, Ricthard, bro- 
ther to F. Henry, Chiistopher and Michael 
aforesaid, was admitted into the English 
College at Rome, in 1565. On the foun- 
dation of the seminary at Seville, in 1598, 
he was sent with others to commence that 
establishment, and on the 20th of February, 
1698, he and another Priest, Henry Floyd, 
publicly defended ** Condvsiones ex ttni- 
versd TheologiA decerptas cum maximd 
omnium approbatione.'* F. Persons, in 
giving this account, subjoins that F. Ri- 
chard Walpoleentei'ed the Society of Jesus 
three years later. F. R. Walpole was in- 
deed an eminent divine, and displayed ! is 
powers in his ** Answer to Matthew Sut~ 
differs challenge.''* 8vo. Antwerp, 1605, as 
he had done two years before in his coufa- 
fation of Sallifi, a Protestant Minister, 
with the initials O. E. 

Our readers must know, that this F. was 
accused by Squires, of devising the ab- 
surd plot of poisoning Queen Elizabeth's 
saddle. When he heard of the accusation 
he treated it with contempt ; but from a zea- 
lous love of truth against forgery, he was 
induced to publish a pamphlet intitled "T%c 
Discoverie and Confutation of a Tra- 
gical Fiction devysed and played by Ed, 
SquyeTy yeoman, soldiar, hanged at Ty- 
burne on the 23rd of November, 1598." 
WDXCIX.— Squires with his last breath 
proclaimed the Father's innocence. After 
filling the offlce of Rector at Seville and Val- 
ladolid, F. Walpole died in the last men- 
tioned city prematurely, in 1607, set. 42. 
See p. 363, Vol. II. Bibliotheca Hispana. 

MDCCLV. Walsh, Edward, of Irish 
extraction, but born in France, on the 
24th of January, 1789: embraced the In- 
stitute on the 7th of September, 1756— 
taught Humanities for a short time 
at St. Omer and Bruges. On the 20th 
of July, 1767, was -admitted to the 
degree of Master of Arts, in the Uni- 
versity of Pont k Mousson : was examined 
for his degree in the Order at Nanci, by 
the special permission of Ricci, the last 
General ; and past his examination with 
entire satisfaction, as I collect from the letter 
of F. Andr^Fijan, dated 21st June, 1769. 
For very many years F. Walsh was the 
incumbent at Durham : he was an amiable 
polite, and clever gentleman, but of a rov-' 
ing and restless disposition, even in ad- 
vanced life. At length, on the 22nd of Oc- 
tober, 1822, St. S3, he died at his house in 
Durham, very peaceably ; and much re- 
gretted by a numerous acquaintance. 

F. Walsh published a sermon delivered 
to his flock, on the occasion of King George 
the Third's recovery, in 1789, and dedicated 
by permission to the Right Honourable 
William Pitt, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, (4to London, 1789, pp. 17) It is 
a well meant but meagre performance. He 
refers in p. IS, to his former discourse 
^^On the propriety and neecsiity €f taking 



an Oath qf Allegiance/* Of this pn\ylica- 
eation we have not seen a copy ; but for thd 
Author's credit, we trust it possessed more 
intrinsic merit than its successor. 

MDCCLV. Walsh, John, born in 
1700 : admitted at the age of 20 : Professed 
at Pontoise on the 2nd of February, 1738. 
This zealous Father was serving the Mis- 
sion at Gateshead, when the Duke of Cum- 
berland passed through the place in Janu- 
ary, 1746. His Chapel was burnt to the 
ground on that occasion ; and he narrowly 
effected his own escape. When tranquillity 
was restored, F. Walsh settled himself at 
Newcastle, where, I am told, he died on 
the 26th of May, 1773, and was interred 
in St. Nicholas Churchyard. 

MDCCLVII: Walsingham, Francis, 
born in Northumberland. We must refer the 
reader to the 9th book of F. More's Hist, 
of the English Province, for the account 
of the wonderful Conversion of this Protes- 
tant Deacon. Convinced of the truth his 
sole ambition was to become an instrument 
in the hands of God for the conversion of 
others. With this view he took the ear- 
liest opportunity, of proceeding to Rome 
to visit F. Persons, who admitted him into 
the English College there in 1606, by the 
name of John FennelL Three years later, 
Mr. Walsh joined the Society. He was 
tlien, according to F. More, (p. 404. Hist.) 
37 yetrs of age; but more probably accord- 
ing to F. Southwell, (p. @64, Bibliotheca,) 
but 33. In due time he was sent to the 
English Mission, which he cultivated with 
indefatigable zeal and abundant success. 
He was truly the Father of the Poor, On 
the 1st of July, ieW7. ttt. 71, this Model 
of Priests went to receive his crown from 
the Prince of Shepherds. 

It is more than probable that the immor-^ 
tal work, which passes under his name, 
" A Search made into the Matters of Re^ 
ligion"* and dedicated to King James I. 
( 4to St. Omer, 1609, pp. 612 ) vras writ- 
ten by F. Persons, then Rectorof the Eit- 
glish College at Rome, where Walsiugham 
was then studying, and whence he went 
that very year to enter the Society. *• Iff 
the Library of that College, it is placed 
among F. Persons*s works by Him, who 
procured all the other books ot this Father 
to be bound in more handsome ftfshion, 
with the letters R. P. in gold, on each 
side of the covers, and conserved in the 
Library of that College, under lock and 
key.** This is copied from a note made at 
Rome, about the year 1690. 

A 2nd Edition of this admirable work 
appeared in 1615: 4to pp. 504. We have 
certainly from his pen 
** Some reasons for embracing the Cotho" 
lie Faith,*' ]6mo. London, 1618. 

A Biographical sketch of this traly good 
and learned Jesuit, appeared in the Cath. 
Miscellany for December, 1824, birt with 
much disregard of Dwtes. 
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MDCCLVIU. Walteis, Tiiomi», 
born in Warwickshire, in 1610.: admitted 
at ttie age of 21 : died on the 3rd of April, 
1647. 

MDCCLIX. Walton, Jouif, of Lan- 
cashire : at the age of 20, gave him:«elf to 
Gud, to serve him in the Society of Jesus : 
was sent to the Mission in 1652, where he 
proved himself to be *'^iuirM et utilU 
operarius.*' He died in London, on the 
SOth of December, 1677, set. do. He ua«i 
the Author of 

*• A brief Answer to the many CalMmniet 
qf Dr, Henry More^ in hit prUcnd^d 
antidote against Idolatry ; shctring that 
no prudent person can.

This worthy Uncle of F. Herman Kemper, 
was born in Westphalia, on the 22nd of 
January, 171 1 : joined the Society, on the 
18th of October, 1728; and according to 
the Provinciars Book, was admitted to the 
Profession of the Four Vows, on the 0th 
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of several English Martyrs with whom he 
bad been more or less acquainted. For a 
short time was Penitentiary at Rome, 
which he quitted the ISth August, 1599, 
to return to Spain. He died at Valladolid, 
on the 3rd of November, 1608, aet. 53, 
Kel. 14. Under the name of George 
Doulye, Priest, he published an English 
Treatise intitled ** A bri^e Instruction by 
way of Uialogujes, concei^ning the princi- 
pall poyntes of Christian Religion/* 12mo 
Seville, 1600 — Louvaine, 1604. 

Two Posthumous works of his, under the 
name of George Douley, were printed at 
St. Omer, one " a Treatise on Penance** 
1633. 16mo. 

The other ^^A method of examining tJie 
Conscience for a General Confession, 
1637, 12mo. 

MDCCLXXl. Waring, William, 
whose true name was Barrow, a native of 
Lancashire, entered the Society in 1632, 
and Professed on the 2 1st of November, 
1646. After 35 years diligent cultivation 
of the vineyard— after discharging the of- 
ilce of Procurator of the Province for seven 
years, and whilst the actual Rector of Lon- 
don, an attempt was made by Oates and 
his Myrmidons, to arrest him on Michael- 
mas night, at the same time that the Pro- 
Yincial F. Harcourt, ( alias Whitbread) 
was taken : but timely admonished of the 
danger, he escaped at the moment, and 
by circular, advised the local Superiors to 
provide for their own and their subjects, 
safety, and to consider all letters addressed 
to them on the plot, as spurious and for- 
geries. He had an opportunity offered him 
of retiring abroad ; but his anxiety to ren- 
der temporal and spiritual assistance to his 
frienHs and brethren in distress, made him 
indifferent to his own security. At length 
he was betrayed by a female servant and 
thrown into prison. A Jury influenced by 
party, prejudice, and passion, and the epi- 
demic horror of imaginary danger, brought 
him in guilty of Oates* conspiracy, and he 
suffered death at Tyburn, on the 3Gth of 
June, 1679, st. 70. See the Brevis Re- 
latio ; also Dr. ChalIoner*8 faithful Memoirs. 
♦MDCCLXXII. Waringham, (alias 
Warington.) Francis. This Lay-brother 
was born in Artois, in 1615 : admitted in 
1643 : was living at Watten in 1655. He 
died there on the 10th of September, 1669. 

MDCCLXXIII. Warner. Christopher, 
of Norfolk : at the age of 27 enrolled him- 
self among the Children of St. Ignatius, and 
was admitted to the Profession of the 
Four Vows on the 6lh of August, 1637. 
After a long Missionary career, he died 
in England on the 1st of December, 1664, 
Kt. 66. 

♦MDCCLXXIV. Warner, Crescentius 
of Warwickshire. The best account of this 
holy Temporal Coadjutor, is given in a let- 
ter dated Ghent, 25th of January, 1682, 
by the ProTindal F. John Warner, " Die

I suspect that he was uncle to the Pro- 
yincial, F. John Warner. 

MDCCLXXV. Warner, John, of 
Warwickshire: after teaching Philosophy 
and Divinity in the English College at Dou- 
ay, and publishing under the name of Jonas 
Tharaon, the refutation of the Errors of 
Thomas White in a 4to Vol. intitled " Vin- 
dicicB CensurcB Duacena ** 1661, he em- 
braced the pious Institute of St. Ignatius, 
towards the end of December, 1663. For 
four years he was Professor of Theology 
at Liege: was then sent to the English 
Mission, whence he was recalled to be 
Rector of Liege, in 1679. On the 4th of 
December, the year following, he was de- 
clared successor to the martyred Provinciftl 
F. Whitbread, (alias Harcourt.) He as- 
sisted in that capacity at the 12th General 
Congregation of the Society at Rome, 
which began its Sessions on the 21st of 
June, 1682, and concluded on the 6th of 
September, that year. On this occasion 
he supplied to F. Matthias Tanner copious 
materials for his " Brevis Relatio** a work 
so often referred to in these pages. This 
fact is distinctly stated by F. Henry Shel- 
don, to the General Charles de la Noyelle 
in the year 1700, where speaking of F. M. 
Tanner* literary labors, he says " adjutus 
maxime a P. Joanne Warner Provinci* 
ale AnglicB, cum simul Congregationi XJI 
RomcB interessent.'* At the expiration of 
his triennial Government the Ex Provincial 
was named Rector of St. Omer's College. 
Towards the end of December, 1684, a fire 
broke out in the night which consumed the 
greater part of the College ; but as the 
Annual Letters state "nemo adoUscenlium 
qui istic non exiguo numero tupra 180 
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litter is operani datU, in summd conster- 
nations ae prturbatione, detrimetUum 
quidpiam ab improvisd Jlammd pasaus est 
quod singulavi Deiparoe, cui ilU devo- 
tissimi sunt^ Patrocinio adscribiturJ" 
The Rector exerted himself wonderfully in 
its Restoration : he had the comfort and 
delight of witnessing its rapid resurrection 
like the Phenix from its ashes— in every 
respect more commodious and splendid 
than before " novum jam Collegium multo 
gplendidus, multoqnc commodius est ex- 
cUalumr Ann. Litt. 

In the course of the year 1686, King 
James IL selected F. Warner fo»* his Con- 
fessor: and he could not have chosen a 
man of more integrity, moderation and 
prudence, and more averse to political in- 
trigue. When the Revolution burst into 
a conflagration, F. Warner was exposed 
to imminent danger. He was twice a pri- 
soner, 1st. at Gr ^vescnd, then at Maidstone ; 
and would have been consigned to the 
Tower if a nobleman had not managed under 
aforged Pass, to convey him safely abroad. 
Rejoining the King in France, he afterwards 
accompanied his Majesty to Ireland, and 
finally to St. Germain, where he died ou 
the 2nd of November, 1692, at. 64. *' max- 
imumque sui deslderium ct Serenissimo 
Regi et toti Aulce reliquit,'' 

Whilst a Jesuit, this learned Divine pub- 
lished a Treatise entitled '' Stillingjleet 
still against StUlingfieet, or the examin- 
ation of Dr. StUling/leet against Dr, S. 
examinedr By I. W. 8vo. 1675, pp.279.

MDCCLXXVI. Warren, William, 

was admitted an Alumnus of the English

Gravelines, in p. 278-331, of Lac^ War- 
ner's Life. In a paper containing some 
memorandums made by a Nun of that Con- 
yent more than a Century ago, I read 
'' I6S2— -Father William Warren, a Roman 
Priest (of whom R. F. Barton said, '*he 
was a man who never sinned in Adam'') 
was 26 when he came. He had buried the 
community that was living when he came 
to be Confeosarius, excepting one Religious. 
Of 82 Religious, who had been clothed, 
there remained living 58 when he dyed 
Ho was 70 years old." 

MDCCLXXVH. Warrilow, Wil- 
liam, born on the 13th of July, 1738: at 
the age of 22, after finishing his Philoso- 
phical studies in the English College at 
Douay, he was a Candidate for admission 
into the Society, and entered the Noviti- 
ate at Wattcn on the 7th of Septeoaber, 
176J. When he had taught Philosophy 
ii t Liege for three years, he was sent to 
Ellingham Mission, and on the death of 
F. John Wal&h, became his successor at 
Newcastle upon Tyne, where he remained 
the incumbent until his death, on the 13tli 
of November, 1807. He was interred in 
St. John's Cemetery. His Ulents in the 
Pulpit were much admired Mrs. Siddons, 
after hearing him, said, if Mr. W. had ta- 
ken to the stage, instead of the Priesthood, 
he would have realised a splendid fortune. 

•JMDCCLXXVIH. Waters, Ignatius, 
This Lay-brother was admitted on the 20th 
of November, 1680 : died at Liege on the 
I3th of January, 1721, set. 62. 

MDCCLXXIX. Waters, John, ad- 
mitted on the 1 Ith March, 169D : died at 
St. Omer on the Sth of December, 1694, 
setatis 26. 

MDCCLXXX. Waterton, Charles, 
of Walton Hall, Yorkshire: born on the 
11th of November, 1744: admitted at the 
age of 18 ; was teaching the little school at 
Bruges in 1771 : died on the dth of August, 
1773, being drowned in bathing at Black- 
enburgh, near Bruges. 

MDCCLXXXI. Waterton, Francis, 
born in July, 1726: admitted in 1744. I 
have been told that he quitted and took 
to the Medical line. — Query ? 

MDCCLXXXII. Watertow, Thomas, 
eldest son of Charles W. of Walton Hall, 
by his wife Anne Gerard, and node to F. 
Charles Waterton, was born on the 4th of 
June, 1701 : admitted in 1721: Professed 
in England on the 2nd of February, 1739. 
For many years was Missionary in the 
Bishoprick of Durham. He died on the 
13th or 16lh of August, 1766. 

MDCCLXXXHi. Webb, Edward, of 
Sufiblk, was admitted into the English Col- 
lege at Rome in 1632 : joined the Society 
at Louvain on the 1 1th of January, ]6d9* 
He was much esteemed for sanctity of life. 
Three years before his death he was ap- 
pointed Procurator of the Mission, and 
died in that office at Rome, on the flSuh of 
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Febraary, 1622, set. 47. He was buried in 
the Church of the English College there 
in the same vault with F. Thos. Owen. 

MDCCLXXXIV. Webb, George, ad- 
mitted on the 9th of October, 1672, set. 19. 
In 1695, I meet with him as Rector, at 
Ghent. For several years later he was em- 
ployed in the College of St. Ignatius. I 
think that he died its Rector, in the course 
of the year 1709: for in the Annual Let- 
ters of the year following I read " P, Tho' 
mas Parker, Rector Col. S. Ignatii egre- 
gie fungitur omni muneris sui parte, uti 
et fccerat ejus preedecessor P. Geor^ 
gius Webb.** 

MDCCLXXXV. Webb, Michael, of 
London : admitted in 1642, died in En- 
gland on 2nd of September, 1665, ajt. 42. 
MDCCLXXXVI. Webb, Thomas, of 
Gloucestershire. In the Provincial return 
of 1655, he is stated to be then 83 years of 
age, of which period he had spent 39 in the 
Mission, and 35 in the Society. He died 
in England on the 9th of March, 1658. 

MDCCLXXX VIL Another F. Thomas 
Webb, had been admitted in 1658, an Alum^ 
nus of the English College at Rome, before 
he joined the Society. 

♦MDCCLXXXVIIL Weld, Edward. 
second son of Thomas Weld, of Lull worth, 
Esq., the Founder of Stonyhurst College. 
Whilst studying Divinity at the said 
College, this innocent and promising youth 
was carried off by a putrid fever, on the 
17th of January, 1796, and was interred 
at Mitton, in the Shireburn Vault. His 
Father placed a Tablet to his memory in 
the College Church, with the following ap- 
propriate inscription from the pen of the 
deceased's Friend and Tutor. Rev. C. 
Plowden : —

JMDCCLXXXIX. Weld, John, youn- 
ger brother of Edward, and born at Lull- 
worth Castle o;; the 15th of June, 1780. 
On the death of his elder brother, he slept 
into his place as a candidate for the Eccle- 
siastical state in 17i}6. After edifying the 
College of Stonyhurst as a Junior, and as 
Novice, and giving general satisfaction as a 
Prefect, to which office he was first ap- 
poljited on tlic 29th of April, 1801, he 
was declared .'Minister, and then President 
or Rector of Stonyhurst College. He died 
holding this dii^nity the 7th of April, 1816. 
Our mutual friend, the Rev. Chs. Brooke, 



has honoured his memory with the follow- 
ing Epitaph in the College Church :—

We may say of him " In the midst of 
life, he consumed like Incense upon the 
Altar, burning bright, and diffusing fra- 
grance, till not a remnant could be seen.'* 
MDCCXC. Weetman, Clement, born 
at Pipe Hall, Staffordshire, in 1781. Af- 
ter studying at Sedgley Park, he was sent 
to Stonyhurst in the Autumn of 1796. He 
went through all his Classes with a fair 
share of credit. For some years he iilled 
the office of Prefect , and by his firmness, 
tempered with mildness, gave general satis- 
faction. In August, 1806, he was directed 
to take upon himself the Grafton Mission, 
void by the retirement of the Rev. James 
Leslie. Having regularly corresponded 
with this ray fellow student, and bosom 
friend. I am well acquainted with the many 
difficulties he had to encounter, from the 
perverse temper and unprincipled conduct 
of a Steward, and from the indecision of his 
Patron the late Earl of Shrewsbury ; but 
he succeeded in conquering them all 
and had every prospect of enjoying the fruit 
of his meritorious labors, when he caught a 
violent cold in the spring of 1812, which by 
neglect in the beginning, from over confi- 
dence in his hardy constitution, terminated 
in consumption. He died at Worcester, in 
the raid career of usefulness, on the 19th of 
March, 1813, set 3*2, and his reraains were 
deposited in St. Oswald's Cenetry. 

MDCCXCI. Wells, Charles, born on 
the 14th of March, 1702: admitted at the 
age of 18, and eighteen years later, whilst 
in England, was promoted to the rank of a 
Professed Father. On the 16th of August, 
1753, was declared Rector of Ghent, and 
died in office on the 1st of April, 1757. 
When F. Thorpe, then at Rome, heard of 
his death, he wrote thus to his friend the 
Rev. John Jenison, " The loss of so wor- 
thy a member as F. Wells, is very afflict- 
ing to all us exiles here : for we are very 
sensible of how great advantage such gen- 
tlemen are to the Province." 

MDCCXCII. Wells, Gilbert, born 
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on the 22ad of November, 1714: admitted 
on the 18th of October, 1731 ; died ac- 
cording to the Necrology, in Wilts (where 
he had long been a Missionary,) October 
17, AD. 1777, 

MDCCXCIII. Weldon, John.— He 
was the Author of " The Divine Peda- 
gogue'* (8vo. London, 1692. pp. 412) de- 
dicated to Henry, 3rd Lord Arundell , Ba- 
ron of Wardour ; but lean learn no par- 
ticulars of the writer. 

There was a Priest of this name at Raf- 
fin, in Ireland, who published a work en- 
titled *' The Second Nativity of Jesus* 
the accomplishment of the First,'* 8vo. 
Antwerp, 1686, pp.'432. 

MDCCXCIV. Weldon, or Welton, 
James, born in Northumberland on the I4th 
of June, 1716: began his Noviceship as I 
find by the Provincial's book) on the 13th 
of June, 1739. I cannot follow him through 
subsequent life ; but the list in the Directory 
fixes his death in London, to 1 0th of 
December, 1802, set. 86. 

MDCCXCV. Weldon, Thomas.— 
There were two of this name. The first 
was truly called Fenwick Weldon ; but 
took the name of ITiomas Weldon : was 
born on the 17th of July, 1706: entered the 
Society in 1723 : was Professed in 1741 : 
died on the 3rd of December, 1762. He is 
sometimes called William Hunter, 

MDCCXCVI. The other Thomas Wel- 
don, who succeeded the llight Hon. and 
Rev. F. Molyneux, at Scholes, near Pres- 
cot, died there on the 26th of April, 1786, 
set. 75, and was buried at Windleshaw. 

MDCCXCVII. West, Francis, born 
in Herts : at the age of 20 was received 
into the Order ; and admitted to the Re- 
ligious Profession on the 29th of September, 
1641. After being Penitentiary at Lo- 
retto, he was sent to the English Mission, 
and died there eleven years later, viz., 14th 
of October, 1658, aJt.52. 

•MDCCXCVIH. West, Peter, of 
Devonshire. — Tliis Temporal Coadjutor, 
was admitted in 1637 : rendered himself 
very useful by his skill in medicine ; died 
in England on the 29th of January, 1656, 
tEt. 73. 

MDCCXCIX. Westby, Peter, (alias 
Walker) born on the 20th of May, 1727 ; 
admitted at the age of 22 : Professed on 
the 2nd of February, 1767: succeeded the 
Rev. F. T. Weldon at Scholes ; but died 
there two years later, viz., on the 14th of 
November, 1788, as his gravestone at Win- 
dleshaw testifies. 

MDCCC. Westby, Thomas, died in 
England on the 18th of February, 1735-6, 
set. 32, Soc. 11. 

MDCOCl. Weston, John, (alias 
Wright,) a native of Sutfolk. The Annu- 
al Letters of 1650 state, that he had died 
about the month of July, 1649, in the resi- 
dence of St. Geonrc— that he was admitted 



at Liege into the Society, and after the two 
years Noviceship, proceeded to the Wor- 
cestershire Mission, which he continued to 
serve for 26 years, until his death, set. 60. 
He had been admitted to the rank of a Pro- 
fessed Father, on the 5th of July, 1632, 
'* Ferunt omnes virum fuisse religiosce 
integritatis optimique exempli.'* 

MDCCCII. Weston, John, born at 
Cbudleigb,4th August, 1793: educated at 
Stonyhurst and Clongowes : ordained in the 
Church of the latter l^Dllege by Arch- 
bishop Murray, Sub-dCTfT on the 21st of 
September, 1820 : Deacon on the 22nd of 
September, 1820, and Priest on the day 
following: said his first Mass on the 1st 
of October that year. A twelvemonth 
later, his Superiors appointed him to the 
Mission of South Hill, near Chorley, where 
for seven years he labored with indefatiga- 
ble zeal. He was then transferred to 
Stockheld Park ; but on the 9th of Nov. 
1833, was intrusted with the Charge 
of the Congregation at Lowe Mouse, near 
St. Helens. Here he consummated his 
course, (as he had long and fervently 
prayed to do, by dying a victim of charity 
in attending the sick,) the 3rd ot January, 
1837, and was buried at WMndleshaw. 

The accompanying letter to his Rev. 
Brother Thomas, will edify and comfort 
the pious reader : 

Lowe House, Jan. 3d. 
Rev. Fr. in Xt. 
Your excellent Brother expired this 
afternoon at 2 j. He retained his senses 
to the last, dying the death of the just. 
May ray end be like unto his. People of 
every religious denomination sincerely 
regret his loss. No man was ever more 
respected in this town, and no one deserves 
to be more regretted — 1 never left his bed- 
side, except when unavoidable duties cal- 
led me away, and I can say, that never a 
syllable escap2d his lip; wliich betrayed 
the least sign of impaiience ; indeed he 
never asked for any drink to cool !»ls parch- 
ed nioutli, but always look Nvhalever was 
offered him. Almost his last words were, 
** 1 am going to enjoy God for ever, for 
ever, for ever." — Uurincf the last hour 
of his life, though his power of speech was 
gone, I could see that his lips were mov- 
ing in prayer — may my soul die the death 
ot the Just. — Your's &c.

MDCCCII! . Weston, William.— For 
a full Biographical account of this extra- 
ordinary man, we refer our readers to the 
4th Book of F. More's Hist, and to Tan- 
ners' Vol. of the Confessors of the S. J.; 
but especially to F. Weston's Auto-bio- 
graphy compiled by order of his Supe- 
riors. 

He was born at Maidstone : was admit- 
ted into the Order at Rome, 5th November, 
1575 : consummate in wisdom and piety. 
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ha was ordered, in 1584*. to repair to En- 
gland. Sailing from Dieppe, he reached 
the coast of Norfolk in September that 
year, in the company of his socius Ralph 
Fmerson, and a lay Gentlemen Mr. Henry 
Hubert, and was appointed succeshor to F. 
Jasper Heywood, (as superior of his Bre- 
thren in England) who had been committed 
a Prisoner in the Tower of London. Great 
were the fruits of his zeal, seconded by the 
holiness of his life, and engaging manners. 
Amongst his Conquests to God and the 
Church, was Philip Earl of Arundell. But 
it pleased the Almighty toexercise the vir- 
tue of his servant in the ordeal of tribu- 
lation and suffering, For seventeen long 
years he was a prisoner for Christ : he 
had also much to endure from the ingrati- 
tude and malevolence of false Brethren, es- 
pecially in Wisbick Castle. Discharged 
at the accession of King James the 1st, 
this man of God, and illustrious Confessor 
of the Faith, (beloved and admired of his 
enemies, says F. Garnelt,) who had nearly 
lost his sight through the rigour of his con- 
finement, left London for Rome, 'the 1 3th 
of May, 1603 : after some stay in the holy 
city, he proceeded to Spain to take charge 
of St. Alban's College at Valladolid— and 
there he ended his days, with the highest 
veneration for eminent Sanctity, on the 9th 
of April, 1615, set 75. 

♦MDCCCIV. Wharton, Francis.— 
This scholastic, born on the 9th of Novem- 
ber, 1729: admitted in 1740: died at Liege 
on the 4 1st of March, 1753. 

MDCCCV. Wheble, James, born in the 
Parish of Tisbury, Wilts, on the 4th of 
December, 1725 : admitted by the name of 
Gifford, at Watten, on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1748 •. was Professed on the 2nd of 
February, 1761. Mr. C. Butler (p. 308, 
Vol- II. Hist. Memoirs London, 1819) stiles 
this Rev. Father "a distinguished Preach- 
er." Henry, the 8th Lord Arundell, se- 
lected him for his private Chaplain ; his 
Lordship was wise and fortunate in his 
choice, for F. W. was solidly virtuous, 
an excellent scholar — possessed a powerful 
and extensive intellect, and was eminently 
prudent. Dying at Wardour, after a long 
illness, he was interred near the entrance 
door of the Chapel, and the grave-stone is 
thus inscribed.

MDCCCVJ. Whetenhall, Henrv, 
born, I think in Kent, on the 31st of Au- 
gust, 1694: admitted on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1713: was Professed on the 15th 
of August, 1732, in Maryland, where he 
was a Missionary for several yeai's. For 
some time was Chaplain at LuUworth. He 
died in London on the 27lh of May, 1745. 

MDCCCVII. White, Andrew, born 
in London. At the age of 28, and on the 
1st of February, 1607, was admitted into 
the Novitiate of St. John's, at Louvain, 
and made his simple Vows there, on the 
2nd of February, 1609. His Profession 
in the Society took place on the loth 
of June, 1619. Possessed of transcendant 
talents, he was appointed to the office of 
Prefect of Studies, and to the Professorship 
of Scripture, Scholastic Theology and He- 
brew. King Charles the first having grant- 
ed, in June, 1632, the Province of Mary- 
land to Sir George Calvert, the 1st Lord 
Baltimore, this pious nobleman, as well as 
his son Cecil, (who had married Ann Arun- 
dell) applied to the English Provincial, 
F. Richard Blount, and to Mutius Vitel- 
leschi, the 6th General, S. J. for some of 
his English subjects, to attend the Catho- 
lic Planters and settlers, and to instruct 
and convert the native Indians. The de-- 
sign was approved: andF. Andrew, White 
was directed to prepare for that Mission. 
Like a giant, he exulted to run his course : 
he arrived safe, in March 1634, and his suc- 
cessful zeal intitled him to the glorious title 
of the " Apostle of Maryland.*' On the 5th 
of July, 1640, he baptised Chilomacan, 
King of Pescatoway, his wife and son, 
with great solemnity. In FF. Altam, John 
Brock, Philip Fisher, John Gravener, Roger 
Rigby, and some others, whose names are 
written in the book of life, he met with 
efficient Coadjutois, Eternal Gratitude 
can never repay the obligations which the 
Mission of Maryland owes to the disinter- 
ested zeal and charity of the English Pro- 
vince of the Society. 

After ten years of accumulated labors 
and services to the Colony, F. White was 
seized by some of the English Invaders 
from Virginia, the avowed enemies of Civil 
and Religious liberty, and carried off a 
prisoner to London. At length he was sen- 
tenced to banishment. Thirsting for the 
salvation of his dear Marylandians, he 
sought every opportunity of returning se- 
cretly to that Mission; but every attempt 
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proving ineffectual, he was content to de- 
vote his remaining energies to the advan- 
tage of his native County. In his old age, 
even till the end, he continued his custom 
of fasting on bread and water twice a week. 
Whilst a prisoner, he was reminded by 
his keeper to moderate his austerities, and 
-k to reserve his strength tor his appearance 
***• at Tyburn. ** Cvi P, Andreas, mihi vero 
ipsum Jejunium abunde ririum submiri' 
istrat ad quidllbet Chriati Domini met 
causA perjercndum/* This truly great 
and good man died peaceably in London, 
not on the 27th of September, 1655, (as 
Southwell relates, p. 60, Biblioth.) but on 
the 27th of December, 1656, O. S. or 6th 
of January, 1657, N.S. The Provincial 
Lists of 1 612, and of 1655, vary as to his 
age. The Annual Letters of 1656, make him 
an Octogenarian. Southwell describes him 
as *' Prope Octogenarius :" from the com- 
parison of various documents, I believe 
he was in his 78th year, at the time of his 
death. He >\ as the author of a Grammar, 
Dictionary and Catechism, in the Indian 
Language, and of his Voyage, with a His- 
tory of Maryland." 

Mr. Kennedy, a Presbyterian Gentle- 
man, and a Member of the House of As- 
sembly in Maryland, has published a 
Speech, in which he asserts that a Jesuit 
was the author of the First BUI for Li- 
berty of Conscience in Maryland. 
Q. Was this Jesuit F. Andrew White? 
MDCCCVIII. White, Edward, left 
Rome for France in the company of F. 
Edward Knott, on the 6th of April, 1622 : 
died in England in the course of the ye&r 
1640. 

MDCCCIX. White, Henry.— His name 
was Brunchard : was admitted in 1079 : 
died at Liege on the 13th of November, 
1693, ffit. 33. 

MDCCCX. White, John, born in Fe- 
bruary, 1744: admitted on the 20lh of 
January, 1763: died at Hammersmith, on 
the 27th of September, 1771, at the early 
age of 27. Had he not been a pupil of 
Dame Alice, of Fernyhalgh, in Lanca- 
shire ? See p. 483, Cat h. Mag. 1832. 

MDCCCXl. White, Robert, of Nor. 
thumberland : he was admitted at Wat- 
ten in 1641, and professed of the Four 
Vows on the 9th of February, 1659. Sent 
to the English Mission ^*24 circitu annos 
ad multorum salutem simul et solatium la" 
ftorariY."— An. Lit. He died in the Col- 
lege of St. Ignatius, on the 2dth of Septem- 
ber, 1677, ast. 56. 

MCCCXII. White, WilliAi.!, is said to 
have died in England on the 26th of Fe- 
bruary, 1688. 

Whitbread, Thomas^ see Harcourty 
Thomas. 

MCCCXII I. Whitfield, Cuthbert. — 
His real name was Henry Lawson, To- 
wards the end of December, 1678, after 
fourteen years of bad health, he died at 



I'ork, of Consumption, in the 50th year of 
his oge, and 22nd of Religion. He was a 
convert : and is described as '' Vir magna 
prudenti<B et integritalis, animarum so- 
lutis perquam studiosus.'* 

RJDCCCXIV. Whitfield, Hugh, of 
the County of Durham. I read in the An* 
nual Letters of 1654, that on the 22nd of 
April, that year, he was betrayed by a 
false brother whom he had reconciled to 
the Church. The Father had justi finished 
Mass, and taken ofl' the Vestments, when 
he was seized at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
with about two Dozen of his flock. All 
were set at liberty except the Father, 
who, with great difficulty was suf- 
fered to be out on bail. Two Securities 
for his appearance, were found for him, in 
£200. each. On this occasion Mr. Ralph 
Clavering displayed the highest magna- 
nimity and generosity. I report the exact 
words in the Annual Letters, " Rodolphus 
iUavering non generemagis, quampietale^ 
constantid et magnorerum usu acpruden- 
tid nobiliSy qui inter alia, ** Indignos 
enim vero nos Catholico, inquit, nomine, si 
dum impensis pardmus, Dei Sacerdo' 
tern capite oppugnari permiltimus," Eo' 
dem animata splritu, pari divitiarum 
contemtione, et in Dui vinece cultores in- 
censa alia ejnsdem viri vox : namque in 
familiari aliquando congressione cum 
Calviniance perjidia Buccinatore Scoto^ 
capitali sancta Videi hoste, cum in ser- 
monem de impendente turn maxima Or- 
thodoxorum capitibus procelld dilapsi 
essent, nescio quid injiciente Scoto, tUqui 
pecuniis, nos, inquit, arbitratu vestro 
emungere poteritis, census et annuos red" 
ditus in fiscum avertere, etiam avitis 
fundis et possessionibus precipites agere, 
id vero nulla unquam arte consequemini, 
ut Pastorum nos commercio prohibeaiis : 
iterum Sacerdotum subsidio privari nee 
possumus, nee verovolumus.** 

After the Father's escape I lose sight 
ofhim. 

MDCCCXV. Whitfield, Thomas, 
born in the County ot Durham, according 
to the Provincial Return of 1655, in the 
year, 1615, but according to F. Southwell 
(p. 770, Biblioth) three years earlier : ad- 
mitted at Watten in 1630. This learned 
and pious Missionary commenced his min- 
istry in Northamptonshire ; but for very 
many years was stationed in the residence 
of St. Stanislaus: and I suspect finished 
his course in Devonshire on the lOlh of 
May, 1686. F. Southwell commends his 
work entitled ^' Meditations on the Marks 
qf the true Church qf Christ.** 8vo. Lon- 
don, 1666. 

MDCCCX VI. Whitgreave, James, 
( grandson of the heroic and loyal Thomas 
Whitgreave, Esq., who died on the 14 hof 
July, 1702, 8Bt. 84 ) born on the 14th of 
March, 1698: admitted in 1715. This 
Spiritual Coadjutor, after serving the 
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Maryland jlissioij, returned ^to Mosely, In 
Staifordshire, where he died Superior of 
his Brethren, in the College of St. Chad, 
on the 26th of July, 1750, N. S. and was 
buried at Bushbury. 

MDCCCXVII. Whitgreave, Tho- 
mas, elder brother of James W. born on 
the 8tli of February, 1696, joined the So- 
ciety in 1718: made a Spiritual Coadjutor 
at Oxford, on the 2nd of February, 1734: 
died on the 30th of November, 1757. 

MDCCCXVIII. Whitley, Richard. 
He is described in the Annual Letters as 
** vir grandcBus et emcritce Senectuiis : 
verus Israelita, in quo non erat dolus.'* 
After many years of indefatigable labor in 
Wales, the venerable man was moved to 
London, where he breathed out his inno- 
cent soul, on the 13th of February, 1651. 

MDCCCXIX. Whitmore, Richard. 
J suspect is the same as Richard Wigmore, 
admitted an Alumnus of the English Col- 
lege at Rome'in 1614: joined the Society — 
died in England, on the 28th of April, 
1649. 

MDCCCXX. Whittingham, Ed- 
ward, was a prisoner for the Faith with 
F. J. Fisher, p. 382, More's Hist. 

♦MCCCXXI. Whittingham, Paul, 
was entered ao Alumnus of the English 
College at Rome, in 1606, died there on 
the nth of July, 1611, set. 22, after being 
aggregated to the Society. 

MDCCCX XIL Whittingham, Wil- 
liam. This most amiable Father was one 
of the unfortunate persons that perished by 
the falling in of the floor at Hunsdon 
Hall, Black Friars, London, on the 26th 
of October, 1623. ( See Drury, Robert,) 
For many years he had suflered imprison- 
ment in Newgate for the Catholic Faith. 
During the last year of his life^ he had the 
happiness of reconciling 150 persons to the 
Church. He was the meekest of men : and 
was usually stiled "The Father of the 
Poor." Seep. 451, More. 

MDCCCXXIII. WiDDRiNGTON, Antho- 
ny, was placed in the Summer of 1674, at 
Loretto, as Penitentiary : died at Ghent, 
in April or May, 1682. 

MDCCCXXIV. Widdrington, Hen- 
ry, (of the highly respectable family long 
settled at Stella Hall, Northumberland) 
joined the Society in 1687: was Professed 
on the 9th of May, 1705. The Annual 
Letters of 1710, proclaim him to be ^* sin- 
gulariproTsus laude digitus." His native 
County was the theatre of his Missionary 
exertions : and he was Superior of his 
Brethren in the Residence of St. John the 
Evangelist. He died, I believe at Cali- 
lay, near Alnwick, on the 16th of Novem- 
ber, (O. S. ) 1729, 8et. 61. 

MDCCCXXV. Widdrington, Ro- 
bert. I cannot discover the date of his 
admission. He was Professed however 
on the 2nd of February, 1697. For some 
time was Missionary at Biddlestone. This 



venerable man died at Durham, on the 
26th of January, 1742. I have been told 
that Robert and Henry W. were the pur- 
chasers of the Premises in Old Elvet, 
Durham, which were occupied by their 
Religious Brethren, until their late sale in 
1827. This F. Robert I think is the F. 
Widdrington, a Jesuit eminent for his pi- 
ety, who assisted James Drummond, Duke 
of Perth, in the business of his conversion- 
See his Grace's letter, p. 204 : Part 27 of 
London and Dublin Orthodox Journal. 

MDCCCXXVI. Wi&NAL, Francis : 
after studying Humanities at St. Omer, 
he entered the Novitiate on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1697 : was Professed on the 4th 
of May, 1715. He died in the Lincoln- 
shire Mission, on the I9lh of December, 
( O. S. ) 1728, ffit. 48. 

MDCCCXXVII. WiLKiNS, John, 
died in England on the 30th of December, 
1651. 

♦MDCCCXXVIII. WiLKiNS, James. 
This temporal Coadjutor was admitted in 
1704; and died at Antwerp, on the 19th of 
January, 1714, set. 29. 

MDCCCXXIX. Wilkinson, Charles, 
was certainly Minister at St. Onier's Col- 
lege in 1655 : was then 33 years old, and 
had spent 12 in the Order. 

MDCCCXXX. Wilkinson, Henry, 
born in Yorkshire. At the age of 22, 
joined the Society, and was Professed on 
the 20th of January, 1633. He was ser- 
ving the Mission in Col. Ira. Concep. 
when for refusing the Oath of Allegiance, 
he was committed to prison in 1640. This 
Venerable Father died in England, on the 
28th of February, 1673, set. 76. 

•MDCCCXXXl. Wilkinson, John. 
This fortunate finder of the ear of corn, on 
which F. Henry Garnet's Portrait was so 
exquisitely depicted, died at St. Omer's in 
1606. See the interesting account of him 
in the 7th Book of F. More's Hist of the 
English Province. 

MDCCCXXXII. Wilkinson, Tho- 
mas, of Lancashire : admitted on the 20th 
of September, 1667: was thrown into 
Morpeth jail at the explosion of Oates' . 
Plot : died on the 12th of January, 1681, 
set. 43. 

♦MDCCCXXXIII. WiLLART, Nicho- 
las. Admitted on the 20th of June, 1676. 
This useful Lay-broiher died in Maryland, 
22 years later, set. 50. 

MDCCCXXXIV. Williams, Edward, 
is said to have died in England, during the 
course of the year 1640. 

MDCCCXXXV. Williams, Fran- 
cis : was certainly Rector of Watten, from 
1672, to 1681. The Reader may see an 
Epitaph which he composed for Lady War- 
ner in p. 265 of her Life. He died at 
Liege, on the 13th of February, 1681* 

MDCCCXXXVI. Another of this 
name, admitted in 1702, was admitted a 
Professed Father, on the I6th of August, 
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1720 : eight years later occurs as Chaplain 
at Ince Blundell, where, I suspect, he died 
on the 1 3th of iNIay, 1738, set. 57. 

MDCCCXXXVII. Williams, Hen- 
ry, born in Yorkshire, in 1697 : admitted 
at the age of 22 : Professed on the 20th of 
January, 1633 : died in England, on the 
3rd of October, 1687 : at the advanced age 
of 90. 

MDCCCXXXVIII. Williams, John. 
I meet with two of this name. The Senior 
was born on the I6th of September, 1691 : 
admitted in 1712 : Professed on the 2nd of 
February, 1730 : was Superior for a time 
in the Residence of St. Winefrid : died I 
think at Holywell, on the 23rd of Septem- 
ber, 1761, ffit. 70. 

MDCCCXXXIX. The Junior, born the 
27th of November, 1730, joined the Soci- 
ety in 1750 .• ordained Priest at Liege, on 
the nth of July, 1756. I think he died in 
Monmouthshire, on the 30th of Novem- 
ber, 1793. 

MDCCCXL. Williams, Joseph, 
whose true family name was Gittings, born 
on the nth of October, 1744 : admitted in 
1762. Dying at Worcester, on Lady-day, 
1797, he was interred at St. Oswald's there. 

MDCCCXLI. Williams, Peter. I 
meet with two members so called. The 
Senior born the 4th of August, 1689 : ad- 
mitted in 1710: Professed in 1728, died at 
Ingatestone Hall, on the 22nd of March, 
1755. 

MDCCCXLII. The Junior was born in 
Flintshire, on the 12th of November, 1717: 
was admitted in 1736. I have collected 
nothing further than the date of his death, 
viz., the 26th of November, 1753. 

MDCCCXLIIL Williams, Richard, 
of Essex : was certainly admitted in 1654, 
ffit. 20. 

MDCCCXLIV. Williams, Robert. 
I think was elder brother of Richard W. 
was admitted 1 think at the same time, set. 
21 : was Priest at Stafford, and there com- 
mitted to jail, at the explosion of Oates* 
Plot. 

MDCCCXLV. Williams, Thomas. 
This learned Father had studied at Ox- 
ford, as I find by a note of F. Persons. 
He died at Olmutz or Vienna, in 1611, 
about the age of 70, having passed 47 
years in the Society. See p. 20, JMore's 
Hist. N.B. A brother Thomas W. who 
had recently made his Simple Vows (1614) 
is much commended by F, Gerard. 

MDCCCCXLVI. Williamson, Ed- 
ward, born in Lancashire : joined the Or- 
der in 1617: was Professed on the 6th of 
August, 1628 : after serving the Mission 
21 years, he retired to Liege ; but ended 
his days at St. Omer's College, on the 
19th of March, 1649, 8Bt. 72. 

MDCCCXLVII. Williamson, George, 
born on the 31st of July, 1685: enter- 
ed the Novitiate in 1718 : eleven years 
laler was ranked among the Spiritual 



Coadjutors: died in England, on the 14th 
of January, 174K 

MDCCCXLVIII. Williamson, Rich- 
ard, of Lincolnshire. The Catalogue of 
1642, shews that he was then 36<years of 
age, of which he had spent 16 in the Soci- 
ety, and five in the English Mission — and 
that he had been admitted to his religious 
Profession, on the 19th of September, 
lOil. The Necrology has omitted the date 
of his death. 

♦MDCCCXLIX. Willoughby, Henry, 
of Yorkshire. This good Lay-brother died 
at Watten, on the 7th of August, 1651, act. 
64. Soc. 29. 

MDCCCL. Wilson, Charles, was 
admitted a Spiritualj Coadjutor on the 
23rd of January, 1698. He lived chiefly at 
Watten, where he died, on the 23th of 
August, 1730. 

♦iMDCCCLI. Wilson, Andrew, The 
pious Reader will be excited to fervor, by 
reading F. More*s account of this devout 
Scholastic in the I Ith book of his invalu- 
able Hist, of the English Province, and 
will envy his edifying and most happy 
death, on the 15th of January, 1634, N. S. 
set. 24. See also pp. 38-9 of the Florus- 
A nglo- Bavari cus . 

MDCCCLII. Wilson, John, died at 
St. Omer, on the 1 1th of November, 1666. 

Q. Did he not publish an edition of the 
EnglishlMartyrology ? 

Q. Who was the pious Priest John 
Wilson, formerly F. Persons' Secretary, 
and the Superlntendant of bis Press at St. 
Omer ? See p. 248, More. 

*MDCCCLIII. Wilson , Joseph, ad- 
mitted on the 30th of July, 1697: died in 
3Iaryland, in 1702, set. 37. 

MDCCCLIV. Wilson, Ralph, born on 
the loth Sept. 1743: admitted at the age 
of 20. This Scholastic died within seven 
years later at Lincoln, viz, 3rd of Feb- 
ruary, 1770. 

MDCCCLV. Wilson, Simon. He 
was a Secular Priest and nephew to the 
immortal Benefactor, or Second Founder 
of St. Omer's College. At his earnest in- 
treaty, the General Thyrsus Gonzales, 
consented to his admission into the Society. 
The ceremony was performed on the 13th 
of July, 1692. Mr. Wilson was then 63 
years old. He died at Watten, on the 7th 
of March, 1695. 

I much regret that I cannot throw light 
on the Biography of his worthy Uncle. 

MDCCCLVI. Wilson, Thomas, of 
Wilts. Admitted at the age of 21 : Pro- 
fessed on the 21st of November, 1653 : 
taught Greek, Hebrew, and Moral Di- 
vinity at Liege. After 20 years of Mis- 
sionary labor, he died in the College of the 
Holy Apostles, on he 6th of May, 1672^ 
set. 59. 

Q« Was he not the translator into En- 
glish o[ Pere Maimbourg's peaceable Me- 
thod of the reuwUing Protestants and 
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Catholics in matters of Faith *' dedicated 
to the Honourable William Petre. of Stan- 
ford Rivers, Essex? i8vo. Paris, 1671,

MDCCCLVII. Wilson, William, 
of Norfolk. This worthy Father, after 
filling the office of Prefect at St. Oraer, 
and Minister at Watten, was sent to the 
English Mission, where he laboured for 
24 years successively until his death, viz, 
on the 14th of January, 1679, set. 61. 
Rel. 44, ^^cum bona omnivm satisf ac- 
tionem et uheri animarum/ructu,'* An. 
liitt. 

MDCCCLVIII. Winter, Charles, I 
believe was a Fleming: was admitted on 
the 20th of June, 172S. This Reverend 
Father died at Ghent, on the 12th of Oc- 
tober, 1730, at the early age of 31. 

MDCCCLIX. WiNTKR, William. I am 
told his real name was Morgan, I cannot 
ascertain the date of his admission ; but he 
was certainly living in London, in 1701, 
and 1704, where he died, on the 11th of 
February, 1710. 

MDCGCLX. Wise, George, was ad- 
mitted at Ghent, on the 2nd of July, 1670, 
St. 27. The next time that I meet with 
him, is in the Annual Letters of 1674, 
where he occurs as Chaplain to the English 
Troops in the environs of Ghent. By his 
zealous industry, he had reconciled within 
a few months ten of the Soldiers to the Ca- 
tholic Faith. I find him again in England, 
in the Autumn of 1694, when he was sud- 
denly apprehended, but after a few days 
confinement, was discharged on his own 
recognizances to appear before the Court, 
when duly summoned. He died at Watten, 
iBt. 61, on the 3 1st of October, 1704. 

♦MDCCCLXL Wiseman, John, bom 
in Yorkshire, on the 6th of October, 
1708: joined the Society on the 1st of 
February, 1784. He persevered in his 
useful services to his Brethren, as a Lay- 
brother, until his pious death at Liege, on 
the 20th of May, 1763. 

MDCCCLXII. WiTHiE, Edward, 
born on the 14th of April, 1689 : entered 
the Novitiate on the 7th of September, 
1707 : was Professed on the 2nd of Feb- 
ruary, 1725. After teaching the Belles 
Lettres at St. Omer, he was sent to the 
English Mission. For a short time he was 
stationed at Wardour, until succeeded by 
the Reverend Joseph Wright. On the 10th 
of February, 1752, he was declared Rector 
of his Brethren in the College of St. Ig- 
natius, whom he governed uiitil 1759, when 
he was appointed Rector of Liege Col- 
lege. He continued to preside until ^De- 
cember, 1764. The venerable Father fi- 
nished his course at Liege, on the 22nd of 
November, 1769, set. 81 . 

♦MDCCCLXIIL WoEDTs, Peter. One 
Ciatalogue fixes his birth oh the 3rd of 
September, 169& : the Provinciars book, 
which I believe to be better authority. 



places it to the 14th of August, 1709 : both 
agree as to"tl)e date of Admission into the 
Society, on the 7th of September, 1732. He 
died at Lie£»e, on the 12th of March, 1773. 

MDCCCLXIV. Wolfall, John. I can 
learn no particulars of him, but that he 
was admitted in 1702, to the Noviceship — 
18 years later to his Religious Profession ; 
and that he died at Ghent, on the 9th of 
July, 1742. 

MDCCCLXV. Wolfe, Francis, was 
admitted on the 13th of November, 16^. 
For many years served the English Mis- 
sion; and died on the 2nd of March, 1720, 
at the good old asje of 73. 

•MDCCCLXVI. Wood, John, alias 
Southcote Hill, He is sometimes called 
*^ De Si/lvd.*^ This good Lay-brolher was 
a native of Devonshire. He died at 
Liege, on the 27th of April, 1663, at.

MDCCCLXVII. Wood, William, was 
admitted at Watten, on the 7th of Septem- 
ber, 1689, ffit. 18: after which I cau pur- 
sue him no longer. 

MUCCCLXVIII. Woodford, Gabri- 
el, born in Bedfordshire, in 1608: at the 
age of 21 commenced his career as a No- 
vice : was Professed in the Order on the 
21st of June, 1645: died at Liege, on the 
12th of July, 1663. 

MDCCCLXIX. Woodford, Henrt, 
is said to have died at St. Omer. 

MDCCCLXX. Woods, Edward, ad- 
mitted on the 7th of September, 1683, set. 
20: was Professed in England, on the 
13th of February, 1701. I think he passed 
occasionally by the name of Smith, 

MDCCCLXXI. Woodward, Hum- 
phry, born in England: admitted into 
the Society at Rome, in 1577. For seve- 
ral years was Professor of Scripture at 
Milan, where he died, on the 30th of No- 
vember, 1587, ffit. 35 " mira vir eruditi' 
one et scientid colendi Dei.'* His MS. 
Commentary on the Psalms, has been high- 
ly commended by Possevinus and Meno- 
chius. See p. 24 More's Hist. p. 354, 
Southwell's Bibliotheca, &c. 

MDCCCLXXII. WoRSLEY, Edward, 
born in Lancashire in 1604, admitted at 
the age ot 22, and Professed on the 29th of 
September, 1641. For many years taught 
Philosophy and Theology at Liege, of 
which College he became Rector from 1658 
to 1662. F. W.must ever rank among tha 
ablest Conlrbvertists of this, or any other 
country, as the following works will prove.

4. ** The Infallibility of the Roman 
Catholic Churchy and her Miracles d^end- 
cd against Dr, Slillingjleet*s Cavils,** 
2 Vols, 8vo. printed at Antwerp in 1674; 
the first Vol. contains 260 pp. : the 2nd 88. 
The Author in this 2nd vol. maintains the 
fact of the miraculous translation of the 
house of Loretto. 

F. W. died at Antwerp on the 2nd of 
September, 1676. A posthumous work of 
his appeared, intitled ** Anti-Goliath, or 
an Epistle to Mr, Bevint, containing some 
Reflections upon his Saul and Samuel at 
Endor,** 8?o. 1678, pp.59. 

MDCCCLXXIII. WoRSLEY, John, ad- 
mitted 9th of October, 1677, at. 19. This 
young Missionary was seized at Berwick 
at the explosion of the revolution, on no 
other account, but his being a Priest and a 
Jesuit. For 19 months he was confined in 
a subterraneous and very damp dungeon : 
and during this lengthened imprisonment 
was never once permitted to enjoy the in- 
tercourse of a brother clergyman. Every 
sentiment of humanity appears to have 
been rooted out of the breast of his keepers* 
but like St. Ignatius, the Martyr, under si- 
milar treatment, he rejoiced in his sufferings 
and privations, and regarded his chains as 
invaluable ornaments and jewels. Removed 
at length to the court of King's Bench, 
London, be was fully acquitted. In a 
letter of F. John Clare, (Provincial) to 
the General Thyrsus Gonzales, dated the 
15th of January, 1690, I find that this re- 
moval to London was attended with 
considerable difficulty and expense. **P. 
Joannes Worslaus, qui jam a duobus an- 
nis, dttm rediret ad Dominum Fitz- James, 
filium Regis nostri naturalem, captus et 
incarceratus est, Jamque non sine magnd 
difficultate et expensis ipsum Londinum 
duximus, ut ibijudicetur.** 

On recovering his liberty I think F. 
John Worsley repaired to St Germaine ; 
but I cannot learn the date of his death* 

MDCCCLXXIV. Worsley, Lau- 
rence, of Somersetshire : born in 1613: at 
the age of 20 joined the Society : was sent 
to the English Mission in 1613 : died in 
Yorkshire on the 29th of May, 1675. The 
Annual Letters describe him as ** Vtr mag- 
nee pietatis ac zeli, quique muUorum an- 
norum, quibus in Anglid versalus est, in- 
defcsso labore et singulari industrid in 
Sacramentorum administraliones, con- 
cionibus, exhortationibus et Catechismis, 
quamplurimos Chrislo lucrifecit, et mag- 
no solatio Catholicis fuit,** 

MDCCCLXXV. WoasLBY, Thomas, 
was actually born at Louvain : at the age 
of 18 embraced the Institute of St. Igna- 
tius : and was admitted to the religious 
profession on the 8th of December, 1629.

On the death of F. William Baldwin, Rec- 
tor of St. Omer's College, in 1632, F. 
Thomas Worsley was appointed his suc- 
cessor. When his triennial government 
expired, he was ordered to the English 
Mission, where he distinguished himself 
by his zeal and charity, especially to his 
fellow-prisoners, after his own apprehen- 
sion. That he was Confessor in the lat- 
ter part of his life to the poor Clares at 
Gravel ines, is evident from the Life of 
Lady Warner. lie died at Liege on the 
8th of February, 1671, »t. 74. 

MDCCCLXXVI. WORTHINGTOM, 

JonN. I meet with two of this name. — 
The 1st was nephew to Dr. Worthington, 
the third President of Douay College« 
and was a relation to Cardinal Alien, 
its founder, and was born in Blen- 
SCO, in Lancashire. He began his high- 
er studies at Seville, but came to the 
English College at Rome in 1597, to finish 
the course of Divinity. Ordained Priest, he 
joined the Society at Rome, on the 27th 
of October, 1598, and went through his 
Noviceship at St. Andrews. In 1604 he 
came from Valladolid College, where he 
had been Minister) to the English Mis- 
sion. " Primus fuit qui in Provincid, Lan~ 
ca^trensi fixit sedem** He was also {the 
first Rector of the College of St. Aloysius, 
The reader will be charmed with his let- 
ter in the 6th Book of More*s History. 
This noble champion and Confessor died 
" in vinculis,** on the 25th of January, 
1652, cet. 70. See also Tanner, Vol. I. 
p. 149. 

MDCCCLXXVII. The 2nd bom in Lan- 
cashire on the 24th of April, 1713 : admit- 
ted in 1735 : died in the Lancashire Mis- 
sion, soon after the Suppression of the So- 
ciety, viz. 

MDCCCLXXVHI. Worthington, 
Laurence, brother of the 1st, or elder 
John, just mentioned, joined the Society in 
Spain, A. D. 1599. After teaching Phi- 
losophy at Corduba and Seville for eight 
years, he landed in England in 1612. Af- 
ter three years labor, he was apprehended 
and committed to the Gatct House, West- 
minster, whence he wrote that most inter- 
esting letter, 3rd of October, 1616, to his 
Superior F. Thomas Owens, at Rome, pre- 
served in pages 282-3-4-5, of Mote's IJist. 

When he had been a prisoner for three 
years, viz., 1618, he was sentenced to 
banishment; and proceeded to give the 
benefit of his talents to several Colleges 
abroad. At length, worn out with labor, 
he died in Lorraine on the 19th of Octo- 
ber, 1635, according to Southwell, p. 
456, but more probably, according to 
More, p. 285, in 1637. He left his trans- 
lation into English of Francis Coster's 
** Meditations on the Life and Passion of 
Christ,** Douay, 1616. 

MDCCCLXX 1 X. Worthington, 

Thomas. I meet with two of this name. 
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iTie Seftior was ancle 40 iFF. John and 
taiorence already menlioned. JEvery lo- 
ter of trttth mudt regret that Botw ims 
rery unfaithftilly represented his history, p. 
Sgi-3.» Vol. II. Church History. He was 
a man of irreproachafiffe i|^grity, a so- 
lid Difine, and a considerame Benefactor 
to Douay College, of which Re was the 
third President. Besides, he had been a 
glorious Confessor of the Catholic Faith. 
This most worthy man, retiringfrom the Gro- 
Ternment of Douay College, solicited, ^fter 
some time, for admission into the Society. 
The Provincial F. Richard Blount, gran- 
ted his request, as F. More affirms, p. 2S5 
Hist., but this venerable divine was called 
up by Jesus Christ, to his reward, about 
the sixth month of his Noviceship, and in the 
year 1626. He died at Biddies, or Bidulph, 
in Staffordshire. For ^n account of his nu- 
merous and learned works, see p. 770 of 
Southwell's Bibliolheca : also Dodd, p. 
899, of 2 Vol. Hist. ; but strange to say, 
both omit his work entitled " Whyte dyed 
Black,'' a 4to Vol. of 183 pp. ; w^ritten 
against Dr. John White. See also p. 61, 
Vd. n. Athen® Oxon. 

MDCCCLXXX. The Junior of this 
name died in England on the 20lh of Jan- 
uary, 1670. . ,. n, 

MDCCCLXXXI. Another Thomas is 
stated to have died at Wigan in 1777. 

♦MDCCCLXXXII. WORTHINGTOW, 

William, is said to have died in Spain in 
1604 ; but this cannot be, for I have seen 
a letter to F. Persons, dated Douay, 27th 
of August, 1608, imploring him to obtain 
•*his admittance into the companie of 
your most blessed Societie of Jesus." 

MDCCCLXXXIll. Wright, Charles, 
bom on the 27th of October, 1752 : after 
itudying Humanities at Bruges under the 
Rev. Charles Plowden, he expressed his 
determination to join the Society. With 
the consent of his Father, the respected 
banker in London, he entered the Novitiate 
at Ghent, on the 7tli of September, 1769. 
Whilst pursuing his higher Studies at Liege, 
he was involved in the hurricane that pros- 
trated and scattered his beloved brethren 
in the Society. Possessing great talents, 
a very retentive memory, and innate tact 
for business, this pious Priest devoted him- 
self to the management of the temporali- 
ties of the Academy at Liege, and of the 
College of Stonyhurst. He began his 
charge of the concerns in very difficult 
times : the emigration to Stonyhurst must 
have added to the erabarassment ; but Al- 
mighty God blest the exertions of this faith- 
ful and prudent servant, and he had the 
comfort to witness the affairs of the Pro- 
vince and of the College brought into a 
good train, and even into a state of pros- 
perity. Feeling himself unequal to the fa- 
tigues of office, he had contemplated to re- 
tire to Portico, with his friend F. John 
Hughes, there to renew his vows in the 



Order, and to prepare himself for Etemfty, 
Man proposes, and Gbd disposes : for this 
Bev. Father, to the regret of his friends and 
the pu^ttb, -^eJff IMiMenly in the Inn at 
Whalley, near Stonyhurst, on the 13th of 
October, 1 827 . The remains of the latnent- 
ed deceased, were deposited near those of 
the Rev. John Weld, in the Stonyhurst 
ciiapel, with the following Epitaph froni 
the pen of the Rev. Charles Brooke : —

MDOCCLXXXIV. Wright, Christo- 
pher. — [ can glean nothing more of hira, 
than that he succeeded F. Joris as Confes- 
sor to the Theresian Nuns at Canford, in 
Dorsetshire, and that he died there on the 
18th or 1 9th of March, 1799. 

MI>CCCLXXXV. Wright, Edward, 
born on the 4th of March, 1752 : admitted 
in 1768 : came to the Mission in the shib* 
mer of 1777 : after some time was settled 
at Holyw^l.* This polite scholar died 
there, after renewing his Vows in the 
Society, on the 9th of April, 1826, eeU 74. 

MDCCCLXXXVI. Wright, Henry, 
of Essex, and son I believe of John Wright 
of Kelvedon, by his wife Anne Sulyard, 
died at Ghent on the 11th ot May, 1660» 
let. 55, Rel. 81. 

MDCCCLXXXVIl. Wright, Henrf, 
brother of the present Wm. Lawson of 
Brough, Esq., was born at MyddletoD 
Tyars, in Yorkshire, on the 27th of Jan- 
uar3f^ 1799: studied at Stonyhurst: ad- 
mitted into the Novitiate at Hodder on the 
7th of September, 1816: ordained Priest 
at Rome by the Patriarch of Constantino- 
ple, on' the 11th of July, 1824: for a short 
time served the Holywell Mission, but on 
the Srd of November, 1826, was fixed at 
Bury St Edmunds. Here his gentleman* 
ly manners and diligence in his pastoral 
ofiice, obtained for. him the respect and es- 
teem of the public : in this career of use- 
fulness, he. was attacked with a pulmonary 
complaint. For the preservation of his 
valuable health, the tender charity of his 

*In the Annual Letters of 1690. mention is made 
o{ " Antiquum et perpulcArum Sacellum in Pago 
qui dicitur Holywell**— ihut the rip:ht of its Pa- 
tronage after doe examination of evidence by the 
Judges ef the land, was awarded to th3 Qneen of

MDCCCLXXXVIII. Wright, Joseph, 
was admitted on the 31st of March, 1720: 
eleven years later was ranked amongst the 
Spiritual Coadjutors. I flod that he was 
a Missionary at Wardour and Southend, 
for some time. He died in England on the 
Uth of March, 1760, at. 61. 

MDCCCCXXXIX. Wright, Mat- 
thew, admitted on the 18tb of February, 
1668: was rector of Watteo from 1691 to 
3698: occurs Prefect of Studies at St. 
Omer's College io 1704 : for the Four last 
years of his lite was Rector of Ghent, but 
actually died at Dunkirk, on the 22nd of 
August, 1711, at. 61 

MDCCCXC. Wrioht, PETEa.^The 
life of this illustrious convert and Mar- 
tyr has been ably written by F. Edward 
Courtenay, (12mo. Antwerp, 1651, pp. 121, 
with a fine portrait by C> Galle.) We can 
also recommend to our readers his Biogra- 
phy in Tanner's Societas Patlens, p. HI, 
and in Bishop Challoaer's Memoirs. F. 
Wright had been Chaplaiu in the Marquis 
of Winchester's family, and also in the 
Gage family, and was specially maligned, 
as (>ir Henry Gage's Priest. lie was eon* 
demned os the testimony of Thomas Gage, 
the Apostate Friar, author of the New Sur- 
vey of the West Indies, Folio, 1648, bro- 
ther to the Gallant Commander of Oxford, 
Sir Henry Gage, to Dr. George Gage, an 
eminent Divine, and as worthy as he was 
learned, and to Rev. John Gage, O. S. F. 

Q. Who was Philip Gage the unfortu> 
nate informer in Oates' Forgery ? 

F, Wright suffered at Tyburn in the pre- 
sence of above 20,000 persons, on Whit- 
Monday, the 19th of May, 1651, st. 47, 
Soc. 22. For the details of the incorrupt 
state of his body at Liege College, in 1781, 
see p. 63 of Talbot's " Faith and Doctrine 
of the Roman Catholic Church^'* Dublin, 
1813; but the learned writer had proba- 
bly never read the Annual Letters ol the 
English Province of 1651, which expressly 
say that the Martyr's ** caput venerabile ct 
membra dissecta unguentis delibuta, 
apud nos sunt ?" The body was kept, it 
seems, at St. Oraer, until 1762, when I be- 
lieve it was conveyed to Liege. In the Li- 
brary of Stonyhurst College a MS collec- 
tion of F. Wright's Sermons for the course 
of a year, 62 in number, averaging about 
13 pages each. 

MDCCCXCI. Wright, Philip, cer- 
tainly died at Watten, on the dth of No- 
vember, 1787. 



MDCCCXCII. Wright, Stkphjbn, of 
Essex, entered the English College at 
Rome, in 1641 : af^er three years he wu 
sent to the Mission, where he joined tho 
Society in 1652 : and was made a Spiritual 
Coadjutor in 1664. He died in England, 
says the Annual Letters, on the 30th of 
August, 1660, et. 60. '* Vir humiU$^ 
pius, quietus et eharitate excellens, 

MDCCCXCIII. Wright. Thohai, 
(alias Edward Green) admitted at Watten 
on the 7th of September, 1668, set. 22. The 
Journal formerly kept at Watten announces 
his appointment to the Rectorship of that 
house, thus " 1694, April 10, F. Wright 
declared Hector at night." After passing 
through this office, he was employed in th^ 
College of St. Ignatius, I cannot fix the 
date of his death. 

MDCCCXCIV. Wright, Williah, 
of Yoi'kshire : admitted on the 8th of De- 
cember, 1661, Professed in 1602, and dis- 
tinguished himself in the Chair of Phi- 
losophy and Divinity at Grata and Vienniu 
Returning to England, late in the yeiur 
1606, hd was appointed Chaplmia to Um^ 
Gage Family ; but was soon apprehended 
and consigned to a PrisoRi which WAf 
shortly after nearly emptied of its tenaotf 
by the Jail Fever. 3y means of frieada 
he was enabled to succeed io escaping from 
confinement at the end of three Months : and 
procuring an asylum in Leicestershire, he la 
boured for SO years with indefatigable aeal 
and charity. Though suffering from maeh 
bodily infirmity, he was always cheerful 
and oontented : and though regarded as mi 
Oraele of Learning, his great (telight was to 
teach children the first rudiments of Re- 
ligion. He died on the 18th of January, 
1639, set. 79. The following works of 
his were printed at St. Oraer, with the 
Initials.

I believe he had entered into the 
English College at Rome, to finish his Di- 
vinity, in ld90. 

MDCCCXCVII. Yates, Thomas. F. 
Persons, in notes for his own life, begun in 
the autumn of 1596, says *' in 1674, 1 went 
to see Louvain, in the company of a godly 
man, Mr, Thomas Yates, afterwards of 
the Society, and now in Brasil '* &c. 

MDCCCXCVIII. Yelverton, Charles, 

of a good Family in Norfolk, was admitted

MDCCCXCIX. York, William. All that 

I can learn of him is from p. 378, More's 

*Wa8 this not the Translator of the Introdaction 
to a devout life in 161 S, 12mo. pp. 695. It is dedi- 
cated to Miss Ann Roper, daughter to Sir William 
Roper, of Well-Hall in Eltham. and great grand 
daughter "to that excellent true Statesman, and lear- 
ned Cuuncellor.

Young, Francis, of Nor- 
folk, occurs Temporal Coadjutor at Liege, 
in the Catalogue of 1655 : was then 50 
years of age ; of which he had spent 15 la 
the Society. 

MDCCCCI. Young, Francis, of 
Worcestershire • quitting the University of 
Oxford, he entered an Alumnus of the 
English College at Rome, in 1598 : at the 
age of 33, and on the 27th of July, 1608, 
was admitted into the Society at Louvain. 
After some years of active service in the 
Mission, he was apprehended and com- 
mitted to the Ghitehouse, Westminster ; but 
he consoled himself in captivity, by the 
opportunities he enjoyed of contributing to 
the spiritual succor of his neighbour.

Returning to England, F. Young con- 
tinued his Apostolical labors until his hap- 
py death, on the 30th of March, 1638, set.

niDCCCCII. Young, Notlet, of 
Maryland : educated at Liege, and began 
a course of teaching Humanities there, 
which he continued for a short time at Sto- 
nyhurst.

II. Archer, Edward, — I find by his 
letter, dated London, 27th of November, 
1640, that by favor of the Venetian Em- 
bassador, he had safely arrived in Eng- 
land. In the report of Pere Verdier, (the 
Visitor of the Irish Mission, S. J.) dated 
24th June, 1649, I find F. Edward Archer 



was then Superior of his brethren at Ross 
Co. Wexford, and commendable for his 
religious merits. When, or where he died 
I have searched for in vain. 

III. Arcuer, James. — In p. 301, Hli^ 
tory of British Costume (Library of En- 
tertaining knowledge), is a delineation of 
O'More, an Irish Chieftain, and Archer, 
a Jesuit retained by him, both copied from 
a map of the taking of the Earl of Ormond 
in 1600. The Rev. Father is dressed in a 
black mantle, and wears the high crowned 
hat of the time. 

I read in a Report or Memorial of Irish 
Affairs, addressed by Captain Hugh Mos^ 
tian to Lewis Mansoni, the Papal Nuncio 
for Ireland, towards the latter end of Q. 
Elizabeth's reign, ** Unus Pater Arc/ie* 
rus major fult illis {Hibernis) consolation 
guam potuit esse magna militum copia. 
Testis sum illius pnesentiam tantnm 
prcfuisse, %aI vix aliud tantum : adipsint 
enim Nutum uniuntur et tenentur, cor^ 
da hominum non solum in teritorio Beer^ 
haven et Provincice Australis : sed el im 
majori parte totius Regni** " Father 
Archer alone was a greater comfort to his 
Irish countrymen than even a considera- 
ble reinforcement of troops. I am a wit- 
ness, that his presence was almost more 
serviceable to the cause than any thing 
else : for at his nod the hearts of men 
were united and bound together, not only 
in the district of Beerhaven and Mun- 
ster, but in the greater part of the whole 
kingdom.*' 
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A few of F. Arclier*s letters have been 
fortunately preserved. The first is dated 
from the Camp, 10th of August, 1598. He 
states the difficulty of all Epistolary cora- 
manication — the intense anxiety and dili- 
gence of the Government to apprehend 
him ; insomuch, that he was obliged to 
live generally in the woods and secret pla- 
ces, ^' ita nt in sylvis el latebris ut 
plurimum degam.** Still he never ceased 
Jfrom exercising the functions of his mi« 
nistry — ^he had received two thousand 
general Confessions — ^he had instructed and 
confinii«d many in the Faith, and recon- 
ciled several to the Catholic Church — 
that there was every prospect of an abun- 
dant harvest of souls, if he had some 
fellow - labou rers ; and that the gentry in 
the North and South parts of the island 
were most desirous of a supply. It seems 
that he had been ordered to Ireland to pro- 
cure assistance for. the Irish Seminary at 
Salamanca, **in subsidium Seminarii 
Hyhemorumy** and that he had succeeded 
in sending over several youths with funds 
for their education. In conclusion he says 
that he was intending to proceed by the 
first opportunity to Spain from the North of 
Ireland. Iter in Hispaniam eogito prima 
oeeasione ex Septentriouali parte* 

N.B. I find by a letter of F. Richard 
Field, dated Dublin, 20th of July, 1600, 
that he as Superior of the Irish Mission, 
had made F. J. Aroher the actual bearer 
of that very letter to Bome. He recom- 
mends to him Mr, Robert Lalour, qui se 
toeium itineris adiiunxU Patri Jacobo 
^Archer.) 

The second letter is dated, Compostella, 
^th of February, 1606. It proves bis ac- 
tive industry in procuring donations for 
the purpose of educating his countrymen, 
ms also his zeal for the conversion of souls. 
He had just reoonoiled to God and his 
Church three English merchants. 

The third letter to F. George Duras, 
the Assistant for Germany, is dated Ma- 
drid, 4th of August, 1607. He was then 
living at Court, ** Effoinaulaversor" and 
had been snecessful in colleeting Subscrip- 
tions. 

The fourth letter is to F. Buras, from 
Madrid, 29th September, 1607. and is 
^•aly subscribed by F. Archer, who, from 
illness, ** preedolorepeciorig,'' was obliged 
to employ a Seoretary. He recommends 
ibe erection of an Irish Novitiate in Bel* 
jrinm. After treating of the business of 
m Irish Mission, he mentions '^ the con- 
version of three Scotchmen at Madrid: 
one was so desperate a Puritan, as often 
to declare that not all the Doctors of the 
World should ever withdraw him from 
b\» sect and opinion. Troth, however, had 
conquered : from a lion he became a 
lamb, and has chosen the life of a Ca- 
pachin Friflir* I have others iir bwd ia ih« 



suit of the English Ambassador, whom I 
will'endeavour to reform." 

Furtlier particulars of this Rev. Father I 
have not been able to collect. 

IV. AsiiTON, JoHK, was born in Ire- 
land on the 3rd of May, 1742 : was admit- 
ted in 1759 : was chiefly employed in the 
Maryland Mission, where death termina* 
ted his zealous labors on the 4th of Febru- 
ary. 1815, St. 73. 

V. Austin, John, was born in Dublin 
on the 12th of April, 1717, and joined tha 
Order in Champaigne, on the 27th of No- 
vember, 1785. After corapletiog the high- 
er Studies, he was employed in teaching 
Humanities for several years. In 1750, 
he reached his native city, and obtained a 
reputation for talents in the pulpit. On the 
2nd of February, 1754, he was admitted to 
his religious Profession. 

This good Father, dying on Michaelmas 
day, 17^, was buried in St. Kevins 
Church-yard, Dublin. A plain stone mona- 
ment, of pyramidal form, stands over his 
grave; and the following inscription is 
read on the West and South Panels of the 
Pedestal. On the opposite sides there is 
the English translation.

VI Baker, Bbrnard, (vere Bramkatt^ 
Ball,) was born In Ireland on the 16th of 
August, 1608, was admitted into the So- 
ciety at the age of 93, and was raised to 
the rank of a Professed Father, on the 
2nd of February, 1739. After teaohinf 
Humanities and Philosophy, he was seat 
to London, and waa appointed Rector of 
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his Brethren in the College of St. Ignatius, 
an office which he filled till December, 
1762. He died in London on the 27th of 
July 1772: but another account sajs Fe- 
bruary, 1773. 

VII. Barnewall, Edward. This Fa- 
ther was Penitentiary at Loretto late in 
1614. Hiii Superior, F. Christopher Holi- 
wood, recommended to the General, Clau- 
dius AquaYiTa, to call him to IU>me a« 
agent for the Irish Mission, as he had a 
good opinion of his zeal and distinc- 
tion. 

VIII. Barnewali., John, I find by F, 
Richard Baton's letter from Bordeaux, 
13th of January, 1615, that F. Barnewall 
was then detained in that city by illness, 
and unfit to proceed to the Mission, 
where his services were much wanted. 
But seven years later I find him called to 
Ireland, 

IX. Barnwall, Patrick, was born at 
Bremore, in the County of Dublia, on the 
10th of October, 1709, and embraced ike 
Institute of St, Ignatius, at Coimbra, on 
the 9th of Noveniber, 1726. He began to 
serve the Irish Mission in 1741, and was 
raised to the rank of a Professed Father 
in 1750. For several years he was sta- 
tioned at Preston in Lancashire, where he 
opened St Mary's Chapel, about the year 
1760, and died there shortly after ; viz , 
1st of February, 1762. 

X. Baron, Nicholas, was born at Fe- 
thard, Munster, on the 16th of January, 
1720, and entered the Society in the Pro- 
vince of Seville, on the 5th of January^ 
1741. Nine years later he was sent to tne 
Irish Mission, where Clonmel was the 
field of his labours for some time. He sur- 
vived the suppression of the Society and 
died at Cork.* 

XI. Babron, In a letter of 

F. Thorpe, dated Rome, 22nd of February, 
1774, I find mention of " a young Irish 
Jesuit of the name of Barron, of the Ro- 
man Province, who had just been placed 
in the Scotch College at Rome to teach 
Poetry and Rhetoric." 

At the death of F. Paul Power, Parish 
Priest of St. Patrick's, Waterford, he suc- 
ceeded him in that living, and there ended 
his days : but I cannot recover the 
date. 

XII. Bath, James. He was In the 
Castille Province in 1686, as I find in a 
letter of the 20th of February, 16S6, and 
was applied for to serve the Irish Mis- 
sion. 

* A p ardonable Inatteniion to the keeping ef 
Records and Registers arose in turbulent times, 
when the Discovery might prove fatal to the Pos- 
sessor, or the Parties therein mentioned; but the 
terror of Penal Statutes long survived their force 
and operation, and unfortunately the habit of neg- 
lect became generally inveterate. Hence the im- 
portance of preserving fragments »nd traditions, lest 
they periib. 



XIII. Bath, John. — This Father was 
living in Drogheda, when the Town was 
stormed by the Cromwellian Forces. His 
house was given up to plunder, and the 
good Jesuit, with his Brother, a worthy 
Secular Clergyman, was conducted into 
Uie Market place, and both were delibe- 
rately shot by the Soldiers on the KUh of 
August, 1649. See Mat. Tanner's Lives, 
pp. 138-9. 

XIV. Bath, Robert. In 1624, he ha4 
been settled for about two years at Drog- 
heda, wliere Ite instituted the Sodality of the 
B. Virgin Mary. lie was thrice sent to 
Rome for the good of the Irish Mission. 
Worn out with age and infirmity, he died 
at Kilkenny, on the Idth of June, 1649* 

XV. Bath, William, a native of Dub- 
liiL After studying at Oxford iie grew 
weary of heresy, and retiring to the Conti- 
Dent entered the Novitiate at Tour nay, 
in ld96. When he had finished his studies 
at Padua, htf was ordered to Spain, and 
appointed Rector of the College of his 
Coutttrymea «t Salamanca. To the regret 
of all who knew his merits, he was pre- 
maturely takes off by illness at Madrid, on 
the 17th of June, 1614, set. 48. He has 
left :—

♦XVI. Bennett, Michael, a Tempo- 
ral Coadjutor who died on the 6th of Oc- 
tober, 1S29. 
XVII. Bbrili., Peter, was bom in Lein- 
ster, on the 29th of October, 1712, and en- 
tered the Society at Palermo, on the 2$rd 
of December, 1782. Sixteen years later he 
returned to his natm Country as a Mis- 
sionary^ and was admitted to the solemn 
profession of the Four Vows on the 2nd of 
February, 1764. The year after i &a€ 
him an assistant t« ft Parish Priest ia 
Kildare. 

XVIII. Betagif, Thomas. This very 
Rev. Father and Vicar General of lA . 
Archdiocess of Dublin, entered into his^ ' 
rest in the Irish Metropolis on the Idifi" 
of February, 1811, »t. 74. The iuk»t at-: 
tendance of Citizens and Clergy at his F«- 
neral Obsequies was a public testimony to 
his worth and charity. Uis monument 
was to be seen in the Old Chapel, Rosema- 
ry Lane, and now in the New Chapel of 
SS. Michael and John, Lower Excoange 
street, Dublin, on the Epistle side <of the 
Altar. The inscription is as foilows :-« 
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^^ Glory to God, most good, most great »** 
"This Marble, 
Christian Brother, presents to your vikw, the likeness of 
The very Rev. THOMAS BETAGH, S. J. 
(Vicar-General of the Archdiocess of Dublin,)

XIX. Birmingham, John. In 1649, 
this Rev. Father was an Octogenarian, and 
in high repute for sanctity, *'rir plane 
Sanctus,** Incapable of active service, he 
was then living with his family in the Co. 
Galway. 

XX. Birmingham, Nicholas. He 
sometimes passed by the name of Darcy. 
He was born on the 26th of November, 
1721, and entered the Order at Bordeaux, 
at the age of 19. After finishing his studies 
and teaching Humanities for six years, he 

•In the Freeman's Journal of the 17th of October 
1815. is the following description of the Monument., 
"DR. BETAGHs MONUMENT. 

" The Monument erected to the memory of the 
late Rev. Dr. Betagh, in the Chapel of St. Mi- 
chael and St. John, was on Sunday opened for 
public inspection. It was executed by TumerolH, 
of London, who is, we understand, a Native of 
Ireland. The composition of this elegant piece of 
Sculpture, consists of two figures in beantiful 
statuary marble ; the one a female, representing 
religion in a pensive attitude, with the usual sym- 
bol of redemption, the cross ; the other, an orphan 
whom religion seems to protect, and who is rest- 
ing on an urn that stands between them. The Boy's 
countenance is expressive of that sorrow, natural to 
the impression on the mind, when a benevolent 
protector no longer exists. So far the group i<i con- 
nected : but the Medallion of the deceased, attached 
to the Pyramid of black marble, appears at the 
top and this rests on a plinth, supported by fluted 
pilasters, with the inscription title in the centre. 
Much simplicity of character pervades the whole of 
this specimen of art, at the same time the recollec- 
tion of departed worth, and its grateful tribute, are 
well sustained by the chaste power of the chisel. 
And every person of taste will rejoice, that the 
calm delights of science are not totally extinguished 
en this country.'* 



was sent to the Mission, and in that ca- 
pacity was employed in Galway. But his 
course was short: for eight years later — ■ 
viz, on the 30th of June, 1758, he was 
called to receive the reward of his labours. 

XXI. BouRGoYNE, William. All that 
I discover of this Father is that he was 
born iu 161S; that in 1649, he was teach- 
ing Grammar at Waterford, and that he 
deserved the Character of " vir pruden* 
tico vere Rcligiosof,'* 

XXII. BoYTON, William. We know 
little more of this Father than that he was 
barbarously murdered by the Parliamenta- 
ry troops, at the taking of Cashell, on the 
I3lh of September, 1647. 

XXIII. Brennan, I'homas, of DubJ 
lin, was born on the 20th of December, 
1708, and entered the Roman Province of 
the Society, on the 1st of January, 1725« 
Returning to Ireland after completing his 
studies, and being admitted to the Profes- 
sion of the Four Vows, he was employed 
in one of the Parishes of Dublin, I or near- 
ly ten years, and gained distinction as a 
Preacher. He was called to Rome in 1764, 
to govern the Irish Seminary in that City. 
At the expiration of his Superiority, he 
became aggregated to the English Pro- 
vince, was appointed to a Mission in Der^ 
byshire, and was declared Rector of his 
Brethren, in the College of the Immacu- 
lale Conception of Our Lady, on the 6th 
of June, 1769. He died in Derbyshire, 
shortly after the Suppression of his Or- 
der ; but the exact date I cannot procure. 

XXIV. Brennan, William. He left 
Rome in the Summer of 1603, and was 
sent to the Irish Mission in 1604. It is 
painful to be unable to follow out the bio- 
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graphy of men of wliom the world was not 
worthy; but if human records have perished 
we are comforted with the thought, that 
their names are written in iieaven. 

XXV. Brian, Jasper, was a Novice 
at Waterford in 1648, '' bonas voluntatis." 
He died at Waterford of the plague, on the 
23rd of August, 1650. 

XXVI. Brien, O' Petf.ii, was born 
on the 28lh of March, 173d, and entered 
the Novitiate at Watten, on the 7th of 
Seplembec, 1764, after defending Philo- 
sophy with great credit. Losing sight of 
him for many years, I renew acquaintance 
with him at Newhall, Essex, where the 
venerable Father rendered his soul to God, 
in July, 1S07, or as another account ia« 
forms me, ou the 28th of February, that 
year. 

♦XXVII. Brien, O' Terence. In this 
lay-brother were united superior talents, 
. as a carpenter and builder, with singular 
modesty and humility. He superintended 
in great part the erection of the beautiful 
Church of St. Francis Xavier in Dublin, 
and was thus employed till^ seized with 
Cholera, he was called on the 2nd of July, 
1882, to the Tabernacles not made with 
hands, eternal in Heaven. 

XXVIH. Brown, Ignatius. There 
were two Fathers of this name. The se- 
nior was born at Waterford in 1630, and 
after studying a course of Philosophy at 
Compostella, there enrolled himself at the 
age of 21, amongst the children of St. Ig- 
natius. In a letter of F. St, Leger, dated 
Compostella, the 16th of January, 1668, 
1 read, **To wards the beginning of Spring, 
F, Andrew Sail* and F. Ignatius Brown 

*This nnfortunate man was born at Cashell. la 
1612, and at the age of 23 joined the Society in 
the Englbh Province. In 1642 be was studying 
the fourth year of Theology at Liege College. Re- 
turning to Ireland, he so conducted himself as to 
be reported to the General of the Order, by Pere 
Verdicr, who had met him in the course of his Visi- 
tation atCashell, as " valdedonut et candidi ani- 
mi." When the Parliamentary supplanted the Roy- 
al Authority in Ireland, and many of the Regular 
«nd Secular Clergy fled from their savajre po-se- 
cutors, F. Sail remained behind, and did good 
service to Religion, chiefly at Waterford. But, at 
length, he was hunted out by the Priest Catchers. 
From his own letter I learn, that after saying Mass. 
he was apprehended on the 22nd of January. 
1658, in the house of a respectable widow in Wa- 
teiford. After ttiirteen months imprisonment, he 
was discharged from jail at the intorcession of the 
Portuguese Embassador; but condemned to per- 
petual exile. He reached Nantz in Juno. 1659. 
and was certoiniy there with F Thomas Quin. on 
the 24th of February. 1660. Subsequently he went 
to Spain; and on his return to Ireland in 1663, was 
appointed Superior to his Brethren. This promo- 
tion. I fear, turned bis head. A letter of F. Ni- 
cholas Netterville. a Jesuit of superior merit, to 
Fr. J. P. Oliva, dated Amien<(, the Sth of Febru- 
ary, 1667, satisfies me that F. Sail was then an 
altered man. No one Incomes wicked on a sudden ; 
and F SJI must have resisted many graces and* 
warning<*, bu>fore he publicly abjured the Catholic 
Faith in bis native City, on the 17th of May, 1674. 
F. Stephen Rice, th** Superior in Ireland, after 
stating to the said Genera; the joy afforded to the 
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are to leave this Province for the Irish 
Mission. Both are learned, zealous, and 
duly qualified." The Annual Letters shew 
that he, with FF. Maurice Connelt and 
Rtfbert Mead formed a glorious Triumvi- 
rate — ^that he excelled as a powerful and 
indefatigable preacher — a son of Thunder 
9l Cork, at Drogheda, and other towns in 
Ireland. His zeal made him several ene- 
mies : he was threatened with imprison- 
ment and exile ; but he was superior to 
fear, and he steadily persevered in the ex- 
ercise of his Apostolic functions, until the 
summer of 167^, when the state of his health 
obliged him to go to England for the be- 
neit of the Hot Baths. In the early part of 
November, the same year, he proceeded to 
Paris, where by his active industry, and 
the influence of Pere Ferrier, Confessor to 
Louis XIV, and by the generosity of 
friends, especially Catharine, Queen of 
Charles II. he procured in the year fol- 
lowing Letters patent for the erection of an 
Irish House of Studies at Poictiers : and 
he was appointed its first Rector. His 
death happened late in the year 1679, at 
Valladolid, on his way to Madrid, where 
he had been appointed Confessor to her 
Majesty the Queen of Spain. We have 
fiom the sprightly pen of this Father, —

His answer is 
dated Ghent, the 23id of September follow- 
ing. In sending the judgment of those who 
had examined ** the posthumous work of F. 
Ignatius Brown, written in English, entitled 
Pax Vobis,'' he says *' All united in admir- 
ing the vein of humour that pervades the 
work ; but thought the publication inexpe- 
dient, taking all circumstances into consid- 

Irish Mission by the erection of the new Seminary 
at Poictiers, observes, that their joy was cluudad 
by the fall of this Brother, the first tMlauce of apos- 
tacy of an Irish JesuiU He adds that F. Sail had 
grown weary of the vows of poverty— had stndiotf 
self-ease — had been addicted to vain glory, and 
much too fond of popular applause. Heresy 
showered on the miserabl« old man a prorusioa 
of titl«s and Church Preferments, of all which 
death deprived him, on the 6th of April, 1682. 
" Si Sal infatuatum/uerit, 4fc. If the salt hava 
lost its savour, it is good for nothing, but to be 
cast out, and trodden under the foot of men. Yet 
in Peter Walsh he found an Advocate, if not an 
Admirer. 

We may remark, that Han is* account of ttiis 
poor Renegade may, in many respects, be refuted 
by original documents, now extant. 
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ration. F. Keynes, afler reading the work, 
coincided in their opinion. It has since 
been frequently printed. 

Another work called Pax Vobis by E. 
O. was edited in 1679* Query. Who was 
the author ? 

Pax Vobis, an epistle to the Three 
Churches, a small octavo of 141 pp« 
printed in London in 1721, is said .by the 
Rev. John Kirk, p. 80, Vol. V. Catholicon, 
to have had Bodd, the Historian, for its 
Author. 

XXIX. Brown, Ignatius, the junior 
entered the Society in 1677, and left 
Poictiers for the Castile Province on the 
10th of September, 169S. I read in a let- 
ter of F. Ant. Knowles, dated Ross, 6th 
of April, 1714, " Tempore beUorumetper- 
secutioniSyfnissi inexilium in eoque mor- 
tui, sunt P. P. Bernardus KUrnan et 
Ignatius Bronn, duo pii et inculpabiles 
rill. 

XXX. Brown, STBPHBN.was "Sexage- 
nario Ma^jor'* in 1648, and living with his 
Family in the County of Gal way. His 
Brother was a Baronet. The Rev. Father 
was highly respected for his Religious 
spirit.** 

XXXI. Burke, Richard, nephew to 
Dr. John Burke, Archbishop of Tuam, 
joined the Order in Spain, where I meet 
him in January, 1659. On 20th January, 
1670, he reached Dublin as Superior of his 
BB. in Ireland, then 33 in number. After 
the 20th of May, 1679, when he was put 
on bail and daily expecting banishment, I 
lose sight of him. He is described as a 
religious, prudent, affable Superior, and a 
general favorite. 

XXXII. Burke, Thomas, was of a 
good family, and entered ^the Society in 
1606. F. Verdier reports of him that he 
was an excellent Classic Scholar— that he 
had been Professor of Polemic Divinity, 
and was famed at Limerick, where he was 
settled, as a Preacher — and that he had 
reconciled many to the Catholic Church. 
After the summer of 1649, I can trace him 
no longer. 

XXXIII. Burke, William, was born 
on the 6th of September, 171 1, and entered 
the Novitiate at Watten on the 12th of 
April, 1781. After teaching a course of 
Humanities at St. Oraer, he was sent to the 
English Mission, where he died in the 
prime of life, on the 27th of March, 1746. 

XXXIV. Butler, James, after study- 
ing Humanities at Carlow and Stonyhurst, 
he proceeded with a band of choice youths 
(who were destined to replant the stan- 
dard of St. Ignatius in Ireland) to Paler- 
mo^ where he went through a course of 
Philosophy and Divinity. In 1814, this 
highly gifted young man returned to his 
native country, with the diploma of Doc- 
tor of Divinity, to take a prominent part 
in the organization of Clongowes College, 



Here his classical attainments, his Taned 
learning, but, above all, the example of his 
religious virtues, insured universal esteem 
and admiration. But a pulmonarv- cmn- 
plaint was undermining his constitation : 
and to the grief of every friend of genius 
and religion, the lamp of life was extin-* 
guished on the 22nd of August, 1891. 
Two days later, a train of sorrowing 
friends and admirers followed his remaiU" 
to the grave in Mainham Church, adjoin- 
ing the demesne of Glongowe» College. 
The following extract of a letter which f 
received from his Colleague, F. Bartholo« 
msw Esmonde, will interest and edify the 
reader. 

'* The lamented F. Butler died, I may 
say, in my arms, in his twenty-ninth year, 
*' dilectus Deo et hominibus,* What » 
rare association of learning, piety, and 
simplicity I the Octave of the Assumption 
of B. Virgin Mary was his last day ^upon 
earth. He had said Mass at Clongowes 
for the last time on the feast of the As' 
sumption, and came up to Dublin the same 
day for change of air. In a day or two 
it was evident that his dissolution w«» 
near at hand ; and as his strength declined^ 
his piety seemed to increase. I stmll 
never forget his last night, which I spent 
at his bed-side : it was a practical lessoiv 
how to die. Having demanded and re« 
ceived the last sacraments with tranquil 
unaffected piety, answering to all the 
Prayers, he fell into a slumber. At length 
awalcening he gave me his hand, Sftying, 
' Farewell, I am dying,* and then giving 
me some commissions,' he added ' f shall 
see Clongowes no more. Salute the com- 
munity in my name : assure them of my 
sincerest affection.* Of his impending death 
he then spoke very calmly, asking me from 
time time to repeat a favorite Italian hymn 
by Bd. Ligouri in honour of the Virgi» 
Mary. — 

bella tnia Speranza, S^e, 

" This seemed to give him exquisite plea- 
sure. To my inquiry if he was quite hap- 
py, if any thing gave him pain, he an- 
swered, *lhanks to God and to the Madonna, 
I am perfectly happy and resigned* ' Bat 
tell me,* I resumed, *Dr. Father Butler, yon 
are younger than I am, and if restored to 
health, might do much good. Tell me then 
if the choice of life and death were lefk to you, 
which would you choose?* He paused a 
moment, as if I ha;i proposed a difficult 
question : then turning to me with a 
smile he said, 'If the choice were left 
to me I would make none; but would 
leave it to God : for he knows what \s 
best.* In a few moments his strength was 
gone, and lisping the names of Jesus and 
Mary he expired.** 

Who is there that does not envy such a 
death ? 

XXXV. Butler, John, son of ThomaSy 
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eih Lord Cahir,* by Frances, daughter of 
Sir Theobald Butler, was born on the 8th 
of August, 1727 : embraced the pious In- 
stitute of St« Ignatius in 1745 ; and was 
ordained Priest at Liege in 1753. This 
Rev Father lived to inherit the title of 
Lord Cahlr, and died at Hereford on 20th 
of June, 1786. 

It \& little known that this humble Jesuit 
was postulated for Episcopacy, The facts 
are as follow : — 

His kinsman, Dr. James Butler, Arch- 
bishop of Cashell, by letter dated Thurles, 
7th ot March, 1776, signified to him, that 
all the Prelates of Muuster, except one, 
and many other Prelates of the kingdom 
had cast their eyes upon him, as the most 
worthy person to fill the See of Limerick, 
vacant by the death of Dr. ^Daniel) Kear- 
ney — that he hoped his humility would not 
be alarmed : and that reading in their 
joint postulatlon the will of Almighty God, 
be would submit to the order of Provi- 
dence, and resign himself to a burthen 
which the divine grace would render liglit 
to him and advantageous to the Diocese he 
was invited to govern. To this commu- 
oication F. Butler returned the annexed 
Answer \ 

Hereford, flUarch 23, 1778. 
Honoured Sir, 

1 received by the last Post your very 
friendly letter of the 7th inst. You will 
not easily conceive my confusion and un- 
easiness on reading its contents. How 
flattering soever the prospect of such an ho- 
nourable Elevation may be, I should act a 
very bad part indeed, if I did not decline the 
proffer of such an important station, 
thoroughly conscious of my incapability, 
and want of every requisite quality to ex- 
ecute th3 duties of such an office. I there- 
fore most earnestly beg, and by every sa- 
cred motive entreat you, and the other re- 
spectable Prelates, will entirely drop all 
application to his Holiness in behalf of ray 
succeeding to the See of Limerick, as I 
am determined, by most cogent reasons, to 
oppose such a design by every respectful 
means in my power. I request the favor 
of you to convey ia the most grateful and 
respectful manner, my slncerest thanks to 
all who have been pleased to entertain so 
favourable an opinion of me, and hope you 
will believe me to be, Ilond. Sir,

The good Archbishop, in his reply, bear- 
ing the Cashell Post mark of Apr it 4th, 
1778, informs him that the Postulatlon had 
been sent to Rome— that it was " backed 
by the signatures of three Archbishops and 
twelve Bishops of Ireland, by the Koman

Catholic Peerage of Ireland, by the united 
letters of the Nuncios of Paris and Brus- 
sels, of the Archbishop of Paris, of the 
First President of the Parliament of Paris, 
and of Monsieur de Vergennes, Ministredes 
affaires etrang^res, to Monsieur de Ilernis ; 
and to crown all, by the letters of your most 
worthy Prelate, Dr. Walmesley, in your 
favor.'* His Grace conjures him ''not to 
hesitate to make a sacrifice ofhis own private 
ease and tranquillity to promote more ad- 
vantageously in a more exalted state, the 
glory of God, and the welfare of this poor 
and af&icted Church, and expresses a be- 
lief that, when the necessity of acquies- 
ence is so manifest, the Rev. Father would 
never forgiv« himself for the fatal conse- 
quences that would ensue to Religion from 
his refusal. The whole of his Grace*s let- 
ter, is most earnest and moving ; and to 
conquer the Father's repugnance, he en- 
gaged Dr. Wm Egan, Bishop of Water- 
ford and Lismore, to expostulate with him. 
He did so in the following beautiful let- 
ter : — 

Honoured Sir, 
I have shared with my much esteemed 
friend, and respected Metropolitan, his 
Grace of Cashel, in the uneasiness which 
your letter gave him ; and I must , beg 
leave, both from my own inclination, and 
at his earnest request, to expostulate with 
you upon the subject of it. By letters 
which I have just received from Rome, 
there is no doubt left me of your being ap- 
pointed to succeed in the See of Limerick, 
and that in a manner very honourabte 
to you, and to us, notwithstanding a vio- 
lent opposition as well in behalf of other 
Candidates, as on account of your particu- 
lar circumstances. The Propaganda re- 
jected you as an Ex-Jesuit,— but his Holi- 
ness in attention to the earnest applica- 
tion, which the Prelates of this Province 
in particular, as well as others, thought it 
for the interest of Religion, to make 
in your favor, over-ruled the deter- 
mination of the Propaganda, and nam- 
ed you. — All this seems to bespeak, 
that what we so anxiously engaged in, was 
conformable to the Will of God ; He has 
been graciously pleased to bless with suc- 
cess our endeavours ; we were influenced to 
employ them, from no other motive, thanour 
persuasion, that your being of our Prelacy, 
would promote his holy service amongst us : 
the measure had the ardent wishes of all 
the respectable Catholicks of this kingdom 
for its success ; I know from my Lord 
Cahir, that this was particularly wished 
for by him, and that it was equally wished 
for by the rest of your family. I hope 
therefore, that you will not attempt to give 
the least opposition, to what appears, from 
all these concurrent circumstances, to have? 
been the disposition of lieavon;— no tiaiia- 
ity from your supposed personal disability, 
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no private attachment to a less publick 
station, no friendly connexions formed 
elsewhere, but should give way to the call 
of the Almighty, so manifestly made known 
to you on this occasion. To judge other- 
wise would be only the illusion of self-lofe, 
and 1 am so convinced of this, that I pro- 
nounce without hesitation to you, that you 
cannot with a sate conscience decline, how- 
ever reluctant you may feel yourself, to 
submit to ttie charge which you are called 
upon to undertake. Had the Society to which 
you once belonged still subsisted, though 
you could not have sought for an Ecclesias- 
tical Dignity, yet yon must have considered 
yourself conscientiously oblidged to accept 
of one even at the extremities of the earth, if 
you had been duly commanded ; you would in 
that case have justly considered the com- 
mand, as the voice of God, which you 
ought not to resist : — The voice of God 
seems to be equally forcible upon you now ; 
you have not sought after the dignity which 
you are invited to, and if you bad sought 
after it, it might be reasonably suspected 
that your vocation to it was not from God, 
— but can you. Sir, doubt a moment, but 
that your vocation to the Episcopacy, 
which you never thought of aspiring to, 
is from God, when you are appointed to 
i* by the Vicar of Christ ; when you have 
been postulated for it, by the united un- 
biassed voices of so many Prelates I I think 
you cannot reasonably, and I think you 
would judge with regard to another, as I 
do with regard to you, were you consulted 
in similar circumstances. I will own to 
you, that whilst I rejoice, and you I think 
ought to acquiesce in our success, from the 
advantage, which at this most critical mo- 
ment for religion amongst us, your nomina> 
tion will be of to it, from your family, and 
your connexions, to say nothing ofyourper- 
sonal qualifications, which I with pleasure 
hear well spoken of, by those who know you ; 
at the same time 1 say, that 1 rejoice in our 
success, from these motives, there is another 
motive, which ought to make it particularly 
acceptable to you : it is, that in pott, the 
difiiculty which it might be feared, would 
have continued to prevail against those 
who had been members of the Society, 
hath been happily, and for the first time, I 
believe, in an occasion of this s^rt, gotten 
over. Do not then, my dear Sir, disap- 
point my hopes ; lend yourself resignedly 
and cheerfully to the designs of the Almigh- 
ty upon you! With the same earnestness 
"with which we have struggled for your 
promotion, we will give you all the assis- 
tance in our power, all the assistance that 
you can expect from our knowledge 
and experience of things here, to render 
your new dignity easy and comfortable to 
you. You may depend upon every friend- 
ship from our good Archbishop, from Dr. 
Butler, of Cork, from me, from us all. In 
a word I we will have but one heart, 



but one view, to promote the glory of GodI 
and the peace, happiness, salvation of o«ir 
poor people ! The Diocess to vrbi^ you 
are appointed, is one of the most respect- 
able in the kingdom, partieolaily from tfate 
consequence, opulence, and Dumber of edi— 
fying CathoUcks in the City of Linerick^ 
which may be reckoned among the foremost 
in the British Dominions, for its deganee, 
riches, trade, and situation ; it is but a 
short, and most eharming rids of five and 
twenty miles from Cahir : bat tkese last 
are but secondary and human motives ; 1 
lay my main stress with you on the glory 
of God, on the salvation of souls, on the 
ends of your Ministry, on the good of Re- 
ligion ; and to these motives, surely, every 
advantage of birth, influence, and talents, 
with which it hath pleased God to blesa 
you, should be made sul>servient ! Ychi 
will excuse my writing thus freely to you ; 
— besides that my station entitles me to in- 
terfere in a matter, wherein the caose of re- 
ligion appears to me to be so essentially 
eoncerned — in a matter wherein I took so 
active a part, I claim a sortrof a right 
with regard to you, to do it,, as Bisbop of 
your native Diocess, and from the sineere 
respect 1 have fur my Lord CaUr, ami 
all his noble family. His LovdahSp is 
shortly expected here, at farthest, some 
time in the next month, and as he wiU 
make England, where I suj^x>se bim to be 
actually on his way home, 1 hope that yea 
will accompany him hither. I flatter my- 
self, that I shall have the pleasure of wel- 
coming you amongst us, at the same time 
that I will pay my respects to his lordsh^, 
I pray in the mean time to be remembered 
to him, and to the Honorable Mr. Butler 
with the most respectful attention j I shall 
say no more to you, I need say no more to 
you : the Grace and inspiratien of that 
good God, who gave you to our wishes 
will, I trust, do the rest with you. 
1 am with all affection and respect.

To these appeals the Rev. Father beg- 
ged leave to express his surprise that soeb 
a transaction had been carried on without 
the least previous intimation to bim, add- 
ing *' As matters stand, I must sacrifice 
my tranquillity and happiness in a private 
station, or subject myself by an opposition 
to perhaps the severest reflections. Cruel 
dilemma ! Let those then take the blame, 
who have any ways concurred in such a 
choice. All left me to do, is to submit to 
the will of others. I resign myself therefore 
into your friendly hards, on whom I depend 
for every assistance. 13ut please to take 
particular notice, that my submission ami 
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resignation are on this condUion, that 
whenever the Society of Jesus be restored, 
I shall be at fuU and perfect liberty to re- 
enter the same, and retire again to my 
College, the seat of virtue and real hap- 
piness.** 

On the 85th of April, the Archbishop 
informed him, that the Sac. Cong, had 
oonfirmed on the 29th ult. the choice of the 
Prelates " and all that is wanting to com- 
plete our happiness, is to tee you safely ar- 
rived in this kliigrdom to take possession 
of the See you are named to. I hope you 
will not delay on the receipt of this. Let 
nothing alarm you * A Domino factum 
est istud,* Your submission to the Or- 
ders of Providence will assure to you every 
assistance from heaven." 

In May the Rev. Father left England 
for Ireland in company with his brother 
Lord Cahir. The Archbishop on the 31st 
of May, addressed him a note at Cahir 
Castle of congratulation, promised to wait 
upon him as soon as possible, and an- 
nounced the receipt of a letter from Mi. 
Conwey, Yicar Capitular of Limerick, as- 
suring him that be would meet with the 
most pleasing reception there both from 
the Clergy and Laity— and that all ranks 
of Peopte were most impatient for his ar- 
rival amongst them. 

On the 10th July, 1778, the Archbishop, 
announced that the Bulls so long expected 
were arrived, and had been, forwarded to 
him from Paris the preceding week ; but 
that an indispensible journey on his part, 
had prevented him from attending to them 
before. ** I need not tell you the pleasure 
it gave me to receive them, and how ear- 
nestly I wish and hope, that the use which 
is to be made of them may tend to ad- 
vance the glory of God and the good of the 
Diocess of Limerick.'* But the arrival of 
the Bulls served only to distress the hum- 
ble Priest, and to decide him on declining 
the proffered dignitv. in a mild, most cour- 
teous and respectful letter, he cordially 
thanked the Archbishop for the distin- 
guished zeal and interest he had taken for 
his promotion ; but that he could not make 
up his mind to accept the heavy responsibi- 
lity.*' I decline the proffered honor, because 
I really think myself incapable of fulfilling 
the duties of such a station in the Church.** 
In the following month, F. Butler returned 
to Hereford, to the great exultation of his 
numerous and very attached acquaintance. 

JtXXVI. Butler, Thom/.s, was born 
on the 20th of November, 1718, com- 
menced his Noviceship at VVatten, on the 
7th of September, 1739, and was Professed 
in the Order on the 2nd of February, 1757. 
I am informed that he had been Minister of 
Clermont College at Paris : afterwards he 
was in Spain, and was there involved in the 
expulsion of his Brethren, on the 4th of 
April, 1767. F. Thomas Butler died at 
J^gn. adjoining Hereford, (where the Cha- 



pel probably was, before the house in Bye« 
street was purchased) on the 4th of May, 
1779. For a short peiiod he had resided 
at Home Lacy, a seat of the late Duke of 
Norfolk, about five miles distant from He- 
reford. 

XXXVII. BvRNE, Felix. He was 
serving in the French Pi evince in the 
Spring of 1712, and was recommended as 
a fit person to govern the College at Pole- 
tiers. 

XXXVill. BvRNE, MiLo. I find by F. 
Walt. Lavelin*s letter of the 1st of Janu- 
«ry, 1713, that this Father was preparing 
to quit the College at Poictiers for the 
Irish Mission. 

XXXIX. Callaghan, Richard, was 
born in 1728. After studying for seven 
years in the English Seminary at Seville, 
he inlisted under the banner of St. Igna- 
tius : and, 1 have been told, soon after his 
promotion to Holy Orders, was sent 
to the Mission in the Phillippine Islands, 
were he resided several years, and was 
wounded on one occasion by the Savage 
Islanders, for his zealous labours in the 
Gospel. In November, 1771, as I ascer- 
tain from one of his letters, he returned to 
his native country, and, within two years, 
had to weep over the dissoletion of the 
Society of Jesus. Yet he never lost hopes 
of its lovival: and, to use his own words, 
he ** ever ardently wished for the renova- 
tion of his Profession, and without any 
change of mind in this point.'* At the first 
news of its restoration he hurried to rejoin 
his ancient colours. To him his country 
and religion must ever be deeply indebted 
for his honourable and generous efforts for 
the education of youth, and the re-estab- 
lishment of his Brethren. The Yenerable 
Patriarch died at 76, Upper Church-street, 
Dublin, on the Idth of June, 1807, and 
was interred in the Chapel of St. George's* 
hill, but without any inscription. *"iS^- 
per honos nomenqiie tuum laudesque ma^ 
nebunt,** 

XL. Carberry, Ignatius, war. a No- 
vice at Kilkenny in 1648. 

XLI. Carew, Richard. (I suspect 
of the ancient family of Carew, of Garry- 
voe, in the Barony of Imokilly) I find 
that he was recommended for a Consultor 
by his Superior, Francis White, in a letter 
dated Kilkenny, 19th of December, 1668. 
XLII. Carolan, John. In 1649, he 
was living at Galway, st. 64, of which pe- 
riod he had passed twenty-four years in 
the Society ; but was in Priest's orders 
before his admission. The good old man 
was literally hunted to death by the Crom- 
wellian Myrmidons between *he years 1652 
and 1656. Though not actually taken by 
his inveterate and savage pursuers, he died 
of exhaustion and hunger. 

XLIII. Carrick, Cornelius. I meet 
him at Madrid in August, 1607. He is 
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mentioned with lionor in F. Fitzsimmon's 
Treatise on the Mass, 1611. 

XLIV. Carroll, Anthony, was born 
on the 16th of September, 172*?. He began 
his Noviceship at the age twenty-two, and 
was numbered among the Professed Fa- 
thers in 1762. Shortly atW his promotion 
to the Priesthood at Liege in 17d4f, he was 
ordered to the Mission. After exerting his 
zeal and talents at Shepton Mallett, at 
Eiieter, and some other places, he came to 
an untimely end in London. On the 5th 
of September, 1794, he was knocked down 
and robbed in Red Lion Court, Fleet-street, 
and carried speechless to St. Bartholo- 
mew's Hospital, where he died at one 
o'clock the following morning — See Gent. 
Magazine, 1794, p. 1555. 

His translation of some of Bourdaloue's 
Sermons, under the title of ** Practical 
Divinity t*^ was published in 4 Vols. 8vo. 
London, 1776. 

XLV. Carroll, Charles. *' Ex fa- 
milia nobili anliquorum Hiberncn'um,** 
as Pere Verdier expresses it in his Re- 
port of the 24th of June, 1649. He was 
then in Galway, aged 40, Soc. 22. When 
he died I cannot discover. 

XLVI. Carroll, Daniel, narrowly 
escaped being taken on the 5th of Septem- 
ber. 1606. 

XLVIL Carroll, James, was born on 
the 5th of August, 1717. He joined the 
Order in 1741, and died in the Maryland 
Mission on the 1 2th of November, 1756. 

♦XLVIII. Cartan, James, a most pro- 
mising Scholastic, who died in Dublin on 
the 17th of March, 1832. Soc. 4. st. 22. 

XLIX. Cavell, HENaY, is described 
as ** Vir doctissimus et animarum zelo 
jdenus.** He was apprehended in Dublin, 
dragged by soldiers from his sick bed 
though suffering from Palsy, severely 
scourged " virgin primum bene casus," 
and then put on board a vessel with nine- 
teen Religious and Priests, and landed at 
Rochelle. The Rector of the Jesuits' Col- 
lege there paid him every charitable atten- 
tion, and by great care and the best me- 
dical advice, gradually succeeded in restor- 
ing him to a state of convalescence. As 
soon as he could, the Rev. Father hastened 
to the scene of his former labors ; but 
within a few days after his return, early 
in 1613, fell a victim to his zeal and cha- 
rity. F. G. Dillon says in a letter of the 
Srd of August, 1643, that he had encoun- 
tered a storm on his passage back which 
lasted twenty-one days. ^*Sic verus 
Christi Confessor obiit.** 

L Cawood, Michael, of Leinster, was 
born in 1708 ; joined the Order at Seville 
on the 28th of January, 1726, and came to 
the Irish Mission twelve years later. He 
took his solemn Vows on St. Patrick's Day, 
1742. For several years he assisted a Pa- 
rish Priest in Dublin ; but further informa- 
tion I have been unable to procure. 



LI. LIT. Chamberlain, Michael^ — 
1 meet with two Fathers of this name. 
The Senior is mentioned in a letter of 
the 22nd of November, 1640, as having 
been sent " ad regia castra ** aboot two 
month's before. Again, in F. Verdier's 
Report, dated 24th of June, 1649, as being 
then Chaplain in a nobleman's family — 
that he was a Sexagenarian — a man of great 
integrity— and that there was question of 
appointing him Master of Novices. 

The Junior I find engaged at the com- 
mencement of James the Second's reign, 
with F. James Kelly and F. Hugh Thaly, 
in teaching a school in Dablin. They had 
twenty Pensioners, and a respectable Cha- 
pel recently* erected in that city. He 
was living in Ireland, but in secret, during 
the persecution in the Autumn of 109S. 

LI II. Clare, Edward, of Waterford. 
The first time that he comes across me is in 
a letter of F. Holy wood, dated the 80th 
of June, 1604, in which he says, " I lefk 
behind at Paris studying Theology, Mr. 
Edward Clare." For many years he was 
Superior of his Brethren at Waterford; 
and when F. Verdier visited hirt, he found 
him almost superannuated. I learn from F. 
William Malone's letter, dated Galway, 
the2nd of August, 1649, that F. Clare, 
the most ancient of the Professed in the 
Mission, died at Waterford on the preced-^ 
ing 19th of July, " dierum et meritarum 
plenus.** 

N.B.— Anthony Wood and his copyists, 
Harris and Dodd, evidently confound this 
Father with his contempory, F. John 
Clare. Had they turned to the conclttsion . 
of F. John Clare's admirable work, The 
Converted JeWy they would find that he 
expressly calls himself an English Pry est, 

LIV. Clare, Oliver, is merely men- 
tioned by name in F. Verdler's report, on 
the 34th of June, 1649. 

LV. Clery, Ferdinand, was certainly 
in ihe Thoulouse Province in the Spring of 
1686. His services were then petitioned 
for in Ireland. Probably he came otef , 
and in the Revolutionary storm was driven 
back to the Continent. 

LVI. Clinch, James. This Patriarch 
of his Brethren was born in Leinster, and 
embraced the rule of St. Ignatius at Lyons, 
on the 12lh of April, 1696. He came to 
the Irish Mission in 1708, and made his 
solemn Vows, on the 1 5th of August, 
1713. The last thirty years of his life he 
spent as domestic Chaplain to a family in 
Co. Kildare. His death took place on the 
6th of August, 1757, at. 92. Soc. 61. 

*LV1I. CoGAN, Edmund. This devout 
Irish Scholastic died at Palermo of a pu- 
trid fever, on the 14th of October, 1810. 

LVIII. CoLGAN, Patrick, was bom 
in Dublin, on the 16th of March, 1706, 
and joined the Society in the Venetian 

* Saceilum satis insigne. 
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Province, on the 11th of January, 1725. 
He came on the Irish Mission in 1741, and 
was Professed on the 2nd of February, 
1762, at Dublin, where he was assisting 
a Parish Priest. I meet with him three 
years later, after which he escapes my ob- 
servation. 

LIX, CoLGRAVE, Andrew, a native of 
Ireland : joined the Society in 1734: was 
numbered amongst the Professed Fathers, 
18 years later: taught Philosophy in the 
province of Campania: ended his days 
atSpetchley, in Worcestershire, on the 
19th of October, 1768, «t. 51. 

LX, Collins, Dominic, ( his own 
signature spells the name Gollensse ) was 
of a good Irish Family. After embracing 
the military life, and spending as a Cap- 
tain five years in the French, and eight 
years in the Spanish service, he began 
and finished his Noviceship in the Jesuit^s 
House at Compostella. 1 learn from an 
original letter of F. Richard Field, dated 
Dublin, the 26th of February, 1603, that 
^his ill-advised Lay-brother accompanied 
r- a Spanish expedition, which made a des- 
cent on tlie coast of Munster«->that when 
these forces capitulated to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, on certain conditions, and returned 
to Spain, Dominic, full of ancient military 
ardour, remained behind and repaired to 
a Castle ( Dunhoyne )— that after a seige 
of some months it was talcen by storm. 
Dominic was thrown into prison, and on 
the 8rd of October, 1602, when he could 
not be induced by threats or pronaises to 
renounce his religious Institute, abjure the 
Catholic Faith, and support Queen Eliza- 
beth's claims to his allegiance, he was exe- 
cuted at Cork ( by Mountjoy ), " cum 
summa oMiitiim aaeficatione, prosequen- 
te eum laehrymis tcia pane eivUale Car- 
cagiensi." Drews incorrectly fixes his 
death on the 3 1st of October, 1604. In p. 
34 of Bromley's ** Catalogue qf Engraved 
English Portraits,** is mentioned a small 
head of Dominic Collins, Jesuit, who died 
in 1602." 

LXI. Collins, William. Id a letter of 
F. Robert Nugent, Superior of the Mis- 
sion in Ireland, dated the 1st of October, 
1640, he recommends for admission into 
the Novitiate at Rome, William Collins, 
born in Ireland of English parents, and a 
youth of great promise. 

LXII. CoMERFORD, James, died in ex- 
ile, as I find in a letter of the 6th of April, 
1714, ** insignis pietate" 

LXIII. Conain, Christopher. All 
that I can collect about him is from a let- 
ter, dated the 2nd of August, 1629, of F. 
William Malone, who reports that the Fa- 
ther, about three years ago, on first land- 
ing in Ireland, was apprehended by the 
enemy, that he shortly after slipped from 
their hands, and that he was either mas- 
sacred by them in the highway, or was 



drowned in some river, as is variously re- 
lated. 

LXIV. Conald, Maurice, had re- 
cently arrived from Rome in the latter 
part of 164S, and was stationed at Ross. 

LXV. CoNNELL, James« From his own 
letter of the 22nd of May, 1792, I collect 
that this Irish Father " had for the last 27 
years been in Italy." F. Thorpe, who knew 
him well at Rome, and was fully comptitent 
to judge, says *' F. Connell, of the Roman 
Province, possesses excellent talents. He 
was Master of Humanities in the Roman 
College ; and is now ( 1785 ) Chaplain and 
Secretary to the Pi elate Rinuccini (after- 
wards Cardinal), who, during several 
years, has treated him with singular courte- 
sy : he has serious thoughts of offering him- 
self to the English Mission amongst our 
Brethren.** These thoughts however were 
abandoned : he was at Rome at the death 
of his friend, F. Thorpe, on the 12th of 
April, 1702. Eleven years later I find him 
at Leghorn. 

LXVI, Connell, Maurice, ^*genei'e 
nobili oriundus.** The Annual Letters 
from 1671 to 1674, shew how powerful 
this Father was in word and in work, inso- 
much that he might be called **hujus In- 
sul(B Thaumaturgus," Kerry seems to 
have been the theatre of his Apostolic la- 
borS' He was truly an eye to the blind and 
a foot to the lame, and the Father of the 
poor. Like his blessed Master, he went 
about doing good ; and like him he was 
cruelly outraged and persecuted. He was 
living in July, 1675, **sexagenario major :^ 

LXVII. CoNNT, , was Superior 

of the Seminary at Salamanca, in the sum- 
mer of 1607. 

LXVIII. Connor O*, John. I meet 
with him in Champagne, in 1666, when his 
services were demanded for the Irisli Mis- 
sion. There I find him in November, 1674, 
labouring diligently and fruitfully in a coun- 
try Parish. His skill in the Irish language 
rendered his services particularly valuable 
to a poor population. 

LXIX. CoNOLLY, John. This Irish Fa- 
ther succeeded Rev. James Leslie at Ox- 
ford, in the autumn of 1812, but was cut 
off in the prime of life, on the 5th of Sep- 
tember, 1818. A small Tablet in the C hapel 
states that the mortal remains of Rev. 
John William ConoUy are deposited there 
— that he had been the Incumbent from 
1812, to 1SI8, and that he was aged SO 
years at the date of his death. 

LXX. Conrad, Peter, born in Ireland, 
in the year 1622: united himself to the 
Society at the age of 81 : shortly after I 
lose sight of him. 

LXX I. Conway, John. This Professed 
Father died at Cashell, on the 10th of Au- 
gust, 1682, *• Vir vei*e Religiotus et in 
vinea hae utilis operarius,*' as his Su- 
perior, F. Robert Nugent, writes of him, 
loth of October, that year. 
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LXXII. Conway, Patrick. This wor- 
thy Missionary was stationed at Cashell, 
in )649. He was then about 44 years of 
age, and of a feeble constitution. 

LXXIII. Conway, Richard. I learn 
from two letters of Dr. David Kearny, 
Archbishop of Cashell, of the l5thof July, 
1016. and the 80th ot September, 1616, 
that this confidential Agent was actively 
employed in Spain in his Grace's service. 
The Father was at Madrid in October, 1624. 

LXXIV. CoppiNGEB, John, left Ire- 
land for France to enter the Society early 
in 1606, as I discover in F. Holywood's 
letter of the 29th of June, that year. 

LXXV. Con, Thomas, was in the 
Lyons Province in the spring of 1712, and 
was proposed as a fit person to be Rector 
of the national Seminary of Poictiers. He 
must have died in the course of the year 
1714 ; for 1 find a letter of F. LaTallin, 
dated September 6th, 1714, thanking his 
Superior for allowing him the use of the 
Library belonging to the deceased F. Cor. 

LXXVI. Creagh, ( or Crow ) Peier, 
was 33 years of age in 1649, and then re- 
siding at Limerick. , 

LXXVII. Creevy, Robert. He is thus 
mentioned in F. Richard Burke's letter, 
dated Galway, the 4th of April, 1670,— 
" Mr. Robert Creevy, Priest, aged S7, 
with your permission was admitted at Lim- 
merick to the simple vows of the Society, 
on the 27th of February, and died on the 
day following. 

LXXVHl. Croak, Laurence, was 
born in Dublin, on the 10th of August, 
J 7 10, and entered the Society at Lisbon, 
on the 17th of November, 1728. In due 
time he was enrolled amoogst the Professed 
Fathers. After teaching Humanities and 
Moral Theology, he returned to Ireland in 
1751. For sometime he was Chaplain to 
Lord Trimlestown: subsequently he was 
assistant to a Parish Priest in his native 
city ; but I cannot ascertain the date of 

his decease. . 

LXXIX. Cronin, Dermot. On finish- 
ing his studies at Thoulouse, and his third 
year of Probation, he was placed at Drog- 
heda towards the end of the year 1671. He 
excelled as a Preacher and Catechist, and 
had the ad vantage over several of his Bre- 
thren by his perfect acquaintance with the 
Irish language. In a letter written by the 
Superior F. Knoles, at Waterford, on the 
'25th of November, 1694, it is said that he 
had a charge of a poor country Parish 
and had to wander about " in sheepskins 
and goatskins,*' (Heft, c xi. v. 37. ) on 
account of the extreme poverty of the Ca- 
tholics. The Apostolic man must have 
died a few days later ; for the same Su- 
perior thus begins a letter, dated the 1 7 th 
of February, 1695; '* On the 9th of De- 
cember, I wrote announcing the death of 
F. Dermot Cronin in this Mission, and 
requesting the usual suffrages for his soul.*. 



LXXX. CuLLENAN, Hugh. This ReY«^ 
Father was a Chaplain to Catharine, 
Queen of Charles II. and was mainly iD*"^ 
strumental by his influence with her Ma- 
jesty in procuring a splendid sum towards 
the erection of the Seminary at Poictiers. 
For 30 years, as I find by his letter of the 
1st of May, 1684, he had resided in Lon- 
don. He was so successful in collecting 
funds for that establishment as justly to 
merit the title as its second founder. To 
the Irish Mission also he proved a generous 
friend. The year of his death I cannot 
fix ; but F. Knoles, in his letter of the 6th 
of April, 1714, enumerating . the Fathers 
who died in exile ** tempore bellorum '* 
mentions F. Hugh CuUenan " insignU et 
prcecipuus h^ju8 MissiouU Bentfactor.** 

LXXXL CusACK, Henry. His services 
for the Irish Mission were required in Fe- 
bruary, 1622 

LXXXII. Daly, John; When in 
Priest's Orders joined the Society and 
taught Philosophy in France. Towards the 
latter end of 1699, it seems he was allowed 
to accompany Pere Farganel to the Mis- 
sion of Martinique. 

LXXXIII. David, This Fa- 

ther is mentioned in More*s History of 
the English Province, p. 13, as accompa- 
nying the Primate, Dr. Richard Creagh 
to Ireland in the early part of Queen Elis- 
abeth's reign. From a letter of F. £dmund 
Tanner, written on the Uth of October, 
1577, I am led to believe that David was 
then living in Munster. 

I suspect this is the F. Mauricias (Q. 
Morris) mentioned p. 18. Roth's AnaUcta 
de rebus Catholicorum Hiberniee, 

LXXXIV. David, Bernard, studied in 
the Low Countries, and was aggregated to 
the Order in 1625. Towards the end of 
July, 1642, he was sent over from Bel- 
gium to Earl 0*Neil, in Ireland ; but cer- 
tainly from November that year, till Au- 
gust following, was a resident at Galway, 
where he did good service. Shortly after 
this he was sent te Rome on the business 
of the Irish Mission.* In October, 1648, 
he returned in company with the Nuncto 
Rinuccini. He died at Florence, in his 
journey to Rome, during the summer of 
1648. The loss of his talents and services 
was deeply deplored by his Superior, F. 
William Maloue, in his letter of 16th De- 
cember that year. 

LXXXV. Daton, (alias Downes) Ri- 
chard. I meet with him in August. 
1607. He was at Bordeaux eight years 
later. 

LXXXVI. Dillon, George, son of the 

« This Father purchased a press lu France for 
the use of the Fathers at Kilkenny, but this was 
Ulcen from them by Robert Bagoi. Secretary of 
the Supreme Council, in virtue of an Order dated 
the 28th of May, 1648. Another press belonged to 
the Fathers at Waterford. to which some of th* ' 
Irish Bishops subscribed. 
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Barl of Roscommon ; illustrious by birth, 
he was still more illustrious by his virtues. 
As a missionary he was a pattern of the 
inward spirit, full of zeal, meekness and 
charity. He used to insist amongst his 
Brethren on tho necessity of unwearied 
labour, whilst tlie Almighty blessed them 
with health and bodily vigour, as old age 
was rather a period of suffering than of 
active exertion. Exhausted with the duty 
of daily and nightly attendance on the 
sick at Waterford, when the plague raged 
in that city, he at length was numbered 
on the 4th of August, 1630, amongst its 
fatal victims. He died most piously, invok- 
ing with his last breath the sweet name of 
Jesus. 

LX XXVII. Dillon, Robert, was a 
Novice at Kilkenny in 1649. 

LXXXVIII. Dillon, Thomas, vtsls 
born in 1613, and was educated in Spain. 
For many years he taught Philosophy and 
Divinity, with distinguished credit at Se- 
ville and Grenada. We learn from his 
friend AntoniOy p. 247, Hispana Nova, 
that F. Kircher, a very competent judge, 
pronounced hira to be ^^ Linguarvm orien- 
tntium et ai)xtrusioris doctrinoe Veterum 
Explorator eximius,'* Whilst teaching 
llumanrties at Cadiz, he published a Spa- 
nish Panegyric on the Centenary of the 
Society of ./esus, 4to. Seville, 1640. He 
also arranged materials for a Commenta- 
ry on the Books of Maccabees ; but de- 
licate health, and weakness of sight, pre- 
vented hira fi-om finishing them for the press. 
After 1676 I cannot trace his biography. 

LXXXIX. Dillon, William. His 
Father uas born in 1619, and at the age of 
twenty united himself to the Society. He 
was living at Kilkenny in 1649. 

X(/. DiNAN, William, was born at 
Waterford on the 10th of June, 1778, and 
joined the Society with several others at 
Hodder, in 1805. He commenced his The- 
ological studies at Slonyhurst, and finished 
them at Palermo in Sicily, where he was 
ordained Priest. On his return to Ireland, 
he was for several years Assistant to a Parish 
Priest in Dublin ; but eventually was 
employed as Procurator at Clongowes-wood 
College, near Dublin, and during a lengthen- 
ed period discharged the duties of that office 
with exemplary zeal and punctuality. He 
breathed his last at Clonjiowes on the 24th 
May, 1836, with the greatest calmness and 
resignation, Prof. 4. 

XCI. DoNNELL, or Donnelly, Ed- 
mund, of Limerick. He probably joined 
the Order at Rome. Pope Gregory XIII. 
sent him to confirm and propagate Catho- 
licity in Ireland, at the time that FF. 
Campian and Persons, were proceeding on 
the same work to England. Apprehended 
soon after his arrival, this good Jesuit 
was detained for some time in close cus« 
tody at Limerick ; but was afterwards re- 
moved to Cork, where he was hanged^ 
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drawn and quartered for tho Faith, 3()th of 
January, 1 581. See his Life by F. Tan- 
ner ; also Drews' Fasti. 

XCII. DoRAN, Edmund, of Leinster. 
He was born on the 5th of January, 1716, 
and entered the Society at Lisbon oil the 
26th of July, 1732. This Professed Father 
came to the Irish Mission in 1750 ; he was 
naturally of a weak constitution. Dublio 
was his usual residence, where it seems ho 
died on the I7th of April, 1758. 

XCIII. DoRAN, Patrick, uncle to the 
late Venerable Bishop Moylan, was a na- 
tive of Cork ; studied at Thoulouse and 
Rome, and justly obtained the reputation of 
a learned man. Those who remember him 
at Cork, describe him as a very superior 
director, gifted with great discernment, and 
enlightened piety. His irreproachable and 
saintly life endeared him to all who knew 
him. When but 44 years of age, he caught 
a fever in attending a sick person, 
which very soon proved fatal : his precious 
remains were deposited in the burial place 
of the Moylan family, in Upper Shardon 
Church. 

XCIV. Dowdali, Gregory. This 
Father, the model of zeaK humility, and 
self-denial, during the Siege of Ross, Co. 
Wexford, was like an angel of comfort to 
its inhabitants. When the town was taken 
by the Parliamentary troops, he was theonly 
Priest that remained at his post ; and during 
the ravages of the plague, devoted himself to 
the service of the sick and infected. Over- 
come with exertion, he at length took the 
infection, and fell a victim of charity on 
tlM5 0th of August, 1650. As soon as tho 
Superior, F. Malone, heard of his illness, 
he sent F. Stephen Gelosse to his assis- 
tance from Waterford, and from his hands 
the dying Father received all the consola- 
tions of Religion and all the alteiitions of 
fri'^ndijhip. 

•XCV. Doyle, John : a very exempla- 
ry lay brother, who died at Clongowes 27th 
of January, 1822, Sec. 2. 

XC VI. Doyle, William, of Dublin, 
was born on the 30lh of May, 1717. and 
entered the Society in Champagne, 12lh 
of July, 1734. After teachi.ig Humanities 
for five years, and filling the office of Pre- 
fect in the Seminary at Poicliers for one 
year, he came to the Mission at the age of 
33, and for several years was assistant to a 
Parish Priest in Dublin. 1 find him la- 
bouring in the Lancashire Mission in 1771, 
This Rev. Father died at Cowley-hill, near 
St. Helen's, on the 15lh of January, 1785, 
and was buried at Windleshaw. 

XCVII. Draycott, Grorge. This 
Father had arrived from Germany, and 
was stationed in Dublin in ttie winter of 
1622. 

♦XCVill. Drinan, Patrick Aloysius, 
this Scholastic and most fervent Religious 
died at Naples in September, 1832, Soc. 10. 

XCIX. pUGAN, Danif-l, began his 
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NoTiceslnp at Kilkenny, which he finished 
at Galway. His master of Novices, F. 
John ^'oong, sent him to the Province of 
Aquitaine to complete his studies. I meet 
him at Rochelle in June, 1659, when all 
traces escape roe. 

C. DuiGuiN, John Baptist, From 
F.Robert Nugcnt's letter, dated Ireland, 
24th of April, 1642, I collect that his 
friend had died on the preceding 13th of 
March, rcligioscB vitte exemplo et mullO' 
rum aniiorum exantlaiis in hae vinea la- 
boribus insignis, 

CI. Egan, John, was living at Kil- 
kenny in 1649, and then 56 years of age. 
He was teaching Philosophy, and was a 
superior Preacher ; but what is more, he 
deserved the character of being " truly 
learned and good, modest and humble.*' 

Cli. EvERARD, James. This Rev. 
Father offered his services for the Irish 
Mission early in 1605, but could not be 
spared from Spain until the Autumn of 
1607, at the very time that his brother 
John, an eminent lawyer and judge, quit- 
ted the Bench rather than betray his Con- 
science. At this period, intolerance, with 
the denial of civil rights, stalked abroad 
through his native Country, and the best 
men were seized for its victims, and the 
British Constitution was the by-word for 
injustice, oppression, and persecution to 
(death for liberty of Conscience. During 
40 years, F. Everard was reserved for 
Apostolic labor chiefly at Cashell, As a 
Preacher, he ranked in the first class : and 
though of a delicate constitution, and gene- 
rally unwell, he was ever prompt and ea- 
ger to fulfil the duties of his ministry. Se- 
vere to himself, he was all condescension 
and charity to his neighbours. On Good 
Friday, I6lh of April, 1647, the venera- 
ble man was found dead on his knees. 

CHI. Eustace, Oliver, was Superior 
of his Brethren at Wexford in 1649, and 
is reported then to be *' vir vere optimus," 
Shortly after he went to Spain ; but just 
before the restoration of Charles the II. he 
returned to his native Country : bad health 
however, induced him to pass some time 
in England. I find from the Annual Let- 
ters that he died at Dublin in the course of 
the year 1671, *^in Missione et alibi de So' 
delate bene merilusj'* 

CIV. Ferrall O', Robert, son of Am- 
brose 0'Ferrall,Esq., of Bellina, County 
Kildare : born on the 4th of March, 1791 : 
ordained Priest on the 22nd of September, 
1832: was attacked with Cholera whilst 
attending his colleague, F. John Shine, of 
St, Francis Xavier*s Church, Gardiner- 
street, Dublin. Removed to Ballina for 
a change of air, his constitution was still 
unable to resist the fatal attack, and on 
Fridaymorning, 8th of August, 1834, this 
promising young Jesuit surrendered his in- 
nocent soul to God. Soc. 13. 
CV. FiKLD, ■ Christopher- The only 



mention that 1 find of him is in a letter 4f 
his Superior, F. Thomas Lawndy, ^tp4 • 
6th of March, 1694. He appearii toluiv^. 
been then a Scholastic. .• -' 

CVi. Field, Richarb. Of his eaily 
history I can learn nothing : but in conse* 
quence of F, Holiwood's apprehension (of ' 
whom more hereat^er), he was appointed 
Superior of his Missionary Brethren ia- 
Ireland. He had certainly readied hift. 
destination in the Spring of 1399. 

Some of his letters have fortunately es* 
caped the injuries of time. The first 
bears date Dublin, Ist of September, 
1599. He acknowledges the receipt of Ma 
letters written in April, and speaks in higb 
terms of the successful zeal of F. Henrj. 
Fitzsimon. In a second letter dai^ 
Dublin, 20th of July, 1600, he states that 
the population, which was inarms against 
Queen Elizabeth's government, and fighting 
nominally for Religion, were far remote 
in their lives and manners from practical 
Christianity and the perfection of the Gas* 
pel ; nay, were addicted to many gross 
errors and vices, and he calls aloud for a 
supply of pious and learned Priosts to in* 
struct and correct them. He adds, Ihatia 
the more civilized part of the Island^ 
where he happened to reside, the poot 
were exceedingly well afiected to Religion« 

The third letter is also dated from Dab-* 
lin on the 2dth of February, 1608. It la^ 
ments the interruption of epistolary inters 
course — that now it was the foaith yeaff 
since he had heard from Rome. He ataloa 
that there are five Jesuits in Ireland ; ▼!&- 
two in Munster, F. Andrew Malony, and F» 
Nicholas Lynch — two in Leinster ; TiSb 
himself and his socius, F. Lenan, and F* 
Henry Fitzsimon, who was still d^aineil 
in prison. He then proceeds thus .* ** since: 
the Queen's Privy Council have iaiBgined 
that the war is drawing to a Gondaeioov.'^ 
for the Spanish troops were repulsed teei-' 
year, and the forces of the Irish Chieltaittii 
were broken and reduced, they have ap^; 
pointed upwards of sixty Eccleiiattaei*: 
Commissioners to superintend the bnaineai' 
of the Churches. They have begun vidk. 
Dublin, and have ordered the Churdiea to, 
be put in proper repair, and to be refitted- 
with seats, &c., in a handsome 8tyla»*' 
They have divided the City into six pai*-

Unable to 
prevail on the Catholics to be present : they 
fix a day in each week, when the Catho- 
lics, (whom they call Recusants), must ap- 
pear before the Commissioners. The Gen- 
try are asked in the first place, and thea 
the Common people, whether they will fre- 
quent the Churches and assist at the ser- 
mons ? The general answer is, that they 
will not enter these profane places of wor- 
ship, or listen to the false doctrines of the 
preaehers : and that by the faith of their 
forefathers, and by the Catholic Religion, 
they are prohibited from communicating 
with them in sacred things. A thousand 
injuries and calumnies are heaped upon 
th^ra in consequence : they are called trai- 
tors, and abettors of the Spaniards : com - 
raitments to jail are made out for disobey- 
ing the Queen*s Laws ; fines of ten pounds 
are ordered for each ofience or absence 
from the ChorcU on the Lord's day. The 
imprisonment is patiently endured ; but 
the citizens will not pay the fines, for they 
stoutly deny that they can be legally com- 
pelled to pay them. This is the condition 
of the eitixens; and their invincible fideli- 
ty has stimulated the courage of other 
Towns.'* He adds that the wiser sort of 
Commissioners think it unfair that a peo- 
ple inured trom. the cradle to the Catholic 
Religion, or as they say to Popish Ceremo- 
nies, should be punishcxl go lieavily merely 
for Religion, ** tantum rdigionis eauso^''* 
especially in such turbulent times, and 
when a Spanish invasion may be appre- 
hended. For the Irish Chieftains are still 
levying troops, and announce with confi- 
dence that in the course of this very Spring 
they are infallibly to receive reinforce- 
ments from Spain. 

The precise date of F. Field's death I 
cannot recover. He was living when Dr. 
James White, Vicar Apostolic of Lis- 
raore and Waterford, dedicated !i}5th of Ju- 
ly, 1604, to Pope Clement the VIII. his 
Memorial, ** De ixbus geatiB a CalholieU 
Utrivuque OrdinU in Jkegno liibernice a 
morte ElizabetJue, quondam Anglice Re- 
gintB^*** It seems however, that he died 
early in the year 1606 ; for F. iloliwood 
begini a letter on the 29th of June, 1606, 
by saying ** AH my brethren, by the bless- 
ing of Qod, with the exception of Richard, 
of whose death I have already informed 
you), are safe and well.'* 

* H* states in this Mennorial that the news of 
Quean Elisabeth's death on the Mth of March, 
1608. did not transpire in Ireland till the 9th of 
April! On the 11th of April, he reconciled the 
Church of St. Patrick in Waterford, and on the 
next day publicly officiated at High Mass; thence 
proceeded to rcRoncile the Cathedral Church dedi- 
cated to the Holy Trinity. On the IStb of April 
(which was Wednesday fn Passion-week.) High 
Mass was oeiebrated in thia Cathedral. These pro- 
ceedbgs alarmed Sir Charles Blount, Lord Mount* 
joy, who hurried to the City with a civosiderable 
for e to overawe the iah«Mtanie. 



CVIi. FiNOLAss, Robert, was of « 
good family. This Roy. Priest, at theaga 
of 51 joined the Society-. He had beaa 
Chaplain to the Lady ot General Preston, 
(sister to the F. Provincial Namur, S. J.) 
and accompanied her to tlie Netherlands 
in the Autumn of 1650. 

GVllI. FiTZHARRis, Nicholas. Of 
This Student in Theologyll read in a letter 
of the late Venerable F. Charles Plowden, 
dated 17th of January, 181S. '* Brother 
Fitzharris died lately at Clongowes, hav- 
ing burst a bloou vessel. He was a youth 
of great merit : he edified Hodder in hit. 
Novitiate ; truly living sine querela. He 
came to us from Maynooth." His death 
occurred on -the 22nd of December, ISl?^ 
Soc. a. 

CIX. Fitzgerald, Michael, was bom 
in iVlunsteron the 2nd of July, 1694, and 
united himself to the Society at Thoulouse, 
12th of September, 1716. He returned to 
Ireland as a Missionary in 1727, and was 
admitted to the Profession of the Four 
Vows on the 7th of May, 1732. After serv- 
ing the Mission ten years, he was ordered 
to the Seminary at Poictiers, which he go- 
verned for nearly eight years, and thea 
proceeded to Rome, where he was Rector 
of the Irish College for more than four 
years. He was Superior of his brethrea 
in Ireland in 1755 : but when he died I 
know not. 

ex. FiTzsiMON, Henry, was born ia 
Dublin, in 1567, where his Father was an 
eminent merchant. He was matriculated 
at Hart's-hall, Oxford, 26th April, 1583, 
Nine years later, at the age of 25, he as* 
sociated Himself to the Society of Jesus 
at Douay. Under the instructions of th# 
great Lessius, he soon was quali6ed for 
the chair of Philosophy, which he filled 
for several years. An ardent zeal for Re 
ligion urged him to solicit his return to 
his native Country; and I find that ho 
reached Dublin late in the year 1597. 
Here he gave abundant evidence of com- 
manding talents as a Preacher, of a fear- 
less spirit and unbounded charity. Strange 
to say, he ventured to have a solema 
High Mass, performed with great variety 
of musical instruments — a sight that Dub- 
lin had not witnessed for Forty years be- 
fore : and he also instituted a Sodality or 
Confraternity in honor of the B. Virgin 
Mary. But he was at length apprehended 
and detained in prison for five years, during 
which period, at eight different times, he 
was brought into Court; but was always 
remanded. Soon after the Accession of K. 
James, great interest was made for his 
discharge, and alter much negotiation, 
he was hurried as an exile on board a ship 
bound to Bilboa, without being allowed 
to take leave of his friends. Before be 
left the jail, he had reconciled many to 
the Catholic Church, and during the voy- 
1^ his zeal produced the liappiest effects 
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aiivong (he cre\r and passengers. On the 
i4th of June. 1604« he landed at Bilboa. 
Rome, Liege, and the Low Countries ad- 
mired his devotion to the labors of his Min- 
istry : it was his pleasure and delight to 
visit the sick, to attend the infected, to as- 
sist prisoners and persons condemned to 
death ; but his heart panted to re-enter the 
field of hardship and dauger in his beloved 
and afflicted Country ; and at last Supe- 
riors allowed him to follow his own iocli- 
pations* Like the giant he exulted to 
run his course : and the fruits of his in- 
dustrious activity every where appeared in 
the numerous conversion of heretics, and 
in the strengthening of Catholics in prac- 
tical religion. The Civil and Military 
Authorities marked him out for vengeance. 
In the winter of I61<2, in the darkness of the 
night, he effected his escape from Dublin. 
Winding his way through sequestered 
woods and dells, he took up his quarters 
in'a wretched cabin that he found in a Mo- 
rass, where he was safe from those who 
hunted after his blood. Though exposed 
to the pitiless storm, and suffering every 
privation, this blessed Father never lost his 
serenity and elastic gaiety, and was always 
ready to administer consolation to others. 
But this Winter campaign broke down his 
constitution. Hemoyed to a place of com- 
parative comfort, he was treated by his 
brethren with the most affectionate care 
and charity ; nature however was exhaust- 
ed, and after a short illness, full of days 
and fuller of merits, he passed to never- 
ending rest, with the name of Jesus on his 
lips, on the 29th of November, 1643. or as 
another account has it, on the 1st of Febru- 
ary, 1644. " By his death the Roman Ca- 
tholics lost a pillar of their Church, being 
esteemed a great ornament among them, 
and the greatest Defender of their religion, 
in his time." Wood's Athense. Oxon, vol. 
II. p. 46. This eminent writer left to pos- 
terity,

CXI. Florencb AH that I 

can glean of this Father is, that F. Holi- 
wood applied SOth June, 1604, to the 
General Aquaviva, for his being sent to 
the Irish Mission, and that until his aril- 
Yal, F. Nicholas Lynch would supply in 
that portion of the vineyard which was 
destined for him. This I discover by a 
previous letter of the 24tb^ of April that 
year, was in the North of Ireland ; but I 
doubt if he could be spared, for I find in a 
letter from Spain, written early in 1606, 
that F. Florence had at last obtained a 
Royal Decree, "«< Seminarium liiber- 
nis Vallisoleti regiis sumptibu9 struerc' 
tur." 

CXII. Ford, James. This Professed 
Father, a native of Dublin, was living at 
Limerick, when Pere Verdier made his 
Visitation. He is then reported to be 
about 40 years old, but in delicate health, 
and employed in teaching Rhetorick, and 
also ** bonus et doctus,*' The next 
time that I meet him, is in a short state* 
ment of the condition ot the Catholics in 
Ireland, between the years 1662 and 1656, 
written by F. Thomas Quin, then Superior 
of the Irish Mission. *'F. James Ford, 
has erected a small dwelling in tjie midst 
of an extensive marsh, wbcra the ground 
was rather firmer. Here the youths and 
children of the neighbourhood assemble to 
receive their education, and to be trained 
in the principles of faith and virtue." 

CXIII. Ford, William, was recom- 
mended by F. Ignatius Brown, on the 6th 
of July,' 1675, as a fit successor to F. 
Stephen Rice, in the charge of his bre- 
thren employed in the Irish Mission. 
Further particulars I search for Id vain : 
indeed at almost every step I have to re- 
gret the scarcity of documents, occasioned 
by the injury of the times, and the disper- 
sion of the Irish Members of the So- 
ciety, throughout every part of the Con- 
tinent. 

CXIV. Frayn, Nicholas. This Fa- 
ther was certainly living in Ireland in the 
Autumn of 1712. 

CXV. FuLLAM, John, was born in 
Dublin on the ,23rd of March, 1719, and 
entered the Novitiate, in the Lyons* pro- 
vince, on the 2nd of December, 1736. He 
came to the Mission in 1749, and was ad- 
mitted to the Profession of the Four Vows 
on the 2nd of February, 1754. For the last 
40 years of his life, I believe that he re- 
sided in his native city. He died either 
on the 7th of August, 1793, or early in 1794, 
F. Peter Plunkett, in a letter to a friend 
dated l4th July that year, from Leghorn 
says, ** Though I had been prepared* for 
the fatal stroke by a letter from Dublin, 
announcing that my most dear and worthy 
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friend, Refv John Fulham, was past aU 
hopes of reco?ery, notwithstanding on 
hearing the event, 1 felt no small share of 
uneasiness, such as was naturally to be ex- 
pected for the loss of a person, whom I had 
intimately known in Dublin, much esteem- 
ed, and sincerely loved, and whom more- 
oyer I had corresponded with these twenty 
years past. I hope in God, he is now en- 
joying the reward due to his exemplary 
piety, to his strong attachment to our Holy 
Catholic religion, and to his unabated love 
and concern for our common parent, the 
Society of Jesus. 

CXVI. Gahan, Matthew, of Dublin; 
born on the 7th of February, 1782 : en- 
tered the Society for the Irish Mission at 
Hodder house, on the 7th of September, 
1805 : after completins^ his Noviceship 
there, commenced his Theology at Stony- 
hurst, and finished it at Palermo, where he 
was ordained Priest, on the I6lh of July, 
1810 : In the November of the following 
year, he returned to his native Country, and 
for five years assisted as Curate in the Pa- 
rishes of St. Michan and St. Nicholas with- 
out, in Dublin. In 18 16, was stationed at 
Clongowes-Wood College, in the capacity 
of Minister, an office which he filled for six 
3'ears, when he was ordered baclc to Dub- 
lin as Coadjutor to F. Aylmer, in the re- 
sidence of the Society in that city. At the 
end of two years his Superiors permitted 
him to establish himself in the Isle of Man, 
the poor Catholics of which were lying like 
sheep without a Shepherd, and whom he 
had occasionally before visited and com- 
forted, and cheered with his presence. To 
their instruction, and relief, and service, he 
devoted the remainder of his life, amidst 
inconceivable discouragements, privations, 
difficulties and labors, all of which he bore 
with exemplary patience and fortitude. 
This good Father was called to the reward 
of his zeal and charity, on the 22nd of 
February, 1837. »t. 35. Prof. 4, after five 
days illness. He had built a Chapel at 
Douglass and Castletown. Future genera- 
tions will hail him as the Apostle of the Isle 
of Man— *' supra modum Apostolus In' 
sulcB MoncB.^* 

CXVII. Galwey, David. In a letter of 
F. Holiwood, written from Ireland, 80th of 
June, 1604, he begins by saying, ** I send 
as the bearer of this, Mr David Galwey, 
an Alumnus of our Society. I wish you to 
send him to St. Andrew's house of proba- 
tion, and to go through his Theological 
studies in the Roman College. He has been 
with mo for the last year, and in our opinion 
is fit for the Society, and specially adapted 
for this Mission, because ho is well ac- 
quainted with the Irish as well as the En- 
glish language. The life of a merchant 
which he followed before, makes him in the 
transaction of business more cautious and 
expeditious.*' In due time F. Galwey re- 
turned to his native country, and multiplied 



himself in the cause of the Missions. Ire- 
land did not present a field sufficiently ex- 
tensive for his zeal and charity. For thrice, 
in the disguise of a merchant, he visited 
Scotland, the Hebrides, and the Orkney Is- 
lands, and gained many souls to God. Se« 
vere to himself and dead to the world, he 
labored and lived but to promote the great- 
er honor and glory ofhis God. This Apos- 
tolic il Father died ar Cork, of a cancer, on 
the 22nd of December, 1619. 

CXVIII. Galwey, James. I read in a 
letter of the Superior Anthony Knoles, 
dated Waterford, the 21st of November, 
1695—*' 1 have written to F. James Gal- 
wey to continue in Belgium until I can be 
a better judge of the state of the times, as 
to his disposal.*' In consequence of the dan- 
gerous illness ofhis brotlier, a merchant of 
St. Sebastian, he was allowed to quit the 
College at Poictiers to visit him in the be- 
ginning of the year 1697. Two years la- 
ter, Pere Garganel, Superior of the Mis- 
sion at Martinique, made application for 
some Irish Father to assist in that Mission 
and the neighbouring islands : he repre- 
sented that there was a great number of 
Irish in his district — that an abundant har- 
vest of souls was opened to the view, and 
that he and his brethren would cheerfully 
provide a maintenance for one or two Irish 
Jesuits, who would assist these souls, to- 
gether with the French population. It is an 
historical fact, that with Cromwell's usur- 
pation began the system of transporting the 
Irish, as slaves^ to the West Indies : For a 
long time, says the letter, dated the 16th of 
April, 1699, almost eve.v year, and some- 
times often in the year, the English convey 
from Ireland shiploads of men, boys, and 
girls, partly crim|J^ partly carried off by 
open force, for the purpose of their slave- 
trade, and thus in process of time, an im- 
mense multitude of Irish has been scattered 
in these islands, but destitute of spiritual 
succor. This Mission was proposed to F. 
Galwey, and how il was received the 
following letter of F. James Kelly, the 
Rector of the College of Poictiers, the 6th 
of August, 1699, will best demonstrate. 

** With the most intense delight P, 
James Galwey embraces the Mission of 
Martinique, ofiered by your Reverence, 
and he does so with the more confidence in 
God, as the lot has fallen upon him not in 
consequence of any expreseed wish on his 
part ( for though he wished it, he durst 
not apply for it) ; but now he is solely 
guided by the spirit of obedience. Willi 
alacrity he is getting ready for the voyage. 
F. Garganel, who from his arrival fiom 
Martinique, has been on intimate terms 
with him, is desirous of having him for 
his companion. In the meanwhile, we 
cannot but humbly request, that yon will 
not give up, but merely lend F. Galwey to 
the Martinique Mission ; for should our af- 
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f«ir8 lift up thttirliead again in Ireland, he 
wiU be vei-y necessary for us.'* 

Whether F. Gralwey ever returned, I 
bftve yet to learn. 

CXIX. Gelosse, Stephen, born in 
1617, was teaching Poetry in Kilkenny 
College in 1649, and was then reported by 
the visitor Pere Verdier, as a truly good 
and religious man. I believe ho made his 
debut as a Missioner at Waterford, whence 
he was sent to Ross to attend F. Gregory 
Powdall in Iris last illness, and who died in 
his arms, on the 9th of August, 1650. For 
the next 19 years he continued to exercise 
his pastoral functions in that town and 
neighbourhood. No dangers that threaten- 
ed him from the Gromwellian party who 
filled every place with bloaJ and terror, 
could deter this genuine hero from doing 
his duty : no weather, no pestilential fe- 
vers, no difficulties could hold him back 
from visiting the sick and the dying in 
their meanest hovels. His purse, his time, 
his services, were always at the command 
of the distressed Catholic: it was his food 
and delight to exercise the works of mercy 
corporal and spiritual. Though the ty- 
rant Cromwell had is^^.ued a proclamation 
to his troops, ( and they were in the habit 
of searching the houses of respectable Ca- 
tholics), that should they apprehend a 
Priest in any house, the owner of such 
house should be hung np before his own 
door, and all his property be confiscated ; 
and that the captors of the Priest should be 
rewarded at the rate the Wolf destroyers 
formerly received ( so little value was at- 
tached to a Priest's life ) ; nevertheless F. 
Gelosse managed every day to offer up the 
unbloody sacrifice of the altar : his extra- 
ordinary escapes from the clutches of his 
pursuers border on the miraculous. He 
adopted every kind of disguise ; he as- 
sumed every shape and character ; he per- 
sonated a dealer of fagots, a servant, a 
thatcher, a porter, a beggar, a gardener, 
a miller, a carpenter, a tailor with his 
sleeve stuck with needles, a milkman, a 
pedlar, a seller of rabbit skins, &c. thus 
becoming all to all, in order to gain all to 
Christ. However, he was four times ap- 
prehended, as he told F. Stephen Rice; 
but his presence of mind never forsook him 
and he ingeniously contrived to extricate 
himself without much difficulty. After the 
restoration of Charles II. he set up a school 
at Ross, which took precedence of all 
others in the country, whether rank, num- 
bers, proficiency, discipline, or piety, be 
taken into consideration, but this was bro- 
ken up by the persecution in 1670. He 
then removed to the vicinity of Dublin, 
where he taught about forty scholars ; and 
In Augusts, 1673, he returned to Ross to 
reopen his school, but at the end of three 
months was obliged by the fanatical spirit 
abroad to abandon this favorite pursuit. 
He was still living in the summer of 1675, 



when I regret to part company with hini. 

CXX. GERA.LDINR, Geohos, was in Si- 
cily, in August, 161d, when his services 
were required for the Irish Mission. Itap* 
pears that he was stationed in Munster ; 
for F. Robert Nugsnt, in his letter of the 
1st of October, 16J>>, after announcing the 
death of the venerable F. Barnaby Kearney, 
requests F. George Geraldine to succeed 
the deceased as a ConsuUor, on account of 
his long experience, prudence, **'et loci 
vicinitatem." I think he had been gathered 
to his Fathers before the year 1649. 

CXXI. Gerot, John. His Superior P. 
Holiwood, soon after his return to Ire- 
land, applied that F. Gerot might be sent 
over to him, as his services could be use- 
fully employed at Wexford. 

CXXII. Gibbons, Jambs. This Father 
was actually arrested in December, 1694, 
on landing; and conveyed to Dablio, a 
distance of 100 miles, and examined by the 
Privy Council on his reason for returning 
to Ireland. He was discharged from cus- 
tody on the following February, He was 
living on the 1 5th of November, 1712. 

CXXII 1. Glannan, Christophbr, 
born on the lOthof May, 1711 : entered the 
Society in Germany, on the 12th of Sep- 
tember, 1731, and was Professed in the Or- 
der, on the 2nd of February, 1752. I find 
that he came to the Irish Mission in 1741 
and was assisting a parish Priest in Dublin, 
14 years later, when I lose sight of hira« 

CXXIV. GoAGH, Andrew, of Clon* 
mel, and where he was superior in 1640, 
oet. 60. He had joined the Order late in 
life. 

CXXV. GoAGH, Ignatius. This Fa- 
ther, as I find by the letter of his Superioft 
F. Patrick Lynch, dated Dublin, the 10th 
of March, 1693, had died on the 18th of 
February, tet. 68, Soc. 46. He had spent 
about 15 years in the Mission of Holland, 
and 25 years in the same capacity in hlii 
native country. 

CXXV I. Gorman, Thomas, born in 
Munster, on the 29th of December, 1691 ; 
was admitted in the Castile Province of the 
Society, on the 12th of March, 1714: and 
ten years later came to the Irish Mission. 
His services were bestowed at Clonniell, 
Limerick, and Cork, when he shone as a 
Preacher. I believe he ended his days at 
Cork, where I leave him in 1755. 

CXXVII. Gradell, John. His true 
name was 0*NeU: was born 11th May, 
1716. Having ended his studies at Paris, 
he became a candidate for the Novitiate at 
Watten. A few years later his Superior 
sent him to the Cornish Mission, which he 
cultivated until his death, on the 6th of 
January. 1760. 

CXXVIII. Gunter, Edward. Thise»» 
cellent Scholar finished his course of The- 
ology in the English Province : then nade 
his third year of Probation in the Prbvinov 
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of the X'OWGr Rhine. He died in Dublin, in 
the course of the year 1671* 

CXXlX. liALLORAM 0\ Joseph, Ig- 
natius, born in Limerick, in 1726. After 
having passed his course of Philosophy 
with singular reputation under the Jisuiis 
at Bordeaux, he entered their Novitiate. 
Appointed to the chair of Philosophy in 
that City, he had the merit and courage of 
introducing the Newtonian System. Pro- 
moted to the Professorship of Theology, he 
maintained his increasing reputation, until 
(he persecutions of his Order compelled 
him to return to his native Country. Ac- 
companying Lord Dunboyneto Cork, he 
spent several years in that City, where at- 
taching himself to the North Chapel, he 
commenced Public Catechism, was most as* 
siduous in the Confessional, and in prepar- 
ing Children for their 6rst Communion. Ue 
greatly distinguislied himself by his talents 
in the Pulpit and was universally respect- 
ed as a saintly Missioner, as a man of ele- 
vated mind, gentlemanly manners, and 
most prepossessing in his appearance* This 
is the Reverend Father alluded to pp. 79-80 
Vol I, '* Travels of an Irish Gentleman 
in search of Religion'* by Thomas Moore 
£sq. That he died in Uublin during the 
month of November, 1800, is certain : and 
probably was buried in the vault of St. 
Michan*s Church, where repose^ the ashes 
of several of his BB. 

CXXX. Hamlin, Bartholomew, was 
a Sexagenarian at Wexford, in 1649, but 
in full vigour, teaching Rhetoric with great 
spirit, and meriting the reputation of an 
excellent and fearless preacher. 

CXXXl. Hart, NATHiiNiEL. All that 
I know of him is from his own brief letter, 
dated the 15th of June, 1659, which shews 
that he was then Superior of his brethren 
in Ireland. 

CXXXII. Hartegan O', Matthew. 
A letter of F. Robert Nugent dated from 
Ireland, the 24th of April, 1642, shews, 
that F. Hartegan had just been sent over to 
France by the Catholic National Associ- 
ation, and the Bishops, to solicit the aid of 
his Most Christian Majesty. He states that 
Ireland presented a spectacle of general 
conflagration and bloodshed, and that the 
Catholics were fighting for freedom of con- 
cience, for their legitimate King, and for 
their country, against the Puri ans. F. Har- 
tegan during the year he spent in this ne- 
gotiation displayed much ardour ; but his 
success was not equal to his expectations. 
This may have been owing to the extreme 
illness of Cardinal Richlieu. Another ob- 
ject was then taken up in better keep- 
ing with his religious profession. Ileam 
from his own letter, dated Paris, the 30th 
of March, 1643, that Pere Jordan For- 
rcstier, the Procurator of the Provinces of 
France, had placed in bis hands on the 
»6th of March, the petition of 25,000 Irish- 



men, who by the persecution and iniquity 
of the times had been forced to expatriate 
themselves, and settle in St. Kitt's, and 
the adjoining isles. Their petition bad 
been brouj^ht o\er by the French Ad- 
ntiial Uu i'oenry, who backed their peti* 
tion lor two Irish Jesuits to be sent to them 
to administer tlie consolations of Religion to 
their destitute and afflicted countrymen. F. 
Hartegan oH'ered himself for this Mission, 
and represented his vigour of constitution, 
his knowladge of the Irish, Bngliih, and 
French languages, and his vehement de* 
sire of labouring in this or any other simi- 
lar Mission. Probably his wish was granted, 
for afterwards he disappears altogetlier. 

CXXXIil. Hennessey, James, was 
born in Munster, on the 16th of January, 
1720, and became a candidate for the So- 
ciety at Madrid, in 1737. Ten years latw 
he came on the Irish Mission, and was sta« ' 
tinned at ('loomel ; but after a few years 
labor returned to Spain, where I find 
him in 1755 ; after which time he eludes 
my observation. 

CXXXIV. Henessy, John. In p. 195, 
of** Harris's Writers of Ireland j*' this 
Father is described as a Jesuit of Clonmel, 
who fiourished in the early part of the 18th 
century, and that he was the anonymous 
Editor of a Treatise on the Primacy of 
Armagh. 

CXXXV. Hennessy, Thomas. I find 
in a letter of F. Walter Lavallin, dated 
from Poictlers, the 1st of January, I71S, 
that F, Thomas Hennessy had sailed for 
Ireland ^^paratus ad omnia pericula snb* 
cupula.** 

CXXXVI. HiGGiNS, John Francis, 
was admitted into the Order in Portugal, 
in April, 1681. He reached the Irish Mis* 
sion in December, 1694, and it seems was 
socius at Waterford to the Superior An<- 
thony Knoies. After the ISth of Decern* 
ber, 1697, I lose sight of him. 

CXXX VII. Hlasko, Casimir. This 
Polish Professed Father, and able Profes- 
sor of Natural Philosophy and Dogmatie 
Theology, reached Ireland in December, 
IS20, and gave the aid of his superior ta- 
lents to the College at Clongowes, where 
he died on the 27th of January, 1831, St. 49» 

CXXXVIII. HoLiwooD, Christophmb, 
( often called a 8ac7y> Bosco*) was born 
in Dublin, in the year 15^2. At the age of 
22, as it appears by one of his letters, 
he embraced the Institute of St. Ignatius, 
atDol, in France, and in the sequel dis- 
tinguished himself as a Professor of Phi* 
losophy and Divinity at Padua. Ordered 
to Ireland to preside over his brethren, * 
he took shipping as a merchant in January,;^ 
1599, at Dieppe, but was apprehended 
on reaching Dover, and committed to>.- 
prison for refusing the Oath of Supre- 
raaoy. Escorted to London he unden* ;. 

* H« iDinetimeisignfhiinseirJoliuuMi Bttibloek-. ; 
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went an examination by Lord Cobbain, 
Governor of the Cinque Ports, and was 
then forwarded to Secretary Sir Kobert 
Cecyll. The Father toid Sir Robert at 
once, that he was a Priest and a Member 
of the Society of Jesus. ( He was in- 
duced to do so, as he was aware many 
persons then in the Icingdom were well 
acquainted with him at Padua.) The Se- 
cretary inquired the motives of his 
coming hither. He answered for the Sal- 
vation of souis. But what need have we 
of your assistance ? said the Secretary. 
Are not we Christians ? That is not at 
all sufficient, said the Father, unless you 
be Catholics. WeH, replied the Secre- 
tary, as no one can help your believing 
what you think right, until God en' 
enlightens your mind, you shall not sufier 
any thing for your Faith ; but if you are 
found guilty of meddling with changes and 
state afl'airs, I promise you, you shall not 
escape with impunity. The Father le- 
joined. Long since I have lenounced the 
world : I no longer mix myself up with se- 
cular concerns, and I am unable to do so : 
for ihey are foreign to my Institute. The 
Secretary then began to inveigh against 
the Society of Jesus, on which the Father 
boldly undertook its defence, and plainly 
told him, that the Society proposed nothing 
to its members which was not praisewor- 
thy ; on which the Secretary ordered him 
to be removed, and kept in dose custody 
in which state he continued for three 
months, until /<e&^ relation^ Lord Dunsany 
obtained for him the liberty of the prison, 
which consists in this, that he is not denied 
the liberty of receiving his friends. The 
above particulars I collect from a letter, da- 
ted Dublin, llth oi May, 1599. 

F. Henry Garnett, in a letter of the 19th 
of April, 1699, announces the apprehension 
of F. Holiwood as a recent event: and in 
his letter of the 22nd of itlay, 1600, says of 
him, " he doth much comfort our friends at 
Wisbich, and was of exceeding edifica* 
tion in the Gatehouse. There is hope of 
getting him at liberty, and sending him 
into his Country." Change of prison, 
however, was the only relief that this Irish 
Father could procure, while the tyrannical 
Elizabeth swayed the sceptre: his friends 
at length obtained his removal to Fram- 
lingham Castle, which he quitted for per- 
petual banishment, in virtue of the Procla- 
mation of James L at his accession to the 
throne of England. I find the Father writ- 
ing from Lisle, 30th of June, 1603, and 
from Douay, 1 6th, of July, 1603. In the 
last dated letter, he states, that a short 
time before the queen's death, the Ca- 
tholics in Dublin had experienced the 
storm of persecution. The instigators were 
Terrell, the Mayor of the City, and RideVt 
the dean of St. Patrick's, and polemical an- 
tagonist of F. Henry Fitssimon. Many 
Catholics quitted the town, and tho lead- 



ing citizeus were committed to gaoL Baroti 
Mountjoy was then absent in Connaaght ; 
at his return the citizens presented a me- 
morial of their grievances. Turning to the 
Mayor, his Excellency said, ** I am potting 
an end to warfare abroad, and you, Sir, 
are sowing the seeds of wars at Home." 
It was thought that his Excellency had re- 
ceived information of the Queen's danger- 
ous illness, with instruction to pacify and 
conciliate the public mind. 

1 he letter adds, that on the news of 
Queen Elizabeth's death reaching Ireland, 
in the cities of Waterford, Kilkenny, and 
Cork, and in various c ther places the church- 
es were seized on and restored to Catholic 
worship. Lord Mountjoy began to appre- 
hend lest the greater part of the island 
would join in the insurrection. He had 
come to a composition fortunately with 
O'Neil, and having collected all his forces 
from the North he hurried down to the 
South to arrest the progress of discontent: 
and having succeeded in his object, sailed 
from Dublin to England. 

F. Holiwood embarked from St. Malo, 
and reached Ireland the 16th March, 1604b, 
the Eve of St. Patrick, " Omen uti spero 
felix,*' as he expresses it. Towards the 
end of Lent he met FF. Nicholas Lynch, 
Richard Field, Walter Wale, and Barna- 
by Kearney, brother to the Archbisliop of 
Cashell, and Andrew Morooy. At this 
time the Catholics o( Ireland enjoyed a 
certain negative freedom of their religion. 
But this was of short duration. As soon 
as James thought himself sufficiently secure 
on his throne, he basely recalled all his 
promises of toleration.* His subse- 
quent conduct shewed how dangerous 
it is for the civil and religious rights 
of subjects to depend on the will of ' 
any man, and especially on thecaprice of 
a drunken and voluptuous sovereign, as 
James unquestionably was. His Proclaraa* 
matioii, dated Westminster, 4th July, 1605, 
was published with great solemnity in 
Dublin, on the 2Sth September, in which his 
Majesty desires that no one should hope 
for his tolerating the exerise of any other 
worship, but that of the church establish- 
ed by law ; he commanded all his subjects 
to attend the Protestant Churches on Sun- 
days and festivals— requires all Priests to 
withdraw from the realm before the lOth 

* This ht'llow and rotten hearted prince had 
been a pensioner of tlie Pope, and the kin^ of 
Spain. F. William Creition, in a letter to P Tho- 
mas Owen, dated Billom, 4th of June, 1605, saya 
also. " Our Kyng had so great fear of ye nombre 
ofCatholilies, ye pui>saunce of Pope and Spaine. 
yat he offered Liber tie of Conscience and send mb 
to Rome to deal for the Popovs favor and making 
of au Scottish Cardinal, as I did shaw the Kyng's 
letter to F. Parsons." In the sequel thia coq- 
temptible tyrant considered a petition presented 
for Liberty of Conscience as an indignity, and 
committed the petitioners to gaol for tbehr prc> 
sumption / 
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oT December ; forbids any of his subjects 
to harbour any Priest ; and renews the 
penal statutes of the late Queen against Po- 
pish Recusants and Popish Priests and 

Jesuits. 

From an interesting letter of F. Holi- 
wood, dated 10th of December, 1635, I 
discover, that to strike terror amongst the 
Catholic population of Dublin, who no- 
bly refused to sacrifice their religion to 
Mammon — the Lord Lieutenant and Pri?y 
Council, had seat to prison on the 22nd 
and 27th of November, several members 
of the Corporation, and some of the prin- 
cipal citizens. A deputation of gentlemen 
from the Counties of Kildare, Meath. aud 
Louth, upon this, waited on his Excellency, 
and petitioned for a suspension of the sys- 
tem of coercion, until they could be allowed 
to visit his Majesty's Court, and represent 
their case. After a delay of fifteen days, 
his Excellency, in the exercise of despotic 
power, threw some of the deputation into 
gaol, and ordered others to confine them- 
selves to their houses, and neither to write 
to any one, nor speak to any person who 
was not part of the family, under the pe- 
nalty of a thousand pounds English mo- 
ney. A large body of troops was assem- 
bled at Dublin^ and detachments were 
drafked eff for the apprehension of Priests 
all over the kingdom. F. Holiwood incloses 
tiie lists of some of the Prisoners. 

The following are citizens of Dublin-^ 

" Mr. Walter Seagrove, John Shelton, 
James Beelowe, Thomas Penket, Kennedy, 
Stephens, Tornor, Kearroll, &c. 

These and others were first commanded 
to go to church by proclamation ; again by 
special commandment ; last by command- 
ment upon the duty of allegiance, under 
the broad seal, and therefore indicted after, 
in the Star Chamber, fine<^ and committed 
for contempt. 

Noblemen and gentlemen committed for 
putting in of a petition. 

** My Lord Viscount of Gormanston, 
My LordofLowth Cas I heare). 
Sir Patrick Barnwall, close Prisoner, 
Sir James Dillon. 
John Finglass, 

Richard Netirvil and Henry Burnell, 
committed to their bowses only by reason 
of their adge." 

But the heart is sickened with these 
abominable reprisals on conscience-^with 
these impious attempts of a government 
to force its novel opinions on a nation, and 
rob a people of its religious freedom. 
The history of the Irish Reformation is in- 
deed a compound of absurdity and bar- 
barity, unprecedented in the Annals of 
mankind. 

To return to F. Holiwood. He contin- 
ued in very difficult times to render essen- 
tial services to his county and to religion, 
by his zeal, wisdom, charity and fortitude, 
until his pious death on the 4th of Septem.- 
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ber, 1616. His pedantic and bigotted so- 
vereign had expressly denounced him in his 
speech to the Parliament, 1st of May, (614, 
and the Royal Commissioners reported in 
1615, that *' Hollywood, a Jesuit, was kept 
and harboured by Sir Christopher Plun- 
kett." 
From the pen of this Father we have — 

1. " Defensio Concilii Tridentmi el 
Sententi(B Bellarmini de auctoritate Vul' 
gat(B Editionis,'* with an appendix. 

2. " Libellus de investiganda vera et 
visibili Ckristi EcclesiijB,'* This is a 
4to. volume printed at Antwerp, 1604. It 
was re-printed with additions at Antwerp^ 
in an Svo form, 1619, under the name of 
John Geraldini . 

3. A Latin Treatise " De Meteoris.** 
CXXXIX. HouLiNG. This Fa- 
ther is mentioned in the Preface to F. Fitz« 
simon*s ^^ Treatine on the Mass ,** 

CXL. Hurley, William, of a noble 
stock and family of the ancient Irish. In 
1640, he was Superior of his brethren 
at Limerick, he is described as being a Pro- 
fessed Father, aged about 50, a devout 
and learned religious, and eminent for cha- 
rity and humility. 

CXLI. Jautard, Clodius, a native of 
France ; but after living sometime at 
Clongowes, died there on the 25th of Octo- 
ber, 1821. 

CXLII. Johnson, David. His true 
name was Maghee. He was born in Ire- 
land on the 22nd of February. 1737 : enter- 
ed the Novitiate at Watten at the age of 
18, and to his religious merits added th& 
distinction of eminence in classic literature. 

In 1764, he was appointed Chaplain to- 
the Mission of Arlington in Devonshire, 
where bis Patron, John Chichester, Esq. 
shewed himself unconscious and unworthy 
of the treasure he might have possessed in 
such a pastor and companion. Death- 
relieved this meritorious Father from his 
comfortless situation, on the 8th of Novem- 
ber, 1768. 

♦CXLIII. Irwin, Walter. This Scho- 
lastic died in France, in December, 1S36. 

•CXLIV, Jones, James. This talented 
native of Ireland, was sent from the College 
of Carlow to Stonyhurst in the summer of 
1805. For the next two years I had the 
honor of being his master in Grammar aud 
Syntax. On my quitting the College, he 
pursued the studies of Poetry and Rheto- 
rick with the highest credit, but bad health 
would not permit him to join the Novitiate. 
Just before his death in the last week of 
September, 1809, F. Sewall received the 
Vows of this most pious and promising 
youth at Liverpool. 

CXLV. Kearney, Barnaby, was bom 
at Cashell in 1565, and was brother to 
David, Archbishop of Cashell. He was 
admitted into the Society at Douay in the 
24th year of his age. Afttfi* teaching Rhe* 
toric and the Greek Language at Antwerp 
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and Lisle, he was ordered to the Irish 
Mission, where he arrived with his nephew, 
F. Walter Wale, in the summer of 1603, 
Both ?ied with each other in giving them- 
selves up to the ministry of the Word : 
and both were marked out for the vengeance 
of the government. A troop of horse was 
stnt by the Viceroy to Cork to apprehend 
them at the dawn of the 5lh of September, 
1606 : but God delivered his servants 
from their malice. F. Kearney in a letter 
dated the 4>th of October, that year, after 
mentioning this escape, writes that he fol- 
lowed his Excellency's footsteps to Water- 
ford, and entered that City unsuspected with 
the immense concourse of the spectators, 
and was an ear and eye witness to his 
triumphant reception. His Excellency on 
arriving at the Court House, summoned be- 
fore him eleven of the most respectable 
inhabitants of Waterford, viz. Paul Sher- 
lock , who had been elected Mayor for the 
ensuing year, Nicholas Madan, Michael 
Brown, Nicholas White, James Fayan* 
Nicholas Strong, James Sherlock, Richard 
Wadding, James Walsh, Patrick White, 
Richard Boucher; six neglected to make 
their appearance, and were heavily fined, 
and ordered to present themselves at Cork. 
The five who attended, with great spirit 
professed that they would never swerve 
an iota from the Roman Catholic Religion 
which they had inherited from their Fa- 
thers ; but should ever manifest loyal al- 
legiance to their Sovereign, and obedience 
to his representatives in all civil and po- 
litical matters. His Excellency marked 
his indignation at this bold expression of 
•entiment — imposed a heavy fine, and gave 
them in charge to his Secretary, until they 
should alter their opinions. Finding them 
immoTably firm in their faith, he caused 
them to appear before the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice, who endeavoured to gain them over 
by promises of place and emolument, and 
assured them that the Government would 
be satisfied, if they would but once attend 
the Protestant service. But these heroes 
well knowing that dissimulation in Religion 
was inadmissable, refused their consent, 
t«lling him, that they bad given, and ever 
would give undeniable groofs of their civil 
allegiance ; that it could never benefit the 
king's interests for them to act against the 
dictates of conscience ; and that they could 
not believe that the King wished them to 
make such a sacrifice of principle. The 
Sheri£fs James Walsh and Jamis Brewer 
**vere dua olives in Domo Dei,** were then 
attacked ; but with no better success. 
One hundred and sixty citizens were then 
selected as likely persons to be prevailed on 
to surrender conscience to the motives of 

* The Jbganf were generous supporters of reli- 
gion. F. FItzslnion, in a letter dated 25th of No- 
vember, 1599, mentions, " Dominut Tkotna* Fagan, 
inngnit Benefactor notttr," %n exiXXM^lo the spe- 
cial prayers and gratitade of the Society. 



fear and interest ; but God who choosei 
the weak things of the world to confouud 
the strong, supplied them Hvith courage Xo 
resist every assault, and not one, God be 
praised, of the whole number, nor even in 
the whole population of Waterford, com- 
prising many thousands of inhabitants, 
would degrade himself by an act of hypo- 
crisy and apostacy. In revenge, tyran- 
nical iniquity, calling ii%^\^ justice, and the 
gospel of the Redeemer, inflicted pecuniary 
penalties. The base attempt of the Chief 
Justice to rob the inhabitants of Ross of 
their conscientious integrity proved equally 
abortive. " The Viceroy in his progress 
towards Carrick was informed that Nicho^ 
las Madan harboured in his castle of 
Whitfeld, three miles from Waterford, a 
learned English Priest, Thomas Hill, an 
Alumnus of the English College at Rome. 
Under some specious pretext, his Excellency 
proceeded in that direction with a troop 
of horse, and sent a detachment to search 
every corner of the Castle ,• but they 
found nothing, and Mr. Hill, thanks be to 
God, is still safe in Ireland.'* I'he letter 
is dated from his hiding place, where his 
brother, the Archbishop of Cashell lay al- 
so concealed *^enoslro lalibulo,ubiJrat€r 
modo e«t, 4 Octodrz, 1606. 

F. Kearney continued during the long 
period of 37 years and in very difficult 
times the diligent and faithful Stewai'd of 
the mysteries of God, The friend of peace, 
the promoter of habits of honest industry 
and sobriety, this true patriot, deserved to 
hear that his efibrts to advance the public 
good, and prevent the disturbance of the 
public tranquillity, were duly appreciated 
by the constituted authorities. Even 
judges of assizes were known to declare in 
open court, that the two Jesuits, Barnaby 
Kearney and Walter Wale, did more to 
prevent robbery, than all the terrors of the 
law, than all the framers of coercive re- 
strictions. I find by a letter of F. Robort 
Nugent, dated (ex Hybernia 1 OctobriSf 
1640) the following account of his death. 

" F. Barnaby Kearney, an old man of 
75 well spent years, quitted on the 2Qth 
day of August the labors of this life, as 
we hope, for everlasting rest, fortified with 
all the Sacraments of the C hurch. He iiad 
spent 51 years in the Society, and 37 inth» 
Mission, was professed of the Four Vows, 
and was always zealous in preaching, 
(some of his sermons are in print) : in va*- 
rious places be taught- the people with 
Evangelic fervour and abundant fruit !** 

The sermons alluded to in this paragraph 
are in Latin for the Sundays and feasts in 
the whole year. The Titte of the book is 
*' Heliotropion,** in 8vo. printed at Lyons 
in 1622. A second volume of his sermons, 
on the Passion of Christ, was publishod 
in an octavo form at Paris, in 1683. H% 
left in MS. an account of the death of the 
Earl of Qrmond. Tbis> nobleman, 1 take 
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U, was Thomas Butler, called ** The Black 
Earl/* in whose conyersion before his 
death, in 1614, P. Kearney was greatly 
iastrumental. 

CXLVl. Keating, Edward, was born 
in Leinster on the 13th of October, 170S, 
entered the Order in the Province of Cas- 
tille, on the 21st of May, 1737. After 
finishing his studies he was employed to 
teach Humanities for six years and Philo- 
sophy for three years. This Professed 
Father came to the Mission in 17d0, and 
cultiTated strenuously and usefully the 
▼ineyard at Wexford, where 1 lose sight of 
him in 1755. 

*CXLVII. Kehob, Nicholas. I find 
that F. Francis White, in a letter, dated 
Kilkenny, 166S, earnestly recommended 
this Nicholas as truly worthy for admis- 
sion for a Temporal Coadjutor in the 
Order. He was then 52 years old ; and 
with the hope of being admitted, had 
served for many years the Fathers at 
Kilkenny. 

CXLVIII. Kelly, Clement, the fifth 
of six sons of Mr. Richard Kelly of May- 
nooth, was born on the 20th of November, 
1708 : consecrated himself to God in the 
Society, within the Province of Milan, on 
the 13th of January, 1725, and came to the 
Irish Mission in 1741 . In the Catalogue of 
1762 he is reported to be an assistant to a 
Parish Priest in the Diocese of Dublin ; 
and in the Catalogue of 1755, he is describ- 
ed to be the actual Parish Priest of the place. 
The truth is, when the Incumbent of May- 
nooth died, F. Kelly's younger brother so- 
licited the influence of James, Earl of Kil- 
dare (afterwards created Marquess of Kil- 
dare, and Duke of Leinster.) with Dr. 
John L4negar, Archbishop of Dublin, who 
with the consent of Rome, duly appointed 
this unpretending Jesuit to hold that Pa- 
rish. This good Religious was much dis- 
pleased with his brother's intei'ference, so 
contrary to all regulated custom, and de- 
clined the proffered charge ; but was ulti- 
mately prevailed on to accept the prefer- 
ment, and he continued to hold it until his 
pi^us death in 1777. His remains were 
deposited in the fomily burial ground at 
Laragh Bryan. 

With tlie approbation of the aforesaid 
nobltman, F. Kelly erected a new house 
and Chapel at' Maynooth. By all accounts 
he was not distinguished as a Preacher ; 
but he had the reputation of superior 
learning, and was exemplary in the faith- 
ful performance of every pastoral duty. 

CXLIX. Kelly, James. I meet with 
him as Superior of hiv brethren in Ireland 
on the 9nd of October^ 1084. He was 
then residing in Dublin. In the years 
1607, 1608, 1699^, he oecurs Rector of the 
Seainary at Poictiers. In a tetter of the 
Otlief AprH, 1714, it is stated in general 
terms that he had died abroad some time 
befne, ** indefe99us in Vinea laborator,'* 



CL. K^^NEDT, Thomas. All that I can 
glean of this Father is from a letter of F. 
Walter Lavallin's, dated Poictiers, 1st of 
Januai7, 1713. ** F. Thomas Kenedy has 
recently sailed for Ireland prepared to meet 
every danger. *• 

CXLI. KiEKAN, orKiRWAN, Bernard. 
This excellent and well disposed Mission- 
ary, ** iiuignis operarius et hon<B volun- 
talis,*' had returned from Spain to Ireland 
early in 1686. Twelve years later I find 
him labouring in the Dublin Mission. 
This *' pious and irreproachable Father " 
died abroad, early in the last century. 

CXLil. KlERAN, or KiRWAN, DoMi- 

NicK, was making his third year of Proba- 
tion at Limerick in Dec. 1633, and was re- 
commended as successor to F. Maurice Ward, 
who' had died at Galway on the 2nd of the 
preceding month. After the Revolution 
he retired to Poictiers, and was courteously 
invited by the French Fathers to sojourn 
at La Fleche, where, I think he ended his 
days. This venerable man certainly died 
before April of the year 1714, as I find by 
F. Anthony Knoles' letter of that date, who 
stiles hire **• prcBstans operarius J" 

CXLlil. King, John, of Meath, was 
born on the 24th of June, 1715, and aggre- 
gated himself to the Society in the Province 
of Seville, on the 18th of August, 1741. 
He returned to serve the Mission of his 
native country in 1750, and was promoted 
to the rank of a Professed Father on the 
15th of August 1755, whilst assisting in 
the care of souls at Galway. 

CXLIV. Kirk, Thomas, made his 
Noviceship under F. John \ ouug at Kil- 
kenny. A letter dated Dublin, 2nd of Oc- 
tober, 1684, informs us that he had just been 
discharged from Kilkenny prison. Further 
particulars I caimot discover. 
^ CLV, Knoles, Anthony, a very Supe- 
rior man, and for 20 years at least, and in 
critical times had the direction of his bre- 
thren. Some of his letters dated (torn Wa- 
terford, his usual place of residence, are 
extant. The first is dated 25th of Novem- 
ber, 1694, and describes the excessive vigi- 
lance of the Government to prevent Catho- 
lic education ! ! I and the renewal for this 
purpose of the barbarous enactment of 
Queen Elizabeth I ! ! In a 2nd letter of the 
17th of February, 1695, he says, search 
had been made by the magistrates of Kil- 
kenny, for the three Jesuits in that town, 
for presuming to instruct children ; but he 
had fortunately removed them in time, **non 
sine civium dolore ac luctu,*' In a third 
letter of the 21st of November, 1695, he 
states the recent Irish Statute for all regu- 
lars to depart the realm before the 1st of 
the ensuing May, and^that no Priest what- 
soever should be suffered to enter Ireland 
after the next Michaelmas. In a fourth 
letter written from Waterford gaol a6th of 
December, 1696, he sigrs, he had been com- 
mitted a prisoner with all the clergy ot the 
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dioeess of Watorford four weeks before: 
and he understood the same rigourous pro* 
ceeding had been resorted to in other parts 
of the kingdom. From another quarter I 
collect this imprisonment was not protract- 
ed beyond 13 weeks. In a fifth letter dated 
Waterford, 80th of December, 16^, he 
says, that four days before, all the eccle* 
siastics of the city bad been summoned 
before the Protestant Bishop and Dean, to 
make a declaration of their ofiice and order, 
and to hear the proclamation for our ba- 
nishment. 

In another letter of the 15th of Novem- 
ber, 1712, he says, " all our chapels are 
closed ; the pastors are fled : in some places 
the laity are dragged into Court to swear 
what priest's Mass they have heard during 
the last six months, in what place, and who 
were present ; and on refusal to answer, 
suffer the confiscation of part of their pro- 
perty." On the 6th of April, 1713, he 
writes that for the last three mouths he had 
been a fugitive from his usual residence ; 
but that God had enabled him to be the 
instrument of good— that eleven members 
of the Society were then in Ireland. On the 
3rd of July, 1714, he says, that "his bre- 
thren were obliged to desist from their 
usual labours, and keepm their hiding holes, 
for no priest can be seen in public.'* So 
much for Protestant Freedom and toleration 
in the I8th Century 1 1 

Further details of F. Knoles I look for 
in vain. 

CLVI. Ij k'ALs, James. All that I can 
gather concerning this zealous Father is 
from two letters, one dated from Water- 
ford, (Manapia) lOth of October, 1642, 
the other from Galway, the 3rd of A ugust, 
1643. The first informs me, that though 
many Priests and Religious had been seized 
and executed by the Puritans, yet F, James 
Latin, and two of his Brethren braved every 
danger, and were indefatigable in assisting 
and consoling the Catholics groaning un- 
der Puritanical despotism. In the Post- 
script the writer says, he had just received 
intelligence of F. Latin's apprehension 
and commitment to gaol. The second 
states, that he was still a prisoner, and 
that he had been apprehended iu the street 
in the act of proceeding to administer the 
sacraments to the sick. 

CLVII. Lavallin, Walter, was cer- 
tainly appointed Rector of the Seminary 
at Poictiers in 1709. He was still filling 
the same office on the 6th of September, 
1714, when he addressed a letter to his Su- 
perior, acquainting him of his having 
erected a new public Chapel for the use of 
the College; and that the expenses had 
exceeded his original calculation, but 
that he had not contracted, nor would con- 
tract, any debt, which he was not able to 
discharge. 

CLVIII, Laurence, .,,..,•• This 



Father is mentioned in a letter of the S8th 
of September, 1607i 

*CLIX. Lawless, Peter. This meek and 
humble Temporal Coadjutor died at Clon* 
gowes on the 9th of January, 1831, Soc 9. 

CLX. Lawndy, Thomas, was the act- 
ing Superior of the Irish Mission in 1623, 
4, 5, as his letters demonstrate, and appears 
to have had habits of business. 

CLXI Leary, Thomas, arrived in 
Ireland during the latter end of 1657, and 
was stationed at Waterford. When F. 
Andrew Sail, (of whom we have made 
mention in a note to the article on J^mo- 
tius Brown t) was apprehended in that city 
on the 22nd of January following, and 
thrown into jail, F. Leary supplied his 
place in town and country with great spi- 
rit and success. In 1669 I meet him at 
Cashell, where he witnessed the remarkable 
cure of his niece, Elizabeth Xaverira Lea- 
ry, of dysentery and deafness, after per- 
forming a Novena in honor of St. Francis 
Xavier. The fact was certified by the 
grand Vicar of Cashell, as F. Stephen 
Rice reports it in the Annual letters* Af*^ 
ter this event I lose sight of him. 

CLXII. Lee, Patrick, was the first 
Novice admitted into the house of Proba- 
tion at Kilkenny. In this Novitiate,* 
erected under the auspices of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, F. Lee imbibed the genuine 
spirit of the Society, which is essentially 
the spirit of zeal and charity. Whilst in 
the prime of life, this fervent and high- 
ly gifted Father devoted himself to the care 
of the infected, when Kilkenny was ra- 
vaged with the pestilence. It is incredible 
how this angel of comfort assisted, relieved 
and restored so many of his fellow crea* 
tares by his heroic courage, active zeal, 
and medical services : for he was the Phy- 
sician of body &3 well as of soul. At length 
he fell a victim of charity on the 97th of 
March, 1650, (the day before the town 
surrendered to the besiegers,) in the most 
edifying sentiments of piety and joy. His 
death was justly regarded as a public ca- 
lamity. 

CLX III. Lenan, Pathick. With re- 
gret I am obliged to confess that I can 
barely state of this worthy Jesuit, that I 
find him actively employed in Leinster, in 
February, 1603, and in February, 1605. 

I believe he is the person thos reported 
by the Iloyal Commissioners in 1616,

to the Earl of Westraeath.) who died, after an IU- 
ness of eight months, most pionily. on the 26th nf 
October, 1645 "Hmc vere eratMat^S^^^ 
nostra ttt hoc Beano.'* says F. Hobert NuMBt !• 
his letter of the 31st of October. 1645. Thia nIw 
vitiate flourished at Kilkenny for four yearsniSS^ 
that able master of spirituality, F.John YonnfiT It 
was then removed to Galway in 1649, and fn fhm 
autumn of the year following, the young men wm 
transferred to the Continent, and drifted amoLff 
the variooB provinces of the Society. * 
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" LennoHt a famous Priest is kept by Ni- 
cholas Neterville. 

CLXIV. LiswARD, Edward, was born 
at Clonmel, on the 1st of February, 1715, 
and joined the Society at Salamanca, on the 
5th of May, 1741. Nine years later he re- 
Tisited his native Country as a Missionary, 
and was placed by Superiors at Dungar?on. 
After his Profession of the Four Vows, on 
the Idth of August, 1755, I can no longer 
trace him. 

CLXV. Locke, Edward. His letter 
dated Dublin, 27th of February, 1670, in- 
forms us, that after a long and tedious 
journey, he had reached Dublin seven days 
before — ^that owing to the very s«?ere win- 
ter he had remained about six weeks in 
London, before he took shipping for Dub- 
lin—that he had left Dr. Oliver Plunkett 
behind (in whose company he had travelled 
from Rome) — that he returned to Dublin 
the very same hour that he had quitted it 
thirty-five years, before — that the new Supe- 
rior of the Mission, F. Hichard Burke, ar- 
rived at the same time, of whose character 
he speaks highly, and of whose future go- 
vernment he augurs most favourably — that 
he had waited on the most illustrious Arch- 
bishop Dr. Peter Talbot, who was a sin- 
cere friend to the Order. The Father gives 
it as his opinion, that the distress of the 
country cannot be equalled elsewhere. I 
learn from F. Stephen Rice's Annual Let- 
ters, that F. Locke died at Dublin in the 
year following, ^^in Missione et alibi de 
SocietcUe bene meritus.** 

CLXVI. Lombard, John, nephew to 
Dr* Peter Lombard, Archbishop of Ar- 
magh. Thefirst time that I meet him is in 
September, 1607. Some time after he came 
to the Irish Mission, which he served un- 
til his death, about the middle of March, 
1642. He is reported by his Superior to 
have been ** eminent for the example of a 
religious life ; and for his laborious in- 
dustry during the many years he cultiva- 
ted the vineyard." 

CLXVn. Long, William, was born 
in 1601. Pere Verdier, who visited him 
at Wexford in 1649, describes him as **val' 
de religiosus,** In the sequel he obtained 
distinguished reputation as a Catechist. I 
find him actively engaged at Dublin in 
1669, in the work of the ministry. 

CLXVIII. Lynch, Mark. In a letter 
of F. Anthony Knoles, written 20th Dec. 
1696, from Waterford he says, " if any 
thing untoward should happen tome, I will 
consign our affairs to the charge of F. 
Mark Lynch ; for he is learned and prudent, 
and tenacious of religious discipline.*' F. 
Lynch, however, was himself sent into 
banishment within two years. Repairing 
to the Seminary at Poictiers, he was invi- 
ted by the French Jesuits to take up his 
abode in the Royal College at La Fleche. 
He had been Rector of the seminary at 
Poictiers, as I discover by a letter of the 



Slst of March, 1712, when he was recom- 
mended as a fit person to govern it a second 
time. 

CLXIX. Lynch, Nicholas, (some- 
times called Leynach) applied from 6i, An- 
thony College, Lisbon* 25th September, 
1598, ** to be named, though an unworthy 
and useless servant, amongst the labourers 
in th3 holy and happy mission of Ireland.' ' 
His earnest petition was granted. Muns- 
ter was assigned to him and his colleague, 
F. Andrew Morony, as a field for Aposto- 
lic labor : and this Province had cause to 
say in the words of the Acts xvi. 17. 
** These men are servants of the High God, 
who declare the way of salvation.'* In a 
letter dated, "ear deserlU Hybernia,'* the 
3rd of April, 1605, "he recommends that 
none be sent over to this Mission, but men 
that are ripe and sedate, conversant with 
the Institute of the Society, interior, solid, 
and mortified men ; for such are truly re- 
quired for this new plantation ; not indis- 
creet young men, conceited in their own 
judgment." F. Nicholas was still living in 
February, 1622. 

CLKX. Lynch, Patrick, was Superior 
of his Brethren in Dublin, in 1693, and 
1694. Query. Was he not related to John 
Lynch, Archdeacon of Tuam, Author of 
that rare octavo volume, printed at St. Ma- 
le, in 1669. ''Pit AntistUis Icon, sive 
de Vita et Morte, Rmi D Francisci Kir- 
ruani Alladensis Episcopi P* It fetched 
at Heber's sale, December, 1834. 18^ \0s, 

CLXXI. Lynch, Richard, was a boy 
in Galway, in 16II, and united himself to 
the Society at Compostella, in 1630. This 
eminent Scholar and Doctor of Divinity 
for more than a quarter of a century was 
the admiration of the Universities ofValla- 
dolid and Salamanca. It is said, he died 
in 1676 He left for posterity—

CLXXII. Lynch, Thomas, one of the 
260 Jesuits, and victims of Portuguese ty- 
rannical iniquity, who arrived at Civita 
Vecchia, from the Brazils, in the summer 
of 1760. In a letter of F. John Thorpe, 
dated Rome, the 6th of August, that year, 
he mentions the arrival of 20 of these Con- 
fessors of Christ, the evening before, in the 
Eternal City, and says, ''I found one, 
who spoke English. He proved to be the 
celebrated F. Thomas Lynch, formerly a 
Provincial in the Brazils, and greatly es- 
teemed for learning, sanctity and apostoli- 
cal labours amongst the English there, as 
well as the Indians. He is 75 years old, and 
had retired to the College of Bahia, where 
he was spiritual Father, when he was sud- 
denly seized with bis brethren, by the Por- 
tuguese Government, and hurried on board 
a ship, bound to Lisbon." They were all 
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kept nnder the hatches during the voyage, 
like so floany Guinea slaves I 

CLXXIII. Mac-Carthy, Nicholas, 
was born in Dublin ; and in early infancy 
was taken to France. At the age of 46, he 
was ordained Priest, and made his debut as 
a Preacher in 1820, in the Church of the 
Visitation Nuns at Paris. Amongst his 
auditors was the late Cardinal Weld. 
In 1S32, he was offered a Mitre, but de- 
clined it, to enter amongst the Jesuits. 
France regarded him as the ablest of her 
preachers. Few Christian orators have 
ever announced the word of God, with 
more dignity, or defended Religion with 
more effect, or advocated the cause of cha- 
rity with greater force and eloquence. He 
preached the I^ent of 1833, in the Cathe- 
dral of Annecy. Exhausted with fatigue in 
the laborious work of his ministry, he be- 
came unwell on Easter Tuesday, on his re- 
turn fiom Chamberri. Fever rapidly increas- 
ed upon him. After receiving all the rites 
of the Church, and joining in the prayers for 
a departing soul with surprising firmness, 
he raised his eyes towards heaven ; then 
fixing them on his crucifix, with a coun- 
tenance beaming with hope and joy, 
he meekly died at Annecy, on the 3rd of 
May, 1833, cet. 64, if " VAmi de la Re- 
ligiorC* states it correctly. 

•CLXXIV. Mac Clue, Joseph. This 
good Brother, after a long and painful ill- 
ness, died at Clongowes Wood, on the I9th 
of May, 1821. Soc. 8. 

CLXXV. Mac-Egan, Florence, was 
born on the 4th of April, 1719, and was 
admitted into the Order of the Province of 
Naples, on the 24th of October, 1737. He 
was raised to the rank of a Professed Fa- 
ther, on the 2nd of February, 1756, and 
died at Rome, on the 7th of Deceml)er, 
1781. He had the reputation of being an 
excellent preacher. See p. 6'J of the Second 
Supplement Bibliothecse Scriptorum Soc. 
Jesu, Rorose. 1810. 

CLXXVI. Mac-Guire, Thomas, (some- 
times called Maecharius ) was educated it 
seems in Flanders. F. Robert Nugent re- 
ports of him in 1640, that all the Consul- 
tors ( assembled to consider his degree in 
the Society ) agreed that F. Mac-Guire 
was a very saperior classic scholar, well 
versed in Greek and Hebrew Literature, 
and in sacred and profane History, and a 
good preacher ; that he liad ready for the 
press '* a volume qf inscriptions, concern' 
ing the Heroes of the Old and New TeS' 
lament ;" that the work had been much 
commended by those who read it in Flan- 
ders, and prays permission for its publi- 
cation there. About two months later, F. 
M'Gnire was ordered, with FF. Michael 
Chamberlain, and Matthew Hartegan, to 
attend the Royal army. This fatiguing du- 
ty brought on F^ver ; and I find from a 
postscript of a letter of the said Superior, 
dated the 22Dd of Noyember, 1640, that he 



had just received intelligence that '* thia 
upright, learned, zealous and indefatigable 
Missionary,** had sunk under it. 

CLXXVII. Mac-Mahon, James, born 
in Ulster, on the 24th of July, 1705; and 
enrolled himself in the Society in the Pro- 
vince of Toledo, at the age of 20. He came 
to the Mission in 1738. The last 13 years 
of his life he spent at Limerick, in a very 
debilitated state of health. God was pleased 
to release him from his sufferings in 1753. 

♦CLXXVIII. Mac Mahon, John ; this 
pious lay- brother died at TuUabeg, on the 
9th of September, 1822. 

CLXXIX. Mac-Swiney, Patrick. 
After finishing his studies at Thonlouse, he 
came to the Irish Mission in 1671, and was 
stationed in County Cork. Tweoty-three 
years later he was still labouring, amid^ 
much distress and privation, in a wild part 
of the country. His skill in the Irish lan- 
guage rendered his ministry specially aseful 
to his very poor parishioners. 

CLXXX. Magrath, William. This 
Professed Father had taught Theologry for 
many years dt Lisbon. He was Superior at 
Cashel, in 1640 ; and though nearly 70 
years of age, was of a robust constitution, 
renowned for virtue and learning, and an 
admirable preacher. 

CLXXX! . Mahomt, Const antiite, 
born at Muskerry, in the County of Cork, 
and often called " Cornelius a Sancto Pu' 
tritio.'* Harris, p. 121, Book I, of the 
writers of Ireland, describes him as **a 
Jesuit of a most virulent temper, and says 
that he published a book under the feigned 
name of Constantine MarulluSf entitl^, 
^'' Disputatio Apologetica et Man^f estiva' 
de Jure Regni Hibemiee pro CalhoHcis . 
liibernis adversus Hcereticos Anglo%^ 
4to. Franlcfort, 1645. Harris's character of 
the work and of its author must be read 
with caution : much is evidently grounded 
on the hearsay of enemies. One assertion^ . 
that Pope Gregory XIII, had granted to 
Owen Rowe O' Neil a Bull in 1642; 
" whereby all the actors in the bloody mas*' 
sacre of the foregoing year are blessed,** !r 
the compound of the vilest absurdity and' . 
most atrocious falsehood. That good old 
Pope had been honestly dead and burM 07 
years before the appearance of this Irisli 
Bull. F. Mahony was still liring in 1650, 
at Lisbon, but far advanced in years. 

CLXXXII. Malgan, Joseph. HHs 
Irish Father, as I find in a letter of P. 
Thorpe, died suddenly at Ifloroe, on tte 
7th of December, 1781 ; but I can glean no 
further particulars, and am almost iodlned 
to suspect that this is the same persQQ as P. 
Mac-Egan. ;. "' ,.,V 

CLX XXIII. M ALONE, WnXIAlS, lAJOft* •* 

tive of Dublin : enrolled himself at RdiQo; • 
in 1606, amongst the Children of St^' tg^ 
natius. After pursuing his stndlea iji tftat 
city, and finishing them in Poi^Malf hm 
was ordered to the Irish Mbsiony 1& filSich * 
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daring nearly a quarter of a century he rco^ 
dered good service by his splendid talents, 
^>ostoUc zeal, and extraordinary prudence. 
Recalled from Dublin, where he was Su- 
perior of his brethren, in the early part of 
the year 1635, to preside over the Irish 
College of St. Patrick at Rome, founded 
by Cardinal Ludovisi, he continued its Rec- 
or during the space of several years. Of 
his taknts for government his brethren had 
formed the highest opinions. In a letter 
now before me addressed by F. Robert Nu- 
gent, the Superior of the Irish Mission, to 
the General Vitelleschi, of the i4th of 
March, 1641, he earnestly conjures him 
"not to yield to his petition of being re- 
leased from the Rectorship of the College, 
however painful such pre-eminence may t>e 
— that he knows no one at present qualified 
to succeed him in that office — that there is 
not one of his brethren so convertant with 
the state of this Kingdom and Mission — 
none so thoroughly acquainted with the 
character of the Irish youth as F. Malone.** 
On the 23rd of December, 164^7, F. Ma- 
lone was appointed Superior of the Irish 
Mission in the place of the said F. Nugent. 
His superiority fell in most difficult times. 

In a letter dated Waterford, the 15th of 
March, 16li9, he says, how thankful he 
should be to be relieved from it — that the 
burthen was heavier on his shoulders than 
Mount ^tna, insomuch that he could say 
with the Apostle ( 2 Cor. i. 8 ), he ** was 
even weary of life,** Naturally of a most 
placid disposition, he found it impossible, 
during the period of the Interdict, to give 
satisfaction to the Party supporting the 
Nuncio, John Baptist Rinuccini * T a pre- 
late Ignorant of the country, and or very 
his^ pretensions ), and the conflicting in- 
terests of the supreme Council at Kilkenny. 
During the siege of Waterford, he was in 
the town : on its capture by the enemies of 
the Catholic Faith, he was apprehended 
and sent into banishment. On reaching Se- 
ville his talents for government were put in 
requisiticm, as Rector of F. Gregory's Col- 
lege in that city. There he consummated 
his course of usefulness by the death of the 
righteous, in August, 1656, st. 70. 

F. Malone will always rank among the 
ablest Champions of Orthodoxy in that im- 
mortal work intitled " A Reply to Mr 
Jame» Vihers Bis Ammere,'* 4to. 1627, 
pp. 717. It was printed at Douay ; but

F. Southwell incorrectly fixes the date of 
publication to the year l&Jb. The admira- 
ble dedication of tlie work to King Charles 
I. is abundant evidence of tiie Aulhor'^i 
lo}'alty and undivided Allegiance, as well 
as of his Patriotism. Harris's notice of 
this truly learned work sati:>fiesme, that he 
had nevci veaiureJ lo read it See p. 130, 
Book I. IVriUrs of Ireland. Ih. JSynge, 
Arch'ushop of Tuam, and Dr. Joshua 
Hoyle, would have consulted their literary 
fame, had they not attempted to grapple 
vithF. .Malniie. 

CLXXXIV. Man BY, Pkter, was in 
Portugal in the spring of 17U, and had a;;- 
plied, as 1 find by F. Anthony Knoles's 
letter, dated from' Ross, the 6th of April, 
that year, to coiue over to serve the iris*i 
Mission. 

CLXXXV. Me.\d, Robeut. The first 
time that I meet with him is in the Lent of 
1671, when he gave Evening Instruc- 
tions twice each wtck at Cork, and twice 
also at Kinsale. In a letter dated Water- 
ford, the25tli of November, iOJ4, he is 
described as well acquainted with the Irish 
language, living in a very desolate pait of 
the country, and in great poverty ; but zea- 
lous and fruitiuily engaged in the work of 
the Ministry. He died abroad, an exile 
for the Faith, and in advanced years, as I 
find by a letter written in 1711, and he is 
said to ha?e been ** impiyer conclonalon'* 
CLXXXVl. Meaoh, Joun, made his 
Noviceship at Na^jlcs. As a preparation 
for the Irish JUisaiou, i.e was ordered to 
cultivate the vineyard in Bohemia. There 
he was massacred " odio RdiyionW by 
some Swedish soldiers, on the ;5l5tof May, 
1639, set. 41. See the life of this Irish Fa- 
ther in Tannei\ also his notice in F. John 
Drewi* Fasti, 8. J.» 

CLXXXVl 1. Mbagiiek, Patrick. This 
Reverend Father died in Tippeiary, June, 
1829. 

CLXXXVIII. Meara, James, left the 
school of the Society at Droglieda, witli 
WiUiam Plunkelt, for Rome, in 1671. 

CLXXXIX. MoKAN, Patrick, of 
Wicklow. This Father died at Buenos 
Ayres, on the 30th of April, 1829, set. 4d. 
Soc 19, to which Mission he had volun- 
teered his services. Weak and delicate in 
constitution, he possessed great activity 
and strength of mind : and was always ea- 
ger to labor in the service of Religion, 

CXC. xMoRB, John. He was living 
at Drogheda, in 164.2, but in October 
that year, succeeded in escaping thence 
from Puritannical fury. Subsequently he 
was appointed Chaplain to Sir Richard 
Blake. When Pere Verdier visited him in 
the early part of the year 1649, he found 
him Superior of his Brethren at Galway, 
Md reported him as being a Septuagenari- 

• Thli posthumons work was printed In 178t, at 
Bninabeiy. and eontalai U6 pagei. 
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an, as a man cf consummate probity, and 
conspicuous for charity and humility. I fear 
it will be nearly impossible to ascertain the 
date of his death. 

CXCI, MoRONY, Andrew. As early as 
the 7th of September, 1599, F. Fitzsimoa 
recommended him as a fit person to be em- 
ployed as a Missionary in the south of Ire* 
land. That he was so employed, is evident 
from F. field's letter of the 2dth o f Febru- 
ary, 1603. Four years later I meet him 
still at Munster. 

CXCII. MoRONY, JosEPU, was born at 
Limerick, on the 19th of March 1714>, and 
joined the Society at Bordeaux, on the 4th 
of September, 1734. Twelve years later 
he came (o the Mission , and was placed in 
his native city. On the 28th of June, 
1752, he was numbered with the Professed 
Fathers. F. Joseph Morony became cele- 
brated as a Preacher in Limerick, Water- 
ford, and several parts of the Province of 
Munster, and left2 Vols, of discourses printed 
in Dublin ]2mo, 1796. The 1st Vol. contains 
260 pp : the 2nd 309 pp. A good judge in- 
forms me they were solid instructions in a 
plain stile, but without any evidence of 
great genius or eloquence. I think he died in 
Dublin. 

CXCin. MoRTY, In a letter of 

F. James Quemerford, dated Madrid, the 
2nd of September, 1607, he says ** B. 
Alurtie was all these three months sick, he 
is now well, and like to prove * a miracle 
in matter of Learning.' '* He united with 
great wit and capacity a remarkable share 
of industry, and an extraordinary grace of 
delivery. 

CXCIV. MuLCAiLLE, James, Philip, 
was born in Kilkenny, «st of May, 1726, 
or 1727 ; in the 9th year of his age went to 
France : where he joined the Society ; re- 
turned to Ireland in 1763, with his pupil 
and kinsman Mr. Bray : for very many 
years assisted the Parish Priests in Dub- 
lin. In the establishment of the convent of 
the Presentation of George's hill, he lent 
his best support to Miss Mullaly. He died 
in their convent on the 8th of December, 
1801. That he was an excellent scholar and 
profoundly versed in Greek Literature, ap- 
pears to be generally admitted. We have 
from his pen an English Translation of Ab- 
be Feller*s ** Catechisme Philosophique," 
in 3 Vols. Dublin, 1800. It is pleasing to 
observe in the beginning of the 1st Volume, 
the subscription list for nearly 600 copies. 

CXCV. Murphy, All that 

I can glean of this Father is from an Italian 
letter addressed from Dublin, on the 22nd 
of November, 1672, to the General Oliva, 
by the truly Venerable Primate Oliver 
Plunkett. After expressing his affectionate 
regard for the Society, and commending 
the meritorious labors of F. Stephen Rice, 
and Ignatius Brown, at Drogheda, he 
mentions F. Murphy as a good Theologian, 
and an excellent Religious, and a man of 



great genius and distinguished for his ta* 
lent as a Preacher in the Irish language. 

CXCVI. Murphy, Cornelius, was 
born in Ireland, on the 24th of October, 
1696, was admitted into the Society, ontha 
7th of September, 1711, and was Professed 
in the Order, on the 2nd of February, 1790. 
This eminently gifted Father served the 
Lancashire Mission for several years, and 
was Rector of his Brethren there, I think, 
from 1740, to 1748. He was then appoint- 
ed Superl or of bis Brethren in London, and 
its vicinity. At Christmas 17d9, I meet 
him at Scotney. His death occurred on the 
31st of October, 1766.* He was the Trant- 
lator of Pere Daubenton*s L\fe qf St. John 
Francis Regis. 8vo Loudon, 1738, pp« 
368 : and was also the Author of ** A 
Review of the important controver- 
sy concerning Miracles^ and the Pro* 
testant Systems relative to it : to 
which is added a letter with 8on%e Re^ 
marks on a laic Performance caUed * The 
Criterion of Miracles examined.* '* Octa- 
vo, London, (No date of year) pp. 456. 
It was in the appendix of this work, that 
Dr. Milner found ready arranged the refu- 
tation of Detector Douglas, of which be 
has made so important a use in his in- 
valuable work, ** The end of Religious 
Controversy,** 

CXCVII. MuiiPHY, Melcuior. All 
that I can learn of this venerable Father is, 
that he was formed a Spiritual Coadjutor of 
the Society, on the 23rd of October, 1695, 
and that he died at Liege, on the 14th of 
February, 1736. 

♦CXCVIII. Neil, 0*Stephem. This 
Temporal Coadjutor, who walked simply 
and confidently before God, died at Stony- 
hurst, on the 18th of July, 1826. 

CXCIX. Nelson, William, born ia 
Ireland, on the 20th of April, 1714. His 
Family name was 0*Neil. This worthy 
Father died at Waterperry, in Oxfordshire, 
on the nth of July, 1770. Soc. 38. 

CC. Netlerville, Christopher, was the 
sixth son of Nicholas, the First Viscount 
Netterville, by his Lady Eleonora,as 1 find' 
p. 199, ** Hibernia Dominicana.** Dur- 
ing the civil wars and llie Cromwellian sys- 
tem of terror, as I learn from F. Thomas 
Quin's Report, he was compelled to con- 
ceal himself like St, Athanasius for more 
than a year in his father's sepulchre, '* in^ 
star primi Athanasii anno integro ei am- 
plius in Sepulchro palerno delituit*** He 
was still living in the summer of 1649, as a 
private Chaplain, but with a broken down 
constitution. 

CCI. Netterville, Nicholas, younger 
brother of F. Christopher, (being the eighth 
son) for many years taught Philosophy in 
France with distinguished credit. Recalled 

4^as he not related to the Rev. John Murphy, 
that ApoBlolic Priest in DuUIn. and devoted friend 
or the Jesuits, who died on the 2nd of July, 17JV3>» 
flBt. 52.'' 
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to the Irish Mission, he was appointed 
Chaplain to the Duke of Tyrconnell, Vice- 
roy of Ireland. He died in Dablin late 
in the year 1607, where he had been Supe- 
rior of his Brethren. 

CCil. Netterville, Robert. This 
venerable old man, rich in labors and merits, 
was dragged from his bed by the Parlia- 
meutaiy soldiers at Drogheda, on the Idth 
of June, I6i9, and so unmercifully beaten 
with clubs, that he died four davs later 
^'Per domum raptatus, turn fustihus con- 
tusns, ejfraclisque ad coUum et humeros 
ossibus (15 Junii, 1649) relietus est 
semivivus^ ct quarto post die abiit e vitd. 
Ex libro Collectaneorum signato F. olim 
in Archiv, Coll. Angl, Ronue.—See Tan- 
ner, Drews. 

CCIIl. Neville, Robert. All that I 
can learn of him is contained in a letter of 
F. Richard Burke, dated from Galway, 4th 
of April, 1670, in which he repeats his pe- 
tition that F. Robert may be repalled from 
the Mission at Madeira, to serv^ his native 
country. 

CCIV. Newman, Lewis, a youth of 
good family, and a penitent of F. Wm. 
Malone. From F. Robert Nugcnt's letter 
of the 15th September, 1636, it appears he 
had a vocation to the Society, and was 
studying Philosophy with several others at 
Dublin, under F. Henry Cavell. 

CCV. Norton, or O'Neaghton, Peter, 
son of Teigh O'Naghton, by his wife Ca- 
tharine Cruise. This Jesuit is mentioned 
by O'Reilly, author of the * ^ Irish DietioU' 
ary,'* in an account of four hundred Irish 
Writers. 

CCVI. Nugent, Dominic. The only 
notice I find of him is in a letter, dated 
Waterford, 25th November, 1694. He was 
doing the duty of a Parish Priest, in a poor 
and miserable district, and labouring with 
great zeal and success. 

CCVII. Nugent, Gerard ; Aftei" stu- 
dying Philosophy *^ extra Societatem" 
joined the Order in 1639, and commenced 
a course of Theology at Liege in 1612. 
Seven years later I meet him at Wexford, 
and bearing the character of " Vir vere 
prndeiis et rcligiosus." 

CCVIII. Nugent, Nicholas. I meet 
with two Members of this name. The first 
was of a distinguished family, and trained 
to piety from bis cradle. It is said of him 
when a child, that hearing his elder brother 
discoursing once on the hidcousness and 
the enormity of a mortal sin, he conceived 
such an horror and detestation of it, that 
during the subsequent course of a long 
life, he never ofi'ended his God in a grie- 
vous matter. Going to Antwerp, he there 
studied the Belles Lcttres and Philosophy, 
And took the degree of Master of Arts. 
Proceeding thence to Rome, he was a 
Postulant for admission into the Society. 
After two years probation, he was sent 
to £?ora to study Theology. When quali-

fied for the Mission in his native country, 
he was placed by Superiors about the year 
1615 in Dublin, where he displayed the 
zeal of an Apostle. An imprisonment for 
the space of four years was the reward of 
his services ; but he was no sooner dis- 
charged, than he resumed his missionary 
function^ with greater fervour. I find him 
in Galway in 1649. In the following year 
he sailed for Oporto, where he continued to 
promote the interests of Religion by hii 
talents, and to edify all that approached 
him by his humility and sanctity. He died 
at Oporto on the 2nd of November, 1656, set. 
77. See p. 315, Synopsis Annalium, S. J. in 
Liisitania, Auctore P. Ant. Franco, S. J. 
Fol. Aug. Vindelic, 1726, pp. 466. 
Drews fixes his death on the 22nd of No- 
vember. 

CCIX. The other member was finishing 
Ills Noviceship at Kilkenny in 1649. The 
next year he was removed with his Bre- 
thren to Galway, and thence to the Conti- 
nent, where all traces of him disappear. 
COX. Nugent, Robert, brother of F. 
Nicholas, and uncle to Baron Inchinquin, 
was a man of the highest merit, " Vir 
plane illustris, omnique exceptione moh- 
jor,*^ as Pore Verdier describes him in his 
Report of the 20th of June, 1649. The 
first time that I meet with him is in a let- 
ter of F. James Archer, dated from Ma- 
drid, 2Sth of September, 1607, to F. 
George Duras, the Assistant of Ghermany^ 
at Rome. After signifying the departure of 
FF. James Everard and Thomas Shine for 
the Irish Mission, he adds the anxious 
wish of their Superior, F. Holiwood, that 
FF. William Bath and Robert Nugent may 
follow them, as he has a station ready for 
them in the North of Ireland. F. Robert 
was sent to the aged Superior, who enter- 
tained the greatest esteem for him and made 
him his Socius during the latter years of his 
government. In the sequel F. Nugent 
was ajipointed Superior of his Brethren, 
and held that ofTice for at least twenty 
years. Several of his letters are fortu- 
nately extant, which bear ample testimony 
to his sound discretion, unafifected zeal 
and piety, and conciliatory conduct. In 
one letter, the 31st of October, 1645, he 
prays to be released from the duties of Su- 
periority, alleging that he is now in his 70th 
year — a fitter age to prepare himself for 
eternity, than to be continued in his pain- 
ful responsibility, and during such critical 
and eventful times. 

In another letter of the 20th of January, 
1646-7, after stating the difficulty of con- 
veying letters to Kome, acquaints the Vi- 
car F. Charles Sangri, that in virtue of the 
injunction of the late General xMutius Vi- 
telleschi. and with the advice of his consul- 
tors, he had some time since directed one of 
his Rev. Brethren* to compile a General 

• I hareTeasou to suspect that the compiler wai 
F. Stephen White, of whom more in the sequel. 
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history of l!ic Irish Mission of the Society 
— that this work had been brought down 
to nearly the present most troublesome pe- 
riod — that it was admirably and faithfully 
executed from authentic documents ; but 
before the finishing hand could be put to his 
labours, the author died. F. Nugent could 
not ascertain what had become of the Man- 
uscripts : it was well known that for some 
time they were buried underground ; but 
whether any one had removed them from 
the secret place, and had transferred them 
elsewhere, he had not been able to disco- 
ver. He adds, that he carefully kept by 
him the points of information which he re~ 
ccived annually from each Residence ot 
his Brethren ; but that it would be a ser- 
vice of extreme dnng3r, if not of ruin to 
them, to attempt to forward the papers to 
Rome, should the Puritans intercept ihem. 
In this letter he mentions, that at the ex- 
press desire and command of the Supreme 
Council, he had accepted the charge of the 
press at Kilkenny : and also that he had 
hired a house in that town for the Noviti- 
ate ; and early in February, F. John 
Young, who was a man of approved learn- 
ng, and prudence, and distinguished for 
sanctity of manners, would begin to train 
the six Novices already admitted in the 
spirit of the Institute of the Society, and 
that there were many postulants for admis- 
sion. He concludes with regretting that 
all hopes of peace had now vanished, in 
consequence of the imprisonment of Ed- 
ward Somerset the Earl of Glamorgan* a 
most staunch Catholic, who had been sent 
to Ireland by King Charles I., with full 
powers (with private authority indepen- 
dent of the Viceroy) to grant favourable 
terms to the Catholics. After he had con- 
cluded his treaty with the con&derated 
Chiefs of Kilkenny, and had obtained from 
them a vote of ten thousand troops to be 
transferred forthwith to England, of which 
he liad been chosen and appointed Gen- 
eral ; he no sooner had returned to Dublin, 
than the Viceroy committed him to close 
custody on the 26th of December last, and 
thus the whole negotiation and expedition 
had evaporated, and that now nothing was 
thought of but war. 

Before he resigned office into the hands 
of F. Mdlone, 23rd of December, 1646, he 

"* Thf9 Edward Somerset, was the oldest son of 
Henry, first Marquess of Worcester, the staunch 
Catholic Loyalist, who had suffered the loss of not 
less thanthree hundred thousand povnds In support- 
ing the cause of Charles I. ! ! In a letter now before 
me addressed by Farl Glamorgan to the General 
of the Jesuits, Vineent Caraffa, and dated from 
Liraerlck. 22nd cf October, 1646, he expresses 
" impensissitnum studium et amorem erga Soeiefa- 
tern Jesu,** and recommends his dearest Brother 
to the favourable attentions of his Reverend Pater- 
nity {'WYio'wtLS this Brother?

U«di«d inLon- 
don on the 3rd of April, 1667. 



had been required by the Nuncio Hinocci- 
ni, to lend him the greater part of the funds 
of the Mission. (^t/a^Kor aureorum miUia,^ 
This was vainly reclaimed by subsequent 
Superiors, and the Missionaries experienced 
great inconvenience and injury in conse- 
quence, as F. Wm. St. Leger's letter, bear- 
ing date 16th of January, 1663, too well 
demonstrates. 

The last time that F. Robert Nugent 
comes across mo, is in a letter of the 31st 
of August, 1650, where he is described as 
" antiquissimus inter nos,^* but still not 
incapable of labor. 

CCXI. Nugent, William. I meet 
with two Members of this name. The first 
left Ulster for Rome in 167r, as we leam 
from the Annual Letters. 

CCXII. The second was born in Ireland 
on the 13th of April, 1692, and was pro- 
moted to the Priesthood on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1729, He died the l4lh ol Decem- 
ber, 1737 ; but I doubt if he continued in 
the Society. Q. Was not his name Bir» 
mingham 1 

CCXllI. Olingo, John. This unac- 
countable name (Q. Lynch ?) is given by 
F Matthias Tanner, p. 347, " Confessors 
of the Society of Jesus,** to an Irish Fa- 
ther who died a victim of charity in attend- 
ing persons attacked with the plague of 
Lisbon, in the Month of January, 1599. 

CCXIV. Patrick, James. In Pere 
Verdier's Report of the 20th of June, 1640 
I find that F. Patrick was then aboiit thir- 
ty years old, of which he had spent nearly 
ten in the Society, and was then filling the 
office of Procurator to his Brethren in 
Gal way. He is mentioned as being dead 

in a letter dated the 25lh of November' 
1694. «i"oer, 

CCXV. Patrick, Maurice. This Fa- 
ther is mentioned in a letter bearing date 
Limerick, 21st of February. 1648. 

CCXVI Plunket, Henry, (or as his 
letters spell the name Plunquet) was born 
towards the close of the sixteenth century 
He was sent by his superior of the Irish 
Mission, F. Robert Nugent , at the desire 
of the confederated Chiefs, to Belgium and 
Rome, to represent the persecution of the 
Catholic Religion, and the impoverished 
state of the country. During the Inter- 
dict he was Superior of his Brethren at 
Kilkenny, and was actually living there in 
the summer of 1640. 

CCXVII. Plunket, Peter, born in 
Ireland : after finishing all his scholastic 
studies with reputation, he was aggregated 
to the Roman province, and was in vol Ted 
in the general destruction of the Societv 
in 1773. In a letter of F. John Thorpe 
dated Rome 7th July, 1780, I read '• that 
from the fatal period of the suppression 
F. Plunketl had always resided in Tus- 
cany, and chiefly at Leghorn, where he il 
now a valetudinarian, under an asthma 
and other infirmities. For some time he 
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was Professor of Controversy and Morals 
in a chair established at Leghorn by the 
Grand Duke.*' To the surprise of his 
friends the venerable Father was still liv- 
ing at Leghorn in the Spring of 1804. 
There he died. 

CCXVIIL Plunkett, Thomas. Began 
his Noviceship at Kilkenny. After taking 
the simple Vows, he was sent, as I find in 
F. John Young's letter, dated Galway, 
April 20lh, 1650, with Daniel Dowgan, or 
Dugan, to the Province of Aquitaine, to 
study Theology. From that time until the 
announcement of his death in Dublin, on 
20th February, 1697, I can learn nothing 
of his Biography. 

CCXIX. Plunkett, William. His 
Superior F. Stephen Rice, sent him from 
Ulster to Rome in 1671, where I lose all 
traces of him. 

CCXX. Power, Edmund, was born on 
the 3rd of May, 1734, (another catalogue 
incorrectly says 1736,) and entered the 
Novitiate at Watlen on the 7lh of Septem- 
ber, 1764. For several years he served 
the Mission in England. His letter now 
before me, dated Weston, March 14lh, 
1761), proves, that he had then been Chap- 
lain thereat the very least two years, and 
that he was, with the permission of his 
Provincial, F. Elliott, preparing to visit 
his Father in Ireland. He died in France 
Marcl), 1771). 

C(/XXL Power, James, was born in 
Ireland on the 27th of March, 1725; join- 
ed the Order in 1742, and was admitted to 
the Profession of thrt Four Vows in 1760. 
This highly-gifted scholar and very pro- 
found Mathematician, had taught Philoso- 
phy, &c in France; but retiring to the 
English College, at Liege, died there on the 
nth of March, 1783. 

CCXXir. Power, Paul. All that I can 
glean of this Father is, that he was ap- 
pointed joint executor with F. Callaghan 
to Rev. Joh 1 FuUam's will. It is painful 
to tlie compiler of these notes to be able 
lo offer so Utile infi)rmation, but he 
Itopos to sharpen the industry and zeal of 
others. His object is merely to gather 
up the fragments that remain, that nothing 
be lost. 

CCXX III. Preston, Edmund, was 
born at Gormanston Castle on the 14th of 
February, 1808; and was educated at Slo- 
nyhurst. This devout Scholastic died of a 
decline at Brookfield House, West Teign- 
mouth, Devon, on Sunday morning, 24th of 
September, 1826. A sarcophagus tomb on 
llie north side of West Teignmouth church- 
yard, near the entrance gate, incloses his 
remains, and there I copied the following 
inscription : —

(Sixth son of the Right Hon. Lord,

Who died at Teignmouth, 26th Sept. 18^6,

CCXX IV. PuRCELL, John, was an ac- 
tive Missionary in Dublin in the autumn 
of 1642. At the end of February follow- 
ing I find that he had become an Invalid ; 
but he was still living in that city in the 
summer of 1649, injirmce raletndinis el 
jam senior, 

CCXXV. Punch, Nicholas. Pere 
Verdier in his Report, dated 24th of Juno 
1640, describes him as being at)out 47 
years of age — that he embraced the Insti- 
tute of St. Ignatius after his promotion to 
the Priesthood, and that he had been 19 
years in the Society, that he was procurator 
of his Biethren at Limerick, and gave 
general satisfaction, and that he was truly 
a humble man and of perfect candour. 

CCXXVI. QuEMERFORD, James, (in La- 
tin Comoforthius, Comofortu.% Comofortei- 
us,)of Waterford. 1 have seen a letter of this 
Father written from Madrid, 2Sth of Sep- 
tember, 1607, to his Rev, Brother Richard, 
S. J. at Rome. Amongst other things he 
says, ** here I am yet in court with F. 
Archer, with matters of the Seroiuarie : wo 
have mh.ny sutes in hand, and goe verie 
slowe in all. Commendations to all and 
chieflie unto ray good and well remembered 
brother Thomas Quemerford.** In a letter of 
F. Robert Nugent, dated 20th July, 1640, he 
Informs the General Vitelleschi, that F. 
James had died at Waterford on the 8th 
instant, *' pie ut vLvil*' — that he had la- 
boured diligently in the Irish Mission for 
ten years, and had passed 39 years io the 
Society.* 

CCXXVlI. QUEMBRFORD, NICHOLAS, of 

Waterford, educated at Oxford, where he 
took his degree of Arts in 1562. Anthony 
Wood, Caccording to Harris, p. 96, wri- 
ters of Ireland, but I cannot verity the 
passage) says, that after spending four 
years in that University he returned to 
Ireland and took Orders. Repairing to 
Lou vain, he was promoted to the degree 
of 1). 1). 23rd of June, 1576, on which 
occasion his countryman Peter Lombard, 
who ranked "''Primus Univa'silatis" 
wrote '* Carmen Ileroicum in Dociora- 
ium Nicholai Quemerfordi.** p. 219, vol. 
I. AthensB. Oxon. Afterwards he became 
a Jesuit and died in Spain. He wrote in 
English a learned discourse intitled *' An- 
supers to certain Questions propounded 
by the citizens of Waterford'" also **SVr- 
mons'* and other works.'* 

CCXXVIII, QUKMEKFOUD, RlCUARD. 

He was in bad health at Rome in the au- 
tumn of 1607, and F. Archer recommended 
his being sent to (he Irish Mission. 

• Gerard ^u«m^/<}r(/. a native or Treland, joined 
the Koi^lisli I'rovince of the Society in 1651, ait li). 
and was studying; his second year of Divinity at 
Liege in 1655. What relation was he to F. James 
Quemerford ? . 
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GCXXIX. QuEMERFORD, ThomaSi bro- 
ther of FF. James and Richard, studied at 
Rome. In a letter written from Ireland, 
on the 15th of September, 1636, 1 read 
as /bllows :— ^' A few days since died at 
Waterford F. Thomas Comeforteius, for- 
merly educated at Rome. The zeal and 
learning he acquired there he exercised 
here with great profit : he died, holily as he 
had lived, to the great regret of all our 
Brethren and of all who knew him." 

CCXXX. QuiN, James, born on the 
15th of September, 169S. On the 7th of 
September, 1717, he entered the Novitiate : 
was admitted to the rank of a Professed Fa- 
ther, on the 16th of June, 1735, in Mary- 
land, and died in that Mission, on the 27th 
of November, 1745. 

CCXXXI. QuiN, Thomas. This wor- 
thy Jesuit was stationed in Dublin in 
1642. In a letter of F. Robert Nugent, 
dated Manapia, (Waterford,) lOlh of Octo- 
ber, 1642, he speaks highly of his unremit- 
ting zeal and charity — that he was a source 
of comfort to the ai&icted citizens — that he 
was all to all — that he assumed occasionally 
the military uniform, now the habit of the 
gentry, occasionally the dress of a peasant, 
to elude Puritan vigilance, and to intro- 
duce himself into Catholic houses. Pere 
Verdier, in the course of his visitation 
nearly seven years later, could not get ac- 
cess to the metropolis, but states the gen- 
eral opinion of F. Quin*s invaluable ser- 
rices as a Missionary. I have seen a brief 
reoort of his, written when Superior of the 
Mission, on the condition of the Irish Ca- 
tholics in 1652 and 1656. Three years later 
he was at Nantz, whence he removed to 
St. Malo. He died 7th August, 1663/— 
See also pp. 677—882 of the Hibemia 
Dominicana» 

CCXXXII. Rattery, Thomas. All 
that I can gather of the history of this 

food Father is from a letter of his Superior 
'. Thomas Lawndy, dated ex Hibernia, 
22nd of February, 1625. *' It has pleased 
the Divine Mercy to call to himself from 
this mortal life, on the feast of the Puri- 
fication of the B. V. Mary, F. Thomas 
Raughtery, a man of unblemished purity, 
in our opinion. Such was the general es- 
timation of his sanctity, that persons of 
the highest distinction contended with each 
other for the honour of bearing his corpse 
to the grave — all were anxious to obtain 
some memorial of him. This father was 
so full of humility, that he deemed him- 
self totally unworthy of being admitted 
into the Society of Jesus ; insoraucl), that 
for several years he did not venture to dis- 
cover his vocation. After my arrival here, 
(he had known me when I was a young 
man studying Philosophy in France^ he 
took courage and explained his wishes 
to me. I could not hesitate, knowing 
his virtue and progress in learning, &c. 
to accept him, and I sent him to Rouen for 



his Probation. On his return home, whilst 
his strength allowed him, no one was more 
eager to labour in the vineyard : but at 
length, from age and infirmity he was qn- 
der the necessity of confining his ser- 
vices to the Catechistical instructions of 
youth." 

CGXXXIII. Redan, Peter, b native 
of Meath, joined the Society at Salamanca* 
Inl628. For several years he was Rec- 
tor of the Irish College in that City, where 
he died on the 1st of August, 1651, st. 4i. 
leaving behind him the reputation 6f a 
good Religious, and an excellent Greek 
and Hebrew Scholar. The first volume of 
his Commentary on the Books of the Mac- 
cabees was published in folio at Lyons, in 
the year 1651. The second volume, ready 
for the press, was in the College library at 
Salamanca, when Father N. Southwell 
edited the Bibliotheca Scriptoruro, S. J. in 
1676. 

CCXXIV. Reilly, Daniel, was in the 
Novitiate at Kilkenny when Pere Verdier 
made his report, the 24th of June, 1640. 

CCXXX V. Rice, Stephen, began his 
Noviceship at Kilkenny, and in the sequel 
became a leading man amongst his Bre- 
thren. The venerable Primate Archbishop 
Plunkett, of glorious memory,* in a letter 
addressed from Dublin on the 22nd of No- 
vember, 1672, to the General S. J. Father 
John P. Oliva, extols Father Rice then 
Superior of his brethren, for his learning, 
disinterested and indefatigable zeal, fervid 
eloquence, remarkable discretion, and pro^ 
found religious virtue; he adds, that this 
good Father has all the modest diffidence of 
a Kovice: that he is a true son of St. 
Ignatius, and full of the spirit of the In- 
stitute. In a second letter to the same, 
dated Armagh, 30th of January, 1673, the 
worthy Archbishop repeats his unqualified 
commendation of this meritorious Father. 
His Grace of Dublin, Archbishop P. Tal- 
bot, held him in no less esteem. We have 
this Rev. Superior's well written report of the 
Irish Mission of the Society, from tlie year 
1669 to the 15th of July, 1675, and which 
has furnished several details for these bio- 
graphical Sketches. I find by a letter 
dated Poictiers, 20th of May, 1697, that 
he was thus recommended by its Rector, 
F. Kelly, to the General Gonzales, to re- 
sume tlio Government of his Brethren in 
Ireland: "Rev. Father Stephen Rice, who, 
about 20 years since, was Superior of the 
Mission, appears to me eminently qualified 
to fill that office again, unless his age and 
strength may incapacitate him for the la- 
bour." When the good old man descend-

How true is the remark, that "Calumny spread, 
no matter how, will frequently prove an Over- 
match for candour, truth, and innocence, until 
time has applied his Touchstone, and proved the 
temper of tiie Metal" ! 
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ed into the tomb, I have inquired in vain. 

CCXXXVI. Roche, Cornelius. All 
that 1 ferret oat, is his existence in the ear- 
ly part of the i7th century in Spain. 

CCXXXVII. HocHFORD, Charlks. 
This Father was at Youghall, in 157~. 

CCXXXVII I. ROCHPORD, ROBKRT, is 

mentioned with honour in the Epistle De- 
dicatory of Father Fitzsimon*s Treatise on 
the mass, printed in 16} 1. In a letter of 
Father Edmund Tanner, dated Cork, the 
nth of October, 1577, I read, '* Rev. Fa- 
ther Charles and Master Robert Rochfoid 
spread on every side the sweetest odour of 
the Institute of the Society of Jesus. They 
keep a school in the town of Youghall, in 
the Diocessof Cork, Munster: their audi- 
tors and the townspeople are daily trained 
in the Christian doctrine, and the frequen- 
tation of the Sacraments and good Morals, 
as well as the miserable circumstances of 
the times will permit, but not w ithout mo- 
lestation ; yet God gives them perseverance 
and great benefit to their Hearers.'* 

♦CCXXXIX. Ryan 0» George, of 
Kerry. This Scholastic died at Novara, 
on the I4th of November, 1834, eet. 23, 
Soc.4. *"* Piam lalus animam reponat Se- 
dibits Christ US.** 

CCXL. Ryan, Thomas, was Superior 
in Dublin, in the early part of Charles the 
Second's reign, and had the reputation of 
lieing an able Divine. It is painful to be 
unable to follow up the history of this Rev. 
Father. 

CCXLI. Ryan, William, was fellow 
Novice with Father Stephen Rice, and I 
think succeeded him in the government of 
the Irish Mission. Whilst Superior he was 
arrested towards the end of October, 1678, 
and kept in close custody, on suspicion of 
being concerned in Oates's Conspiracy: 
but his innocence appeared so manifest to 
the Viceroy and Privy Council, that he 
was most honourably acquitted and set at 
liberty. A letter written by him, and 
. dated the 30th of May, 1C79, announces 
his safe arrival at Poictiers the day before. 
He adds that his Grace the Archbishop of 
Dublin, and his brother, Richard Talbot, 
with the son of Viscount Mountgaret, still 
remained close prisoners. He mentions the 
Proclamation of the Viceroy, issued last 
October, for the departure of all the Ca- 
tholic Bishops and Regular Clergy from 
the realm of Ireland, as also the recent Re- 
ward offered of 10^ English for the appre- 
hension of every Bishop and Jesuit, and of 
61. for every Abbot or other Regular so 
apprehended. On thQ 5th of July, 1679, 
Father Ignatius Brown recommended Fa- 
ther William Ryan for the Rectorship of 
the new College at Poictiers ; but further 
I cannot trace him. 

CCXLII. Si^LL, ••,..... A father of 
this name had died at Cashell before the 
year 1640: his aged sister was living in 
his house, with the two Fathers of the So- 



ciety, when Pere Verdier visited that City * 
• CCXLUl. Sarazen, George. This 
Temporal Coadjutor is reported by Pere 
Verdier to be a good Religious man and a 
very ingenious person. Ke had been a 
Printer, and conducted the press' at Kil- 
kenny. 

CCXLIV. Savage, Matthias, was 
born in Dublin, on the 2ad of January, 
1711, and entered the Society in the Pro- 
vince of Upper Germany, on the 12th of 
September, 1731 ; he returned as a Mis- 
sionary to Ireland in 1741, and was admit- 
ted to the Profession of tlie Four Vows, on 
the 2nd of February, 1752. His station 
was Waterford : but the date of his death 
1 have not been able to recover. 

CCXLV. St. Leger, John ( Salin- 
gerus. Uncle to FF. Robert St. Leger, D. 
D. and Vicar Apostolic of Calcutta, and his 
brother F. John St. Leger ) born at Wa- 
terford, on the 23rd of August, 1713; en- 
tered the Society in the Province of Thou- 
louse, on the 25th of April, 1729, and 
came to the Irish Mission thirteen years la- 
ter. With the assistance of bis Irish 
friends in Spain, he built at Waterford a 
Chapel for the Residence of the Society, 
and a good dwelling House. It was c:'.tled 
St. Patrick*s. At the Suppression of the 
Order, Dr. William Egan, then Bishop 
of the Diocess, declared it a Parish Church, 
and appointed F. St. Leger its first Parish 
Priest and F. Paul Power his associate. To 
this day, the memory of these holy Men is 
in benediction. To the credit of the Bi- 
shops of Waterford, let it be remembered that 
whilst an Ex- Jesuit was living, no other 
was appointed Parish Priest of St. Patrick's. 
CCXLVI. St. Legeb, William. The 
1st time that 1 meet with him is in a letter 
written by him from his native place, Kil- 
kenny, on the 3rd of January, 1G46-7, 
wherein he speaks in the highest terms of 
the merits of Peter Francis Scarampi, the 
Oratorian, and Envoy of the Holy See to 
the Irish Nation. Pere Verdier found him 
two years later superior of the College at 
Kilkenny. When that City was taken, he 
removed to Galway. In 1651 , the success 
of the Puritan faction compelled him to 
seek safety in flight. Retiring to Compos- 
tella, he ended his days in peace, on the 
9th of June, 1665, set. 60, We have from 
his pen the Life of Thomas Walsh^ Arch" 
bishop of Cashell, 4to. Antwerp, 1655, who 
died at Compostella. 

CCXLVII. Seorave, Christopher, 
was one of the Examiners of the MS. work 
of Father Stephen White, *'De Sanctis et 
Antiquit'ate HiJbemuB" as I find in Fa- 
ther Robert Nugcnt*s letter, dated Kilken- 
ny, the 10th of January, 1646-7. Two 
years later, he was the Procurator of the 
Novitiate at Kilkenny. There Pere Ver- 
dier saw this Professed Father, and states 
that he was about 45 years of age, and 
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**vir optimijudiciL What became of him 
lafer, I have yet to learn. 

N.B. A gentleman ot* the name of Patrick 
S.-grave, had been a special benefactor to 
the Irish Mission of the Order, as 1 find in a 
letter of F. Holiwood, dated 30th June, 1606. 

CCXLVIII. Shea, John. Of whom I 
find mention in Father Holiwood's letter, 
of 3ath of June, 1604. He had left him at 
Paris, studying Theology, and wishes much 
to have him for the Irish Mission. 

•CCXLIX. Shea, Wilmam, a most 
promising Scholastic, who died at Clon- 
gowes-wood, 4th of April, 1819, Soc. 9. 

CCL. Shea, Simon, ofLeinster, was 
born on the 18th of May, 1706; joined the 
Order in the Province of Seville, on the 
28th of January, 1726: and commenced 
his Missionary career in Ireland, twelve 
years later. He was Professed on the l7th 
of March, 1742. Waterford was the the- 
atre of his zeal, where he was admired as a 
Preacher. He was living in 175d. 

CCLI. Sh ELTON, Richard. In a letter 
of Father Robert Nugent, dated Waterford 
the 28th of February, 1643, he says "I 
daily expect Father Shelton from France." 
From Pere Verdier's Report of the 24th of 
June, 1649, I collect that he had been sta- 
tioned at Waterford, where he was in great 
repute as a Preacher ; that he had then quit- 
ted for Spain, to accompany the Countess 
of Beerhaven thither ; that he was about 40 
years of age, of which he had spent 20 in 
the Society. He died in Dublin, as I find 
in Father Stephen Rice's Annual Letters, 
during the year 1671. ♦*i» Missione et 
alibi de Societatc bene mei'itus.** 

CCLII. • Sherlock, Paul, was born 
at Waterford, on the 14th of August 
1595. Well grounded in Classical litera- 
ture, he entered himself in the Irish Col- 
lege at Salamanca, in 1612, and on the 30th 
of September the same year enlisted under 
the banner of St. Ignatius. As a Theolo- 
gian he attained to the highest reputation ; 
for his ability in governing he was equally 
distinguished ; and for the long period 
of 20 years, during which he was Hector at 
Salamanca and Compos tclla, he secured 
the esteem and attachment of his Brethren 
and Subjects. Application was made to ihc 
General of the Order on various occasions 
by F. Rohert Nugent, the Superior of tlie 
Irish Mission, that his services might he 
confined to his native country ; but, under 
the circumstances, it was judged expedient 
to continue F. Sherlock in Spain, and at 
Salamanca he terminated his useful career on 
the 9th of August, 1''46. Gifted with ta- 
lents of the first Order, and indefatigable in 
labor, he would have left numerous evi- 
dences of his genius and erudition, if his 
constitution had been stronger, or his life 
more extended ; still we had from his pen,

*CCLlll. Sherlock, Robert. This 
most innocent and saintly lay-brother died 
at Clongnwes, on the 4th of January, 1822. 
Soc. 5. On the night of his happy depar- 
ture, being asked, if there was anything he 
wanted? he replied, looking up to heaven, 
*' What can 1 want, but to be united (o my 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ I" 

CCLIV. Shine, John. This zealous 
young Father Cfor he was ordained 
Priest but at Pentecost 1822) was cut 
off in the flower of usefulness by chole- 
ra, in Dublin, on Sunday, the 3rd of Au- 
gust, 1834. ffit. 43. Soc. 25. He had re- 
mained in the Confessional, busily engaged 
until 10 o'clock of the preceding night ! 
His remains were deposited in the Cemete- 
ry of Glasnevin. Amongst his brethren 
he passed for a very superior Classic Scho- 
lar ; and the New Day Schools of the So- 
ciety in Dublin, justly regarded him as 
their soul and their most etficient supporter. 
Having had the honor of numbering him 
amongst his pupils at Stonyhurst during 
the years 1806 and 1807, tie Compiler of 
these Notices may be allowed to adopt the 
language of F. Edmund Campian, on 
hearing of the happy death of the Reverend 
Cuthbert Mayne: '*4>i« propilius Amico 
veteri et Prceceptori : horum enim nomi- 
nnm gloriola perjruar nunc ambitiosius 
quam antea,** 

CCLV. Shine, Thomas, reached Ire- 
land from Spain with F. Everard before 
the end of 1607. 

CCLVl. Stafford, Bernard, C his 
true name was Cassidy ) : he was born in 
Ireland during the month of December, 
1713. At the age of 22 ho entered the No- 
vitiate at Watten : and was admitte<l to 
the Profession of the Four Vows in Lon- 
don in 1753. For some time he resided at 
Thame Park, wheie liedied on the lllh of 
June, 1788. His services on the Mission 
well deserve remembrance and imitation. 

CCLVII. Stanihurst, William, of 
Irish parents, but was actually born at 
Brussels. There lie chiefly resided, and 
for 25 years was a zealous preacher in the 
English and Dutch languages. Full of mo- 
desty, charitv. and tender piety, he was 
the delight of his Brethren, and the grace 
and ornament of Religion. He died on the 
loth of January, J663, at. 61. Soc. 4o. 

He has left as monuments of his piety 
and industry,

F. Archdeacon (who must well have 
known the pious author) mentions two

• CCLVlll. Strich, John,* quitted 
Bourdeaux with Pere Verdier,2nd Novem- 
ber, 1648: was obliged to wait at Rochelle 
for five weeks until a sea-worthy ship 
could be procured: sailed thence on the 
5th of December, and after a rough and 
stormy voyage reached Galway, on the 
28ih of December, that year, when I lose 
sight of him. 

CCLIX. Strong, Patrfck. In a let- 
ter of F. Holiwood, dated the 30th of June 
1604, he says, **we have sent lately toBour- 
deaux Mr. Patrick Strong, a prudent man, 
to reside there, to be the conveyer to and 
fro of our correspondence.*' In a letter of 
the 30th of June, 1606, he informs F. 
George Duras that Mr. Strong had re- 
turned from Bordeaux, and that but three 
days ago he was nearly captured in the 
streets of Dublin, whilst unadvisedly- 
walking in the day time. 

CCLX. Sullivan, O' Thad^us. Pere 
Verdier, so often mentioned, found this Pro- 
fessed Father at Waterford, and states 
that he was about 55 years of age ; that he 
was eminent for virtue, learning, and no- 
bility ; that he possessed talents for busi- 
ness and Pulpit Oratory: that he was a 
descendant of the ancient Irish ; that he 
had few equals ; and that he ought to be 
promoted to the rank of Superior of his 
brethren, or Consultorofthe Mission. 

CCLXI. Talbot t In a let- 
ter of F. Henry Fitzsimon, written from 
Ireland, the 7th of September, 1599, he 
petitions for a reinforcement of Missiona- 
ries, and particularises F. Talbot in the 
first place, ** Ex nostratibus in has par' 
tes amandandi P, Talbotus,** Sfc» Further 
details 1 took for in vain. 

CCLXII. Talbot, John James. This

Father is mentioned in Pere Verdier's Re 
port of the 24th of June, 1649, as being 30 
years old, of a robust constitution, but li- 
ving with his mother, ** in cedibus nobili- 
urn" without ofiice* 

CCLXlll. Talbot, Nicholas. All 
that 1 can recover of his history is from a 
letter of F. Nicholas Hart, addressed on 
the 15th of June. 1659, to the General 
Goswin Nickel. It states that F. Nicholas 
Talbot has not as yet quilted the shores of 
Ireland : that by reason of his declining 
strength ( for he is past 60 ) , he appears 
unequal to the fatigue of travelling, and to 
the labours of a College life abroad: that 
his bail, who are answerable to the Govern- 
ment for his departure, are willing that he 
should ramain quietly among his friends 
and attend to the improvement of bis health. 
F. Flart requests directions how to proceed 
in this case. N.B. There was another F. 
Talbot, whom I meet with in the town of 
Galway, early in 1649: he is described as 
being about 40 years old, Professed of the 
Four Vows, and then teaching Grammar. 

CCLXIV. Talbot, Peter, son of Sir 
William Talbot, and Brother of the Rich- 
ard Talbot, who was created Duke of Tyr- 
connell by King James the Second, and 
Viceroy of Ireland. Peter was born in the 
County of Dublin, in 1620. At the age of 
15 he enrolled himself in Portugal, amongst 
the children of St. Ignatius. After his 
promotion to the Priesthood, he was em- 
ployed to teach Moral Theology nt Ant- 
werp. He had reached London in the spring 
of 1651, and was preparing to pass over to 
Ireland on some secret service and commis- 
sion of Jean IV. King of Portugal, and I 
find him described in a letter of the 29th of 
April that year as sapientia^ pietate et ze* 
lo lanto oneri parent. His letter from Co- 
logne, written on the 17th of November, 
1&4, shews how fully he possessed the 
confidence of his legitimate Sovereign 
Charles the Second, then a resident in that 
City. That his Majesty was then dis- 
posed to favour his Catholic subjects, whom 
he had found to be most faithful to his per- 
son and most zealously attached to Mo- 
narchial Government, is certain — nay, that 
he was favourably disposed towards their 
religion is not improbable ; but I see no 
cause for crediting the assertion of the lear* 
ned author* of the Hibernia Dominicana, 

* This Luminary of the O. S. D. Dr. Thomas 
Burke was born in Dublin, in 1709. and succeeded 
Dr. James Dunne in the Se^ of Ossory, in 1759. 
He was consecrated at Drogheda by the Primate 
Anthony Blake, on Low Sunday, the 22nd.of April, 
that >ear. and died at his house in Maudlin Street, 
Kilkenny, on Wednesday, the 25th of September. 
1776. This compilation 4to. pp. 797, was actu- 
ally printed at Kilkenny, from the press of James 
Stokes (although the title page sets out that It is- 
sued from the Metternick Print-office at Cologne) 
in 1762. Ten years later, a Supplement was printed 
at Kilkenny, 1 think by Edmund Finn, which in- 
creases the whole work to 949 pages.

About the period of the Restoration of 
his Sovereign, whose interests he had long 
and most diligently served, and promoted 
F. Talbot obtained *^*justis dc causis'* a 
dispensation from his vows ; but hisafTection 
for the Society of Jesus continued unaba- 
ted. Oil the death of Pr., Thomas Fleming, 
Archbishop of Dublin, Pope Clement lA. 
namea Dr. T'tilbot, on the 2nd of May, 
1669, to fill that vacant see. His zeal for 
the advancement of Religion, and for his 
Country's welfare ( for he was a true pa- 
triot ) , procured him many enemies in 
those days of intolerance and bigotry. With 
his pen he was indefatigable, as the list of 
his works, which he himself supplied for 
insertion in Southwell's Bibliotheca Scrip- 
torura Societatis Jusu ( p. 703 ) abundant- 
ly proves. In consequence of K. Charles 
llnd's Proclamation for the banishment of 
all Bishops and Religious from Ireland, his 
Grace repaired to the continent ; and I find 
by his original letter, dated the 29th of De- 
cember, 1673, from Paris, that his Sove- 
reign, as well as James Duke of York, 
had recommended him to the most Chris- 
tian King, and even in letters written with 
their own hands, to provide him with a 
Benefice becoming his station, and that he 
had then actually delivered them. How long 
he remained abroad I cannot determine; 
but I read in a Journal, formerly kept at 
Watten, near St. Omer, the following me- 
morandum: *'AT>i 1676, Feb. 24. My 
Lord Primate of Ireland, Lord Talbot 
came here from St. Omer, with F, Re- 
tor and F. Ireland." Soon after his re- 
turn to Ireland, whilst labouring under 
great bodily infirmity, be was seized in his 
brother's house at Carr Town, County 

dency of the work excited great uneasiness and 
alarm in the bishops and Ckrgy of Ireland. Seven

1 723 ) , whilst dining with F. Man- 
suet, O. S. F. Confessor to James, Duke of York, 
desired him to go to his Royal Highness and advise 
him to propose to the King, then near his end.

The Duke did so ; and 
the consequence was, that F. John Huddleston 
concluded this reconciliation. The seeds of this 
Conversion were probably sown atMosely.

CCLXV. Tanner, Edmund. A brief 
letter of this Fathei*, addressed from Cork, 
the 11 th of October, 1577, is extant. He 
states that he had once been arrested ; but 
by the industry of his fi lends, hadefiected 
his escape, and that the enemies of Catholic 
Faith were constantly intent on his destruc- 
tion ; that God blessed bis labours in the 
vineyard, and that many would be recon- 
ciled to the Church, if the violence of Per- 
secution should subside. 1 suspect this 
Father is the person mentioned by Harris, 
p. 97, Book, I. Writers of Ireland, who 
wrote *^ Lectiones in Summam D. ThO' 

CCLXVI. Thaly, Hugh. This polite 
scholar and excellent instructor of youtli, 
died in the Irish College of Poictiers, on 
tlie 18th of September, 1711, set. 73. He 
had laboured in the Irish Mission for 24 
years, and for some time had been employed 
in the vineyard of Scotland. For the last 
eight years of his life, God was pleased to 
visit him with total blindness ; but, like 
another Tobias, he exhibited perfeet pa- 
tience and resignation. 

CCLXVII. Ton IN, James, was an edi- 
fying Novice at Kilkenny in 1649. On 
the following year he was drafted with his 
brethren through the houses of the Society 
on the continent, where he vaniifhes from 
my pursuit. 

CCLXVIII. Tyrer, Francis, At the

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mge of 15 he joined the Society. After til« 
ling the office of Superior at Waterford^ he 
was stationed at Cork, where Pere Verdier 
met hiin early in 1649. He reports him to 
be an eminent Preacher, very prudent and 
learned, and zealous for reUgious disci- 
pline. He was living in Ireland, on the 
J 5th of June, 1659; but after that date I 
can trace him no longer. 

CCLXIX. Usher, John, This Father 
was living in the early part of 1649, at 
Kilkenny : he was then 35 years old, of 
which he had spent 18 years in the Society. 
He was actually teaching Rhetorick. He 
was still living in the winter of 1663. 

CCLXX. Usher, Stbphek. With re- 
gret I have to admit that I have barely re- 
covered his name. 

GCLXXI. Wadding, Luke, Cbrother 
to F. Peter Wadding ) was a native of 
Waterford, and of a Family fruitful in 
great men. F. Luke was living at Salaman- 
ca, and his brother Peter in Bohemia, in 
the year 1642. On the 24th of April, that 
year, the Superior of the Irish Mission, 
F. Robert Nugent, applied to the General 
Vitelleschi for the benefit of their services 
at home. In a letter of the 28th of Febru- 
ary, 1643, he repeated his anxious wish 
for their return, ""i?t Missione hac omnino 
necessarii iuut ,•'* but it is certain that 
the petition could not be granted. 

CCLXXII. Wadding, Peter, S. T. D. 
born in Waterford, A. D. 1580 ; at the 
age of 21 entered the Novitiate at Tournay. 
Several Universities were proud of number- 
ing him amongst their Professors ; but his 
prodigious learning was eclipsed by the 
splendour of his virtues. He died at Gratz 
on the 13th of September, 1644. Under a 
borrowed name he published " Carmina 
Varia,'' ^' Tractatus aliquot contra He- 
reticos',** Under his own name he wrote a 
Latin Treatise to refute the Pamphlet enti- 
tled '''' Flagellum Jesuiticum.^' 4to. Nigrae, 
1034. *^ Tractatus de Incarnatione»" 4to. 
Antwerp, 1636, pp. 656. Also a Latin 
Oration at the inauguration of Ferdinand 
HI. at Prague, in 1636. His Treatise, 
*' De Contractibus,'' 4to. was printed at 
Gratz, the year after his death. 

CCLXXIII. Wale, Thomas. He was 
cousin of the FF. Quemerford, and I find 
left Spain for Rome, about Michaelmas, 
1607. 

CCLXXIV. Wale, Walter. This 
venerable Irish Father for nearly half a 
century cultivated the vineyard in Ireland. 
His useful services to society at large ex- 
torted the praise of his persecutors ; even 
the Judges at circuit have honestly con- 
fessed that he and his uncle, F. Barnaby 
Kearney, were more instrumental in pre- 
venting and putting down robbery, and in 
maintaining the public tranquillity, than all 
the ( ourls of Law. This Apostolic Fa- 
ther and li ue Patriot, ever severe to him- 
self, but all patience, condescension, and 
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meekness towards others, died at Cashell, 
prope octogenariuSf on the 6th of April, 
1646. 

CCLXXV. Walle, James, returned 
to Ireland from Spain with a broken consti- 
tution, and after a few years service, died 
in November, 16i'>. F. Robert Nugent, in 
a letter of the 22nd of November that year, 
eulogizes this Father for his integrity, 
learning, and zeal. 

CCLXXVl. Walsh, James, was living 
at Waterford in 1649. Pere Verdier de- 
scribes him as being 33 years of age, of 
good abilities, of perfect candour, and a 
lover of Religious Discipline. On the 3rd 
of June, 1650, this Apostolic Father fell a 
victim of charity in attending persons in- 
fected with the plague, when pestilence ra- 
vaged that City. 

CCLXXVII. Another Father of this 
name was living at Compostella, in 1686. 

CCLXXVIII. Walsh, Richard. In a 
letter of F. James Quemerford, dated Ma- 
drid, the 2bth of September, 1607, I read 
" F. Richard Walsh hath ended his studies, 
and is gon to his third Probation : it is 
likely he shall begin a course of Philoso^ 
phieinthe Seminaric of Salamanca, if the 
Spaniards prevaile not, that procured to 
have him for themselves. The Englishe of 
Valladolid hath sought him, and many 
others cast an eye upon him. I hope such 
as need him most, and unto whom he may 
doe the greater good, shall have him. He 
was liken to go with F. Padilla to Rome, 
and he was appointed for it ; but the Spa- 
niards fearing our F. General), if he did 
once see him, could not suffer him to com 
back to Spaine, stayed him." I meet with 
this Father at Waterford in April, 1612, 
in a declining and hopeless state of health. 

CCLXXIX. Ward, John, born in 
the County of Dublin, in 1705; ai the ago 
of 19, and on the 18th of October, 1724, 
entered the Society in the Province of 
Thoulouse ; was admitted to the solemn 
Profession of his Order, on the 24th of 
February, 1742. I find by the catalogue 
of 1755, that he had been on the Mission 
then for the last seventeen years, and was 
^ uperior of his Brethren in Dublin. Obiit 
12lh of October, 1775. 

CCLXXX. Ward, Maurice. When 
Pere Verdier visited Galway early in 1649, 
he found this young Jesuit living as Chap- 
lain in the house of Sir Zepherin Brown, 
he describes him as ^^vir insigniter bonus 
et sineerus, cgregius et facilis Pocta,** 
He died on the 2nd of November, 1663, 
ffitatis 47. Soc. 17. 

CCLXXXI. Ward, Thomas. 

CCLXXXII. WELDONi Thomas, born 
at Drogheda, according to one account* 
the !8th March, but, according to another, 
the 20th of December, 1714. He was 
admitted into the Society at Thoulouse, on 
the 8th of March. 1731, or rather the 12th 
of July, 1732; made the Piofossion of the

Ik- died at 
Walerford, on the 17lh of Novtmbcr, 
\C/,n, utu b7. Ho had a brother Patrick, 
a worthy Priest, who nobly did his duty 
during the Plague at Waterford* in 1650. 
CCLXXXIV. White, Jamls, was io 
the Province of Castile, in the epriy part 
of 1680, as I find in F. Hugh Thaly's letter 
of tlie 2<nh of February that year. HiB 
servicos were then urgently demanded for 
the Irish Mission. 

CCLXXXV. White John. This Fa- 
ther is mentioned by F. Robert Nugent in 
his letter dated *' ex Uibernia, i Octobris, 

CCLXXXVI. White, Petlr. Allthat 
I can glean of him is from a letter of F. 
John Young, written from the Irish Col- 
lege at Rome, the 26th of October, 1661, 
in which he states that F. Peter White was 
then the Ucctor of the Irish College at Se- 
ville. 

CCLXXXVI r. White, Stephen. This 
Irish Father deserves a fuller eulogium than 
I am able to supply. He was the author of 
f omo hittorical pieces relating to Ireland, 
in confutation of the assertions of Giraldut 
Cambi'enHU, The Rev. John Lynch, who 
had the custody of this valuable MS. men- 
tions it in Chapter I. and XIV. of his 
**Cambrentis EverttuSy** printed in 1662, 
and expresses his deep regret that a con- 
siderable part of it was lost dnrlng the Ci- 
vil Wars. Archbishop Usher, an excellent 
judge of these matters, in p. 400 of his 
Primordia, gives F. White the character

CCLXXXVllI. Whitf, Thomas. The 
only occasion that I find this Father men* 
tioned is in a letter of the 22ud of Aogiist, 
1607. He was then in Spain, with F. 
James Archer. 1 cross him again six weeks 
later. F. Fitzsimon, in the Preface to his 
Treatise on the Mass, printed in 1611» 
mentions him. 

CCLXXXIX. WoLLFE, David, had 
been Chaplain to James Maurice Desmond 
de Giraldinis, as I find from that noble- 
roan*s letter, dated from St. Malo, the 
3Ist of January, 1576. The Father had 
returned to Ireland. 

CCXC. Wyse, Maurice. This Father 
was at Rome in 1604, as I find in a letter 
ofF Holiwood, dated Ex Comitatu Dub- 
liniensi, the 6th of May, that year, who 
proposed that he should be sent over for 
the Irish Mission. F. Wyse reached Lon- 
don on the 22nd of June, the same year, 
Waterford and its vicinity became the field 
of his apostolic labours. After the 22iid 
of August, 1607, 1 lose sight of him. 

CCXCI. Young, John. For thirty 
years this apostolic 'man devoted himself 
to the Irish Mission. The Counties of 
Cork, Waterford, and Galway, were the 
principal theatres of his labours. Wc learn

finee of iti^ ^arliametittiry forties torertiovfe 
his ihteresting Establishment frdth Kllken- 
riy, he edndlctcted it to the To^n of Gal- 
ir&y ; but thettbe kXsti he wa^ (kHnpelled to 
emigrate with them to the Continent, Wherd 
he saw himself under the necessity of draft- 
ing these dear children in various houses of 
the Society. Retiring to Rome, he pre- 
sided over the Irish College there for eight 
years, and was rewarded with a happy 
death in that City, on the 13th of July, 
1664. act. 75, as I find it written under 
his beautifully engraved Portrait- 

A few original letters of this meritorious 
and saintly Father are still extant : some 
Extracts may afford pleasure to the reader. 

1. Dated from Kilkenny, the 30th of 
January, 1647 O. S. "Our long expected 
Superior, P. Malone, by the blessing of 
God, is at last arrived. His coming was 
indeed welcomed by all ; but, above all, by 
me, who have been sustaining the double 
burthen of the Novitiate and the Mission. 
Now, blessed be God, I am relieved of the 
care of superintending the Mission. With 
regard to the Novitiate, we have eleven 
Novices, of whom four are Priests, six are 
Scholastics, and one a Temporal Coadju- 
tor. Domestic dircipline and regular ob- 
servance proceed in due course, as I flatter 
myself. I do trust in the Lord, that they 
will not degenerate from the primitive spi- 
rit of our Fathers. They are trained in the 
simplicity of obedience, in the despising of 
themselves and the World, in subduing 
their passions, renouncing self-will, in the 
practise of poverty, in the candid and un- 
reserved manifestation of Conscience, in 
inward conversation and familiarity with 
God : and of these things, praise be to 
God, they are very capable and most ea- 
ger. Nothing is omitted which the Rules 
prescribe for their formation in the spirit of 
the Society of Jesus.'* 

The 2n(l is dated from Kilkenny, the 
80th of June, 1648. "The letters of your 
Rev. Paternity, bearing date the 24th of 
August, 1 647, did not reach me until the

^^imie Council, in consequence of severe 
reterses of forttioe ddring the Campaign, 
and the great want of wayi^ and means, 
had concluded a Treaty for six months 
with fnchinquin, the General erf the Ene- 
my*'? forces : that some of the Coridiilom 
Wfere judged unfovourable tb Ectlesfastical 
rights by the Nuhcio, \frhb signified his 
utter disapprobaticm, and threatened an 
i&terdict, unless the Truce was recalled 
Within the space of nine days; that the 
Sdpreme Council appealed to the Holy See ; 
hdt notwithstanding Such appeal, the ^un- 
do bad proceeded ft) carry hiS threat into 
eiecatibn; and that confusion ana the 
worst species of civil hostilities were en- 
gendered Between the parties. In this and 
oftfter l^ttets, dated ttctni Kilkenny, the 
Slst of l>e6ember, 1648, the 8th of Fe- 
bruary, 1649, the 22ria of June, 1640, he 
enters into many details relating to the 
history of this sad and eventful period, and 
gives proof of his own quiet and meek spi- 
rit, of his tender regard for Charity and the 
interests of Religion. 

From Gal way the Rev. Father addressed 
two letters to the Gen. Piccolimini. The 
first is dated the 20th of April, 1650 : he 
remarks on the bright prospect there was 
for the Irish Mission of the Society in 
Ireland but seven years ago ; what a wide 
field was opened for extending the glory of 
God, and procuring the salvation of souls ; 
that several cities had petitioned for Col- 
leges of the Order, and that competent 
foundations'^ had been offered and some ac- 
cepted ; that the small number of labour- 
ers for such an abundant harvest of souls 
(for they hardly amounted to sixty for the 
whole of Ireland, nam vix sexaginta in 
toto regno fuimus) induced them to apply 
for powers to admit Novices at home, who 
being instructed in virtue and afterwards 
in learning, might succeed us, most of 
whom are advanced in years, in the work 
of the Ministry. The necessary permission 
was obtained ; it was confirmed and in- 
creased afterwards, and the Novitiate had 
prosperously maintained its course during 
the last four years " et Novitiatus hoc 

^Amongst these benefactors (we have already no- 
ticed the greatest, Elizabeth Nugent. Countess of 
Kildare. who died on the 26th of October, 1645) we 
must particularize Dr. 7%omas Dease, Bishop of 
Meath ; Mr. Edmund Kirwan, and his relation, 
Francis Kirwan, Bishep of Killala ( his Lordship 
had obtained to be admitted into the Society 
"orohora mortis,^* and was buried in the Jesuits' 
Church at Rennes) ; and Thomas Walsh, Arch- 
bishop of Cashell, who died in exile at Compostella. 
The Supreme Council had also engaged iu 1645, to 
erect a new University, to be under the charge of 
the Jesuits, as also to found a College under the 
name of /ewf. 
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quadriennio praspere suum eursum ten- 
uU,** But as nothing is stable in human 
a£fairs, during the last year the Establish- 
ment was disturbed by the din of arms and 
by the assault of the Parliamentary forces, 
insomuch that a transmigration to Galway 
had become necessary. Every day the 
political horizon grew darker, and the pa« 
nic and despair of the confederated Chiefs 
portended the worst consequences to the 
Country. He adds, "For the more ad- 
vanced of our Brethren we are not so con- 
cerned ; for they are prepared by age and 
the long exercise of virtues to meet the 
brunt and storm of Persecution : but for the 
Juniors, as for so many unfledged young 
from the hovering Kite, we are all solid • 
iude.'* After earnestly consulting Al- 
mighty God, and deliberating with the 
Fathers of Galway and its neighbourhood, 
be states, that it was unanimously re- 
solved to send the young men abroad as 
soon as possible, trusting in God and in 
the accustomed diarity of the Society, that 
provision would be made for them. He fl^ 
.oishes by spying, **My bowels are moved 



with the danger impending on those whom 
I have begotten in Christ; for, as their 
Master of Novices, I have brought them 
forth with the anxiety of a mother. 1 now 
commend and commit them to your Rev. 
Paternity, that they may be distributed and 
accepted through the Provinces; hear, I 
implore you, my good Father, this first 
petition of their very poor Mother ; I do 
not say, my Petition; but of this declin- 
ing Mission ; because Satan waxes fierce 
and cruel, intent on extinguishing the spark 
which is left, and on leaving us no name 
or remainder upon the earth." (2 Kings, 
xiv, 70.) 

The second letter is dated the 14th of 
August, 1650. After briefly adverting to 
the successes of the Puritan Factions, and 
the atrocities and sacrileges which marked 
their triumphant progress, he says, that 
he will take the first safe opportunity of 
shipping ofi" his dear Novices to the Conti- 
nent, and conjures the General to exercise 
his tender charity towards these interestini^ 
Exiles.

be at liberty totalce it ?— He #0«W be perfectly at liberty to talte it, if he had snilelenft 
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sTQundg tQ belipye that the oath WQS otherwise Iftwful. The way lie is to ascertahi whe- 
ther there are jast grounds or not for admitting a particular forin of oath is, not by ap- 
plying to his religious Superior, who is not the proper tribunal for deciding on the law- 
XDloess or unlawfulness of an oath ; he should go to the proper tribunal, which is the judg- 
ment of the Bishops. No religious superior in the Catholic Church, who is not a Uishop, 
is a judge in matters relating to faith and morals. The inferior should therefore apply to 
ibe bishop, and if he tell him that such oath is consonant to the principles of Catholic 
fkith, or rather, to,be more explicit, that it contains nothing repugnant to the truths 
of Divinp Revelation as held in the Catholic Church, then such religious inferior would 
QQloply lie justified in taking that oath, but be bound to do it, when required by the laws 
«f his country. 

Has the General of your Order the power of dispensing his inferiors from any particu- 
lar description of oaths that ihey may have taken I — lie has a power delegated to him by 
lie Holy see in certain cases. I should rather say he may have it ; i do not know that he 
has it, but I know that the Holy See is frequently in the habit of delegating to religious 
superiors the power of dispensing in certain kinds of oaths or vows. These oaths or 
TOWS are private engagements by which a man binds himself, without reference to any 
Other person; for instance, if an inferior made an oath, or made a vow to fa^t upon cer- 
tain days in the week, to go upon a certain pilgrimage — these being acts that merely re- 
ftfioted his pwa will, and being judged to be inconsistent wtli his other obligations, then, 
if the Pope had delegated that power to him, which the Pope hasjicre propria^ theGene- 
inl wonlabave, in virtue of this delegated power, a right of declaring that such oaths 
waro opt binding under these circumstances. Perhaps I might be allowed to say, as a 
general principle, that no general of any Religious Order has any right of interference 
whatever in granting dispensations, or any exercise of spiritual power, but what the Pope 
inay please to grant him. 

And which the Pope is at liberty to withdraw at any time ?— Whenever he thinks pro- 
per, he is at liberty to modify, restrict, or withdraw it. 

Were the subjects connected with the doctrine, distinguished by the name Ultra- 
montane, discussed at Palermo or Stonyhurst ? — I do not know what doctrines may be 
designated by the name of Ultra-montane ; but I know that I have not imbibed, or 
learned or tielieved any doctrioes at any time or period of my education, that are contrary 
to the oaths and declarations of allegiance which Catholicks take in this country. The 
doctrines ou which I might be supposed to hold any particular opinions, and that are 
sworn to in the oath of allegiance, I take to be the doctrine of the deposing power, in- 
cludirgthe assumed right of dispensing with the oath of allegiance, and the doctrine of 
the infalli^lity of the Popot With regard to the doctrine of the deposing power, i de- 
clare that in my whole life I have never heard that doctrine proposed, expounded, explain- 
ed, or in any way whatsoever discussed in any school in which I have ever been ; and 
as far as my knowledge reaches, I do believe that the doctrines of the deposing power, 
including the assumed right of dispensing with oaths ot allegiance, is not taught at the 
present time in any school, college, or university in the world. I cannot recollect to have 
heard that doctrine introduced or intimated, or spoken of, even in private conver-^atlon 
among the Jesuits, except as an obsolete opinion, not now believed by any one, and nevo* 
to l)e hereafter revived . The assertion contained in the Oatb of allegiance, that it is not 
an article of Catholic Faith to believe that the Pope is infallible, is a doctrine which 
Jesuits as well as all other Catholics maintain ; but the proposition Mhich asserts that 
the Pope is infallible, when loquens ex cathedrd He decides that such or such a doctrine 
is an article of the Catholic faith, is an opinion which each man is free to hold whose 
conscience and judgment lead him to that conclusion ; and I beg leave here to add, that 
as a Jesuit, I am not bound to hold this opinion, nor am I bound to hold any doctrine or 
any opinions, or maintain any assertions whatsoever, that every other Catholic is not 
bound to hold and to maintain. I am free to avow, that in fact, a great number of Jesuits 
maintain the doctrine that the Pope, speaking (as the schoolmen say) from the chair, 
In which he teaches the whole church, is so far assisted by the spirit of God, as to be 
preserved from error, when he thus propounds a dogma of faith to the whole church : but 
they defend this position as private theologians, exercising their own judgment in a 
matter on which the supreme authority of the church has not pronounced a definite sen- 
tence: nor are they bound to support this doctrine, even as matter of opinion, by any 
law, or by any statiite, or by any vow, or by any obligation, that does not arise from their 
own free and full conviction. They enjoy, in this respect, the same liberty as other 
Catholic theologians who teach the same opinion, and as those also, who witt^out censure 
defend the contrary assertion. I look upon this question to be a speculative rather than 
a practical one ; 1 have not, therefore, ever given to it that time and attention that would 
enable me to swear, were I even interrogated by my bishop, that the Poi>e is infallible, 
speaking ex cathedrd ; for the question here is not about infallibility residing in the 
church, nor afooat the advantages or the disadvantages of believing in this ia(hlUl)iUty, 
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since all Catholics believe that the Charch, that Is the body of bishops, with the Pope at 
their head, are infallible when they propound dogmas of faith. The question is not, then, 
whether the privilege is attached to the body of pastors, with the Pope at tlieir head, but 
whether it resides in the Pope before the assent of the body of pastors is known. Now, 
however obnoxious the tenet of infallibility may appear to a statesman, or to a politicfan, 
he cares not whether it be considered to rest with the Pope alone, or with the Bishops 
united to the Pope, if it be certain that the Pope and the bishops will always agree in 
the same decision ; such is, however the fact, in eighteen centuries, among the almost 
innumerable definitions that have been addressed by the Holy See to the whole Church, 
there is not one in which the Bishops did not finally agree. Hence the abettors of the 
opinion that the Pope is infallible in propounding dogmas of faith to the whole church, 
always maintain that the Providence of Uod will secure that the Bishops shall join with 
him, so that, in point of fact, whether the Pope speaks first, or the Pope and the Bishops 
speak together, they will always be united in judgment; and the result will be, that the 
decree or dogma propounded will be received as infallible. Of this we have a splendid 
instance in the bull Auctorem fidei, so often mentioned in these examinations ; it was ad- 
dressed to the whole church by Pius the Sixth in 1794, and every dogmatical definition 
which it contains has U)ng since lieen venerated as the infallible judgment of the Catholic 
church. How then can the interests of society, or of the state, be more involved in the 
question of the Pope's infallibility than they are in that of the infallibility of the 
Catholic Church, which we all receive as an article of faith? If the Pope, loquena ex 
catliedrd, be not infallible, his doctrine will still be unchangeable, and in a little time the 
judgment of the Bishops will proclaim that at least he spoke an infallible truth. The 
agreement, then, between the Pope and the Bishops, in matters of faith, is the practical 
result of Catholic principles, while a difference of judgment, to say the most of it, is a 
theory that is merely possible. As far, then, as the social system may be supposed to be 
interested in the tenet of inlallibility, the Infallibility of the Pope cannot in practice be 
distinguished from that of the church.

They will 
tell you that the Tradesmen find them honourable and exact in their payments ;— that the 
lower orders around such establishments, nre particularly civil, peaceable and regular,

Bat if this character of the Jei^uits be true, how comes it, that they were ox|)elled from 
the Dominions of every Catholic iViace in Europe ?

When by dfnt of the foolest celumnfes 
and intrigues they had succeeded in dispossessing the Jesuits of their College at Paris, 
D*Alembert writes thus, May, 4, 1762 : •* The Evacuation of the College of Louis le 
Grand is of more importance to us than that of Marti nlco. The Parliament of Paris are 
tlie public Executioners, and take their orders from Philosophism without knowing it.** A 
few months before, September 8th, 1761, he had written that *' Philosophism was on the 
point of lieingreTenged of the Jesuits.*' The Conspirators considered the total extinction 
of the Jesuits of such vital importance, that D*Aiembert, panic struck with a report of the 
probability of the Order being revived in Spain and Portugal, thus expressed himself on 
the 23rd of June, 1777: "Reason is undone, should the enemy's army gain the battle.*** 
It was necessary to begin with prejudicing the public mind against the Bod; : for this 
purpose they propagated the most infamous calumnies against it — the indiscielions of a 
single Jesuit served as the ground of indictment against the whole Society, and no expense 
was spared in disseminating libels and scandalous pamphlets. Marquis Pombai confessed 
that he had spent 800,000 ducats for the destruction of the Body. (Le Journal hist, et 
litt. p. 260. 15Juin, 1792.) Mods le President Holland, p. 85 of his Memc.ir 1781, 
says *' L*affaire seule des Jesuites me cofltoitde mon argent plus de 60,000 livres. J*a- 
Yois consacr^ & cette oeuvre mon terns, ma santi^ et mon argent ** — and every one knows 
thatla Boette ijPerette at Paris, a fund amounting to 40,(X)0 livres per annum, was 
chiefly employed in promoting their destruction. 

The Jesuits were accused ol Ambition. 

This charge is best refuted in the words of King Henry the 4th*s Answer to the Depu- 
tation from the Parliament of Paris concerning the Re-establishment of the Order. ^* I 
don*t understand how you can make those ambitious who refuse dignities and Prelacies, 
and make a vow to God never to aspire to any Preferment, and who seek nothing in 
this world besides serving all that are willing to employ them, without any view of In^ ' 
terest or Recompence." 

'* It must be owned that with their wonderful patience and regular way of life, they may- 
compass what they will.*' 

The Jesuits were represented as immensely rich. 

And yet it is a certain fact '* that the ric«es which were found at the Suppression, in their 
Houses and Colleges, whether in specie, plate, or jewels, were very inconsiderable, and- 
greatly disappointed the hopes of those who expected to have found inexhaustible treasures . 
in tbeseareh.** See page &7, Annual Register of I773.t 

The Jesuits were accused of being hostile to the Episcopal Power. 

And yet the assembled Bishops in the General Council of Trent approved of the Insti* 
tute, nineteen Popes con^rmed it : Jesuits were employed by every Bishop in communion 
with the K Oman See, and the 60 French Prelates in particular, when consulted on the 
subject by Louis XV» bore honourable testimony to the usefulness of their services, and to 
their exemplary submission to Episcopal authority. 

The Jesuits fell indeed : but alas I how long did the powers who destroyed them sur- 
vive their destruction ? and what was gained by their suppression, let the history of Eu- 
rope testify III 

Glorioos to their Society is the declaration of the same Authority that yielded to their 
suppression, that "the Catholic world, with unanimous voice, demands their re-es* 
tablisbment,"— Such a declaration, after the experience of full 40 years, while it restores 
their fair and honourable name, abundantly refutes the charges bi ought against them, ■ 
and prodaioM to the whole world the great importance and necessity of their services. ' 

A report having been spread that the Jesuits are ccnsidered as particularly obnoxious 
in England, it may be useful to submit to persons who ere prejudiced against f hem, the 
opinions of eminent statesmen and writers concerning the Institute and Manners of that 
Society. 

1. Cardinal DB Richelieu. 

This profound Statesman delivered the following opinion of the Constitutions of the 
Society of Jesus .* " Avec des principcs si surs, des vues si bien dirig^es, on gouverneroit 
un empire dgal au monde.*' 

2. Grotics. 

This illustrious writer bears testimony to the unblemished morals and great abilities of 
this Society : ** Mores icculpatos et bonas artes,** and he adds *' Magna in vulgum auc-

This warlilEe Severe gn u ed to call the Jesaita the Life Ooardf of the Pope, and the 
Grenadiers of Ueligion. When Pope Clement XIV. pnlilished the Brief which suppressed 
the Society, his Majesty wrote the following letter to his Agent at Rome. 
" Abbe Colombini, 

You have my authority to declare to every body, and to inform the Pope, or his 
Prime Minister, that my determination with respect to the J bsuits, is to pboiect them 
IN Mv Dominions in the same manner as they ha^e been hitherto. By the treaty of 
llRKSLiiu I guaraneed thtf reliji^inn, in statu quo, and I never met with rettcr 
Priests thar. the Jesuits. You may add. that as I am of the class of Hbretics, his Ho- 
liness cannot grant me a DISPENSATION for breaking nay word, nor for deviating 
from the duty of an Honest Man or a Kino. Yours, Sec.

In a letter addressed to P6re delalVrar, from Paris, in February, 1746, writes thus : 
** It is impossible to express my astonishment when I hear the Jesuits taxed with teach- 
ing a laxity of morals. I dare venture to say, that there is nothing more inconsistent* 
nothing more unjust, nothing more shameful, than to accuse persons of corrupt morals 
who lead the most rigid lives in Europe.** 

6. The French Bishops. 

The fiimous declaration of ti.e 60 French Bishops, addressed to IjOuIs XV. sets forth 
that they are persuaded, that there is not a man in the Prendi nation who can attest, 
that he ever heard the Jesuits teach a doctrine contrary to the safety of his Migesty's 
person, or to the received maxims qf the kingdom. On the contrary, their whole study 
was to impress on their scholars and hearers the most dutiful seotiments of loyalty and 
respect to their sovereign. 

7. Robertson, in his Life of Charles V. Tol ii. though in some places he sererely* 
censures this Society, yet candidly acknowledged that it is the best regulated of all the 
monastic orders : Vol. iii. that no class of regular clergy has been more eminent for de- 
cency, and even purity of manners ;— and that this order can boast of a greater iramber 
of ingenious authors than all the other religious fraternities put together. 

8. Monseigneur Bausset, Bishop of Aleth. 

1 his Prelate thus expresses his opinion: ** Wherever the Jesuits made themselves 
heard, they preserved all classes of society in a spirit of order, wisdom, and consistence. 
The prineipal towns in Francestill remember that there never was more order and tranqailllty, 
more probity in dealings, fewer failures, or less depravity, than during the existence of the 
Jesuits. Their destruction was a deadly blow to the education ot youth in all Catholic 
Europe, a remarkable confession equally in the mouths of their friends and their ene- 
mies. — 1 hese men u ho were described as so dangerous, so powerful, and so vindictive, 
bowed without a murmur under the terrible hand that crushed them." 

Lastly, Henry IV. King of France, in bis answer to the Deputation from the 
Parliament of Paris, concerning the re-establishment of the Jesuits in his Dominions. 

*'You set up for n.ighty Statesmen, and yet you understand no more of State affairs than 
I do ofdrawingupa Legal Report. The Vow of obedience which the Jesuits take to the 
Pope will not subject them more to his will than the oath of allegiance, which they have 
taken to me, will t>ind them not to undertake any thing against their natural so\-ereign. 
The Jesuits are natives of my kingdom, and areboro my subjects. 1 will not harbourany 
suspicions against those, whose birth has placed them under my Government."

p. 8. — ^Black, (alias RustellJ Albxander, 
was bora in 1G71, eoteredthe Novitiate 
in 1605. 
p, S. — Buchan, Alexander, eldest son 
of the Family of Auchmacoy, near Aber- 
deen, was born in IGoi), entered the So- 
ciety at Madrid in 167d : made his so- 
lemn Yows 18 years later at Douay : 
within two years after came to the Scotch 
Mission. Dying either in Aberdeen or 
Bnchan, he was interred in the family 
burying ground. 
p. 4t---CLERK, AfJSXANDBR, bom in 1669 : 
at the age of 20 joined the Order at 
Rome : made the solemn Profession of 
the Four Vows at Loretto on the 2ud of 
February, 1706. 

p. 5. — DuGuiD, Alexander, died at El- 
gin on the 2ist of September, 1789. 

p. 6. — Durham, William, boru in 1651 : 
entered the Society at Paris on the 21st 
of December, 1673 : made his solemn 
Profession on the 4ith of February, 1689, 
in Scotland, whilst serving the Mission. 
In 1709, was apprehended and banished 
the Realm. 

p. 6. — Fairful, Datid Andrew, born in 
1648 : at the age of SO enrolled himself 
amongst the Novices : for a considera- 
ble period served the Scotch Mission, 
where he was twice apprehended, and 
long imprisoned. On the 2nd of Febru- 
ary, 1697, was promoted to the rank of 
a Professed Father. He was famed as a 
Preacher ; made many converts in Scot- 
land and elsewhere, especially at Douay. 

p. 6. — Farquharson, Charles, died in 
1797. 

p. 6. — FiPE, James, was born on the 22nd 
of July, 1656 ; when 17 years of age 
consecrated himself to God in the So- 
ciety, and 18 years later, was made a 
Professed Father. Whilst serving the 
Scotch Mission was arrested and sen- 
tenced to exile. 

p. 6. — Forbes, James was still living in 
the Scotch College at Rome, of whidi he 
had been Rector in 1709. The Venera- 
ble man was then 83 years of age, and 
had spent 64 in the Order.* 

p. 7. — Fordyce, Robert, born in 1645 : 
entered the Society at Tournay in 1668: 
for many years cultivated the vineyard,

— Fraskb, John, died at Partcn, 12th 
of .March. 1797. 

p. 8. — Gordon, John, was born in 1G3S : 
entered the Society at Tournay in UUiJ : 
taught Humanities for five years, and 
Philosophy for nine years at Douay : 
made the solemn Profession of the Four 
Vows in 1670: was Hector of the Scotch 
College at Madrid : and in I70i)jiad been 
Missionary in Scotland for 30 years. 

p. 8. — GuANT, John, was born on the 
15th of A.ugust, 1671 : entered ttic Novi- 
tiate at Rome on the 20th of November, 
1606. 

p, 9. — Grant, Willi.vm, died at Deeside 
on the 1-ith of March, I7t)7. 

p. 9. — Innks, James, born about the year 
1652 : joined tiie Novices at Tonnia^ 
at Michaelmas 1675: was long on llie 
Scotch Mission, where ho was twice 
seized, imprisoned, and at last banished, 
was still living in 1709. 

p, 9. — LXVIII. Another Catalogue and a 
more ancient one states F. John Inncs 
to have been born on the 5th of August, 
1670. 

p. 14. — Levingston, James, was born 
about 16.54 : entered the Society at Bo- 
logna on the 4th of August, 1678 .* was 
Professed at Aberdeen on the 15th of 
August, 1695. 

p. 14. — Mc'Gill, William, born on the 
8th of January, 1680 : joined the Society 
in the Province of Lyons on the 4th of 
November, 1699 : ten years later was a 
student of Philosophy. 

p. 15. — Mc'GiLLivRAY, James, died at 
Traquair on the 4th of April, 1811. 
From a letter now before me, written by 
F. John Pepper, and dated Terregles, 
17th of January, 1803, I learn, that Mr. 
James Mc*Gillivray entered the Noviti- 
ate in October, 1768, and after his first 
Vows, studied Philosophy with the Je- 
suits at Luxemburgh, and was already 
named by the Provincial to be Regent of 
the College of Namur, when the sappres- 
sion of the ISociety took place. 

p. 15. Note — Bishop Chisholm died on the 

8th of July, 1814. 
p. 17. — Maxwell, Charles, was Prefect 
in the new Scotch College in Dinant, 
at the dissolution of the Order. Re- 
turning to Douay, he there finished 
his studies, and with his oonfrere Mr. J. 
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Mc'GilliTray, took the Mission Oath; 
but both reserved to themselves the full 
power of rejoining the old Standard of 
the Society, as soon as Providence should 
restore it. In a letter now before me he 
says " J have a copy by roe of that Oath, 
signed by me and Rev. Robert Grant, 
President, and Rev. Andrew Oliver, 
Vice-President of the College : after pro- 
mising never to embrace any religious 
Order, the following exception is insert- 
ed and sub line&, **€J:cepta Societate 
Jesu, si unquam vel ex toto, vel ex 
parte quocumque modo, sub ^uocumque 
nomine, in quocumque regno vel pro- 
vincid, sive expressesive tacite^ tantum 
consentiente Sede Apostoticd^ fuerit 
instaureUa" He was chosen in 1797 
by the unanimous consent of the Mis- 
sionaries to take the trust and manage- 
ment of their temporalities, and he con- 
tinued to act in this capacity of Procura- 
tor until his deaib, which happened at 
Edinburgh, onthe 5th of March. ISll. 

pu 17. Maxwell, George, succeeded F. 
John Pepper in 1772, in the Rectorship 
of the new College at Dinant, until the 
destructive Bull deprived him of authori- 
ty in September, 1773. 

p. 21. Pepper, John. From his own let- 
ter of the 21st of January, 1803, I col- 
lect that this good Father " came to the 
Mission in the summer of 1759. In Jan- 
uary, 1763, the Superior of the Mission 
sent me to France with a procuration for 
recovering its funds in that Country. 
On reaching London 1 received the Or- 
ders of the General F. Laurence Ricci, 
for my admission to the Profession of 
the Four Vows. This was performed in 
the presence of the Reverend F. Den- 
net, Provincial of the English Jesuits, 
then in London, on the 5th of Februa- 
ry, 1763. Thence I went to Paris, but 
staid there only a few weeks, and see- 
ing nothing was to be done, was re- 
turning to Scotland, when passing by 
Douay, the Provincial of the Walloon 
Province kept me there, to assist the 
Scots Rector in those troublesome times. 
The Rector sent me to Liege, to pur- 
chase a place for a new Establishment. 
Vl^ith leave of the Bishop of Liege, and 
even at the request of the Magistrates of 
Dinant, I purchased a proper habitation 
and fluted it up for our uses. The Rector, 
with his little community, arrived there 
in April, 1764: we obtained from the 
Prince — Bishop, and the States, all the 
privileges and exemptions which the other 
Jesuit Colleges enjoyed in that Country: 
The General Riccl named me first Rector 
of that new College of Scots, and I held 
that office until 1772, when I was suc- 
ceeded by F. George Maxwell. The des- 
tructive Bull was signified to us at Dinant, 
in Sept. 1773. The following year, that I 
might be employed [in functions proper 



to the Society, I returned to Scotland, and 
took charge of the congregations at Kirk- 
counell and Teregles, with the town of 
Dumfries. For some years 1 was alone 
(F. Eraser, another professed Jesuit, 
was at Munshes in the neighbourhood) 
but in 1779, or 1780, a Secular clergyman 
was appointed to take charge of ttie nu- 
merous congregation of Kirkconnell ; 
since which time I have had the charge 
of the Catholics of Teregles and Dam* 
fries only ; though occasionally 1 -tterve 
also the family of Kirkconnell, who are 
strong friends of the Society.
